The  ceremonies  attending  the  inauguration  of  Mayor- 
elect  Raymond  L.  Flynn,  the  City  Councillors-elect,  and 
the  School  Committee  Members-elect  of  the  City  of  Bos- 
ton were  held  in  the  Wang  Center  for  the  Performing  Arts, 
at  10  a.m.,  when  the  Mayor-elect,  the  members-elect  of 
the  Council,  and  the  members-elect  of  the  School  Com- 
mittee entered  the  hall  in  a  procession  headed  by  City 
Clerk  John  P.  Campbell  and  City  Messenger  Robert  Mc- 
Donald to  the  strains  of  music  by  the  Empire  Brass  Quin- 
tet, accompanied  by  a  Color  Guard  of  the  West  Roxbury 
High  School  NJROTC,  the  Boston  Fire  Department,  and 
the  Boston  Police  Department. 

They  took  seats  on  the  stage,  and  the  meeting  was  called 
to  order  by  City  Clerk  Campbell,  who  said: 

"Ladies  and  gentlemen,  as  City  Clerk  of  the  City  of 
Boston,  I  now  officially  open  these  inaugural  proceed- 
ings. It  is  my  pleasure  to  introduce  Ms.  Pamela  Ambush, 
accompanied  by  John  Andrew  Roth,  who  will  sing  "The 
Star-Spangled  Banner." 

"The  Star-Spangled  Banner"  was  then  sung  by  Ms. 
Ambush. 

City  Clerk  Campbell:  I  now  most  respectfully  present 
Most  Reverend  Thomas  V.  Daily,  Administrator  of  the 
Archdiocese  of  Boston,  who  will  give  the  invocation. 
Bishop  Daily. 

Bishop  Daily:  Let  us  pray  to  Our  Lady  of  Boston.  In  the 
name  of  the  Father  and  of  the  Son  and  of  the  Holy  Spirit: 
Glorious  Mother  of  God  and  powerful  patron  of  all  human 
endeavors,  protect  this  City  of  Boston  and  all  who  dwell 
in  it.  Intercede  with  your  Divine  Son  to  bless  its  blue  bay 
and  rising  hills,  to  bless  its  ancient  streets  and  historic 
monuments,  to  bless  its  newest  buildings  and  its  ever- 
changing  face. 

Within  its  boundaries,  ask  Him  to  sanctify  those  who 
live  and  labor,  cause  their  works  to  prosper  and  bring  hap- 
piness to  those  whom  they  love.  Ask  Him  to  give  guidance 
to  all  who  are  called  to  provide  leadership  in  this  commu- 
nity. 

To  our  new  Mayor,  Raymond  Flynn,  to  the  Member  of 
the  City  Council  and  School  Committee:  grant  them  an 
honest  intelligence  and  a  farseeing  vision. 

For  our  city,  O  Holy  Mary,  be  a  Morning  Star,  lighting 
the  daybreak,  a  Tower  of  Ivory  guiding  those  who  wander, 
a  House  of  Gold  giving  shelter  to  all  who  are  troubled.  As 
we  pass  through  our  fair  city  and  elsewhere,  be  for  us  a 
Refuge  of  Sinners,  a  Comforter  of  the  Afflicted,  and  in 
our  last  hours,  O  Mary,  be  a  Gate  of  Heaven  through 
which  we  may  pass  to  enternal  life. 

Intercede  with  your  Holy  son,  our  Redeemer,  that  His 
providence  may  watch  over  Boston  and  its  people.  Let  His 


INAUGURAL  ADDRESS  OF  MAYOR 
RAYMOND  L.  FLYNN 

Thank  you.  Chief  Justice  Hennessey,  Governor  Duka 
kis,  Mayor  Kevin  White,  Senate  President  Bulger,  Mem- 
bers of  the  City  Council,  School  Committee,  Bishop 
Daily,  Reverend  Clergy,  Fellow  Bostonians:  I  look  out  in 
the  audience.  I  see  Mel  King  out  there,  too.  (Applause.) 
I'm  glad  to  see  you  there,  Mel  —  not  here  —  there. 
(Laughter.) 

To  everything  there  is  a  season,  a  reason,  a  time:  a  time 
to  be  born  and  a  time  to  die,  a  time  to  plant  and  a  time  to 
reap,  a  time  to  build  up  and  a  time  to  break  down,  a  time  to 
love  and  a  time  to  hate. 

I  think  of  this  wisdom  from  scripture  as  I  stand  before 
the  people  of  Boston  today  and  accept  with  gratitude  and 
humility  the  high  honor  of  serving  as  your  Mayor. 

Your  mandate  to  me  last  November  was  also  clear  and 
simple:  to  apportion  our  common  wealth  and  vitality 
fairly  and  humanely  for  the  betterment  of  our  common 
good.  Today  let  us  rededicate  ourselves  to  the  idea  that 
government  is  more  than  merely  a  broker  among  narrow 
special  interest,  but  is  instead,  the  highest  expression  of 
common  values  and  goals  which  we  all  share. 

Let  the  word  go  forth  that  starting  today,  there  will  be 
only  one  interest  group  with  special  influence  in  city  gov- 
ernment —  you,  the  people  in  the  neighborhoods  of  Bos- 
ton. (Applause.) 

Ours  is  to  be  a  time  of  rebirth  in  Boston's  neighbor- 
hoods. It  is  a  sign  of  political  vitality  that  we  disagree 
among  ourselves  on  many  issues,  but  it  is  the  mark  of 
Boston's  greatness  that  the  hopes  which  unite  us  are  much 
stronger  than  the  fears  that  divide  us.  That  was  my  theme 
when  I  announced  my  candidacy  for  Mayor  at  the  West 
Broadway  Housing  Development,  and,  indeed,  in  all  of 
the  neighborhoods  I  have  visited  since  then  I  have  found  a 
remarkable  similarity  in  purpose,  in  problems  and  aspira- 
tions, a  striking  solidarity  of  purpose.  Boston  residents 
across  the  this  city  want  the  potholes  filled,  the  streets 
clean  and  safe,  and  the  schools  every  bit  as  good  as  the 
children  who  attend  them. 

They  want  a  government  that  is  close  to  them  and  ac- 
countable to  them.  They  want  to  know  that  they  count. 
Today  you  have  my  pledge  that  during  this  administration 
you  will  count.  (Applause.) 

A  mayor  does  not  create  a  new  vision  of  a  city  from  the 
inner  workings  of  his  own  mind,  but,  rather,  he  collects  it 
from  scattered  hopes  and  buried  dreams  of  people  he  has 
listened  to  in  the  course  of  his  own  political  journey. 

One  lesson  I  have  learned  is  that  leadership  means  more 
than  providing  specific  services  or  sponsoring  particular 
legislation.  Although  many  politicians  don't  like  to  admit 
it,  people  can  solve  their  own  problems,  often  more  effi- 
ciently and  effectively  than  government  bureaucracies. 

In  Boston,  for  example,  we  have  seen  the  success  of  the 
Neighborhood  Crime  Watch  Program  in  the  South  End. 
We  have  seen  an  Arson  Prevention  Program  in  the  Fen-

way.  We  have  seen  the  success  of  the  Community  Health 
Centers  and  the  Community  Schools  in  virtually  every 
neighborhood  of  our  city. 

A  mayor  succeeds  best  when  he  taps  this  reservoir  of 
community  energy  rather  than  tries  to  replace  it.  We  in- 
tend to  tap  it  early  and  often.  Before  too  many  months 
have  passed,  neighborhood  representatives  will  be  serv- 
ing on  Zoning  and  Licensing  Commissions .  Local  Neigh- 
borhood Councils  will  be  established  to  work  with 
District  City  Councillors  and  School  Committee  people 
and  city  departments  in  charting  the  future  of  each  com- 
munity. A  new  generation  of  neighborhood  leaders  will 
begin  the  process  of  decentralizing  the  delivery  of  serv- 
ices. Our  type  of  government  will  be  "trickle  up,"  not 
"trickle  down."  (Applause.) 

This  will  also  be  an  administration  that  listens.  Should 
you  ever  feel  the  need,  know  that  there  will  be  a  welcome 
sign  at  the  office  of  the  Mayor  where  you  will  be  received 
with  respect,  served  graciously  by  the  staff,  and  will  walk 
away  with  the  feeling,  I  hope,  that  City  Hall  is  your  build- 
ing and  the  people  whose  salaries  you  pay  do,  in  fact, 
work  for  you.  (Applause.) 

Let  us  prove  the  cynics  wrong.  Let  us  demonstrate  that 
city  government  can  be  hard-working,  honest,  and  ac- 
countable. 

Now  is  the  time  to  plant,  plant  new  hope  in  the  hearts  of 
all  Boston  residents  that  they  have  a  future  in  our  city.  It  is 
a  time  to  reap  the  harvest  of  Boston's  richness  and  vitality. 

We  all  know  about  the  city's  booming  downtown  busi- 
ness district  and  about  the  influx  of  new  residents  and 
tourists.  These  are  significant  accomplishments  which 
many  American  cities  view  with  envy.  But  no  city  can  be 
truly  great  when  unemployment  denies  workers  their 
self-respect,  when  inadequate  education  robs  our  chil- 
dren of  a  decent  education,  when  street  crime  traps  the 
elderly  in  fear,  and  when  the  lack  of  affordable  housing 
forces  people  to  move  out  of  the  city  and,  worse,  move 
into  the  streets. 

These  sad  cases  of  neglect  are  not  the  result  of  the  na- 
tional ebb  and  flow  of  economic  conditions.  They  are 
crimes  against  our  sense  of  human  dignity.  The  tall  and 
beautiful  buildings  which  grace  our  city's  skyline  are 
monuments  to  a  broad  vision  which  every  great  city  must 
possess,  but  these  towers  of  granite  and  glass  must  not 
come  at  the  expense  of  displacement  or  neighborhood  ne- 
glect. (Applause.) 

We  are  committed  to  continuing  the  progress  of  down- 
town revitalization,  but  we  are  equally  committed  to  in- 
suring that  no  neighborhood  of  Boston  is  left  behind,  we 
see  growth  as  progress,  but  progress  must  be  our  servant, 
not  our  master.  (Applause.) 

The  true  test  of  our  greatness  will  be  the  protection  we 
afford  the  weak,  the  needy,  the  poor,  not  at  some  future 
date  but  now.  (Applause.) 

Therefore,  let  this  be  known  as  the  administration  that 
finally  brought  about  strong  safeguards  for  Boston  ten- 
ants against  unfair  rent  increases  and  condominium  dis- 
placement. Let  this  be  known  as  the  administration  which 
made  good  on  all  those  old  promises  of  creative  new  part- 
nerships between  business  and  community  groups  to  pro- 
vide badly  needed  housing.  (Applause.)  Ours  will  be  the 
administration  which  will  have  recognized  the  relation- 
ship between  downtown  and  neighborhood,  between  eco- 
nomic progress  and  human  well-being. 
i 

As  we  continue  to  revitalize  our  city,  however,  let  us 
remember  that  no  plan  for  job  creation  or  economic  de- 
velopment, no  matter  how  carefully  designed  or  properly 
implemented,  can  succeed  if  our  public  schools  are  fail- 
ing. Our  city  was  the  birthplace  of  education  in  America, 
and  we  have  some  of  the  nation's  greatest  universities  and 
cultural  institutions. 


But  let  us  face  the  reality  squarely:  in  this,  the  Athens  of 
America,  too  many  of  our  children  are  still  being  denied  a 
passable  education.  With  the  new  School  Committee,  I 
intend  to  quicken  the  pace  of  reform  and  intensify  the 
commitment  of  the  city  to  its  public  schools .  That  is  why  I 
will  seek  to  make  the  Mayor  an  ex  officio  member  of  our 
School  Committee,  not  to  usurp  the  proper  role  of  the 
Committee  in  setting  educational  policy  but  to  insure  that 
the  largest  and  the  most  important  department  is  well- 
managed  and  adequately  funded.  (Applause.) 

As  we  begin  a  new  administration,  we  must  acknowl- 
edge that  this  is  a  time  to  break  down  the  walls  of  misun- 
derstanding and  bigotry  and  build  up  a  new  foundation  of 
racial  harmony.  (Applause. )  Boston  has  for  too  long  been 
a  house  divided  against  itself.  We  have  endured  the  worst 
sort  of  polarization  and  confrontation,  but  our  resolve 
now  is  to  bind  old  wounds,  put  the  memories  behind  us, 
and  carry  worthwhile  lessons  into  the  future. 

In  case  anyone  still  doubts  it,  let  them  heed  these  words: 
the  full  weight  of  city  government  will  be  brought  down 
on  all  those  who  seek,  because  of  race  or  color,  to  deny 
anyone  from  any  street,  any  school,  any  park,  any  home, 
any  job  in  any  neighborhood  of  the  city.  (Applause.) 

This  is  a  time  for  hating  the  violence  and  discord  of  the 
past.  It  is  a  time  for  loving  the  city  and  all  its  people.  Dis- 
crimination has  many  faces.  Immediately  following  this 
ceremony  I  will  sign  the  first  executive  order  of  this  ad- 
ministration, mandating  a  citywide  policy  of  equal  rights 
for  women,  including  implementation  of  an  Equal-Pay- 
for  Equal-Work  Program  within  city  government.  (Ap- 
plause.) 

Boston,  of  course,  does  not  exist  as  an  island.  It  is  the 
center  of  economic  and  cultural  life  of  the  entire  metro- 
politan area.  By  day  Boston's  population  doubles  with  the 
arrival  of  those  who  work,  shop,  and  attend  school  here. 
They  drive  on  our  roads,  receive  protection  from  our  Po- 
lice and  Fire  Departments,  require  water,  sewer,  trans- 
portation, health,  and  other  services.  They  are  part  of  an 
extended  city.  Many  of  these  daily  visitors  grew  up  in  the 
city  or  descended  from  grandparents  who  did.  We  wel- 
come them,  but  we  emphasize  how  important  it  is  that 
they  begin  to  contribute  a  fairer  share  towards  the  services 
they  receive.  (Applause.) 

Also,  we  value  our  many  tax-exempt  institutions  in 
Boston,  our  schools,  hospitals,  and  museums,  but  we  will 
be  looking  to  them  to  contribute  more  directy  to  the  well- 
being  of  the  Boston  taxpayers.  (Applause.) 

To  those  who  doubt  our  efficiency,  watch  as  we  put  our 
house  in  order,  streamlining  services,  eliminating  unnec- 
essary departments,  setting  standards  and  goals  for  each 
agency,  rebuilding  employee  morale. 

We  will  soon  approach  the  Legislature  and  the  Gover- 
nor with  a  reasoned  plea  for  help  we  need  and  deserve  in 
correcting  the  inequities  of  the  State's  tax  system.  (Ap- 
plause.) 

When  I  was  young,  I  remember  my  father  left  the  house 
each  morning  on  cold  winter  days  just  like  this,  not  know- 
ing whether  he  could  find  work.  I  remember  him  return- 
ing home  late  at  night,  and  literally  he  would  have  icicles 
all  over  his  face.  He  worked  long  and  hard  to  provide  for 
his  family,  and,  although  he  didn't  make  much  money,  he 
was  the  most  dignified  man  I've  ever  met.  (Applause.)  He 
would  have  been  terribly  proud  to  have  been  here  today  to 
see  the  grandson  of  Irish  immigrants  from  County  Gal- 
way  and  County  Cork  (Applause.),  the  son  of  a  long- 
shoreman, take  the  oath  as  Mayor  of  this  great  city, 
( Applause . )  My  father  knew  what  it  meant  to  treat  people 
with  respect,  no  matter  the  cut  of  the  coat  or  the  color  of 
the  skin.  It  is  that  same  respect  that  I  will  extend  to  every 
Boston  resident  during  my  term  as  Mayor. 

My  mother  worked  as  a  cleaning  lady  in  downtown  of- 
fice buildings  from  eleven  o'clock  at  night  until  seven  in 
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the  morning.  She  would  just  get  home  in  time  to  see  us  off 
to  school.  She  understood  the  pain  felt  when  people  were 
robbed  of  their  dignity  through  misfortune  or  insensitiv- 
ity.  It  is  that  dignity  that,  I  hope,  will  extend  to  every  Bos- 
ton resident  during  my  term  as  Mayor.  (Applause.) 

Naturally,  for  me,  this  is  a  time  of  celebration.  I  am 
about  to  be  given  a  rare  opportunity  of  serving  a  city  I 
know  and  love,  street  by  street,  neighborhood  by  neigh- 
borhood. I  have  worked  day  in  and  day  out,  night  in  and 
night  out,  in  the  hopes  of  one  day  standing  here  as  I  am 
today.  But  I  have  to  admit  that  on  many  of  those  days  and 
nights  this  seemed  like  only  a  dream.  Now  that  dream  has 
come  true. 

I  thank  all  of  you  for  the  trust  you  have  place  in  me,  and  I 
ask  for  your  prayers  and  support  as  I  try  to  lead  our  city.  I 
will  try  to  lead  our  city  with  wisdom  and  a  clear  sense  of 
justice,  with  a  firm  hand  and  an  open  heart,  committed  to 
high  standards  and  filled  with  an  unshakable  faith  in  the 
strength  and  goodness  of  the  people  of  this  great  city. 

Thank  you  and  God  bless  you.  (Applause.)

I  transmit  herewith  and  urge  your  Honorable  Body 
adopt  the  enclosed  order  allowing  the  city  to  accept  a  sum 
not  to  exceed  $21,500  from  the  Local  Consumer  Aid 


Fund  of  the  Office  of  the  Attorney  General,  pursuant  to 
chapter  12,  section  1 1G  of  the  General  Laws,  and  to  ex- 
pend such  funds  in  conformity  to  said  General  Laws  and 
its  regulations. 

The  Attorney  General  has  been  authorized  by  the  Leg- 
islature to  assist  the  Mayor's  Office  of  Consumer  Affairs 
and  Licensing  and  other  local  consumer  organizations  fi- 
nancially, in  order  to  coordinate  consumer  protection  ac- 
tivities statewide. 

The  primary  method  in  which  coordination  of  con- 
sumer protection  is  accomplished  is  through  a  systema- 
tized program  of  local  consumer  businesses  in  their 
jurisdiction.  Detailed  records  must  be  kept  of  each  inves- 
tigation and  mediation  effort.  This  information  is  tran- 
scribed locally  into  computer  data  base.  This  enables  all 
local  consumer  organizations,  the  Attorney  General,  and 
various  other  state  and  federal  agencies  to  coordinate  ef- 
forts quickly.  Patterns  of  fraud  are  now  detected  in  a  frac- 
tion of  the  time  it  once  took,  making  con  men  reluctant  to 
venture  into  Boston  or  Massachusetts. 

The  Mayor's  Office  of  Consumer  Affairs  and  Licens- 
ing is  the  local  consumer  organization  for  Boston.  With- 
out the  award  of  $21,500  given  by  Attorney  General 
Bellotti,  the  Mayor's  Office  of  Consumer  Affairs  and  Li- 
censing could  not  participate  in  this  program.  The  cost  of 
computer  reporting  requirements  and  time  spend  coordi- 
nating investigative  efforts  easily  equals  the  award.  The 
citizens  of  Boston  benefit  greatly  from  being  a  part  of  this 
system.  In  addition  to  the  deterrent  effect,  the  program 
guarantees  that  law  enforcement  agencies  move  quickly 
against  those  businesses  defrauding  Bostonians.  The  At- 
torney General  also  provides  legal  assistance  to  City  of 
Boston  investigators  as  part  of  our  participation  in  the  net- 
work. 

Consumer  agencies  have  long  recognized  the  need  for 
cooperation  and  coordination  of  efforts.  The  Local  Con- 
sumer Aid  Fund  and  its  network  guarantee  this.  With 
drastic  cutbacks  at  all  levels  of  government,  coordinated 
consumer  protection  is  needed  now  more  than  ever. 

I  recommend  that  your  Honorable  Body  adopt  this  or- 
der quickly  to  maximize  the  coordination  of  consumer 
protection  in  this  city  and  the  Commonwealth.

STATING  SENSE  OF  COUNCIL  RE  BUDGET  DEFI- 
CITS AND  FISCAL  REMEDIES  TO  CITY'S  FI- 
NANCIAL NEEDS 

Coun.  KELLY  offered  the  following: 

Whereas.  This  City  Council,  reorganized  along  newly 
established  districts  lines,  and  consisting  of  newly  cre- 
ated, district-wide  positions,  recognizes  that  there  exists 
both  an  opportunity  and  a  challenge  for  its  members,  both 
individually  and  collectively,  to  dramatically  affect  the 
nature  and  direction  of  city  government;  and 

Whereas,  We  recognize  the  need  to  work  with  the  new 
administration  within  the  framework  of  trust,  respect  and 
cooperation;  and 

Whereas.  The  City  Council  will  bear  great  responsibil- 
ity for  the  degree  of  trust,  respect  and  cooperation  ex- 
tended the  city  by  investors,  banks  and  the  state 
administration  and  legislature;  and 

Whereas,  We  further  recognize  our  role  as  custodians 
of  the  public  trust,  not  only  with  regards  to  what  exists, 
but  also  to  what  will  be  the  new  direction  upon  which  we 
base  our  actions;  and 

Whereas,  We  recognize  the  need  to  act  responsibly  and 
to  reduce  deficits  and  structure  financial  remedies  con- 
sistent with  sound  and  responsible  fiscal  practices,  and  to 
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do  so  with  full  awareness  that  our  failure  to  act  in  such  a 
manner  could  adversely  affect  the  well-being  of  the  city 
and  the  people;  and 

Whereas,  It  is  altogether  proper  and  fitting  that  this  new 
City  Council  state  clearly,  and  in  terms  everyone  can  un- 
derstand, its  majority  consensus  regarding  the  need  to  set 
new  directions  and  frame  financial  remedies  which  ad- 
dress the  city 's  growing  debt  problem,  and  to  do  so  with  a 
clear  sense  of  purpose  and  commitment  to  certain  funda- 
mental principles  of  good  finance;  be  it,  therefore 

Resolved,  That  this  City  Council  adopts  the  following 
principles  as  being  fundamental  if  there  is  to  be  a  sound 
and  fiscally  responsible  city  administration: 

1 )  Non-recurring  revenue  should  not  be  treated  as  per- 
manent income,  and  should  not  be  used  to  create 
long-term  obligations  which  cannot  be  funded  by  re- 
curring budgetary  means. 

2)  Budget  deficits  created  by  supplemental  appropria- 
tions should  be  curbed. 

3)  Growth  in  government  expenses  should  be  planned 
only  when  there  is  a  real  growth  in  revenue.  De- 
creases in  revenue  should  be  matched  by  similar  ad- 
justments in  obligations. 

4)  Increasing  the  tax  base  or  increasing  the  current  tax 
levy  alone  is  not  a  real  solution  to  recurring  budget 
deficits  as  long  as  the  underlying  cause  of  deficits 
goes  unchecked. 

5)  The  "municipal  equation"  which  holds  that  "Unless 
actual  expenditures  are  balanced  by  actual  receipts, 
the  resulting  operating  deficits  create  deep-seated 
fiscal  problems"  is  fundamentally  sound,  but  cannot 
work  unless  the  City  Council  and  the  administration 
reconcile  the  tendency  to  spend  and  expand  with  the 
need  to  adopt  sensible  policies  which  accept  the  man- 
date of  the  people  to  control  spending. 

6)  The  city  government  must  stabilize  expenditures  as 
soon  as  possible  and  by  whatever  means  available  to 
accomplish  the  goal  of  balancing  the  budget  and  re- 
ducing deficits. 

7)  New  sources  of  income  to  the  city  should  not  dis- 
courage visitors  or  business  investment,  nor  should 
they  diminish  the  principle  which  holds  that  duly 
elected  government  exists  to  serve  the  ends  of  people . 
The  people  do  not  exist  to  serve  the  ends  of  govern- 
ment. 

8)  City  services  to  the  public  should  be  vigorously 
monitored  by  the  administration  and  the  Council, 
where  appropriate,  to  insure  that  the  quality  of  serv- 
ices offered  the  people  are  in  no  way  diminished  be- 
cause of  budgetary  adjustments  which  occur  as  a 
consequence  of  decreases  in  revenue.

The  City  of  Boston  Code,  Ordinances,  Title 
14,  is  hereby  amended  by  adding  after  section  270 
thereof,  the  following  new  caption  and  section: 

Section  270A.  Tobacco  Products,  Distribution  in 

Public  Places. 
No  person  shall,  except  at  full  retail  price,  in  or  upon 
any  part  of  the  streets,  parks,  public  grounds,  public 
buildings,  other  public  places  within  the  City  of  Boston 
distribute  any  product  containing  tobacco  or  non-ta- 
bacco  cigarette  products  for  any  commercial  purpose. 
Section  2.  Any  person  violating  the  provisions  of  Ordi- 
nances, Title  14,  section  270A  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine 
of $200. 

Section  3.  Notwithstanding  the  provisions  of  CBC  Or- 
dinances Title  2,  section  752,  this  ordinance  shall  be  pub- 
lished by  the  action  of  the  City  Council  in  passing  the 
same.

An  Ordinance  to  Establish  No-Smoking  Areas  in  Certain 

Restaurants. 

Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  Boston,  as  follows: 
Section  1 .  The  City  of  Boston  Code,  Ordinances  Title 
14,  is  hereby  amended  by  adding  after  section  263 
thereof,  the  following  new  caption  and  section: 

(1)  Section  263 A.  Restaurants,  Establishment  of  No- 
Smoking  Areas  Therein.  As  used  in  this  section, 
"smoking"  means  the  lighting  of  or  the  having  in 
one's  possession  of  any  lighted  cigar,  cigarette,  pipe 
or  other  tabacco  product.  As  used  in  this  section, 
"restaurant"  means  a  restaurant  with  a  seating  ca- 
pacity of  twenty-five  or  more  persons. 

(2)  No  person  shall  smoke  in  any  restaurant  except  in 
specifically  designated  smoking  areas.  This  prohibi- 
tion does  not  apply  in  cases  in  which  an  entire  room 
or  hall  is  used  for  a  private  social  function  and  not  by 
the  proprietor  or  person  in  charge  of  the  restaurant. 

(3)  Smoking  areas  may  be  designated  by  the  proprietor 
or  other  person  in  charge  of  a  restaurant,  except  in 
places  in  which  smoking  is  prohibited  by  the  fire 
marshal  or  by  other  law  or  regulation.  Smoking  areas 
designated  so  shall  comprise  no  more  than  75  percent 
of  the  seating  capacity  of  the  restaurant.  Where 
smoking  areas  are  designated,  existing  physical  bar- 
riers and  ventilation  systems  shall  be  used  to  mini- 
mize the  toxic  effect  of  smoke  on  persons  in  adjacent 
no-smoking  areas.  In  the  case  of  restaurants  consist- 
ing of  a  single  room,  the  provisions  of  this  section 
shall  be  considered  met  if  one  side  of  the  room  is  re- 
served and  posted  as  a  no-smoking  area,  provided 
that  the  no-smoking  area  comprises  no  less  than  25 
percent  of  the  seating  capicity  of  the  restaurant. 

(4)  The  proprietor  or  other  person  in  charge  of  a  restau- 
rant shall  make  reasonable  efforts  to  prevent  smok- 
ing in  the  no-smoking  areas  of  the  restaurant  by: 

(a)  posting  appropriate  signs; 

(b)  arranging  seating  to  provide  a  smoke-free  area; 

(c)  asking  smokers  to  refrain  for  smoking  upon  re- 
quest of  a  client  or  employee  suffering  discomfort 
from  the  smoke;  or 

(d)  any  other  means  which  may  be  appropriate. 
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(5)  The  Board  of  Health  and  Hospitals  may  adopt  rules 
and  regulations  necessary  and  reasonable  to  imple- 
ment the  provisions  of  this  section. 

(6)  Any  person  who  smokes  in  a  no-smoking  area  shall 
be  subject  to  a  fine  of  not  less  than  $  10  nor  more  than 
$30  for  each  offense. 

(7)  the  Board  of  Health  and  Hospitals  or  any  person(s) 
aggrieved  by  the  willful  failure  of  the  proprietor  or 
other  person  in  charge  of  a  restaurant  to  comply  with 
any  provision  of  this  section  may  apply  for  injunctive 
relief  to  enforce  the  provisions  of  this  section  in  any 
court  of  competent  jurisdiction. 

Section  2 .  Noth  withstanding  the  provisions  of  CBC  Or- 
dinances, Title  2,  section  752,  this  ordinance  shall  be 
published  by  the  action  of  the  City  Council  in  passing  the 
same.

many  other,  shelters,  have  been  filled  beyond  capacity 
many  nights.  Even  so,  there  are  homeless  people  on  our 
streets,  in  our  alleyways,  and  other  places  exposed  to  the 
elements. 

Homelessness  is  a  symptom  of  broader  problems,  in- 
cluding the  lack  of  adequate  affordable  housing  in  our 
city.  I  intend  to  devote  my  administration  to  solving  this 
broader  housing  problem.  But  we  cannot  wait  to  deal  with 
the  homeless  who  need  immediate  relief. 

In  discussions  with  many  advocates  for  the  homeless, 
and  upon  reading  the  report  of  the  Emergency  Shelter 
Commission  (Seeing  the  Obvious  Problem),  I  have  de- 
cided that  the  most  appropriate  immediate  solution  is  to 
expand  the  number  of  emergency  beds  at  the  Long  Island 
Hospital,  operated  by  the  Department  of  Health  and  Hos- 
pitals, from  100  to  200  beds. 

I  have  visited  this  site  several  times  and  I  am  aware  of 
the  important  work  that  the  dedicated  staff  is  doing  to  help 
the  homeless. 

I  have  instructed  the  Department  of  Public  Facilities  to 
do  a  feasibility  study  of  the  work  necessary  to  expand  this 
facility  by  100  beds. 

Therefore,  I  am  issuing  an  Executive  Order  directing 
the  Department  of  Health  and  Hospitals  to  increase  by 
100  beds  the  shelter  capacity  at  Long  Island  Hospital.

Whereas,  Chapter  32  of  the  General  Laws  (the  "Pen- 
sion Act")  requires  that  the  City  of  Boston  annually  ap- 
propriate to  the  State-Boston  Retirement  System  (the 
"System")  amounts  certified  by  the  board  of  the  System 
as  necessary  to  meet  the  requirements  of  the  System  for 
pension  payments  to  retired  employees  of  the  city  payable 
during  such  year;  and 

Whereas,  Appropriations  made  by  the  city  in  each  fis- 
cal year  are  only  required  to  be  sufficient  to  meet  current 
pension  payments  of  the  System  payable  in  such  year  and 
do  not  include  amounts  sufficient  to  fully  fund  pension 
liabilities  accruing  in  such  year  but  payable  in  future 
years  or  to  amortize  pension  liabilities  accrued  in  the  past 
but  currently  unfunded;  and 

Whereas,  Section  5D  of  chapter  40  of  the  General  Laws 
(the  "Funding  Act")  authorizes  the  city  to  appropriate 
amounts  to  the  Pension  Reserve  Fund  of  the  System  to 
offset  anticipated  future  costs  of  funding  the  System;  now 
therefore,  be  it 

Ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  Boston,  as  follows: 

Section  1 .  In  order  to  provide  reserves  that  may  be  used 
to  offset  the  anticipated  future  costs  of  funding  the  con- 
tributory retirement  systems  of  the  City  of  Boston,  the 
city  council  by  majority  vote,  upon  the  request  of  the 
mayor,  may  appropriate  in  any  fiscal  year  an  amount  or 
amounts  in  the  aggregate  in  any  one  year  not  exceeding  5 
percent  of  the  real  and  personal  property  tax  levy  of  the 
next  preceding  fiscal  year.  All  amounts  so  appropriated 
shall  be  credited  to  the  Pension  Reserve  Fund  (the  "Pen- 
sion Reserve  Fund")  of  the  System  provided  for  in  section 
22  of  the  Pension  Act.  Notwithstanding  the  foregoing,  the 
aggregate  amount  of  deposit  in  such  fund  at  any  time  shall 
not  exceed  10  percent  of  the  equalized  valuation  of  the 
city,  as  defined  in  section  1  of  chapter  44  of  the  General 
laws,  as  last  determined  in  accordance  with  law. 

Section  2.  Except  as  hereinafter  provided,  amounts  ap- 
propriated for  purposes  set  forth  in  section  1  of  this  ordi- 
nance shall  be  applied  as  provided  herein,  in  the  Pension 
Act  and  in  the  Funding  Act,  to  meet  expected  future  pen- 
sion costs  payable  with  respect  to  all  employees  of  the 
city.  The  city  council  with  the  approval  of  the  mayor  may 
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designate  in  the  appropriation  order  all  or  any  portion  of 
the  amount  appropriated  to  meet  expected  future  pension 
costs  payable  with  respect  to  employees  of  particular  de- 
partments, commissions,  agencies  or  boards  (hereinaf- 
ter, collectively,  "departments"  or  "department")  of  the 
city;  provided  that  no  amount  so  specifically  designated 
for  a  particular  department  in  any  year  shall  exceed  the 
amount  reasonably  expected  to  be  received  in  that  year  on 
account  of  fees,  charges,  payments-in-aid  or  other  de- 
partmental revenues  relating  to  the  activities  of  or  serv- 
ices provided  by  that  department,  nor  shall  the  amount  so 
specifically  designated  for  any  year  for  any  particular  de- 
partment exceed  the  sum  of  the  amount  (determined  in 
accordance  with  recognized  actuarial  methods)  which  are 
(a)  normal  pension  costs  on  an  accrual  basis  for  that  year 
for  the  employees  of  that  department  who  are  members  of 
the  System;  and  (b)  the  annual  amount  required  to  amor- 
tize in  not  less  than  twenty  years  the  unfunded  past  service 
liability  attributable  to  such  employees  of  that  depart- 
ment. 

Section  3.  As  provided  in  the  Funding  Act,  all  sums 
appropriated  to  the  Pension  Reserve  Fund  in  accordance 
with  this  ordinance  shall  be  appropriated  and  used  for  the 
purposes  of  offsetting  the  anticipated  future  cost  of  fund- 
ing the  contributory  retirement  systems  of  the  city.  Sepa- 
rate subaccounts  shall  be  maintained  in  the  Pension 
Reserve  Fund  for  each  department  for  which  appropria- 
tions have  been  specially  designated  in  accordance  with 
section  2  and  section  6  hereof,  and  the  collector-treasurer 
shall  maintain  all  moneys  so  specially  designated  in  the 
subaccount  established  therefor.  The  collector-treasurer 
shall  maintain  all  other  moneys  appropriated  hereunder  in 
a  general  account  within  the  Pension  Reserve  Fund. 

Section  4.  The  collector-treasurer  may  enter  into  one  or 
more  custodial  arrangements  for  safekeeping  and  invest- 
ment, in  whole  or  in  part,  of  the  Pension  Reserve  Fund 
with  one  or  more  banks  or  trust  companies  the  principal 
offices  of  which  are  located  in  the  city.  Amounts  in  the 
Pension  Reserve  Fund  shall  be  deposited  and  invested,  at 
the  direction  of  the  collector-treasurer,  as  provided  in  the 
Pension  Act  and  the  Funding  Act.  Interest  and  other  in- 
vestment earnings  on  any  amounts  appropriated  to  the 
Pension  Reserve  Fund  in  accordance  with  this  ordinance 
shall  be  credited  to  the  account  or  subaccount  within  the 
Pension  Reserve  Fund  on  which  they  are  earned. 

Section  5.  Amounts  appropriated  to  the  Pension  Re- 
serve Fund  in  accordance  with  this  ordinance,  and  inter- 
est and  other  income  thereon,  may  be  applied  in  any  fiscal 
year,  upon  appropriation,  to  offset  amounts  certified  by 
the  board  of  the  System  under  the  Pension  Act  or  any  suc- 
cessor provision  of  law  as  necessary  to  be  paid  for  such 
fiscal  year  to  the  funds  of  the  System;  provided  that  no 
such  appropriation  from  the  Pension  Reserve  Fund  or  any 
account  therein  shall  exceed  the  amount,  certified  by  the 
collector-treasurer  upon  the  advice  of  the  city  auditor,  of 
the  pension  liability  for  which  the  amount  to  be  so  appro- 
priated was  reserved. 

Section  6.  In  accordance  with  section  3  of  this  ordi- 
nance, a  separate  subaccount  shall  be  established  and 
maintained  in  the  Pension  Reserve  Fund  into  which  shall 
be  deposited  and  segregated  all  amounts  on  deposit  on  the 
effective  date  of  this  ordinance  in  custodianship  account 
No.  8-3296-0  held  for  the  account  of  the  city  at  the  Bank 
of  Boston.  All  such  amounts  so  deposited,  and  interest 
earnings  thereon,  are  hereby  designated  in  accordance 
with  section  2  of  this  ordinance  to  meet  expected  future 
pension  costs  payable  with  respect  to  employees  of  the 
Department  of  Health  and  Hospitals.  All  actions  of  the 
collector-treasurer  and  the  commissioner  of  health  and 
hospitals  heretofore  taken  in  establishing  such  custodian- 
ship account,  and  the  deposit  therein  during  the  fiscal 
year  ending  June  30,  198 1 ,  on  account  of  pension  costs  of 


said  department  in  the  prior  fiscal  year  of  cash  and  securi- 
ties in  the  amount  of  $9,737,000  and  the  deposit  therein 
during  the  fiscal  year  ended  June  30,  1982,  on  account  of 
pension  costs  of  said  department  in  the  prior  fiscal  year  of 
$2,500,000  and  the  accumulation  in  said  account  of  the 
interest  earnings  on  such  amounts,  is  hereby  ratified  and 
confirmed,  and  all  such  amounts  shall  be  deemed,  and  are 
transferred  and  appropriated  as  of  their  respective  dates  of 
deposit  for  the  purposes  of  the  Pension  Reserve  Fund  and 
the  subaccount  therein  designated  for  the  Department  of 
Health  and  Hospitals,  the  collector-treasurer  and  the 
commissioner  of  health  and  hospitals  are  hereby  autho- 
rized and  directed  to  do  all  things  and  execute  all  instru-

Section  8.  This  ordinance  is  not  intended  to,  and  shall 
not,  create  rights  or  entitlements  of  any  kind  in  the  estab- 
lishment or  funding  of  the  Pension  Reserve  Fund,  in 
amounts  appropriated  thereto,  or  held  therein  in  accord- 
ance with  this  ordinance ,  or  in  the  disbursement  or  dispo- 
sition of  any  such  amounts,  in  favor  of  any  member  or  the 
System  or  any  other  employee  of  the  city.  If  the  limitation 
on  this  ordinance  stated  in  this  section  shall  be  ineffective

ORDINANCE  ESTABLISHING  NEIGHBORHOOD 
PARKING  PROGRAM 

Coun.  BYRNE  offered  the  following: 

City  of  Boston 

In  the  Year  Nineteen  Hundred  and  Eighty-four 

An  Ordinance  Establishing  the  Neighborhood  Parking 

Program. 

Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  Boston,  in  accord- 
ance with  the  provisions  of  Massachusetts  General 
Laws  chapter  43B,  section  13.  and  any  other  applica- 
ble law,  as  follows: 

Section  1 .  Findings.  Neighborhood  parking  in  the  City 
of  Boston  is  an  extreme  problem  throughout  every  neigh- 
borhood; the  neighborhood  parking  problem  is  exacer- 
bated by  narrow  streets  in  some  of  the  older  sections  of  the 
city;  during  the  winter  months,  the  street  parking  causes 
not  only  a  difficult  but  a  hazardous  condition  when  crews 
attempt  to  clear  the  streets  of  snow;  residents  of  the  City  of 
Boston  have  been  subject  to  higher  insurance  rates  due  to 
the  lack  of  off-street  parkingavailable;  and  it  is  in  the  best 
interest  of  the  City  of  Boston  to  provide  an  efficient,  safe, 
and  convenient  method  of  allowing  residents  to  park  pri- 
vate vehicles  on  streets. 

Section  2 .  The  Real  Property  Board  shall  use  its  author- 
ity derived  from  chapter  434  of  the  Acts  of  1943,  chapter 
474  of  the  Acts  of  1946,  and  Revised  Ordinances  of  1961 , 
chapter  22  to  establish  the  Neighborhood  Parking  Pro- 
gram. 

Section  3.  Upon  application  of  twenty-five  registered 
voters  who  reside  in  a  contiguous  or  nearly  contiguous 
fashion  to  the  Real  Property  Board,  the  Real  Property 
Board  shall  select  an  appropriate  city-owned  parcel  of  va- 
cant land  in  the  neighborhood  for  inclusion  in  the  Neigh- 
borhood Parking  Program. 

Section  4.  The  Real  Property  Board  shall  conduct  a 
public  hearing  on  all  applications,  site  selection  and  cost 
whereby  abutters  and  other  interested  individuals  and/or 
community  groups  will  be  allowed  to  testify. 

Section  5.  After  the  public  hearing  or  hearings,  the 
Real  Property  Board  shall,  upon  the  designation  of  funds 
available  by  the  Mayor,  level,  grade  and  pave  the  site  se- 
lected for  the  purposes  of  free  parking  for  private  automo- 
biles of  neighborhood  residents. 

Section  6.  All  parking  lots  selected  and  included  in  the 
Neighborhood  Parking  Program  shall  be  maintained  by 
the  Real  Property  Department,  be  used  on  a  first-come,, 
first-serve  basis  and  be  posted  by  signs  indicating  that 
persons  parking  their  automobiles  do  so  at  their  own  risk. 

Section  7 .  Notwithstanding  the  provisions  of  the  City  of 
Boston  Code,  Ordinances  2,  section  752,  this  ordinance 
shall  be  published  by  the  action  of  the  City  Council  in 
passing  the  same.

City  of  Boston  Code,  Ordinances,  Title  5, 
chapter  3  is  hereby  amended  by  adding  the  following  new 
sections  and  caption: 

Section  129.  Equal  Compensation  and  Treatment 
Policy: 

Section  129.  Female  employees  of  the  City  of  Bos- 
ton shall  be  paid  an  amount  commensurate  with  that 
amount  paid  to  male  employees  of  comparable  posi- 
tion and  tenure  and  shall  have  the  same  terms,  condi- 
tions or  privileges  of  employment,  unless  a  disparity 
is  based  upon  a  bona  fide  occupational  qualification. 
Every  person  who  is  a  department  head  or  like  officer 
shall  certify,  on  January  15  and  July  15  of  each  year, 
to  the  Collector-Treasurer  that  the  employees  in  his 
or  her  department  are  compensated  in  compliance 
with  the  equal  compensation  policy  stated  above. 
Any  department  head  or  like  officer  who  fails  to  cer- 
tify or  improperly  certifies  to  the  Collector-Trea- 
surer shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  of  fifty  dollars  for 
each  day  such  failure  shall  continue. 

Section  130.  Any  company,  business,  person  or 
other  private  entity  that  is  providing  goods  or  serv- 
ices to  the  City  of  Boston  under  a  contractual  agree- 
ment shall  hereafter  have  as  a  clause  in  that 
contractual  agreement  a  provision  that  female  em- 
ployees of  the  company,  business,  person  or  private 
entity  paid  from  funds  derived  from  the  City  of  Bos- 
ton shall  be  paid  an  amount  commensurate  with  that 
amount  paid  to  male  employees  paid  from  funds  de- 
rived from  the  City  of  Boston  of  comparable  position 
and  tenure.

In  the  Year  Nineteen  Hundred  and  Eighty-four 
An  Ordinance  Respecting  Reserves  for  Anticipated  Fu- 
ture Costs  of  Appropriations  to  the  State-Boston  Re- 
tirement System. 
Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  Boston,  in  accord- 
ance with  the  provisions  of  Massachusetts  General 
Laws,  chapter  43B,  section  13,  and  any  other  appli- 
cable law,  as  follows: 
Whereas,  Chapter  32  of  the  General  Laws  (the  "pen- 
sion act")  requires  that  the  City  of  Boston  annually  appro- 
priate to  the  State-Boston  Retirement  System  (the 
"System")  amounts  certified  by  the  board  of  the  system 
as  necessary  to  meet  the  requirements  of  the  system  for 
pension  payments  to  retired  employees  of  the  city  payable 
during  such  year;  and 

Whereas,  Appropriations  made  by  the  city  in  each  fis- 
cal year  are  only  required  to  be  sufficient  to  meet  current 
pension  payments  of  the  system  payable  in  such  year  and 
do  not  include  amounts  sufficient  to  fully  fund  pension 
liabilities  accuring  in  such  year  but  payable  in  future 
years  or  to  amortize  pension  liabilities  accrued  in  the  past 
but  currently  unfunded;  and 

Whereas,  Section5Dof  chapter 40of  the  General  Laws 
(the  "funding  act")  authorizes  the  city  to  appropriate 
amounts  to  the  pension  reserve  fund  of  the  system  to  off-

set  anticipated  future  costs  of  funding  the  system;  now, 
therefore  be  it 
Ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  Boston  as  follows: 
Section  1.  C.B.C.  Ord.  5,  is  hereby  amended  by  insert- 
ing the  following  new  chapter: 

Chapter  5  —  Pension,  Retirement  Allowances  and 
Annuities 

Section  300.  Pension  Reserve  Fund. 

In  order  to  provide  reserves  that  may  be  used  to 
offset  the  anticipated  future  costs  of  funding  the  con- 
tributory retirement  systems  of  the  City  of  Boston, 
the  city  council  by  majority  vote,  upon  the  request  of 
the  mayor  may  appropriate  in  any  fiscal  year  an 
amount  or  amounts  in  the  aggregate  in  any  one  year 
not  exceeding  5  percent  of  the  real  and  personal  prop- 
erty tax  levy  of  the  next  preceding  fiscal  year.  All 
amounts  so  appropriated  shall  be  credited  to  the  Pen- 
sion Reserve  Fund  established  hereby  (the  "fund") 
of  the  system  provided  for  in  section  22  of  the  pension 
act.  Notwithstanding  the  foregoing,  the  aggregate 
amount  on  deposit  in  such  fund  at  any  time  shall  not 
exceed  10  percent  of  the  equalized  valuation  of  the 
city,  as  defined  in  section  1  of  chapter  44  of  the  Gen- 
eral Laws,  as  last  determined  in  accordance  with  law. 

Section  301 .  Allocation  of  the  Fund. 

Except  as  hereinafter  provided,  amounts  appropri- 
ated to  the  fund  shall  be  applied  as  provided  herein,  in 
the  pension  act  and  in  the  funding  act,  to  meet  ex- 
pected future  pension  costs  payable  with  respect  to 
all  employees  of  the  city.  The  city  council  with  the 
approval  of  the  mayor  may  designate  by  order  all  or 
any  portion  of  the  amount  appropriated  to  meet  ex- 
pected future  pension  costs  payable  with  respect  to 
employees  of  particular  departments,  commissions, 
agencies,  boards,  or  distinctive  parts  or  units  thereof 
(hereinafter,  collectively,  "departments"  or  "de- 
partment") of  the  city;  provided  that  no  amount  so 
specifically  designated  for  a  particular  department  in 
any  year  shall  exceed  the  amount  reasonably  ex- 
pected to  be  received  in  that  year  on  account  of  fees, 
charges,  payments-in-aid  or  other  departmental  rev- 
enues relating  to  the  activities  of  or  services  provided 
by  that  department,  nor  shall  the  amount  so  specifi- 
cally designated  for  any  year  for  any  particular  de- 
partment exceed  the  sum  of  the  amount  (determined 
in  accordance  with  recognized  actuarial  methods) 
which  are  (a)  normal  pension  costs  on  an  accrual  ba- 
sis for  that  year  for  the  employees  of  that  department, 
including,  if  so  provided  in  the  order,  an  allocation 
relating  to  such  employees  of  other  departments  as 
provide  overhead,  support  or  ancillary  service  to  the 
department,  in  proportion  such  other  department 
provides  service  to  the  department  who  are  members 
of  the  system;  and  (b)  the  annual  amount  required  to 
amortize  in  not  less  than  twenty  years  the  unfunded 
past  service  liability  attributable  to  such  employees 
of  that  department,  or  such  other  departments. 

Section  302.  Use  and  Maintenance  of  the  Fund. 

As  provided  in  the  funding  act,  all  sums  appropri- 
ated to  the  fund  shall  be  appropriated  and  used  only 
for  the  purpose  of  offsetting  the  anticipated  future 
cost  of  funding  the  contributory  retirement  system  of 
the  city.  Separate  subaccounts  shall  be  maintained  in 
the  fund  for  each  department  for  which  appropria- 
tions have  been  specially  designated  and  the  collec- 
tor-treasurer shall  maintain  all  monies  so  specially 
designated  in  the  subaccount  established  therefor. 
The  collector-treasurer  shall  maintain  all  other  mon- 
ies appropriated  hereunder  in  a  general  account 
within  the  fund. 


Section  303 .  Custody  of  the  Fund. 

The  collector-treasurer  may  enter  into  one  or  more 
custodial  arrangements  for  safekeeping  and  invest- 
ment, in  whole  or  in  part,  of  the  fund  with  one  or 
more  banks  or  trust  companies  the  principal  offices 
of  which  are  located  in  the  city.  Amounts  in  the  fund 
shall  be  deposited  and  invested,  at  the  direction  of  the 
collector-treasurer,  as  provided  in  the  pension  act 
and  the  funding  act.  Interest  and  other  investment 
earnings  on  any  amounts  appropriated  to  the  fund 
shall  be  credited  to  the  account  or  subaccount  within 
the  fund  on  which  they  are  earned. 

Section  304.  Appropriation  of  Fund  Monies. 

Amounts  appropriated  to  the  fund  in  accordance 
with  this  ordinance,  and  interest  and  other  income 
thereon,  may  be  applied  in  any  fiscal  year,  upon  ap- 
propriation, to  offset  amounts  certified  by  the  board 
of  the  system  under  the  pension  act,  or  any  successor 
provision  of  law,  as  necessary  to  be  paid  for  such  fis- 
cal year  to  the  funds  of  the  system;  provided  that  no 
such  appropriation  from  the  fund  or  any  account 
therein  shall  exceed  the  amount,  certified  by  the  col- 
lector-treasurer upon  the  advice  of  the  city  auditor,  of 
the  pension  liability  for  which  the  amount  to  be  so 
appropriated  was  reserved. 

Section  305.  Fund  Not  to  Vest,  etc. 

This  ordinance  is  not  intended  to,  and  shall  not, 
create  rights  or  entitlements  of  any  kind  in  the  estab- 
lishment or  funding  of  the  fund ,  in  amounts  appropri- 
ated thereto  or  held  therein  in  accordance  with  this 
ordinance,  or  in  the  disbursement  or  disposition  of 
any  such  amounts ,  in  favor  of  any  member  of  the  sys- 
tem or  any  other  employee  of  the  city.  If  the  limitation 
on  this  ordinance  stated  in  this  section  shall  be  inef- 
fective as  a  result  of  any  existing  or  future  provision 
of  law  or  any  final  judicial  or  administrative  determi- 
nation, this  ordinance  shall  be  void  and  all  amounts 
theretofore  appropriated  to  and  then  held  in  the  fund 
in  accordance  with  this  ordinance,  and  all  interest 
and  other  income  thereon,  shall  be  transferred  with- 
out further  appropriation  to  the  general  fund  of  the 
city. 

Section  306.  Construction. 

This  ordinance  shall  be  liberally  construed  to  fur- 
ther the  purpose  of  the  funding  act  and  shall  be 
deemed  and  construed  to  be  supplemental  and  addi- 
tional to,  and  not  in  derogation  of,  all  powers  con- 
ferred on  the  city  by  law. 
Section  2 .  In  accordance  with  this  ordinance,  a  separate 
subaccount  shall  be  established  and  maintained  in  the 
fund  into  which  shall  be  deposited  and  segregated  all 
amounts  on  deposit  on  the  effective  date  of  this  ordinance 
in  custodianship  account  No.  8-3296-0  held  for  the  ac- 
count of  the  city  at  the  Bank  of  Boston.  All  such  amounts 
so  deposited,  and  interest  earnings  thereon,  are  hereby 
designated  in  accordance  with  this  ordinance  to  meet  ex- 
pected future  pension  costs  payable  with  respect  to  em- 
ployees of  the  department  of  health  and  hospitals.  All 
actions  of  the  collector-treasurer  and  the  commissioner  of 
health  and  hospitals  heretofore  taken  in  establishing  such 
custodianship  account,  and  the  deposit  therein  during  the 
fiscal  year  ended  June  30.  1981  on  account  of  pension 
costs  of  said  department  in  the  prior  fiscal  year  of  cash  and 
securities  in  the  amount  of  $9,737,000  and  the  deposit 
therein  during  the  fiscal  year  ended  June  30,  1982  on  ac- 
count of  pension  costs  of  said  department  in  the  prior  fis- 
cal year  of  $2,500,000,  and  the  accumulation  in  said 
account  of  the  interest  earnings  on  such  amounts,  is 
hereby  ratified  and  confirmed,  and  all  such  amounts  shall 
be  deemed,  and  are,  transferred  and  appropriated  as  of 
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their  respective  dates  of  deposit  for  the  purpose  of  the 
fund  and  the  subaccount  therein  designated  for  the  de- 
partment of  health  and  hospitals.  The  collector-treasurer 
and  the  commissioner  of  health  and  hospitals  are  hereby 
authorized  and  directed  to  do  all  things  and  execute  all 
instruments  as  may  be  required  to  transfer  the  aforesaid 
custodianship  account  to  the  fund  and  to  establish  it 
therein  as  a  subaccount  to  be  administered  in  accordance 
with  the  provisions  of  the  ordinance. 

Section  3.  Except  for  C. B.C.  Ord.  5  section  305,  in- 
serted hereunder,  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance  are  sev- 
erable and  if  any  provision  hereof  except  said  section  shall 
be  held  invalid  in  any  circumstances,  such  invalidity  shall 
not  affect  any  other  provision  or  circumstance.  The  provi- 
sions of  C. B.C.  Ord.  2,  section  752  to  the  contrary  not- 
withstanding, this  ordinance  shall  be  published  by  action 
of  the  City  Council  in  passing  the  same.

AND  FORMER  BOSTON  ARMY  BASE

With  this  letter,  I  transmit  to  you  a  proposed  City  Coun- 
cil order  concerning  the  request  of  the  Economic  Devel- 
opment and  Industrial  Corporation  (EDIC)  for  approval 
to  apply  for,  accept  and  expend  funds  under  the  Common- 
wealth's Community  Development  Action  Grant  Pro- 
gram (CDAG). 

The  funding  sought  will  allow  EDIC  to  (1)  develop  a 
special  trailer-truck  parking  facility  to  serve  the  needs  of 
industrial  tenants  at  Building  1 14  at  the  former  Boston 
Army  Base;  and  (2)  to  establish  a  new  system  of  vehicu- 
lar/pedestrian street  signage  and  traffic  controls.  At  full 
occupancy,  the  Industrial  Center  at  Building  1 14  will  be 
the  home  for  several  new  companies  eventually  employ- 
ing hundreds  of  workers.  Much  has  already  been  done  to 
prepare  the  new  facilities  for  the  increase  in  traffic, 
workforce  and  pedestrian  activity.  But  special  trailer 
truck  parking  facilities  must  be  made  available  in  order  to 
attract  certain  potential  tenants,  and  a  new  traffic  signage 
system  is  needed  to  insure  the  safe,  efficient  movement  of 
goods  and  persons  through  the  park. 

The  Commonwealth's  CDAG  Program  is  designed  to 
assist  eligible  cities  and  towns  with  funding  for  public  im- 
provements needed  to  lever  private  investment.  It  is  mod- 
eled after  HUD's  successful  UDAG  Program.  Because 
EDIC  lacks  funds  of  its  own  to  carry  out  these  transporta- 
tion improvements  and  must  look  to  outside  sources  to 
finance  them,  the  CDAG  program  is  an  appropriate  fund- 
ing vehicle.  The  private  investment  will  be  in  the  form  of 
a  lease  signed  by  a  major  industrial  tenant  at  Building  1 14 
and  the  individual  improvements  this  tenant  makes  to  its 
own  leased  premises. 

A  summary  of  the  pending  CDAG  application  is  en- 
closed for  your  review,  and  a  copy  of  the  complete  appli- 
cation will  be  available  shortly.

Resolved,  That  the  attached  ordinance  be  adopted  by 
the  City  Council. 


City  of  Boston 
In  the  Year  Nineteen  Hundred  and  Eighty-four 
An  Ordinance  Requiring  Notice  to  Abutters  on  Streets 
Before  Changes  Affecting  Traffic  Flow  Are  Imple- 
mented. 

Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  Boston,  in  accord- 
ance with  the  provisions  of  Massachusetts  General 
Laws,  chapter  43B,  section  13.  and  any  other  appli- 
cable law,  as  follows: 
Section  1 .  The  Commissioner  of  Parking  and  Traffic 
shall  be  empowered  to  make  determination  that  unusual 
problems  on  a  street  or  group  of  streets  warrant  a  change 
in  the  normal  flow  of  traffic. 

Section  2.  Whenever  such  changes  involve  the  closing 
of  a  street,  blocking  or  otherwise  obstructing  passage  of 
residents,  and  when  these  streets  come  under  the  jurisdic- 
tion of  the  city,  no  regulation  or  change  shall  be  made  or 
ordered  unless  and  until  the  Commissioner  of  Parking 
and  Traffic  complies  with  the  following  procedure: 

A.  Notification  be  given  to  each  homeowner  or 
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tenant  whose  home  abuts  the  street  or  streets  where 
the  proposed  work  is  to  be  started. 

B.  This  notification  shall  be  mailed  no  later  than 
fourteen  days  prior  to  the  decision  of  the  commis- 
sioner to  authorize  such  work,  and  shall  invite  all  in- 
terested parties  to  a  public  hearing  on  the  same. 

C.  Nothing  in  this  ordinance  shall  impede  work 
deemed  by  the  commissioner  to  be  of  an  emergency 
nature. 

D.  The  above  requirements  shall  also  apply  to 
work  proposed  by  any  state  or  federal  authority 
where  the  city  is  asked  to  participate.

Whereas,  The  Supreme  Court  of  the  United  States  has 
termed  vagueness  in  laws  as  being  a  vice  against  the  peo- 
ple; and 

Whereas,  the  Supreme  Court,  in  Connolly  v.  General 
Construction  Co.  established  a  fair  and  reasonable  mea- 
sure as  to  what  constitutes  vagueness,  when  they  wrote, 
"A  statute  which  either  forbids  or  requires  the  doing  of  an 
act  in  terms  so  vague  that  men  of  common  intelligence 
must  necessarily  guess  at  its  meaning  and  differ  as  to  its 
application,  violates  the  first  essential  of  the  Due  Process 
of  Law"  clause. 

Section  1 .  No  ordinance,  rule,  regulation  or  petition 
shall  be  passed  by  the  City  Council  when  such  ordinance, 
rule,  regulation  or  petition  is  deemed  by  a  majority  of 
members  present  and  voting  to  be  constitutionally  vague 
as  to  its  application  and  meaning. 

Section  2.  In  determining  vagueness,  the  City  Council 
shall  ask  whether  such  ordinance,  rule,  regulation  or  peti- 
tion which  either  forbids  or  requires  the  doing  of  an  act, 
does  so  in  terms  and  language  so  vague  that  people  of 
common  intelligence  will  necessarily  guess  at  its  mean- 
ing and  differ  as  to  its  application. 

Section  3.  Any  ordinance,  rule,  regulation  or  petition 
deemed  to  be  vague  will  be  referred  to  the  appropriate 
committee  for  further  clarification  and  action,  before  it 
come  to  the  floor  for  a  vote  again. 

The  provisions  of  CBC,  Ordinance,  Title  2,  section 
752,  to  the  contrary  notwithstanding,  this  ordinance  shall 
be  published  by  the  City  Council  in  passing  the  same. 

Section  4.  This  ordinance  shall,  upon  passage,  be  ret- 
roactive from  February  1,  1984.

ORDINANCE  AMENDING  ORDINANCE  REGU- 
LATING CERTAIN  RESIDENTIAL  RENT,  EVIC- 
TIONS AND  CONVERSIONS  (RENTAL 
HOUSING  EQUITY  ORDINANCE)

Dear  Councillors: 

I  transmit  herewith  and  for  your  approval  an  ordinance 
amending  chapter  1  ofthe  Ordinances  of  1983  (the  Rental 
Housing  Equity  Ordinance).  This  ordinance  is  necessary 
in  order  to  correct  technical  deficiencies  in  a  similar 
amendment  to  the  Rental  Housing  Equity  Ordinance  en- 
acted in  December,  1983. 

The  purpose  of  this  ordinance  is  to  protect  tenants  in 
federally  insured  residential  buildings  when  their  mort- 
gages are  paid  off.  This  ordinance  would  restore  full 
housing  safeguards,  including  protection  from  evictions 
resulting  from  conversion  to  condominiums  and  coopera- 
tives. In  addition,  the  proposed  ordinance  clarifies  ambi- 
guities in  the  present  statute  concerning  the  validity  of 
condominium/cooperative  conversion  notices  given  by 
the  owners  of  federally  insured  buildings.  Finally,  land- 
lord/developers who  are  substantially  under  way  in  the 
conversion  process  are  protected  from  undue  hardship. 

There  are  between  1 5,000  and  20,000  federally  insured 
rental  housing  units  in  the  City  of  Boston.  I  urge  speedy 


Whereas,  The  City  Council,  on  January  5,  1983,  in 
adopting  the  Rental  Housing  Equity  Ordinance  (chapter  1 
of  the  Ordinances  of  1983)  inadvertently  exempted  any 
housing  accommodation  constructed  pursuant  to  the  Na- 
tional Housing  Act,  as  amended,  from  all  povisions  ofthe 
Rental  Housing  Equity  Ordinance  upon  discharge  ofthe 
federally  insured  mortgage,  thereon;  and 

Whereas,  The  City  Council  did  not  intend  to  exempt 
any  housing  accommodation  constructed  pursuant  to  the 
National  Housing  Act,  as  amended ,  from  all  provisions  of 
the  Rental  Housing  Equity  Ordinance  upon  discharge  of 
the  federally  insured  mortgage,  thereon;  and 

Whereas,  The  City  Council,  on  December  29,  1983, 
adopted  an  amendment  to  the  Rental  Housing  Equity  Or- 
dinance (chapter  1  ofthe  Ordinances  of  1983)  intending 
to  provide  condominium  and  cooperative  conversion 
eviction  protection  to  tenants  occupying  housing  accom- 
modations which  were  constructed  pursuant  to  section 
207  or  220  of  the  National  Housing  Act,  as  amended;  and 

Whereas,  Such  amendment  only  provides  such  protec- 
tion until  such  time  as  the  landlord  of  such  housing  ac- 
commodations discharge  the  federally  insured  mortgage 
thereon  and  not  thereafter;  and 

Whereas.  On  December  29,  1983,  housing  accommo- 
dations constructed  pursuant  to  section  221  (d)(4)  ofthe 
National  Housing  Act,  were  exempted  by  the  City  Coun- 
cil from  all  provisions  ofthe  Rental  Housing  Equity  Ordi- 
nance except  the  Condominium  and  Coorperative 
Conversion  Eviction  provisions;  and 

Whereas,  For  the  past  eight  years,  such  section  22 1  (d) 
(4)  housing  accommodations  have  been  subject  to  all  pro- 
visions of  the  Rent,  Eviction  and  Condominium/Conver- 
sion Ordinances;  and 

Whereas,  The  federal  government  no  longer  controls 
the  rents  for  section  221  (d)  (4)  Housing  Accommoda- 
tions, thus  leaving  the  tenants  thereof  with  no  rent  or  evic- 
tion protection;  and 

Whereas,  The  following  amendments  are  necessary  to 
carry  out  the  intent  ofthe  City  Council  which  is  to  include 
certain  federally  constructed  housing  accommodations 
within  the  definition  of  housing  accommodation  after  the 
federally  insured  mortgage  thereon  are  discharged;  and 
to  provide  condominium  and  cooperative  conversion 
eviction  protections  to  tenants  of  housing  accommoda- 
tions of  which  the  mortgage  is  or  has  ever  been  federally 
insured  pursuant  to  section  207  or  220  of  the  National 
Housing  Act,  as  amended;  and  to  continue  full  protection 
for  tenants  of  section  22 1  (d)(4)  Housing  Accommoda- 
tions; now,  therefore,  be  it 

Ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  Boston  as  follows: 

Section  1 .  City  of  Boston  Code,  Ordinances,  Title  10, 
chapter  3,  section  1  (n)(i),  as  amended,  is  hereby  further 
amended  by  striking  the  words  "or  insured"  which  ap- 
pear in  the  fourth  line  of  subparagraph  (i)  thereof  and  by 
inserting  the  word  "or"  before  the  word  "insures"  in 
such  fourth  line  thereof. 

Section  2.  City  of  Boston  Code,  Ordinances,  Title  10, 
chapter  10,  3,  section  1  (n)(i),  as  amended,  is  hereby  fur- 
ther amended  by  striking  the  following  clause  which  be- 
gins on  the  ninth  line  of  subparagraph  (i): 

"and  housing  accommodations  federally  insured 
pursuant  to  section  207,  220,  or  608  ofthe  National 
Housing  Act,  as  amended,"  and  substituting  in  place 
thereof  the  following  clause: 
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"provided  further  however,  housing  accommoda- 
tions which  the  United  States  or  any  authority  created 
under  the  laws  thereof  insures  or  insured  the  mort- 
gage thereon  pursuant  to  section  207,  220,  or  608  of 
the  National  Housing  Act,  as  amended." 
Section  3.  City  of  Boston  Code,  Ordinances,  Title  10, 
chapter  3,  section  1  (n)(i),  as  amended,  is  hereby  further 
amended  by  striking  the  phrase  "section  221  (d)"  which 
appears  in  the  second  instance  on  line  14  or  subparagraph 
(i)  and  inserting  in  its  place  the  phrase  "section  221

Section  4.  City  of  Boston  Code,  Ordinances,  Title  10, 
chapter  3,  section  1  (n),  as  amended,  is  hereby  further 
amended  by  adding  the  following  clause  immediately  af- 
ter section  1  (n)(v): 

(vi)  Housing  accommodations  which  the  United 
States  or  any  authority  created  under  the  laws  thereof 
insures  or  insured  the  mortgage  thereon  pursuant  to 
section  220  of  the  National  Housing  Act,  as 
amended,  provided  that  the  titles  or  more  than  50 
percent  of  the  units  in  such  housing  accommodations 
have  been  transferred  as  condominium  units  to 
owner-occupants  and  such  titles  have  been  recorded 
at  the  Suffolk  County  Registry  of  Deeds  on  or  before 
December  31,  1983. 
Section  5.  City  of  Boston  Code,  Ordinances,  Title  10,

Section  6.  This  ordinance  shall  be  effective  as  of  De- 
cember 30,  1983,  and  shall  be  deemed  to  have  retroac- 
tively repealed  in  its  entirety  the  Ordinance  Amending  the 
Ordinance  Regulating  Certain  Residential  Rent,  Evic- 
tions, and  Conversions,  as  passed  by  the  City  Council  on 
December  29,  1983,  and  approved  by  the  Mayor  on  De- 
cember 30,  1983. 

Section  7.  The  provisions  of  the  ordinance  are  sever- 
able; and  if  any  of  its  provisions  shall  be  held  unconstitu- 
tional or  otherwise  invalid  by  an  court  of  competent 
jurisdictions,  the  decision  of  such  court  shall  not  affect 
nor  impair  any  of  the  remaining  provisions. 

Section  8.  The  provisions  of  City  of  Boston  Code,  Ordi- 
nance, Title  2,  section  752,  to  the  contrary  notwithstand- 
ing, this  ordinance  shall  be  published  by  the  City  Council 
in  passing  the  same.

Whereas,  Taxicabs  are  an  essential  means  of  transpor- 
tation for  many  persons  in  any  city  the  size  of  Boston;  and

Whereas,  Drivers  provide  services  to  strangers  and 
must  depend  upon  their  goodwill  and  intentions;  and

tention to  the  dangers  to  which  Boston's  cab  drivers  are

The  resulting  proliferation  of  weapons  in  the  hands 
of  more  citizens  can  only  cause  more  harm,  possible  trag-

We  strongly  urge  Mayor  Raymond  L.  Flynn  to  press 
upon  Commissioner  Jordan  the  need  to  retract  his  deci- 
sion granting  the  taxicab  drivers  authority  to  carry  fire- 
arms.

The  Public  Safety  Director  shall  have  the  au- 
thority to  hire  such  personnel  as,  from  time  to  time,  he 
deems  necessary  to  carry  out  the  provisions  of  this  ordi- 
nance.

Section  1.  Findings. 

Whereas,  The  Arson  Commission  of  the  City  of  Boston 
is  the  principal  body  invested  with  the  responsibility  to 
oversee  and  coordinate  the  arson  prevention  efforts  of  the 
city;  and 

Whereas,  the  Arson  Commission  is  in  need  of  an  ex- 
panded structure  and  a  focus  of  its  mandate  to  coordinate 
the  activities  of  the  anti-arson  program;  and 

Whereas,  The  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts  and 
the  federal  government  have  seen  fit  to  appropriate  mon- 
ies to  enhance  the  arson  prevention  capacity  of  muncipali- 
ties;  now,  therefore,  be  it 
Ordained  by  the  Boston  City  Council: 
Section  2.  City  of  Boston  Code.  Ordinances,  Title  9, 
chapter  15.  section  450  is  hereby  amended  by  striking  the 
first  paragraph  and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  follow- 
ing: 

"There  shall  be  in  the  city  a  commission,  known  as 
the  Arson  Prevention  Commission,  consisting  of  a 
person  familiar  with  arson  appointed  by  the  Fire 
Commissioner;  a  member  of  the  Police  Department 
familiar  with  arson  appointed  by  the  Police  Commis- 
sioner; a  person  familiar  with  arson  working  under 
the  Commissioner  of  Inspectional  Services,  ap- 
pointed by  the  Commissioner  of  Inspectional  Serv- 
ices; a  person  familiar  with  property  taxation 
working  under  the  Collector/Treasurer  and  ap- 
pointed by  the  Collector/Treasurer;  a  person  work-

The  com- 
mission shall  review  the  status  and  effectiveness  of 
the  smoke  detector  requirement  in  the  City  of  Bos- 
ton, shall  monitor  compliance  with  chapter  446  of 
the  Acts  of  1 978  and  any  other  applicable  state  statute 
which  affect  arson  safety  in  the  City  of  Boston,  shall 
supply  administrative  and  legislative  remedies  to 
deal  with  the  cause  and  effects  of  arson,  and  shall 
establish  an  arson  prevention  program  modeled  after 
the  Comprehensive  Arson  Prevention  and  Enforce- 
ment System  (CAPES),  implemented  through  the 
Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts  Attorney  Gen- 
eral's office.

Whereas,  In  the  City  of  Boston  there  are  both  automo- 
bile alarms  which  terminate  automatically  within  two  or 
three  minutes  and  those  which  do  not;  and 

Whereas,  The  Boston  Police  Department  does  not  have 
the  authority  to  terminate  the  nuisance  created  by  such 
alarms  which  do  not  automatically  terminate  after  a  rea- 
sonable amount  of  time;  and 


Whereas,  The  Boston  Police  Department  does  not  have 
the  authority  to  tow  such  vehicles  in  spite  of  their  clear 
nuisance  to  the  public  and  their  clear  violation  of  the  pub- 
lic peace  and  quiet  enjoyment  of  one's  home;  and 

Whereas,  Numerous  complaints  concerning  this  prob- 
lem have  come  to  the  attention  of  the  Council ;  now,  there- 
fore, be  it 
Ordained  by  the  City  Council  as  follows: 
Section  2.  City  of  Boston  Code,  Ordinances  14,  chap- 
ter 1 1 ,  section  354  is  hereby  amended  by  adding  the  fol- 
lowing new  caption  and  section,  said  section  to  be  354(a) 
and  entitled: 

"Unreasonable  Noise  from  Automoblie  Safety  De- 
vices" 

Section  354(a)  the  use  of  any  device  whose  pur- 
pose it  is  to  protect  an  owners  vehicle  from  damage 
and/or  theft  through  the  mechanical  creation  of  a 
noise  of  sufficient  magnitude  to  be  plainly  audible 
to  residents  who  reside  near  said  device  which 
does  not  automatically  terminate  any  such  noise 
within  five  minutes  shall  be  declared  an  unlawful 
use  of  a  noise-making  instrument.  The  police  com- 
missioner or  his  designee  shall  take  whatever 
actions  are  deemed  necessary  and  appropriate  to 
terminate  the  noise  from  such  a  device  upon  the 
request  of  residents  who  attest  to  the  device  caus- 
ing them  disturbance  of  their  quiet  enjoyment  of 
their  residence.  Such  actions  shall  include  the  re- 
moval of  the  device  or  the  vehicle  in  question, 
whichever  is  most  feasible,  and  minimizes  the 
damage  to  the  vehicle  and/or  the  device  involved  in 
the  complaint.

Dear  President  Tierney: 

I  am  writing  in  response  to  your  letter  of  February  21, 
1984,  in  which  you  asked  me  to  review  and  comment  on  a 
proposed  home  rule  petition  exempting  Boston  from 
chapter  44,  section  55  of  the  General  Laws  of  the  Com- 
monwealth. The  proposed  exemption  would  permit  Bos- 
ton's treasurer  to  deposit  funds  for  which  he  is 
accountable  in  a  banking  institution  with  which  he  has 
been  associated  as  an  officer  or  employee  during  the  three 
years  immediately  preceding  the  date  of  any  such  deposit. 
I  believe  that  the  proposed  exemption  is  ill-advised  and 
not  in  the  public  interest.  The  clear  intent  of  the  current 
provision  is  to  prevent  conflicts  of  interest  and  public  per- 
ceptions of  conflicts  of  interest.  I  am  aware  of  no  evidence 
that  this  provision  is  unnecessary  to  those  purposes,  or 
that  other  statutory  controls  on  relationships  between 


banks  and  municipalities  provide  sufficient  alternative 
safeguards  against  conflicts  of  interest  and  perceived  con- 
flicts of  interest.  I  therefore  would  urge  the  City  Council 
not  to  approve  the  proposed  home  rule  petition. 

1  wish  to  point  out  that  chapter  44,  section  55  does  not 
preclude  Boston  from  hiring  any  person  who  has  been  an 
employee  of  a  banking  institution  during  the  preceding 
three  years;  it  merely  prohibits  that  person  from  deposit- 
ing funds  for  which  he  is  accountable  with  that  institution 
for  a  three-year  period.  It  also  should  be  understood  that 
the  statute  refers  only  to  deposits  made  after  a  treasurer  is 
hired;  it  does  not  require  the  city  to  move  funds  previously 
deposited.  Thus,  complying  with  chapter  44,  section  55 
would  not  preclude  hiring  Boston's  current  candidate  for 
treasurer. 

Finally,  I  would  note  that  the  underlying  purpose  of 
chapter  44,  section  55  could  conceivably  be  furthered  by 
alternative  safeguards.  I  would  be  glad  to  participate  in  a 
cooperative  effort  to  draft  legislation  that  might  supple- 
ment or  modify  the  current  provisions  of  chapter  44,  sec- 
tion 55.  In  general,  however,  it  has  been  my  consistent 
position  that  where  legislated  safeguards  warrant  recon- 
sideration, the  process  should  involve  a  comprehensive 
analysis  rather  than  case-by -case  exemptions.

Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  Boston,  in  accord- 
ance with  the  provisions  of  Massachusetts  General 
Laws  chaper  43B,  section  13,  and  any  other  applica- 
ble law,  as  follows: 

Section  1.  Findings. 

Whereas,  The  City  of  Boston  must  deal  with  numerous 
public  employee  unions;  and 

Whereas,  The  public  employee  unions  provide  vital 
services  to  the  citizens  of  Boston;  and 

Whereas,  It  is  often  the  case  that  the  public  employee 
unions  work  without  a  contract  for  months  and  sometimes 
years;  and 

Whereas,  The  fiscal  planning  of  individuals  as  well  as 
the  city  is  dependent  upon  knowing  its  obligations;  now, 
therefore,  be  it  ordained  by  the  Boston  City  Council: 

Section  2.  Definitions. 

The  term  "City"  shall  mean  the  City  of  Boston.  The 
term  "Public  Employee  Unions"  shall  mean  all  certified 
organizations  which  exist  for  the  purpose,  in  whole  or  in 
part,  of  representing  employees  of  the  City  of  Boston  con- 
cerning grievances,  labor  disputes,  wages,  rates  of  pay, 
hours,  or  other  terms,  conditions,  or  privileges  of  em- 
ployment with  the  City  of  Boston. 

Section  3.  Each  public  employee  union  and  the  City 
shall  begin  to  negotiate  terms,  conditions,  or  privileges  of 
employment  including,  but  not  limited  to  wages,  rates  of 
pay,  benefits,  hours,  and  other  working  conditions,  on  or 
before  October  1  of  the  calendar  year  prior  to  the  expira- 
tion of  the  then  current  contract.  During  the  course  of  said 
negotiation,  the  public  employee  union  and  the  City  shall 
consider  wages,  rates  of  pay,  benefits,  hours,  and  other 
working  conditions  of  other  similar  Public  Employee  Un- 
ions in  other  cities  and  states;  and  shall  further  consider 
consumer  prices  for  goods  and  services  and  other  related 
items,  cost  of  living  data,  and  all  other  factors,  which  are 
normally  used  in  the  determination  of  wages  and  other 
benefits,  and  shall  also  consider  the  financial  condition  of 
the  City  of  Boston. 

Section  4.  Each  Public  Employee  Union  and  the  City 
shall  have  met  at  least  three  times  by  January  1  of  the  cal- 
endar year  of  expiration  of  the  then  current  contract  be- 
tween the  Public  Employee  Union  and  the  City  for  the 
purpose  of  negotiating  a  contract  agreement  to  be  effec- 
tive upon  the  expiration  of  the  then  current  contract. 

Section  5 .  There  shall  be  a  signed  agreement  between 
each  Public  Employee  Union  and  the  City  on  or  before 
April  1  of  the  calendar  year  of  expiration  of  the  then  cur- 
rent contract  so  as  to  allow  proper  financial  planning  and 
budgetary  authority  to  fund  said  agreement. 

Section  6.  The  provisions  of  this  ordinance  shall  not 
void  any  provision  of  any  past  binding  contract  signed  be- 
tween the  Public  Employee  Union  and  the  City,  provided, 
however,  that  any  contract  between  the  Public  Employee 
Union  signed  after  the  effective  date  of  this  ordinance 
shall  be  in  compliance  with  the  provisions  as  herein 
stated.

Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  Boston,  in  accord- 
ance with  the  provisions  of  Massachusetts  General 
Laws  chapter  43B ,  section  1 3 ,  and  any  other  applica- 
ble law,  as  follows: 
Section  1 .  City  of  Boston  Code,  Ordinances  14,  chap- 
ter 1 1 ,  section  354  is  hereby  amended  by  adding  the  fol- 
lowing new  caption  and  section,  said  section  to  be  354(a) 
and  entitled: 

"Unreasonable  Noise-Making  Automobile  Safety 
Devices" 

Section  354(a).  The  use,  maintenance,  installation 
or  keeping  of  any  device  whose  purpose  it  is  to  pro- 
tect an  owner's  vehicle  from  damage  and/or  theft 
through  the  mechanical  creation  of  a  noise  of  suffic- 
ient magnitude  to  be  plainly  audible  at  a  distance  of 
200  feet  from  such  device  which  does  not  automati- 
cally terminate  any  such  noise  within  five  minutes 


shall  be  unlawful.  Penalty  for  violation  of  this  section 
shall  be  a  fine  of  $300.  This  section  shall  be  deemed  a 
part  of  the  Environment  Protection  Ordinances,  so 
called,  and  shall  be  enforced  pursuant  to  the  provi- 
sions of  chapter  40,  section  2 ID  of  the  General 
Laws. 
Section  2 .  This  ordinance  shall  take  effect  ninety  days 
after  its  becoming  law  in  order  to  provide  adequate  time 
for  owners  of  such  devices  to  alter  their  use  in  compliance 
with  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance.

Whereas,  The  Boston  Police  Department  does  not  have 
the  authority  to  terminate  the  nuisance  created  by  such 
alarms  which  do  not  automatically  terminate  after  a  rea- 
sonable amount  of  time;  and 

Whereas,  The  Boston  Police  Department  does  not  have 
the  authority  to  tow  such  vehicles  in  spite  of  their  clear 
nuisance  to  the  public  and  their  clear  violation  of  the  pub- 
lic peace  and  quiet  enjoyment  of  one's  home;  and 

Whereas,  Numerous  complaints  concerning  this  prob- 
lem have  come  to  the  attention  of  the  Council;  now,  there- 
fore, be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  as  follows: 

Section  2.  City  of  Boston  Code.  Ordinances  14.  chap- 
ter 1 1 ,  section  354  is  hereby  amended  by  adding  the  fol- 
lowing new  caption  and  section,  said  section  to  be  section 
354(b)  and  entitled: 

"Unreasonable  Noise  from  Automobile  Safety 
Devices" 

Section  354(b).  The  use  of  any  device  whose  pur- 
pose it  is  to  protect  an  owner's  vehicle  from  damage 
and/or  theft  through  mechanical  creation  of  a  noise 
of  sufficient  magnitude  to  be  plainly  audible  at  a  dis- 
tance of  200  feet  from  such  device  which  does  not 
automatically  terminate  any  such  noise  within  five 
minutes  shall  be  declared  an  unlawful  use  of  a  noise- 
making  instrument.  The  penalty  for  violation  of  this 
ordinance  shall  be  $50  and  shall  be  in  compliance 
with  the  provisions  of  chapter  40.  section  2 1 D  of  the 
General  Laws.  This  section  shall  be  deemed  a  part  of 
the  Environmental  Protection  Ordinances,  so  called. 
Section  3.  This  ordinance  shall  take  effect  ninety  days 
after  passage  in  order  to  provide  adequate  time  for  owners 
of  such  devices  to  alter  their  use  in  compliance  with  the 
provisions  of  this  ordinance. 

Section  4.  Notwithstanding  the  provisions  of  CBC.  Or- 
dinance 2,  section  752,  this  ordinance  shall  be  published 
by  action  of  the  City  Council  in  passing  the  same.

With  this  letter,  I  transmit  to  you  a  proposed  City  Coun- 
cil Order  concerning  the  request  of  Colourpicture  Pub- 
lishers, Inc.  for  industrial  revenue  bond  financing  of  their 
proposed  industrial  development  project  at  76  Atherton 
Street  in  Jamaica  Plain. 

Colourpicture  Publishers,  Inc.,  a  manufacturer  of 
greeting  cards,  post  cards  and  their  allied  products,  pro- 
poses to  acquire  and  install  a  six-color  printing  press  for  a 
use  at  their  facility  in  Jamaica  Plain.  This  press  will  alow 
the  company  to  accommodate  the  increasing  volume  for 
its  current  products  and  to  enter  a  new  product  field  of 
tags,  seals  and  decorative  printed  products.  As  of  De- 
cember 31  the  company  employed  170  persons,  105  of 
whom  were  Boston  residents,  and  anticipates  the  creation 
of  27  new  jobs  within  the  next  two  years. 

The  estimated  total  cost  of  the  project  is  $2, 136,000. 
The  company  plans  to  finance  up  to  $2, 136,000  through 
industrial  revenue  bonds  issued  by  the  city,  acting  by  and 
through  the  Authority. 


Whereas,  The  equipment  of  industrial  development  fa- 
cilities to  be  owned  and  used  by  Colourpicture  Pub- 
lishers, Inc.  (the  "Company")  in  the  manufacture  of  post 
cards,  boxed  greeting  cards  and  their  allied  products  has 
been  proposed  for  the  City  of  Boston;  and 

Whereas,  Said  industrial  development  facilities  (the 
"Project")  will  consist  generally  of  the  acquisition  and

Whereas,  The  Company  has  expressed  its  willingness 
to  make  payments  sufficient  to  pay  the  principal  of  and

Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  Boston,  in  accord- 
ance with  the  provisions  of  Massachusetts  General 
Laws  chapter  43B,  section  13,  and  any  other  applica- 
ble law,  as  follows: 
Section  1 .  Findings: 

Whereas,  The  Arson  Commission  of  the  City  of  Boston 
is  the  principal  body  invested  with  the  responsibility  to 
oversee  and  coordinate  the  Arson  prevention  efforts  of 
the  city:  and 

Whereas,  The  Arson  Commission  is  in  need  of  an  ex- 
panded structure  and  focus  of  its  mandate  to  facilitate  and 
coordinate  access  to  city  departments,  records,  and  pro- 
grams; and 

Whereas,  The  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts  and 
the  federal  government  have  seen  fit  to  appropriate  mon- 
ies to  enhance  the  arson  prevention  capacity  of  muncipa- 
lities;  now  therefore;  be  it  ordained  by  the  Boston  City 
Council; 

Section  2.  City  of  Boston  Code,  Ordinances,  Title  9, 
chapter  1 5 ,  section  450  is  hereby  amended  by  striking  the 
first  paragraph  and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  follow- 
ing: 

"There  shall  be  in  the  city  a  commission,  known  as 
the  Arson  Prevention  Commission,  consisting  of  the 
following  officials  of  the  City  of  Boston:  the  Fire  Com- 
missioner, the  Police  Commissioner,  the  Commis- 
sioner of  Inspectional  Services,  the 
Col  lector- Treasurer,  Commissioner  of  Real  Property, 
and  the  chairperson  of  the  City  Council's  committee 
dealing  with  the  issue  of  arson,  all  serving  ex  officio. 
There  shall  be  eight  Commissioners  appointed  by  the 
Mayor.  The  eight  Commissioners  appointed  by  the 
Mayor  shall  be  residents  of  the  City  of  Boston  who  live 
in  areas  affected  by  arson  and  have  knowledge  or  ex- 
pertise in  the  problem  of  arson.  Of  the  eight  Commis- 
sioners appointed  by  the  Mayor,  one  Commissioner 
shall  be  a  representative  of  the  Insurance  industry  that 
specifically  deals  with  fire  insurance  for  low/moderate 
income  housing  and  knowledgeable  about  the  problem 
of  arson  within  the  City  of  Boston.

On  March  16,  1984,  the  Committee  on  Intergovern- 
mental Relations  held  a  public  hearing  on  Docket  No. 
0274,  at  the  Ruggles  Baptist  Church  on  Beacon  Street  in 
Boston. 

The  hearing  began  at  8  p.m.  with  testimony  given  by 
representatives  of  various  impacted  neighborhood 


groups,  ie.  the  Audubon  Circle  Neighborhood  Associa- 
tion, the  Brighton  Civic  Association,  the  Back  of  Hill 
Neighborhood  Association  and  the  Mission  Hill  Associa- 
tion. Each  and  every  speaker  remarked  on  the  growth  and 
expansion  of  Boston  University  and  its  detrimental  effect 
upon  neighborhood  life,  freedom  of  movement  and  prop- 
erty. These  groups  expressed  anger  at  Boston  University, 
the  former  and  current  Governor  and  former  and  current 
state  and  local  public  officials  who  have  allowed  Boston 
University  to  expand  without  neighborhood  involvement 
and  not  in  compliance  with  an  agreement  on  boundaries 
for  Boston  University.  The  ability  of  Boston  University  to 
purchase  property  has  not  been  checked  by  any  level  of 
government. 

Representatives  Gallagher  and  Businger  and  State  Sen- 
ator Bachrach  testified  relative  State  House  activity  on 
the  matter.  They  indicated  that  a  bill  was  filed  to  repeal 
chapter  649  of  the  Acts  of  1982  but  could  not  predict  fa- 
vorable action. 

Numerous  other  residents  and  interested  citizens  testi- 
fied in  opposition  to  the  sale  of  the  Commonwealth  Ar- 
mory to  Boston  University  and  implored  city  and  state 
representatives  to  act  on  their  behalf. 

Therefore,  the  Committee  submits  this  interim  report 
and  recommends  that  the  following  order  be  passed. 

Ordered,  That  the  Boston  City  Council  retain  the  legal 
council  of  Cotter  and  Dunning,  62  Commercial  Wharf, 
Boston,  Mass. ,  in  order  to  seek  legal  remedies  to  stop  the 
proposed  sale  of  the  Commonwealth  Armory  to  Boston 
University  under  chapter  649  of  the  Acts  of  1982.

These  properties,  when  allowed  to  exist  over  an  ex- 
tended period  of  time,  have  a  detrimental  impact  which 
adversely  affects  the  quality  of  life  of  residents  abutting 
such  property,  as  well  as  the  city  as  a  whole. 

It  is  clearly  in  the  public  interest  that  the  city  attempt  to 
facilitate  a  transfer  of  abandoned,  vacant  or  blighted 
structures  or  properties  from  their  current  status  to  a 
more  beneficial  use  and  occupancy. 

Some  proposals  devised  in  the  past  have  proven  to  be, 
in  some  instances,  too  broad  in  scope,  sometimes  ignored 
and  occassionally  abused.  The  net  result  has  been  that  the 
concerns  of  the  neighborhoods  were  all  to  often  viewed 
from  a  perspective  far  removed  from  the  residents  of  the 
neighborhoods. 

The  purpose  of  this  ordinance  is  to  restore  some  of  the 
control,  lost  over  the  years,  to  the  residents  of  the  neigh- 
borhoods. It  is  far  more  likely  that  neighborhood  resi- 
dents, given  the  support  and  attention  of  the  city,  will  be 
more  apt  to  address  the  problems  associated  with  the 
neighborhoods  than  all  the  boards,  commissions  and  reg- 
ulatory bodies  previously  established  and  the  reason  for 
this  is  clear:  Residents  have  a  stronger  sense  of  purpose 
because  of  their  commitment  to  the  neighborhoods  in 
which  they  live. 


Whereas,  It  is  clearly  in  the  city's  interest  to  expedite 
and  facilitate  a  transfer  of  abandoned  and  vacant  and 
blighted  properties  from  their  current  status  to  more  ben- 
eficial use  and  occupancy,  and  to  do  so  with  more  empha- 
sis on  neighborhood  control;  now  be  it  therefore  declared 
by  the  City  of  Boston  that  establishment  of  a  Neighbor- 
hood Revitalization  board  and  Nine  District  Advisory 
Committees  as  follows,  is  a  valid  and  necessary  public 
purpose  agreeable  to  the  laws  of  the  Commonwealth,  and 
be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  Boston  as  follows: 

Section  I .  There  shall  be  established  in  the  City  of  Bos- 
ton a  board  known  as  the  Neighborhood  Revitalization 
Board,  hereinafter  referred  to  as  the  NRB. 

Section  2.  The  NRB  shall  be  a  community -oriented  or- 
ganization which  shall  work  with  and  advise  the  ombuds- 
man for  neighborhood  housing. 

Section  3.  The  NRB  shall  consist  of  nine  (9)  members 
who  shall  be  chosen  in  a  manner  prescribed  by  this  ordi- 
nance, and  whose  chairman  shall  be  elected  by  the  mem- 
bers of  the  NRB  in  January  of  each  year.  The  NRB  shall 
be  composed  of  the  chairmen  of  each  of  the  District  Advi- 
sory Committees. 

Section  4.  The  District  Advisory  Committees,  of 
which  there  shall  be  nine  (9)  such  committees,  shall  con- 
sist of  eleven  (11)  members  each.  Members  of  the  Dis- 
trict Advisory  Committees,  hereinafter  referred  to  as 
DAC  (or  DACs),  shall  be  selected  and  divided  as  fol- 
lows: Each  District  City  Councillor  shall  select  from  his 
or  her  district  eleven  (11)  residents  who  shall  serve  on 
their  respective  DAC  without  compensation.  Each  DAC 
shall  elect  a  chairman,  who  shall  be  a  member  of  that 
committee,  who  shall  serve  for  a  period  of  one  year. 

Section  5.  Periodically  and  as  needed,  each  DAC  shall 
receive  from  the  ombudsman  of  neighborhood  housing, 
lists  of  city  owned  and/or  privately  owned  dwellings, 
structures  or  parcels  of  property  which  have  been  de- 
clared vacant  and  blighted  or  abandoned  within  each  dis- 
trict. The  DAC  will  be  responsible  for  preparing  a 
prospectus  on  such  property  and  for  soliciting  interested 
and  qualified  community  residents,  private  developers  or 
community  groups  within  each  district  who  have  ex- 
pressed an  interest  in  ownership,  management,  renova- 
tion, rehabilitation  and  cleanup  responsibility  for  such 
property,  either  as  landlords  or  managers,  or  in  the  case 
of  city -owned  property  occupied  by  low  income  tenants, 
as  managers  who  shall  receive  as  compensation  for  their 
services  a  fee  to  be  determined  on  an  individual  basis. 

Section  6.  the  DACs  shall  be  empowered,  through  their 
respective  chairman,  to  recommend  that  the  NRB  report 
new  problem  areas  of  blight  to  the  ombudsman,  who  shall 
investigate  such  matters  and  take  appropriate  action  to 
declare  blight  and  eliminate  or  reduce  its  affects. 

Section  7.  When,  and  if,  a  DAC  become  aware  of  a 
qualified  buyer,  owner  or  manager  with  the  district,  the 
chairman  shall  make  a  recommendation  that  the  prospec- 
tus on  the  parcel  or  property,  along  with  any  relevant  and 
necessary  information  on  the  prospective  owner,  buyer 
or  manager,  be  forwarded  to  the  ombudsman  of  neigh- 
borhood housing,  along  with  a  recommendation  to  seek 
transfer  of  title  at  no  cost ,  low  cost  or  transfer  of  manage- 
ment with  a  compensation  schedule  to  be  established  for 
the  owner-manager  select.  Under  no  circumstances, 
however,  shall  a  name  be  placed  before  the  NRB  where 
the  owner-select  has  failed  to  agree  that  the  property  will 
be  cleaned,  cleared,  rehabilitated,  renovated  or  made 
habitable,  as  the  case  may  be,  or  where  said  owner-select 
has  not  agreed  to  be  the  owner  or  landlord  of  record  for  a 
period  of  not  less  than  five  (5)  years. 

Section  8 .  If  no  suitable  owner  or  manager  can  be  found 
to  take  possession  of  vacant  and  blighted  or  abandoned 
property  or  land,  the  property  shall  be  placed  on  an  active 
file  with  the  appropriate  DAC,  which  shall  make  or  re- 
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quest  that  periodic  inspection  be  made  to  insure  that  no 
housing  or  building  code  violations,  or  any  other  viola- 
tions relating  to  vacant  lots  or  property  occur.  When  code 
violations  are  discovered,  the  DAC  shall,  through  its 
chairman,  and  the  NRB,  recommend  that  the  ombuds- 
man for  neighborhood  housing  take  remedial  action  to 
correct  such  violations. 

Section  9.  The  NRB  may  formulate  such  rules  and  reg- 
ulations, consistent  with  this  ordinance,  which  establish 
policies,  practices  and  procedures  for  meetings  and  in- 
vestigation of  complaints.  It  shall  also  formulate  notifica- 
tion procedures  and  public  information  procedures  as  it 
deems  necessary  to  keep  the  citizens  informed  of  the 
actions  of  the  NRB. 

Section  10.  As  far  as  practical,  each  DAC  shall  keep  all 
neighbrohood  organizations,  community  newspapers 
and  concerned  residents  informed  of  the  time,  location 
and  agenda  of  each  NRB  and  DAC  meeting.  Mailings  and 
press  notifications  shall  be  made  from  the  ombudsman  of 
neighborhood  housing 's  office .  The  ombudsman  shall  re- 
ceive lists  from  the  various  DACs  which  shall  detail  orga- 
nizations or  groups  within  each  district  who  request 
meeting  and  informational  updates. 

Section  1 1 .  Should  a  dispute  arise  over  interpretation 
of  any  facet  of  this  ordinance,  the  matter  shall  be  referred 
to  the  Housing  Committee  of  the  City  Council  for  clarifi- 
cation. 

Section  12.  Neither  the  DACs  or  the  NRB  may  impose 
any  requirements  in  its  rules  or  regulations  which  suggest 
that  preference  will  be  given  to  applicants  on  the  basis  of 
any  criteria  other  than  ability  of  the  applicant  to  manage, 
owner,  rehabilitate,  clean,  or  clear  such  property. 

Section  13.  The  DACs  created  by  this  ordinance  may 
meet  periodically  with  the  ombudsman  for  neighborhood 
housing  to  discuss  problems  which  may  concern  their  re- 
spective districts. 

Section  14.  The  NRB  shall  meet  with  the  ombudsman 
for  neighborhood  housing  at  least  once  a  month,  where 
they  shall  submit  those  matters  of  concern  to  the  DACs 
which  require  immediate  attention. 

Section  15.  This  ordinance  shall  be  interpreted 
broadly,  and  insofar  as  possible,  all  agencies,  depart- 
ments or  other  boards  or  city  government  shall  recognize 
the  trust,  authority,  responsibility  and  public  necessity  of 
such  committees.  Furthermore,  insofar  as  possible,  the 
mayor  shall  direct  that  all  policy  on  housing  be  structured 
around  the  concept  of  utilizing  the  DACs  and  NRB  in  a 
meaningful  and  constructive  manner.  The  committee  will 
be  recognized  custodians  of  neighborhood  revitalization. 

Section  16.  The  provisions  of  this  ordinance  are  sever- 
able, and  if  any  of  its  provisions  are  found  to  be  unconsti- 
tutional or  otherwise  invalid  by  any  court  of  competent 
jurisdiction,  the  decision  of  the  court  shall  not  effect  nor 
impair  any  of  the  remaining  provisions. 

Section  17.  The  provisions  of  CBC  Ordinances,  Title 
2,  section  752,  to  the  contrary  notwithstanding,  this  ordi- 
nance shall  be  published  by  the  city  council  in  passing  the 
same.

ORDINANCE  ESTABLISHING  THE  OFFICE  OF 

OMBUDSMAN  FOR  NEIGHBORHOOD  HOUSING 

Coun.  KELLY  offered  the  following: 

City  of  Boston 

In  the  Year  Nineteen  Hundred  and  Eighty-four 

An  Ordinance  Establishing  the  Office  of  Ombudsman  for 

Neighborhood  Housing 
Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  Boston,  as  follows: 
Section  1.  There  shall  be  created  by  the  executive 
branch  of  city  government  an  office  known  as  the  Office 


of  the  Ombudsman  for  Neighborhood  Housing,  hereinaf- 
ter referred  to  as  the  Office. 

Section  2.  The  city  council's  committee  on  housing,  or 
other  appropriate  committee  of  the  city  council  dealing 
with  housing,  shall  submit  to  the  mayor  a  list  of  not  less 
than  three  (3)  candidates  from  which  the  mayor  shall  se- 
lect a  director  of  the  Office ,  hereinafter  known  as  the  Om- 
budsman. 

Section  3.  The  Ombudsman  shall  receive  an  annual  sal- 
ary to  be  set  by  the  mayor,  and  shall  be  empowered  to  hire 
such  staff  as  from  time  to  time  is  necessary  to  carry  out  the 
provisions  of  this  ordinance.  The  annual  budget  of  the 
Office  shall  be  set  by  the  mayor  and  reviewed  by  the  ap- 
propriate committee  of  the  city  council. 

Section  4.  The  Ombudsman  shall  have  plenary  author- 
ity in  regards  to  housing  in  the  city,  and  the  cleaning  or 
clearing  of  property  determined  to  be  blighted.  The  Om- 
budsman may  order  any  department,  agency,  commis- 
sion or  regulatory  body  within  the  city  to  act  in  fulfillment 
of  its  legal  role,  and  may,  upon  a  determination  of  the 
Ombudsman  that  a  property  or  a  structure  within  the  city 
constitutes  a  blight  on  the  city,  order  that  measures  be 
taken,  after  due  notification  to  the  owner,  to  clear,  clean 
and  correct  the  conditions  which  are  causing  the  blight. 

Section  5.  Once  a  property  has  been  ordered  cleared  or 
cleaned  by  the  city,  and  such  order  has  not  been  complied 
with  consistent  with  section  4  of  this  ordinance,  the  Om- 
budsman may  declare  that  an  emergency  condition  exists 
and  may  direct  the  appropriate  city  department,  agency, 
commission  or  regulatory  body  to  act,  consistent  with  the 
provisions  of  section  4  of  this  ordinance,  and  may  further 
order  that  the  owner  or  manager  of  such  property  pay 
such  compensatory  or  punitive  damages  as  the  city  deems 
appropriate. 

Section  6.  Areas  in  which  the  Ombudsman  shall  have 
authority  include,  but  shall  not  be  limited  to  the  follow- 
ing: the  disposition  of  garbage,  trash  or  debris,  or  other 
refuse  near,  on  or  adjacent  to  any  private,  commercial  or 
public  property  or  structure  within  the  city;  the  cleaning 
or  clearing  or  otherwise  making  safe  and  sanitary  any  va- 
cant and/or  abandoned  structure  or  property  within  the 
city:  and  the  formulation  of  reasonable  rules  and  regula- 
tions governing  a  set  of  standards  for  property  owners, 
property  managers,  landlords  and  tenants  within  the 
neighborhoods  of  the  city. 

Section  7.  Upon  a  determination  that  a  blight  exists  on 
non  owner  occupied  property,  and  after  due  notification 
to  the  owner  has  been  made,  such  property  may  be  de- 
clared blighted  and  vacant  or  abandoned,  and  said  prop- 
erty may  be  siezed  by  the  city  in  accordance  with  the 
applicable  laws  governing  siezures  whithin  the  city  and 
the  state. 

Section  8.  Determination  of  tenant-caused  blight  shall 
be  made  by  the  Ombudsman  when  evidence  shows  that  a 
tenant  in  any  private,  commercial  or  public  structure  is 
violating  those  rules  and  regulations  established  by  the 
Office  governing  blight.  Such  tenants  shall  be  notified  by 
mail  to  correct  the  violations  cited  by  the  office.  Should  a 
tenant  fail  to  comply  with  the  requests  made  in  the  cita- 
tion, the  Ombudsman  may  make  whatever  recommenda- 
tions are  necessary  to  any  city,  state  or  federal  agency  or 
department,  or  court  or  other  body  with  jurisdiction  to 
order  compliance  with  said  order. 

Section  9.  Declaration  of  owner,  manager  or  tenant 
caused  blight  shall  be  made  by  the  Ombudsman  consist- 
ent with  the  procedures  outlined  in  section  4,  5.  and  8  of 
this  ordinance. 

Section  10.  The  Office  shall  initiate  programs  encour- 
aging home  ownership  and  home  improvement,  and  shall 
develop  along  with  the  assessor  of  taxes  formulae  impos- 
ing demerit  valuations  as  surcharges  on  assessments  of 
properties  with  serious  code  violations,  and  merit  valua- 
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tions  for  up  to  five  years  on  properties  whose  owners 
show  evidence  of  having  made  beneficial  improvements 
to  the  neighborhoods. 

Section  1 1 .  The  Ombudsman  shall  have  under  his  or 
her  direct  supervision  a  Board  known  at  the  Neighbor- 
hood Revitalization  Board.  The  Ombudman  shall  make 
available  to  the  chairman  of  the  Neighborhood  Revital- 
ization Board,  lists  of  city-owned  or  privately  owned 
dwellings,  structures  or  parcels  of  land  which  have  been 
declared  vacant  and  blighted  or  abandoned.  The  Om- 
budsman shall  promulgate  such  rules  and  regulations  as 
may  be  deemed  necessary  to  facilitate  an  orderly  transfer 
of  abandoned  or  vacant  and  blighted  properties  or  struc- 
tures to  more  beneficial  ownership,  by  turning  such  in- 
formation and  lists  over  to  the  Neighborhood 
Revitalization  Board  for  their  disposition. 

Section  12.  Any  tenant,  property  owner  or  property 
manager  aggrieved  under  sections  4,  5,  or  8  of  this  ordi- 
nance, may  make  a  written  request  for  a  hearing  before 
the  appropriate  District  Advisory  Committee  of  the 
Neighborhood  Revitalization  Board,  by  filing  such  a  re- 
quest with  the  Ombudsman.  A  hearing  on  the  complaint 
shall  be  held  as  soon  as  possible  after  receipt  of  such  let- 
ter, and  at  such  location  as  is  selected  by  the  Chairman  of 
the  District  Advisory  Committee. 

Section  1 3 .  The  Ombudsman  created  by  this  ordinance 
shall  serve  on  a  yearly  basis,  and  may  be  replaced  by  the 
mayor  for  just  cause.  Vacancies  in  the  position  of  Om- 
budsman shall  be  filled  in  accordance  with  section  2  of 
this  ordinance. 

Section  14.  The  Ombudsman  created  by  this  ordinance 
shall  be  prohibited  by  this  ordinance  from  making  policy 
decisions  or  formulating  policies  which  reflect  prefer- 
ences on  political  or  special  interest  issues.  The  intent  of 
this  legislation  and  this  section  is  to  make  the  Ombuds- 
man responsible  to  the  citizens  of  Boston,  and  for  making 
city  government  work  without  unnecessary  or  dilatory 
practices  or  procedures  which  impede  the  intent  of  this 
ordinance  and  the  public  good. 

Section  1 5 .  The  Ombudsman  may  formulate  such  rules 
and  regulations  consistent  with  this  ordinance  and  the 
laws  of  the  Commonwealth,  as  are  deemed  necessary  to 
carry  out  the  provisions  and  intent  of  this  ordinance,  pro- 
vided, however,  that  such  rules  and  regulations  shall  be 
effective  thirty  (30)  days  after  filing  the  same  with  the 
City  Council,  unless  prior  thereto,  upon  a  recommenda- 
tion from  the  Committee  on  Housing,  the  full  city  coun- 
cil, by  a  majority  vote  of  all  its  members,  shall  vote  to 
rescind  such  rule  or  regulation. 

Section  16.  The  Ombudsman  shall  be  required  to  com- 
pile a  written  report  containing  all  rules,  regulations, 
laws  and  information  concerning  the  issue  of  housing  in 
the  City  of  Boston.  This  report  shall  be  made  available  to 
all  members  of  the  city  council  on  a  yearly  basis,  and  shall 
reflect  all  changes  in  applicable  laws,  rules  and  regula- 
tions governing  housing,  abandoned  buildings  or  struc- 
tures or  lots,  vacant  lots  or  property,  sanitation  and 
building  codes,  etc.  The  Ombudsman  may  recommend  to 
the  Chairman  of  the  Council  Committee  on  Housing  such 
changes  in  existing  laws  as  will  further  the  intent  of  this 
ordinance,  and  eliminate  delay  or  duplication  of  efforts  of 
those  departments  of  the  city  involved  in  housing,  or  any 
other  aspect  of  this  ordinance. 

Section  1 7 .  The  provisions  of  this  ordinance  are  sever- 
able and  if  any  of  its  provisions  shall  be  held  unconstitu- 
tional or  otherwise  invalid  by  any  court  of  competent 
jurisdiction,  the  decision  of  the  court  shall  not  affet  nor 
impair  any  of  the  remaining  provisions. 

Section  18.  The  provisions  of  CBC,  Ordinances,  Title 
2,  section  752,  to  the  contrary  notwithstanding,  this  ordi- 
nance shall  be  published  by  the  city  council  in  passing  the 
same.

RENT  EQUITY  BOARD  TO  IMMEDIATELY 
RESOLVE  CASE  OF  CHARLES  W.  MCCARTHY 

Coun.  KELLY  offered  the  following: 

Ordered,  That  the  Rent  Equity  Board  immediately  re- 
solve the  case  of  Mr.  Charles  W.  McCarthy,  owner  of  a 
three-family  dwelling  on  21 1  West  Second  Street,  South 
Boston. 

Mr.  McCarthy  purchased  this  home  and  has  been  pre- 
vented from  moving  into  his  lawful  property  due  to  the 
fact  that  a  tenant  has  refused  to  vacate  for  owner  occu- 
pancy. 

Mr.  McCarthy  faces  eviction  from  his  current  address. 
He  is  also  unable  to  meet  his  new  mortgage  payments  due 
to  the  fact  that  the  Rent  Equity  Board  has  not  established 
an  adequate  rent  structure  for  the  new  dwelling  of  which 
he  owns. 

All  tenants  in  the  building,  under  advice  from  a  legal 
organization  have  simply  stopped  paying  their  rents,  and 
Mr.  McCarthy  has  not  been  able  to  gain  access  to  his 
building  since  purchasing  it. 

It  should  also  be  noted  that  on  Friday,  March  16,  1984, 
the  insurance  company  served  notice  on  Mr.  McCarthy 
that  his  insurance  on  the  home  would  be  terminated  on 
April  14,  1984,  because  he  was  not  an  owner-occupant. 
The  bank  will  repossess. 

Mr.  McCarthy  must  be  given  possession  of  his  new 
home!  He  must  receive  this  basic  right  before  he  loses  his 
health ,  his  sanity  and  his  life 's  earnings.  Be  it  ordered  that 
this  lawful  possession  be  done  immediately!

CERTAIN  INFORMATION  UNDER  SECTION  17F 
RE  PROPERTY  IN  DORCHESTER 

Coun.  KELLY  offered  the  following: 

Whereas,  Land  in  Dorchester  near  Mount  Vernon  and 
Buttonwood  Streets  was  acquired  in  1 892  by  the  Board  of 
Park  Commissioners  under  chapter  1 85  of  the  Statutes  of 
1875; and 

Whereas,  The  area  later  was  used  for  construction  of 
Columbia  Road  and  placed  within  control  and  custody  of 
the  Board  of  Park  Commissioners;  and 

Whereas,  An  irregular  triangular-shaped  parcel  of  land 
resulted,  this  parcel  bounded  by  Buttonwood  and  Mount 
Vernon  Streets  and  a  curving  portion  of  Columbia  Road; 
and 

Whereas,  On  February  26,  1959,  according  to  records, 
the  Park  Commission  at  a  regular  meeting  "discussed  a 
communication  from  the  Commissioner  of  the  Public 
Works  Department  stating  that  his  department  will  accept 
the  transfer  of  that  portion  of  Columbia  Road  from  Mose- 
ley  Street  to  Edward  Everett  Square  now  under  care  and 
control  of  the  Parks  and  Recreation  Department";  and 

Whereas,  The  same  day  the  Park  Commission  "for  ec- 
onomic reasons  and  in  order  to  eliminate  divided  respon- 
sibility in  the  maintenance,  care,  snow  removal,  etc.,  of 
Columbia  Road  from  Moseley  Street  to  Edward  Everett 
Square  .  .  .  voted  unanimously  to  transfer  this  area  to  the 
Public  Works  Department  of  the  city";  and 

Whereas,  On  May  29,  1961,  the  Boston  city  Council 
approved  an  order  transferring  the  segment  of  Columbia 
Road  from  Park  to  Public  Works  Department  care,  cus- 
tody and  control  and  such  order  was  signed  June  5 ,  1 96 1 , 
by  Mayor  John  B.  Hynes;  and 

Whereas,  The  existing  irregular-shaped  parcel  of  land 
near  the  southbound  exit  of  the  Southeast  Expressway  has 
not  been  maintained  by  either  the  Public  Works  or  Park 
Department;  and 

Whereas,  Each  agency  claims  the  parcel  is  not  its  re- 
sponsibility although  it  is  clearly  is  city  property;  and 
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Whereas,  There  is  possibility  the  land  might  be  put  to 
commercial  tax-producing  if  made  available  for  develop- 
ment and  no  city  or  public  agency  had  need  of  the  parcel; 
and 

Whereas,  The  city  properly  should  determine  which 
city  department  has  control,  care  and  custody  of  the  par- 
cel as  prelude  to  possible  surplusing  it  for  development; 
now,  therefore,  be  it: 

Ordered,  That,  under  the  provisions  of  section  17F  of 
chapter  452  of  the  Acts  of  1948,  as  amended,  and  under 
any  other  applicable  provision  of  law,  his  Honor,  the 
Mayor,  be,  and  hereby  is,  requested  to  obtain  and  deliver 
to  the  City  Council,  within  one  week  of  the  receipt  hereof 
the  following  information: 

1 .  In  whose  control  is  the  triangular-shaped  property  in 
Dorchester  Bounded  by  Buttonwood  Street,  Mount 
Vernon  Street  and  Columbia  Road? 

2.  What  steps  would  be  proper  for  the  city  to  declare 
such  city-owned  land  as  surplus  and  available  for  sale  or 
lease  by  negotiation  or  auction? 

3.  Would  the  Public  Facilities  Department  be  the  ap- 
propriate agency  to  which  such  land  be  transferred  in  or- 
der to  sell  or  lease  it  for  tax-producing  development?

Whereas ,  The  member  of  the  Committee  to  Restore  In- 
tegrity through  Mandated  Examinations  (C.R.I.M.E.)

The  Committee  on  Rules,  established  this  year,  has  re- 
viewed the  rules  and  regulations  governing  the  opera- 
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tions  of  the  City  Council.  As  chairman,  I  am  submitting 
the  attached  text  of  rules  for  adoption  by  the  membership. 

I  believe  that  the  Rules  Committee  has  attempted  to  ad- 
dress many  of  the  problems  and  ambiguities  that  were 
previously  part  of  our  rules.  The  recodification  and  re- 
structing  of  this  text  will  aid  in  the  smooth  transaction  of 
Council  business  and  a  clearer  understanding  of  our  pro- 
cedures by  members,  staff,  press  and  the  public. 

As  chairman  of  this  Committee  I  would  like  to  thank 
the  members  of  my  Committee,  the  Clerk  of  the  Council, 
and  all  the  members  for  their  time,  effort,  and  knowledge 
in  bringing  this  document  before  the  Council. 


ORDER  THAT  CITY  COUNCIL  ACCEPT  AND 
ADOPT  ATTACHED  RULES  FOR  ITS  OPERATION 

Coun.  MCLAUGHLIN  offered  the  following: 
Ordered,  That  the  City  Council  does  hereby  accept  and 
adopt  the  attached  rules  for  its  operation. 

Meeting  Time  and  Date 

Rule  1.  Unless  otherwise  ordered  from  time  to  time, 
and  except  on  holidays,  the  regular  meeting  of  the  City 
Council  shall  be  held  on  every  Wednesday  at  one  o'clock 
p.m.  in  the  Council  Chamber,  City  Hall,  1  City  Hall 
Square,  Boston.  Special  meetings  may  be  called  by  the 
president  at  his  discretion,  provided,  however,  that  no 
special  meeting  of  the  council  shall  be  called,  except  in 
the  case  of  an  emergency,  upon  less  than  forty-eight  hours 
from  the  time  the  notices  are  mailed  or  dispatched  by  spe- 
cial messenger. 

Quorum 

Rule  2.  A  quorum  of  the  City  Council  shall  consist  of 
seven  members.  If  at  any  time  any  meeting  is  called  to 
order,  or  if  during  a  meeting  a  roll  call  shows  less  than  a 
quorum  present,  the  presiding  officer  shall  declare  a  re- 
cess of  not  more  than  ten  minutes,  after  which  time,  if  a 
quorum  is  not  present,  the  meeting  shall  be  adjourned; 
provided,  that  any  member  may  call  for  a  roll  call  on  the 
question  of  presence  of  a  quorum 

Presiding  Officer 

Rule  3.  The  President  of  the  Council  shall  assume  the 
chair  at  the  hour  set  by  the  previous  adjournment;  shall 
call  the  members  to  order  and  after  a  roll  call  showing  a 
quorum  present,  shall  proceed  with  the  regular  order  of 
business.  If  no  president  has  been  chosen,  the  senior 
member  by  age  present  shall  preside  as  temporary  presi- 
dent, or  until  a  presiding  officer  is  chosen. 

Rules  4.  The  presiding  officer  may  speak  to  points  of 
order  in  preference  to  other  members,  and  shall  decide  all 
questions  of  order,  subject  to  an  appeal  from  the  decision 
of  the  chair,  but  no  appeal  shall  be  considered  unless 
properly  seconded.  No  other  business  except  a  motion  to 
adjourn  or  to  lay  on  the  table  shall  be  in  order  until  the 
question  on  appeal  has  been  decided. 

The  question  shall  be  put  as  follows: 

"Shall  the  decision  of  the  chair  stand  as  the  judge- 
ment of  the  Council?"  The  vote  shall  be  by  a  roll  call . 
and  it  shall  be  decided  in  the  affirmative  unless  a  ma- 
jority of  the  votes  are  to  the  contrary. 

Rule  5.  The  presiding  officer  may  at  any  time,  during 
debate  or  otherwise,  declare  a  recess  for  not  more  than 
ten  minutes,  and  such  action  shall  not  be  subject  to  ap- 
peal, nor  shall  any  motions  apply  thereto. 


Rule  6.  The  presiding  officer  shall  propound  all  mo- 
tions in  the  order  in  which  they  are  moved,  unless  the 
subsequent  motion  shall  be  previous  in  its  nature,  pro- 
vided that  in  naming  sums  and  fixing  times  the  largest 
sum  and  the  longest  time  shall  be  put  first. 

Rule7.  Subject  to  the  provisions  of  these  rules,  the  pre- 
siding officer  shall,  without  debate,  decide  all  questions 
relating  to  priority  of  business  to  be  acted  upon. 

Rule  8.  The  presiding  officer  shall,  at  the  request  of  any 
member,  make  a  division  of  a  question  when  the  sense 
will  admit  of  it. 

Rule  9 .  The  presiding  officer  shall  declare  all  votes;  but 
if  any  member  doubts  a  vote  the  president  shall  cause  a 
rising  vote  to  be  taken  and,  when  two  member  so  request, 
shall  cause  the  vote  to  be  taken  by  a  roll  call. 

Rule  10.  When  the  presiding  officer  shall  desire  to  va- 
cate the  chair  he  may  call  any  member  to  it;  but  the  presi- 
dent or  the  president  pro  tempore,  as  the  case  may  be, 
may  resume  the  chair  at  will. 

Rule  10A.  The  president  of  the  City  Council,  in  the 
case  of  his  absence,  shall  appoint  a  president  pro  tempore 
who  will  conduct  meetings  and  assume  all  duties  and  re- 
sponsibilities of  the  president  of  the  City  Council  during 
said  absence. 


Agenda 

Rule  1 1 .  Written  notice  of  the  substance  of  any  commit- 
tee report  (except  for  a  report  of  the  executive  committee 
of  the  whole  at  any  meeting  held  during  a  recess  of  the 
council)  and  the  original  and  fifteen  copies  of  any  mes- 
sage, order,  ordinance,  resolution,  vote,  or  other  mea- 
sure submitted  by  the  mayor  or  by  a  councillor  calling  for 
action  by  the  council,  shall  be  delivered  to  the  office  of 
the  City  Clerk  before  two  o'clock  p.m.  on  the  regular 
work  day  preceding  any  meeting  of  the  council  as  a  pre- 
requisite to  its  consideration  at  such  meeting.  It  shall  be 
the  duty  of  the  City  Messenger  to  promptly  deliver  a  copy 
of  any  such  report  or  message  to  each  of  the  council  mem- 
bers. 

Rule  1 1  A.  The  provisions  of  rule  1 1  may  be  suspended 
only  in  the  case  of  an  order,  ordinance,  resolution,  vote, 
committee  report,  or  other  measure  submitted  by  the 
mayor  or  by  a  councillor  calling  for  action  by  the  council , 
that  is  of  an  emergency  nature,  namely  that  which  in- 
volves the  peace,  health,  safety  or  convenience  of  the 
people  or  their  property.  A  preamble,  which  describes  the 
emergency  which  exists  in  clear  and  specific  terms  shall 
first  be  separately  voted  upon  and  shall  require  a  majority 
of  affirmative  votes. 

Rule  12.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  City  Clerk,  acting  as 
the  clerk  of  the  council .  to  prepare  and  cause  to  be  printed 
for  each  meeting  a  list  in  detail  of  matters  submitted  for 
consideration  to  the  council  in  accordance  with  Rule  1 1 
and  it  shall  be  known  as  the  agenda,  which  shall  be  di- 
vided into  two  sections ,  the  latter  of  which  shall  be  known 
as  the  Consent  Agenda. 

Said  agenda  shall  include  unfinished  business  of  pre- 
ceding meetings,  matters  on  the  table,  assignment,  and 
thirty-day  and  sixty-day  orders  not  acted  upon  in  pre- 
vious meetings.  Said  matters  shall  be  listed  in  accordance 
with  the  order  of  business  as  described  in  Rule  13. 

Rule  12A.  In  the  event  that  resolutions  of  the  same  sub- 
ject matter  are  filed  with  the  City  Clerk  for  consideration 
by  the  council,  the  clerk  shall  cause  to  have  entered  on  the 
calendar  only  that  resolution  which  was  first  filed  and  the 
name  of  the  sponsor(s)  to  the  similar  resolution  shall  be 
added  as  a  sponsoring  member  to  the  resolution  which  is 
placed  on  the  calendar.  Such  action,  however,  shall  not 
preclude  any  member  from  offering  an  amendment  to 
said  resolution. 
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Resolution  of  condolences  and  congratulations  shall  be 
listed  upon  the  Consent  Agenda;  provided,  however,  that 
upon  the  objection  of  any  member  to  the  clerk  of  the  City 
Council,  prior  to  the  scheduled  start  of  said  meeting,  the 
matter  being  objected  to  by  said  member  shall  be  re- 
moved from  the  Consent  Agenda  and  placed  on  the 
agenda  of  regular  council  business. 

All  matters  contained  on  the  Consent  Agenda  shall  be 

read  as  one  and  the  question  of  adoption  or  passage  of  all 

said  matters  shall  be  by  a  single  motion.  The  question 

shall  be  put  as  follows: 

"The  question  now  comes  on  approval  of  the  various 

matters  contained  within  the  Consent  Agenda."  Said 

agenda  shall  be  delivered  to  each  member  of  the 

council  by  four  o'clock  p.  m.  on  the  regular  work  day 

preceding  the  scheduled  meeting. 

Order  of  Business  and  Debate 

Rule  13.  At  every  regular  meeting  of  the  council  the 
order  of  business  shall  be  as  follows: 

1 .  Communications  from  the  mayor. 

2.  Presentation  of  petitions,  memorials,  and 
remonstraces. 

3.  Report  of  city  officers  and  others. 

4.  Unfinished  business  of  preceding  meetings. 

5.  Reports  of  committees. 

6.  Orders  and  resolutions. 

7.  Consent  Agenda. 

Rule  14.  When  a  question  is  under  debate  the  following 
motions  only  shall  be  entertained  and  shall  have  prece- 
dence in  the  order  in  which  they  stand  arranged: 

1.  To  adjourn. 

2.  To  lay  on  the  table. 

3.  The  previous  question. 

4.  To  close  debate  at  a  specified  time. 

5.  To  postpone  to  a  day  certain. 

6.  To  commit. 

7.  To  amend. 

8.  To  postpone  indefinitely. 

Motions  and  Orders 

Rule  15.  A  motion  to  stike  out  and  insert  shall  be 
deemed  indivisible;  but  a  motion  to  strike  out  being  lost 
shall  not  preclude  amendment,  or  a  motion  to  strike  out 
and  insert. 

Rule  16.  A  motion  to  adjourn  shall  be  in  order  at  any 
time,  except  on  an  immediate  repetition  or  pending  a  ver- 
ification of  a  vote;  and  that  motion,  the  motion  to  lay  on 
the  table,  the  motion  to  take  from  the  table,  and  the  mo- 
tion for  the  previous  question  shall  be  decided  without 
debate. 

Rule  17.  No  motion  or  proposition  of  a  subject  differ- 
ent from  that  under  consideration  shall  be  admitted  under 
color  of  an  amendment. 

Any  motion,  order,  or  resolution  which  in  the  opinion 
of  the  presiding  officer  does  not  have  a  direct  bearing  on 
the  business  of  the  council  shall  be  referred  without  de- 
bate to  the  committee  of  the  whole,  and  shall  not  be  fur- 
ther considered  by  the  council  except  upon  report  by  that 
committee.  There  shall  by  no  appeal  from  the  decision  of 
the  chair  hereunder,  and  this  rule  shall  not  be  subject  to 
suspension.  No  motion  shall  apply,  nor  shall  unanimous 
consent  to  speak  on  the  matter  so  referred  be  in  order. 

The  committee  of  the  whole  may  report  that  any  mo- 
tion, order,  or  resolution  so  referred  to  it  is  out  of  order 
because  of  not  having  a  direct  bearing  on  the  business  of 
the  council,  and  its  report  shall  be  a  final  disposition  of 
the  matter,  subject  to  an  appeal  which  shall  be  governed 
by  the  same  provisions  as  those  governing  appeals  from 
rulings  of  the  presiding  officer. 


Rule  18.  Any  order,  ordinance,  resolution,  vote,  or 
other  measure  submitted  by  the  mayor  shall  be  rejected 
without  prejudice,  unless  when  it  is  filed  with  the  City 
Clerk,  it  bears  the  certificate  of  the  corporation  counsel 
that,  if  adopted  or  passed  in  the  form  submitted  by  the 
mayor,  it  will  be  in  accordance  with  law. 

Rule  19.  After  a  motion  has  been  put  by  the  presiding 
officer  it  shall  not  be  withdrawn  except  by  unanimous 
consent,  provided,  however,  that  every  motion  to  amend 
shall  be  reduced  to  writing  and  copies  of  it  given  to  the 
members. 

Committee  Assignment  and  Action 

Rule  20.  When  a  petition,  order,  or  resolution  relates  to 
a  subject  which  may  properly  be  examined  and  reported 
upon  by  an  existing  committee  of  the  council,  such  order 
or  resolution  shall,  upon  presentation,  be  referred  to  such 
committee.  When  a  motion  is  made  to  refer  any  subject, 
and  different  committees  are  proposed,  the  motions  shall 
be  put  in  the  following  order: 

1 .  To  a  standing  committee  of  the  council. 

2.  To  a  special  committee  of  the  council. 

Any  member  offering  a  motion,  order,  or  resolution 
which  is  referred  to  a  committee  may  be  given  a  hearing 
on  the  same  by  the  committee  before  a  report  is  made  if  he 
so  requests  at  the  time  of  offering  the  same  or  before  final 
action  thereon  by  the  committee. 

If  within  twenty-one  days,  a  matter  referred  to  a  com- 
mittee other  than  a  committee  of  all  the  members  is  not 
reported  upon,  it  may  be  called  by  a  majority  vote  of  all 
members  and  such  matter  shall  not  again  be  committed  to 
any  committee  other  than  the  committee  of  the  whole. 

If  within  twenty -one  days,  a  matter  referred  to  a  com- 
mittee other  than  a  committee  of  all  the  members  is  not 
reported  upon,  it  may  be  recalled  by  a  standing  vote  of 
four  members  of  the  council  and  such  matter  shall  not 
again  be  committed  to  any  committee  other  than  the  com- 
mittee of  the  whole. 

If  after  forty -two  days,  a  matter  referred  to  a  committee 
is  not  reported  upon,  any  member  may  recall  such  matter 
from  the  committee,  and  such  matter  shall  not  again  be 
committed  to  any  committee  other  than  the  committee  of 
the  whole. 

After  the  last  regular  meeting  of  the  year,  any  matter 
which  has  been  in  committee  longer  than  forty-two  days 
and  not  reported  on,  shall  be  placed  on  file  by  the  City 
Clerk. 


Voting 

Rule  21.  In  all  votes  the  form  of  expression  shall  be 
"Ordered"  for  everything  by  way  of  command,  and  the 
form  shall  be  "Resolved"  for  everything  expressing 
opinions,  principles,  facts,  or  purposes. 

Rule  22.  Upon  the  request  for  a  call  of  the  ayes  and 
nays,  the  president  shall  hold  the  calling  open  foraperiod 
no  longer  than  five  minutes,  during  which  time  the  city 
messenger  shall  summons  all  members  who  are  absent 
from  the  chamber.  The  clerk  shall  then  call  the  names  of 
the  members  in  alphabetical  order  without  interruption. 
Each  member  shall  respond  to  his  name  as  it  is  called  by 
the  clerk.  No  member  shall  be  recorded  after  the  name  of 
the  next  member  has  been  calfed  in  the  prescribed  man- 
ner, except  by  unanimous  consent  of  all  the  members 
present. 

Rule  23.  Every  member  who  shall  be  present  when  a 
question  is  put,  unless  he  is  excluded  by  interest,  shall 
give  his  vote  in  the  affirmative  or  negative  or  shall  re- 
spond "present"  unless  the  council  for  special  reason 
shall  excuse  that  member  from  voting. 
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Rule  24.  In  the  event  that  the  sponsoring  member  of 
any  order,  resolution,  or  other  matter,  excepting  those 
contained  upon  the  Consent  Agenda,  is  not  present  when 
the  clerk  reads  said  matter,  the  presiding  officer  shall  in- 
struct the  clerk  to  withdraw  said  matter  from  consider- 
ation at  that  meeting. 

Reconsideration 

Rule  25.  When  a  vote  has  been  taken  any  member  may 
move  reconsideration  thereof  only  at  the  same  meeting. 
Debate  on  motions  to  reconsider  shall  be  limited  to  thirty 
minutes,  and  no  member  shall  occupy  more  than  five 
minutes,  but  on  a  vote  upon  any  subsidiary  or  incidental 
question  debate  shall  be  limited  to  ten  minutes,  and  no 
member  shall  occupy  more  than  two  minutes. 

Rule  25 A.  When  a  motion  to  reconsider  has  been  de- 
cided that  decision  shall  not  be  reconsidered,  and  no 
question  shall  be  twice  reconsidered  unless  it  has  been 
amended  after  the  reconsideration;  nor  shall  any  recon- 
sideration be  had  upon  the  following  motions: 

1.  To  adjourn. 

2 .  The  previous  question . 

3.  To  lay  on  the  table. 

4.  To  take  from  the  table. 

5.  To  close  debate  at  a  specified  time. 

A  motion  to  reconsider  may  be  laid  on  the  table  or  post- 
poned indefinitely,  and  the  effect  of  such  action  in  either 
case  shall  be  to  defeat  the  motion  to  reconsider. 

Readings 

Rule  26.  Except  for  matters  listed  on  the  Consent 
Agenda,  every  ordinance,  order  and  resolution,  unless 
reported  upon  by  a  committee  or  rejected,  shall  have  two 
separate  readings,  both  of  which  may  take  place  at  the 
same  session  unless  objection  is  made;  provided  that  all 
orders  for  the  expenditure  of  moneys,  unless  reported 
upon  by  a  committee  of  the  council,  shall  lie  over  for  one 
week  before  final  action  thereon.  Whenever  the  second 
reading  immediately  follows  the  first  reading,  the  docu- 
ment may  be  read  on  the  second  occasion  by  its  title  only. 
All  orders  releasing  rights  or  easements  in  or  restrictions 
on  land,  all  orders  for  the  sale  of  land,  all  appropriations, 
for  the  purchase  of  land,  and  all  loans  by  the  council  shall 
require  a  vote  of  two-thirds  of  all  the  members  of  the 
council,  and  shall  be  passed  only  after  two  separate  read- 
ings and  by  two  separate  votes,  the  second  of  said  read- 
ings and  votes  to  be  had  not  less  than  fourteen  days  after 
the  first,  except  in  cases  in  which  a  shorter  period  is  au- 
thorized by  law.  Any  order  rescinding  an  order  for  any  of 
the  foregoing  purposes  shall  require  the  same  number  of 
readings  and  of  votes  as  was  required  for  the  passage  of 
the  original  order. 

No  ordinance  shall  be  adopted  at  the  meeting  at  which 
submitted.  This  rule  may  be  suspended  only  by  unani- 
mous roll  call  vote  of  all  those  present. 

Committee  Structure 

Rule  27.  No  meeting  of  any  committee  shall  be  called 
upon  less  than  forty -eight  hours  from  the  time  the  council 
staff  shall  have  mailed  the  notices  or  dispatched  them  by 
special  messenger;  provided  that  meetings  of  the  com- 
mittee of  the  whole  may  be  held  upon  a  two-thirds  vote  of 
the  council ,  at  the  completion  of  regular  council  business 
and  prior  to  the  final  adjournment  of  any  meeting  of  the 
council  without  such  notice. 

At  the  start  of  any  committee  hearing  or  meeting  the 
committee  chairman  shall  state  the  procedure  by  which 
the  hearing  shall  be  governed.  Unless  changed  by  a  ma- 
jority of  the  committee  members,  the  chairman's  proce- 


dure shall  govern.  The  chairman  and  members  of  any 
committee  shall  speak  and  question  witnesses  for  not 
more  than  ten  minutes  at  a  time ,  provided  that  the  sponsor 
or  sponsors  of  the  various  committee  proposals  shall  be 
given  the  opportunity  to  make  the  initial  presentation. 

No  committee  unless  authorized  by  an  order  of  the 
council  shall  incur  any  expense,  including,  but  not  lim- 
ited to  advertising  and  stenographic  costs.  No  committee 
meeting,  except  the  committee  of  the  whole,  shall  be  con- 
ducted on  the  day  of  any  regular  meeting  of  the  council. 
The  chairman  of  each  committee,  prior  to  scheduling  a 
committee  hearing,  and  before  reporting  on  any  matter 
pending  before  said  committee  shall  obtain  a  majority  of 
the  votes  of  the  committee  in  favor  of  the  said  report. 

The  staff  director  shall,  upon  the  scheduling  of  a  com- 
mittee meeting  or  hearing,  promptly  post  a  record  of 
time,  place,  and  subject  matter  of  such  meeting  or  hear- 
ing and  the  time  at  which  such  meeting  or  hearings  is 
scheduled  .and  shall  cause  a  written  notice  thereof  to  be 
delivered  to  all  councillors. 

The  chairman  of  each  committee  shall,  within  one 
week  of  his  or  her  appointment,  establish  with  the  staff 
director  the  day  and  hour  for  weekly  meetings  of  his  com- 
mittee. The  day  so  established  for  weekly  meetings  for  a 
particular  committee  shall  also  be  the  day  on  which  said 
committee  would  schedule  an  evening  meeting. 

Committees 

Rule  28.  The  president  of  the  City  Council  shall  ap- 
point all  standing  committees,  all  special  committees, 
shall  fill  any  committee  vacancy  and  designate  the  rank  of 
the  members  of  each  committee  unless  specifically  di- 
rected otherwise  by  a  majority  of  the  council.  There  shall 
be  the  following  standing  committees. 

1.  A  Committee  of  the  Whole,  consisting  of  all  mem- 
bers which  shall  concern  itself  with  council  rules,  proce- 
dures, budget,  facilities,  equipment,  staff,  and  supplies, 
as  well  as  any  litigation  involving  the  council. 

2.  A  Committee  on  Arson,  consisting  of  three  members 
which  shall  concern  itself  with  the  problem  of  arson  and 
related  fire  prevention  issues,  and  federal  and  state  pro- 
grams, legislation  and  funding  affecting  arson  in  the  City 
of  Boston. 

3.  A  Committee  on  Government  Finance ,  consisting  of 
seven  members  shall  concern  itself  with  the  fiscal  policy 
of  the  city,  city  debt,  etc.  The  Committee  on  Government 
Finance  shall  exercise  review  and  oversight  of  the  entire 
annual  budget. 

4.  A  Committee  on  Government  Operations ,  consisting 
of  five  members  which  shall  concern  itself  with  the  struc- 
ture of  city  government,  particularly  those  powers 
granted  the  council  by  City  of  Boston  Code  St.  2.  Sec. 
752. 

5.  A  Committee  on  Government  Regulation,  consisting 
of  three  members  which  shall  concern  itself  with  various 
regulatory,  inspectional  and  licensing  activities  of  the 
city,  including  council-issued  licenses  and  permits,  and 
which  shall  exercise  budgetary  review  and  oversight  with 
respect  to  the  Licensing  Board,  Consumer  Affairs  and 
Licensing  Division,  the  Board  of  Appeals,  Zoning  Com- 
mission and  the  Inspectional  Services  Department. 

6.  A  Committee  on  Housing,  consisting  of  five  mem- 
bers which  shall  concern  itself  with  the  rehabilitation, 
preservation  and  supply  of  housing  in  the  city. 

7 .  A  Committee  on  Human  Services,  consisting  of  three 
members,  to  concern  itself  with  the  services  provided  to 
residents  of  the  city,  especially  with  regard  to  youth,  the 
elderly,  the  infirmed,  the  handicapped,  the  jobless,  and 
veterans,  questions  of  public  health  and  substance  abuse. 

8.  A  Committee  on  Intergovernmental  Relations ,  con- 
sisting of  three  members,  to  concern  itself  with  the  inter- 
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reaction  of  government  on  the  city,  state  and  federal 
levels,  to  foster  and  encourage  cooperation  between  and 
among  the  various  levels  of  government  to  better  serve 
the  residents  of  Boston. 

9.  A  Committee  on  Neighborhood  Services,  consisting 
of  four  members  which  shall  concern  itself  with  the  deliv- 
ery of  municipal  services  to  the  neighborhoods  of  Boston 
and  matters  relative  to  the  White  and  Browne  Funds. 

10.  A  Committee  on  Personnel,  consisting  of  five 
members  which  shall  concern  itself  with  all  matters  relat- 
ing to  personnel  and  policy  affecting  the  Council  Staff. 

1 1 .  A  Committee  on  Planning  and  Development,  con- 
sisting of  five  members,  which  shall  concern  itself  with 
the  physical  preservation  and  development  of  the  city. 
The  committee  will  have  jurisdiction  over  applications 
for  industrial  development  projects,  bonds,  UDAG 
grants  and  C.A.R.D.  designations. 

12.  A  Committee  of  Post-Audit  and  Oversight,  consist- 
ing of  five  members,  which  shall  concern  itself  with  eval- 
uating the  efficency  of  city  operations,  the  effectiveness 
of  city  programs  and  the  faithfulness  of  administration 
compliance  with  the  intent  of  legislation  and  administra- 
tive regulations  affecting  city  programs,  departments  an- 
d/or agencies.  The  committee  shall  review  all  aspects  of 
city  programs,  departments  and/or  agencies  including, 
but  not  limited  to,  financial,  program  design,  program 
goals  and  management. 

13.  A  Committee  on  Public  Safety,  consisting  of  five 
members,  which  shall  concern  itself  with  operations  and 
regulations  of  the  Police,  Fire,  and  Penal  Institutions  De- 
partments, the  Suffolk  County  Jail,  programs  financed 
under  the  Law  Enforcement  Assistance  Act,  and  county 
matters. 

14.  A  Committee  on  Revenue,  consisting  of  five  mem- 
bers, which  shall  concern  itselt  with  the  budgetary  review 
and  oversight  of  the  Job  Training  Partnership  Act, 
C .  D .  B .  G . ,  and  any  or  all  aspects  relating  to  state  and  fed- 
eral revenues. 

15.  A  Committee  on  School  Matters ,  consisting  of  four 
members  and  charged  with  the  oversight  of  education  is- 
sues in  the  city  of  Boston. 

16.  A  Committee  on  Urban  Resources,  consisting  of 
four  members,  which  shall  concern  itself  with  the  natural 
and  historic  resources  and  landmarks  of  the  city,  includ- 
ing open  spaces,  wetlands,  the  harbor  and  harbor  islands, 
the  relationship  of  the  Metropolitan  District  Commission 
and  the  city,  pollution,  conservation,  energy  policy, 
waste  disposal  policy,  and  the  promotion  of  tourism. 

Conduct  in  City  Council 

Members: 

Rule  28.  Every  member  when  about  to  speak  shall  rise, 
address  the  chair,  and  wait  until  he  is  recognized.  No 
member  shall  be  recognized  when  seated  or  when  away 
from  his  desk.  In  speaking  he  shall  refrain  from  mention- 
ing any  other  member  by  name,  shall  confine  himself  to 
the  question,  shall  not  use  unbecoming,  abusive,  or  un- 
parliamentary language  and  shall  avoid  personalities. 
Any  members  who,  in  debate  or  otherwise,  indulges  in 
personalities  or  makes  charges  reflecting  upon  the  char- 
acter of  another  member,  shall  make  an  apology  in  open 
session  at  the  meeting  at  which  offense  is  committed  or  at 
the  next  succeeding  regular  meeting  and,  failing  to  do  so, 
shall  be  named  by  the  president  or  held  in  contempt  and 
suspended  from  further  participation  in  debate  until  said 
apology  is  made. 

Rule  29.  No  member  shall  speak  more  than  once  on  a 
question  when  another  member  who  has  not  spoken 
claims  the  floor,  and  no  member  speaking  shall,  without 
his  consent,  be  interrupted  by  another,  except  upon  a 
point  of  order. 


A  member  may  speak  upon  a  matter  for  no  more  than 
ten  minutes  at  a  time.  A  member  who  has  not  spoken  on  a 
matter  shall  have  priority  and  recognition  by  the  chair 
whenever  a  member  shall  rise.  The  assistant  city  clerk 
acting  as  assistant  clerk  of  the  council  shall  inform  the 
president  whenever  a  member  has  spoken  longer  than  ten 
minutes. 

Rule  30.  No  member  shall  engage  in  any  business  or 
transaction  or  shall  have  a  financial  or  other  private  inter- 
est, direct  or  indirect,  which  is  in  conflict  with  the  proper 
discharge  of  his  official  duties.  A  member  who  has  a  di- 
rect or  indirect  financial  or  other  private  interest,  distinct 
from  the  public  interest,  in  any  proposed  legislation  shall 
publicly  disclose,  on  the  official  record  of  the  council,  the 
nature  and  extent  of  such  interest,  and  upon  doing  so  shall 
be  excused  from  voting  on  said  question. 

Guests: 

Rules  3 1 .  No  person  except  a  member  of  the  council 
shall  at  any  time  be  permitted  to  occupy  the  seat  in  the 
council  chamber  of  any  member  of  the  council.  The  city 
messenger  shall  enforce  this  rule. 

Rule  32.  No  person  excepting  officials  connected  with 
the  council  shall  be  allowed  in  the  anterooms  or  upon  the 
floor  of  the  council  chamber  while  the  council  is  in  ses- 
sion, except  upon  invitation  of  the  presiding  officer.  Seats 
reserved  for  the  press,  both  electronic  and  media,  shall  be 
reserved  solely  for  accredited  members  of  the  press,  or 
upon  the  direction  of  a  councillor,  a  member  of  his  or  her 
staff  when  seats  are  available.  Members  of  the  press  in 
attendance  shall  refrain  from  discussion  within  the  coun- 
cil chamber  with  council  members  during  a  council  meet- 
ing. 

Guest  will  be  allowed  in  the  gallery  of  the  council 
chamber  when  the  council  is  in  session,  but  no  one  will  be 
admitted  to  said  gallery  after  all  the  seats  are  occupied. 
No  demonstrations  of  approval  or  disapproval  from 
guests  shall  be  permitted,  and  if  such  demonstrations  are 
made  the  gallery  will  be  cleared.

No  person,  who  for  compensation  or  reward 
acts  to  promote,  oppose  or  influence  a  matter  pending  be- 
fore the  city  council  shall  be  admitted  to  the  council 
chamber  or  anterooms  thereof  unless  said  person  has  reg- 
istered with  the  city  clerk  stating  the  nature  of  his  busi- 
ness. 

Further  Rules,  Amendment,  and  Suspension 

Rule  34.  Unless  inconsistent  with  any  provision  of 
these  rules,  the  proceedings  of  the  council  shall  be  gov- 
erned by  Robert's  Rules  of  Order. 

Rule  35.  The  foregoing  rules  shall  not  be  altered, 
amended,  suspended,  or  repealed  at  any  time,  except  by 
the  votes  of  two-thirds  of  all  members  of  the  council.

Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  Boston,  in  accord- 
ance with  the  provisions  of  Massachusetts  General 
Laws  chapter  43B,  section  13,  and  any  other  applica- 
ble law,  as  follows: 
Whereas,  The  recent  robberies,  attempted  robberies 
and  slayings  of  city  taxicab  drivers  has  created  an  atmo- 
sphere of  increased  tension  and  wariness;  and 

Whereas,  The  proliferation  of  these  crimes  has  become 
a  constant  threat  to  the  lives  of  taxicab  drivers  which  may 
reduce  their  willingness  to  drive  into  certain  areas  of  the 
city  thereby  reducing  the  availability  of  taxicabs  to  the 
public;  and 

Whereas,  The  arming  of  taxicab  drivers  in  response  to 
these  attacks  may  well  contribute  to  even  greater  violence 
and  tensions  between  drivers  and  passengers;  and 

Whereas,  An  approach  that  would  lower  the  level  of 
violence  would  be  more  desirable,  such  as  controlling  the 
entrancing  and  exiting  of  passengers;  therefore,  be  it  or- 
dained by  the  City  Council  as  follows: 

Section  1 .  Ordinance  14,  chapter  1 1  of  the  City  Code  as 
most  recently  amended  is  hereby  amended  by  inserting 
after  section  363  the  following: 

Section  363  A.  No  motor  vehicle  so  licensed  shall  op- 
erate without  an  automatic  locking  device  on  all  doors, 
controlled  solely  by  the  driver  to  prevent  the  unwar- 


ranted entrancing  or  exiting  of  potential  or  actual  pas- 
sengers. Nor  shall  any  licensed  vehicle  operate  unless 
its  (two-way)  radio  is  wired  into  the  police  headquar- 
ters. 

Section  2 .  Section  365  of  said  chapter  1 1 ,  Ordinance  1 4 
as  recently  amended  is  hereby  amended  by  inserting  after 
365: 

Section  365 A.  No  person  operating  such  a  licensed 
vehicle  shall  do  so  without  having  first  undertaken  an 
educational/training  course  acquainting  him/her  with 
the  hazards  and  responsibilities  of  operating  in  the  pub- 
lic domain. 

Coun.  BOLLING  moved  that  the  ordinance  be  passed 
under  suspension  of  the  rules. 

Coun.  O'NEIL  requested  that  Coun.  BOLLING  with- 
draw his  motion  and  that  the  ordinance  be  referred  to  the 
Committee  on  Public  Safety  for  further  information.

Report  on  Docket  No.  0290,  and  ordinance  regulating 
certain  residential  rents,  evictions  and  conversions  (re- 
ferred February  15)  recommending  passage  of  the  ordi- 
nance in  the  following  new  draft,  for  the  following 
reasons: 

(1)  On  April  6.  1984  the  Committee  on  Housing  con- 
ducted a  public  hearing  on  the  matter  of  Docket  No. 
0290.  Present  at  the  meeting  were  members  of  the  City 
Council,  representatives  from  the  mayor's  office,  hous- 
ing developers,  real  estate  members  and  various  tenants 
interested  in  the  subject  of  housing. 

(2)  At  issue  was  the  language  contained  in  Section  1 
(n)(i)  of  the  Rental  Housing  Equity  Ordinance,  as 
amended,  and  specifically,  the  mayor's  contention  that 
the  inclusion  of  the  words  "or  insured,"  unless  removed 
from  the  opening  paragraph  in  sub-section  (i)  would 
place  all  units  thereinafter  mentioned  in  the  paragraph  be- 
yond the  protection  of  the  law  once  a  federally-insured 
mortgage  had  been  discharged. 

(3)  After  careful  consideration  of  all  viewpoints,  the 
Committee  disagrees  with  the  above  reading  of  the  law, 
based  upon  a  number  of  important  facts  which  arose  at  the 
public  hearing:  (a)  Even  with  the  wording  "or  insured" 
in  place,  housing  accommodations  constructed  pursuant 
to  the  National  Housing  Act,  as  amended,  are  mandated 
to  follow  all  existing  provisions  of  the  ordinance  and  to 
treat  units  in  said  buildings  as  housing  accommodations 
for  the  purposes  of  this  ordinance;  (b)  Testimony  from 
developers  and  members  of  the  real  estate  community 
made  it  very  clear  that  these  groups  do,  in  fact,  under- 
stand the  law  to  mean  that  even  after  discharge  of  a  fed- 
eral mortgage,  the  four  provisions  defined  in  Section  1 
(n)(i)  do  apply ;  (c)  It  is  also  clear  that  it  was  and  still  is  the 
intent  of  the  council  to  insure  that  these  provisions  apply, 


even  after  discharge  of  a  federally  insured  mortgage;  and 
finally  (d)  The  inclusion  of  the  words  "or  insured"  which 
were  written  into  the  ordinance  on  January  5,  1983,  and 
again  incorporated  into  the  amendment  of  1983,  adopted 
on  December  29, 1983,  dispel  notion  that  the  inclusion  of 
the  language  was  inadvertent. 

(4)  Although  the  Committee  is  in  receipt  of  two  letters 
from  the  Corporation  Counsel  dated  April  10,  1984  — 
both  letters  concerning  themselves  with  the  issue  at  hand, 
the  response  from  the  corporation  counsel  can  be  de- 
scribed as  cryptic  at  best.  In  both  letters  the  Counsel 
states  that  "Section  1  (n)(i)  thereby  excludes  all  housing 
accommodations  the  mortgage  of  which  are  insured  by  a 
political  entity,  unless  constructed  or  rehabilitated  pursu- 
ant to  sections  202, 22 1  (d)  or  236  of  the  National  Housing 
Act."  This  would  suggest  that,  indeed,  those  units  men- 
tioned in  the  section  constructed  or  rehabilitated  pursuant 
to  said  sections  were  protected  units. 

At  another  point,  however,  the  corporation  counsel 
says  that  "...the  proposed  amendment  is  legally  neces- 
sary to  achieve  the  stated  intent:  to  provide  tenants  resid- 
ing in  federally  insured  and  subsidized  projects  with 
certain  rent  equity  protections  which  those  tenants  do  not 
presently  have  when  the  mortgage  is  discharged."  This 
suggests  just  the  opposite  of  what  was  stated  previously. 
Since  the  city  council  makes  the  law,  however,  it  is  what 
the  city  council  says  which  shall  be  the  final  arbiter  of 
what  the  city  council  means,  legal  opinions  to  the  con- 
trary notwithstanding. 

(5)  Even  though  this  Committee  does  not  believe  that 
the  language  is  ambiguous,  our  Committee  is  responsive 
to  the  strong  feelings  of  the  Mayor  and  is  willing  to  adopt 
the  Mayor's  desire  for  further  clarification  by  adopting 
the  language  that  his  office  has  proposed  in  Section  1  and 
2  of  the  Mayor's  proposed  amendment  to  the  ordinance. 

(6)  With  regard  to  the  contention  by  Mr.  Mark  Snyder 
from  the  mayor's  office,  that  the  entire  issue  was  cur- 
rently before  the  housing  court,  thus  proving  the  ambigu- 
ity of  language,  Mr.  Snyders  assertion  proved  to  be 
inaccurate  inasmuch  as  an  "Application  to  File  Com- 
plaint" had  been  submitted,  but  was  quickly  withdrawn. 

(7)  After  due  consideration  this  Committee  rejects  Sec- 
tion 5  and  6  of  the  mayor's  draft  amending  the  ordinance; 
said  section  sought  to  retroactively  restrict  conversions  at 
Hawthorne  Place  (Charles  River  Park).  The  developer 
testified  that  all  Hawthorne  residents  received  essential 
one  and  two  year  notices  required  by  the  Rental  Housing 
Equity  Ordinance,  as  amended.  Several  resident,  even 
those  opposed  to  conversions  in  general,  testified  to  the 
developer's  good  intent  and  actions.  Based  on  this  testi- 
mony, the  city  council  should  not  retroactively  apply  the 
law  against  a  developer,  who  acted  in  good  faith  toward 
his  tenants.  To  do  so  would  deeply  offend  a  principle  of 
justice  which  protects  individuals  ex-post-facto. 

(8)  This  Committee  further,  resents  attempts  by  the 
Mass  Tenants  Organization  to  influence  legislation  by  use 
of  fear  tactics,  the  flier  distributed  by  the  MTO  stated  that 
failure  of  the  council  to  adopt  the  mayor's  ordinance 
would  result  in  the  loss  of  rent  and  condominium  protec- 
tions. This  is  patently  false!  The  MTO  has  not  once  solic- 
ited the  opinion  of  this  chairman  or  this  committee  on  the 
matter.  Had  they  done  so,  they  would  have  been  intelli- 
gently informed  of  the  intent  of  the  language,  and  the  in- 
tent of  the  council. 

(9)  The  Committee  further  recommends  rejection  of 
Section  3  of  the  mayor's  proposal.  It  is  nothing  more  than 
a  recommendation  that  non-subsidized  multi-family 
housing  be  included  under  rent  control.  (Such  accommo- 
dations are  covered  for  purposes  of  condominium  con- 
versions.) It  is  clear  from  the  language  in  the  Ordinance 
of  1983  establishing  the  Rental  Housing  Equity  Ordi- 
nance that  all  ow  and  moderate  income,  subsidized  hous- 
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ing  is  fully  covered  by  rent  control  and  condominium 
conversions.  Those  sections  were  identified  as  202, 
221(d)  and  236.  Section  202  was  and  is  subsidized  hous- 
ing for  the  elderly  provided  by  non-profit  owners.  Sec- 
tions 221(d)(3)  was  the  predecessor  of  Section  236, 
which  provided  subsidized  housing  for  low  to  moderate 
income  families.  The  remaining  housing  constructed  un- 
der Section  221(d)  is  non-subsidized.  Section  221(d)(4) 
is  the  direct  successor  to  Section  207  which  is  non-subsi- 
dized multi-family  rental  housing. 

Based  upon  the  clear  intent  to  encourage  non-subsi- 
dized construction  in  the  city,  as  declared  to  be  the  intent 
in  the  preamble  of  the  Rental  Housing  Equity  Ordinance, 
the  Committee  finds  that  all  low  and  moderate  income 
subsidized  units  and  elderly  units  are  covered,  and  will 
remain  covered  by  adopting  the  Committee's  recommen- 
dation's. It  should  not  be  the  intent  of  this  amendment  to 
signal  our  willingness  to  roll  back  rent  control  to  cover 
non-subsidized  market  rate  housing.  That  issue  will  arise 
and  be  discussed  in  the  very  near  future. 

(10)  This  Committee  further  recommends  adoption  of 
clarifications  made  in  Section  10(d)  of  the  Rental  Hous- 
ing Equity  Ordinance. 

(1 1)  In  conclusion  this  committee  recommends  that  the 
administration  work  in  closer  concert  with  this  Commit- 
tee prior  to  filing  future  housing  initiatives  in  hope  that 
confusion,  misstatement  and  advocacy  fear  tactics  will  be 
discouraged.  Housing  initiatives  should  reflect  a  biparti- 
san consensus,  and  should  be  accurate  and  clear  in  com- 
position as  to  their  intent  and  meaning.

CBC,  Ordinance,  Title  10,  chapter  3,  sec- 
tion l(n)(i),  as  amended,  is  hereby  further  amended  by 
striking  the  following  clause  which  begins  on  the  ninth 
line  of  sub-paragraph  (i):  "and  housing  accommodations 
federally-insured  pursuant  to  Section  207,  220  or  608  of 
the  National  Housing  Act,"  and  substituting  in  place 
thereof  the  following  clause:  "provided  further,  how- 
ever, housing  accommodations  which  the  United  States 
or  any  authority  created  under  the  laws  thereof  insures  or 
insured  the  mortgage  thereon  pursuant  to  Section  207.

CBC,  Ordinance,  Title  10,  Chapter  3,  Sec- 
tion l(n),  as  amended,  is  hereby  further  amended  by  add- 
ing the  following  clause  immediately  after  Section 
l(n)(v):  (vi)  Housing  accommodations  which  the  United 
States  or  any  authority  created  under  the  laws  thereof  in- 
sures or  insured  the  mortgage  thereon  pursuant  to  Section 
220  of  the  National  Housing  Act,  as  amended,  provided 
that  the  titles  or  more  than  50  percent  of  the  units  in  such 
housing  accommodations  have  been  transfered  as  condo- 
minium units  to  owners  occupants  and  such  titles  have 
recorded  at  the  Suffolk  County  Registry  of  Deeds  on  or 
before  December  3 1 ,  1983. 

Section  5 .  The  provisions  of  CBC ,  Ordinances ,  Title  2 , 
Section  752  to  the  contrary  notwithstanding,  this  ordi- 
nance shall  be  published  by  the  City  Council  in  passing 
the  same. 

The  report  was  accepted.

I  transmit  herewith,  in  accordance  with  the  provisions 
of  section  3  of  chapter  486  of  the  Acts  of  1909,  as 
amended,  and  the  provisions  of  chapter  849  of  the  Acts  of 
1969,  as  amended,  the  proposed  operating  budgets  for 
city  and  Suffolk  County  departments  for  fiscal  year  1985. 

For  my  administration  year  1985  marks  a  transition 
year  as  we  take  stock  of  the  past  and  launch  the  process  of 
redirecting  the  city's  scarce  resources  to  our  neighbor- 
hoods. Priorities  for  this  year  include  an  emphasis  on  in- 
creased public  safety,  putting  the  city's  fiscal  house  in 
order,  and  improving  the  delivery  of  neighborhood  serv- 
ices. 

This  budget  proposal  presents  the  fiscal  operating  plan 
for  the  city  during  the  coming  year.  This  document  hon- 
ors our  commitments  to  fully  disclose  the  city's  financial 
operations  and  to  balance  the  city's  revenues  and  expend- 
itures as  quickly  as  possible.  Accordingly,  this  package 
includes  historical  data  on  the  city 's  revenue  base ,  depart- 


mental staffing  levels,  and  a  plan  through  which  we  can 
bring  current  expenditures  into  line  with  current  reve- 
nues, enabling  us  to  provide  a  full  range  of  services  with- 
out spending  beyond  our  means. 

As  you  are  aware,  I  am  committed  to  a  cooperative  ef- 
fort to  make  city  government  work  more  effectively  for 
all  the  people  of  Boston.  Building  an  accessible  "trickle 
up"  government  is  an  enormous  undertaking  which  will 
require  all  our  hard  work  and  creativity.  The  problems  we 
face  must  be  addressed  in  an  economical  fashion.  Despite 
the  climate  of  austerity  which  pervaded  the  formulation 
of  this  budget,  we  have  been  able  to  offer  some  initiatives 
which  will  improve  the  efficiency  and  effectiveness  of 
service  delivery.  Newly  created  agencies  such  at  the  Of- 
fice of  Constituent  Services,  Neighborhood  Services  and 
Community  Participation  will  help  remove  the  bureau- 
cratic barriers  which  have  separated  City  Hall  from  its 
neighborhood  constituency. 

This  budget  document  is  only  the  beginning  of  the  crea- 
tion of  a  credible  fiscal  process .  It  was  prepared  by  a  dedi- 
cated group  of  individuals  working  under  imposing  time 
constraints.  Furthermore,  these  time  limitations  pre- 
vented us  from  instituting  necessary  improvements  in 
both  the  budget  process  and  in  the  format  of  the  budget 
submission.  We  will  therefore  undertake  extensive  and 
careful  deliberation  to  implement  these  changes  in  the 
coming  year. 

Despite  the  formidable  constraints  which  confront  us, 
we  are  pleased  with  this  budget  recommendation.  We 
look  forward  to  your  constructive  analysis  and  support.

Memorandum  of  Agreement 

This  Memorandum  of  Agreement,  entered  into  as  of 

this day  of  May.  1984.  b>  and  among 

the  Dudley  Terminal  Development  Working  Committee, 
hereinafter  defined  and  referred  to  as  the  "Committee" 
and  the  Dudley  Terminal  Development  Manager,  ap- 
pointed by  the  Executive  Director  of  the  City  of  Boston's 
Neighborhood  Development  and  Employment  Agency 
(NDEA),  and  the  following  agencies,  each  of  which  is 
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represented  on  the  Committee:  the  Boston  Housing  Au- 
thority (BHA),  the  Boston  Redevelopment  Authority 
(BRA),  the  Boston  Public  Facilities  Department  (PFD), 
the  Boston  Economic  Development  and  Industrial  Com- 
mission (EDIC),  the  Office  of  the  Mayor  of  the  City  of 
Boston  for  itself  and  for  the  city's  Public  improvement 
Commission  (PIC),  Department  of  Public  Works 
(DPW),  Traffic  and  Parking  Department,  and  Real  Prop- 
erty Department,  Massachusetts  Executive  Office  of  Ec- 
onomic Development  (EOED),  the  Massachusetts 
Executive  Office  of  Transportation  and  Construction 
(EOTC),  the  Massachusetts  Department  of  Public  Works 
(MDPW),  the  Massachusetts  Bay  Transportation  Au- 
thority (MBTA),  and  other  state  and  city  agencies  with 
operating  or  planning  responsibilities  in  Dudley  Termi- 
nal; Witnesseth  that 

Whereas,  The  City  of  Boston's  Neighborhood  Devel- 
opment and  Employment  Agency  has  primary  responsi- 
bility for  planning,  coordinating,  and  implementing 
neighborhood  revitalization  strategies  for  designated 
commercial  districts  of  which  Dudley  terminal  is  one; 
and 

Whereas,  The  Boston  Housing  Authority  is  responsi- 
ble for  developing  and  managing  the  Orchard  Park  Hous- 
ing Development  and  this  housing  development  has  a 
substantial  impact  on  the  economic  viability  of  the  Dud- 
ley Terminal  Commercial  District;  and 

Whereas,  The  Boston  Redevelopment  Authority  has 
responsibility  for  initiating  actions  necessary  for  amend- 
ments to  existing  renewal  plans  and  the  performance  of 
other  planning  functions  pertinent  to  the  development  of 
the  Dudley  Terminal  Commercial  district;  and 

Whereas,  The  Public  Facilities  Department  of  the  City 
of  Boston  has  certain  planning  and  operating  responsibil- 
ities within  the  Dudley  Terminal  Commercial  District; 
and 

Whereas,  The  Boston  Economic  Development  and  In- 
dustrial Commission  has  responsibility  for  initiating  cer- 
tain actions  necessary  for  the  development  of  the 
Crosstown  Industrial  Park  and  that  this  development  ef- 
fort portends  a  significant  impact  on  the  economic  viabil- 
ity of  the  Dudley  Commercial  District;  and 

Whereas,  The  Office  of  the  mayor  of  the  City  of  Bos- 
ton, through  the  Public  Improvement  Commission  has 
the  responsibility  for  the  review  of  certain  projects  in- 
volving city  property  in  the  Dudley  Terminal  Commer- 
cial District,  particularly  those  undertaken  by  its 
members,  the  Public  Works  Department,  the  Traffic  and 
Parking  Department,  and  the  Real  Property  Department; 
and 

Whereas,  The  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts  has 
the  responsibility  to  perform  certain  comprehensive 
planning  and  review  fuinctions  in  the  disposition  and  de- 
velopment of  tracts  of  land  no  longer  needed  for  transpor- 
tation purposes,  involving  the  use  of  public  funds  and 
affecting  the  well-being  or  more  than  one  community; 
and 

Whereas,  The  Massachusetts  Executive  Office  of  Eco- 
nomic Development  has  the  responsibility  for  coordinat- 
ing economic  development  policy  for  the  Common- 
wealth; and 

Whereas,  The  Massachusetts  Executive  Office  of 
Transportation  and  Construction,  the  Massachusetts  De- 
partment of  Public  Works,  the  Massachusetts  Bay  Trans- 
portation Authority,  and  the  Authority's  Advisory  Board 
have  by  means  of  a  Memorandum  of  Understanding  es- 
tablished a  procedure  for  conducting  the  continuing, 
comprehensive,  cooperative  transportation  planning 
process  required  by  federal  law  and  have  created  a  Joint 
Regional  Transportation  Committee  to  serve  as  the  prin- 
cipal advisory  body  for  transportation  planning;  and 

Whereas,  The  Massachusetts  Bay  Transportation  Au- 
thority has  certain  responsibilities  for  the  development, 


operation  and  maintenance  of  prospective  future  mass 
transportation  projects,  facilities  or  services  including, 
but  no  limited  to,  design  and  construction  of  the  Relo- 
cated Orange  Line,  removal  of  the  elevated  line  on  Wash- 
ington Street,  and  the  design  of  an  adequate  replacement 
service  from  Dudley  Terminal;  and 

Whereas,  Each  of  the  other  signatory  agencies  and  au- 
thorities listed  have  certain  responsibilities  affecting  the 
development  of  the  Dudley  terminal  Commercial  Dis- 
trict; and 

Whereas,  The  Governor  of  the  Commonwealth  and  the 
Mayor  of  the  City  of  Boston  have  agreed  that  policies 
governing  the  development  of  transportation  alternatives 
and  land  within  the  context  the  replacement  services  will 
be  determined  in  a  manner  in  which  Commonwealth,  city 
and  local  community  interest  are  fairly  represented;  and 

Whereas,  Certain  community  organizations  have 
made  various  proposals  relating  to  the  use  of  specific  par- 
cels of  land  within  the  Dudley  Commercial  District;  and 

Whereas,  Various  community  participants  and  agency 
representives  and  presently  meeting  to  discuss  "Land 
Use  and  Maintenance"  or  "Long-Term  Planning,"  and 
these  participants  desire  to  make  these  meetings  more 
formal  and  to  allow  continued  open  and  additional  partic- 
ipation by  community  members,  regardless  of  which 
may  or  may  not  witness  this  agreement;  and 

Whereas,  It  is  understood  by  all  parties  to  this  agree- 
ment that  none  of  the  signatory  public  agencies  or  author- 
ities makes  any  agreement  inconsistent  with  its  statutory 
responsibilities  and  limitations;  now,  therefore 

In  consideration  of  the  mutual  covenants  and  obliga- 
tions contained  herein,  the  Committee  agrees  as  follows: 
I.  Working  Committee 

A.  That  the  Dudley  Terminal  Working  Committee 
("Committee")  shall  consist  of  the  Manager,  representa- 
tives of  the  public  agencies  enumerated  above,  represent- 
atives of  participating  community  groups,  and 
participating  citizens,  all  of  which  shall  be  signatories  or 
witnesses  to  this  agreement. 

B.  That  the  Committee  will  work  with  the  Manager  to 
formulate  plans  and  procedures  for  the  overall  develop- 
ment of  the  Dudley  Terminal  Commercial  District,  which 
will  be  presented  as  recommendation  to  the  Committee 
and  the  Mayor  of  the  City  of  Boston  and  to  appropriate 
public  agencies. 

C.  That  the  EOED,  EOTC,  MBTA  and  the  MDPW 
agree  to  use  the  Committee  as  an  advisory  body  as  they 
prepare  plans  for  and  implement  projects  in  the  Dudley 
Terminal  Commercial  District  assigned  to  them  by  stat- 
ute. 

D.  That  Membership  on  the  Committee  means  attend- 
ance by  representatives  or  their  specified  alternates  on  a 
regular  and  responsive  basis,  as  defined  by  the  Commit- 
tee. 

E.  That  the  Committee  shall  be  presided  over  by  the 
Dudley  Terminal  Development  Manager,  and  that  con- 
clusions shall  be  reached  on  a  consensus  basis  so  far  as 
possible.  No  decisions  shall  be  reached  by  voting.  When 
there  is  no  consensus,  the  Manager  will,  after  full  discus- 
sion of  the  issues,  present  his  own  recommendations, 
along  with  summaries  and  identification  of  principle  op- 
posing points  of  view  to  the  Mayor  and  other  officials  as 
appropriate. 

F.  It  is  understood  that,  although  the  EOED,  EOTC, 
MDPW,  and  MBTA  must  follow  procedures  established 
by  law  in  development  and  obtaining  approvals  of  plans 
and  implementing  projects  assigned  to  them  in  the  Dud- 
ley Terminal  Commercial  District,  every  consideration 
shall  be  given  to  such  a  consensus  and  to  such  recommen- 
dations as  determined  by  the  Committee. 

G.  That  the  Committee  and  public  agencies  repre- 
sented in  its  membership  will  coordinate  their  activities  in 
the  Dudley  Terminal  Commercial  District  and,  in  partic- 
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ular,  that  those  city  and  Commonwealth  agencies  in- 
volved with  planning,  construction,  maintenance  or 
other  operating  responsibilities  within  the  commercial 
district  will  keep  the  Committee  well  informed  of  inten- 
tions, plans  or  advice  for  the  activities  within  the  com- 
mercial district ,  and  that  no  projects  will  be  undertaken  or 
planned  without  such  disclosure.  The  most  important  of 
such  agencies  are  the  MBTA,  the  MDPW,  the  BRA,  the 
Office  of  the  Mayor  of  the  City  of  Boston,  and  the  city's 
Real  Property  Department,  Public  Improvement  Com- 
mission, and  other  city  agencies  with  operating  or  plan- 
ning responsibilities  in  the  commercial  district. 

H.  That  the  members  of  the  Committee  will  be  in- 
formed of  the  nature  of  and  have  full  access  to  all  public 
documents  concerning  any  interagency  agreements  or 
other  cooperative  ventures  pertinent  to  the  district's  de- 
velopment that  are  undertaken  by  the  public  agency  sig- 
natories to  this  agreement. 

I.  That  it  is  understood  the  Committee's  function  is  ad- 
visory and  that  this  agreement  is  a  procedural  statement. 

II.  Scope  of  Work 

A.  That  the  Development  manager  shall  prepare  and 
recommend  to  the  Mayor  a  plan  for  the  development  of 
the  commercial  district  utilizing  the  studies  as  prepared 
by  community  organizations,  the  Neighborhood  Devel- 
opment and  Employment  Agency,  the  Massachusetts  Bay 
Transportation  Authority  and  other  relevant  agencies  and 
authorities. 

B.  That  the  Development  Manager  shall  cause  to  be 
made  in  cooperation  with  the  relevant  agency  and  author- 
ities all  studies  necessary  to  prepare  such  a  plan,  includ- 
ing but  not  limited  to:  (1)  analysis  of  the  probable  impact 
of  development  of  the  existing  cleared  land  within  the 
commercial  district;  (2)  probable  impact  of  mass  transit 
proposals  for  the  commercial  district  including  the  eco- 
nomic impact  of  the  Orange  Line  Replacement  Service; 
(3)  required  public  policies  including  but  not  limited  to 
zoning,  density  regulations,  eminent  domain,  compre- 
hensive development  strategies,  and  other  policies  re- 
quired to  maintain  the  geographic  and  social  integrity  of 
Dudley  Terminal  communities. 

C.  That  such  studies  shall  include  analyses  of  the  po- 
tential for  both  private  and  public  investment  in  the  com- 
mercial district. 

III.  Timetable  for  Commencement  of  Work 

A.  Land  development  plan  framework  will  be  com- 
pleted as  expeditiously  as  possible. 

IV.  Separability 

A.  Any  clause  herein  which  is  inconsistent  with  the 
statutory  responsibilities  and  limitations  of  any  of  the 
agencies  is  null  and  void  with  respect  to  that  agency. 
V.  Effective  Date 

A.  This  agreement  is  effective  immediately  upon  sig- 
nature by  all  the  agencies  and  shall  have  effect  until  the 
implementation  of  the  comprehensive  development  plan 
contemplated  herein  for  the  Dudley  Terminal  Commer- 
cial District.

project  at  3529  Washington  Street  in  Jamaica  Plain. 

IPAK  is  a  distributor  of  plastic,  metal  and  fiber  contain- 
ers. The  company  proposes  to  rehabilitate  and  expand  its 
existing  facility  and  construct  building  additions  in  antici- 
pation of  its  acquisition  of  another  Boston  company  in  a 
related  field.  In  addition  to  IPAK,  five  other  tenants  cur- 
rently occupy  and  will  continue  to  occupy  approximately

grants,  gifts  and  appropriations  with  respect  to  arson  and 
fire  prevention. 

3.  A  Committee  on  Government  Finance,  consisting  of 
seven  members  which  shall  concern  itself  with  the  fiscal 
policy  of  the  city,  city  debt,  etc.,  and  which  shall  have 
referred  to  it  the  capital  budget  of  the  city,  all  loan  orders 
of  a  general  nature,  and  the  annual  operating  budget.

ORDER  FOR  PETITION  FOR  SPECIAL  LAW  RE  AN 
ACT  RELATIVE  TO  HOUSING  AUTHORITY 
GOVERNANCE  IN  BOSTON 

Coun.  McLAUGHLIN  offered  the  following: 

Order,  That  a  petition  to  the  General  Court,  accompa- 
nied by  a  bill  for  a  special  law  relating  to  the  City  of  Bos- 
ton to  be  filed  with  an  attested  copy  of  this  order  be,  and 
hereby  is,  approved  under  clause  (1)  of  section  8  of  article 
2,  as  amended,  of  the  Amendments  to  the  Constitution  of 
the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts ,  to  the  end  that  leg- 
islation be  adopted  providing  prescisely  as  follows,  ex- 
cept for  clerical  or  editorial  changes  of  form  only: 

Section  1 .  Notwithstanding  any  sections  of  chapter 
12  IB  sections  5  and  7  of  the  General  Laws  to  the  contrary, 
in  Boston,  the  local  public  housing  authority,  created  pur- 
suant to  chapter  12 IB,  section  3  of  the  General  Laws, 
may  be  managed,controlled  and  governed  by  nine  mem- 
bers, appointed  as  provided  herein,  of  whom  seven  shall 
constitute  a  quorum. 

Four  members  of  the  Housing  Authority  shall  be  ap- 
pointed by  the  Mayor  subject  to  the  confirmation  by  the 
City  Council;  two  members  shall  be  appointed  by  the 
Governor;  and  three  members  shall  be  appointed  by  the 
recognized,  city-wide,  public  housing  tenants'  organiza- 
tion. 

The  tenant  appointments  shall  be  (1)  two  residents  of 
the  Housing  Authority  and  members  of  local,  broadly 
representative  public  housing  tenant  organizations;  and 
(2)  a  person  experienced  in  community  organizing.  The 
gubernatorial  appointments  shall  be  (1)  a  representative 
of  organized  labor;  and  (2)  an  attorney  experienced  in 
representing  low-income  tenants.  The  mayoral  appoint- 
ments shall  be  (1)  a  person  experienced  in  property  man- 
agement; (2)  a  certified  public  accountant;  (3)  a  person 
experienced  in  housing  or  urban  planning;  and  (4)  a  sen- 
ior representative  from  the  police  commissioner's  office. 
The  Mayor  may  serve  as  a  nonvoting  member. 

Section  2 .  Three  groups  of  three  members  each  shall  be 
appointed  to  serve  for  initial  terms  of  one,  two,  and  three 
years,  respectively.  Members  in  the  first  group  shall 
serve  for  one  year  and  shall  consist  of  one  tenant  appoint- 
ment, and  the  mayoral  appointment  of  a  person  experi- 
enced in  property  management  and  the  representative 
from  the  police  commissioner's  office.  Members  in  the 
second  group  shall  serve  for  two  years  and  shall  consist  of 
one  tenant  appointment,  the  gubernatorial  appointment 
of  a  representative  from  organized  labor  and  the  mayoral 
appointment  of  a  certified  public  accountant.  The  third 
group  shall  serve  for  three  years  and  shall  consist  of  one 
tenant  appointment,  the  gubernatorial  attorney  appoint- 
ment and  the  mayoral  urban  planner  appointment.  There- 
after, as  the  term  of  a  member  expires,  his  or  her 
successor  shall  be  appointed  for  a  term  of  three  years 
from  such  expiration.  No  former  members  of  the  Hous- 
ing Authority  board  shall  be  appointed  to  the  board  de- 
scribed herein.  No  member  shall  conduct  any  business 
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with  the  authority  while  serving  as  a  member  of  the 
board. 

Section  3.  The  members  of  the  board  shall  serve  with- 
out compensation,  but  each  member  shall  be  entitled  to 
reimbursement  for  actual  and  necessary  expenses  in- 
curred in  the  performance  of  official  duties,  not  to  exceed 
$5,000  annually  each. 

Section  4.  This  act  shall  take  effect  upon  passage.

ORDINANCE  AMENDING  ARSON  PREVENTION 
COMMISSION 

Coun.  SCONDRAS  offered  the  following: 
City  of  Boston 
In  the  Year  Nineteen  Hundred  and  Eighty-four 
An  Ordinance  Amending  the  Arson  Prevention  Commis- 
sion. 
Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  Boston,  in  accord- 
ance with  the  provisions  of  Massachusetts  General 
Laws  chapter  43B,  section  13,  and  any  other  applica- 
ble law,  as  follows: 
Section  1.  City  of  Boston  Code,  Ordinances,  Title  9, 
chapter  15,  section  450  is  hereby  amended  by  striking  the 
second,  third  and  fourth  sentence  of  the  first  paragraph 
and  insert  in  place  thereof  the  following: 

"there  shall  be  nine  Commissioners  appointed  by  the 
Mayor.  Eight  Commissioners  appointed  by  the 
Mayor  shall  be  residents  of  the  City  of  Boston  who 
live  in  areas  affected  by  arson  and  have  knowledge  or 
expertise  in  the  problem  of  arson.  Of  the  nine  Com- 
missioners appointed  by  the  Mayor,  one  Commis- 
sioner shall  be  a  representative  of  the  insurance 
industry  that  specifically  deals  with  fire  insurance 
for  low-  to  moderate-income  housing  and  knowl- 
edgeable about  the  problem  of  arson  within  the  City 
of  Boston,  who  need  not  be  a  resident  of  the  City  of 
Boston."

Attached  to  this  letter  I  transmit  to  you  a  proposed  City 
Council  order  concerning  the  request  of  the  Department 
of  Health  and  Hospitals  for  a  special  law  legalizing  the 
establishment  of  the  Pension  Reserve  Fund,  effective 
September  12,  1980.  It  is  the  hope  of  the  department, 
which  I  share,  that  this  home  rule  petition  will  quickly  be 
enacted  by  the  General  Court  of  the  Commonwealth  of 
Massachusetts. 

The  Department  of  Health  and  Hospitals  has  recently 
completed  evidentiary  hearings  before  the  Common- 
wealth's Division  of  Hearing  Officers  concerning  third- 
party  reimbursement  of  pension  costs  Of  that  department. 
The  Division  of  Hearing  Officers,  however,  raised  the 
issue  of  the  legality  of  actions  taken  by  the  city  in  1980 
pertaining  to  the  creation  of  the  currently  existing  Pen- 
sion Reserve  Fund.  Passage  of  this  order  by  Council,  and 
subsequent  passage  of  the  home  rule  petition  by  the  Leg- 
islature, will  likely  result  in  a  favorable  ruling  by  the  Di- 
vision of  Hearing  Officers.  That  result  will  mean 
additional  revenues  of  approximately  $3.2  million  with  a 
carry  over  effect  under  chapter  372  legislation .  Failure  to 
pass  the  legislation  will  put  in  jeopardy  the  requirement 
placed  upon  third-party  payors  to  reimburse  the  city  for 
pension  costs  and  may  even  allow  those  payors  an  argu- 
ment to  be  paid  back  for  past  reimbursements  made  to  the 
city.

without  limitation  the  establishment  in  the  pension  re- 
serve fund  of  the  city  under  section  22  of  chapter  32  of  the

The  Committee  on  Personnel  has  held  extensive  inter- 
views and  investigation  into  the  needs  of  the  central  staff 
of  the  Council. 

The  consensus  among  the  Committee  was  that  the 
Council's  central  staff  was  in  need  of  professional  assist- 
ance in  two  main  areas;  budget  and  legislation.  The  Com- 
mittee interviewed  many  very  competent  candidates  and 


now  recommends  Karan  Ahern  Conner  for  assistant  su- 
pervisor of  finance  and  Alice  Hennessy  for  legislative  as- 
sistant. (See  attached  personal  order.) 

The  Committee  recommends  that  the  Council  immedi- 
ately repeal  chapter  29  of  the  Ordinances  of  1983  in  order 
to  alter  the  job  titles  contained  therein  to  comply  more 
closely  with  the  management  plan  for  the  Council.  The 
Committee  further  recommends  job  title  changes  for 
three  current  employees  for  the  same  reason  as  above. 

Many  of  the  members  of  the  Council  staff  have  not  re- 
ceived a  salary  review  and/or  performance  evaluation 
since  January  1983.  The  Mayor  has  allowed  for  a  5  per- 
cent growth  in  salaries  with  many  city  employees,  i.e., 
teachers,  police,  fire,  etc.  In  order  to  allow  for  salary 
growth  for  Council  employees,  the  Committee  recom- 
mends that  a  5  percent  increase  be  added  to  the  salary 
appropriation  of  all  central  staff  positions,  except  that  of 
staff  director. 

The  attached  ordinance  addresses  the  concerns  men- 
tioned above.  The  Committee  recommends  immediate 
passage  of  the  ordinance  and  attached  personnel  orders.

That  the  City  of  Boston  Code  be,  and  hereby 
is,  amended  by  adding  the  following  paragraph  to  Ordi- 
nance 7,  section  50: 

The  air  pollution  commission  is  authorized  to  re- 
ceive in  the  name  of  the  City  of  Boston,  gifts,  grants, 
bequests  or  devises  of  personal  property  which  may  be 
deposited  in  a  fund  known  as  the  Air  Pollution  Control 
Fund  which  the  Collector-Treasurer  is  authorized  to 
establish  and  maintain  for  this  purpose.  The  air  pollu- 
tion control  commission  is  authorized  to  expend  any 
funds  received  and  deposited  to  said  fund  for  imple- 
menting and  carrying  out  the  commission's  purposes 
set  forth  herein.  The  air  pollution  commission  shall  file 
with  the  City  Council  on  an  annual  basis,  a  record  of  all 
gifts,  grants,  bequests  or  devises  of  personal  property 
that  have  been  received  or  expended.

capped; dealt  with  a  large  variety  of  planning  proposals 
that  have  come  by  this  organization  and  dealt  with  the 
various  community  issues  (the  abandoned  schools,  com- 
munity clean-ups,  safety  issues  etc.)  that  surround  this 
area. 
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Ms.  Howe  is  also  the  founder  of  the  Health  and  Hous- 
ing Emergency  Action  League  (HHEAL),  a  coalition  of 
community  groups  ad  individuals  concerned  with  hous- 
ing and  health  care  issues  and  how  institutional  expansion 
impacts  on  them.  HHEAL  has  held  meetings  and  met 
with  various  city  and  state  representatives  on  these  mat- 
ters and  was  instrumental  in  getting  the  Institutional  Ex- 
pansion Board  established  in  the  first  place.  HHEAL  has 
also  been  concerned  about  the  misuse  of  HEFA  funding  as 
it  impacts  on  affordable  housing  and  affordable  health 
care. 

For  the  past  two  decades  Ms.  Howe  has  felt  the  effects 
of  institutional  expansion  first-hand,  living  amid  20  acres 
of  vacant,  dangerous  land  where  a  community  once  ex- 
isted. Her  major  aim  is  "to  see  the  rebirth  of  our  neigh- 
borhood so  it  can  once  more  be  a  viable  place  to  live  in, 
rear  a  family,  and  grow  old."  She  has  six  children  and 
three  grandchildren.

Department  of  Health  and  Hospitals 
Pension  Funding  Issue 

For  fiscal  years  1980  and  1981,  the  Department  of 
Health  and  Hospitals  funded  its  pension  costs  on  an  actu- 
arially determined  basis.  This  switch  from  the  "Pay  As 
You  Go"  basis  resulted  in  a  significant  increase  in  Reim- 
bursable Pension  Costs. 
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The  department  applied  for  reimbursement  from  both 
the  Medicare  and  Medicaid  programs.  Medicare  paid 
their  share,  but  the  State  Rate  Setting  Commission  (acting 
on  behalf  of  the  Medicaid  program)  denied  any  increase 
in  Medicaid  reimbursement.  Accordingly,  the  depart- 
ment has  appealed  the  Rate  setting  Commission's  ruling 
to  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts,  Division  of 
Hearing  Officers. 
Financial  Ramifications  (see  attached  schedule) 

A  successful  resolution  of  the  case  before  the  Division 
of  Hearing  Officers  would  obviously  result  in  additional 
revenue  for  both  1980  and  1981,  and  ultimately  1982. 


Also  this  would  result  in  reimbursement  of  the  cost  under 
the  Massachusetts  Hospital  Prospective  Payment  System 
(chapter  372). 

Conversely,  an  unsuccessful  resolution  of  the  case 
would  result  in  the  loss  of  Medicaid  dollars  for  1980, 
1981,  and  1982,  possibly  a  payback  of  Medicare  dollars 
already  received  for  1980,  1981,  and  1982  and  non-rec- 
ognition of  the  pension  costs  within  the  chapter  372  Pay- 
ment System.

Fact  Sheet  Regarding  Ordinance  Ratifying  Health  and 
Hospitals  Department  Pension  Fund 

For  several  years,  federal  and  private  health  care  pay- 
ors have  recognized  the  cost  of  funding  unfunded  or  fu- 
ture pension  liabilities  as  a  reimbursable  cost.  However, 
since  the  public  employee  pension  system  in  Massachu- 
setts is  an  unfunded  system,  Boston  was  not  being  reim- 
bursed for  these  costs.  In  addition  to  being  unable  to 
collect  this  additional  significant  revenue  item,  the  city 
was  penalized  in  the  long-term  financial  markets  because 
of  its  large  unfunded  pension  liability. 

In  order  to  become  eligible  to  receive  reimbursement 
from  this  item  in  its  rates,  the  city  administratively  estab- 
lished, in  September,  1980,  a  reserve  fund  for  pension 


liabilities  associated  with  employee  services  provided  to 
the  Department  of  Health  and  Hospitals.  The  reserve 
fund  was  initially  funded  with  New  York  Central  Corpo- 
ration bankruptcy  bonds  which  the  city  had  been  required 
by  the  Bankruptcy  Court  to  accept  in  lieu  of  payment  of 
delinquent  property  taxes.  The  face  value  of  these  bonds 
at  the  time  the  reserve  fund  was  established  was  approxi- 
mately $9.7  million,  although,  at  the  time  comparable 
bonds  were  selling  for  $0.30  to  $0.35  on  the  dollar. 

Subsequent  to  the  establishment  of  the  reserve  fund  the 
disposition  of  the  New  York  Central  properties  was  com- 
pleted, the  principal  and  interest  on  the  bonds  were  paid, 
and  the  fund  has  grown  from  additional  principal  and  in- 
terest payments.  Although  Medicare  and  private  insurers 
have  been  paving  their  share  of  the  cost  of  funding  the 
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unfunded  liabilities,  Medicaid  has  refused,  claiming  that 
pursuant  to  the  relevant  regulations,  Medicaid  doesn't 
have  to  reimburse  the  city  for  FY  1 980  costs,  even  though 
Medicare  and  private  insurers  have  acknowledged  that 
the  funding  was  done  properly  and  within  the  relevant 
deadline  to  entitle  the  city  to  reimbursement  for  FY  1980 
costs. 

The  city  is  now  pursuing  legal  action  to  require  Medi- 
caid to  pay  its  share  of  the  funding  costs.  If  the  suit  is 
successful  the  city  will  receive  approximately  $8  million 
in  retroactive  payments  and  well  over  $  1  million  per  year 
in  the  future.  On  the  other  hand,  earlier  determinations 
and  payments,  and  seek  reimbursement,  the  city  could  be 
required  to  repay  over  $6  million. 

By  approving  the  proposed  ordinance,  the  city  will 
greatly  strengthen  its  case  without  any  cost  whatsoever  to 
the  city.

ORDINANCE  ESTABLISHING  BAN  ON  STORAGE 
OR  PARKING  OF  MOTOR  VEHICLE,  BOAT  OR 
TRAILER  ON  CERTAIN  RESIDENTIAL,  PRI- 
VATE OR  PUBLIC  PROPERTY 

Coun.  KELLY  offered  the  following: 
City  of  Boston 
In  the  Year  Nineteen  Hundred  and  Eighty-four 
An  Ordinance  Establishing  a  Ban  on  the  Storage  or  Park- 
ing of  a  Motor  Vehicle,  boat  or  Trailer  on  Certain  Resi- 
dential Private  or  Public  Property. 
Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  Boston,  as  follows: 

Section  1.  Preamble:  The  purpose  of  this  ordinance  is 
twofold:  (1)  To  prohibit  the  practice  of  storing  private 
motor  vehicles,  boats  or  trailers  on  public  streets;  and  (2) 
to  prohibit  the  storing  of  motor  vehicles,  boats  or  trailers 
on  private  or  public  property  not  owned  by  the  owner  of 
such  vehicle.  This  ordinance  reflects  a  commitment  on 
behalf  of  the  city  to  deal  effectively  with  this  trouble- 
some form  of  urban  blight. 

Section  2.  No  person  shall  store  or  otherwise  park  an 
unregistered  or  disabled  or  blighted  vehicle,  boat  or 
trailer  on  any  public  street  in  the  City  of  Boston. 

Section  3 .  No  motor  vehicle  may  be  parked  or  stored  on 
a  public  street  forsuch  duration  as  to  constitute  "storage" 
of  such  vehicle  on  said  street.  For  purpose  of  this  ordi- 
nance a  vehicle  shall  be  deemed  to  be  unlawfully  stored 
on  a  public  street  when  such  vehicle  has  been  parked  for  a 
duration  of  not  less  than  ten  days,  and  during  which  time 
said  vehicle  has  not  been  moved  or  used  for  transporta- 
tion purposes. 

Section  3.  No  motor  vehicle,  boat  or  trailer  may  be 
stored  in  a  front  yard,  front  lot  or  open  space  or  private  or 
public  property,  other  than  (a)  a  driveway;  or  (b)  a  com- 
mercial space  in  which  the  parking  or  storing  of  a  vehicle 
or  vehicles  is  a  normal  and  customary  function  of  said 
business,  when  such  yard,  lot  or  open  space  directly  abuts 
a  public  sidewalk  or  street,  and  when  the  effect  of  such 
parking  constitutes  a  storage  of  said  vehicle,  in  violation 
of  this  ordinance,  unless  the  owner  of  such  space  has  filed 
an  application  with  the  Police  Commissioner,  and  re- 
ceived a  permit  designating  such  yard,  lot  or  open  space 
as  a  non-commercial  parking  area  for  each  vehicle 
stored;  provided,  however,  a  property  owner  may  store  a 
vehicle  on  his  or  her  property  without  the  need  for  such 
permit;  provided  further,  that  such  storage  does  not  vio- 
late any  other  city  ordinances  or  state  laws  or  regulations 
governing  the  storing  of  such  vehicles  on  private  prop- 
erty, or  any  other  sections  of  this  ordinance  which  may 
apply  to  such  storage. 

Section  4.  No  vehicle  may  be  stored  or  parked  in  any 
yard,  lot  or  open  space  in  the  City  of  Boston,  when  in  the 
judgment  of  the  police  commissioner,  said  storage  consti- 
tutes a  public  safety,  health,  sanitation  or  fire  hazard,  or 
public  nuisance  or  blight  on  any  street  or  neighborhood  in 
which  said  vehicle  is  parked  or  stored. 

Section  5.  The  police  department  shall  be  responsible 
for  enforcement  of  this  ordinance,  and  the  commissioner 
may  draft  such  rules  and  regulations  as  may  further  the 
end  of  the  intent  of  this  ordinance  as  described  in  the  pre- 
amble. 
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Section  6.  Upon  the  complaint  of  a  resident  that  a  vehi- 
cle has  been  stored  on  a  public  street  for  a  period  of  at 
least  ten  days,  the  police  commissioner  shall,  within 
three  days  of  receipt  of  such  complaint  cause  to  be  issued 
a  notification  to  said  vehicle  owner  of  the  complaint.  If, 
within  seven  days,  the  vehicle  is  not  moved  or  the  com- 
plaint not  answered,  the  police  commissioner  shall  order 
such  vehicle  towed  at  the  owner's  expense. 

Section  7 .  Any  motor  vehicle ,  boat  or  trailer  parked  or 
stored  on  a  public  or  private  lot,  not  duly  licensed  as  a 
commercial  or  non-commercial  parking  area,  and  di- 
rectly abutting  a  public  street  or  sidewalk,  said  vehicle  or 
vehicles  not  being  the  property  of  the  owner  or  such  space 
or  lot  or  yard,  shall  be  deemedin  violation  of  this  ordi- 
nance when  it  has  remained  parked  on  such  property  for 
forty-eight  consecutive  hours.  The  police  commissioner 
shall  cause  to  be  issued  a  $50  ticket  on  such  vehicle  on  the 
third  day  of  storage,  and  if  said  vehicle  is  not  moved  on 
the  fourth  day,  said  vehicle  shall  be  towed  at  the  owner's 
expense  on  the  fourth  day  of  storage. 

Section  8.  Rules  and  regulations  drafted  by  the  com- 
missioner in  pursuance  of  this  ordinance  shall  become  ef- 
fective within  thirty  (30)  days  of  said  proposal,  unless 
prior  thereto,  however,  the  City  Council  shall  by  a  major- 
ity vote  of  all  its  members  vote  to  rescind  such  rule  or 
regulation  as  being  in  conflict  with  the  intent  of  this  ordi- 
nance. 

Section  9.  Any  motor  vehicle,  boat  or  trailer  parked  on 
a  public  street  which  inhibits  passage  of  vehicular  traffic, 
or  impedes  pedestrian  use  of  sidewalks  or  walkways  shall 
be  fined  or  towed  at  the  commissioner's  discretion. 

Section  10.  Any  motor  vehicle,  boat  or  trailer  parked 
on  a  public  street,  or  in  a  yard,  lot  or  open  space  which 
directly  abuts  a  public  sidewalk  or  street,  which  is  parked 
in  violation  of  this  ordinance,  shall  be  towed  immediately 
when,  in  the  judgment  of  the  commissioner,  said  vehicle 
constitutes  a  safety,  health,  sanitation  or  fire  hazard,  or 
when  it  contributes  toward  blight  or  creates  a  public  nui- 
sance. 

Section  1 1 .  The  provisions  of  CBC,  Ordinances.  Title 
2,  section  752  to  the  contrary  notwithstanding,  this  ordi- 
nance shall  be  published  by  the  City  Council  in  passing 
the  same. 

Section  12.  This  ordinance  shall  not  apply  to  vehicles 
stolen  and  abandoned  by  said  thieves.  Under  those  condi- 
tions, the  commissioner  shall  direct  that  said  vehicle  be 
towed  to  an  appropriate  garage  or  storage  facility  where 
the  lawful  owner  may  claim  such  vehicle. 

Section  13.  Any  vehicle  stored  or  parked  on  a  non- 
commercial parking  area  shall  be  required  to  display  in 
the  window  of  such  vehicle  a  permit  issued  by  the  police 
commissioner  stating  the  date  issued,  location,  make  or 
vehicle  and  expiration  of  storage  time. 

Referred  to  the  Committee  on  Government  Opera- 
tions.

HEARING  RE  BOSTON  CITY  HOSPITAL

Whereas,  The  Department  of  Health  and  Hospitals  is 
drafting  a  new  Admission.  Credit  and  Collection  policy 
for  the  recipients  of  health  services  at  Boston  City  Hospi- 
tal; and 

Whereas.  The  draft  policy  calls  for  a  placement  of  liens 
on  the  property  of  patients  who  are  delinquent  in  past 
bills,  sets  an  increase  in  the  sliding  fee  scale  for  patients 
and  denies  care  for  elective  health  care  to  patients  who  are 
delinquent  in  bill  paying;  and 

Whereas,  The  draft  policy  represents  a  major  change  in 
direction  for  Boston  City  Hospital;  and

I  transmit  herewith  and  urge  you  to  adopt  a  proposed 
ordinance  the  effect  of  which  is  to  create  a  Commission 
on  Women's  Issues.

An  Ordinance  Relating  to  a  Commission  on  Women 
Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  Boston,  in  accord- 
ance with  the  provisions  of  Massachusetts  General 
Laws,  chapter  43B,  section  13,  and  any  other  appli- 
cable law,  as  follows: 

Section  1 .  There  shall  be  within  the  Mayor's  Office  a 
division  to  be  known  as  the  Commission  on  Women 
which  shall  be  under  the  charge  of  an  officer,  known  as 
the  Advisor  to  the  Mayor  on  Women's  Issues  (hereinafter 
the  "Advisor"),  appointed  by  the  Mayor  and  who  shall 
serve  at  the  pleasure  of  the  Mayor  and  who  shall  have  the 
powers  of  a  department  head  with  respect  to  execution  of 
contracts  and  matters  of  personnel  management  within 
said  office. 

Section  2.  The  Commission  shall  consist  of  fourteen 
members  all  of  whom  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Mayor, 
(and  shall  be  residents  of  the  city).  They  shall  serve  for 
three-year  terms,  provided,  however,  that  initially  five 
shall  be  appointed  for  a  period  of  one  year,  five  for  a  per- 
iod of  two  years.  Any  person  appointed  to  fill  a  vacancy 
shall  only  serve  for  the  unexpired  term,  however  any 
such  appointee  shall  serve  until  said  appointee's  succes- 
sor is  appointed  and  qualified,  the  Advisor  as  herein  re- 
ferred to  shall  be  a  member  of  the  Commission  ex  officio. 
The  Mayor  shall  appoint  a  chairperson  of  the  Commis- 
sion who  may,  but  need  not  be  his  Advisor.

only: 

Section  1 .  Notwithstanding  the  provisions  of  any  law  to 
the  contrary  and  in  order  to  promote  the  public  good,  the 
State-Boston  Retirement  Board  is  hereby  authorized  and 
directed  to  retire  Harry  J.  Rehm,  Jr.,  a  police  officer  of 
the  City  of  Boston,  who  as  a  result  of  injuries  sustained 
while  in  the  performance  of  his  duties  on  February  7, 
1977.  While  on  duty  in  a  police  cruiser,  his  vehicle  was 
shot  at  three  times  causing  it  to  crash.  This  resulted  in 
permanently  incapacitating  him  for  further  service  as  a 
police  officer,  at  a  yearly  amount  of  pension  equal  to  the 
regular  rate  of  compensation  which  he  would  have  been 
paid  had  he  continued  in  service  as  a  Boston  police  officer 
at  the  grade  held  by  him  at  the  time  of  his  retirement.  Such 
retirement  shall  become  effective  as  of  the  date  following 
the  last  day  on  which  he  received  regular  compensation. 
Upon  such  retirement,  the  State-Boston  Retirement 
Board  shall  forthwith  pay  to  him  the  amount  credited  to 
him  as  accumulated  total  deductions  in  the  annuity  sav- 
ings of  the  State-Boston  Retirement  System. 

Section  2.  Said  Harry  J.  Rehm  shall  be  entitled  to  re- 
ceive such  indemnification  for  all  hospital,  medical  and 
related  expenses  that  have  been,  or  may  be,  incurred  after 
the  date  of  his  retirement  as  a  result  of  the  injuries  sus- 
tained by  him  while  in  the  performance  of  his  duties,  ac- 
cording to  the  provisions  of  chapter  41  of  the  General 
Laws. 

Section  3.  Upon  the  death  of  said  Harry  J.  Rehm,  Jr., 
leaving  Josephine  Rehm,  his  wife,  surviving  him,  the 
State-Boston  Retirement  Board  shall  pay  to  her,  so  long  as 
she  remains  unmarried,  an  annuity  in  the  amount  of 
three-fourths  of  the  amount  of  the  pension  payable  to  him 
at  the  time  of  his  death ,  increased  by  $3 1 2  for  each  child 
of  said  Harry  J.  Rehm,  Jr.  during  such  time  as  such  child 
is  under  eighteen  years  of  age  or  over  said  age  and  physi- 
cally or  mentally  incapacitated  from  earnings.

ORDINANCE  RE  MATERNITY/PATERNITY  LEAVE 

Coun.  BOLLING  offered  the  following: 

City  of  Boston 

In  the  Year  Nineteen  Hundred  and  Eighty-four 

An  Ordinance 

Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  Boston  as  follows: 

Section  1 .  Any  employee  of  the  City  of  Boston  who  has 
completed  three  consecutive  months  of  municipal  service 
shall  be  entitled  to  a  maternity  /paternity  leave  of  eight 
weeks,  or  a  shorter  period  of  time  at  the  employee's  dis- 
cretion. The  employee  shall,  when  possible,  give  at  least 
two  weeks'  notice  to  her/his  department  head,  requesting 
maternity/paternity  leave. 

Maternity  leave  and  paternity  leave  shall  be  taken  with- 
out compensation  but  the  employee's  right  to  receive  va- 
cation time,  sick  leave,  bonuses,  advancement,  seniority, 
length  of  service  credit,  benefits,  plans  or  programs  for 
which  she  or  he  was  eligible  at  the  time  of  such  leave,  and 
any  other  advantages  or  rights  of  employment  incident  to 
her  or  his  employment  position  shall  be  preserved. 

Section  2.  the  employee  may,  upon  two  weeks'  or  more 
notice,  request  through  her/his  department  head,  an  ex- 
tended unpaid  leave  of  absence  beyond  the  entitled  eight 
weeks,  for  a  period  not  exceeding  one  year  following  the 
birth  of  the  child.  The  department  head  and  supervisor  of 
personnel  shall  determine  the  length  of  the  leave  of  ab- 
sence to  be  accorded  the  employee. 

During  the  employee's  extended  period  of  unpaid 
leave,  the  employee  shall  not  be  eligible  for  fringe  bene- 
fits accuring  from  municipal  service,  including  subsi- 
dized premiums  on  group  health,  insurance  coverage  or 
service  time  credit  in  her/his  position  for  retirement  pur- 
poses. 

Section  3.  Any  male  employee  seeking  paternity  leave 
shall,  where  possible,  give  at  least  two  weeks'  notice  in 
writing  to  his  department  head  requesting  leave.  Such  no- 
tice shall  contain  a  statement  as  to  the  need  of  and  length 
of  time  requested  for  paternity  leave  and  shall  be  accom- 
panied by  a  letter  from  a  physician,  clergyman,  social 
worker  or  other  authority  knowledgeable  of  the  family 
situation,  stating  that  the  father's  presence  in  the  period

An  Ordinance  Establishing  the  Boston  Human  Rights 

Commission. 
Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  Boston,  in  accord- 
ance with  the  provisions  of  Massachusetts  General 
Laws  chapter 43B,  section  13,  and  any  other  applica- 
ble law  as  follows: 

Section  1 .  City  of  Boston  Code,  Ordinances,  Title  12, 
is  hereby  amended  by  adding,  after  chapter  15,  the  fol- 
lowing new  chapter: 
Chapter  16.  Human  Rights 
Section  400.  Policy 

Practices  and  policies  which  by  design  or  effect  dis- 
criminate against  persons  because  of  race,  color,  sex, 
age,  religious  creed,  disability,  national  origin,  ancestry, 
sexual  orientation,  marital  status,  parental  status,  ex-of- 
fender status,  prior  psychiatric  treatment,  military  status, 
or  source  of  income,  orwhich  by  their  nature  are  sexually 
or  racially  harassing,  endanger  the  health,  morals,  safety 
and  welfare  of  the  city,  its  residents  and  visitors.  Such 
discrimination  creates  strife,  hostility  and  unrest,  weak- 
ening the  rights  and  privileges  of  persons  and  depriving 
persons  of  the  benefits  of  a  free  and  open  society.  It  is, 
therefore,  the  policy  of  the  City  of  Boston  to  safeguard 
the  equal  opportunities  of  all  person  in  the  city  in  accord- 
ance with  their  abilities,  regardless  of  their  race,  color, 
sex,  age,  religious  creed,  disability,  national  origin,  an- 
cestry, sexual  orientation,  marital  status,  parental  status, 
ex-offender  status,  prior  psychiatric  treatment,  military 
status  or  source  of  income,  and  to  prevent  discrimination 
against  such  persons  in  employment,  education,  credit 
transactions  and  public  accommodations  and  services. 
Further,  it  is  the  policy  of  the  City  of  Boston  to  assure  that 
every  resident  shall  have  equal  access  to,  and  benefit 
from  all  public  services,  to  protect  every  resident  in  the 
enjoyment  and  exercise  of  civil  rights,  and  to  encourage 
and  bring  about  mutual  understanding  and  respect  among 
all  residents  of  the  city  by  the  elimination  of  prejudice, 
intolerance,  bigotry,  discrimination,  and  the  disorder  oc- 
casioned thereby. 
Section  401 .  Definitions. 

As  used  in  this  chapter  the  following  terms  shall  have 
the  meanings  as  indicated  unless  a  different  meaning 
clearly  appears  from  context: 

First.  "Age"  means  any  persons  between  the  ages  of 
forty  and  sixty-five. 

Second.  "Bona  fide  occupational  qualification"  means 
a  valid  consideration  of  race,  color,  sex,  age,  religious 
creed,  disability,  national  origin,  ancestry,  sexual  orien- 
tation, marital  status,  parental  status,  ex-offender  status, 
prior  psychiatric  treatment,  military  status,  or  source  of 
income  which  is  a  requirement  for  employment  and  has 
been  certified  as  such  by  the  commission  or  by  the  Massa- 
chusetts Commission  Against  Discrimination  under 
chapter  15  IB  of  the  Massachusetts  General  Laws. 

Third.  "Bonding  transaction"  means  the  furnishing  of 
a  performance,  fiduciary  or  other  form  of  bond  to  any 
person. 

Fourth.  "Commission  transaction"  means  the  Boston 
Human  Rights  Commission  as  established  by  this  chap- 
ter. 


Fifth.  "Credit  transaction"  means  the  open  or  closed 
end  grant,  extension,  denial  or  termination  of  credit  to 
any  individual  including,  but  not  limited  to,  a  loan,  retail 
installment  transaction,  credit  card  issues  or  charge. 

Sixth.  "Disability"  means  a  condition  which  causes  a 
physical  or  mental  impairment  which  limits,  or  is  re- 
garded as  limiting,  one  or  more  major  life  activities,  a 
record  of  such  impairment,  or  regard  as  having  or  having 
had  such  an  impairment. 

Seventh.  "Employee"  means  any  any  individual  who 
is  engaged  to  work  for  or  under  the  direction  or  control  of 
another  for  monetary  or  other  valuable  consideration ,  but 
shall  not  include  and  individual  employed  by  her  or  his 
parents,  spouse  or  children. 

Eighth.  "Employer"  means  any  individual,  partner- 
ship, association,  corporation,  trustees,  public  charity, 
foundation,  political  subdivision,  agency  or  other  person 
which  engages  and  controls  the  services  of  an  individual 
in  the  City  of  Boston  in  exchange  for  monetary  or  other 
valuable  consideration  except  that  it  shall  not  include  any 
employer  with  fewer  than  three  employees  in  her  or  his 
employ,  exclusive  of  parents,  spouse  or  children,  nor 
does  it  include  a  club  exclusively  social,  or  a  fraternal 
association  or  corporation,  if  such  club,  association  or 
corporation  is  not  organized  for  private  profit,  nor  does  it 
include  any  employer  with  fewer  than  six  persons  in  his 
employ,  but  shall  include  the  commonwealth  and  all  polit- 
ical subdivisions,  boards,  departments  and  commissions 
thereof. 

Ninth.  "Employment  agency"  means  any  person  un- 
dertaking to  procure  employees  or  opportunities  to  work. 

Tenth.  "Educational  facility"  means  any  person, 
whether  organized  for  profit  or  not-for-profit,  that  holds 
itself  out  to  the  public  as  providing  instruction  or  training 
in  the  arts,  sciences,  trades  or  any  other  area  of  learning. 

Eleventh.  "Ex-offender  status"  means  the  condition  of 
having  been  accused  or  convicted  of  a  crime,  whether  a 
felony  or  misdemeanor,  or  the  condition  of  being  pre- 
sumed to  have  been  thus  accused  or  convicted. 

Twelfth.  "Executive  Director"  means  the  Executive 
Director  of  the  Boston  Human  Rights  Commission  as  es- 
tablished by  this  chapter. 

Thirteenth.  "Parental  status"  means  the  condition  of 
having  minor  children. 

Fourteenth.  "Insurance  transaction"  means  the  sale, 
grant  or  other  provision  of  insurance  to  any  person. 

Fifteenth.  "Labor  organization"  means  any  organiza- 
tion which  exists  and  is  constituted  for  the  purpose,  in 
whole  or  part,  of  collective  bargaining  or  of  dealing  with 
employers  concerning  grievances,  terms  or  conditions  of 
employment,  or  of  other  mutual  aid  or  protection  in  con- 
nection with  employment. 

Sixteenth.  "Marital  status"  means  the  actual  or  sup- 
posed condition  of  being  or  having  been  married,  sepa- 
rated or  divorced  or  the  condition  of  being  single. 

Seventeenth.  "Military  status"  means  the  condition  of 
being,  having  been,  not  being  or  not  having  been  in  the 
services  of  the  military. 

Eighteenth.  "Person"  means  one  or  more  individuals, 
partnerships,  associations,  corporations,  agencies,  legal 
representatives,  trustees,  trustees  in  bankruptcy,  receiv- 
ers, the  city  and  all  political  subdivisions,  boards  and 
commissions  thereof. 

Nineteenth.  "Prior  psychiatric  treatment"  means  an 
actual  or  supposed  professional  treatment  or  hospitaliza- 
tion of  a  person  suffering  or  believed  to  be  suffering  a 
mental  impairment. 

Twentieth.  "Public  accommodation  and  service" 
means  any  place,  business,  facility  or  other  establishment 
or  whatever  kind,  or  agency,  nature  or  class,  whether 
owned  privately  or  by  a  public  agency  which  caters  or 
offers  services,  facilities  or  goods  to  or  is  intended  for  the 
use  or  convenience  of  the  general  public  whether  for  a 
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charge  or  fee  or  not  including,  but  not  limited  to,  inns, 
hotels,  motels,  restaurants,  diners,  bars,  roadhouse, 
trailer  parks,  campsites,  any  place  where  food  or  bever- 
age is  sold,  retail  stores,  shopping  malls,  dispensaries, 
clinics,  hospitals,  rest  homes,  nursing  homes,  hospices, 
physicians'  offices  or  other  medical  facilities,  rest 
rooms,  bathhouses,  beaches,  parks,  gardens,  theatres, 
lecture  halls,  newspapers,  and  magazines  and  other 
publications,  barber  shops,  beauty  parlors,  motion  pic- 
ture houses,  music  halls,  bowling  alleys,  ballparks,  bil- 
liard and  pool  parlors,  recreation  parks,  fairs,  golf 
courses,  gymnasiums,  health  clubs,  shooting  galleries, 
art  galleries,  libraries,  seashore  or  lakeshore  accommo- 
dations, laundries,  garages,  all  public  conveyances  in- 
cluding airplanes,  helicopters,  trains,  boats,  vessels, 
buses,  trolleys,  transit  systems,  taxicabs,  vans,  transpor- 
tation terminals ,  public  halls  and  rooms  and  public  stairs , 
elevators  and  escalators  of  buildings  accommodating  the 
public,  clubs,  societies  and  social  associations  that  are 
public  or  quasi-public,  banks,  finance  companies,  insur- 
ance companies,  courts,  streets,  roadways,  sidewalks, 
parking  lots,  and  highways,  and  all  public  services. 
Nothing  contained  herein  shall  be  construed  to  include  or 
apply  to  any  place,  business,  facility  or  other  establish- 
ment which  is  by  its  nature  distinctly  private,  except  that 
when  such  distinctly  private  place,  business,  facility  or 
other  establishment  caters  or  offers  services,  facilities  or 
goods  to  the  general  public  for  a  fee  or  charge  or  not,  it 
shall  be  deemed  a  public  accommodation  during  such 
period. 

Twenty-first.  "Respondent"  means  a  person  against 
whom  a  complaint  has  been  filed  pursuant  to  this  chapter. 

Twenty-second.  "Sex"  means  female,  male,  or  trans- 
sexual. 

Twenty-third.  "Sexual  orientation"  means  actual  or 
supposed  homosexuality,  heterosexuality,  or  bisexuality 
by  orientation  or  practice,  including  but  not  limited  to  an 
orientation  that  may  be  presumed  on  the  basis  of  manner- 
isms, physical  characteristics,  manner  or  dress  or  deport- 
ment. 

Twenty-fourth.  "Source  of  income"  means  the  manner 
of  means  by  which  an  individual  supports  herself  or  him- 
self and  her  or  his  dependents  whether  by  employment, 
public  or  charitable  support,  or  from  family  or  invest- 
ment resources.  Nothing  herein  shall  be  construed  to  in- 
clude any  criminal  activities  as  a  manner  of  supporting  an 
individual  that  is  protected  by  this  chapter. 
Section  402.  Discriminatory  Practices  Regarding  Em- 
ployment 

It  shall  be  an  unlawful  practice  and  thereby  deemded  a 
violation  of  this  chapter  for  a  person  directly  or  indirectly 
to  refuse  to  hire,  employ,  classify  or  upgrade,  to  bar  or  to 
discharge  from  employment,  or  otherwise  discriminate 
against  any  person  in  the  terms,  conditions  or  privileges 
of  employment,  including  compensation,  because  of  the 
race,  color,  sex,  age,  religious,  creed,  disability,  national 
origin,  ancestry,  sexual  orientation,  marital  status,  pa- 
rental status,  ex-offender  status,  prior  pyschiatric  treat- 
ment, military  status  or  source  of  income  of  such 
individual,  unless  based  upon  a  bona  fide  occupational 
qualification.  A  person  who  asserts  that  a  discriminatory 
employment  practice  is  justified  because  of  a  bona  fide 
occupational  qualification  which  has  not  been  certified  as 
such  by  the  commission  or  by  the  Massachusetts  Com- 
mission Against  Discrimination  under  chapter  15 IB  of 
the  Massachusetts  General  Laws  shall  have  the  burden  of 
showing  that  the  discrimination  is  in  fact  a  necessary 
result  of  a  bona  fide  occupational  qualification  and  that 
there  exists  no  less  discriminatory  means  of  satisfy  ing  the 
occupational  qualification. 

It  shall  be  further  be  an  unlawful  practice  and  thereby 
deemed  a  violation  of  this  chapter  for  an  employment 
agency,  directly  or  indirectly,  to  fail  or  refuse  to  classify 


properly  or  refer  for  employment  or  otherwise  discrimi- 
nate against  any  person  because  of  the  race,  color,  sex, 
age,  religious,  creed,  disability,  national  origin,  ancestry, 
sexual  orientation,  marital  status,  parental  status,  ex-of- 
fender status,  prior  pyschiatric  treatment,  military  status 
or  source  of  income  of  such  person.  An  employment 
agency  that  specializes  in  the  recruitment  and  placement 
of  elderly  or  disabled  employees  shall  be  exempt  from  the 
operation  of  this  section  with  respect  to  such  specialized 
services  for  the  elderly  or  disabled,  provided  that  such 
specialized  services  shall  not  discriminate  among  the  el- 
derly or  disabled  on  the  basis  or  other  discriminatory  cri- 
teria. 

Nothing  herein  shall  be  construed  to  bar  any  religious 
or  denominational  institution  or  organization,  or  any  or- 
ganization operated  for  charitable  or  educational  pur- 
poses, which  is  operated,  supervised  or  controlled  by  or 
in  connection  with  a  religious  organization,  and  which 
limits  membership,  enrollment,  admission,  or  participa- 
tion to  members  of  that  religion,  from  giving  preference 
in  hiring  or  employment  to  members  of  the  same  religion; 
or  employment  limited  to  the  elderly  or  disabled,  pro- 
vided that  such  employment  shall  not  discriminate  among 
the  elderly  or  disabled  on  the  basis  of  other  discrimina- 
tory criteria. 

Section  403.  Discriminatory  Practices  Regarding  Labor 
Organizations 

It  shall  be  an  unlawful  practice  and  thereby  deemed  a 
violation  of  this  chapter  for  a  labor  organization  directly 
or  indirectly  to  refuse  to  admit  to  membership,  appren- 
ticeship, training  or  classification  or  to  limit  or  terminate 
the  privileges  of  membership,  apprenticeship,  training  or 
classification  or  to  discriminate  otherwise  against  any  in- 
dividual because  of  the  race,  color,  sex,  age,  religious, 
creed,  disability,  national  origin,  ancestry,  sexual  orien- 
tation, marital  status,  parental  status,  ex-offender  status, 
prior  pyschiatric  treatment,  military  status  or  source  of 
income  of  such  individuals. 

Section  404.  Discriminatory  Practices  Regarding  Credit 
Transactions,  Bonding  and  Insurance 

It  shall  be  an  unlawful  practice  and  thereby  deemed  a 
violation  of  this  chapter  for  any  bank,  financial  institu- 
tion, or  other  credit  granting  or  approving  institution  or 
person,  including  any  retail  store  that  sells  goods  or  serv- 
ices on  credit,  directly  or  indirectly  to  discriminate  in  the 
granting,  reporting,  approval  or  extension  of  any  form  of 
loan  or  credit  to  any  person  because  of  the  race,  color, 
sex,  age,  religious,  creed,  disability,  national  origin,  an- 
cestry, sexual  orientation,  marital  status,  parental  status, 
ex-offender  status,  prior  pyschiatric  treatment,  military 
status  or  source  of  income  of  such  person.  It  shall  not  be 
an  unlawful  discriminatory  practice  under  this  subsection 
to  establish  or  review  the  credit  worthiness  by  seeking 
information  relevant  to  such  credit  worthiness  such  as 
amount  and  source  of  income,  age,  employment  history, 
credit  references,  and  the  number  and  age  of  dependents. 

Further  it  shall  be  an  unlawful  practice  and  thereby 
deemed  a  violation  of  this  chapter  for  any  bonding  institu- 
tion ro  person  engaged  in  the  service  of  providing  finan- 
cial and  performance  bonds  to  refuse  to  bond  any  person 
or  discriminate  in  the  terms  of  bonding  any  persons  be- 
cause of  the  race,  color,  sex.  age,  religious,  creed,  dis- 
ability, national  origin,  ancestry,  sexual  orientation, 
marital  status,  parental  status,  ex-offender  status,  prior 
pyschiatric  treatment,  military  status  or  source  of  income 
of  such  individual. 

Further,  it  shall  be  an  unlawful  practice  and  thereby 
deemed  a  violation  of  this  chapter  for  any  insurance  com- 
pany to  refuse  to  insure  any  person  or  discriminate  in  the 
terms  of  insuring  any  individual  because  of  the  race, 
color,  sex.  age.  religious,  creed,  disability,  national  ori- 
gin, ancestry,  sexual  orientation,  marital  status,  parental 
status,  ex-offender  status,  prior  pyschiatric  treatment. 
military  status  or  source  of  income  of  such  person,  unless 
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based  on  a  bona  fide  actuarially  determined  insurance 
factor  relative  to  the  age  or  health  of  the  person  which 
affects  the  risk  for  which  such  insurance  is  being  sought. 
Section  405.  Discriminatory  Practices  Regarding  Educa- 
tion 

It  shall  be  an  unlawful  practice  and  thereby  deemed  a 
violation  of  this  chapter  for  any  educational  facility  di- 
rectly or  indirectly  to  fail  or  refuse  to  admit,  or  to  curtail 
or  terminate  admission  to,  or  to  discriminate  in  the  terms 
or  conditions  of  educational  services,  opportunities,  and 
curriculum  offered  by  it  to  any  person  because  of  race, 
color,  sex,  age,  religious,  creed,  disability,  national  ori- 
gin, ancestry,  sexual  orientation,  marital  status,  parental 
status,  ex-offender  status,  prior  pyschiatric  treatment, 
military  status  or  source  of  income  of  such  person. 

The  following  practices  shall  be  exempt  from  the  oper- 
ation of  this  section:  the  selection  of  students  by  a  reli- 
gious educational  facility  that  is  limited  exclusively  or 
gives  preference  to  member  of  such  religion,  provided 
that  such  selection  does  not  discriminate  among  the  mem- 
bers of  such  religion  on  the  basis  of  other  discriminatory 
criteria;  the  establishment  by  an  educational  facility  of 
minimum  or  maximum  age  requirements  for  any  educa- 
tional program;  and  the  establishment  by  an  educational 
facility  of  special  programs  designed  to  assist  or  provide 
special  training  for  the  disabled,  the  elderly,  individuals 
who  do  not  speak  English,  or  the  economically  impover- 
ished. 

Section  406.  Discriminatory  Practices  Regarding  Public 
Accommodations  and  Services 

It  shall  be  an  unlawful  practice  and  thereby  deemed  a 
violation  of  this  chapter  for  any  person  that  owns ,  leases , 
rents,  operates,  manages,  or  in  any  manner  controls  a 
public  accommodation  directly  or  indirectly,  or  who  pro- 
vides a  public  service,  to  withhold,  deny,  curtail  or  in  any 
manner  limit  or  discriminate  with  respect  to  the  full  use  of 
such  public  accommodations  or  service  because  of  the 
race,  color,  sex,  age,  religious,  creed,  disability,  national 
origin,  ancestry,  sexual  orientation,  marital  status,  pa- 
rental status,  ex-offender  status,  prior  pyschiatric  treat- 
ment, military  status  or  source  of  income  of  such 
individual,  unless  such  public  accommodation  or  service 
specifically  designated  for  the  exclusive  use  of  the  elderly 
or  the  disabled. 

Further,  it  shall  be  deemed  a  violation  of  this  chapter 
for  any  person  to  attempt  to  harass,  intimidate,  threaten, 
assault  or  otherwise  discriminate  against  any  person  in  or 
upon  any  public  accommodation  or  service  because  of 
race,  color,  sex,  age,  religious,  creed,  disability,  national 
origin,  ancestry,  sexual  orientation,  marital  status,  pa- 
rental status,  ex-offender  status,  prior  pyschiatric  treat- 
ment, military  status  or  source  of  income  of  such 
individual,  unless  such  public  accommodation  or  service 
specifically  designated  for  the  exclusive  use  of  the  elderly 
or  the  disabled. 

Further,  it  shall  be  deemed  a  violation  of  this  chapter 
for  any  person  to  attempt  to  harass,  intimidate,  threaten, 
assault  or  otherwise  discriminate  against  any  person  in  or 
upon  any  public  accommodation  or  service  because  of 
race,  color,  sex,  age,  religious,  creed,  disability,  national 
origin,  ancestry,  sexual  orientation,  marital  status,  pa- 
rental status,  ex-offender  status,  prior  pyschiatric  treat- 
ment, military  status  or  source  of  income  of  such 
individual. 
Section  407. Other  Unlawful  Practices 

It  shall  be  an  unlawful  practice  and  thereby  deemed  a 
violation  of  this  chapter  for  any  person  to  discriminate 
against  any  individual  because  he  or  she  has  opposed  any 
practice  made  unlawful  by  this  chapter,  or  testified,  as- 
sisted, or  participated  in  any  manner  in  an  investigation, 
proceeding,  or  hearing  under  this  chapter. 

It  shall  be  an  unlawful  practice  and  thereby  deemed  a 


violation  of  this  chapter  for  any  person  to  aid  or  abet  an- 
other in  the  violation  of  any  provision  of  this  chapter. 

It  shall  be  an  unlawful  practice  and  thereby  deemed  a 
violation  of  this  chapter  to  cause  or  attempt  to  cause  any 
person  to  discriminate  against  an  individual  in  violation 
of  this  chapter. 

Section  408.  Establishment  of  the  Human  Rights  Com- 
mission, Executive  Director,  Staff 

There  shall  be  in  the  city  a  commission  known  as  the 
Boston  Human  Rights  Commission,  hereinafter  referred 
to  as  the  Commission.  The  Commission  shall  be  com- 
prised of  seven  members,  to  be  known  as  Commissioner, 
each  appointed  by  the  Mayor.  The  Commissioners  shall 
each  serve  a  term  of  three  years,  provided,  however,  that 
of  the  members  first  appointed  to  the  Commission,  three 
shall  be  appointed  for  a  term  of  one  year,  two  shall  be 
appointed  for  a  term  of  two  years,  and  two  shall  be  ap- 
pointed for  a  term  of  three  years.  Thereafter  the  Mayor 
shall  appoint  each  successor  to  a  term  of  three  years.  Any 
vacancy  occurring  otherwise  than  by  expiration  of  term 
shall  be  filled  by  appointment  by  the  Mayor  for  the  unex- 
pired term. 

The  Mayor  shall  appoint  annually  a  Commissioner  as 
the  Chairperson  of  the  Commission.  Four  Commission- 
ers shall  constitute  a  quorum  for  the  purpose  of  conduct- 
ing the  business  of  the  Commission.  Four  votes  shall  be 
required  to  pass  any  Commission  decision. 

The  Commissioners  shall  be  residents  of  the  City  of 
Boston  at  the  time  of  their  appointment  and  throughout 
their  tenure.  The  Commissioners  shall  serve  without 
compensation.  The  Commissioners  shall  be  classified 
special  municipal  employees  for  the  purposes  of  chapter 
268A  of  the  General  Laws. 

Reasonable  per  diem  compensation  for  the  Commis- 
sioners shall  be  determined  by  the  Mayor  and  each  Com- 
missioner shall  be  entitled  to  his  or  her  reasonable 
expenses  actually  and  necessarily  incurred  in  the  per- 
formance of  her  or  his  duties  as  Commissioner.  These 
expenditures  shall  be  paid  from  the  budget  of  the  Com- 
mission. The  Commission  may  receive  and  use  dona- 
tions, grants  and  other  funds  provided  the  same  are  used 
for  the  purposes  of  this  chapter. 

The  Commission  staff  shall  consist  of  an  Executive  Di- 
rector, and  such  personnel  as  the  Commission,  upon  rec- 
ommendations of  the  Executive  Director,  may  deem 
expedient. 

The  Executive  Director  shall  be  appointed  by  and  serve 
at  the  pleasure  of  the  Mayor.  The  Mayor  shall  determine 
the  rate  of  compensation  for  the  Executive  Director. 
Section  409.  Powers  and  Duties  of  Executive  Director 

The  Executive  Director  shall  have  the  powers  of  a  de- 
partment head  except  for  those  powers  explicitly  con- 
veyed to  the  Commission  by  this  chapter  and  shall  be 
responsible  for  carrying  out  policies  and  decisions  of  the 
Commission. 

The  Executive  Director  shall  have  the  powers  and  du- 
ties to  make  investigations  of  discriminatory  practices 
which  appear  to  be  in  violation  of  this  chapter  and  to  file 
complaints  with  the  Commission  where  there  is  a  prob- 
lem cause  that  a  violation  of  this  chapter  has  occurred. 
The  Executive  Director  shall  file  with  the  Massachusetts 
Commission  Against  Discrimination  and  the  Equal  Em- 
ployment Opportunity  Commission,  copies  of  any  and  all 
complaints  filed  with  the  Commission  or  of  which  the 
Commission  is  otherwise  aware  which  relate  to  discrimi- 
nation under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Massachusetts  Com- 
mission Against  Discrimination  and  the  Equal 
Employment  Opportunity  Commission,  as  the  case  may 
be.  The  Executive  Director  shall  further  have  the  power 
and  duty  to  attempt  to  conciliate  any  complaint  of  alleged 
discrimination  under  this  ordinance  where  there  is  proba- 
ble cause  for  such  complaint. 
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The  Executive  Director  shall  fix  the  compensation  ot 
the  Commission  staff  within  the  budgetary  limits  of  the 
Commission. 
Section  410.  Powers  and  Duties  of  the  Commission 

The  Commission  may,  on  its  own  behalf,  issue  a  com- 
plaint, upon  a  reasonable  belief  that  a  person  has  engaged 
in  an  unlawful  discriminatory  practice. 

The  Commission  shall  have  the  power  to  conduct  hear- 
ings, subpoena  witnesses,  compel  their  attendance,  in- 
cluding but  not  limited  to  filing  contempt  proceedings 
with  any  District  or  Superior  Court,  administer  oaths, 
take  the  testimony  of  any  person  under  oath  and  in  con- 
nection therewith  to  require  the  production  for  examina- 
tion of  any  documents,  books,  papers,  or  evidence 
relating  to  any  matter  in  question  or  under  investigation 
by  the  Commission.  The  Commission  may  delegate  any 
of  its  hearing  or  subpoena  powers  to  individual  Commis- 
sioners, and  shall  issue  rules  and  regulations  with  respect 
to  the  conduct  of  hearings  or  the  issuance  of  subpoenas  by 
individual  Commissioners.  At  any  hearing  before  the 
Commission,  or  any  committee  thereof,  a  witness  shall 
have  the  right  to  be  represented  by  counsel. 

The  Commission  shall  have  the  power  to  issue  publica- 
tions, results  of  investigations  and  research  as,  in  its  judg- 
ment, will  promote  good-will  and  minimize  or  eliminate 
prejudice,  intolerance,  bigotry  or  discrimination  and  dis- 
order occasioned  thererby. 

The  Commission  shall,  upon  the  Executive  Director's 
failure  to  conciliate  a  complaint,  submit  a  written  report 
of  its  findings  and  recommendations  to  the  Mayor  with 
copies  of  this  report  filed  with  the  Corporation  Counsel, 
the  Massachusetts  Commission  Against  discrimination 
(on  matters  within  its  jurisdiction),  and  to  any  other  gov- 
ernmental agency  or  court  having  jurisdiction. 

Further,  The  Commission  has  the  power  to  adopt, 
promulgate,  amend,  and  rescind  rules  and  regulations  to 
carry  out  the  provisions  of  this  chapter,  the  policies,  and 
practices  of  the  Commission  in  connection  therewith,  and 
all  existing  and  prospective  executive  orders  of  the 
Mayor  that  relate  directly  or  indirectly,  in  whole  or  in  part 
to  discrimination,  bigotry,  or  prejudice  or  effects  or 
actions  to  eliminate  such  discrimination  bigotry,  or  preju- 
dice. 

The  Commission  may,  insofar  as  practical,  obtain  upon 
request  and  utilize  the  services  of  all  municipal  depart- 
ments and  agencies. 

The  Commission  may  recommend  to  the  Mayor  addi- 
tional legislation  to  aid  in  carrying  out  the  purposes  of  this 
chapter. 
Section  41 1 .  Procedures. 

Any  person  claiming  to  be  aggrieved  by  an  alleged  dis- 
criminatory practice  under  this  chapter  or  claiming  to 
represent  an  aggrieved  person,  may,  by  her  or  himself  or 
her  or  his  attorney,  file  with  the  Commission  a  verified 
written  complaint.  The  complaint  shall  state  the  name  and 
address  of  the  person  alleged  to  have  committed  the  dis- 
criminatory practice  and  shall  set  forth  in  detail  the  par- 
ticular circumstances.  The  complaint  shall  be  amended  to 
include  additional  information  as  required  by  he  Com- 
mission. No  complaint  shall  be  considered  unless  it  is 
filed  with  the  Commission  within  180  days  after  the  oc- 
currence of  the  alleged  discriminatory  practice,  or  unless 
it  has  been  referred  to  the  Commission  by  the  Massachu- 
setts Commission  Against  Discrimination  or  the  Equal 
Employment  Opportunity  Commission  after  having  been 
timely  filed  with  either  and  or  both  agencies. 

The  Executive  Director  shall  forthwith  transmit  a  copy 
of  the  complaint  to  the  respondent  by  hand  or  by  certified 
mail  return  receipt  requested. 

The  Commission  shall  not  accept  a  complaint  from  any 
person  who  has  filed  a  complaint  with  the  Massachusetts 
Commission  Against  Discrimination  with  respect  to  the 
same  grievance  unless  requested  by  the  Massachusetts 
Commission  Against  Discrimination  to  do  so. 


Upon  receipt  of  a  duly  filed  complaint,  the  Executive 
Director  shall  cause  a  prompt  investigation  to  be  made  in 
connection  therewith.  After  completing  the  investiga- 
tion, the  Executive  Director  shall  file  a  written  report 
containing  a  recommendation  concerning  the  disposition 
of  the  matter  with  the  Commission. 

If  after  review  of  such  report,  the  Commission  deter- 
mines that  probable  cause  does  not  exist  for  crediting  the 
allegations  of  the  complaint,  the  Commission  shall  issue 
and  transmit  to  the  complainant  and  the  respondent,  by 
hand  or  by  certified  mail  return  receipt  request,  an  order 
dismissing  the  allegations. 

If  the  Commission  shall  determine  after  such  investiga- 
tion or  review  that  probable  cause  exists  for  crediting  the 
allegations  of  the  complaint,  the  Commission  shall  order 
the  Executive  Director  to  immediately  endeavor  to  elimi- 
nate the  discriminatory  practice  complained  of  through 
persuasion,,  conciliation,  and  negotiation.  Nothing  said 
or  done  during  and  as  part  of  such  conciliation  efforts 
shall  be  made  public  or  used  as  evidence  in  a  subsequent 
proceeding  unless  each  of  the  interested  parties  agree 
thereto  in  writing. 

If  conciliation  succeeds,  the  terms  of  the  conciliation 
agreement  shall  be  reduced  to  writing  and  signed  by  or  on 
behalf  of  the  parties  and  the  Commission.  Conciliation 
agreement  may  be  made  public,  but  such  public  disclo- 
sure shall  not  reveal  the  identities  of  the  parties  involved, 
except  with  the  agreement  of  all  respondents. 

In  case  of  failure  to  reach  a  conciliation  agreement  to 
eliminate  a  discriminatory  practice  within  thirty  days  af- 
ter a  determination  of  probable  cause,  or  in  advance 
thereof  if  the  Commission  believe  the  circumstances  so 
warrant,  or  if  probable  cause  exists  that  a  conciliation 
agreement  has  been  violated,  the  Executive  Director 
shall  cause  to  be  issued  and  served  in  the  name  of  the 
Commission,  a  written  notice  together  with  a  copy  of 
such  complaint,  as  the  same  may  have  been  amended, 
requiring  the  respondent  to  answer  the  charges  of  such 
complaint  as  a  hearing  before  the  Commission,  at  a  time 
and  place  to  be  specified  in  such  notice.  The  respondent 
may  file  in  person  or  otherwise  a  verified  written  answer 
to  the  complaint  and  appear  as  such  a  hearing  in  person, 
with  or  without  counsel. 

The  Executive  Director  or  his  or  her  designee  shall 
present  evidence  at  the  hearing.  The  Commission  shall 
not  be  bound  by  the  strict  rules  of  evidence  prevailing  in 
courts  of  law.  The  testimony,  however,  shall  be  under 
oath  and  shall  be  transcribed  upon  the  request  of  either 
party.  Each  party  respondent  may  appear  at  such  hearing 
in  person  or  by  a  duly  authorized  representative.  Each 
party  may  present  testimony  and  evidence.  Each  party 
shall  have  the  right  to  cross-examine  adverse  witnesses. 

If  upon  all  the  evidence .  the  Commission  shall  find  that 
a  respondent  has  not  engaged  in  any  such  discriminatory 
practice  or  violation  of  a  conciliation  agreement,  the 
Commission  shall  issue  to  the  complainant  and  the  re- 
spondent, by  hand  or  by  certified  mail  return  receipt  re- 
quested, an  order  dismissing  the  complaint  as  to  such 
respondent. 

If  upon  all  the  evidence  presented  at  the  hearing,  the 
Commission  determined  that  a  respondent  has  engaged  in 
any  discriminatory  practice  as  defined  in  this  chapter  or 
has  violated  a  conciliation  agreement,  the  Commission 
shall  issue  an  order  stating  its  findings  of  fact  and  order 
for  resolving  the  complaint. 

The  Commission  shall  establish  rules  of  practice  to 
govern,  expedite  and  effectuate  the  foregoing  procedure 
and  its  own  actions  thereunder. 

If  a  finding  is  made  that  a  respondent  has  engaged  in  a 
discriminatory  practice  or  violated  a  conciliation  agree- 
ment, the  Commission  shall  make  a  written  report  of  its 
findings  and  recommendations  either  to  the  Mayor,  with 
a  copy  to  the  corporation  counsel,  on  any  matter  within 
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his  or  her  jurisdiction  for  review  and  implementation  or 
the  Massachusetts  Commission  Against  Discrimination 
on  any  matter  in  question,  and  in  all  cases,  urging  and 
using  its  best  efforts  to  bring  about  compliance  with  its 
order.  In  the  conduct  of  any  mediation,  investigation, 
hearing,  or  representation  of  any  conciliation,  com- 
plaint, the  Commission  may  call  upon  not  only  the  mem- 
ber and  staff  of  the  Commission,  but,  to  the  extent 
practicable,  any  city  department  or  agency. 

If  a  finding  is  made  that  a  respondent,  who  has  engaged 
in  a  discriminatory  practice  or  violation  of  a  conciliation 
agreement,  is  a  "City  Contractor"  or  subcontractor  per- 
forming under  municipally  assisted  contracts,  the  Mayor 
shall  cause  said  contract  or  subcontracts  to  be  immedi- 
ately reviewed  and  suspend  or  revoke  said  contract  ro 
contracts  or  otherwise  employ  all  available  means  to 
bring  the  contractor  or  subcontractor  into  immediate 
compliance. 

Any  person  aggrieved  by  a  finding  of  the  Commission 
is  entitled  to  reconsideration  upon  written  summary  and 
transcripts  by  the  full  Commission.  Written  request  for 
such  a  rehearing  must  be  filed  with  the  Commission 
within  seven  days  of  receipt  of  the  Commission's  written 
report.  Upon  receipt  of  a  request  for  reconsideration  the 
Commission  shall  notify  all  interested  parties  who  shall 
have  seven  days  to  submit  any  documents,  report  or  sum- 
mary to  the  Commission.  The  full  Commission  shall 
meet  in  executive  session  to  review  the  complaint,  sum- 
maries, written  reports,  transcripts  documents  or  other 
material,  within  fourteen  days  of  the  receipt  of  the  re- 
quest of  consideration. 

A  certified  copy  of  any  report,  finding  or  order  of  the 
Commission  may  be  admitted  as  evidence  in  any  court  of 
competent  jurisdiction . 
Section  1 .  Construction  of  Ordinance 

The  provisions  of  this  chapter  shall  be  construed  liber- 
ally for  the  accomplishment  of  the  purposes  hereof. 
Nothing  herein  shall  be  construed  to  limit  civil  rights 
granted  or  hereinafter  afforded  by  the  law  of  the  united 
States  government  or  of  the  Commonwealth. 
Section  3.  Effect  of  State  and  Federal  Laws 

Nothing  in  this  ordinance  shall  be  deemed  to  exempt  or 
relieve  any  person  from  any  liability,  duty,  penalty,  or 
punishment  provided  by  any  present  or  future  law  of  the 
Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts  or  the  United  States, 
other  than  any  such  law  which  purports  to  require  or  per- 
mit the  doing  of  any  act  which  would  be  unlawful  under 
this  ordinance. 

Any  remedies  provided  by  this  ordinance  shall  be  cu- 
mulative with  any  other  remedies  provided  by  state  or 
federal  law. 
Section  4.  Private  Right  of  Action 

Any  person  aggrieved  by  a  violation  of  this  ordinance 
may  seek  redress  (as  a  private  right  of  action)  in  any  court 
of  competent  jurisdiction,  irrespective  of  the  action,  in- 
action, findings  or  order  of  the  Commission. 
Section  5.  Severability 

If  any  provision  or  section  of  this  chapter  shall  be  held 
to  be  invalid  by  a  court  of  competent  jurisdication,  then 
such  provision  or  section  shall  be  considered  separately 
and  apart  from  the  remaining  provisions  of  sections  of 
this  ordinance,  which  shall  remain  in  full  force  and  ef- 
fect. 
Section  6.  Publication 

Notwithstanding  the  provisions  of  the  City  of  Boston 
Code,  Ordinances,  Title  2,  section  752,  this  ordinance 
shall  be  published  by  the  action  of  the  City  Council  in 
passing  the  same.

velopment bonds  and  it  appears  that  the  cost  of  the  Project 
or  such  portion  thereof  as  is  not  financed  through  other 
sources  may  be  financed  through  the  issue  of  industrial 
development  bonds  by  the  city,  acting  by  and  through  the 
Authority,  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  chapter  40D  of 
the  Massachuseets  General  Laws  (the  "Act");  and 

Whereas,  The  Project  is  located  in  a  predominantly 
commercial  area  for  which  a  Commercial  Area  Revital- 
ization  Plan  has  been  adopted  by  the  city  and  approved  by 
the  Secretary  of  Communities  and  Development  of  the 
Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts,  and  the  Project  is  con-

TO  REDEVELOP  PORTION  OF  BOSTON  ARMY 
BASE

I  transmit  herewith  and  recommend  that  you  approve  a 
proposed  City  Council  order  concerning  the  application 
to  the  U.S.  Department  of  Housing  and  Urban  Develop- 
ment (HUD)  for  an  Urban  Development  Action  Grant 
(UDAG)  of  $4,000,000  to  assist  the  redevelopment  of  a 
portion  of  the  Boston  Army  Base  in  South  Boston  as  the 
Boston  Design  Center. 

The  UDAG  funding,  which  is  made  possible  by  the 
proposed  order,  is  critical  to  the  success  of  the  project. 
The  Boston  Design  Center  of  550,000  square  feet  would 
house  manufacturing,  warehousing,  distribution,  display 
and  wholesale  showrooms  for  the  entire  spectrum  of  the 
furnishings  industry,  thereby  retaining  and  strengthening 
an  industry  in  the  city  whose  viability  is  currently  threat- 
ened. The  center  would  create  and  retain  over  1 ,700  jobs 
and  generate  $5  million  of  new  property  tax  revenue  to 
the  city  over  ten  years.  The  city  also  will  benefit  from 
receipt  of  $8  million  in  UDAG  principal  and  interest  re- 
payments over  fifteen  years  to  the  city's  Neighborhood 
Development  Fund. 

The  total  project  costs  of  approximately  $15.5  million 
are  proposed  to  be  financed  by  a  $10  million  conventional 
loan,  the  $4  million  of  UDAG  funds  as  a  loan  to  the  pro- 
ject through  EDIC/Boston,  with  the  remainder  of  the  pro- 
ject budget  to  be  provided  as  equity.  Additional  equity  of 
approximately  $4.2  million  will  fund  operating  losses 
and  debt  service  during  the  lease-up  period. 

Accompanying  the  proposed  City  Council  order  for  the 
UDAG  are  the  key  elements  of  the  UDAG  application 
which  serve  as  a  summary  for  your  review.  Copies  of  the 
formal  application  which  is  not  yet  complete,  will  be 
available  as  soon  as  it  is  finalized.  The  application  must 
be  submitted  to  HUD  by  the  deadline,  July  3 1 ,  1984.

I.  Description  of  the  Proposed  Project 
Introduction 

The  project  proposed  in  this  application  is  the  redevel- 
opment of  two  of  the  three  remaining  vacant  sections  of 
Building  1 14  at  former  Boston  Army  Base  for  use  as  a 
center  for  Boston's  furnishings  industry.  The  project  pro- 
poses the  total  renovation  of  550,000  square  feet  of  space 
contained  in  Sections  E  and  F  of  Building  1 14,  creation  of 
a  landscaped  parking  area  on  adjacent  land  for  some  350 
cars,  and  creation  of  an  additional  600-car,  parking  area 
within  the  Boston  Marine  Industrial  Park  (BMIP)  to  serve 
the  project  as  well  as  other  BMIP  tenants.  The  total  pro- 
ject cost  is  estimated  to  be  $15,500,000  of  which 
$4,000,000  will  be  funded  by  the  Urban  Development 
Action  Grant  (UDAG),  from  the  U.S.  Department  of 
Housing  and  Urban  Development  (HUD),  requested  in 
this  application.  The  sponsoring  agency  is  the  Economic 
Development  and  Industrial  Corporation  of  Boston 
(EDIC/Boston).  The  project  will  have  major  benefits  to 
the  city  and  an  industry  whose  viability  is  currently 
threatened. 

—  Creation  and  retention  of  some  1 ,700  jobs; 

—  Retention  and  strengthening  of  a  major  industry; 


—  $5  million  of  new  property  tax  revenues  over  ten 
years; 

—  $8  million  of  UDAG  repayments  of  principal  and 
interest  to  the  city's  Neighborhood  Development  Fund 
over  eighteen  years; 

—  $15.5  million  of  investment  in  the  Boston  Marine 
Industrial  Park  in  South  Boston,  including  considerable 
exterior  physical  improvements  and  amenities  which  will 
greatly  increase  the  BMIP's  ability  to  attract  and  retain 
other  industrial  users  in  the  city. 

Background 

EDIC/Boston  purchased  a  portion  of  the  surplus  Bos- 
ton Army  Base,  including  the  1.6  million  square  foot 
Building  1 14,  in  July,  1983.  Half  of  the  building  (Sections 
B,  C,  and  D)  has  been  redeveloped  by  EDIC  as  the  Indus- 
trial Center  for  a  variety  of  garment  industry  and  other 
industrial  users.  The  center  opened  in  December,  1983. 
The  other  half  (Sections  A,  E,  and  F)  is  currently  vacant. 
During  the  past  year  EDIC  has  sought  developer  interest 
in  these  remaining  sections,  consistent  with  EDIC's  and 
the  city's  objectives  to  redevelop  the  property  according 
to  its  best  use  while  meeting  the  needs  to  assist  Boston 
industry  and  create  jobs  benefiting  the  city's  residents. 

The  proposed  project,  the  Boston  Design  Center, 
presents  a  unique  opportunity  to  meet  these  objectives. 
The  Boston  Design  Center  would  house  the  entire  spec- 
trum of  the  furnishings  industry,  including  designers  and 
decorators.  Top  industry  firms  would  warehouse,  manu- 
facture, and  display  all  types  of  furnishings,  including 
commercial  and  residential  furniture,  floor  and  wall  cov- 
erings, upholstery,  lighting,  appliances,  and  gifts  and  ac- 
cessories for  the  home  and  workplace.  Products 
displayed  in  large  and  small  showrooms  would  attract 
wholesale  buyers  from  throughout  the  region.  Retail 
sales  would  be  limited  to  special  "warehouse  sale"  type 
events. 

Due  to  the  UDAG  assistance,  the  developer  would 
charge  market  rents  which  are  affordable  by  the  furnish- 
ings industry.  Proposed  rents  would  range  initially  from 
$3.50  per  square  foot  for  warehousing  and  manufactur- 
ing space  to  $5.50  for  office  and  showroom  space,  in- 
cluding taxes.  In  addition,  tenants  would  pay  100  percent 
of  other  operating  expenses,  estimated  at  $1.30  square 
foot.  These  rents  are  affordable  by  the  prospective  ten- 
ants and  less  than  rents  for  comparable  space  outside  the 
city.  Thus,  companies  would  have  a  financial  incentive  to 
remain  in  or  relocate  to  the  city. 
The  Furnishings  Industry 

Few  furnishings  industry  companies  continue  to  reside 
in  Boston.  Most  companies  can  no  longer  afford  to  keep 
their  facilities  in  the  central  business  district  due  to  ever- 
increasing  property  values  caused  by  office,  condomin- 
ium, and  new  retail  development.  This  trend  has  been 
particularly  noticeable  in  such  areas  as  the  Leather  Dis- 
trict and  North  Station.  The  Design  Center  would  be  an 
affordable  alternative  for  those  companies  still  in  Boston 
that  would  otherwise  close  or  move  to  the  suburbs.  Man- 
ufacturers who  are  now  making  a  comeback  in  special- 
ized areas  need  a  central  home  in  which  to  trade  ideas  and 
services,  and  to  display  their  products  to  a  larger  audi- 
ence. Warehousers  and  wholesalers  who  have  been 
pushed  into  the  suburbs  by  high  costs  would  be  attracted 
by  lower  rents  and  proximity  to  allied  firms;  this  repre- 
sents a  unique  opportunity  for  Boston  to  establish  a  center 
for  this  industry  and  to  recapture  jobs  previously  lost. 
The  Project  Site 

The  former  Boston  Army  Base  Building  1 14  and  adja- 
cent parcels,  acquired  by  EDIC  in  July,  1983,  are  located 
at  the  head  of  Boston  Harbor  Channel  on  the  northeastern 
side  of  Summer  Street  in  South  Boston.  The  property  is 
located  in  the  South  Boston  waterfront  area  of  the  city  and 
adjacent  to  EDIC's  140  acre  Boston  Marine  Industrial 
Park. 
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Building  1 14  contains  six  sections  of  equal  size  (Sec- 
tions A  through  F)  and  over  1 .6  million  square  feet.  Sec- 
tions B,  C,  and  D  have  been  renovated  by  EDIC  as  an 
industrial  center.  The  vacant  Sections  E  and  F,  containing 
550,000  square  feet,  are  to  be  the  project  site  along  with 
adjacent  land  parcels  totaling  131,000  square  feet  and  a 
238,900  square  foot  area  within  the  BMIP.  (See  Map) 

The  adjacent  land  parcels  (Parcels  1 13  and  1 14)  cur- 
rently contain  two  small  vacant  buildings  of  no  economic 
value.  Parcel  30  within  the  BMIP  currently  has  two  un- 
sound and  unsightly  structures.  These  four  structures 
would  be  demolished  in  order  to  accommodate  the  park- 
ing areas  required  for  the  project. 
Project  Activities  and  Participants 

1.  Lease  of  Site  by  EDIC 

In  order  to  facilitate  the  project,  EDIC  will  provide  a 
leasehold  interest  to  Richard  A.  Flier  Interests  (Flier),  or 
a  successor  limited  partnership  formed  by  Flier  to  accom- 
plish the  project,  in  the  existing  Building  1 14  Sections  E 
and  F  and  the  underlying  land,  and  in  the  adjoining  par- 
cels of  land  known  as  Parcels  1 13  and  134.  Flier  will  pay 
EDIC  basic  rent,  and  a  percentage  rent  equal  to  a  sched- 
uled percentage  of  Flier's  rental  income. 

2.  Rehabilitation  of  Sections  E  and  F 

Flier  will  undertake  compete  renovation  of  the  550,000 
square  foot  Sections  E  and  F  of  Building  1 14.  Improve- 
ments will  include  new  elevators,  new  electric,  plumb- 
ing, and  HVAC  systems  and  other  improvements  to  meet 
all  life  safety  and  building  codes.  An  attractive  new  fa- 
cade with  stairway  and  handicapped  entrances  will  be 
created  for  the  building .  The  exterior  of  Sections  E  and  F 
will  be  repainted. 

3 .  Creation  of  Parking  Areas 

Flier  will  construct  parking  areas,  landscaped  areas, 
sidewalks,  loading  areas,  utility  connections,  and  utili- 
ties on  the  property  as  required  or  desirable  for  the  De- 
sign Center,  including  demolition  of  the  existing 
dilapidated  structures  known  as  Buildings  113  and  134. 
Parking  for  approximately  350  cars  for  employees  and 
visitors  at  the  Design  Center,  would  be  accommodated  on 
these  parcels. 

Flier  will  also  construct  and  donate  to  EDIC  an  addi- 
tional parking  area  on  the  land  shown  as  Parcel  30  on  the 
attached  plan.  This  construction  will  include  the  demoli- 
tion of  the  existing  deteriorated  structures  known  as 
Buildings  30  and  48.  EDIC  will  operate  this  additional 
parking  lot  which  will  be  available  to  employees  and  visi- 
tors at  the  Design  Center  as  well  as  other  BMIP  tenants. 
Financing  the  Project 

Financing  for  the  Design  Center  would  consist  of  ap- 
proximately $10  million  in  conventional  loans,  $4  mil- 
lion from  an  Urban  Development  Action  Grant  Loan,  and 
$6  million  in  investor  equity  paid  in  over  eight  years.  The 
equity  contributions  would  be  used  to  repay  an  additional 
loan  of  $1 .6  million  for  construction  and  lease-up  period 
expenses,  with  the  balance  applied  to  debt  service  short- 
falls of  some  $4.2  million  during  the  eight-year  pay-in 
period.  The  conventional  and  UDAG  loans  would  be  se- 
cured by  first  and  second  mortgages  on  the  developer's 
leasehold  interest,  respectively.  The  UDAG  loan  would 
pay  no  interest  through  1988  (during  construction  and 
lease-up);  thereafter,  interest  would  step  up  annually  to  a 
market  rate.  The  developer  would  refinance  and  repay 
the  UDAG  loan  in  its  entirety  by  the  fifteenth  year. 
The  Developer 

The  Design  Center  would  be  developed  by  a  limited 
partnership  with  Richard  A.  Flier  as  managing  general 
partner.  Mr.  Flier  has  been  president  of  Richard  A.  Flier 
Interests  since  1974,  prior  to  which  time  he  was  director 
of  retail  leasing  for  Spaulding  and  Slye  Corporation. 
Since  founding  Flier  Interests,  Mr.  Flier  has  been  in- 
volved in  marketing  and  developing  a  number  of  proper- 
ties both  locally  and  nationally.  Among  these  projects 
have  been  the  leasing  and  revitalization  of  the  250,000 
square  foot  Paine  Building  in  Park  Square,  the  marketing 


of  the  $50  million  Four  Seasons  Condominium  project  in 
Park  Square,  and  the  development  of  TampaShare,  a  fu- 
ture $200  million  mixed-use  project  in  Tampa,  Florida. 
Benefits  of  the  Project 
Job  Benefits 

The  Design  Center  project  would  directly  retain  or  cre- 
ate some  1,700  permanent  jobs.  These  jobs  would  be 
available  to  city  residents  and  to  both  skilled  and  un- 
skilled workers.  Entry-level  jobs  would  be  available  in 
sales,  warehousing,  and  clerical  positions;  companies 
would  also  require  skilled  managers,  craftsman,  produc- 
tion workers,  and  designers.  The  developer  has  agreed  to 
comply  with  and  actively  support  the  city's  resident  hir- 
ing program. 

Construction  of  the  center  would  generate  the  equiva- 
lent of  215  full-time,  construction  jobs.  Beginning  in 
1986,  approximately  425  permanent  jobs  would  be  cre- 
ated at  the  Design  Center  during  each  year  of  the  four- 
year,  lease-up  period.  Upon  full  lease-up,  approximately 
820  people  would  be  employed  in  retail  and  administra- 
tive jobs  by  designers  and  wholesalers;  manufacturers 
and  workshops  would  employ  an  additional  640  people; 
and  warehouse  operations  would  directly  employ  280. 
Benefits  to  the  City 

In  addition  to  the  jobs  benefits  described  above  and  the 
retention  of  an  industry  that  would  otherwise  leave  Bos- 
ton, the  city  would  receive  substantial  financial  benefits 
from  the  Design  Center.  The  city  would  receive  in  lieu  of 
tax  payments ,  under  an  agreement  between  EDIC  and  the 
city,  equal  to  20  percent  of  rents  received  by  the  devel- 
oper. By  1989,  these  payments  are  projected  to  be  nearly 
$500,000  a  year;  over  the  first  ten  years  of  the  project,  the 
city  would  receive  approximately  $5  million  from  a  prop- 
erty that  has  never  generated  tax  revenue.  The  city  would 
also  receive  principal  and  interest  on  the  UDAG  loan 
amounting  to  some  $8  million  over  fifteen  years. 

An  order  approving  application  by  the  city  to  the  U.S. 
Department  of  Housing  and  Urban  Development  for  an 
Urban  Development  Action  Grant  to  assist  in  the  redevel- 
opment of  Sections  E  and  F  of  Building  1 14  and  certain 
adjacent  land,  all  of  which  is  located  at  the  former  Boston 
Army  Base  and  Boston  Marine  Industrial  Park  in  South 
Boston. 

Whereas,  The  Housing  and  Urban  Development  Act  of 
1974  contains  provisions  for  funding  of  urban  develop- 
ment programs  under  the  Urban  Development  Action 
Grant  Program;  and 

Whereas,  The  Economic  Development  and  Industrial 
Corporation  of  Boston,  acting  on  behalf  of  the  City  of 
Boston,  requires  funding  in  the  amount  of  $4,000,000 
loan  to  assist  in  the  development  of  Section  E  and  F  of 
Building  1 14  as  a  center  for  the  commercial  and  home 
furnishing  industry;  now,  therefore,  be  it 

Ordered,  That  the  Mayor,  acting  on  behalf  of  the  City 
of  Boston,  be.  and  hereby  is,  authorized  to  apply  for  fi- 
nancial assistance  from  the  U .  S .  Department  of  Housing 
and  Urban  Development  under  the  Urban  Development 
Action  Grant  Program  of  section  1 19  of  the  Housing  and 
Community  Development  Act  of  1974  (PL.  93-383.  as 
amended)  in  the  amount  of  $4,000,000,  and  in  connec- 
tion therewith  to  execute  and  deliver  such  documents  as 
may  be  required  by  the  federal  government  and  to  act  as 
the  authorized  representative  of  the  City  of  Boston  in  con- 
nection with  said  application,  and  pursuant  to  G.L.  c.  44, 
section  53A,  to  expend  such  funds  as  may  be  granted 
upon  said  application  as  a  loan  to  assist  in  the  redevelop- 
ment of  Section  Eand  F  of  Building  1 14  and  certain  adja- 
cent land  and  for  such  other  purposes  for  which  they  are 
granted.

Larkin  Realty  Trust  proposes  to  purchase  an  industrial 
facility  at  294-300  Freeport  Street  in  Dorchester  for  use 
by  James  E.  Larkin,  Inc.,  and  a  tenant  to  be  identified. 
Larkin  provides  storage  and  distribution  of  construction- 
related  goods  for  contractors.  Larkin  currently  employs 
six  people,  all  of  whom  are  Boston  Residents.  It  is  ex- 
pects to  add  six  new  jobs  within  the  next  two  years.

An  Ordinance  Appropriating  Funds  to  the  Neighborhood 

Housing  Trust  Fund 
Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  Boston,  as  follows: 

City  of  Boston  Code,  Ordinances,  Title  10,  is  hereby 
amended  by  adding  the  following  new  sections; 
Section  200.  Definitions 

"City,"  shall  mean  the  City  of  Boston,  Massachusetts. 

"Low-  or  moderate-income  residents  of  the  City  of 
Boston,"  shall  mean  persons  of  families  residing  in  the 
City  of  Boston  whose  total  annual  income  does  not  ex- 
ceed 80  percent  of  the  median  income  for  the  Boston  area 
as  set  forth  in  regulations  promulgated  from  time  to  time 
by  the  United  States  Department  of  Housing  and  Urban 
Development  pursuant  to  the  Housing  and  Community 
Development  Act  of  1974,  an  amended,  or  any  compara- 
ble substitute  definition  of  "low-  or  moderate-income 
residents  of  the  City  of  Boston"  adopted  from  time  to 
time  by  the  trustees  of  the  Neighborhood  Housing  Trust 
Fund. 
Section  201.  Findings 

It  is  hereby  found  that  as  a  result  of  the  continuing  in- 
creases in  the  cost  of  construction  or  rehabilitation,  mu- 
nicipal taxes,  heating  and  electricity  expenses, 
maintenance  and  repair  expenses,  and  the  cost  of  land, 
low-  or  moderate-income  residents  of  the  City  of  Boston, 
including  areas  which  contained  formerly  stable  neigh- 
borhoods, are  unable  to  rent,  purchase,  rehabilitate,  and 
maintain  decent,  safe,  and  sanitary  housing.  The  inability 
of  such  residents  to  rent,  purchase,  rehabilitate,  and 
maintain  housing  in  the  city  results  in  the  decline  of  new 
housing  and  in  the  decay  of  the  existing  housing  stock  and 
of  existing  neighborhoods  with  attendant  increases  in 
municipal  costs  for  police  and  fire  protection  and  other 
municipal  services  and  facilities.  The  decline  in  new 
housing,  together  with  the  decay  of  existing  housing 
stock,  has  produced  a  critical  shortage  of  adequate  hous- 
ing in  the  city,  which  adversely  affects  the  economy  of  the 
city  and  the  well-being  of  its  residents.  The  development 
of  Boston's  central  business  district  will  have  the  direct  or 
indirect  effect  of  dramatically  increasing  employment 
opportunities  in  the  city,  with  Boston  residents  expected 
to  fill  35  percent  of  such  employment  opportunities,  as  set 
forth  in  the  Boston  Redevelopment  Authority  Report  en- 
titled "Boston's  protective  Development  and  the  Linkage 
to  Housing  Needs."  Without  the  contemporaneous  crea- 
tion of  housing  contemplated  by  this  ordinance,  the  criti- 
cal shortage  of  adequate  housing  in  the  city  will  be 
exacerbated.  Private  enterprise  without  the  assistance 
contemplated  by  this  ordinance  cannot  adequately 
achieve  the  construction  or  rehabilitation  of  housing  for 
low-  moderate-income  residents  of  the  City  of  Boston, 
and  the  alternative  of  forcing  such  residents  to  live  in  sub- 
standard housing  is  undesirable  since  it  tends  to  decrease 
the  interest  of  such  residents  in  their  neighborhoods,  the 
maintenance  of  their  property,  and  the  preservation  of 
their  neighborhoods. 

A  large  and  significant  number  of  low-  or  moderate- 
income  residents  of  the  City  of  Boston  have  and  will  be 
subject  to  hardship  in  finding  decent,  safe,  and  sanitary 
housing,  unless  new  housing  is  constructed  and  existing 
housing,  where  appropriate,  is  rehabilitated.  Unless  the 
city's  housing  supply  and  the  ability  or  low-  or  moderate- 
income  residents  of  the  City  of  Boston  to  rent,  purchase, 
rehabilitate,  and  maintain  decent,  safe  and  sanitary  hous- 
ing is  increased  significantly  and  expeditiously,  a  large 
number  of  such  residents  will  be  compelled  to  live  in  un- 
sanitary, overcrowded ,  and  unsafe  conditions  to  the  detri- 
ment of  the  health,  welfare,  and  well-being  of  these 
residents  and  of  the  entire  city.  By  increasing  the  city's 
housing  supply  and  the  ability  of  low-  or  moderate-in- 
come residents  of  the  City  of  Boston  to  rent,  purchase, 
rehabilitate,  and  maintain  decent,  safe,  and  sanitary 
housing,  theclearance,  replanning,  development,  and  re- 


development of  blighted  areas  will  be  aided,  and  the  criti- 
cal shortage  of  adequate  housing  will  be  ameliorated. 

It  is  hereby  found  that  a  major  cause  of  this  housing 
crisis  is  the  lack  of  funds  to  construct  new  housing  and  to 
rehabilitate  existing  housing  which  low-  or  moderate-in- 
come residents  of  the  City  of  Boston  are  able  to  afford  to 
rent,  purchase,  rehabilitate,  and  maintain  in  a  decent, 
safe,  and  sanitary  manner. 

It  is  hereby  further  found  that  to  aid  in  remedying  these 
conditions,  to  promote  the  expansion  of  the  supply  of 
funds  available  for  the  construction  of  new  housing  and 
the  rehabilitation  of  existing  housing  for  low-  or  moder- 
ate-income residents  of  the  City  of  Boston,  and  thereby 
help  alleviate  the  shortage  of  adequate  housing  and  help 
stimulate  the  investment  of  private  capital,  appropria- 
tions shall  be  made  from  the  general  fund  to  the  Neigh- 
borhood Housing  Trust  Fund  for  the  sole  purpose  of 
financing  the  construction,  rehabilitation,  management 
and  operation,  and  providing  rent  subsidy  of,  housing  for 
low-  and  moderate-income  residents  of  the  City  of  Bos- 
ton, including  without  limitation  the  acquisition  of  real 
property  to  construct  such  housing  thereupon. 

Jt  is  hereby  further  found  that  the  authority  and  powers 
conferred  under  this  ordinance  and  the  expenditure  of 
public  money  pursuant  hereto  constitutes  a  serving  of  a 
valid  public  purpose  and  that  the  enactment  of  the  provi- 
sions hereinafter  set  forth  is  in  the  public  interest. 
Section  202.  Statement  of  Purposes 

The  purposes  of  this  ordinance  is  to  promote  the  public 
health,  safety,  convenience,  and  welfare;  to  prevent  over- 
crowding and  deterioration  of  existing  housing;  to  pre- 
serve and  increase  the  city's  housing  amenities;  to 
facilitate  the  adequate  provision  of  the  public  require- 
ment for  low-  and  moderate-income  housing;  and  to  es- 
tablish a  balance  between  new,  large-scale  real  estate 
development  and  the  low-  and  moderate-income  housing 
needs  of  the  City  of  Boston;  which  serves  a  valid  public 
purpose  and  is  in  the  public  interest. 
Section  203.  Appropriation  for  Housing 

A.  An  appropriation  shall  be  made  annually  from  the 
federal  fund  to  the  Neighborhood  Housing  Trust  Fund  of 
all  funds  received  in  connection  with  any  development 
impact  project  pursuant  to  and  as  defined  by  the  Boston 
Zoning  Code  and  from  any  so-called  "linkage"  program; 
and  proceeds  not  to  exceed  $10  million  from  the  disposi- 
tion of  city-owned  parking  garages  disposed  of  as  surplus 
property  during  each  fiscal  year,  which  are  in  excess  of 
the  amount  which  must  be  expended  for  the  purposes  for 
which  the  city  is  authorized  to  incur  debt  for  a  period  of 
ten  years  or  more  as  required  by  chapter  486  of  the  Acts 
of  1909,  as  amended  by  chapter  642  of  the  Acts  of  1966 
and  chapter  190  of  the  Acts  of  1982,  and  the  amount  of 
debt  services  related  to  said  parking  garages  which  is 
payable  during  the  fiscal  year  in  which  the  appropriation 
is  made. 

B .  The  Neighborhood  Housing  Trust  Fund  may  receive 
and  accept  directly  all  property,  whether  real  or  personal, 
from  any  person,  firm,  trust,  corportation  or  entity. 
Section  204.  Publication. 

Notwithstanding  the  provisions  of  City  of  Boston 
Code,  Ordinances,  Title  2,  section  752,  this  ordinance 
shall  be  published  by  the  action  of  the  City  Council  in 
passing  the  same.

Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  Boston,  as  follows: 
Section  1 .  City  of  Boston  Code,  Ordinances,  Title  12, 
is  hereby  amended  by  adding  the  following  new  sec- 
tion. 

Section  105.  There  shall  be  in  the  city,  within  the 
Commission  on  Affairs  of  the  Elderly,  a  program 
known  as  the  Home  Repair  Program  for  Seniors, 
which  shall  be  administered  by  the  Commission. 
Said  program  shall  facilitate  repairs  which  are  non- 
structural in  nature  to  homes  owned  and  occupied  by 


elderly  persons,  and  to  units  rented  by  elderly  per- 
sons in  buildings  of  four  or  fewer  units.  The  Com- 
missioner shall  make  every  effort  to  utilize  technical 
and  vocational  students  from  the  Boston  Public 
School  system  to  make  such  repairs.  The  Commis- 
sioner shall  coordinate  funding  for  the  program  from 
federal ,  state  and  private  sources  and  shall  work  with 
private,  nonprofit  agencies  which  conduct  similar 
programs  to  ensure  that  such  work  is  fairly  and  equi- 
tably performed  on  a  city-wide  basis.

An  Ordinance  Regulating  Certain  Residential  Rents, 

Eviction,  and  Removal. 
Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  Boston,  in  accord- 
ance with  the  provisions  of  Massachusetts  General 
Laws,  chapter  43B,  section  13,  and  any  other  appli- 
cable law  as  follows: 

Section  1 .  Whereas,  a  serious  public  emergency  exists 
with  respect  to  the  housing  of  a  substantial  number  of  citi- 
zens of  Boston;  and 

Whereas,  The  deterioration  and  demolition  of  existing 
housing,  the  abandonment  of  such  housing,  the  removal 
of  a  substantial  number  of  rental  units  due  to  factors  such 
as  condominium  conversion ,  cooperative  conversion  and 
institutional  expansion,  as  well  as  an  insufficient  supply 
of  new  housing  have  resulted  in  a  substantial  and  critical 
shortage  of  safe,  decent  and  reasonably  priced  rental 
housing  units;  and 

Whereas,  This  emergency  cannot  be  dealt  with  effec- 
tively by  the  ordinary  operation  of  the  private  rental  hous- 
ing market;  and 

Whereas,  Chapter  1  of  the  Ordinances  of  1983,  as 
amended,  which  established  a  limited  system  of  protec- 
tion including  rent  grievance,  condominium  and  cooper- 
ative conversion  eviction  notices,  and  rent  control  for  the 
approximately  20,000  rental  housing  units  occupied  by 
pre- 1976  tenants,  has  been  substantially  ineffective  in 
dealing  with  the  emergency;  and 

Whereas,  The  emergency  has  been  exacerbated  by  va- 
cancy decontrol  and  the  removal  of  a  substantial  number 
of  rential  housing  units  from  the  housing  market  due  to 
condominium  and  cooperative  conversion,  institutional 
expansion,  demolition  and  abandonment  among  other 
causes.  As  a  result  more  than  14,000  rental  housing  units, 
amounting  to  a  significant  percentage  of  the  rental  hous- 
ing stock  of  the  City  of  Boston,  have  been  removed  from 
the  housing  market  since  1971;  and

Whereas,  In  order  to  effectively  assist  low-  or  moder- 
ate-income, elderly,  handicapped,  or  non-English  speak- 
ing landlords  and  tenants  as  well  as  landlords  who  own  or 
operate  a  small  number  of  rental  housing  units  in  under- 
standing and  pursuing  their  rights  and  responsibilities  un- 
der this  ordinance,  it  is  necessary  to  establish  a 
Landlord-Tenant  Assistance  Bureau;  and 

Whereas,  In  order  to  effectively  and  efficiently  admin- 
ister the  regulation  of  rents,  evictions,  and  removals 
through  such  means  as  a  computerized  record-keeping 
system,  the  Landlord-Tenant  Assistance  Bureau,  and  a 
fully  staffed  agency,  it  is  necessary  to  impose  a  fair  and 
reasonable  system  of  annual  fees.  Such  fees  shall  be  used 
exclusively  for  funding  the  operation  of  the  agency  and 
shall  be  paid  by  the  landlords  who  may  fully  recoup  the 
fees  from  the  tenants  receiving  the  protections  under  the 
ordinance;  and 

Whereas,  Unless  residential  rents  are  regulated  and 
controlled  so  that  rents  will  not  be  increased  unreason- 
ably while  allowing  landlords  a  fair  net  operating  income 
from  their  rental  housing  units;  and  unless  evictions  of 
tenants  are  regulated  and  controlled;  and  unless  removals 
of  rental  housing  units  are  regulated;  such  emergency  and 
the  inflationary  pressure  resulting  therefrom  will  pro- 
duce serious  threats  to  the  public  health,  safety  and  gen- 
eral welfare  of  the  citizens  of  Boston,  especially  those  of 
low  or  moderate  income;  and  elderly  persons  on  fixed 
incomes. 

Now,  therefore,  pursuant  to  the  authority  vested  in  it 
by  law,  including  without  limitation,  Article  2,  as 
amended,  and  Article  47  of  the  Amendments  to  the  Con- 
stitution of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts  and 
chapter  797  of  the  Acts  of  1969,  as  amended  by  chapter 
863  of  the  Acts  of  1970  and  by  chapter  843  of  the  Acts  of 
1971 ,  and  chapter  222  of  the  Acts  of  1949,  be  it  ordained 
by  the  City  Council  of  the  City  of  Boston  in  accordance 
with  the  provisions  of  Massachusetts  General  Law  chap- 
ter 43B,  section  13,  and  any  other  applicable  law,  be  it 
ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  Boston  as  follows: 

City  of  Boston  Code,  Ordinances,  Title  10  is  hereby 
amended  by  inserting  the  following  new  chapter: 
Chapter  2.  Regulating  Certain  Residential  Rents,  Evic- 
tions, and  Removals 

Section  50.  Definitions 

When  used  in  this  ordinance,  unless  the  context  other- 
wise requires,  the  following  terms  shall  have  the  follow- 
ing meanings: 

A.  Board:  The  Rent  Board  established  by  section  2  of 
this  ordinance. 

B.  Capital  Improvement:  Any  reasonably  necessary 
rehabilitation,  addition  or  improvement  which  apprecia- 
bly adds  to  the  value  of  the  property  or  prolongs  its  life,  or 
both,  but  not  including  ordinary  repairs  and  maintenance 
or  the  costs  related  directly  or  indirectly  to  condominium 
or  cooperative  conversion. 

C.  CapitaL  Repairs:  Substantial  renewal,  restoration 
or  renovation  as  distinguished  from  ordinary  repairs  in- 
cluding, but  not  limited  to  painting,  roof  repairs  and  any 
other  significant  replacement  or  repairs  and  not  including 
the  costs  related  directly  or  indirectly  to  condominium  ro 
cooperative  conversion. 

D.  Chapter  1:  Chapter  1  of  the  Ordinance  of  1983,  as 
amended. 

E.  City:  City  of  Boston. 

F.  Class  or  Subclass  of  Units:  All  units  within  the  city 
or  any  category  of  such  units  based  on  size,  age,  con- 
struction, rent,  location  or  other  common  characteristics. 
Units  may  also  be  classified  by  consideration  of  the  age, 
economic  status  or  other  common  characteristics  of  the 
tenant  occupying  a  unit. 

G.  Class  A  Units:  Units  as  defined  in  section  3(B)  of 
this  ordinance. 

H.  Class  B  Units:  Units  as  defined  in  Section  3(C)  of 
this  ordinance. 


I.  Condominium  or  Cooperative  Conversion:  Any  act 
by  a  landlord  designed  to  change  or  further  the  change  or 
a  rental  housing  unit  into  a  condominium  unit  or  coopera- 
tive unit. 

J.  Condominium  Unit:  A  unit  of  a  condominium  as  that 
term  is  defined  in  chapter  183  A  of  the  General  Laws. 

K.  Consumer  Price  Index:  The  Consumer  Price  Index 
for  all  urban  consumers  for  the  Boston  SMSA  as  pub- 
lished by  the  United  States  Department  of  Labor,  Bureau 
of  Labor  Statistics. 

L.  Cooperative  Unit:  A  dwelling  unit  contained  in  a 
housing  cooperative  as  defined  in  chapter  156B,  157,  or 
157B  of  the  General  Laws. 

M.  Elderly  Tenant:  A  tenant  who  is  at  least  sixty -two 
years  of  age  as  of  the  date  of  the  filing  of  an  application  for 
a  removal  permit. 

N.  Executive  Director:  The  Executive  Director  of  the 
Board  as  appointed  by  the  Board  with  the  approval  of  the 
Mayor.  The  Executive  Director  shall  have  the  powers  and 
perform  the  duties  of  a  department  head  regarding  the 
appointment,  supervision,  discharge,  compensation  and 
indemnification  of  employees  of  the  agency  and  will  ex- 
ercise the  regular  and  customary  functions  of  manage- 
ment. 

O.  General  Laws:  The  General  Laws  of  the  Common- 
wealth of  Massachusetts. 

P.  Handicapped  Tenant:  A  tenant  who  is  physically 
handicapped  as  defined  by  section  13A  of  chapter  22  of 
the  General  Laws  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachu- 
setts or  mentally  handicapped  as  defined  by  29  U.S.C. 
section  706(7)(b)  as  of  the  date  of  the  filing  of  an  applica- 
tion for  a  removal  permit. 

Q.  Hotels,  Motels,  Inns:  Buildings  which  meet  the  cus- 
tomary legal  characteristics  of  hotels,  motels,  and  inns 
except  that  when  a  majority  of  occupied  dwelling  units  in 
such  buildings  are  occupied  by  persons  as  their  primary 
residence  for  more  than  three  consecutive  months,  such 
units  shall  not  be  included  in  this  definition. 

R.  Housing  Accommodations:  Units  as  defined  in  sec- 
tion 3(A)  of  this  ordinance. 

S.  Housing  Services:  Services  or  facilities  provided  by 
a  landlord  or  required  by  law  or  by  the  terms  of  a  rental 
housing  agreement  to  be  provided  by  a  landlord  to  a  ten- 
ant in  connection  with  the  use  and  occupancy  of  any  unit, 
including  without  limitation:  services,  furniture,  furnish- 
ings, and  equipment;  repairs;  decorating  and  mainte- 
nance; provision  of  light,  heat,  hot  water,  cold  water, 
telephone,  and  elevator  services;  kitchen,  bath,  and  laun- 
dry facilities  and  privileges;  use  of  halls,  corridors, 
stairs,  common  rooms,  yard  and  other  common  areas; 
maid  service,  janitor  service,  removal  of  refuse,  parking 
facilities,  and  any  other  benefit,  privilege  or  facility. 
Housing  services  to  a  unit  shall  include  a  proportionate 
share  of  services  provided  to  common  facilities  of  the 
building  in  which  the  unit  is  contained. 

T  Landlord:  The  individual  who  holds  title  to  any  unit 
in  any  manner  including,  but  not  limited  to.  a  partner- 
ship, corporation,  or  trust.  For  purposes  of  this  ordinance 
the  rights  and  duties  of  the  landlord  hereunder  shall  be  the 
obligation  of  anyone  who  manages,  controls,  or  custom- 
arily accepts  rent  on  behalf  of  the  landlord  or  any  agent  of 
such  individual  or  landlord. 

U.  Landlord  Tenant  Assistance  Bureau:  The  Bureau  es- 
tablished under  section  4  of  this  ordinance. 

V.  Low-  or  moderate-income  tenant:  A  tenant  or 
groups  of  tenants,  all  of  whom  occupy  the  same  dwelling 
unit,  whose  total  income  for  the  twelve  months  immedi- 
ately preceding  the  date  of  the  filing  of  an  application  for 
a  removal  permit  is  not  more  than  80  percent  of  the  me- 
dian income  for  the  area  as  set  forth  in  regulations 
promulgated  from  time  to  time  by  the  United  States  De- 
partment of  Housing  and  Urban  Development  pursuant  to 
section  8  of  the  Housing  Act  of  1937,  as  amended  by  the 
Housing  and  Community  development  Act  of  1974,  and 
calculated  pursuant  to  said  regulations. 
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W.  Operating  and  Maintenance  Expenses:  The  reason- 
able and  necessary  expenses  to  a  landlord  for  providing 
housing  services  to  a  tenant,  including,  but  not  limited  to, 
maintenance,  repair,  management  fee,  real  estate  bro- 
ker's commission,  insurance,  utilities  included  with  the 
rent,  but  not  including  mortgage  interest  and  amortiza- 
tion, and  allowance  for  obsolescence  or  depreciation  or 
the  costs  related  directly  or  indirectly  to  condominium  or 
cooperative  conversion. 

X.  Removal  Permit:  The  permit  required  to  remove  a 
unit  from  rental  housing  use  under  section  14  of  this  ordi- 
nance. 

Y.  Rent:  The  consideration,  including  any  bonus,  ben- 
efit, gratuity,  or  charge  contingent  or  otherwise,  de- 
manded or  received  for,  or  in  connection  with,  the  use  or 
occupancy  of  a  unit  for  housing  services  or  for  the  trans- 
fer of  a  lease  of  a  unit.  For  purposes  of  this  ordinance  and 
any  other  applicable  laws,  the  annual  fee  as  required  un- 
der section  5  shall  not  be  deemed  rent. 

Z.  Rental  Housing  Agreement:  An  agreement,  verbal, 
written,  or  implied  between  a  landlord  and  a  tenant  for 
use  and  occupancy  of  a  unit  and  for  related  housing  ser- 
vices. 

AA.  Section:  A  section  of  this  ordinance. 

BB.  Tenant:  A  tenant,  subtenant,  lessee,  sublessee,  or 
other  person,  entitled  under  the  terms  of  a  rental  housing 
agreement  to  the  use  and  occupancy  of  any  unit  excluding 
transient  guests  on  occupancy  for  less  than  fourteen  con- 
secutive days. 

CC.  Unit.  A  unit  or  units  as  defined  in  section  3(A)  of 
this  ordinance. 

Section  5 1 .  Rent  Board 

A.  Composition 

There  shall  be  in  the  city  a  board  known  as  the  Rent 
Board,  consisting  of  five  residents  of  the  city  appointed 
by  the  Mayor,  including  one  tenant  of  a  rental  dwelling 
unit  who  owns  no  rental  dwelling  units;  one  landlord  who 
owns  or  manages  at  least  twenty  rental  dwelling  units  in 
the  city;  and  three  members  representing  the  public  inter- 
est, none  of  whom  may  own  or  manage  more  than  three 
rental  dwelling  units  in  the  city.  The  Executive  Director, 
with  the  approval  of  the  Mayor,  may  serve  as  a  member  of 
the  Board.  Members  of  the  Board  shall  be  appointed  for  a 
term  expiring  on  the  first  Monday  of  the  January  follow- 
ing the  next  biennial  municipal  election  at  which  a  Mayor 
is  elected.  The  Executive  Director,  if  a  member  of  the 
Board,  shall  not  serve  as  chairperson  of  the  Board.  The 
Board  shall  elect  one  of  its  members  as  chairperson  to 
serve  in  that  capacity  for  a  term  of  one  year.  Vacancies 
shall  be  filled  by  the  Mayor  for  the  unexpired  term.  The 
Mayor  may  remove  any  member  of  the  Board  in  accordL 
ance  with  the  provisions  of  the  City  of  Boston  Code,  Stat- 
utes, Title  5,  section  107. 

B.  Compensation 

Each  member  of  the  Board  shall  receive  compensation 
for  actual  service  in  the  amount  of  fifteen  dollars  per  hour 
or  part  thereof.  The  Executive  Director  shall  not  receive 
any  additional  compensation  for  duties  performed  as  a 
member  of  the  Board,  beyond  the  Executive  Director's 
salary.  Members  of  the  Board,  other  than  the  Executive 
Director,  are  hereby  classified  as  special  municipal  em- 
ployees for  the  purposes  of  chapter  268A  of  the  General 
Laws. 

C.  Power  and  Duties 

The  Board  shall  have  and  shall  exercise  all  powers  nec- 
essary and  convenient  to  the  accomplishment  of  the  pur- 
poses of  this  ordinance  and  in  furtherance  of  its 
provisions.  Such  powers  of  the  Board  shall  include,  but 
not  be  limited  to,  the  power  to  promulgate  policies,  rules, 
rulings  and  regulations,  and  to  issue,  modify  or  rescind 
orders  regarding  any  and  all  rent,  eviction,  exemption, 
registration  or  permit  matters,  or  any  other  matter  which 
falls  within  the  scope  of  the  ordinance.  The  Board  shall 


hire  the  Executive  Director  with  the  approval  of  the 
Mayor. 
In  addition,  the  Board  may,  in  its  discretion: 

1 .  Bring  administrative,  civil  and  criminal  actions 
as  deemed  necessary  to  enforce  the  provisions  of 
this  ordinance;  and 

2.  Refer  any  appropriate  matter  to  the  Assessing, 
Fire,  Inspectional  Services  or  other  appropriate 
departments;  and 

3.  At  the  request  of  the  landlord,  render  a  binding 
advisory  opinion  as  to  the  permissible  impact  on 
the  rents  of  a  proposed  capital  improvement. 

D.  Studies,  Information,  Investigations,  and  Reports 

The  Board  may  make  such  studies  and  investigations, 
conduct  such  hearings,  and  obtain  such  information  as  is 
deemed  necessary  in  promulgating  any  regulation,  rule 
or  order  under  this  ordinance  or  in  administering  and  en- 
forcing this  ordinance  and  regulations  and  orders 
promulgated  hereunder. 

For  the  foregoing  purposes,  a  person  may  be  sum- 
moned to  attend  and  testify,  and  to  produce  books  and 
documents ,  and  prepare  in  like  manner  as  he  may  be  sum- 
moned to  attend  as  a  witness  before  a  court  and  before  the 
City  Council  under  section  8  of  chapter  233  of  the  Gen- 
eral Laws.  Any  person  who  rents  or  offers  for  rent  or  acts 
as  broker  or  agent  for  the  rental  of  any  units  may  be  re- 
quired to  furnish  under  oath  any  information  required  by 
the  Board,  and  to  produce  records  and  other  documents 
and  make  reports.  Such  persons  shall  have  the  right  to  be 
represented  by  counsel,  and  a  transcript  shall  be  taken  of 
all  testimony  and  such  person  shall  have  the  right  to  ex- 
amine said  transcript  at  reasonable  times  and  places.  Sec- 
tion 10  of  chapter  233  of  the  General  Laws  shall  apply. 
The  Board  shall  recommend  for  adoption  such  amend- 
ments as  may  be  necessary  to  carry  out  the  purposes  of 
this  ordinance.  The  Board,  unless  otherwise  prescribed 
by  law,  shall  have  the  power  to  make  such  studies  and  to 
obtain  such  necessary  information  regarding  all  units  in 
the  city  in  order  to  carry  out  the  purposes  and  provisions 
of  this  ordinance  and  to  make  informed  recommenda- 
tions for  amendments  to  this  ordinance. 
Section  52.  Board  Jurisdiction/Exemptions 

The  Board  shall  exercise  its  jurisdiction  over  all  Class 
A  and  Class  B  units  in  a  manner  and  as  defined  in  this 
section.  In  so  doing,  the  Board  may,  by  regulation,  estab- 
lish reasonable  standards  for  determining  the  exemption 
status  of  any  class  or  subclass  of  units  hereunder. 

A.  Units 

When  used  in  this  ordinance  the  term,  units,  shall  have 
the  following  meaning: 

Any  building,  structure  or  part  thereof  or  land  appur- 
tenant thereto,  or  any  real  or  personal  property,  rented 
or  offered  for  rent,  for  living  or  dwelling  purposes, 
within  the  city,  including  without  limitation  develop- 
ments, houses,  apartments,  rooming  or  boarding 
house  units,  vacant  units,  condominium  units,  cooper- 
ative units  and  other  properties  used  for  living  or  dwell- 
ing purposes,  together  with  all  services  connected  with 
the  use  or  occupancy  of  such  property. 

B.  Class  A  Units 

When  used  in  this  ordinance  the  term  Class  A  units, 
shall  mean  units  as  defined  in  section  3(A)  except  that  the 
following  units  shall  be  exempt  from  such  definition: 

1 .  units  in  any  building  or  structure  containing  no 
more  than  two  dwelling  units  provided  that,  two  or 
more  adjoining  buildings  or  structures  under  common 
legal  or  beneficial  ownership  shall  constitute  a  single 
building  or  structure  for  this  purpose;  and 

2.  units  in  any  building  or  structure  containing  no 
more  than  three  dwelling  units,  one  of  which  is  occu- 
pied by  the  owner  thereof  as  the  owner's  permanent  and 
principal  residence;  provided,  however,  that  two  or 
more  adjoining  buildings  or  structures  under  common 
legal  or  beneficial  ownership  shall  constitute  a  single 
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building  or  structure  for  this  purpose;  and  provided, 
further,  that  no  building  or  structure  shall  be  consid- 
ered occupied  by  the  owner  thereof  unless  all  beneficial 
owners  occupy  one  or  more  dwellings  units  therein  as 
their  permanent  and  principal  residence;  and 
3.  units  in  hotels,  motels,  inns;  and 
4.  units  which  the  United  States  or  the  Commonwealth 
of  Massachusetts  or  the  city  or  any  authority  created 
under  the  laws  thereof  owns; 

5.  units  which  the  United  States  or  the  Common- 
wealth of  Massachusetts  or  any  authority  created  under 
the  laws  thereof  either  operates,  or  finances  or  subsi- 
dizes or  insures  the  new  construction  or  substantial  re- 
habilitation mortgage  thereon,  or  regulates  the 
individual  rents  thereof;  except  that  units  which  are 
subsidized  under  sections  202 ,  22 1  (d)  or  236  of  the  Na- 
tional Housing  Act,  as  amended,  shall  not  be  exempted 
hereunder  from  the  definition  of  Class  A  units;  and 

6.  units  which  the  city  operates;  and 

7.  units  in  any  building  or  structure  in  which  the 
original  construction  or  conversion  from  non-housing 
to  housing  use  was  completed  after  December  1 , 1 968 , 
for  conventionally  financed  units  and  after  January  1 , 
1972,  with  respect  to  units  as  set  forth  in  section 
3(B)(5). 

8 .  units  in  any  building  or  structure  in  which  all  dwelling 
units  contained  therein  were  substantially  rehabili- 
tated, in  the  opinion  of  the  Board,  so  as  to  constitute  the 
equivalent  of  new  construction  after  December  1 , 
1968,  with  respect  to  conventionally  financed  units, 
and  after  January  1,  1972,  with  respect  to  units  as  set 
forth  in  section  3(B)(5); 

9.  units  in  rooming  or  boarding  houses  which  are 
occupied  in  the  majority  by  transient  guests  for  a  period 
of  less  than  fourteen  consecutive  days;  and 
10.  units  in  any  hospital,  convent,  monastery,  asy- 
lum, public  institution  or  college  of  school  dormitory 
operated  exclusively  for  charitable  or  educational  pur- 
poses; or  nursing  home  or  rest  home  or  charitable 
home  for  the  aged ,  not  organized  or  operated  for  profit . 

C.  Class  B  Units 

When  used  in  this  ordinance  the  term  Class  B  units, 
shall  mean  exempt  units  such  as  set  forth  in  subpara- 
graphs 5-10  of  section  3(B). 

D.  Coverage 

1 .  Removal  Permit  Coverage :  All  Class  A  and  Class  B 
units  are  subject  to  the  removal  permit  and  related  provi- 
sions of  this  ordinance. 

2.  Full  Coverage:  All  Class  A  units  are  subject  to  all 
the  provisions  of  this  ordinance. 

E.  Prior  Approval 

1.  Change  in  Exemption  Status:  Any  units  which  are 
subject  to  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance  as  of  the 
effective  date  shall  not  subsequently  be  exempted  from 
such  provisions  pursuant  to  subparagraphs  (1)-(10)  of 
section  3(B),  or  section  3(C),  until  the  landlord  obtains 
the  prior  approval  of  the  Board  for  such  exemption. 

2.  Board  Initiated  Exemption  Actions:  Upon  finding 
probable  cause,  the  Board  may  initiate  action  to  deter- 
mine the  scope  of  its  jurisdiction  under  any  provision  of 
this  ordinance.  Such  Board  initiated  actions  may  include, 
but  not  be  limited  to,  a  determination  of  the  validity  of  the 
exemption  status  of  a  housing  accommodation  under 
chapter  1  and  the  proper  scope,  if  any,  of  such  exemption 
under  this  ordinance. 

F.  Loss  of  Exemption  Status 

Any  units  which  are  exempt  from  any  provision  of  this 
ordinance,  shall  remainexempt  from  such  provision  only 
so  long  as  the  facts  and  circumstances  warranting  such 
exemption  continue  in  effect.  A  landlord  of  a  unit  which 
no  longer  meets  the  criteria  for  exemption  status  due  to  a 
change  in  facts  or  circumstances  shall  register  such  unit 
with  the  Board  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  sec- 
tion 6  and  any  applicable  regulations. 


G.  Hearings 

All  determinations  of  the  Board  under  this  section,  ex- 
cept for  probable  cause  findings,  shall  be  made  after  a 
public  hearing  conducted  in  accordance  with  the  provi- 
sions of  section  1 1  of  chapter  30A  of  the  General  Laws 
except  that  requirements  (7)  and  (8)  thereof  shall  not  ap- 
ply to  such  hearings. 
Section  53.  Landlord-Tenant  Assistance  Bureau 

There  shall  be  a  Landlord-Tenant  Assistance  Bureau 
adminisered  by  the  Executive  Director  for  the  purpose  of 
assisting  landlords  and  tenants  in  understanding  and  pur- 
suing their  rights  and  responsibilities  under  this  ordi- 
nance. To  carry  out  that  purpose,  the  Bureau  shall  engage 
in  activities  such  as  the  following:  assist  landlords  and 
tenants  in  filling  out  the  necessary  forms  to  pursue  their 
rights  and  fulfill  their  responsibilities  under  this  ordi- 
nance; provide  assistance  to  non-English-speaking  land- 
lords and  tenants;  prepare  and  distribute  informational 
materials  describing  landlord-tenant  rights  and  responsi- 
bilities under  this  ordinance  and  Board  policies  and  pro- 
cedures; hold  regular  informational  meetings  in 
neighborhoods  throughout  the  city  explaining  the  land- 
lord-tenant rights  and  responsibilities  and  Board  policies 
and  procedures;  and  engage  in  other  activities  that  shall 
further  the  purpose  of  the  Bureau.  The  Bureau  shall  carry 
out  these  activities  in  various  locations  and  at  various 
times  as  will  provide  accessibility  to  these  services  to 
both  landlords  and  tenants .  To  the  extent  possible ,  the  Bu- 
reau will  also  make  available  information  regarding  other 
programs  and  private  and  public  referrals,  whose  pur- 
pose is  to  provide  and  maintain  decent,  safe,  sanitary  and 
affordable  housing. 
Section  54.  Fees 

A.  Annual  Fees  for  Class  A  Units 

The  Board  shall  charge  every  landlord  of  a  Class  A  unit 
a  nonrefundable  annual  fee  for  each  such  unit.  Such  fee 
shall  be  established  by  the  Board  by  regulation  on  a  fiscal 
or  calendar  year  basis  and  shall  not  be  less  than  $12  nor 
more  than  $36  per  year  per  unit.  The  Board  may  establish 
a  fee  by  subclass  of  such  units.  Any  such  annual  fee  estab- 
lished by  the  Board  shall  apply  to  both  occupied  and  un- 
occupied units. 

B.  Annual  Fees  for  Class  B  Units 

The  Board  may  charge  every  landlord  of  a  Class  B  unit 
a  nonrefundable  annual  fee  for  such  unit.  Such  fee  shall 
be  established  by  the  Board  by  regulation  on  a  fiscal  or 
calendar  year  basis  and  shall  be  not  less  than  $0  nor  more 
than  $12  per  unit.  The  Board  may  establish  a  fee  by  sub- 
class of  such  units.  Any  such  annual  fee  established  by  the 
Board  shall  apply  to  both  occupied  and  unoccupied  units. 

C.  Payment  of  Fees 

The  annual  fee  shall  be  paid  to  the  City  of  Boston  by  the 
landlord.  The  Board  shall  establish  by  regulation  the 
time,  place  and  manner  for  such  payment.  After  such 
payment  has  been  made,  the  landlord  may  charge  the  en- 
tire cost  of  the  annual  fee  for  each  such  unit  to  the  tenants 
thereof  on  an  equal  monthly  basis.  The  Board  shall  estab- 
lish by  regulation  the  method  for  charging  the  tenants  the 
cost  of  such  annual  fee  and  the  tenants  shall  be  required  to 
pay  such  charge  to  the  landlord  in  accordance  therewith. 
For  the  purposes  of  this  ordinance  or  any  other  law,  the 
cost  of  this  annual  fee  shall  not  be  deemed  rent. 

D.  Establishment  of  Fee 

1 .  Class  A  Units 

The  Board  shall  establish  the  fee  for  Class  A  units 
based  upon  the  approximate  cost,  including  all  inciden- 
tal costs,  to  the  city  of  exercising  all  of  the  powers  and 
duties  of  this  ordinance,  directly  or  indirectly  related  to 
Class  A  units. 

2.  Class  B  Units 

The  Board  shall  establish  the  fee  for  Class  B  units 
based  upon  the  approximate  cost,  including  incidental 
costs,  to  the  city  of  exercising  all  of  the  powers  and 
duties  of  this  ordinance,  directly  or  indirectly  related  to 
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Class  B  units. 

E.  Use  of  Fees 

All  fees  established  hereunder  shall  be  used  by  the 
city  exclusively  for  the  purposes  of  funding  the  exer- 
cise of  the  Board's  power  and  duties  as  provided  in  this 
ordinance.  Any  excess  fees  collected  in  any  year  shall 
be  used  by  the  city  in  the  next  year  to  defray  the  cost  of 
funding  the  exercise  of  the  Board's  powers  and  duties. 

F.  Failure  to  Comply 

1.  The  Executive  Director  shall,  upon  filing,  ad- 
ministratively dismiss  any  petition,  application  or 
other  submission  to  the  Board  of  any  landlord  who  has 
failed,  at  the  time  of  such  filing,  to  pay  the  fee  required 
by  this  ordinance.  The  Board  may  dismiss  or  stay  the 
processing  of  any  pending  petition,  application  or 
other  submission  before  it  regarding  any  landlord  who 
fails  to  pay  a  fee  required  by  this  ordinance  during  the 
pendency  of  such  petition ,  application  or  other  submis- 
sion. 

2.  No  general  adjustment  of  maximum  rent  of  a 
Class  A  unit  shall  be  allowed  for  any  such  unit  where 
the  landlord  fails  to  pay  the  annual  fee  required  herein 
for  such  unit. 

Section  55 .  Registration 

The  Board  may  require  registration  of  all  Class  A 
and  Class  B  units,  or  any  subclass  of  such  units,  on 
forms  approved  by  the  Executive  Director.  The  Board 
may  require  such  registration  information  as  deemed 
appropriate  to  facilitate  the  administration  of  this  ordi- 
nance and  may  require  periodic  updating  of  such  infor- 
mation. Once  administratively  accepted  by  the 
Executive  Director,  registration  information  may  only 
be  amended  or  modified  with  the  prior  approval  of  the 
Board  or  in  accordance  with  procedures  set  forth  in 
duly  promulgated  regulations. 

Whoever  fails  to  timely  file  any  statement  or  infor- 
mation required  to  be  filed  under  this  section,  or  who 
has  failed  to  file  any  information  required  under  chap- 
ter 1 ,  shall,  in  addition  to  any  other  remedies  under  this 
ordinance,  be  subject  to  a  fine  of  up  to  $50  per  unit  per 
calendar  day  that  such  failure  continues.  The  Execu- 
tive Director  shall,  upon  filing,  administratively  dis- 
miss any  petition,  application,  including  an  application 
for  a  certificate  of  eviction,  or  other  submission  to  the 
Board  of  any  landlord  who  fails  at  the  time  of  such  fil- 
ing to  provide  the  required  registration  information. 
The  Board  may  dismiss  or  stay  the  processing  of  any 
pending  petition,  application  or  other  submission  be- 
fore it  regarding  any  landlord  who  has  failed  to  submit 
any  required  registration  information  during  the  pen- 
dency of  such  petition,  application,  or  other  submis- 
sion. Additionally,  no  general  adjustment  of  maximum 
rent  shall  be  granted  for  a  Class  A  unit  for  which  the 
landlord  has  failed  to  provide  the  required  registration 
information. 

Section  56.  Maximum  Rent 
A.  Establishment 

The  maximun  rent  for  all  Class  A  units  under  this 
ordinance  shall  be  the  rent  charged  for  such  units  on 
March  3 1 ,  1984,  except  as  follows: 

1.  Controlled  Housing  Accommodations  Under 
Chapter  1 : 

The  new  maximum  rent  for  Class  A  units  which 
were  controlled  housing  accommodations  as  defined 
in  chapter  1  on  the  date  immediately  preceding  the 
effective  date  of  this  ordinance  shall  be  the  last  maxi- 
mum rent  duly  established  for  such  controlled  ac- 
commodations under  sections4,  5and7of  chapter  1 . 
2.  Vacancy  Controlled  Housing  Accommodations 
Subject  to  Rent  Grievance  under  Chapter  1 : 

The  maximum  rent  for  Class  A  units  which  were 
vacancy  decontrolled  housing  accommodations  sub- 
ject to  rent  grievance  procedures  under  section  6  of 
chapter  1  shall  be  the  last  rent  duly  established  under 


such  grievance  procedures,  provided  that  all  of  the  fol- 
lowing conditions  have  been  satisfied: 

a.  the  landlord  implemented  a  rent  increase  which 
was  effective  on  or  before  March  3 1 ,  1984,  and 

b.  the  tenant  timely  filed  a  grievance  petition  pur- 
suant to  Chapter  1 ,  and 

c.  a  decision  on  such  petition  was  issued  after 
March  31,  1984. 

3.  No  Rent  Charged  on  March  31,  1984: 

The  maximum  rent  for  Class  A  units  for  which  no  rent 
was  charged  on  March  31,  1984,  shall  be  the  lawful 
rent  charged  for  the  closest  month  within  six  (6) 
months  prior  to  March  3 1 ,  1984. 

4.  New  Class  A  Units: 

The  maximum  rent  for  a  Class  A  unit  which  becomes 
subject  to  the  maximum  rent  provisions  of  this  ordi- 
nance at  any  time  after  the  effective  date  hereof  shall  be 
the  lawful  rent  charged  for  the  closest  month  within  six 
(6)  months  prior  to  the  date  such  unit  became  subject  to 
such  maximum  rent  provisions. 

B.  Otherwise  Established  Rents 

If  the  maximum  rent  cannot  be  established  under  any 
of  the  other  provisions  of  this  section  it  shall  be  estab- 
lished by  the  Board  in  accordance  with  duly  promul- 
gated regulations. 

C.  Maximum  Rent  Class  B  Units 

No  maximum  rent  limitations  shall  apply  to  Class  B 
units  except  as  follows.  The  maximum  rent  for  a  ten- 
anted Class  B  unit  which  is  being  removed  from  rental 
housing  use  shall  be  the  rent  in  effect  at  the  time  the 
application  for  removal  permit  for  such  unit  is  filed 
with  the  Board.  If  a  removal  permit  is  granted  for  such 
Class  B  unit,  the  maximum  rent  therefor  may  only  be 
adjusted  in  accordance  with  the  conditions  set  forth  in 
such  removal  permit.  If  a  removal  permit  is  denied  for 
such  unit  no  maximum  rent  limitations  shall  apply  to 
such  Class  B  units  as  of  the  date  of  such  decision. 

D.  Adjustment 

Any  maximum  rent  established  hereunder  for  a 
Class  A  unit  may  be  subsequently  adjusted  under  the 
provisions  of  sections  8,  9,  and  10. 

E.  Grievance  Repayment 

Nothing  in  this  section  shall  be  deemed  to  create  a 
right  of  recovery  regarding  rents  charged  at  any  time 
during  the  period  from  March  3 1 ,  1984,  to  the  effective 
date  of  this  ordinance  except  as  follows:  The  portion  of 
any  rent  charged  in  excess  of  the  maximum  rent  estab- 
lished hereunder  during  any  time  between  March  31, 
1984,  and  the  effective  date  of  this  ordinance  shall  be 
null  and  void  and  the  landlord  shall  repay  to  the  tenant 
or  the  tenant  may  deduct  from  any  future  rent  payments 
such  excess  portion  of  such  rent  provided  that: 

1 .  a  tenant  of  a  vacany  decontrolled  housing  ac- 
commodation subject  to  rent  grievance  under  chap- 
ter 1  paid  such  excess  portion;  and 

2.  such  tenant  has  filed  a  post-March  31,  1984, 
grievance  petition  which  was  not  decided  by  the  Board 
of  the  30  day  time  period  for  filing  such  petition  has  not 
expired  as  of  the  effective  date  of  this  ordinance;  and 

3.  such  portion  of  the  rent  paid  exceeds  the  maxi- 
mum rent  established  hereunder. 

Section  57.  Adjustment  of  Maximum  Rent 
A.  Individual  and  General  Adjustments 

The  Board  shall,  by  order  or  regulation,  make  such  in- 
dividual or  general  adjustments,  either  upward  or  down- 
ward, of  the  maximum  rent  established  by  section  7,  for 
any  Class  A  units,  or  any  subclass  thereof,  as  may  be  nec- 
essary to  remove  hardships  or  to  correct  other  inequities, 
and  in  so  doing,  shall  observe  the  principle  of  maintaining 
maximum  rents  for  Class  A  units  at  levels  which  will 
yield  to  landlords  a  fair  net  operating  income  from  such 
units. 

B.  Fair  Net  Operating  Income 

In  determining  whether  the  maximum  rent  for  Class  A 
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units  yields  a  fair  net  operating  income,  the  Board  shall 
consider  the  following  among  other  relevant  factors: 

1 .  increases  or  decreases  in  property  taxes; 

2.  unavoidable  increases  of  any  decreases  in  operat- 
ing and  maintenance  expenses; 

3.  capital  improvements  and  capital  repairs  as  distin- 
guished from  ordinary  repair,  replacement  or  mainte- 
nance; 

4.  increases  or  decreases  in  living  space  or  housing 
services; 

5 .  substantial  deterioration  other  than  ordinary  wear 
and  tear,  or  failure  to  perform  ordinary  repair,  replace- 
ment, or  maintenance;  and 

6.  increases  or  decreases  in  net  profit  before  financ- 
ing. 

C.  Standard  Rent  Schedules 

For  the  purpose  of  adjusting  rents  under  the  provisions 
of  this  ordinance,  the  Board  may  promulgate  a  schedule 
of  standard  rent  increases  or  decreases  for  the  cost  of  var- 
ious housing  services  or  for  the  loss  thereof. 

D.  Rent  Studies 

In  order  to  determine  the  adequacy  of  net  profit  before 
financing  in  rent  adjustment  cases,  the  Executive  Direc- 
tor shall  perform  a  study  and  shall  report  his  or  her  find- 
ings and  recommendations  to  the  Board  by  the  first  day  of 
August,  1985,  and  every  other  year,  thereafter  on  or  be- 
fore the  first  day  of  August.  The  Board,  after  a  public 
hearing,  in  full  compliance  with  the  notice  and  hearing 
requirements  set  forth  in  section  9(C)(3),  shall  based 
upon  the  findings  and  recommendations  of  the  Executive 
Director  and  other  relevant  information,  adjust,  by  regu- 
lation, if  necessary,  the  net  profit  before  financing  for- 
mula. 

E.  Substandard  Conditions 

Notwithstanding  any  other  provision  of  this  section,  if 
the  Board  determines  that  a  Class  A  unit  does  not  comply 
with  the  State  Sanitary  Code  or  the  Boston  Building  Code 
or  the  Boston  Fire  Prevention  code  or  any  other  applica- 
ble municipal  code,  ordinance,  or  state  law  regulating  the 
conditions  of  dwelling  units,  the  Board  may  deny  an  indi- 
vidual upward  adjustment  or  general  adjustment  of  maxi- 
mum rent,  grant  a  reduction  in  maximum  rent  to  a 
correction  of  the  conditions,  or  grant  an  individual  up- 
ward adjustment  or  general  adjustment  of  maximum  rent 
which  may  not  go  into  effect  until  the  conditions  are  cor- 
rected. For  the  purposes  of  this  paragraph,  an  inspection 
report  of  a  Board  inspector  or  of  any  authorized  state  or 
city  inspector  shall  be  prima  facie  evidence  that  the  condi- 
tions reported  exist. 

F.  Rent  Arrearage 

The  Board  may  refuse  to  make  a  downward  adjustment 
of  maximum  rent  if  it  determines  that  the  tenant  is  more 
than  sixty  days  in  arrears  in  payment  of  rent,  unless  such 
arrearage  is  due  to  withholding  of  rent  under  provisions 
of  section  8A  of  chapter  239  of  the  General  Laws,  section 
127L  of  chapter  1 1 1  of  the  General  Laws  or  based  on  a 
violation  of  the  implied  warranty  of  habitability.  The 
Board  may  also  refuse  to  make  a  downward  adjustment  of 
maximum  rent  if  it  determines  that  the  tenant  has  failed  to 
pay  to  the  landlord  the  monthly  fee  due  and  payable  under 
section  5  or  applicable  regulations. 
Section  58.  Rent  Adjustment  Procedure 
A. Scope 

All  Class  A  units  are  subject  to  adjustment  of  maximum 
rent  in  the  manner  described  herein  and  in  the  applicable 
regulations. 
B.  Individual  Adjustment  of  Maximum  Rent 

1 .  Procedures:  The  Board  shall  consider  an  adjustment 
of  maximum  rent  for  a  Class  A  unit  upon  receipt  of  a  peti- 
tion for  adjustment  filed  by  the  landlord  or  tenant  of  such 
unit  or  upon  its  own  initiative.  Such  petition  shall  be  made 
on  a  form  approved  by  the  Executive  Director.  The  Board 
shall  notify  the  landlord  and  tenant  or  the  receipt  of  a  peti- 
tion and  of  the  right  or  either  party  to  request  a  hearing  in 
writing  within  fifteen  calendar  days  of  receipt  of  such  no- 


tice. At  any  time,  the  Board  may,  on  its  own  initiative, 
order  a  hearing  on  any  individual  adjustment.  If  a  hearing 
is  timely  requested  by  either  party,  or  if  the  action  is  un- 
dertaken on  the  initiative  of  the  Board,  notice  of  the  time 
and  place  of  the  hearing  shall  be  furnished  to  the  landlord 
and  tenant  and  the  hearing  shall  be  conducted  before  a 
designee  of  the  Board.  The  Board  may  consolidate  peti- 
tions or  initiated  actions  relating  to  Class  A  units  in  the 
same  building  or  development.  The  Board  may  conduct  a 
single  hearing  on  all  such  petitions  or  initiated  actions. 

2.  Tenant  Petitions  for  Adjustment  —  Limitation:  A 
tenant  shall  not  filed  and  the  Board  shall  not  consider  a 
petition  for  adjustment  which  contains  a  request  that  the 
Board  adjust  downward  the  maximum  rent  of  a  Class  A 
unit  based  upon  a  claim  that  the  maximum  rent  for  such 
Class  unit  yields  to  the  landlord  more  than  a  fair  net  oper- 
ating income  from  such  unit.  Nothing  in  this  subpara- 
graph shall  be  construed  to  limit  the  Board  upon  its  own 
initiative  from  considering  any  factors  in  adjusting  maxi- 
mum rents  or  to  prohibit  a  tenant  from  filing  a  petition  for 
adjustment  for  any  other  factor  allowable  under  this  ordi- 
nance. 

3.  Hearings:  Individual  adjustment  hearings  shall  be 
conducted  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  section  1 1 
of  chapter  30A  of  the  General  Laws  except  that  require- 
ments (7)  and  (8)  of  said  section  1 1  shall  not  apply  to  such 
hearings. 

4.  Dismissal  of  Petitions  of  Individual  Adjustment: 
Notwithstanding  any  other  provision  of  this  section,  the 
Board  may,  without  holding  a  hearing,  refuse  to  adjust  the 
maximum  rent  for  a  Class  A  unit  and  may  dismiss  any 
petition  for  adjustment  if  a  decision  has  been  made  with 
regard  to  the  maximum  rent  for  such  unit  within  twelve 
months,  of  if  the  Board  finds  that  the  petition  for  adjust- 
ment is  filed  for  purposes  of  harassment  or  for  other  pur- 
poses not  intended  by  this  ordinance.  In  addition  if  the 
petition  for  adjustment  is  not  in  conformance  with  the  fil- 
ing requirements  of  applicable  regulations  for  such  peti- 
tions, the  Executive  Director  may  administratively 
dismiss  such  petition  without  prejudice  and  without  hold- 
ing a  hearing. 

C.  General  Adjustment  of  Maximum  Rent  by  Regulation 

1 .  Four  Class  A  Units  or  Fewer: 

Within  one  year  of  the  effective  date  of  this  ordinance 
and  at  least  annually  thereafter,  the  Board  shall  decide 
whether  the  factors  enumerated  in  section  8,  among  other 
relevant  factors,  warrant  a  general  adjustment,  by  per- 
centage or  otherwise,  if  the  maximum  rent  for  any  build- 
ing or  structure  containing  no  more  than  four  Class  A 
units.  Any  such  decision  shall  be  subject  to  such  condi- 
tions, if  any,  as  the  Board  shall  determine. 

2.  Five  Class  A  Units  or  More: 

On  its  own  initiative,  the  Board  may  make  a  general 
adjustment,  by  percentage  or  otherwise,  of  the  maximum 
rent  for  any  subclass  of  Class  A  units  in  any  building  or 
structure  containing  five  or  more  such  units.  Any  such 
general  adjustment  shall  be  subject  to  such  conditions,  if 
any,  as  the  Board  shall  determine. 

3.  Procedures: 

Prior  to  making  any  such  general  adjustment,  a  public 
hearing  shall  be  held  before  at  least  a  majority  of  the 
Board.  Notice  of  the  time,  place,  and  purpose  of  such 
hearing  shall  be  published  at  least  once  in  a  newspaper 
having  general  circulation  in  the  city,  or  as  otherwise  re- 
quired by  law.  Nothing  in  this  section  shall  be  deemed  to 
preclude  the  Board  from  consolidating  hearings  and  deci- 
sions under  section  9(C)(1)  and  9(C)(2). 
Section  59.  Information  Regarding  Tenant  Petitions  and 
Board  Initiated  Actions 

Upon  receipt  by  the  Board  of  a  landlord  or  tenant  peti- 
tion for  adjustment  of  maximum  rent  for  a  Class  A  unit, 
or  upon  action  initiated  by  the  Board  under  this  ordinance 
for  any  unit,  the  landlord  shall  supply  the  Executive  Di- 
rector with  information  regarding  such  petition  or  action 
within  such  time  as  determined  by  the  Executive  Director 
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or  as  otherwise  promulgated  by  the  Board  by  regulation. 
Section  60.  Evictions  for  Class  A  Units 

A.  Just  Cause  Required 

No  person  shall  bring  any  action  to  recover  possession 
of  a  Class  A  unit  unless: 

1 .  the  tenant  has  failed  to  pay  the  rent  to  which  the 
landlord  is  entitled,  except  where  the  tenant  is  with- 
holding rent  pursuant  to  section  8A  of  chapter  239  of 
the  General  Laws,  or  section  127Lof  chapter  111  of  the 
General  Laws,  or  based  on  a  violation  of  the  implied 
warranty  of  habitability; 

2 .  the  tenant  has  violated  an  obligation  or  covenant  of 
the  tenancy  other  than  the  obligation  to  surrender  pos- 
session upon  notice  and  has  failed  to  cure  such  viola- 
tion after  having  received  written  notice  thereof  from 
the  landlord; 

3.  the  tenant  is  committing  or  permitting  to  exist  a 
nuisance  in,  or  is  causing  substantial  damage  to,  the 
Class  A  unit,  or  is  creating  substantial  interference 
with  the  comfort,  safety  or  enjoyment  of  the  landlord 
or  other  occupants  of  the  same  or  any  adjacent  unit. 

4.  the  tenant  is  convicted  of  using  or  permitting  a 
Class  A  unit  to  be  used  for  any  illegal  purpose; 

5.  the  tenant  who  had  a  written  lease  or  rental  agree- 
ment which  terminated  on  or  after  the  passage  of  this 
ordinance,  has  refused,  after  request  or  demand  by  the 
landlord,  to  execute  a  written  extension  or  renewal 
thereof  for  a  further  term  of  like  duration  and  on  such 
terms  as  are  not  inconsistent  with  or  in  violation  of  any 
provisions  of  this  ordinance 

6.  the  tenant,  after  receiving  reasonable  notice,  has 
refused  the  landlord  reasonable  access  to  the  Class  A 
unit  for  the  purpose  of  making  necessary  repairs  or  im- 
provements required  by  the  laws  of  the  United  States, 
the  Commonwealth  or  any  subdivision  thereof,  or  for 
the  purpose  of  inspection  as  permitted  or  required  by 
the  lease  or  by  law,  or  for  the  purpose  of  showing  the 
Class  A  unit  to  any  prospective  purchaser  or  mortga- 
gee; 

7.  the  tenant  holding  at  the  end  of  a  lease  term  is  a 
subtenant  not  approved  by  the  landlord; 

8.  the  landlord  seeks  to  recover  possession  in  good 
faith  of  a  Class  A  unit  for  use  and  occupancy  as  the 
primary  residence  of  himself,  or  his  children,  parents, 
brother,  sister,  father-in-law,  mother-in-law,  son-in- 
law,  or  daughter-in-law,  provided  that  such  use  and  oc- 
cupancy is  the  landlord's  primary  motive  in  seeking  to 
recover  possession  of  such  unit  and  the  landlord  has  no 
other  motive  which  is  in  conflict  with  the  purposes  and 
provisions  of  this  ordinance.  Furthermore,  no  landlord 
shall  seek  to  recover  possession  under  this  paragraph, 
with  or  without  a  removal  permit,  in  order  to  remove  a 
Class  A  unit  from  rental  housing  use  except  to  convert 
or  facilitate  the  conversion  of  a  Class  A  unit  to  a  condo- 
minium or  a  cooperative  unit,  provided  that  a  removal 
permit  has  been  obtained  for  such  unit  and  there  has 
been  full  compliance  with  the  conditions  contained  in 
such  permit. 

9.  the  landlord  seeks  to  recover  possession  to  demol- 
ish a  Class  A  unit,  provided  that  the  landlord  has  ob- 
tained a  removal  permit  from  the  Board  under  this 
ordinance  and  complied  with  any  conditions  contained 
therein  prior  to  bringing  an  action  for  recovery  or  pos- 
session under  this  paragraph. 

10.  the  landlord  seeks  to  recover  possession  of  a 
Class  A  unit  for  any  other  just  cause  which  is  not  in 
conflict  with  the  purposes  and  provisions  of  this  ordi- 
nance. Except  as  otherwise  provided  herein,  the  issu- 
ance of  a  removal  permit  by  the  Board  under  this 
ordinance  shall  not  constitute  other  just  cause  under 
this  paragraph.  Other  just  cause  under  this  paragraph 
includes  the  following,  among  other,  causes: 

a.  the  tenant  has  repeatedly  paid  the  rent  late  after 
receiving  a  prior  late  payment  notice  from  the  land- 
lord, except  where  such  late  payment  is  caused  by  a 


delay  in  a  regular  governmental  income  assistance 
payment;  or 

b.  the  tenant,  after  proper  legal  notice,  has  failed  to 
pay  a  valid  rent  increase;  or 

c.  the  tenant,  after  reasonable  written  notice,  has 
failed  to  pay  to  the  landlord  any  monthly  portion  of 
the  annual  fee  as  authorized  by  this  ordinance  and 
applicable  regulation;  or 

d.  the  landlord  seeks  to  recover  possession  in  good 
faith  of  a  Class  A  unit  in  order  to  convert  or  facilitate 
the  conversion  of  a  Class  A  unit  to  a  condominium 
unit  or  cooperative  unit  provided  that: 

(i.)  a  bona  fide  purchaser  for  value  has  agreed  to 
purchase  the  unit  and  has  signed  a  binding  pur- 
chase and  sale  agreement;  and 
(ii.)  the  purchaser  shall  use  and  occupy  the  unit  as 
the  primary  residence  for  himself,  or  his  children, 
parents,  brother,  sister,  father-in-law,  mother-in- 
law,  son-in-law,  or  daughter-in-law;  and 
(iii.)  the  landlord  has  obtained  a  removal  permit 
therefore  and  fully  complied  with  the  conditions 
contained  therein;  and 

(iv.)  such  use  and  occupancy  is  the  landlord's  pri- 
mary motive  in  seeking  to  recover  possession  of 
such  unit  and  the  landlord  or  purchaser  has  no 
other  motive  which  is  in  conflict  with  the  purposes 
and  provisions  of  this  ordinance. 

B.  Retaliation  Prohibited 

No  person  shall  bring  any  action  to  recover  possession 
of  a  Class  A  unit  nor  shall  the  Board  grant  a  certificate  of 
eviction  therefore  where  the  purpose  of  seeking  such  re- 
covery is  in  retaliation  for  the  tenant  having  any  legal 
rights  as  provided  by  this  ordinance  or  any  other  federal, 
state  or  local  law.  Where  the  landlord  seeks  recovery  of 
possession  of  a  Class  A  unit  within  six  (6)  months  of  the 
tenant  thereof  having  exercised  any  such  legal  rights, 
such  action  shall  create  a  rebuttable  presumption  that  it  is 
in  reprisal  for  the  tenant  having  exercised  such  legal 
rights. 

C.  Certificate  of  Eviction 

1 .  No  person  seeking  to  recover  possession  of  a  Class 
A  unit  shall  commence  a  judicial  action  for  such  recov- 
ery without  having  first  obtained  a  certificate  of  evic- 
tion for  such  unit. 

2.  A  landlord  seeking  to  recover  possession  of  a 
Class  A  unit  shall  apply  to  the  Board  for  a  certificate  of 
eviction.  Upon  filing  such  application  with  the  Board, 
the  landlord  shall  also  serve  upon  the  tenant  of  such  unit 
a  copy  of  such  application  along  with  a  notification  of 
all  rights  and  procedures  available  under  this  section  on 
a  form  approved  by  the  Executive  Director.  In  addi- 
tion, if  such  application  is  not  in  conformance  with  the 
filing  requirements  of  applicable  regulations  for  such 
applications,  the  Executive  Director  may  administra- 
tively dismiss  such  application  without  prejudice. 

3.  Upon  a  finding  by  the  Board  that  the  facts  attested 
to  in  the  landlord's  application  are  valid  and  in  compli- 
ance with  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance  the  Board 
shall  issue  the  certificate  of  eviction.  Such  certificate 
shall  only  authorize  the  landlord  to  commence  a  judi- 
cial action  to  recover  possession  within  forty-five  (45) 
days  of  the  date  of  the  decision.  A  landlord  who  seeks 
to  recover  possession  ofa  Class  A  unit  without  a  certifi- 
cate or  eviction  shall  be  deemed  to  have  violated  this 
ordinance,  and  the  Board  may  initiate  a  criminal  prose- 
cution for  such  violations. 

D.  Actions  by  the  United  States  or  the  Commonwealth 
Notwithstanding  the  provisions  of  this  section  the 

United  States,  the  Commonwealth,  or  any  agency  or  po- 
litical subdivision  thereof  may  maintain  an  action  or  pro- 
ceeding to  recover  possession  of  any  Class  A  unit 
operated  by  it  where  such  action  or  proceeding  is  autho- 
rized by  the  statute  or  regulation  under  which  such  units 
are  administered. 

E.  Construction  of  Section 
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The  provisions  of  this  section  shall  be  construed  as  ad- 
ditional restrictions  on  the  right  to  recover  possession  of  a 
Class  A  unit.  No  provision  of  this  section  shall  entitle  any 
person  to  recover  possession  of  such  unit. 
Section  61 .  Evictions  for  Class  B.  Units. 

A.  Recovery  of  Possession 

No  person  shall  bring  any  action  to  recover  possession 
of  a  Class  B  unit  for  the  purpose  of  converting  or  facilitat- 
ing the  conversion  of  such  unit  to  a  condominium  unit,  or 
a  cooperative  unit,  or  to  otherwise  remove  such  unit  from 
the  rental  housing  use  except  as  follows: 

1.  the  landlord  seeks  to  recover  possession  in  good 
faith  of  a  Class  B  unit  in  order  to  convert  or  facilitate 
the  conversion  of  the  Class  B  unit  to  a  condominium 
unit  or  cooperative  unit  provided  that: 

a.  the  landlord  shall  use  and  occupy  the  unit  as  the 
primary  residence  for  himself,  or  his  children, 
parents,  brother,  sister,  father-in-law,  mother-in- 
law,  son-in-law,  or  daughter-in-law;  and 

b.  a  removal  permit  has  been  obtained  for  such  unit 
and  there  has  been  full  compliance  with  the  condi- 
tions contained  in  such  permit;  and 

c.  such  use  and  occupancy  is  the  landlord's  primary 
motive  in  seeking  to  recover  possession  of  such 
unit  and  the  landlord  has  no  other  motive  which  is 
in  conflict  with  the  purposes  and  provisions  of  this 
ordinance. 

2.  the  landlord  seeks  to  recover  possession  in  good 
faith  of  a  Class  B  unit  in  order  to  convert  of  facilitate 
the  conversion  of  the  Class  B  unit  to  a  condominium 
unit  or  cooperative  unit  provided  that: 

a.  a  bona  fide  purchaser  for  value  has  agree  to  pur- 
chase the  unit  and  has  signed  a  binding  purchase 
and  sale  agreement;  and 

b.  the  purchaser  shall  use  and  occupy  the  unit  as  the 
primary  residence  for  himself,  or  his  children  par- 
ents, brother,  sister,  father-in-law,  mother-in-law, 
son-in-law,  or  daughter-in-law;  and 

c.  the  landlord  has  obtained  a  removal  permit  there- 
fore and  fully  complied  with  the  conditions  con- 
tained therein;  and 

d.  such  use  and  occupancy  is  the  landlord's  primary 
motive  in  seeking  to  recover  possession  of  such 
unit  and  the  landlord  or  purchaser  has  no  other  mo- 
tive which  is  in  conflict  with  the  purposes  and  pro- 

•  visions  of  this  ordifnance. 

B.  Affidavits  Required  for  Class  B  Units  Subject  to  Re- 

moval Provisions  Only 

1.  Non-Premoval  Evictions:  No  person  shall  seek  to 
recover  possession  of  a  Class  B  unit  for  a  non-removal 
reason  with  first  filing  with  the  Board  an  affidavit  signed 
under  the  penalties  of  perjury  stating  that  such  eviction  is 
not  sought  in  order  to  convert  or  facilitate  the  conversion 
of  such  unit  to  a  condominium  unit,  or  cooperative  unit, 
or  to  otherwise  remove  such  unit  from  retal  housing  use. 
Such  affidavit  shall  also  state  the  reason  for  the  eviction, 
that  such  reason  is  the  primary  reason  for  seeking  recov- 
ery of  possession  of  such  unit,  that  the  landlord  has  no 
other  reason  or  motive  for  seeking  recovery  of  possession 
of  such  unit  which  is  in  conflict  with  the  purposes  and 
provisions  of  this  ordinance,  as  well  as  any  other  perti- 
nent information  required  by  the  Board.  The  landlord 
shall  serve  a  copy  of  the  affidavit  upon  the  tenant  along 
with  the  applicable  notice  to  quit.  Upon  commencement 
of  a  subsequent  action  to  recover  possession  in  court,  the 
landlord  shall  file  a  copy  of  such  affidavit  with  the  court. 
No  such  action  shall  be  entered  by  the  court  without  the 
required  affidavit. 

2.  Condominium  or  Cooperative  Removal  Evictions: 
No  person  shall  seek  to  recover  possession  of  a  Class  B 
unit  in  order  to  convert  or  facilitate  the  conversion  of  such 
unit  to  a  condominium  unit  or  cooperative  unit  without 
first  filing  with  the  Board  an  affidavit  signed  under  the 
penalties  of  perjury  stating  that  there  has  been  full  com- 
pliance  with  the  provisions  of  section  12(A)(1)  or 


12(A)(2),  whichever  is  applicalbe.  Such  affidavit  shall 
also  state  any  other  pertinent  information  required  by  the 
Board .  The  landlord  shall  serve  a  copy  of  the  affidavit  and 
pertinent  removal  permit  upon  the  tenant  along  with  the 
applicable  notice  to  quit.  Upon  commecement  of  a  subse- 
quent action  to  recover  possession  in  court,  the  landlord 
shall  file  a  copy  of  such  affidavit  and  removal  permit  with 
the  court.  No  such  action  shall  be  entered  by  the  court 
without  the  required  affidavit  and  removal  permit. 
Section  62.  Eviction  Presumptions 

With  respect  to  any  Class  A  or  Class  B  units,  the  Board 
may,  by  regulation,  establish  presumptions  regarding 
condominium  or  cooperative  conversion  evictions  or  re- 
garding evictions  for  other  removals  from  rental  housing 
use  in  order  to  prevent  circumvention  of  the  purposes  and 
provisions  of  this  ordinance. 

Section  63.  Removal  of  Units  from  Rental  Housing  Use 
A. Scope 

Except  as  otherwise  provided  herein,  the  provisions  of 
this  section  regarding  removal  of  units  from  rental  hous- 
ing use  shall  apply  to  all  Class  A  and  Class  B  units. 

B.  Definition  of  Removal  from  Rental  Housing  Use 
When  used  in  this  ordinance  the  term,  removal  from 

rental  housing  use ,  shall  include ,  but  not  be  limited  to ,  the 
following  activities: 

1 .  occupancy  of  a  unit  which  is  a  condominium  unit 
by  the  owner  thereof  where  the  last  previous  occupant 
of  the  unit  was  a  tenant;  or 

2.  demolishment  of  a  unit;  or 

3.  conversion  of  any  unit  to  a  cooperative  unit  in  ac- 
cordance with  chapters  156B,  157,  157B  of  the  Gen- 
eral Laws  or  any  other  relating  to  cooperative  housing; 
or 

4.  maintaining  any  unit  in  an  unrented  and  vacant 
condition  for  a  consecutive  period  of  time  which  ex- 
ceeds three  (3)  months,  except  units  which  have  been 
boarded  and  secured  as  required  as  required  by  and  in 
accordance  with  applicable  laws  on  or  before  the  effec- 
tive date  of  this  ordiance. 

5.  rehabilitation,  repair  or  improvement  of  a  unit 
other  than  as  required  by  the  laws  of  the  Common- 
wealth or  the  city,  in  such  a  way  as  to  temporarily  or 
permanently  eliminate  such  unit  from  rental  housing 
use  except  that  this  provision  shall  not  apply  to  the  re- 
habilitation of  units  which  the  city  or  a  department  or 
agency  thereof  certifies  is  being  financed  in  whole  or  in 
part  by  Community  Development  Block  Grant  funds  or 
Boston  Housing  Partnership  funds  and  which  units  are 
intended  for  low  or  moderate  income  landlord  and  ten- 
ant occupancy;  or 

6.  the  change  in  occupancy  of  any  residential  rental 
housing  unit  so  as  to  no  longer  be  a  rental  housing  unit, 
including  but  not  limited  to  changes  in  occupancy  to: 
medical  offices,  professional  offices,  retail  shops,  ho- 
tels, motels,  inns,  parking  facilities,  exclusive  living 
quarters  for  medical  staff  of  a  medical  institution,  ex- 
clusive living  quarters  for  students,  faculty  or  staff  of 
an  educational  institution,  as  well  as  such  other 
changes  in  occupancy  to  any  industrial,  commercial, 
charitable,  institutional  or  business  purpose  not  other- 
wise excepted  from  this  ordiance;  or 

7.  reduction  of  the  total  number  of  units  in  a  building 
or  structure  by  consolidating  a  unit  with  one  or  more 
other  units  or  a  portion  thereof. 

C.  Additional  Exceptions 

In  addition  to  any  other  exceptions  set  forth  in  this  ordi- 
nance the  following  activities  shall  not  be  deemed  a  re- 
moval from  rental  housing  use  and  shall  not  require  a 
removal  permit  from  the  Board. 

1 .  occupancy  of  a  unit,  which  is  not  a  condominium 
or  cooperative  unit  by  the  landlord  thereof  or  any  mem- 
bers of  his  immediate  family  as  set  forth  in  section 
11(A)(8);  or 

2.  occupancy  by  the  owner  or  purchaser  of  an  unoc- 
cupied condominium  unit  for  which  a  master  deed  has 
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been  recorded  and  either  a  unit  deed  has  been  recorded 
or  a  binding  purchase  and  sale  agreement  entered  into 
on  or  before  May  3 1 ,  1984.  For  the  purpose  of  this  sub- 
paragraph a  check  canceled  on  or  before  May  3 1 , 
1984,  and  a  copy  of  the  timely  executed  purchase  and 
sale  agreement  shall  be  conclusive  proof  of  the  tranac- 
tion  and,  where  appropriate,  a  timely  and  duly  re- 
corded condominium  unit  shall  be  conclusive  proof  of 
such  transaction;  or 

3.  occupancy  by  a  subsequent  owner  occupant  of  a 
condominium  unit  which  is  owner-occupied;  or 

4.  sale  of  any  building  or  development  by  a  landlord 
in  good  faith  to  a  purchaser.  Such  purchaser  shall  them 
be  subject  to  compliance  with  the  removal  provisions 
of  this  ordinance  to  the  same  extent  as  such  landlord, 
except  as  otherwise  provided  by  this  ordinance. 

D.  Removal  Prohibited 

No  person  shall  remove  any  unit  from  rental  housing 
use  without  having  first  obtained  a  removal  permit  from 
the  Board  subject  to  such  conditions  as  it  may  require. 
For  any  tenanted  unit  for  which  a  removal  permit  is 
granted  in  order  to  convert  or  facilitate  the  conversion  of 
such  unit  to  a  condominium  or  a  cooperative  unit,  such 
removal  permit  shall  include  the  applicable  conditions  set 
forth  in  section  14(F)  in  addition  to  any  other  conditions 
not  inconsistent  with  the  provisions  of  section  14(F).  A 
removal  permit  may  be  granted  for  temporary  or  indefi- 
nite duration  as  deemed  appropriate  by  the  Board  in  fur- 
therance of  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance.  Such 
removal  permit  may  be  granted  to  the  owner  of  a  unit 
prior  to  the  sale  of  such  units  as  condominium  units. 

E.  Removal  Procedure 

1 .  Criteria:  The  Board  shall  consider  the  following 
criteria,  among  others,  before  rendering  a  decision  to 
grant  or  deny  a  removal  permit. 

a  The  benefit  and  detriments  to  the  persons  whom 
this  ordinance  and  this  section  seek  to  protect; 

b  The  hardships  imposed  on  the  tenant(s)  residing  in 
the  unit  proposed  to  be  removed; 

c  Circumstances  demonstrating  extreme  hardship 
and  gross  inequity  to  the  person  seeking  a  removal 
permit; 

d  The  aggravation  of  the  shortage  of  safe ,  decent  and 
affordable  rental  housing  units  in  the  city  and  its 
neighborhoods,  especially  for  tenants  of  low  and 
moderate  income  and  elderly  persons  on  fixed  in- 
comes, which  may  result  from  the  removal. 

2.  Procedures: 

a  The  Board  shall  consider  an  application  for  a  re- 
moval permit  fora  unit  upon  receipt  of  an  applica- 
tion filed  by  the  landlord  or  other  authorized 
person.  Such  application  shall  be  made  on  a  form 
approved  by  the  Executive  Director.  The  Board 
shall  notify  the  applicant  and  tenant  of  the  receipt 
of  an  application  and  of  the  right  of  either  party  to 
request  a  hearing  in  writing  within  fifteen  calendar 
days  of  receipt  of  such  notice.  At  any  time  the 
Board  may,  on  its  own  initiative,  order  a  hearing 
on  any  application.  If  a  hearing  is  timely  requested 
by  either  party,  or  if  the  action  is  undertaken  on  the 
initiative  of  the  Board,  notice  of  the  time  and  place 
of  the  hearing  shall  be  furnished  to  the  applicant 
and  tenant  and  the  hearing  shall  be  conducted  be- 
fore a  designee  or  the  Board.  The  Board  may  con- 
solidate applications  relating  to  units  in  the  same 
building  or  development.  The  board  may  conduct 
a  single  hearing  on  all  such  consolidated  applica- 
tions. The  Executive  Director  may  designate  a 
person  or  persons  to  participate  in  a  removal  pro- 
ceeding, where  appropriate,  in  order  to  further  the 
provision  and  purposes  of  this  ordinance  and  to 
serve  the  public  interest. 

b  Removal  hearings  shall  be  conducted  in  accord- 
ance with  the  provisions  of  section  1 1  of  chapter 
30A  of  the  General  Laws  except  that  requirements 


(7)  and  (8)  of  said  section  1 1  shall  not  apply  to  such 
hearings, 
c.  Notwithstanding  any  other  provision  of  this  sec- 
tion, the  Board  may,  without  holding  a  hearing, 
refuse  to  grant  a  removal  permit  and  may  dismiss 
any  application  if  a  decision  has  been  made  with 
regard  to  a  unit  within  the  preceding  twelve 
months,  or  if  the  Board  finds  that  the  application  is 
filed  for  the  purpose  of  harrassment  or  for  other 
purposes  not  intended  by  this  ordinance.  In  addi- 
tion, if  the  application  is  not  in  conformance  with 
the  filing  requirement  of  applicable  regulations, 
the  Executive  Director  may  administratively  dis- 
miss application  without  holding  a  hearing. 
F  Removal  Permit  Conditions  for  Condominium  or  Co- 
operative Conversion 
Except  as  otherwise  provided,  any  removal  permit 
granted  in  order  to  convert  or  facilitate  the  conversion  of 
a  tenanted  Class  A  or  Class  B  unit  shall  be  subject  to  the 
applicable  conditions  set  forth  herein,  in  addition  to  any 
other  conditions  not  inconsitent  therewith. 

1 .  Class  A  Units:  No  person  shall  use  a  removal  permit 
in  commencing  an  eviction  proceeding  for  a  tenanted 
Class  A  unit  in  order  to  convert  or  facilitate  the  conver- 
sion of  such  unit  to  a  condominium  unit  or  cooperative 
unit  without  having  fully  complied  with  the  following 
conditions: 

a  Allow  any  rental  housing  agreement  in  effect  to  ex- 
pire or,  if  longer,  allow  the  applicable  time  period  as 
follows  to  elapse. 

(i)  one  (1)  year  from  the  date  the  removal  permit  is 
granted  for  each  tenant  occupying  such  unit  at  the 
time  the  application  for  a  removal  permit  is  filed; 
or 

(ii)  two  years  from  the  date  the  removal  permit  is 
granted  for  each  such  unit  occupied  in  whole  or  in 
part  by  an  elderly,  handicapped,  or  low-  or  moder- 
ate-income tenant,  provided  that  the  Board  may 
grant  a  maximum  of  two  (2)  additional  years  for 
each  such  unit  based  upon  the  negative  effect  of 
displacement  on  such  elderly,  handicapped  or  low- 
or  moderate-income  tenant  due  to  any  of  the  fol- 
lowing factors,  among  others: 

(a)  age  of  the  tenant;  or 

(b)  severity  of  physical  or  mental  handicap  of  the 
tenant;  or 

(c)  financial  hardship  on  the  tenant;  or 

(d)  length  of  time  the  tenant  has  occupied  the  unit. 

b.  Give  the  tenants  of  such  unit  the  right  of  first  re- 
fusal to  purchase  such  unit  by  delivering  a  copy  of  the 
purchase  and  sale  agreement  containing  substantially 
the  same  or  more  favorable  terms  and  conditions  as  are 
offered  to  prospective  purchasers,  provided  that  the 
right  of  first  refusal  is  given  to  the  tenants  after  the  re- 
moval permit  is  granted  and  at  least  ninety  (90)  days 
before  commencement  of  the  applicable  eviction  pro- 
ceeding. Such  tenants  may  exercise  the  right  of  first 
refusal  to  purchase  such  unit  by  executing  a  purchase 
and  sale  agreement  prior  to  the  expiration  of  ninety 
(90)  days  after  the  date  of  receiving  a  copy  of  the  pur- 
chase and  sale  agreement  properly  executed  by  the  per- 
son offering  the  unit  for  sale.  The  right  of  first  refusal 
as  set  forth  herein  shall  not  apply  to  any  person  who 
owns  ro  has  executed  a  binding  purchase  and  sale 
agreement  for  a  unit  prior  to  the  effective  date  of  this 
ordinance. 

c.  Give  each  tenant  of  such  unit  who  is  at  least  eight- 
een (18)  years  or  age  on  the  date  of  the  application  for  a 
removal  permit  a  relocation  expense  allowance  of 
SI, 000,  provided  that: 

(i)  such  tenant  did  not  exercise  the  right  of  first 
refusal  for  such  unit;  and 

(ii)  such  tenant  vacated  such  unit  at  any  time  after 
the  removal  permit  was  granted  but  no  later  than 
thirty  (30)days  after  the  applicable  time  period  re- 
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quired  under  section  14(F)(1)(a)  has  elapsed. 
Upon  vacating  such  unit,  such  tenant  shall  be  paid  the 
relocation  expense  allowance  provided  in  section  14 
(F)(1)(c).  No  person  shall  set  off  any  monies  owned  by 
the  tenant  to  such  person  against  the  relocation  expense 
allowance  owned  to  such  tenant. 

d.  Allow  the  tenant  of  such  unit  to  terminate  any 
rental  housing  agreement  in  effect,  upon  a  thirty  (30) 
day  prior  written  notice  to  the  landlord,  at  any  time  on 
or  after  the  date  the  removal  permit  therefor  has  been 
granted  but  before  any  applicable  section  14(F)(a)  time 
period  has  elapsed,  in  order  for  such  tenant  to  vacate 
such  unit.  Upon  vacating  such  unit,  such  tenant  shall  be 
paid  the  relocation  expense  allowance  provided  in  sec- 
tion 14  (F)(c), 

2.  Class  B  Units  Removals  for  Condominium  or  Coop- 
erative Conversion :  No  person  shall  use  a  removal  permit 
in  commencing  an  eviction  proceeding  for  a  tenanted 
Class  B  unit  in  order  to  convert  or  facilitate  the  conver- 
sion of  such  unit  to  a  condominium  or  cooperative  unit 
without  having  complied  with  the  following  conditions: 

a.  Provide  the  tenants  of  such  unit  with  the  rights  set 
forth  in  the  conditions  contained  in  section  14(F)(1); 
and 

b.  Not  adjust  the  rent  for  such  unit  more  than  once  in 
any  twelve  (12)  month  period ,  after  the  removal  permit 
has  been  granted.  No  such  rent  shall  be  adjusted  above 
the  maximum  rent  for  such  Class  B  unit  as  established 
by  section  7(C)  except  as  follows: 

(i)  by  an  amount  determined  by  multipying  the  maxi- 
mum rent  by  the  Consumer  Price  Index  for  the  cal- 
endar year  preceding  the  date  a  legal  notice  of  rent 
increase  is  served  on  the  tenant;  or 

(ii)  at  the  landlord's  election,  by  an  amount  deter- 
mined pursuant  to  the  individual  upward  rent  ad- 
justment procedures  set  forth  in  the  provisions  of 
section  8,9,  and  10. 

3.  Exception:  The  provisions  of  section  14(F)  shall  not 
apply  to  and  Class  A  or  Class  B  unit  for  which  a  removal 
permit  has  been  granted  for  condominium  or  cooperative 
conversion  prior  to  a  tenant  occupying  such  unit. 

G.  Class  B  Unit  Removals  for  Other  Than  Condominium 
or  Cooperative  Conversion 

Any  Class  B  tenanted  unit  for  which  a  removal  permit 
has  been  granted  for  a  reason  other  than  condominium  or 
cooperative  conversion  shall  be  subject  to  the  maximum 
rent  provision  of  section  7(C)  and  the  adjustment  provi- 
sions of  section  14(F)(2)(b).  This  provision  shall  not  ap- 
ply to  any  such  Class  B  unit  for  which  a  removal  permit 
has  been  granted  prior  to  a  tenant  occupying  such  unit. 
H.  Additional  Limitations 

After  the  effective  date  of  this  ordinance,  no  person 
who  owns,  manages,  markets  or  otherwise  controls  a 
Class  A  or  Class  B  unit,  and  no  agent  of  such  person ,  shall 
directly  or  indirectly  sell,  offer  for  sale,  or  agree  to  sell 
such  unit  as  a  condominium  or  cooperative  unit  or  as  a 
non-rental  housing  unit  unless  the  Board  has  issued  a  re- 
moval permit  thereof. 
I.  Termination  of  Removal  Controls 

The  Board  may,  by  regulation,  terminate  the  prohibi- 
tions or  removal  from  rental  housing  use  set  forth  in  this 
section  for  any  class  or  subclass  of  units  if  in  its  judgment 
the  need  for  continuing  such  prohibitions  no  longer  exists 
because  of  sufficient  construction  or  addition  of  new 
units  to  the  housing  stock  for  such  class  or  subclass  or  the 
demand  for  such  class  of  units  has  otherwise  been  ade- 
quately met  and  the  public  interest  no  longer  requires 
such  prohibitions  to  be  continued.  Any  removal  prohibi- 
tions terminated  in  accordance  with  this  paragraph  shall 
be  reimposed  upon  a  finding  by  the  Board  that  a  substan- 
tial shortage  of  such  class  or  subclass  of  units  exists  and 
that  reimposition  of  the  removal  prohibitions  is  necessary 
in  the  public  interest.  No  action  shall  be  taken  by  the 
Board  under  this  paragraph  without  compliance  with  the 


notice  and  hearing  requirements  set  forth  in  section 
9(C)(3). 

Section  64.  Remedies  and  Sanctions 
A  Civil  Remedies  —  Rent  Overcharges 

1 .  Actions  in  Court:  Any  person  who  demand,  ac- 
cepts, receives,  or  retains  any  payment  of  rent  in  ex- 
cess of  the  maximum  lawful  rent,  in  violation  of  the 
provisions  of  this  ordinance,  orany  rule,  regulation,  or 
order  hereunder  promulgated,  shall  be  liable  as  herein- 
after provided  to  the  person  from  whom  such  payment 
is  demanded,  accepted,  received,  or  retained,  and  to 
the  city  for  reasonable  attorney's  fees  and  costs  as  de- 
termined by  the  court,  plus  liquidated  damages  in  the 
amount  by  which  the  payment  or  payments  demanded, 
accepted,  received,  or  retained  exceed  the  maximum 
rent  which  could  be  lawfully  demanded,  accepted,  re- 
ceived, or  retained,  whichever  is  greater;  provided  that 
if  the  defendant  proves  that  the  violation  was  neither 
willful  nor  the  result  of  failure  to  take  practicable  pre- 
cautions against  the  occurrence  of  the  violation,  the 
amount  of  such  liquidated  damages  shall  be  the  amount 
of  the  overcharge  or  overcharges.  For  purposes  of  any 
civil  or  administrative  actions  brough  under  the  provi- 
sions of  this  ordinance,  all  persons  who  demand,  ac- 
cept, receive,  orretainany  payment  of  rent  in  excess  of 
the  maximum  lawful  rent  in  violation  of  the  provisions 
of  this  ordinance  shall  be  jointly  and  severaaly  liable 
for  such  violations. 

2.  Administrative  Action  by  Board: 

a.  If  the  person  from  whom  such  payment  is  de- 
manded, accepted,  received,  or  retained,  in  viola- 
tion of  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance  or  any  rule, 
regulation,  or  order  hereunder  promulgated  fails  to 
bring  an  action  under  this  section  within  thirty  calen- 
dar days  from  the  date  of  the  occurance  of  the  viola- 
tion, the  Board  may  settle  the  claim  arising  out  of  the 
violation  or  may  bring  such  action. 

b.  If  the  Board  decides  to  settle  a  claim  rather  than 
bring  an  action  in  court  under  subparagraph  2(e),  the 
board  shall  make  a  decision  regarding  the  settlement 
of  such  claim  after  a  hearing  conducted  in  accord- 
ance with  the  provisions  of  section  1 1  of  chapter  30A 
of  the  General  Laws  except  that  requirements  (7)  and 
(8)  of  section  11  shall  not  apply  to  such  hearings. 
Upon  a  decision  of  the  Board  that  a  person  has  de- 
manded, accepted,  received,  or  retained  rent  in  ex- 
cess of  the  maximum  rent,  the  Board  May,  where 
appropriate ,  order  the  rent  reduced  for  the  Class  A  or 
Class  B  unit  or  may  make  any  other  order  consistent 
with  this  ordinance. 

c.  Settlement  by  the  Board  shall  thereafter  bar  any 
person  from  bringing  action  for  the  violation  or  vio- 
lations with  regard  to  which  settlement  has  been 
reached.  In  the  event  the  Board  settles  a  claim,  it 
shall  be  entitled  to  retain  the  costs  it  incurred  in  the 
settlement  thereof,  and  the  person  against  whom  the 
violation  has  been  committed  shall  be  entitled  to  the 
remainder.  In  the  event  the  city  brings  action  under 
the  provisions  of  this  section,  it  shall  be  entitled  to 
receive  attorney 's  fees  and  costs  under  the  provisions 
of  section  15  (A)(1).  and  the  person  against  whom 
the  violation  was  committed  shall  be  awarded  liqui- 
dated damages  under  the  provisions  of  such  section. 

3.  Effect  of  Judgment  or  Decision  of  the  Board:  A 
judgment  for  damages  or  on  the  merits  in  a  court  action 
brought  under  the  provisions  of  section  15(A)(1)  or  a 
decision  by  the  Board  under  section  1 5  (A)(2)  shall  be  a 
bar  to  any  further  recovery  under  any-provision  of  this 
section  against  the  defendant  on  account  of  any  viola- 
tion with  respect  to  the  same  person  prior  to  the  institu- 
tion of  the  action  in  which  such  judgment  or  decision 
was  rendered. 

4.  Statute  of  Limitations:  Action  to  recover  liqui- 
dated damages  under  any  provision  of  this  section  shall 
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not  be  brought  later  than  one  ( 1 )  year  after  the  date  of 
the  last  violation.  For  purposes  of  this  section,  each  de- 
mand, acceptance,  receipt  or  retention  of  rent  in  viola- 
tion of  any  provision  of  this  ordinance  shall  be  deemed 
a  separate  violation.  A  single  action  for  damages  under 
any  provision  of  this  section  may  include  all  violations 
of  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance  committed  by  the 
same  defendant  against  the  same  person  provided  that 
no  person  including  the  city  shall  brifng  an  action  to 
recover  liquidated  damages  as  described  in  this  section 
for  consecutive  violations  beyond  one  ( 1 )  year  from  the 
last  violation. 

B.  Criminal  Penalties 

1 .  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  to  demand,  ac- 
cept, receive,  or  retain  any  rent  for  the  use  or  occu- 
pancy of  a  Class  A  or  Class  B  unit  in  excess  of  the  maxi- 
mum rent  prescribed  therefore  under  the  provisions  of 
this  ordinance  or  the  rules,  regulations,  or  orders  here- 
under promulgated,  or  otherwise  to  do  or  omit  to  do 
any  action  in  violation  of  the  provisions  of  this  ordi- 
nance or  the  rules,  regulations  or  orders  hereunder 
promulgated.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  by  act 
or  omission  knowingly  to  engage  in  any  conduct  tend- 
ing to  deprive  a  tenant  of,  or  to  prevent  a  tenant  from 
exercising,  any  right  conferred  by  this  ordinance,  in- 
cluding any  such  conduct  tending  to  deprive  a  tenant  of 
the  peace,  comfort,  or  enjoyment  of  any  unit  in  viola- 
tion of  this  ordinance  or  to  engage  in  any  such  conduct 
intended  to  result  in  substantial  inconvenience  or 
amounting  to  a  violation  of  privacy,  harassment,  intim- 
idation, threat,  or  coercion. 

2.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  to  demand,  ac- 
cept, receive,  or  retain  any  which  exceeds  the  maxi- 
mum rent  for  one  month  as  a  finder's  fee  or  service 
charge  for  the  opportunity  to  examine  or  rent  or  lease 
any  Class  A  unit;  provided,  however,  no  finder's  fee  or 
service  charge  shall  be  lawful  unless  the  person  from 
whom  the  payment  is  demanded,  accepted,  received, 
or  retained  actually  rents  or  leases  such  unit  regard  to 
which  payment  of  such  fee  or  charge  has  been  de- 
manded, accepted,  received,  or  retained. 

3.  Whoever  willfully  violates  any  provision  of  this 
ordinance  or  any  rule,  regulation  or  order  hereunder 
promulgated  or  whoever  knowingly  makes  any  false 
statement  in  any  testimony  before  the  Board  or  who- 
ever knowingly  supplies  the  Board  with  any  false  infor- 
mation shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  of  not  more  than 
$500  or  by  imprisonment  for  no  more  than  ninety  days 
or  both;  provided,  that  in  the  case  of  a  second  or  subse- 
quent offense,  such  person  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine 
of  not  more  than  $3,000  or  by  imprisonment  for  not 
more  than  one  year,  or  both.  For  the  purposes  of  this 
section,  each  act  in  violation  of  any  provision  of  this 
ordinance  or  any  rule,  regulation  or  order  hereunder 
shall  be  deemed  a  separate  violation. 

C.  Jurisdiction 

1 .  The  Board  may  initiate  a  civil  action  or  a  criminal 
prosecution  in  a  court  of  competent  jurisdiction  for  any 
violation  of  this  ordinance  of  the  rules,  regulations  or 
orders  promulgated  hereunder  or  may  seek  an  injunc- 
tion for  any  such  violations. 

2. The  District  Court  Department  for  the  judicial  dis- 
trict within  which  the  unit  affected  is  located  and  the 
Housing  Court  Department  of  the  Trial  Courts,  City  of 
Boston  Division  shall  severally  have  original  concur- 
rent jurisdiction  over  all  civil  actions  and  criminal 
complaints  brought  under  this  section.  The  Superior 
Court  Department  of  the  Trial  Court  and  Housing 
Court  Department,  City  of  Boston  Division,  shall  sev- 
erally have  jurisdiction  to  restrain  by  injunction  any  vi- 
olation of  this  ordinance  or  the  rules,  regulations  or 
orders  promulgated  hereunder. 

Section  65.  Judicial  Review 


Except  as  otherwise  provided  in  this  section,  an  ag- 
grieved party  to  any  decision  of  the  Board  may  appeal 
such  decision  to  the  District  Court  Department  of  the 
Trial  Courts  for  the  judicial  district  within  which  the  units 
are  located  or  to  the  Housing  Court  Department  of  the 
Trial  Courts,  City  of  Boston  Division,  within  thirty  (30) 
calendar  days  after  the  date  of  such  decision.  This  ordi- 
nance shall  not  be  construed  to  provide  a  right  of  appeal  of 
a  general  adjustment  decision  promulgated  hereunder. 
Section  66.  Severability 

The  provisions  of  this  ordinance  are  severable,  and  if 
any  of  its  provisions  shall  be  held  unconstitutional  or  oth- 
erwise invalid  by  any  court  of  competent  jurisdiction  the 
decision  of  such  court  shall  not  affect  of  impair  any  of  the 
remaining  provisions. 
Section  67.  Transitional  Provisions 

A.  Scope/Repeal  of  Chapter  1  of  Title  10 

Except  as  otherwise  provided  herein,  chapter  1  of  Title 
10  is  hereby  repealed  as  of  the  effective  date  of  this  ordi- 
nance. All  matters  initiated  under  chapter  1,  which  are 
pending  before  the  Board,  or  decided  by  the  Board  or 
pending  before  the  courts  or  any  matter  initiated  under 
chapter  1,  or  any  rule,  regulation  or  order  thereunder 
promulgated  shall  be  governed  by  the  provisions  of  this 
Section. 

B.  Matters  Pending  Before  or  Decided  by  the  Board 

1 .  Matters  Pending  Before  the  Board: 

Except  as  otherwise  provided  in  any  provisions  of 
this  ordinance  all  matters  pending  before  the  Board 
shall  be  null  and  void,  and  may,  when  applicable,  be 
refiled  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  this  ordi- 
nance and  applicable  Board  regulations. 

2.  Matters  Decided  by  the  Board: 

Except  as  otherwise  provided  in  any  provisions  of 
this  ordinance,  all  decisions  rendered  by  the  Board  un- 
der chapter  1  shall  remain  in  full  force  and  effect  under 
the  provisions  of  this  ordinance. 

C.  Matters  Pending  Before  the  Court: 

Except  as  otherwise  provided  in  any  provisions  of  this 
ordinance,  the  provisions  of  chapter  1  shall  be  treated  as 
remaining  in  full  force  and  effect  for  the  purpose  of  initi- 
ating or  substaining  in  court  any  timely  suit,  action  or 
prosecution  with  respect  to  any  right,  liability  or  offense 
arising  under  chapter  1 . 

D.  Vacancy  Decontrol  Certificates 

All  vacancy  decontrol  certificates  issued  pursuant  to 
chapter  1  or  any  predecessor  ordinance  are  null  and  void 
as  of  the  effective  date  of  this  ordinance. 

E.  Registrations 

All  registration  forms  on  file  and  accepted  by  the  Board 
for  controlled  housing  accommodations  under  chapter  1 
shall  remain  in  full  force  and  effect  under  this  ordinance. 
Nothing  in  this  paragraph  shall  be  construed  to  prohibit 
the  Board  from  requiring  the  filing  of  any  registration  in- 
formation for  any  unit  pursuant  to  section  6  of  this  ordi- 
nance and  any  applicable  regulations. 

F.  Compliance  Matters 

The  provisions  of  chapter  1  shall  be  treated  as  remain- 
ing in  frill  force  and  effect  for  the  purpose  of  initiating  or 
sustaining  before  the  Board  any  compliance  matters  re- 
garding any  rights  or  remedies  provided  for  in  chapter  1 . 
All  such  matters  shall  be  processed  in  accordance  with 
the  provisions  of  this  ordinance  and  any  applicable  regu- 
lations. 

G.  Condominium/Cooperative  Conversion  Matters 

1 .  Except  for  the  limited  purposes  provided  under 
section  1 8(G)(2),  all  pending  condominium  or  cooper- 
ative conversion  termination  notices  served  under  sec- 
tion 10(C)  of  chapter  1  which  are  not  the  subject  matter 
of  a  court  action  are  null  and  void  as  of  the  effective 
date  of  this  ordinance. 

2.  Any  tenant  who  received  a  condominium  or  coop- 
erative conversion  termination  notice  under  section 
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10(C)  of  chapter  1  and  vacates  his  or  her  unit  within 
three  (3)  months  of  the  effective  date  of  this  ordinance 
shall  be  entitled  to  received  from  his  or  her  landlord  the 
relocation  expense  allowance  provided  for  in  section 
10(F)  of  chapter  1 .  Furthermore,  the  Board  shall  deter- 
mine the  eligibility  of  any  tenant  as  an  elderly,  or  low  or 
moderate  income,  or  handicapped  tenant,  who  may  be 
entitled  to  receive  an  additional  relocation  expense  al- 
lowance under  section  10(F)  of  chapter  1 .  For  the  pur- 
poses of  this  subparagraph,  the  applicable  provisions 
of  chapter  1  and  pertinent  regulations  shall  remain  in 
effect. 

3.  Nothing  in  section  18  shall  be  construed  to  allow 
the  removal  of  any  Class  A  unit  or  Class  B  unit  without 
the  issuance  of  a  removal  permit  as  provided  in  section 
14. 
Section  68.  Effective  Date  and  Duration 

A.  Dates 

This  ordifnance  shall  become  effective  on  August  1 , 
1984,  and  shall  remain  in  effect  until  July  31,  1988,  or 
until  a  prior  determination  by  the  Mayor  and  City  Council 
in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  section  (19)(B)  or 
section  19(C). 

B.  Mayor  and  City  Council  Determination. 

The  Mayor  and  City  Council  may  repeal  this  ordinance 
at  any  time  prior  to  July  31,  1988,  upon  determination 
that  the  present  rental  housing  emergency  no  longer  ex- 
ists. 

C.  Studies/Recommendation 

1.  The  Executive  Director  shall  perform  a  study  or 
studies  and  thereafter  review  them  and  make  a  timely  de- 
termination whether: 

a.  The  city-wide  vacancy  rate  exceeds  8  percent  of 
all  dwelling  units  in  the  city  rented  or  offered  for  rent; 
and 

b.  The  median  monthly  rent  for  all  unsubsidized 
units  available  on  the  market  within  a  reasonable  time 
of  such  study  is  less  than  30  percent  of  the  median  city- 
wide  monthly  income  for  all  tenants. 

Such  studies  shall  not  commence  on  or  before  February 
1,  1986,  but  shall  be  completed  on  or  before  August  1, 
1986.  In  addition,  the  Executive  Director  shall  perform 
such  similar  studies  every  other  year  thereafter. 

2.  If  the  Executive  Director  determines  that  the  criteria 
set  forth  in  section  19  (C)(1)(a)  and  (b)  have  been  met, 
then'he  or  she  shall  recommend  to  the  City  Council  that 
the  ordinance  be  amended  or  repealed.  Upon  such  recom- 
mendation, the  City  Council  shall  hold  public  hearings  to 
determine  whether  or  not  to  so  amend  or  repeal  the  ordi- 
nance. 

3.  If  the  Executive  Director  determines  that  any  or  all 
the  criteria  set  forth  in  section  19C(l)(a)  and  (b)  have  not 
been  met,  then  he  or  she  shall  recommend  to  the  City 
Council  that  the  ordinance  shall  remain  in  effect  without 
change  and  that  no  further  action  is  required  by  the  City 
Council. 

Section  2.  Publication 

The  provisions  of  City  of  Boston  Code  Ordinances ,  Ti- 
tle 2,  section  752,  to  the  contrary  notwithstanding,  this 
ordinance  shall  be  published  by  the  City  Council  in  pass- 
ing the  same.

In  the  Year  Nineteen  Hundred  and  Eighty-four 
An  Ordinance  Creating  a  Neighborhood  Impact  Com- 
mission 
Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  Boston,  as  follows: 
Section  1.  Findings  and  Purposes.  A  serious  public 
emergency  exists  in  the  City  of  Boston  with  respect  to  the 
housing  of  a  substantial  number  of  citizens  of  Boston,  and 
with  regard  to  the  stability  of  Boston's  neighborhoods, 
which  has  been  accentuated  by  the  use  by  tax-exempt  in- 
stitutions of  buildings  or  property  having  or  potentially 
having,  a  residential  use.  Public  oversight,  governmental 
coordination,  and  research  and  planning  are  necessary  in 
order  to  ameliorate  the  negative  consequences  of  such  in- 
stitutional expansion;  to  provide  the  city's  residents  with 
a  sufficient  supply  of  decent,  affordable  housing;  to 
strengthen  residential  neighborhoods;  to  encourage  pub- 
lic order;  and  to  preserve  the  city's  tax  base. 

Now,  therefore,  pursuant  to  the  authority  vested  in  it 
by  law,  including  without  limitation  City  of  Boston  Code, 
Statutes,  Title  2,  section  752,  be  it  ordained  by  the  City 
Council  of  the  City  of  Boston  as  follows: 

Section  2.  Creation  of  Commission.  City  of  Boston 
Code.  Ordinance,  Title  10,  be,  and  hereby  is,  amended 
by  adding  thereto  the  following  new  section: 
Section  801 .  Neighborhood  Impact  Commission 

There  shall  be  in  the  city  a  board,  known  as  the 
Neighborhood  impact  Commission,  consisting  of  the 
following  persons  or  his  or  her  designee: 

Two  members  of  the  mayor's  Office  who  advise  the 
Mayor  on  housing  and  development  issues.  The  Com- 
missioner of  the  Assessing  Department,  the  Adminis- 
trator of  the  Rent  Equity  Board,  the  Director  of  the 
Boston  Redevelopment  Authority  and  the  Executive 
Secretary  of  the  Board  of  Appeal . 

All  members  of  the  Commission  shall  serve  ex  offi- 
cio and  shall  receive  no  additional  compensation  or  ex- 
penses for  their  service  on  the  Commission.  The 
members  of  the  Commission  shall  be  classified  as  spe- 
cial municipal  employees  for  the  purpose  of  General 
Laws,  chapter  268 A. 

The  Commission  shall  meet  at  least  once  each  month 
for  purposes  of  coordinating  as  fully  as  possible  the  ac- 
tivities of  the  city  with  regard  to  institutional  expan- 
sion. At  each  of  its  regular  meetings,  the  Commission 
shall  receive  all  reports  and  discuss  all  matters  relating 
to  institutional  expansion  with  the  chairperson  of  the 
Institutional  Expansion  board  or  his  or  her  designee. 
Section  3.  Notwithstanding  the  provisions  of  the  City 
of  Boston  Code.  Ordinance  2,  section  752.  this  ordinance 
shall  be  published  by  the  action  of  the  Council  in  passing 
the  same.

In  the  Year  Nineteen  Hundred  and  Eighty-four 

An  Ordinance  Establishing  the  Boston  Human  Rights 

Commission. 
Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  Boston,  in  accord- 
ance with  the  provisions  of  Massachusetts  General 
Laws  chapter  43B,  section  13,  and  any  other  applica- 
ble law,  as  follows: 

Section  1.  City  of  Boston  Code,  Ordinances,  Title  12, 
is  hereby  amended  by  adding,  after  chapter  15,  the  fol- 
lowing new  chapter: 
Chapter  16.  Human  Rights 
Section  400.  Policy 

It  is  the  policy  of  the  City  of  Boston  to  assure  that  every 
resident  shall  have  equal  access  to  and  benefit  from  all 
public  services,  to  protect  every  resident  in  the  enjoy- 
ment and  exercise  of  civil  rights  and  to  encourage  and 
bring  about  mutual  understanding  and  respect  among  all 
residents  of  the  city.  It  is  clear  that  behavior  which  denies 
equal  treatment  to  any  of  our  citizens  as  a  result  of  their 
religious  creed,  race,  color,  sex,  age,  disability,  national 
origin,  ex-offender  status,  prior  psychiatric  treatment, 
sexual  orientation,  military  status,  marital  status,  or  pa- 
rental status,  or  which  is  sexually  or  racially  harassing 
undermines  civil  order  and  deprives  persons  of  the  bene- 
fits of  a  free  and  open  society.  Nothing  in  this  ordinance 
shall  be  construded  as  supporting  or  advocating  any  par- 
ticular religious  view,  or  lifestyle.  To  the  contrary:  it  is 
the  intention  of  this  ordinance  that  all  persons  be  treated 
fairly  and  equally  and  it  is  the  expressed  intent  of  this  or- 
dinance to  guarantee  to  all  our  citizens  fair  and  equal 
treatment  under  the  law. 
Section  401.  Definitions. 

As  used  in  this  chapter  the  following  terms  have  the 
meanings  as  indicated  unless  a  different  meaning  clearly 
appears  from  the  context: 

First.  "Age"  means  any  person  between  the  ages  of 
forty  and  sixty-five. 

Second.  "Bona  fide  occupational  qualification"  means 
a  valid  consideration  of  race,  color,  sex,  age,  religious 
creed,  disability,  national  origin,  ancestry,  sexual  orien- 
tation, marital  status,  parental  status,  ex-offender  status, 
prior  psychiatric  treatment,  military  status,  or  source  of 
income  which  is  a  requirement  of  employment  and  has 
been  certified  as  such  by  the  Commission  or  by  the  Mas- 
sachusetts Commission  Against  Discrimination  under 
chapter  15  IB  of  the  Massachusetts  General  Laws. 

Third.  "Bonding  transaction"  means  the  furnishing  of 
a  performance,  fiduciary  or  other  form  of  bond  to  any 
person. 

Fourth.  "Commission"  means  the  Human  Rights 
Commission. 
Fifth.  "Credit  transaction"  means  the  open  or  closed 
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end  grant,  extension,  denial  or  termination  of  credit  to 
any  individual. 

Sixth.  "Disability"  means  a  condition  which  causes  a 
physical  or  mental  impairment  which  limits,  or  is  re- 
garded as  limiting  one  or  more  major  life  activities. 

Seventh.  "Employee"  means  any  individual  who  is  en- 
gaged to  work  for  or  under  the  direction  or  control  of  an- 
other for  monetary  or  other  valuable  consideration,  but 
shall  not  include  any  individual  employed  by  her  or  his 
parents,  spouse  or  children. 

Eighth.  "Employer"  means  any  individual,  partner- 
ship, association,  corporation,  trustees,  public  charity, 
foundation,  political  subdivision,  boards,  department, 
commission,  agency  or  other  person  which  engages  and 
controls  the  services  of  an  individual  in  the  City  of  Boston 
in  exchange  for  monetary  or  other  valuable  consider- 
ation, except  that  it  shall  not  include  any  employer  with 
six  or  less  persons  in  its  employ,  exclusive  of  parents, 
spouse ,  or  children,  nor  does  it  include  a  club  exclusively 
social,  or  a  fraternal  association  or  corporation,  if  such 
club,  association  or  corporation  is  not  organized  for  pri- 
vate profit. 

Ninth.  The  term  "employment  agency"  includes  any 
person  undertaking  to  procure  employees  or  opportuni- 
ties to  work  for  potential  employees. 

Tenth.  "Educational  facility"  means  any  persons, 
whether  organized  for  profit  or  not  for  profit,  that  holds 
itself  out  to  the  public  as  providing  instruction  or  training 
in  the  arts,  sciences,  trades  or  any  other  area  of  learning. 

Eleventh.  "Ex-offender  status"  means  (i)  the  condi- 
tion of  having  been  arrested,  detained,  or  accused  of  any 
violation  of  law  which  no  conviction  resulted;  or  (ii)  a 
final  conviction  for  any  of  the  following  misdemeanors: 
drunkenness,  simple  assault,  speeding,  minor  traffic  vio- 
lations, affray,  or  disturbing  the  peace;  or  (iii)  any  con- 
viction of  a  misdemeanor  where  the  date  of  such 
conviction  or  completion  of  any  period  of  incarceration 
resulting  therefrom,  which  ever  date  is  later,  occurred 
five  or  more  years  prior  to  the  date  of  the  exercise  of  any 
right  or  privilege  under  this  chapter,  unless  such  person 
has  been  convicted  of  any  offense  within  five  years  im- 
mediately preceding  the  exercise  of  any  right  or  privilege 
under  this  chapter. 

Twelfth.  "Executive  Director"  means  the  Executive 
Director  of  the  Boston  Human  Rights  Commission  as  es- 
tablished by  this  chapter. 

Thirteenth.  "Parental  status"  means  the  condition  of 
having  minor  or  disabled  children. 

Fourteenth.  "Insurance  transaction"  means  the  sale, 
grant  or  other  provision  of  insurance  to  any  person. 

Fifteenth.  "Labor  organization"  means  any  organiza- 
tion which  exists  and  is  constituted  for  the  purpose,  in 
whole  or  part,  of  collective  bargaining  or  of  dealing  with 
employers  concerning  grievances,  terms  or  conditions  of 
employment,  or  of  other  mutual  aid  or  protection  in  con- 
nection with  employment. 

Sixteenth.  "Marital  status"  means  the  actual  or  sup- 
posed condition  of  being  or  having  been  married,  sepa- 
rated or  divorced  or  the  condition  of  being  single. 

Seventeenth.  "Military  status"  means  the  condition  of 
being,  or  having  been  in  the  services  of  the  military. 

Eighteenth.  The  term  "person"  includes  one  or  more 
individuals,  partnerships,  associations,  corporations, 
agencies,  legal  representatives,  trustees,  trustees  in 
bankruptcy  and  receivers:  the  city  and  all  political  subdi- 
visions, boards  and  commissions  provided,  however, 
"person"  shall  not  be  applied  to  an  individual  acting  in  a 
purely  private  transaction. 

Nineteenth.  "Prior  psychiatric  treatment"  means  an 
actual  or  supposed  mental  impairment  of  a  person  caused 
by  illness,  injury,  birth,  professional  treatment  of  hospi- 
talization. 

Twentieth.  "Public  accommodation  and  service" 
means  any  place,  business,  facility  or  other  establishment 
of  whatever  kind,  or  agency,  whether  owned  privately  or 


by  a  public  agency  which  caters  or  offers  services,  facili- 
ties or  goods  to  or  is  intended  for  the  use  or  convenience 
of  the  general  public  whether  for  a  charge  or  fee  or  not. 
Nothing  contained  herein  shall  be  construed  to  include  or 
apply  to  any  place,  business,  facility  or  other  establish- 
ment which  is  by  its  nature  distinctly  private,  except  that 
when  such  establishment  caters  or  offers  services  to  the 
general  public,  it  shall  be  deemed  a  public  accommoda- 
tion during  such  period. 

Twenty-first.  "Responded"  means  a  person  against 
whom  a  complaint  has  been  filed  pursuant  to  this  chapter. 

Twenty-second.  "Sexual  orientation"  means  actual  or 
supposed  homosexuality,  heterosexuality  or  bisexuality 
by  orientation  or  practice,  including  but  not  limited  to  an 
orientation  that  may  be  presumed  on  the  basis  of  manner- 
isms, physical  characteristics,  manner  of  dress  or  deport- 
ment; and 

Twenty-third.  "Source  of  income"  means  the  manner 
or  means  by  which  an  individual  supports  herself  or  him- 
self, and  his  or  her  dependents,  except  that  in  this  chapter 
it  shall  not  include  any  criminal  activity  from  which  a 
source  of  income  is  derived. 

Section  402.  Discriminatory  Regarding  Employment 

It  shall  be  an  unlawful  practice  and  thereby  deemed  a 
violation  of  this  chapter  of  a  person  directly  or  indirectly 
to  refuse  to  hire,  employ,  classify  or  upgrade,  to  bar  or  to 
discharge  from  employment,  or  otherwise  discriminate 
against  any  person  in  the  terms,  conditions  or  privileges 
of  employment,  including  compensation,  because  of  the 
race,  color,  sex,  age,  religious  creed,  disability,  national 
origin,  ancestry,  sexual  orientation,  marital  status,  pa- 
rental status,  ex-offender  status,  prior  pyschiatric  treat- 
ment, military  status  or  source  of  income  of  such 
individual,  unless  based  upon  a  bona  fide  occupational 
qualification.  A  person  who  asserts  that  a  discriminatory 
employment  practice  is  justified  because  of  a  bona  fide 
occupational  qualification  which  has  not  been  certified  as 
such  by  the  Commission  or  by  the  Massachusetts  Com- 
mission Against  Discrimination  under  chapter  15 IB  of 
the  Massachusetts  General  Laws  shall  have  the  burden  of 
showing  that  the  discrimination  is  in  fact  a  necessary 
result  of  a  bona  fide  occupational  qualification  and  that 
there  exists  no  less  discriminatory  means  of  satisfying  the 
occupational  qualification. 

It  shall  further  be  an  unlawful  practice  and  thereby 
deemed  a  violation  of  this  chapter  for  an  employment 
agency,  directly  or  indirectly,  to  fail  or  refuse  to  classify 
properly  or  refer  for  employment  or  otherwise  discrimi- 
nate against  any  person  because  of  the  race,  color,  sex, 
age,  religious  creed,  disability,  national  origin,  ancestry, 
sexual  orientation,  marital  status,  parental  status,  ex-of- 
fender status,  prior  psychiatric  treatment,  military  status 
or  source  of  income  of  such  person.  An  employment 
agency  that  specializes  in  the  recruitment  and  placement 
of  elderly  or  disabled  employees  shall  be  exempt  from  the 
operation  of  this  section  with  respect  to  such  specialized 
services  for  the  elderly  or  disabled,  provided  that  such 
specialized  services  shall  not  discriminate  among  the  el- 
derly or  disabled  on  the  basis  of  other  discriminatory  cri- 
teria. 

Nothing  herein  shall  be  construed  to  bar  any  religious 
or  denominational  institution  or  organization,  or  any  or- 
ganization operated  for  charitable  or  educational  pur- 
poses, which  is  operated,  supervised  or  controlled  by  or 
in  connection  with  a  religious  organization,  and  which 
limits  membership,  enrollment,  admission,  or  participa- 
tion to  members  of  that  religion,  from  giving  preference 
in  hiring  or  employment  to  members  of  the  same  religion, 
or  employment  limited  to  the  elderly  or  disabled,  pro- 
vided that  such  employment  shall  not  discriminate  among 
the  elderly  or  disabled  on  the  basis  of  other  discrimina- 
tory criteria. 

Section  403.  Discriminatory  practices  Regarding  Labor 
Organizations 

It  shall  be  an  unlawful  practice  and  thereby  deemed  a 
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violation  of  this  chapter  for  a  labor  organization  directly 
or  indirectly  to  refuse  to  admit  to  membership,  appren- 
ticeship, training  or  classification  or  to  discriminate  oth- 
erwise against  any  individual,  absent  a  bona  fide 
occupational  reason  or  other  reasonable  cause,  becuase 
of  the  race,  sex,  age,  religious  creed,  disability,  national 
origin,  sexual  orientation,  marital  status,  parental  status, 
ex-offender  status,  prior  psychiatric  treatment,  military 
status  or  source  of  income  of  such  individuals. 
Section  404.  Discriminatory  Practices  Regarding  Credit 
Transaction,  Bonding  and  insurance 

It  shall  be  an  unlawful  practice  and  therebydeemed  a 
violation  of  this  chapter  for  any  bank,  financial  institu- 
tion, or  credit  granting  or  approving  institution  or  per- 
son, including  any  retail  store  that  sells  goods  or  services 
on  credit,  directly  or  indirectly  to  discriminate  in  the 
granting,  reporting,  approval  or  extension  of  any  form  of 
loan  or  credit  to  any  person  because  of  the  race,  color, 
sex,  age,  religious  creed,  disability,  national  origin,  an- 
cestry, sexual  orientation,  marital  status,  parental  status, 
ex-offender  status,  prior  psychiatric  treatment,  military 
status  or  source  on  income  of  such  person.  It  shall  not  be 
an  unlawful  discriminatory  practice  under  this  subsection 
to  establish  or  review  the  credit-worthiness  of  any  person 
by  seeking  information  relvent  to  such  credit-worthiness 
such  as  amount  and  source  of  income,  age,  employment 
history,  credit  references,  and  the  number  and  age  of  de- 
pendents. 

Further,  it  shall  be  an  unlawful  practice  and  thereby 
deemed  a  violation  of  this  ordinance  for  any  bonding  in- 
stitution or  person  engaged  in  the  service  of  providing 
financial  and  performance  bonds  to  refuse  to  bond  any 
person  or  discriminate  in  the  terms  of  bonding  any  person 
because  of  the  race,  color,  sex,  age,  religious  creed,  dis- 
ability, national  origin,  ancestry,  sexual  orientation,  mar- 
ital status,  parental  status,  prior  psychiatric  treatment, 
military  status  or  source  of  income  of  such  individual. 

Further,  it  shall  be  an  unlawful  practice  and  thereby 
deemed  a  violation  of  this  ordinance  for  any  insurance 
company  to  refuse  to  insuree  any  person  or  discriminate 
in  the  terms  of  insuring  and  individual  because  of  the 
race,  color,  sex,  age,  religious  creed,  disability,  national 
origin,  ancestry,  sexual  orientation,  marital  status,  pa- 
rental status,  prior  psychiatric  treatment,  military  status, 
ex-offender  status  or  source  of  income  of  such  persons, 
unless  based  on  a  bona  fide  actuarially  determined  insur- 
ance factor  relative  to  the  age  or  health  of  the  person 
which  affects  the  risk  for  which  such  insurance  is  being 
sought. 

Section  405.  Discriminatory  Practices  Regarding 
Education 

It  shall  be  an  unlawful  practice  and  thereby  deemed  a 
violation  of  this  chapter  for  any  educational  facility  di- 
rectly or  indirectly  to  fail  or  refuse  to  admit,  or  to  curtail 
or  terminate  admission  to,  or  to  discriminate  in  the  terms 
or  conditions  of  educational  services,  opportunities,  and 
curriculum  offered  to  any  person,  absent  a  showing  of 
reasonable  cause  as  to  why  such  discrimination  may  be 
warranted  because  of  the  race,  color,  sex,  age,  religious 
creed,  disability,  national  origin,  ancestry,  sexual  orien- 
tation, marital  status,  parental  status,  prior  psychiatric 
treatment,  military  status,  ex-offender  status  or  source  of 
income  of  such  person. 

The  following  practices  shall  be  exempt  from  the  oper- 
ation of  this  section:  the  selection  of  students  by  a  reli- 
gious educational  facility  that  is  limited  exclusively  or 
gives  preference  to  members  of  such  religion;  the  estab- 
lishment or  maintenance  by  an  educational  facility  of  a 
school  or  program  limited  to  the  members  of  only  one  sex 
or  otherwise  segregated  by  sex,  consistent  however,  with 
federal  and  state  statutes,  the  establishment  by  an  educa- 
tional facility  or  minimum  or  maximum  age  requirements 
for  any  educational  program ;  and  the  establ  ishment  by  an 
educational  facility  of  special  programs  designed  to  assist 
or  provide  special  training  for  the  disabled,  the  elderly, 


individuals  who  do  not  speak  English,  or  the  econimi- 
cally  improverished. 

Section  406.  Discriminatory  Practices  Regarding  Public 
Accommodations  and  Services. 
It  shall  be  an  unlawful  practice  and  thereby  deemed  a 
violation  of  this  chapter  for  any  person  who  owns,  leases, 
rents,  operates,  manages,  or  in  any  manner  controls  a 
public  accommodation  directly  or  indirectly,  or  who  pro- 
vides a  public  service,  to  withhold,  deny,  curtail  or  in  any 
manner  limit  or  discriminate  with  respect  to  the  full  use  of 
such  public  accommodation  or  service  because  of  the 
race,  color,  sex,  age,  religious  creed,  disability,  national 
origin,  ancestry,  sexual  orientation,  marital  status,  pa- 
rental status,  prior  psychiatric  treatment,  military  status, 
ex-offender  status  or  source  of  income  of  such  individual, 
unless  such  public  accommodation  or  service  specifically 
designated  for  the  exclusive  use  of  the  elderly  or  the  dis- 
abled: provided,  however,  nothing  contained  herein  shall 
permit  the  use  of  restrooms,  baths,  showers,  dressing 
rooms,  or  other  private  accommodations  which  are  sepa- 
rated by  sex  to  be  used  by  males  and  females  at  the  same 
time. 

Section  407.  Other  Unlawful  Practices 

It  shall  be  an  unlawful  practice  and  thereby  deemed  a 
violation  of  this  chapter  for  any  person  to  discriminate 
against  any  individual  because  he  or  she  opposed  any 
practice  made  unlawful  by  this  chapter,  or  testified,  as- 
sisted, or  participated  in  any  manner  in  an  investigation, 
proceeding,  or  hearing  under  this  chapter. 

It  shall  be  an  unlawful  practice  and  thereby  deemed  a 
violation  of  this  chapter  for  any  person  to  aid  or  abet  an- 
other in  the  violation  of  any  provision  of  this  chapter. 

It  shall  be  an  unlawful  practice  and  thereby  deemed  a 
violation  of  this  chapter  to  cause  or  attempt  to  cause  any 
person  to  discriminate  against  an  individual  in  violation 
of  this  chapter. 

Section  408.  Establishment  of  the  Boston  Human 
Rights  Commission,  Executive  Director,  Staff 

There  shall  be  in  the  city  a  commission  known  as  the 
Boston  Human  Rights  Commission,  hereinafter  referred 
to  as  the  Commission.  The  Commission  shall  be  com- 
prised of  seven  members,  to  be  known  as  Commissioner, 
each  appointed  by  the  Mayor.  The  Commissioner  shall 
each  serve  a  term  of  three  years,  provided,  however,  that 
of  the  members  first  appointed  to  the  Commission,  three 
shall  be  appointed  for  a  term  of  one  year,  two  shall  be 
appointed  for  a  term  of  two  years  and  two  shall  be  ap- 
pointed for  a  term  of  three  years.  Thereafter  the  Mayor 
shall  appoint  each  successor  to  a  term  of  three  years.  Any 
vacancy  occurring  otherwise  than  by  expiration  of  term 
shall  be  filled  by  appointment  by  the  Mayor  for  the  unex- 
pired term. 

The  Mayor  shall  appoint  annually  a  Commissioner  as 
the  Chairperson  of  the  Commission.  Four  Commission- 
ers shall  constitute  a  quorum  for  the  purposes  of  conduct- 
ing the  business  of  the  Commission.  Four  votes  shall  be 
required  to  pass  any  Commission  decision. 

The  Commissioners  shall  be  subject  to  the  residency 
and  voting  requirements  appearing  in  the  City  of  Boston 
Code,  Ord.  5,  s.  101,  notwithstanding  the  exeception 
contained  therein.  The  Commissioners  shall  be  classified 
special  municipal  employees  for  the  purposes  of  chapter 
268A  of  the  General  Laws.  The  Commissioners  shall 
serve  without  compensation,  but  each  Commissioner 
shall  be  entitled  to  his  or  her  reasonable  expenses  actually 
and  necessarily  incurred  in  the  performance  of  her  or  his 
duties  as  Commissioner.  These  expenditures  shall  be  paid 
from  the  budget  of  the  Commission.  The  Commission 
staff  shall  consist  of  an  Executive  Director,  and  such  per- 
sonnel as  the  Commission,  upon  recommendation  of  the 
Executive  Director,  may  deem  expedient. 

The  Executive  Director  shall  be  appointed  by  and  serve 
at  the  pleasure  of  the  Mayor.  The  Mayor  shall  determine 
the  rate  of  compensation  for  the  Executive  Director. 
Section  409.  Powers  and  Duties  of  Executive  Director 
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The  Executive  Director  shall  have  the  powers  of  a  de- 
partment head  except  for  those  powers  explicitly  con- 
veyed to  the  Commission  by  this  chapter  and  shall  be 
responsible  for  carrying  out  the  policies  and  decisions  of 
the  Commission. 

The  Executive  Director  shall  have  the  power  and  duty 
to  make  investigations  of  discriminatory  practices  which 
appear  to  be  in  violation  of  this  chapter  and  to  file  com- 
plaints with  the  Commission  based  upon  findings  of  fact, 
and  conclusions  of  law  only,  where  there  is  a  probable 
cause  that  a  violation  of  this  chapter  has  occurred.  The 
Executive  Director  shall  be  required  to  appear  quarterly 
before  the  City  Council  to  give  a  report  of  the  Commis- 
sions activities  and  to  answer  questions  of  the  Council. 
The  Executive  Director  shall  have  the  power  to  attempt  to 
mediate  or  conciliate  any  complaint  or  alleged  discrimi- 
nation under  this  ordinance  where  there  is  probable  cause 
for  such  complaint.  The  Executive  Director  shall  further 
file,  on  conforming  forms,  all  complaints  with  the  Mas- 
sachusetts Commission  Against  Discrimination  and  the 
Equal  Employment  Opportunity  Commission  where 
such  complaints  relate  to  discrimination  under  the  dis- 
crimination under  the  jurisdication  of  the  MCDA  and/or 
the  EEOC.  The  Executive  Director  shall  fix  the  compen- 
sation of  the  Commission  staff  within  the  budgetary  lim- 
its of  the  Commission. 
Section  410.  Powers  and  Duties  of  the  Commission 

The  Commission  shall  study  the  problems  of  discrimi- 
nation in  the  city  and  shall  make  such  recommendations 
to  the  Mayor  and  the  City  Council,  as  in  its  judgment  will 
effectuate  the  policy  of  this  chapter. 

The  Commission  may,  on  its  own  behalf,  issue  a  com- 
plaint, upon  a  reasonable  belief  that  a  person  has  engaged 
in  an  unlawful  discriminatory  practice. 

The  Commission  shall  have  the  power  to  conduct  hear- 
ings, subpoena  witnesses,  compel  their  attendance,  in- 
cluding but  not  limited  to  filing  contempt  proceedings 
with  any  District  or  Superior  Court,  administer  oaths, 
take  the  testimony  of  any  person  under  oath  and  in  con- 
nection therewith  to  require  the  production  for  examina- 
tion of  any  documents,  books,  papers,  or  evidence 
relating  to  any  matter  in  question  or  under  investigation 
by  the  Commission.  The  Commission  may  delegate  any 
of  its  hearing  powers  to  individual  Commissioners  or 
members  of  the  Commission  staff.  Subpoena  power  shall 
be  exercised  by  the  Chairperson  of  the  Commission,  or 
his  or  her  designee,  upon  majority  vote  of  the  Commis- 
sion. At  any  hearing  before  the  Commission,  or  any  com- 
mittee thereof,  a  witness  shall  have  the  right  to  be 
represented  by  counsel. 

The  Commission  shall  have  the  power  to  issue  publica- 
tion results  of  investigations  and  research  as,  in  its  judg- 
ment, will  promote  good-will  and  minimize  or  eliminate 
prejudice,  intolerance,  bigotry  of  discrimination  and  dis- 
order occasioned  thereby. 

The  Commission  shall,  upon  the  Executive  Director's 
failure  to  conciliate  a  complaint,  submit  a  written  report 
of  its  findings  and  recommendations  to  the  Mayor  with 
copies  of  this  report  filed  with  the  City  Council,  the  Cor- 
poration Counsel,  the  Massachusetts  Commission 
Against  Discrimination  (on  matters  within  its  jurisdic- 
tion) ,  and  to  any  other  governmental  agency  or  court  hav- 
ing jurisdiction, 

Further,  the  Commission  has  the  power  to  adopt  rules 
and  regulations  which  it  deems  necessary  to  the  function 
of  the  Commission:  provided,  however,  such  rules  and 
regulations  shall  become  effective  twenty -one  days  after 
their  submission  to  the  City  Council  unless  the  City 
Council,  by  majority  vote  of  all  its  members,  shall  vote  to 
reject  such  rules  and  or  regulations.  The  Commission 
may  recommend  to  the  Mayor  and  or  the  City  Council 
additional  legislation  to  aid  in  carrying  out  the  purposes 
of  this  chapter. 
Section  41 1 .  Procedures. 


Any  person  claiming  to  be  aggrieved  by  an  alleged  dis- 
criminatory practice  under  this  ordinance  or  claiming  to 
represent  an  aggrieved  person,  may,  by  her  or  his  attor- 
ney, file  with  the  Commission  a  verified  written  com- 
plaint. The  complaint  shall  state  the  name  and  address  of 
the  person  alleged  to  have  committed  the  discriminatory 
practice  and  shall  set  forth  in  detail  the  particular  circum- 
stances. The  complaint  shall  be  amended  to  include  addi- 
tional information  as  required  by  the  Commission.  No 
complaint  shall  be  considered  unless  it  is  filed  with  the 
Commission  within  180  days  after  the  occurrence  of  the 
alleged  discriminatory  practice,  or  unless  it  has  been  re- 
ferred to  the  Commission  by  the  Massachusetts  Commis- 
sion Against  Discrimination  or  the  Equal  Employment 
Opportunity  Commission  after  having  been  filed  with  ei- 
ther and  or  both  agencies. 

The  Executive  Director  shall  forthwith  transmit  a  copy 
of  the  complaint  to  the  respondent  by  hand  or  by  certified 
mail  return  receipt  requested. 

The  Commission  shall  not  accept  a  complaint  from  any 
person  who  has  filed  a  complaint  with  the  Massachusetts 
Commission  Against  Discrimination  with  respect  to  the 
same  grievance  unless  requested  by  the  Massachusetts 
Commission  Against  Discrimination  to  do  so. 

Upon  receipt  of  a  duly  filed  complaint,  the  Executive 
Director  shall  cause  a  prompt  investigation  to  be  made  in 
connection  therewith.  After  completing  the  investiga- 
tion, the  Executive  Director  shall  file  a  written  report 
containing  a  recommendation  concerning  the  disposition 
of  the  matter  with  the  Commission. 

Under  no  circumstances  may  a  report  reflect  bias 
where  a  respondent  has  exercised  his  or  her  constitutional 
rights  relative  to  providing  testimony  which  may  tend  to 
incriminate  one's  self.  Neither  may  the  Commission  pro- 
ceed with  a  complaint  unless  there  is  sufficient  probable 
cause  that  a  violation  exists,  such  probable  cause  being 
based  on  evidence  which  will  stand  the  test  of  court  scru- 
tiny as  to  its  merit  and  substance.  If  after  a  review  of  a 
complaint  the  Executive  Director  finds  that  no  probable 
cause  exists  for  crediting  the  allegations  of  the  complaint, 
the  Commission  shall  issue  and  transmit  to  complainant 
and  the  respondent,  by  hand  or  certified  mail,  return  re- 
ceipt requested,  an  order  dismissing  the  allegations.  The 
Commission  shall  also  issue  a  notice  to  both  complainant 
and  respondent  a  copy  of  federal  and  state  laws  governing 
legal  actions  one  may  pursue  relative  to  frivolous  actions. 
If  the  Commission  shall  determine  after  such  investiga- 
tion or  review  that  probable  cause  exists  for  crediting  the 
allegations  of  the  complaint,  the  Commission  shall  order 
the  Executive  Director  to  immediately  endeavor  to  elimi- 
nate the  discriminatory  practice  complained  of  through 
persuasion,  conciliation  and  negotiation.  Nothing  said  or 
done  during,  and  as  part  of  such  conciliation  efforts,  shall 
be  made  public  or  used  as  evidence  in  subsequent  pro- 
ceeding unless  each  of  the  interested  parties  agrees 
thereto  in  writing. 

If  conciliation  succeeds,  the  term  of  the  conciliation 
agreement  shall  be  reduced  to  writing  and  signed  by  or  on 
behalf  of  the  parties  and  the  Commission.  Conciliation 
agreement  may  be  made  public,  but  such  public  disclo- 
sure shall  not  reveal  the  identities  of  the  parties  involved, 
except  with  the  agreement  of  all  respondents. 

In  case  of  failure  to  reach  a  conciliation  agreement  to 
eliminate  a  discriminatory  practice  within  thirty  days  af- 
ter a  determination  of  probable  cause,  or  in  advance 
thereof  if  the  Commission  believe  the  circumstances  so 
warrant,  or  if  probable  cause  exists  that  a  conciliation 
agreement  has  been  violated,  the  Executive  Director 
shall  cause  to  be  issued  and  served  in  the  name  of  the 
Commission,  a  written  notice  together  with  a  copy  of 
such  complaint,  as  the  same  may  have  been  amended, 
requiring  the  respondent  to  answer  the  charges  of  such 
complaint  at  a  hearing  before  the  Commission,  at  a  time 
and  place  to  be  specified  in  such  notice.  The  respondent 
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may  file  in  person  or  otherwise  a  verified  written  answer 
to  the  complaint  and  appear  at  such  a  hearing  in  person, 
with  or  without  counsel. 

The  Executive  Director  or  his  or  her  designee  shall 
present  evidence  at  the  hearing.  The  Commission  shall 
not  be  bound  by  the  strict  rules  of  evidence  prevailing  in 
courts  of  law.  The  testimony,  however,  shall  be  under 
oath  and  shall  be  recorded  upon  the  request  of  either 
party.  Each  party  respondent  may  appear  at  such  hearing 
in  person  or  by  a  duly  authorized  representative.  Each 
party  may  present  testimony  and  evidence.  Each  party 
shall  have  the  right  to  cross-examine  adverse  witnesses. 

If  upon  all  the  evidence,  the  Commission  finds  that  a 
respondent  has  not  engaged  in  any  such  discriminatory 
practice  or  violation  of  a  conciliation  agreement,  the 
Commission  shall  issue  and  transmit  to  the  complainant 
and  the  respondent,  by  hand  or  by  certified  mail  return 
receipt  requested,  an  order  dismissing  that  complaint  as 
to  such  respondent. 

If,  upon  all  the  evidence  presented  at  the  hearing,  the 
Commission  determines  that  a  respondent  has  engaged  in 
any  discriminatory  practice  as  defined  in  this  ordinance 
or  has  violated  a  conciliation  agreement,  the  Commission 
shall  issue  an  order  stating  its  findings  of  fact  and  order 
for  resolving  the  complaint. 

The  Commission  shall  establish  rules  of  practice  to 
govern,  expedite  and  effectuate  the  foregoing  procedure 
and  its  own  actions  thereunder. 

If  a  finding  is  made  that  a  respondent  has  engaged  in  a 
discriminatory  practice  or  violated  a  conciliation  agree- 
ment, the  Commission  shall  make  a  written  report  of  its 
findings  and  recommendations  to  the  Mayor  and  the  City 
Council,  with  a  copy  to  the  Corporation  Counsel,  on  any 
matter  within  his  or  her  jurisdiction  for  review  and  imple- 
mentation or  to  the  Massachusetts  Commission  Against 
Discrimination  on  any  matter  in  question,  and  all  cases, 
urging  and  using  its  best  efforts  to  bring  about  compli- 
ance with  the  Commission's  order. 

In  the  conduct  of  any  mediation,  investigation,  hear- 
ing, or  representation  of  any  conciliation,  complaint,  the 
Commission  may  call  upon  not  only  the  members  and 
staff  of  the  Commission,  but,  to  the  extent  practicable, 
any  city  department  or  agency. 

If  a  finding  is  made  that  a  respondent,  who  has  engaged 
in  a  discriminatory  practice  or  violation  of  a  conciliation 
agreement,  is  a  city  contractor  or  subcontractor  perform- 
ing under  municipally  funded  or  assisted  contracts,  the 
Mayor  shall  cause  said  contract  or  subcontract  to  be  im- 
mediately reviewed,  and  may  suspend  or  revoke  said 
contract  or  contracts,  or  otherwise  employ  all  available 
means  to  bring  the  contractor  or  subcontractor  into  im- 
mediate compliance. 

If  a  finding  is  made  that  a  respondent,  who  has  engaged 
in  a  discriminatory  practice  or  violation  of  a  conciliation 
agreement,  is  a  licensee,  who  has  obtained  a  license  to 
operate  from  the  City  of  Boston  or  agency  thereof,  the 
Mayor  shall  cause  said  license  to  be  immediately  re- 
viewed, and  may  suspend  or  revoke  said  license,  or  oth- 
erwise employ  all  available  means  to  bring  the  licensee 
into  immediate  compliance. 

Any  person  aggrieved  by  a  finding  of  the  Commission 
is  entitled  to  reconsideration  upon  written  summary  and 
transcripts  by  the  full  Commission.  Written  request  for 
such  a  rehearing  must  be  filed  with  the  Commission 
within  seven  days  of  receipt  of  the  Commission's  written 
report.  Upon  receipt  of  a  request  for  reconsideration  the 
Commission  shall  notify  all  interested  parties  who  shall 
have  seven  days  to  submit  any  documents,  report  or  sum- 
mary to  the  Commission.  The  full  Commission  shall 
meet  in  executive  session  to  review  the  complaint,  sum- 
maries, written  reports,  transcripts,  documents,  or  other 
material,  within  sixty  days  of  the  receipt  of  the  request  for 
reconsideration. 

A  Certified  copy  of  any  report,  finding  or  order  of  the 
Commission  may  be  admitted  as  evidence  in  any  court  of 
competent  jurisdiction . 


Section  2.  Construction  of  Ordinance 

The  provisions  of  this  ordinance  shall  be  construed  for 
the  accomplishment  of  the  purposes  hereof.  Nothing 
herein  shall  be  construed  to  limit  civil  rights  granted  or 
hereinafter  afforded  by  the  laws  of  the  United  States  Gov- 
ernment or  of  the  Commonwealth. 
Section  3.  Effect  of  State  and  Federal  Laws 

Nothing  in  this  ordinance  shall  be  deemed  to  exempt  or 
relieve  any  person  from  any  liability,  duty,  penalty,  or 
punishment  provided  by  any  present  or  future  law  of  the 
Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts  or  the  United  States, 
other  than  any  such  law  which  purports  to  require  or  per- 
mit the  doing  of  any  act  which  would  be  unlawful  under 
this  ordinance. 

Any  remedies  provided  by  this  ordinance  shall  be  cu- 
mulative with  any  other  remedies  provided  by  state  or 
federal  law. 
Section  4.  Severability 

If  any  provisions  or  section  of  this  chapter  shall  be  held 
to  be  invalid  by  a  court  of  competent  jurisdiction,  them 
such  provision  or  section  shall  be  considered  separately 
and  apart  from  the  remaining  provisions  or  sections  of 
this  ordinance  which  shall  remain  in  full  force  and  effect. 
Section  5.  Publication 

Notwithstanding  the  provisions  of  the  City  of  Boston 
Code,  Ordinances,  Title  2,  section  752,  this  ordinance 
shall  be  published  by  the  action  of  the  City  Council  in 
passing  the  same.

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Preamble,  The  Boston  City  Council,  herein  assembled 
on  this  27th  day  of  June,  1984,  does  hereby  respectfully 
request  the  President  of  the  United  States  to  require  from 
the  government  of  Vietnam ,  a  full  and  complete  account- 
ing of  all  prisoners  of  war  and  members  of  our  armed 
forces  known  by  Vietnam  to  be  either  living  or  dead,  but 
listed  as  missing  in  action  as  a  result  of  the  Vietnam  con- 
flict. 

Whereas,  Those  POW/MIAs  deserve  nothing  less  than 
our  unrelenting  commitment  to  receive  a  full  disclosure 
of  their  whereabouts  or  remains;  and 

Whereas,  The  people  of  the  United  Stated  feel  a  pro- 
found and  deeply  emotional  companionship  with  the  fam- 
ilies of  those  still  listed  as  missing,  and  like  those 
families,  want  nothing  less  than  the  return  of  any  service- 
men captured  during  that  conflict;  and 

Whereas,  It  is  the  duty  of  every  American  to  stand  by 
their  countrymen  where  this  issue  is  concerned;  be  it 
therefore 

Resolved,  That  in  addition  to  the  above  request  to  the 
President  of  the  United  States,  the  City  Council,  by  this 
resolution  recognizes  the  week  of  July  1-8  as  being 
"POW/MIA  Awareness  Week"  in  the  City  of  Boston. 

It  is  hoped  that  all  citizens  of  this  great  city  will  take  the 
time  to  reflect  upon  the  great  sacrifices  made  by  those 
members  of  the  armed  forces  of  this  country  during  that 
struggle,  and  stand  with  the  families  of  those  sixty  MIA 
servicemen  from  Massachusetts  at  the  flag  raising  cer- 
mony  at  City  Hall  on  July  2,  1984,  at  10  a.m.

No  public  funds  under  this  section  shall  be  invested  or 
remain  invested,  or  be  deposited  or  remain  deposited  in 
any  bank  or  financial  insititution  which  directly  or 
through  its  subsidiaries  has  outstanding  loans  or  existing 


lines  of  credit  to  the  Republic  of  South  Africa,  or  to 
Namibia,  or  ato  a  national  corporation  of  the  Republic  of 
South  Africa  or  Namibia,  or  to  any  company  or  its  subsid- 
iaries for  the  purpose  of  investment  in  the  Republic  of 
South  Africa  or  Namibia,  and  no  public  pension  funds 
shall  be  invested  or  remain  invested  in  the  stocks,  securi- 
ties, or  other  obligations  of  any  company  doing  business 
in  or  with  the  Republic  of  South  Africa  or  Namibia,  or 
whose  subsidiary  of  affiliate  doesjbusiness  in  or  with  the 
Republic  of  South  Africa  or  Namibia.  Any  proceeds  of 
sales  required  under  this  paragraph  shall  be  invested  as 
much  as  reasonably  possible  in  financial  institutions  or 
companies  which  invest  or  conduct  business  operations 
in  Boston  so  long  as  such  use  is  consistent  with  sound 
investment  policy. 

Section  2.  Housing  Authority  Funds 

No  Housing  Authority  funds  under  this  section  shall  be 
invested  or  remain  invested,  or  be  deposited  or  remain 
deposited  in  any  bank  or  financial  institution  which  di- 
rectly or  through  its  subsidiaries  has  outstanding  loans  or 
existing  lines  of  credit  to  the  Republic  of  South  Africa  or 
Namibia,  or  whose  subsidiary  does  business  in  or  with 
the  Republic  of  South  Africa  or  Namibia.  Any  proceeds 
of  sales  required  under  this  paragraph  shall  be  invested  as 
much  as  reasonably  possible  in  financial  institutions  or 
companies  which  invest  or  conduct  business  operations 
in  Boston  so  long  as  such  use  is  consistent  with  sound 
investment  policy. 

Section  3.  General  Public  Funds

through  its  subsidiaries  has  outstanding  loans  or  existing 
lines  of  credit  to  the  Republic  of  South  Africa  or  to  Nami- 
bia, or  to  a  nation  corporation  of  the  Republic  of  South 
Africa  or  Namibia,  or  to  any  company  or  its  subsidiaries 
for  the  purposes  of  investment  in  the  Republic  of  South 
Africa  or  Namibia,  and  no  public  funds  shall  be  invested 
or  remain  invested  in  the  stocks,  securities,  or  other  obli- 
gations of  any  company  doing  business  in  or  with  the  Re- 
public of  South  Africa  or  Namibia,  or  whose  subsidiary 
or  affiliate  does  business  in  or  with  the  Republic  of  South 
Africa  or  Namibia.  Any  proceeds  of  sales  required  under 
this  paragraph  shall  be  invested  as  much  as  reasonably 
possible  in  financial  institutions  or  companies  which  in- 
vest or  conduct  business  operations  in  Boston  so  long  as 
such  use  is  consistent  with  sound  investment  policy. 

Section  4.  Before  any  public  funds  listed  in  paragraph 

1,  2,  or  3  can  be  deposited  or  invested  in  any  bank  or 
financial  institution,  each  bank  or  financial  institution 
must  submit  an  affidavit  to  the  Collector- Treasurer  certi- 
fying that  it  has  no  loans  or  existing  lines  of  credit  to  the 
entities  covered  in  paragraph  1,  2,  and  3.  The  affidavit 
shall  require  the  bank  or  financial  institution  to  notify  the 
Collector-Treasurer  if  it  later  enters  into  any  loan  or  ex- 
tends any  line  of  credit  to  the  entities  on  paragraph  1,2, 
and  3.  These  affidavits  shall  be  available  for  public  in- 
spection. 

Section  5.  When  public  funds  must  be  withdrawn  or 
divested  from  a  bank,  financial  institution .  or  company  in 
compliance  with  this  ordinance,  the  bank,  financial  insti- 
tution or  company  shall  be  advised  that  the  withdrawel  or 
divestiture  of  public  funds  is  required  by  this  ordinance. 

Section  6.  Notwithstanding  the  provisions  of  para- 
graph 1,2,  and  3,  if  sound  investment  policy  so  requires, 
the  withdrawal  of  funds  or  the  sale  of  such  investments 
may  be  spread  over  no  more  than  three  years  so  that  no 
less  than  one-third  of  the  value  of  said  investments  or  de- 
posits are  sold  or  withdrawn  in  any  one  year.  So  long  as 
any  funds  remain  invested  or  jdeposited  in  any  bank,  fi- 
nancial institution,  or  company  referred  in  paragraph  1 , 

2,  or  3,  the  Collector-Treasurer  shall  annually,  on  or  be- 
fore January  thirty-first,  file  a  report  listing  all  South  Af- 
rica-related and  Namibia-related  deposits  and 
investments  and  their  bcx>k  market  value  as  of  the  preced- 
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ing  December  1st. 

Section  7.  If  a  bank,  financial  institution,  company  or 
its  subsidiaries  of  affiliates  later  come  into  noncompli- 
ance with  this  ordinance,  the  public  funds  must  be  with- 
drawn or  divested  within  one  year  after  the  date  of 
determination  of  noncompliance.

The  North  End  Community  Health  Committee,  Inc., 
dba  North  End  Community  Nursing  Home,  proposes  to 
refinance  its  existing  first  mortgage  on  its  building  at  70 
Fulton  Street.  The  current  16.5  percent  first  mortgage 
exceeds  the  Massachusetts  Rate  Setting  Commission 's  1 5 
percent  cap  for  reimbursement  of  interest  expenses.  The 
Commission  granted  a  three-year  waiver.  A  refinancing 
will  represent  direct  savings  to  the  state  and  will  keep  the 
Nursing  Home  within  the  $70  per-day  reimbursement 
cap  set  by  the  Commission  and  qualify  it  for  various  in- 
centives. 

The  Nursing  Home  opened  its  140-bed  facility  in  the 
spring  of  1983.  It  is  now  fully  occupied  and  employs 
ninety  people  full  time  and  sixty-five  people  part  time.

Romanow,  a  manufacturer  of  corrugated  boxes  and  af- 
filiated products,  proposes  to  purchase  new  equipment 
for  its  South  Boston  facility  in  order  to  expand,  sustain 
growth,  and  remain  competitive.  In  1978.  Romanow  re- 
ceived $850,000  of  industrial  revenue  bonds  to  purchase 
and  improve  the  land  and  buildings  at  39  Old  Coloney 
Avenue  in  South  Boston.

The  Committee  feels  that  even  though  the  City 
Council  has  no  specific  matter  before  the  body  at  this 
time,  that  the  Committee  has  brought  forth  information 
and  further  assisted  the  Council  in  its  efforts  to  be  part- 
ners in  city  government. 

It  is  the  sense  of  the  Committee  that  the  Boston  Rede- 
velopment Authority  has  acted  appropriately  in  their 
processing  of  the  Friends  of  Post  Office  Square  applica- 
tion to  develop  a  park  at  the  site  of  the  present  Post  Qffice 
Square  garage.  The  Committee  believes  that  this  facility 
is  arguably  blighted  even  though  it  is  located  in  a  part  of 
the  city  which  has  recently  witnessed  a  surge  of  construc- 
tion. We  believe  that  it  is  in  the  public  interest  that  the 
Boston  Redevelopment  Authority  continue  in  their  pur- 
suit of  this  project. 

Notwithstanding  numerous  arguments  to  the  contrary, 
the  Friends  of  Post  Office  Square's  proposal  will  be  bene- 
ficial to  the  city  in  the  following  ways: 

1 .  It  will  relieve  the  downtown  area  of  a  blighting 
influence. 

2 .  It  will  construct  a  park  which  will  be  of  great  use 
to  the  tens  of  thousands  of  people  who  work  within 
walking  distance  of  it. 

3.  It  will  replace  the  parking  spaces  which  will  be 
taken  as  a  result  of  the  removal  of  the  garage. 

4.  It  will  pay  taxes  to  the  City  of  Boston  far  in  ex- 
cess of  the  present  lease  payments. 

5.  It  is  in  conformity  with  recent  studies  and  re- 
ports including  the  Skidmore,  Owings,  Merrill  Re- 
port and  the  Boston  2000  Committee  which  make 
three  significant  findings/recommendation.  First, 
that  this  area  of  the  city  has  in  existing  buildings,  and 
in  those  buildings  already  designated  at  this  time,  an 
adequate  numberof  office  towers.  Second,  that  here- 
after city  government  should  seek  to  direct  the  poten- 
tial developers  of  office  towers  toward  the  Combat 
Zone,  and  the  North  and  South  Station  areas.

house,  or  trailer  park  for  no  additional  consideration. 

"Operator,  any  person  operating  an  off-street,  unme- 
tered  parking  facility  including,  but  not  limited  to,  the 
owner  or  prorietor  of  such  premises,  lessee,  sublessee, 
mortgagee  in  possession,  licensee  or  any  other  person 
otherwise  operating  such  parking  facility,  and  including 
the  commonwealth  and  political  subdivisions,  agencies 
and  authorities  thereof. 

"Parking  facilities,"  any  premises  utilized  in  whole  or 
in  part  for  the  provision  of  non-residential,  unmetered. 
off-street  parking  for  motor  vehicles,  whether  in  a  build- 
ing or  not,  including,  but  not  limited  to,  facilities  open  to 
the  public  for  a  fee  and  facilities  provided  by  an  employer 
for  use  by  customers,  employees,  or  licensees. 

"Parking  fee,"  the  consideration  received  upon  an  ex- 
press or  implied  contract  or  under  a  lease  or  otherwise, 
whether  or  not  separately  stated,  and  whether  or  not  paid, 
provided  or  allowed  by  the  person  on  whose  behalf  the 
motor  vehicle  is  parked  or  stored  or  by  some  other  per- 
son. 

"Parking  space,"  that  portion  of  a  parking  facility  nor- 
mally allocated  to  the  use  of  a  single  motor  vehicle. 

"Person,"  an  individual,  partnership,  trust  or  associa- 
tion, joint  stock  company,  corporation,  whether  charita- 
ble or  otherwise,  society,  club,  organization,  institution, 
estate  receiver,  trustee .  assignee .  or  referee  and  any  other 
acting  in  a  fiduciary  or  representative  capacity,  whether 
appointed  by  a  court  or  otherwise,  or  any  combination  of 
individuals  acting  as  a  unit. 

"Transfer  of  the  right  to  use,"  that  transfer  of  right 
which  occurs  whenever  a  motor  vehicle  enters  a  parking 
facility  for  consideration. 

"Collector-Treasurer,"  the  collector-treasurer  of  the 
City  of  Boston. 

Section  2.  The  provision  of  this  section  shall  not  be 
construed  to  include  parking  facilities  operated  by  the 
United  States  or  an  instrumentality  thereof. 

Section  3.  The  City  of  Boston  may  impose  an  excise  on 
the  transfer  of  the  right  to  use  any  space  in  a  nonresiden- 
tial parking  facility  for  the  purpose  of  parking  a  motor 
vehicle  by  any  operator  at  a  rate  to  be  determined  by  the 
City  Council,  such  excise  not  to  exceed  15  percent  of  the 
parking  fee  for  each  transfer  of  the  right  to  use  such 
space. 

Section  4.  The  excise  imposed  under  this  section  shall 
be  paid  by  the  person  using  such  space  to  the  operator  and 
each  operator  shall  collect  from  the  person  using  such 
space  the  full  amount  of  the  excise  imposed  by  this  chap- 
ter. 

Section  5.  The  amount  of  the  excise  collected  by  the 
operator  from  the  person  using  such  parking  space  under 
the  provisions  of  this  section  shall  be  stated  and  charged 
separately  from  the  parking  fee  at  the  time  that  any  trans- 
fer of  the  right  to  use  such  parking  space  is  made,  or  any 
evidence  of  such  transfer  is  issued  or  used  by  the  opera- 
tor. 

Section  6.  On  or  before  the  twentieth  day  of  each  calen- 
dar month,  every  operator  who  has  made  any  transfer  of 
the  right  to  use  any  parking  space  on  which  an  excise  is 
payable  under  the  provisions  of  this  section  during  the 
preceding  calendar  month  shall  file  a  sworn  return  with 
the  collector-treasurer,  in  such  form  as  the  collector-trea- 
surer shall  prescribe,  giving  such  information  as  the  col- 
lector-treasurer shall  require  for  the  determination  of  the 
excise  imposed  by  this  section.  Said  excise  shall  be  due 
and  payable  on  or  before  the  due  date  of  the  return. 

Section  7.  Every  operator  shall  keep  and  preserve  suit- 
able records  of  the  number  of  such  transfers  of  the  right  to 
use  such  parking  spaces  and  such  other  books  and  ac- 
counts as  the  collector-treasurer  may  require  to  deter- 
mine the  amount  of  the  excise  due  under  this  section.

Section  8.  Any  operator  who  knowingly  fails  to  file  a 
return  as  provided  in  section  6,  or  who  knowingly  files  a 
fraudulent  return,  shall  be  subject  to  a  fine  of  $500  for 
each  such  failure  or  fraudeulent  return.

ORDINANCE  CREATING  A  COMMISSION  ON 
WOMEN

Dear  Councillors: 

I  transmit  herewith  and  urge  you  to  adopt  a  proposed 
ordinance  the  effect  of  which  is  to  create  a  Commission 
on  Women. 

The  purpose  of  the  Commission  is  to  address  the  root 
causes  of  economic  hardship  faced  by  many  women  in  the 
City  of  Boston  and  to  ensure  that  discrimination,  espe- 
cially in  the  areas  of  housing,  education  and  jobs  is  elimi- 
nated.

Section  1 .  There  shall  be  within  the  Mayor's  Office  a 
division  to  be  known  as  the  Commission  on  Women 
which  shall  be  under  the  charge  of  an  officer,  known  as 
the  Advisor  to  the  Mayor  on  Women's  Issues  (hereinafter 
the  "Advisor"),  appointed  by  the  Mayor  and  who  shall 
serve  at  the  pleasure  of  the  Mayor  and  who  shall  have  the 
powers  of  a  department  head  with  respect  to  execution  of 
contracts  and  matters  of  personnel  management  within 
said  office. 

Section  2.  The  Commission  shall  consist  of  fourteen 
members  all  of  whom  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Mayor 
(and  shall  be  residents  of  the  city).  They  shall  serve  for 
three-year  terms,  provided,  however,  that  initally  five 
shall  be  appointed  for  a  period  of  one  year,  five  for  a  per- 
iod of  two  years  .  Any  person  appointed  to  fill  a  vacancy 
shall  only  serve  for  the  unexpired  term,  however  any 
such  appointee  shall  serve  until  said  appointee's  succes- 
sor is  appointed  and  qualified.  The  Advisor  as  herein  re- 
ferred to  shall  be  a  member  of  the  Commission  ex  officio. 
The  Mayor  shall  appoint  a  chairperson  of  the  Commis- 
sion who  may,  but  need  not  be  his  Advisor. 

Section  3.  The  duties  of  the  Commission  shall  include 
but  are  not  limited  to: 

a.  advising  the  Mayor's  Advisor  on  women's  issues; 

b.  assisting  the  Advisor  in  working  with  the  Office  of 
the  Mayor  in  determining  budget  and  policy  prior- 
ities; 

c.  monitoring  and  advising  other  city  agencies  on 
women's  issues; 

d.  designing  and  implementing  special  projects  that 
affect  women  which  are  not  currently  being  im- 
plemented by  existing  city  agencies; 

e.  performing  services  in  connection  with  outreach, 
communication,  and  liaison  to  neighborhood 
women,  the  women's  community,  and  women's 
organizations; 

f.  working  with  the  Department  on  Intergovern- 
mental Relations  to  assist  in  influencing  state  and 
federal  legislation  and  programs  that  are  of  con- 
cern to  women; 

g.  working  with  the  Office  of  Affirmative  Action  to 
insure  that  women  are  represented  at  all  levels  of 
city  government;

I  hereby  transmit  to  you  and  recommend  you  adopt  the 
accompanying  ordinance.  This  ordinance  would  clarify 
the  authority  of  the  Office  of  Consumer  Affairs  and  Li- 
censing to  establish  entertainment  license  fees  by  regula- 
tion. In  the  City  of  Boston,  fees  for  entertainment  licenses 
have  always  been  set  by  regulation ,  most  currently  pursu- 
ant to  section  1  of  chapter  494  of  the  Acts  of  1908,  as 
amended,  that  fee-setting  power  being  specifically  ex- 
empt from  St.  1949,  c.  222. 

Last  year,  however,  Boston's  adult  entertainment  in- 
dustry brought  federal  and  state  lawsuits  against  the  city, 
alleging  that  section  181  of  chapter  140  of  the  General 
Laws  purports  to  limit  the  maximum  amount  for  an  enter- 
tainment license  fee  to  $  1 00  per  premises  per  year,  even  if 
the  entertainment  license  is  issued  pursuant  to  the  special 
statutes  cited  above.  „ 

Entertainment  enterprises  in  Boston  are  regulated 
through  the  licensing  process,  and  such  enterprises  are 
currently  made  to  bear  the  full  cost  of  this  regulation 
through  the  payment  of  license  fees.  Indeed,  the  adult  en- 
tertainment industry  will  pay  $122,000  annually  in  li- 
cense fees  of  the  two  pending  court  cases  are 
unsuccessful.  However,  if  these  two  pending  court  cases 
are  successful,  the  adult  entertainment  industry  will  an- 
nually pay  only  $2,000  in  license  fees.  There  is  therefore, 
some  $120,000  in  annual  licensing  revenue  at  stake  in 
these  cases. 

Therefore,  it  is  advisable  for  the  city  at  this  time  to 
adopt  the  accompanying  ordinance.  As  you  know,  a  li- 
cense fee  established  by  regulation  under  authority  of  or- 
dinance would,  by  virtue  of  chapter  222  of  the  Acts  of 
1949,  prevail  over  any  license  fee  limitation  established 
to  a  general  statute. 

Failure  to  adopt  this  ordinance  would  mean  that  further 
regulation  of  activities  in  Boston's  Adult  Entertainment 
District  would  continue,  if  at  all,  at  the  expense  of  the 
profit-making  adult  entertainment  industry. 

Therefore,  it  would  clearly  benefit  the  city  to  adopt  the 
accompanying  ordinance  and  thereby  obviate  an  addi- 
tional financial  burden  upon  the  taxpayer. 

As  hearing  on  the  pending  federal  and  state  court  cases 
are  being  scheduled,  and  as  entertainment  license  fees  are 
paid  at  the  beginning  of  each  calendar  quarter,  I  recom-

Whereas,  The  Boston  City  Council  is  a  party  to  a  con- 
sent decree  calling  for  the  construction  on  the  site  of  the 
Charles  Street  Jail  of  a  Suffolk  County  Jail  with  a  capacity

Whereas,  The  actual  commitment  level  of  pretrial  de- 
tainees in  1933  and  1984  in  Suffolk  County  has  been  con- 
siderably higher  than  the  capacity  of  the  proposed  facility 
called  for  in  the  consent  decree;  and

an  adequate  pretrial  detention  facility,  the  consent  decree 
must  be  modified  to  provide  for  more  cell  space;  and

the  City  of  Boston  because  of  the  existence  of  buildings 
which  arc  out  of  repair,  physically  deteriorated,  obsolete 


and  in  need  of  maintenance  or  repair,  and  further,  that 
because  of  the  business  and  economic  conditions  existing 
in  Boston  and  particularly  the  Fenway  area,  it  is  improba- 
ble that  the  area  and  the  building  will  be  redeveloped  by 
the  ordinary  operations  of  private  enterprise,  without 
such  assistance  as  that  provided  by  the  Massachusetts 
Government  Land  Bank  Program.

A  recent  report  on  housing  in  Boston 
has  demonstrated  that  the  elderly,  the  handicapped,  and 
working  families  face  a  crisis  in  finding  affordable 
homes.  I  am  resubmitting  this  set  of  ordinances  in  the 
hope  that  you  will  convene  hearings  on  it  in  Boston's 
neighborhoods  to  give  every  resident  a  chance  to  be  heard 
on  these  vital  issues. 

I  hope  that,  in  light  of  the  crisis  of  affordability  in  the 
city's  housing  market,  you  will  act  expeditiously  on  these 
ordinances  and  give  them  your  earliest  approval.

WEATHERIZATION  PROGRAM

The  Home  Weatherization  Program  shall  conduct 
public  seminars  on  home  weatherization  in  each  district 
of  the  City  of  Boston;  shall  coordinate  with  private,  non- 
profit agencies  the  conduct  of  home  energy  audits  for 
Boston  grants,  low-interest  loans  and  market-rate  loans 
to  be  administered  by  local  lending  institutions  and  public- 
utilities  for  residents  of  the  City  of  Boston.  The  Home 
Weatherization  Program  shall,  on  May  I,  of  each  year, 
submit  a  report  on  the  program's  activities  covering  the 
twelve-month  period  ending  the  previous  March  31,  to 
the  Mayor  and  the  City  Council.

Section  1 .  City  of  Boston  Code,  Ordinances,  Title  12  is

Section  105.  There  shall  be  in  the  city,  within  the 
Commission  on  Affairs  of  the  Elderly,  a  program 
known  as  the  Home  Repair  Program  for  Seniors, 
which  shall  be  administered  by  the  Commissioner. 
Said  program  shall  facilitate  repairs  which  are  non- 
structural in  nature  to  homes  owned  and  occupied  by 
elderly  persons,  and  to  units  rented  by  elderly  per- 
sons in  buildings  of  four  or  fewer  units.  The  Com- 
missioner shall  make  every  effort  to  utilize  technical 
and  vocational  students  from  the  Boston  Public 
Schools  system  to  make  such  repairs.  The  Commis- 
sioner shall  coordinate  funding  for  the  program  from 
federal,  state  and  private  sources  and  shall  work  with 
private,  nonprofit  agencies  which  conduct  similar 
programs  to  ensure  that  such  work  is  fairly  and  equi- 
tably performed  on  a  city-wide  basis.

ORDINANCE  CREATING  A  NEIGHBORHOOD 
IMPACT  COMMISSION 

The  following  was  received: 

City  of  Boston 
In  the  Year  Nineteen  Hundred  and  Eighty-four 

An  Ordinance  creating  a  Neighborhood  Impact  Com- 
mission. 

Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  Boston,  in  accord- 
ance with  the  provisions  of  Massachusetts  General 
Laws,  chapter  43B,  section  13,  and  any  other  appli- 
cable law,  as  follows: 

Section  1.  Findings  and  Purposes.  A  serious  public 
emergency  exists  in  the  City  of  Boston  with  respect  to  the 
housing  of  a  substantial  number  of  citizens  of  Boston,  and 
with  regard  to  the  stability  of  Boston's  neighborhoods, 
which  has  been  accentuated  by  the  use  by  tax-exempt  in- 
stitutions of  buildings  or  property  having,  or  potentially 
having,  a  residential  use.  Public  oversight,  governmental 
coordination,  and  research  and  planning  are  necessary  in 
order  to  ameliorate  the  negative  consequences  of  such  in- 
stitutional expansion;  to  provide  the  city's  residents  with 
a  sufficient  supply  of  decent,  affordable  housing;  to 
strengthen  neighborhoods;  to  encourage  public  order; 
and  to  preserve  the  city's  tax  base. 

Now,  therefore,  pursuant  to  the  authority  vested  in  it 
by  law,  including  without  limitation  City  of  Boston  Code, 
Statutes,  Title  2,  section  752,  be  it  ordained  by  the  City 
Council  of  the  City  of  Boston  as  follows: 

Section  2.  Creation  of  Commission.  City  of  Boston 
Code,  Ordinances,  Title  10  be,  and  hereby  is,  amended 
by  adding  thereto  the  following  new  section: 


Section  801 .  Neighborhood  Impact  Commission 

There  shall  be  in  the  city  a  board,  known  as  the 
Neighborhood  Impact  Commission,  consisting  of 
the  following  persons  or  his  or  her  designee: 

a.  Two  membersof  the  Mayor's  Office  who  advise 
the  Mayor  on  housing  and  development  issues; 

b.  The  Commissioner  of  the  Assessing  Depart- 
ment; 

c.  The  Director  of  the  Office  of  Community  Par- 
ticipation; 

d.  The  director  of  the  Neighborhood  Services  De- 
partment; 

e.  The  Administrator  of  the  Rent  Equity  Board; 

f .  The  Director  of  the  Boston  Redevelopment  Au- 
thority; 

g.  The  Chairperson  of  the  Zoning  Board  of  Ap- 
peals. 

All  members  of  the  Commission  shall  serve  ex  of- 
ficio and  shall  receive  no  additional  compensation  or 
expenses  for  their  services  on  the  Commission. 

The  Commission  shall  meet  at  least  once  each 
month  for  purposes  of  coordinating  as  fully  as  possi- 
ble the  activities  of  the  city  with  regard  to  institu- 
tional expansion.  At  each  of  its  regular  meetings  the 
Commission  shall  receive  all  reports  and  discuss  all 
matters  relating  to  institutional  expansion  with  the 
chairperson  of  the  Institutional  Expansion  Board  or 
his  or  her  designee. 
Section  3.  Notwithstanding  the  provisions  of  City  of 
Boston  Code,  Ordinance  2,  section  752.  this  ordinance 
shall  be  published  by  the  action  of  the  Council  in  passing 
the  same.

ORDINANCE  REGULATING  CERTAIN  RESIDEN- 
TIAL RENTS  EVICTIONS  AND  REMOVALS 

The  following  was  received: 

City  of  Boston 

In  the  Year  Nineteen  Hundred  and  Eighty-four 

An  Ordinance  Regulating  Certain  Residential  Rents. 

Evictions,  and  Removals. 
Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  Boston,  in  accord- 
ance with  the  provisions  of  Massachusetts  General 
Laws,  chapter  43B,  section  13,  and  any  other  appli- 
cable law,  as  follows: 

Whereas,  A  serious  public  emergency  exists  with  re- 
spect to  the  housing  of  a  substantial  number  of  citizens  of 
Boston;  and 

Whereas.  The  deterioration  and  demolition  of  existing 
housing,  the  abandonment  of  such  housing,  the  removal 
of  a  substantial  number  of  rental  units  due  to  factors  such 
as  condominiumconversion,  cooperative  conversion  and 
institutional  expansion,  as  well  as  an  insufficient  supply 
of  new  housing  have  resulted  in  a  substantial  and  critical 
shortage  of  safe,  decent  and  reasonable  priced  rental 
housing  units;  and 

Whereas.  This  emergency  cannot  be  dealt  with  effec- 
tively by  the  ordinary  operation  of  the  private  rental  hous- 
ing market;  and 

Whereas,  Chapter  1  of  the  Ordinances  of  1983,  as 
amended,  which  established  a  limited  system  of  protec- 
tions including  rent  grievance,  condominium  and  coop- 
erative conversion  eviction  notices,  and  rent  control  for 
the  approximately  20,000  rental  housing  units  occupied 
by  pre- 1976  tenants,  has  been  substantially  ineffective  in 
dealing  with  the  emergency;  and 

Whereas,  The  emergency  has  been  exacerbated  by  va- 
cancy decontrol  and  the  removal  of  a  substantial  number 
of  rental  housing  units  from  the  housing  market  due  to 
condominium  and  cooperative  conversion,  institutional 
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expansion,  demolition  and  abandonment  among  other 
causes.  And,  as  a  result  more  than  14,000  rental  housing 
units,  amounting  to  a  significant  percentage  of  the  rental 
housing  stock  of  the  City  of  Boston,  have  been  removed 
from  the  housing  market  since  1971 ;  and 

Whereas,  In  order  to  effectively  assist  low-or  moder- 
ate-income, elderly,  handicapped,  or  non-English-speak- 
ing landlords  and  tenants,  as  well  as  landlords  who  own 
or  operate  a  small  number  of  rental  housing  units,  in  un- 
derstanding and  pursuing  their  rights  and  responsibilities 
under  this  ordinance,  it  is  necessary  to  establish  a  Land- 
lord-Tenant Assistance  Bureau;  and 

Whereas,  In  order  to  effectively  and  efficiently  admin- 
ister the  regulation  of  rents,  evictions,  and  removals 
through  such  means  as  a  computerized  record-keeping 
system,  the  Landlord-Tenant  Assistance  Bureau,  and  a 
fully  staffed  agency,  it  is  necessary  to  impose  a  fair  and 
reasonable  system  of  annual  fees.  Such  fees  shall  be  used 
exclusively  for  funding  the  operation  of  the  agency  and 
shall  be  paid  by  the  landlords  who  may  fully  recoup  the 
fees  from  the  tenants  receiving  the  protection  under  the 
ordinance;  and 

Whereas,  Unless  residential  rents  are  regulated  and 
controlled  so  that  rents  will  not  be  increased  unreason- 
ably while  allowing  landlords  a  fair  net  operating  income 
from  their  rental  housing  units;  and  unless  evictions  of 
tenants  are  regulated  and  controlled;  and  unless  removals 
of  rental  housingunits  are  regulated;  such  emergency  and 
the  inflationary  pressure  resulting  therefrom  will  pro- 
duce serious  threats  to  the  public  health,  safety  and  gen- 
eral welfare  of  the  citizens  of  Boston,  especially  those  of 
low  or  moderate-income;  and  elderly  persons  on  fixed 
incomes. 

Now,  Therefore,  pursuant  to  the  authority  vested  in  it 
by  law.  including  without  limitation.  Article  2,  as 
amended,  and  Article  47  of  the  Amendments  to  the  con- 
stitution of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts  and 
chapter  797  of  the  Acts  of  1969,  as  amended  by  chapter 
863  of  the  Acts  of  1970  and  by  chapter  843  of  the  Acts  of 
1971 ,  and  chapter  222  of  the  Acts  of  1949,  be  it  ordained 
by  the  City  Council  of  the  City  of  Boston  in  accordance 
with  the  provisions  of  Massachusetts  General  Law  chap- 
ter 43B,  section  13,  and  any  other  applicable  law,  be  it 
ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  Boston  as  follows: 


Section  1 .  Definitions 

When  used,  in  this  ordinance,  unless  the  context  other- 
wise requires  the  following  terms  shall  have  the  follow- 
ing meanings: 

A.  Board:  The  Rent  Board  established  by  section  2  of 
this  ordinance. 

B.  Capital  Improvement:  Any  reasonably  necessary 
rehabilitation,  addition  or  improvement  which  apprecia- 
bly adds  to  the  value  of  the  property  or  prolongs  its  life,  or 
both,  but  not  including  ordinary  repairs  and  mainte- 
nance, or  the  costs  related  directly  or  indirectly  to  condo- 
minium or  cooperative  conversion. 

C.  Capital  Repairs:  Substantial  renewal,  restoration  or 
renovation  as  distinguished  from  ordinary  repairs  includ- 
ing, but  not  limited  to  painting,  roof  repairs  and  any  other 
significant  replacement  or  repairs  and  not  including  the 
costs  related  directly  or  indirectly  to  condominium  or  co- 
operative conversion. 

D.  Chapter  1 :  Chapter  I  of  the  Ordinances  of  1983,  as 
amended. 

E.  City:  City  of  Boston. 

F.  Class  or  Subclass  of  Units:  All  units  within  the  city 
or  any  category  of  such  units  based  on  size,  age,  con- 
struction, rent,  location  or  other  common  characteristics. 
Units  may  also  be  classified  by  consideration  of  the  age, 
economic  status  or  other  common  characteristics  of  the 
tenant  occupying  a  unit. 


G.  Class  A  Units:  Units  as  defined  in  section  3(B)  of 
this  ordinance. 

H.  Class  B  Units:  Units  as  defined  in  section  3(C)  of 
this  ordinance. 

I.  Condominium  or  Cooporative  Conversion:  Any  act 
by  a  landlord  designed  to  change  or  further  the  change  of 
a  rental  housing  unit  into  a  condominium  unit  or  coopera- 
tive unit. 

J.  Condominium  Unit:  A  unit  of  a  condominium  as  that 
term  is  defined  in  chapter  183A  of  the  General  Laws. 

K.  Consumer  Price  Index:  The  consumer  price  index 
for  all  urban  consumers  for  the  Boston  SMSA  as  pub- 
lished by  the  United  States  Department  of  Labor,  Bureau 
of  Labor  Statistics. 

L.  Cooperative  Unit:  A  dwelling  unit  contained  in  a 
housing  cooperative  as  defined  in  chapter  156B,  157,  or 
157B  of  the  General  Laws. 

M.  Elderly  Tenant:  A  tenant  who  is  at  least  sixty-two 
years  of  age  as  of  the  date  of  the  filing  of  an  application  for 
a  removal  permit. 

N.  Executive  Director:  The  Executive  Director  of  the 
board  as  appointed  by  the  board  with  the  approval  of  the 
Mayor.  The  Executive  Director  shall  have  the  powers  and 
perform  the  duties  of  a  department  head  regarding  the 
appointment,  supervision,  discharge,  compensation  and 
indemnification  of  employees  of  the  agency  and  shall  ex- 
ercise the  regular  and  customary  functions  of  manage- 
ment. 

O.  General  Laws:  The  General  Lawsof  the  Common- 
wealth of  Massachusetts. 

P.  Handicapped  Tenant:  A  tenant  who  is  physically 
handicapped  as  defined  by  section  13A  of  chapter  22  of 
the  General  Laws  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachu- 
setts or  mentally  handicapped  as  defined  by  29  U.S.C. 
section  706(7)(b)  as  of  the  date  of  the  filing  of  an  applica- 
tion for  a  removal  permit. 

Q.  Hotels,  Motels,  Inns,  Buildings  which  meet  the  cus- 
tomary legal  characteristics  of  hotels,  motels,  and  inns 
except  that  when  a  majority  of  occupied  dwelling  units  in 
such  buildings  are  occupied  by  persons  as  their  primary 
residence  for  more  than  three  consecutive  months,  such 
units  shall  not  be  included  in  this  definition. 

R.  Housing  Accommodations:  Units  as  defined  in  sec- 
tion 3(A)  of  this  ordinance. 

S.  Housing  Services:  Services  or  facilities  provided  by 
a  landlord  or  required  by  law  or  by  the  terms  of  a  rental 
housing  agreement  to  be  provided  by  a  landlord  to  a  ten- 
ant in  connection  with  the  use  and  occupancy  of  any  unit, 
including  without  limitation;  services,  furniture,  furnish- 
ings, and  equipment;  repairs;  decorating  and  mainte- 
nances; provision  of  light,  heat,  hot  water,  cold  water, 
telephone,  and  elevator  service;  kitchen,  bath,  and  laun- 
dry facilities  and  privileges;  use  of  halls,  corridors, 
stairs,  common  rooms,  yard  and  other  common  areas; 
maid  service,  janitor  service,  removal  of  refuse  parking 
facilities,  and  any  other  benefit,  privilege,  or  facility. 
Housing  services  to  a  unit  shall  include  a  proportionate 
share  of  services  provided  to  common  facilities  of  the 
building  in  which  the  unit  is  contained. 

T  Landlord:  The  individual  who  holds  title  to  any  unit 
in  any  manner  including,  but  not  limited  to,  a  partner- 
ship, corporation,  ortrust.  For  purposes  of  this  ordinance 
the  rights  and  duties  of  the  landlord  hereunder  shall  be  the 
obligation  of  anyone  who  manages,  controls,  or  custom- 
arily accepts  rent  on  behalf  of  the  landlord  or  any  agent  or 
such  individual  or  landlord. 

U.  Landlord  Tenant  Assistance  Bureau:  The  bureau  es- 
tablished under  section  4  of  this  ordinance. 

V.  Low-  Or  moderate-income  tenant:  A  tenant  or 
groups  of  tenants,  all  ol  whom  occupy  the  same  dwelling 
unit,  whose  total  income  for  the  twelve  months  immedi- 
ately preceding  the  date  of  the  filing  of  an  application  for 
a  removal  permit  is  not  more  than  80  percent  oi  the  me 
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dian  income  for  the  area  as  set  forth  in  regulations 
promulgated  from  time  to  time  by  the  United  States  De- 
partment of  Housing  and  Urban  Development  pursuant  to 
section  8  of  the  Housing  Act  of  1937,  as  amended  by  the 
Housing  and  Community  Development  Act  of  1974,  and 
calculated  pursuant  to  said  regulations. 

W.  Operating  and  Maintenance  Expenses:  The  reason- 
able and  necessary  expenses  to  a  landlord  for  providing 
housing  services  to  a  tenant,  including,  but  not  limited  to, 
maintenance,  repair,  management  fee,  real  estate  bro- 
ker's commission,  insurance,  utilities  included  with  the 
rent,  but  not  including  mortgage  interest  and  amortiza- 
tion ,  an  allowance  for  obsolescence  or  depreciation  or  the 
costs  related  directly  or  indirectly  to  condominium  or  co- 
operative conversion. 

X.  Removal  Permit:  The  permit  required  to  remove  a 
unit  from  rental  housing  use  under  section  14  of  this  ordi- 
nance. 

Y.  Rent:  The  consideration,  including  any  bonus,  ben- 
efit, gratuity,  or  charge  contingent  or  otherwise,  de- 
manded or  received  for,  or  in  connection  with,  the  use  or 
occupancy  of  a  unit  for  housing  services  or  for  the  trans- 
fer of  a  lease  of  a  unit.  For  purposes  of  this  ordinance  and 
any  other  applicable  laws,  the  annual  fee  as  required  un- 
der section  5  shall  not  be  deemed  rent. 

Z.  Rental  Housing  Agreement:  An  agreement,  verbal, 
written,  or  implied  between  a  landlord  and  a  tenant  for 
use  and  occupancy  of  a  unit  and  for  related  housing  serv- 
ices. 

AA.  Section:  A  section  of  this  ordinance. 

BB.  Tenant:  A  tenant,  subtenant,  lessee,  sublessee,  or 
other  person,  entitled  under  the  term  of  a  rental  housing 
agreement  to  the  use  and  occupancy  of  any  unit  excluding 
transient  guests  in  occupancy  for  less  than  fourteen  con- 
secutive days. 

CC.  Unit:  A  unit  or  units  as  defined  in  section  3(A)  of 
this  ordinance. 
Section  2.  Rent  Board 

A.  Composition 

There  shall  be  in  the  city  a  Board  known  as  the  Rent 
Board,  consisting  of  vie  residents  of  the  city  appointed  by 
the  Mayor,  including  one  tenant  of  a  rental  dwelling  unit 
who  owns  no  rental  dwelling  units;  one  landlord  who 
owns  or  manages  at  least  twenty  rental  dwelling  units  in 
the  city;  and  three  members  representing  the  public  inter- 
est, none  of  whom  may  own  or  manage  more  than  three 
rental  dwelling  units  in  the  city.  The  Executive  Director, 
with  the  approval  of  the  Mayor,  may  serve  as  a  member  of 
the  Board.  Members  of  the  Board  shall  be  appointed  for  a 
term  expiring  on  the  first  Monday  of  the  January  follow- 
ing the  next  biennial  municipal  election  at  which  a  Mayor 
is  elected.  The  Executive  Director,  if  a  member  of  the 
Board,  shall  not  serve  as  chairperson  of  the  Board.  The 
Board  shall  elect  one  of  its  members  as  chairperson  to 
serve  in  that  capacity  for  a  term  of  one  year.  Vacancies 
shall  be  filled  by  the  mayor  for  the  unexpired  term.  The 
Mayor  may  remove  any  member  of  the  Board  in  accord- 
ance with  the  provisions  of  the  City  of  Boston  Code,  Stat- 
utes, Title  5,  section  107. 

B.  Compensation 

Each  member  of  the  Board  shall  reveive  compensation 
for  actual  service  in  the  amount  of  fifteen  dollars  per  hour 
or  part  thereof.  The  Executive  Director  shall  not  receive 
any  additional  compensation  for  duties  performed  as  a 
member  of  the  Board,  beyond  the  Executive  Director's 
salary.  Members  of  the  Board,  other  than  the  Exectuve 
Director,  are  hereby  classified  as  special  municipal  em- 
ployees for  the  purposes  of  chapter  268A  of  the  General 
Laws. 

C.  Powers  and  Duties 

The  Board  shall  have  and  shall  exercise  all  powers  nec- 
essary and  convenient  to  the  accomplishment  of  the  pur- 
poses of  this  ordinance  and  in   furtherance  of  its 


provisions.  Such  powers  of  the  Board  shall  include,  but 
not  be  limited  to,  the  power  to  promulgate  policies,  rules, 
rulings  and  regulations,  and  to  issue,  modify  or  rescind 
orders  regarding  any  and  all  rent,  eviction,  exemption, 
registration  or  permit  matters,  or  any  other  matter  which 
falls  within  the  scope  of  this  ordinance.  The  Board  shall 
hire  the  Executive  Director  with  the  approval  of  the 
Mayor. 
In  addition,  the  Board  may,  in  its  discretion, 

1.  Bring  administrative,  civil  and  criminal  actions  as 
deemed  necessary  to  enforce  the  provisions  of  this  ordi- 
nance; and 

2.  Refer  any  appropriate  matter  to  the  Assessing,  Fire, 
Inspectional  Services  or  other  appropriate  departments; 
and 

3 .  At  the  request  of  the  landlord,  render  a  binding  advi- 
sory opinion  to  the  permissible  impact  on  the  rents  of  a 
proposed  capital  improvement. 

D.  studies.  Information,  Investigations,  and  Reports 

The  Board  may  make  such  studies  and  investigations, 
conduct  such  hearings,  and  obtain  such  information  as  is 
necessary  in  promulgating  any  regulation,  rule  or  order 
under  this  ordinance  or  in  administering  and  enforcing 
this  ordinance  and  regulations  and  orders  promulgated 
hereunder. 

For  the  foregoing  purposes,  a  person  may  be  sum- 
moned to  attend  and  testify,  and  to  produce  books  and 
documents,  and  prepare  in  like  manner  as  he  may  be  sum- 
moned to  attend  as  a  witness  before  a  court  and  before  the 
City  Council  under  section  8  of  chapter  233  of  the  Gen- 
eral Laws.  Any  person  who  rents  or  offers  for  rent  or  acts 
as  broker  or  agent  for  the  rental  of  any  units  may  be  re- 
quired to  furnish  under  oath  any  information  required  by 
the  Board,  and  to  produce  records  and  other  documents 
and  make  reports.  Such  persons  shall  have  the  right  to  be 
represented  by  counsel,  and  a  transcript  shall  be  taken  of 
all  testimony  and  such  person  shall  have  the  right  to  ex- 
amine said  transcript  at  reasonable  times  and  places .  Sec- 
tion 10  of  chapter  233  of  the  General  Laws  shall  apply. 
The  Board  shall  recommend  for  adoption  such  amend- 
ments as  may  be  necessary  to  carry  out  the  purposes  of 
this  ordinance.  The  Board,  unless  otherwise  prescribed 
by  law,  shall  have  the  power  to  make  such  studies  and  to 
obtain  such  necessary  information  regarding  all  units  in 
the  city  in  order  to  carry  out  the  purposes  and  provisions 
of  this  ordinance  and  to  make  informed  recommenda- 
tions for  amendments  to  this  ordinance. 
Section  3.  Board  Jurisdiction/Exemptions 

The  Board  shall  exercise  its  jurisdiction  over  all  Class 
A  and  Class  B  units  in  a  manner  and  as  defined  in  this 
section.  In  so  doing,  the  Board  may,  by  regulation,  estab- 
lish reasonable  standards  for  determining  the  exemption 
status  of  any  class  or  subclass  of  units  hereunder. 

A.  Units 

When  used  in  this  ordinance  the  term,  units,  shall  have 
the  following  meaning: 

Any  building,  structure  or  part  thereof  or  land  appur- 
tenant thereto,  or  any  other  real  or  personal  property, 
rented  or  offered  for  rent,  for  living  or  dwelling  pur- 
poses, within  the  city,  including  without  limitation 
developments,  houses,  apartments,  rooming  or 
boarding  house  units,  vacant  units,  condominium 
units,  cooperative  units  and  other  properties  used  for 
living  or  dwelling  purposes,  together  will  all  serv- 
ices connected  with  the  use  or  occupancy  of  such 
property. 

B.  Class  A  Units 

When  used  in  this  ordinance  the  term.  Class  A  units, 
shall  mean  units  as  defined  in  section  3(A)  except  that  the 
following  units  shall  be  exempt  from  such  definition: 

1 .  units  in  any  building  or  structure  containing  nor 
more  than  two  dwelling  units  provided  that,  two  or  more 
adjoining  buildings  or  structures  under  common  legal  or 
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beneficial  ownership  shall  constitute  a  single  building  or 
structure  for  this  purpose;  and 

2.  units  in  any  building  or  structure  containing  nor 
more  than  three  dwelling  units,  one  of  which  is  occupied 
by  the  owner  thereof  as  the  owner's  permanent  and  prin- 
cipal residence;  provided,  however,  that  two  or  more  ad- 
joining buildings  or  structures  under  common  legal  or 
beneficial  ownership  shall  constitute  a  single  building  or 
structure  for  this  purpose;  and  provided,  further,  that  no 
building  or  structure  shall  be  considered  occupied  by  the 
owner  thereof,  unless  all  beneficial  owners  occupy  one  or 
more  dwellings  units  therein  as  their  permanent  and  prin- 
cipal residents;  and 

3.  units  in  hotels,  motels,  inns,  and 

4.  units  which  the  United  States  or  the  Commonwealth 
of  Massachusetts  or  the  city  or  any  authority  created  un- 
der the  laws  thereof  owns. 

5.  units  which  the  United  States  or  the  Commonwealth 
of  Massachusetts  or  any  authority  created  under  the  laws 
thereof  either  operates,  or  finances  or  subsidizes  or  in- 
sures the  new  construction  or  substantial  rehabilitation 
mortgage  thereon,  or  regulates  the  individual  rents 
thereof;  except  that  units  which  are  subsidized  under  sec- 
tion 202,  22 1  (d)  or  236  of  the  National  Housing  Act,  as 
amended,  shall  not  be  exempted  hereunder  from  the  defi- 
nition of  Class  A  units;  and 

6.  units  which  the  city  operates;  and 

7.  units  in  any  building  or  structure  in  which  the  origi- 
nal construction  or  conversion  from  non-housing  to  hous- 
ing use  was  completed  after  December  1,  1968,  for 
conventionally  financed  units  and  after  January  1,  1972, 
with  respect  to  units  as  set  forth  in  section  3(B)(5); 

8.  units  in  any  building  or  structure  in  which  all  dwell- 
ing units  contained  therein  were  substantially  rehabili- 
tated, in  the  opinion  of  the  Board,  so  as  to  constitute  the 
equivalent  of  new  construction,  after  December  1.  1968, 
with  respect  to  conventionally  financed  units,  and  after 
January  1 ,  1972,  with  respect  to  units  as  set  forth  in  sec- 
tion 3(B)(5); 

9.  units  in  rooming  or  boarding  houses  which  are  occu- 
pied in  the  majority  by  transient  guests  for  a  period  of  less 
than  fourteen  consecutive  days;  and 

10.  units  in  any  hospital  convent,  monastery,  asylum, 
public  institution  or  college  or  school  dormitory  operated 
exclusively  for  charitable  or  educational  purposes;  or 
nursing  home  or  rest  home  or  charitable  home  for  the 
aged,  not  organized  or  operated  for  profit. 

C.  Class  B  Units 

When  used  in  this  ordinance  the  term  Class  B  units, 
shall  mean  exempt  units  as  set  forth  in  subparagraphs  5- 
10  of  section  3(B). 

D.  Coverage 

1 .  Removal  Permit  Coverage:  All  class  A  and  Class  B 
units  are  subject  to  the  removal  permit  and  related  provi- 
sions of  this  ordinance. 

2.  Full  coverage:  All  Class  A  units  are  subject  to  all  of  the 
provisions  of  this  ordinance. 

E.  Prior  Approval 

1.  Change  in  Exemption  Status:  Any  units  which  are 
subject  to  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance  as  of  the 
effective  date  shall  not  subsequently  be  exempted  from 
such  provisions  pursuant  to  subparagraph  ( 1 )-( 10)  of  sec- 
tion 3(B),  or  section  3(C),  until  the  landlord  obtains  the 
prior  approval  of  the  Board  for  such  exemption. 

2.  Board  initiated  Exemption  Actions:  Upon  finding 
probable  cause,  the  Board  may  initiate  action  to  deter- 
mine the  scope  of  its  jurisdiction  under  any  provision  of 
this  ordinance.  Such  Board  initiated  actions  may  include, 
but  not  be  limitedto,  a  determination  of  the  validity  of  the 
exemption  status  of  a  housing  accommodation  under 
chapter  I  and  the  proper  scope,  if  any,  of  such  exemption 
under  this  ordinance. 


F.  Loss  of  Exemption  Status 

Any  units  which  are  exempt  from  any  provision  of  this 
ordinance,  shall  remain  exempt  from  such  provision  only 
so  long  as  the  facts  and  circumstances  warranting  such 
exemption  continue  in  effect.  A  landlord  of  a  unit  which 
no  longer  meets  the  criteria  for  exemption  status  due  to  a 
change  in  facts  or  circumstances  shall  register  such  unit 
with  the  Board  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  sec- 
tion 6  and  any  applicable  regulations. 

G.  Hearings 

All  determinations  of  the  Board  under  this  section,  ex- 
cept for  probable  cause  findings,  shall  be  made  after  a 
public  hearing  conducted  in  accordance  with  the  provi- 
sions of  section  1 1  of  chapter  30A  of  the  General  Laws 
except  that  requirements  (7)  and  (8)  thereof  shall  not  ap- 
ply to  such  hearings. 

Section  4.  Landlord-Tenant  Assistance  Bureau 

There  shall  be  a  Landlord-Tenant  Assistance  Bureau 
administered  by  the  Executive  Director  for  the  purpose  of 
assisting  landlords  and  tenants  in  understanding  and  pur- 
suing their  rights  and  responsibilities  under  this  ordi- 
nance. To  carry  out  that  purpose,  the  Bureau  shall  engage 
in  activities  such  as  the  following:  assist  landlords  and 
tenants  in  filling  out  the  necessary  forms  to  pursue  their 
rights  and  fulfill  their  responsibilities  under  this  ordi- 
nance; provide  assistance  to  non-English-speaking  land- 
lords and  tenants;  prepare  and  distribute  informational 
material  describing  landlord-tenant  rights  and  responsi- 
bilities under  the  ordinance  and  Board  policies  and  proce- 
dures; hold  regular  informational  meetings  in 
neighborhoods  throughout  the  city  explaining  landlord- 
tenant  rights  and  responsibilities  and  Board  policies  and 
procedures;  and  engage  in  other  activities  that  shall  fur- 
ther the  purpose  of  the  Bureau .  The  Bureau  shall  carry  out 
these  activities  in  various  locations  and  at  various  times  as 
will  provide  accessibility  to  these  services  to  both  land- 
lords and  tenants.  To  the  extent  possible,  the  Bureau  will 
also  make  available  information  regarding  other  pro- 
grams and  private  and  public  referrals,  whose  purpose  is 
to  provide  and  maintain  decent,  safe,  sanitary  and  affor- 
dable housing. 
Section  5.  Fees 
A  Annual  Fees  for  Class  A  Units 
The  Board  shall  charge  every  landlord  of  a  Class  A  unit 
a  non-refundable  annual  fee  for  each  such  unit.  Such  fee 
shall  be  established  by  the  Board  by  regulation  on  a  fiscal 
or  calendar  year  basis  and  shall  not  be  less  than  $12  nor 
more  than  $36  per  year  per  unit.  The  Board  may  establish 
a  fee  by  subclass  of  such  units.  Any  such  annual  fee  estab- 
lished by  the  Board  shall  apply  to  both  occupied  and  un- 
occupied units. 

B.  Annual  Fees  for  Class  B  Units 

The  Board  shall  charge  every  landlord  of  a  Class  B  unit 
a  non-refundable  annual  fee  for  each  such  unit.  Such  fee 
shall  be  established  by  the  Board  by  regulation  on  a  fiscal 
or  calendar  year  basis  and  shall  not  be  less  than  $10  nor 
more  than  $12  per  year  per  unit.  The  Board  may  establish 
a  lee  by  subclassof  such  units.  Any  such  annual  fee  estab- 
lished by  the  Board  shall  apply  to  both  occupied  and  un- 
occupied units. 

C.  Payment  o I  Fees 

The  annual  fee  shall  be  paid  to  the  City  of  Boston  by  the 
landlord.  The  Board  shall  establish  by  regulation  the 
time,  place  and  manner  for  such  payment.  After  such 
payment  has  been  made,  the  landlord  may  charge  the  en- 
tire cost  of  the  annual  fee  for  each  such  unit  to  the  tenant 
thereof  on  an  equal  monthly  basis.  The  Board  shall  estab- 
lish by  regulations  the  method  for  charging  the  tenants  the 
cost  of  such  annual  fee  and  the  tenants  shall  be  required  to 
pay  such  charge  to  the  landlord  in  accordance  therewith. 
For  the  purposes  of  this  ordinance  or  any  other  law,  the 
cost  of  this  annual  fee  shall  not  be  deemed  rent. 
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D.  Establishment  of  Fee 

1.  Class  A  Units 

The  Board  shall  establish  the  fee  for  Class  A  units  upon 
the  approximate  cost,  including  all  incidental  costs,  to  the 
city  of  exercising  all  of  the  powers  and  duties  of  this  ordi- 
nance, directly  or  indirectly  related  to  Class  A  units. 

2,  Class  B  Units. 

The  Board  shall  establish  the  fee  for  Class  B  units  upon 
the  approximate  cost,  including  all  incidental  costs,  to  the 
city  of  exercising  all  of  the  powers  and  duties  of  this  ordi- 
nance, directly  or  indirectly  related  to  Class  B  units. 

E.  Use  of  Fees 

All  fees  established  hereunder  shall  be  used  by  the  city 
exclusively  for  the  purposes  o  funding  the  exercise  of  the 
Board's  power  and  duties  as  provided  in  this  ordinance. 
Any  excess  fees  collected  in  any  year  shall  be  used  by  the 
city  in  the  next  year  to  defray  the  cost  of  funding  the  exer- 
cise of  the  Board's  powers  and  duties. 

F.  Failure  to  Comply 

1 .  The  Executive  Director  shall,  upon  filing,  adminis- 
tratively dismiss  an  petition,  application  or  other  submis- 
sion to  the  Board  of  any  landlord  who  has  failed,  at  the 
time  of  such  filing,  to  pay  the  fee  required  by  this  ordi- 
nance. The  Board  may  dismiss  or  stay  the  processing  of 
any  pending  petition,  application  or  other  submission  be- 
fore it  regarding  an  landlord  who  fails  to  pay  a  fee  re- 
quired by  this  ordinance  during  the  pendency  of  such 
petition,  application  or  other  submission. 

2 .  No  general  adjustment  of  maximum  rent  of  a  Class  A 
unit  shall  be  allowed  for  any  such  unit  where  the  landlord 
fails  to  pay  the  annual  fee  required  herein  for  such  unit. 
Section  6.  Registration 

The  Board  may  require  registration  of  all  Class  A  and 
Class  B  units,  or  any  subclass  of  such  units,  on  forms 
approved  by  the  Executive  Director.  The  Board  may  re- 
quire such  registration  information  as  deemed  appropri- 
ate to  facilitate  the  administration  of  this  ordinance  and 
may  require  periodic  updating  of  such  information.  Once 
administratively  accepted  by  the  Executive  Director,  reg- 
istration information  may  only  be  amended  or  modified 
with  the  prior  approval  of  the  Board  or  in  accordance  with 
procedures  set  forth  in  duly  promulgated  regulations. 

Whoever  fails  to  timely  file  any  statement  or  informa- 
tion required  to  be  filed  under  this  section,  or  who  has 
failed  to  file  any  information  required  under  chapter  1 , 
shall,  in  addition  to  any  other  remedies  under  this  ordi- 
nance, be  subject  to  a  fine  of  up  to  fifty  dollars  ($50)  per 
unit  per  calendar  day  that  such  failure  continues.  The  Ex- 
ecutive Director  shall,  upon  filing,  administratively  dis- 
miss any  petition,  application,  including  an  application 
for  a  certificate  of  eviction,  or  other  submission  to  the 
Board  of  any  landlord  who  fails  at  the  time  of  such  filing 
to  provide  the  required  registration  information.  The 
Board  may  dismiss  or  stay  the  processing  of  any  pending 
petition,  application  or  other  submission  before  it  regard- 
ing any  landlord  who  has  failed  to  submit  any  required 
registration  information  during  the  pendency  of  such  pe- 
tition, application,  or  other  submission.  Additionally,  no 
general  adjustment  of  maximum  rent  shall  be  granted  for 
a  Class  A  unit  for  which  the  landlord  has  failed  to  provide 
the  required  registration  information. 
Section  7.  Maximum  Rent 
A.  Establishment 

The  maximum  rent  for  all  Class  A  units  under  this  ordi- 
nance shall  be  the  rent  charged  for  such  units  on  March 
31.  1984,  except  as  follows: 

1 .  Controlled  Housing  Accommodations  Under  Chap- 
ter 1: 

The  new  maximum  rent  for  Class  A  units  which  were 
controlled  housing  accommodations  as  defined  in 
chapter  1  of  the  date  immediately  preceding  the  ef- 
fective date  of  this  ordinance  shall  be  the  last  maxi- 


mum rent  duly  established  for  such  controlled 
housing  accommodations  under  section  4,  5  and  7  of 
chapter  1 . 

2.  Vacancy  Decontrolled  Accommodations  Subject  to 
Rent  Grievance  under  Chapter  1 : 

The  maximum  rent  for  Class  A  units  which  vacancy 
decontrolled  housing  accommodations  subject  to 
rent  grievance  procedures  under  section  6  of  chapter 
1  shall  be  the  last  rent  duly  established  under  such 
grievance  procedures,  provided  that  all  of  the  fol- 
lowing conditions  have  been  satisfied: 

a.  the  landlord  implemented  a  rent  increase  which 
was  effective  on  or  before  March  3 1 ,  1984;  and 

b.  the  tenant  timely  filed  a  grievance  petition  pursu- 
ant to  chapter  1 ;  and 

c.  a  decision  on  such  petition  was  issued  after  March 
31,  1984. 

3.  No  Rent  Charged  on  March  31,  1984. 

The  maximum  rent  for  Class  A  units  for  which  no 
rent  was  charged  on  March  31,  1984,  shall  be  the 
lawful  rent  charged  for  the  closest  month  within  six 
(6)  months  prior  to  March  31,  1 984. 

4.  New  Class  A  Units: 

The  maximum  rent  for  a  Class  A  unit  which  becomes 
subject  to  the  maximum  rent  provisions  of  this  ordi- 
nance at  any  time  after  the  effective  date  hereof  shall 
be  the  lawful  rent  charged  for  the  closest  month 
within  six  (6)  months  prior  to  the  date  such  unit  be- 
came subject  to  such  maximum  rent  provisions. 

B.  Otherwise  Established  Rents 

If  the  maximum  rent  cannot  be  established  under  any  of 
the  other  provisions  of  this  section  it  shall  be  established 
by  the  Board  in  accordance  with  duly  promulgated  regu- 
lations. 

C.  Maximum  Rent  Class  B.  Units 

No  maximum  rent  limitations  shall  apply  to  Class  B 
units  except  as  follows.  The  maximum  rent  for  a  tenanted 
Class  B  unit  which  is  being  removed  from  the  rental  hous- 
ing use  shall  be  the  rent  in  effect  at  the  time  the  application 
for  removal  permit  for  such  unit  is  filed  with  the  Board.  If 
a  removal  permit  is  granted  for  such  Class  B  unit,  the 
maximum  rent  therefor  may  only  be  adjusted  in  accord- 
ance the  the  conditions  set  forth  in  such  removal  permit. 
If  a  removal  permit  is  denied  for  such  unit  no  maximum 
rent  limitations  shall  apply  to  such  Class  B  units  as  of  the 
date  of  such  decision. 

D.  Adjustment 

Any  maximum  rent  established  hereunder  for  a  Class  A 
unit  may  be  subsequently  adjusted  under  the  provisions 
of  sections  8,  9,  and  10. 

E.  Grievance  Repayment 

Nothing  in  this  section  shall  be  deemed  to  create  a  right 
of  recovery  regarding  rents  charged  at  any  time  during 
the  period  from  March  3 1 ,  1984.  to  the  effective  date  of 
this  ordinance  except  as  follows:  The  portion  of  any  rent 
charged  in  excess  of  the  maximum  rent  established  here- 
under during  any  time  between  March  31 ,  1984.  and  the 
effective  date  of  this  ordinance  shall  be  null  and  void  and 
the  landlord  shall  repay  to  the  tenant  or  the  tenant  may 
deduct  from  any  future  rent  payment  such  excess  portion 
of  such  rent  provided  that. 

1 .  a  tenant  of  a  vacancy  decontrolled  housing  accom- 
modation subject  to  rent  grievance  under  chapter  1 
paid  such  excess  portion;  and 

2.  such  tenant  has  filed  a  post-March  3 1 ,  1984,  griev- 
ance petition  which  was  not  decided  by  the  Board  or 
the  thirty-day  time  period  for  filing  such  petition  has 
not  expired  as  of  the  effective  date  of  this  ordinance: 
and 

3.  such  portion  of  the  rent  exceeds  the  maximum  rent 
established  hereunder. 

Section  8.  Adjustment  of  Maximum  Rent 
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A.  Individual  and  General  Adjustments 

The  Board  shall,  by  order  or  regulation,  make  such  in- 
dividual or  general  adjustments  either  upward  or  down- 
ward, of  the  maximum  rent  established  by  section  7  of 
any  Class  A  units,  or  any  subclass  thereof,  as  may  be  nec- 
essary to  remove  hardships  or  to  correct  other  inequities, 
and  in  so  doing,  shall  observe  the  principal  of  maintaining 
maximum  rents  for  Class  A  units  at  levels  which  will 
yield  to  landlords  a  fair  net  operating  income  from  such 
units. 

B.  Fair  Net  Operating  Income 

In  determining  whether  the  maximum  rent  for  Class  A 
units  yields  a  fair  net  operating  income,  the  Board  shall 
consider  the  following  among  other  relevant  factors: 

1 .  increases  or  decreases  in  property  taxes; 

2.  unavoidable  increases  or  any  decreases  in  operating 
and  maintenance  expenses; 

3.  capital  improvements  and  capital  repairs  as  distin- 
guished from  ordinary  repair,  replacement  or  mainte- 
nances; 

4.  increases  of  decreases  in  living  space  or  housing 
services; 

5.  substantial  deterioration  other  than  ordinary  wear 
and  tear,  or  failure  to  perform  ordinary  repair,  replace- 
ment, or  maintenances;  and 

6.  increases  or  decreases  in  net  profit  before  financing. 

C.  Standard  Rent  Schedules 

For  the  purpose  of  adjusting  rents  under  the  provisions 
of  this  ordinance,  the  Board  may  promulgate  a  schedule 
of  standard  rent  increases  or  decreases  for  the  cost  of  var- 
ious housing  services  or  for  the  loss  thereof. 

D.  Rent  Studies 

In  order  to  determine  the  adequacy  of  net  profit  before 
financing  in  rent  adjustment  cases,  the  Executive  Direc- 
tor shall  perform  a  study  and  shall  report  his  or  her  find- 
ings and  recommendations  to  the  Board  by  the  first  day  of 
August,  1985,  and  every  other  year,  thereafter  on  or  be- 
fore the  first  day  of  August.  The  Board,  after  a  public 
hearing,  in  full  compliance  with  the  notice  and  hearing 
requirements  set  forth  in  section  9(C)(3),  shall,  based 
upon  the  findings  and  recommendations  of  the  Executive 
Director  and  other  relevant  information,  adjust,  by  regu- 
lation, if  necessary,  the  net  profit  before  financing  for- 
mula. 

E.  Substandard  Conditions 

Notwithstanding  any  other  provisions  of  this  section,  if 
the  Board  determines  that  a  Class  A  unit  does  not  comply 
with  the  State  Sanitary  Code  or  the  Boston  Building  Code 
or  the  Boston  Fire  Prevention  Code  or  any  other  applica- 
ble municipal  code,  ordinance,  or  state  law  regulating  the 
conditions  or  dwelling  units,  the  Board  may  deny  an  indi- 
vidual upward  adjustment  or  general  adjustment  of  maxi- 
mum rent,  grant  a  reduction  in  maximum  rent  subject  to  a 
correction  of  the  conditions,  or  grant  an  individual  up- 
ward adjustment  or  general  adjustment  of  maximum  rent 
which  may  not  go  into  effect  until  the  conditions  are  cor- 
rected. For  the  purposes  of  this  paragraph,  an  inspection 
report  of  a  Board  inspector  or  of  any  authorized  state  or 
city  inspector  shall  be  prima  facie  evidence  that  the  condi- 
tions reported  exist. 

F.  Rent  Arrearage 

The  Board  may  refuse  to  make  a  downward  adjustment 
of  maximum  rent  if  it  determines  that  the  tenant  is  more 
than  sixty  days  in  arrears  in  payment  or  rent,  unless  such 
arrearage  is  due  to  withholding  or  rent  under  the  provi- 
sions of  section  8A  of  chapter  239  of  the  General  Laws, 
section  127Lof  chapter  1 1 1  ofthe  General  Laws  or  based 
on  a  violation  ofthe  implied  warranty  of  habitability.  The 
Board  may  also  refuse  to  make  a  downward  adjustment  of 
maximum  rent  if  it  determines  that  the  tenant  has  failed  to 
pay  to  the  landlord  the  monthly  fee  due  and  payable  under 
section  5  or  applicable  regulations. 
Section  9.  Rent  Adjustment  procedure 


A. Scope 

All  class  A  units  are  subject  to  adjustment  of  maximum 
rent  in  the  matter  described  herein  and  in  the  applicable 
regulations. 

B.  Individual  Adjustment  of  Maximum  Rent 

1 .  Procedures:  The  board  shall  consider  an  adjustment 
of  maximum  rent  for  a  Class  A  unit  upon  receipt  of  a 
petition  for  adjustment  filed  by  the  landlord  or  tenant 
of  such  unit  or  upon  its  own  initiative.  Such  petition 
shall  be  made  on  a  form  approved  by  the  Executive 
Director.  The  Board  notify  the  landlord  and  tenant  of 
the  receipt  of  a  petition  and  ofthe  right  of  either  party 
to  request  a  hearing  in  writing  within  fifteen  calendar 
days  of  receipt  of  such  notice .  At  any  time ,  the  Board 
may,  on  its  own  initiative,  order  a  hearing  on  any  in- 
dividual adjustment.  If  a  hearing  is  timely  requested 
by  either  party,  of  if  the  action  is  undertaken  on  the 
initiative  ofthe  Board,  notice  ofthe  time  and  place  of 
the  hearing  shall  be  furnished  to  the  landlord  and  ten- 
ant and  the  hearing  shall  be  conducted  before  a  desig- 
nee of  the  Board.  The  Board  may  consolidate 
petitions  or  initiated  actions  relating  to  Class  A  units 
in  the  same  building  or  development.  The  Board  may 
conduct  a  single  hearing  on  all  such  petitions  or  initi- 
ated actions. 

2.  Tenant  Petitions  for  Adjustment  —  Limitations:  A 
tenant  shall  not  file  and  the  Board  shall  not  consider  a 
petition  for  adjustment  which  contains  a  request  that 
the  Board  adjust  downward  the  maximum  rent  of  a 
Class  A  unit  based  upon  a  claim  that  the  maximum 
rent  for  such  Class  A  unit  yields  to  the  landlord  more 
than  a  fair  net  operating  income  from  such  unit. 
Nothing  in  this  subparagraph  shall  be  construed  to 
limit  the  board  upon  its  own  initiative  from  consider- 
ing any  factors  in  adjusting  maximum  rents  or  to  pro- 
vide a  tenant  from  filing  a  petition  for  adjustment  for 
any  other  factor  allowable  under  this  ordinance. 

3.  Hearings:  Individual  adjustment  hearings  shall  be 
conducted  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  sec- 
tion 1 1  of  chapter  30A  of  the  General  Laws  except 
that  requirements  (7)  and  (8)  of  said  chapter  1 1  shall 
not  apply  to  such  hearings. 

4.  Dismissal  of  Petitions  for  Individual  Adjustment: 
Notwithstanding  any  other  provision  of  this  section, 
the  Board  may,  without  holding  a  hearing,  refuse  to 
adjust  the  maximum  rent  for  a  Class  A  unit  and  may 
dismiss  any  petition  for  adjustment  if  a  decision  has 
been  made  with  regard  to  the  maximum  rent  for  such 
unit  within  twelve  months,  or  if  the  Board  finds  that 
the  petition  for  adjustment  is  filed  for  purposes  of 
harassment  or  for  other  purposes  not  intended  by  this 
ordinance.  In  addition,  if  the  petition  for  adjustment 
is  not  in  conformance  with  the  filing  requirements  of 
applicable  regulations  for  such  petitions,  the  Execu- 
tive Director  may  administratively  dismiss  such  peti- 
tion without  prejudice  and  without  holding  a 
hearing. 

C.  General  Adjustment  of  Maximum  Rent  by  Regulation 

1 .  Four  Class  A  Units  or  Fewer: 

Within  one  year  of  the  effective  date  of  this  ordinance 
and  at  least  annually  thereafter,  the  Board  shall  de- 
cide whether  the  factors  enumerated  in  section  8, 
among  other  relevant  factors,  warrant  a  general  ad- 
justment, by  percentage  or  otherwise,  of  the  maxi- 
mum rent  for  any  building  or  structure  containing  no 
more  than  four  Class  A  units.  Any  such  decision 
shall  be  subject  to  such  conditions,  if  any,  as  the 
Board  shall  determine. 

2.  Five  Class  A  Units  or  More: 

On  its  own  initiative,  the  Board  may  make  a  general 
adjustment,  by  percentage  or  otherwise,  ofthe  maxi- 
mum rent  for  any  subclass  of  Class  A  units  in  any 
building  or  structure  containing  five  or  more  such 
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units.  Any  such  general  adjustment  shall  be  subject 
to  such  conditions,  if  any,  as  the  board  shall  deter- 
mine. 
3.  Procedures: 
Prior  to  making  any  such  general  adjustment,  a  pub- 
lic hearing  shall  be  held  before  at  least  a  majority  of 
the  Board.  Notice  of  the  time,  place,  and  purpose  of 
such  hearing  shall  be  published  at  least  once  in  a 
newspaper  having  general  circulation  in  the  city,  or 
as  otherwise  required  by  law.  Nothing  in  this  section 
shall  be  deemed  to  preclude  the  Board  from  consoli- 
dating hearings  and  decisions  under  section  9(C)(1) 
and  9  (C)(2). 
Section  10.  Information  Regarding  Tenant  Petition  and 
Board  Initiated  Actions 
Upon  receipt  by  the  Board  of  a  landlord  or  tenant  peti- 
tion for  adjustment  of  maximum  rent  for  a  Class  A  unit  or 
upon  any  action  initiated  by  the  Board  under  this  ordi- 
nance for  any  unit,  the  landlord  shall  apply  the  Executive 
Director  with  information  regarding  such  petition  or 
action  within  such  times  as  determined  by  the  Executive 
Director  or  as  otherwise  promulgated  by  the  Board  by 
regulation 

Section  1 1 .  Evictions  for  Class  A  Units 
A.  Just  Cause  Required 

No  person  shall  bring  any  action  to  recover  possession 
of  a  Class  A  unit  unless: 

1 .  the  tenant  has  failed  to  pay  the  rent  to  which  the  land- 
lord is  entitled,  except  where  the  tenant  is  withhold- 
ing rent  pursuant  to  section  8A  of  chapter  239  of  the 
General  Laws,  or  section  127L  of  chapter  111  of  the 
General  Laws,  or  based  on  a  violation  of  the  implied 
warranty  or  habitability; 

2.  the  tenant  has  violated  an  obligation  or  covenant  of 
the  tenancy  other  than  the  obligation  to  surrender 
possession  upon  proper  notice  and  has  failed  to  cure 
such  violation  after  having  received  written  notice 
thereof  from  the  landlord; 

3.  the  tenant  is  committing  or  permitting  to  exist  a  nui- 
sance in,  or  is  causing  substantial  damage  to,  the 
Class  A  unit,  or  is  creating  substantial  interference 
with  the  comfort,  safety,  or  enjoyment  of  the  land- 
lord or  other  occupants  of  the  same  or  any  adjacent 
unit; 

4.  the  tenant  is  convicted  of  using  or  permitting  a  Class 
'  A  unit  to  be  used  for  any  illegal  purposes; 

5.  the  tenant,  who  had  a  written  lease  or  rental  agree- 
ment which  terminated  on  or  after  the  passage  of  this 
ordinance,  has  refused,  after  written  request  or  de- 
mand by  the  landlord,  to  execute  a  written  extension 
or  renewal  thereof  for  a  further  term  of  like  duration 
and  on  such  terms  as  are  not  inconsistent  with  or  in 
violation  of  any  provisions  of  this  ordinance. 

6.  the  tenant,  after  receiving  reasonable  notice,  has 
refused  the  landlord  reasonable  access  to  the  class  A 
unit  for  the  purpose  of  making  necessary  repairs  or 
improvements  required  by  the  laws  of  the  United 
States,  the  Commonwealth  or  any  subdivision 
thereof,  or  forthe  purpose  of  inspection  permitted  or 
required  by  the  lease  or  by  law,  or  for  the  purpose  of 
showing  the  Class  A  unit  to  any  prospective  pur- 
chaser or  mortgage; 

7.  the  tenant  holding  at  the  end  of  a  lease  term  is  a  sub- 
tenant not  approved  by  the  landlord; 

8.  the  landlord  seeks  to  recover  possession  in  good 
faith  of  a  Class  A  unit  for  use  and  occupancy  as  the 
primary  residence  for  himself,  or  his  children,  par- 
ents, brother,  sister,  father-in-law,  mother-in-law, 
son-in-law,  or  daughter-in-law,  provided  that  such 
use  and  occupancy  is  the  landlord's  primary  motive 
in  seeking  to  recover  possession  of  such  unit  and  the 
landlord  has  no  other  motive  which  is  in  conflict  with 
the  purposes  and  provisions  of  this  ordinance.  Fur- 


thermore, no  landlord  shall  seek  to  recover  posses- 
sion under  this  paragraph,  with  or  without  a  removal 
permit,  in  order  to  remove  a  Class  A  unit  from  rental 
housing  use  except  to  convert  or  facilitate  the  con- 
version of  a  Class  A  unit  to  a  condominium  unit,  pro- 
vided that  a  removal  permit  has  been  obtained  for 
such  unit  and  there  has  been  full  compliance  with  the 
conditions  contained  in  such  permit; 

9.  the  landlord  seeks  to  recover  possession  to  demolish 
a  Class  A  unit,  provided  that  the  landlord  has  ob- 
tained a  removal  permit  from  the  Board  under  this 
ordinance  and  complied  with  any  conditions  con- 
tained therein  prior  to  bringing  an  action  for  recov- 
ery of  possession  under  this  paragraph; 

10.  the  landlord  seeks  to  recover  possession  of  a  Class 
A  unit  for  any  other  just  cause  which  is  not  in  conflict 
with  the  purposes  and  provisions  of  this  ordinance. 
Except  as  otherwise  provided  herein,  the  issuance  of 
a  removal  permit  by  the  Board  under  this  ordinance 
shall  not  constitute  other  just  cause  under  this  para- 
graph. Other  just  cause  under  this  paragraph  in- 
cludes the  following,  among  other,  causes: 

a.  the  tenant  has  repeatedly  paid  the  rent  late  after 
receiving  a  prior  late  payment  notice  from  the 
landlord,  except  where  such  late  payment  is 
caused  by  a  delay  in  a  regular  governmental  in- 
come assistance  payment;  or 

b.  the  tenant,  afterproper  legal  notice,  has  failed  to 
pay  a  valid  rent  increase;  or 

c.  the  tenant,  after  reasonable  written  notice,  has 
failed  to  pay  to  the  landlord  any  monthly  portion  of 
the  annual  fee  as  authorized  by  this  ordinance  and 
applicable  regulations;  or 

d .  the  landlord  seeks  to  recover  possession  in  good 
faith  of  a  Class  A  unit  in  order  to  convert  of  facili- 
tate the  conversion  of  a  Class  A  unit  to  a  condo- 
minium unit  or  cooperative  unit  provided  that: 

(i)  a  bona  fide  purchaser  for  value  has  agreed  to 
purchase  the  unit  and  has  signed  a  binding  pur- 
chase and  sale  agreement;  and 
(ii)  the  purchaser  shall  use  and  occupy  the  unit  as 
the  primary  residence  for  himself,  or  his  chil- 
dren, parents,  brother,  sister,  father-in-law, 
mother-in-law.  son-in-law.  or  daughter-in-law; 
and 

(iii)  the  landlord  has  obtained  a  removal  permit 
therefor  and  fully  complied  with  the  conditions 
contained  therein;  and 

(iv)  such  use  and  occupancy  is  the  landlord's  pri- 
mary motive  in  seeking  to  recover  possession  of 
such  unit  and  the  landlord  or  purchaser  has  no 
other  motive  which  is  in  conflict  with  the  pur- 
poses and  provisions  of  this  ordinance. 

B.  Retaliation  Prohibited 

No  person  shall  bring  any  action  to  recover  possession 
of  a  Class  A  unit  nor  shall  the  Board  grant  a  certificate  of 
eviction  therefor  where  the  purpose  for  seeking  such  re- 
covery is  in  retaliation  for  the  tenant  having  exercised  any 
legal  rights  as  provided  by  this  ordinance  or  any  other 
federal,  state  or  local  law.  Where  the  landlord  seeks  re- 
covery of  possession  of  a  Class  A  unit  within  six  (60 
months  of  the  tenant  thereof  having  exercised  any  such 
legal  rights,  such  action  shall  create  a  rebuttable  pre- 
sumption that  it  is  in  reprisal  for  the  tenant  having  exer- 
cised such  legal  rights. 

C.  Certificate  of  Eviction 

1 .  No  person  seeking  to  recover  possession  of  a  Class  A 
unit  shall  commence  a  judicial  action  for  such  reco\  - 
ery  without  having  first  obtained  a  certificate  of  e>  ic- 
tion  for  such  unit. 

2.  A  landlord  seeking  to  recover  possession  of  a  Class 
A  unit  shall  apply  to  the  Board  for  a  certificate  of 
eviction.  Upon  filing  such  application  with  the  Board 
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the  landlord  shall  also  serve  upon  the  tenant  of  such 
unit  a  copy  of  such  application  along  with  a  notifica- 
tion of  all  rights  and  procedures  available  under  this 
section  on  a  form  approved  by  the  Executive  Direc- 
tor. In  addition,  if  such  application  is  not  in  conform- 
ance with  the  filing  requirements  of  applicable 
regulations  for  such  applications,  the  Executive  Di- 
rector may  administratively  dismiss  such  application 
without  prejudice. 
3.  Upon  a  finding  by  the  Board  that  the  facts  attested  to 
in  the  landlord's  application  are  valid  and  in  compli- 
ance with  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance  the  board 
shall  issue  the  certificate  of  eviction.  Such  certificate 
shall  only  authorize  the  landlord  to  commence  a  judi- 
cial action  to  recover  possession  within  forty-five 
(45)  days  of  the  date  of  the  decision,  a  landlord  who 
seeks  to  recover  possession  of  a  Class  A  unit  without 
a  certificate  of  eviction  shall  be  deemed  to  have  vio- 
lated this  ordinance,  and  the  board  may  initiate  a 
criminal  prosecution  for  such  violations. 

D.  Actions  by  the  United  States  or  the  Commonwealth 
Notwithstanding  the  provisions  of  this  section  the 

United  States,  the  Commonwealth,  or  any  agency  or  po- 
litical subdivision  thereof  may  maintain  an  action  or  pro- 
ceeding to  recover  possession  of  any  class  A  unit 
operated  by  it  where  such  action  or  proceeding  is  autho- 
rized by  the  statute  or  regulation  under  such  units  are  ad- 
ministered. 

E.  Construction  of  Section 

The  provisions  of  this  section  shall  be  construed  as  ad- 
ditional restrictions  on  the  right  to  recover  possession  of  a 
Class  A  unit.  No  provision  of  this  section  shall  entitle  any 
person  to  recover  possession  of  such  unit. 
Section  12.  Evictions  of  Class  B.  Units. 
A.  Recovery  of  Possession 

No  person  shall  bring  any  action  to  recover  possession 
of  a  Class  B  unit  for  the  purpose  of  converting  or  facilitat- 
ing the  conversion  of  such  unit  to  a  condominium  unit,  or 
a  cooperative  unit,  or  to  otherwise  remove  such  unit  from 
housing  use  except  as  follows: 

1 .  the  landlord  seeks  to  recover  possession  in  good 
faith  of  a  Class  B  unit  in  order  to  convert  or  facilitate 
the  conversion  of  the  Class  B  unit  to  a  condominium 
unit  or  cooperative  unit  provided  that: 

a.  the  landlord  shall  use  and  occupy  the  unit  as  the 
primary  residence  for  himself,  or  his  children, 
parents,  brother,  sister,  father-in-law,  mother-in- 
law,  son-in-law,  or  daughter-in-law;  and 

b.  a  removal  permit  has  been  obtained  for  such  unit 
and  there  has  been  full  compliance  with  the  condi- 
tions contained  in  such  permit;  and 

c.  such  use  and  occupancy  is  the  landlord's  primary 
motive  in  seeking  to  recover  possession  of  such 
unit  and  the  landlord  has  no  other  motive  which  is 
in  conflict  with  the  purposes  and  provisions  of  this 
ordinance. 

2.  the  landlord  seeks  to  recover  possession  in  good 
faith  of  a  Class  B  unit  in  order  to  convert  or  facilitate 
the  conversion  of  the  class  B  unit  to  a  condominium 
unit  or  cooperative  unit  provided  that: 

a.  a  bona  fide  purchaser  for  value  has  agreed  to  pur- 
chase the  unit  and  has  signed  a  binding  purchase 
and  sale  agreement;  and 

b.  the  purchaser  shall  use  and  occupy  the  unit  as  the 
primary  residence  for  himself,  or  his  children, 
parents,  brother,  sister,  father-in-law,  mother-in- 
law,  son-in-law,  or  daughter-in-law;  and 

c.  the  landlord  has  obtained  a  removal  permit  there- 
for and  fully  complied  with  the  conditions  con- 
tained therein;  and 

d.  such  use  and  occupancy  is  the  landlord's  primary 
motive  in  seeking  to  recover  possession  of  such 
unit  and  the  landlord  or  purchaser  has  no  other  mo- 


tive which  is  in  conflict  with  the  purposes  and  pro- 
visions of  this  ordinance. 
B.  Affidavits  Required  for  Class  Units  Subject  to  Re- 
moval Provisions  Only 

1 .  Non-Removal  Evictions:  No  person  shall  seek  to  re- 
cover possession  of  a  Class  B  unit  for  a  non-removal 
reason  without  first  filing  with  the  Board  an  affidavit 
signed  under  the  penalties  of  perjury  stating  that  such 
eviction  is  not  sought  in  order  to  convert  or  facilitate 
the  conversion  of  such  unit  to  a  condominium  unit,  or 
cooperative  unit,  or  to  otherwise  remove  such  unit 
from  rental  housing  use.  Such  affidavit  shall  also 
state  the  reason  for  the  eviction,  that  such  reason  is 
the  primary  reason  for  seeking  recovery  of  posses- 
sion of  such  unit,  that  the  landlord  has  no  other  rea- 
son or  motive  for  seeking  recovery  of  possession  of 
such  unit  which  is  in  conflict  with  the  purposes  and 
provisions  of  this  ordinance,  as  well  as  any  other  per- 
tinent information  required  by  the  Board.  The  land- 
lord shall  serve  a  copy  of  the  affidavit  upon  the  tenant 
along  with  the  applicable  notice  to  quit.  Upon  com- 
mencement of  a  subsequent  action  to  recover  posses- 
sion in  court,  the  landlord  shall  file  a  copy  of  such 
affidavit  with  the  court.  No  action  shall  be  entered  by 
the  court  without  the  required  affidavit. 

2.  Condominium  or  Cooperative  Removal  Evictions: 
No  person  shall  seek  to  recover  possession  of  a  Class 
B  unit  in  order  to  convert  or  facilitate  the  conversion 
of  such  unit  to  a  condominium  unit,  or  cooperative 
unit  without  first  filing  with  the  Board  an  affidavit 
signed  under  the  penalties  of  perjury  stating  that 
there  has  been  full  compliance  with  the  provisions  of 
section  12(A)(1)  or  12(A)(2),  whichever  is  applica- 
ble. Such  affidavit  shall  also  state  any  other  pertinent 
information  required  by  the  Board.  The  landlord 
shall  serve  a  copy  of  the  affidavit  and  and  pertinent 
removal  permit  upon  the  tenant  along  with  the  appli- 
cable notice  to  quit.  Upon  commencement  of  a  sub- 
sequent action  to  recover  possession  in  court,  the 
landlord  shall  file  a  copy  of  such  affidavit  with  the 
court.  No  action  shall  be  entered  by  the  court  without 
the  required  affidavit  and  removal  permit. 

Section  13.  Eviction  Presumptions 

With  respect  to  any  Class  B  units,  the  Board  may,  by 
regulation,  establish  presumptions  regarding  condomin- 
ium conversion  evictions  or  regarding  evictions  for  other 
removals  from  rental  housing  use  in  order  to  prevent  cir- 
cumvention of  the  purposes  and  provisions  of  this  ordi- 
nance. 

Section  14.  Removal  of  Units  from  Rental  Housing  Use 

A.  Scope 

Except  as  otherwise  provided  herein,  the  provisions  of 
this  section  regarding  removal  of  units  from  rental  hous- 
ing use  shall  apply  to  all  Class  A  and  Class  B  units. 

B.  Definition  of  Removal  from  Rental  Housing  Use 
When  used  in  this  ordinance  the  term,  removal  from 

rental  housing  use,  shall  include,  but  not  limited  to,  the 
following  activities: 

1 .  occupancy  of  a  unit  which  is  a  condominium  unit  by 
the  owner  thereof  where  the  last  previous  occupant 
of  the  unit  was  a  tenant;  or 

2.  demolishment  of  a  unit;  or 

3.  conversion  of  any  unit  to  a  cooperative  unit  in  ac- 
cordance with  chapters  156B,  157,  157Bof  the  Gen- 
eral Laws  or  any  other  laws  relating  to  cooperative 
housing;  or 

4.  maintaining  any  unit  in  an  unrented  and  vacant  con- 
dition for  a  consecutive  period  of  time  which  exceeds 
three  (3)  months,  except  units  which  have  been 
boarded  and  secured  as  required  by  and  in  accord- 
ance with  applicable  laws  on  or  before  the  effective 
date  of  this  ordinance. 
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5.  rehabilitation,  repair  or  improvement  of  a  unit  other 
than  as  required  by  the  laws  of  the  Commonwealth  or 
the  city,  in  such  a  way  as  to  temporarily  or  perma- 
nently eliminate  such  unit  from  rental  housing  use 
except  that  this  provision  shall  not  apply  to  the  reha- 
bilitation of  units  which  the  city  or  a  department  or 
agency  thereof  certifies  is  being  financed  in  whole  or 
in  part  by  Community  Development  Block  Grant 
funds  or  Boston  Housing  Partnership  funds  and 
which  units  are  intended  for  low-  or  moderate-in- 
come landlord  and  tenant  occupancy;  and 

6.  the  change  in  occupancy  of  any  residential  rental 
housing  unit  so  as  to  no  longer  be  a  rental  housing 
unit,  including  but  not  limited  to  changes  in  occu- 
pancy to:  medical  offices,  professional  offices,  retail 
shops,  hotels,  motels,  inns,  parking  facilities,  exclu- 
sive living  quarters  for  medical  staff  or  a  medical  in- 
stitution, exclusive  living  quarters  for  students, 
faculty  or  staff  of  an  educational  institution,  as  well 
as  such  other  changes  in  occupancy  to  any  industrial , 
commercial,  charitable,  institutional  or  business 
purposes  not  otherwise  excepted  from  this  ordi- 
nance; and 

7.  reduction  of  the  total  number  of  units  in  a  building  or 
structure  by  consolidating  a  unit  with  one  or  more 
units  or  a  portion  thereof. 

C.  Additional  Excemptions 

In  adddition  to  any  other  exceptions  set  forth  in  this 
ordinance  the  following  activities  shall  not  be  deemed  a 
removal  from  housing  use  and  shall  not  require  a  removal 
permit  from  the  Board: 

1 .  occupancy  of  a  unit,  which  is  not  a  condominium  or 
cooperative  unit  by  the  landlord  thereof  or  any  mem- 
bers of  his  immediate  family  as  set  forth  in  section 
11(A)(8);  or 

2.  occupancy  by  the  owner  or  purchaser  of  an  unoccu- 
pied condominium  unit  for  which  a  master  deed  has 
been  recorded  and  either  a  unit  deed  has  been  re- 
corded or  a  binding  purchase  and  sale  agreement  en- 
tered into  on  or  before  May  31,  1984.  For  the 
purpose  of  the  subparapgraph  a  check  canceled  on  or 
before  May  31,  1984,  and  a  copy  of  the  timely  exe- 
cuted purchase  and  sale  agreement  shall  be  conclu- 
sive proof  of  the  transaction  and,  where  appropriate, 

•  a  timely  and  duly  recorded  condominium  unit  deed 
shall  also  be  conclusive  proof  of  such  transaction;  or 

3 .  occupancy  by  a  subsequent  owner  occupant  of  a  con- 
dominium unit  which  is  owner  occupied;  or 

4.  sale  of  any  building  or  development  by  a  landlord  in 
good  faith  to  a  purchaser.  Such  purchaser  shall  then 
be  subject  tocompliance  with  the  removal  provisions 
of  this  ordinance  to  the  same  extent  as  such  landlord, 
except  as  otherwise  provided  by  this  ordinance. 

D.  Removal  Prohibited 

No  person  shall  remove  any  unit  from  rental  housing 
use  without  having  first  obtained  a  removal  permit  from 
the  Board  subject  to  such  conditions  as  it  may  require. 
For  any  tenanted  unit  for  which  a  removal  permit  is 
granted  in  order  to  convert  or  facilitate  the  conversion  of 
such  unit  to  a  condominium  unit  or  a  cooperative  unit, 
such  removal  permit  shall  include  the  applicable  condi- 
tions set  forth  in  section  14(F)  in  addition  to  any  other 
conditions  not  inconsistent  with  the  provisions  of  section 
14(F).  a  removal  permit  may  be  granted  for  temporary  or 
indefinite  duration  as  deemed  appropriate  by  the  Board  in 
furtherance  of  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance.  Such  re- 
moval permit  may  be  granted  to  the  owner  of  a  unit  prior 
to  the  sale  of  such  units  as  condominium  units. 

E.  Removal  Procedure 

1 .  Criteria:  The  Board  shall  consider  the  following  cri- 
teria, among  others,  before  rendering  a  decision  to 
grant  or  .deny  a  removal  permit: 


a  The  benefits  and  detriments  to  the  person  whom 
this  ordinance  and  this  section  seek  to  protect; 

b  The  hardship  imposed  on  the  tenant(s)  residing  in 
the  unit  proposed  to  be  removed; 

c  Circumstances  demonstrating  extreme  hardship 
and  gross  inequity  to  the  person  seeking  a  removal 
permit; 

d  The  aggravation  of  the  shortage  of  safe,  decent  and 
affordable  rental  housing  in  the  city  and  its  neigh- 
borhoods, especially  for  tenants  of  low  and  mod- 
erate-income and  elderly  persons  on  fixed 
incomes,  which  may  result  from  the  removal. 
2.  Procedures: 

a  The  Board  shall  consider  an  application  for  a  re- 
moval permit  for  a  unit  upon  receipt  of  an  applica- 
tion filed  by  the  landlord  or  other  authorized 
person.  Such  application  shall  be  on  a  form  ap- 
proved by  the  Executive  Director.  The  Board  shall 
notify  the  applicant  and  tenant  of  the  receipt  of  an 
application  and  of  the  right  of  either  party  to  re- 
quest a  hearing  in  writing  within  fifteen  calendar 
days  of  receipt  of  such  notice.  At  any  time  the 
Board  may,  on  its  own  initiative,  order  a  hearing 
on  any  application.  If  a  hearing  is  timely  requested 
by  either  party,  or  if  the  action  is  undertaken  on  the 
initiative  of  the  Board,  notice  of  the  time  and  place 
of  the  hearing  shall  be  furnished  to  the  applicant 
and  tenant  and  the  hearing  shall  be  conducted  be- 
fore a  designee  of  the  Board.  The  Board  may  con- 
solidate applications  relating  to  units  in  the  same 
building  or  development.  The  Board  may  conduct 
a  single  hearing  on  all  such  consolidated  applica- 
tions. The  Executive  Director  may  designate  a 
person  or  persons  to  participate  in  a  removal  pro- 
ceeding, where  appropriate,  in  order  to  further  the 
provisions  and  purposes  of  this  ordinance  and  to 
serve  the  public  interest. 

b.  Removal  hearings  shall  be  conducted  in  accord- 
ance with  the  provisions  of  section  1 1  of  chapter 
30A  of  the  General  Laws  except  that  requirements 
(7)  and  (8)  of  said  section  1 1  shall  not  apply  to  such 
hearings. 

c.  Notwithstanding  any  other  provisions  of  this  sec- 
tion, the  Board  may,  without  holding  a  hearing, 
refuse  to  grant  a  removal  permit  and  may  dismiss 
any  application  is  a  decision  has  made  with  regard 
to  a  unit  within  the  preceding  twelve  months,  or  if 
the  Board  finds  that  the  application  is  filed  for  pur- 
poses of  harassment  or  for  other  purposes  not  in- 
tended by  this  ordinance.  In  addition,  if  the 
application  is  not  in  conformance  with  the  filing 
requirement  of  applicable  regulations,  the  Execu- 
tive Director  may  administratively  dismiss  such 
application  without  holding  a  hearing. 

F  Removal  Permit  Conditions  for  Condominium  or  Co- 
operative Conversion 
Except  as  otherwise  provided,  any  removal  permit 
granted  in  order  to  convert  or  facilitate  the  conversion  of 
a  tenanted  Class  A  or  Class  B  unit  shall  be  subject  to  the 
applicable  conditions  set  forth  herein,  in  addition  to  any 
other  conditions  not  inconsistent  therewith. 

1 .  Class  A  Units:  No  person  shall  use  a  removal  permit 
in  commencing  an  eviction  proceeding  for  a  tenanted 
Class  A  unit  in  order  to  convert  or  facilitate  the  con- 
version of  such  unit  to  a  condominium  unit  or  coop- 
erative unit  without  having  fully  complied  with  the 
following  conditions: 
a.  Allow  any  rental  housing  agreement  in  effect  to  expire 
or.  if  longer,  allow  the  applicable  time  period  as 
follows  tii  elapse: 

(i)  one  (1)  year  from  the  date  the  removal  is 
granted  for  each  tenant  occupying  such  unit  at 
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the  time  the  application  for  a  removal  permit  is 
filed;  or 

(ii)  two  (2)  years  from  the  date  the  removal  per- 
mit is  granted  for  each  such  unit  occupied  in 
whole  or  in  part  by  an  elderly,  handicapped,  or 
low-  or  moderate-income  tenant,  provided  that 
the  Board  may  grant  a  maximum  of  two  (2)  addi- 
tional years  for  each  such  unit  based  upon  the 
negative  effect  of  displacement  on  such  elderly, 
handicapped  or  low-  or  moderate-income  tenant 
due  to  any  of  the  following  factors,  among  oth- 
ers: 

(a)  age  of  the  tenant;  or 

(b)  severity  of  physical  or  mental  handicap  of 
the  tenant;  or 

(c)  financial  hardship  of  the  tenant;  or 

(d)  length  of  time  the  tenant  has  occupied  the 
unit. 

b.  Give  the  tenants  of  such  unit  the  right  of  first  re- 
fusal to  purchase  such  unit  by  delivering  a  copy  of 
the  purchase  and  sale  agreement  containing  sub- 
stantially the  same  or  more  favorable  terms  and 
conditions  as  are  offered  to  prospective  pur- 
chasers, provided  that  the  right  of  first  refusal  is 
given  to  the  tenants  after  the  removal  permit  is 
granted  and  at  least  ninety  (90)  days  before  com- 
mencement of  the  applicable  eviction  proceeding. 
Such  tenants  may  exercise  the  right  of  first  refusal 
to  purchase  such  unit  by  executing  a  purchase  and 
sale  agreement  prior  to  the  expiration  of  ninety 
(90)  days  after  the  date  of  receiving  a  copy  of  the 
purchase  and  sale  agreement  properly  executed  by 
the  person  offering  the  unit  for  sale.  The  right  of 
first  refusal  as  set  forth  herein  shall  not  apply  to 
any  person  who  owns  or  has  executed  a  binding 
purchase  and  sale  agreement  for  a  unit  prior  to  the 
effective  date  of  this  ordinance. 

c.  Give  each  tenant  of  such  unit  who  is  at  least  eight- 
een ( 1 8)  years  of  age  on  the  date  of  the  application 
for  a  removal  permit  a  relocation  expense  allow- 
ance of  one  thousand  dollars  ($1,000),  provided 
that: 

(i)  such  tenant  did  not  exercise  the  right  of  first 
refusal  for  such  unit;  and 
(ii)  such  tenant  vacated  such  unit  at  any  time  af- 
ter the  removal  permit  was  granted  but  no  later 
than  thirty  (30)  days  after  the  applicable  time 
period  required  under  section  14(F)(1)(a)  has 
elapsed. 
Upon  vacating  such  unit,  such  tenant  shall  be  paid 
the  relocation  expense  allowance  provided  in  sec- 
tion 14(F)(1)(c).  No  person  shall  set  off  any  mon- 
ies owned  by  the  tenant  to  such  person  against  the 
relocation  expense  allowance  owed  to  such  tenant. 

d.  Allow  the  tenant  of  such  unit  to  terminate  any 
rental  housing  agreement  in  effect,  upon  a  thirty 
(30)-day  prior  written  notice  to  the  landlord ,  at  any 
time  on  or  after  the  date  the  removal  permit  there- 
for has  been  granted  but  before  any  applicable  sec- 
tion 14(F)(1)(a)  time  period  has  elapsed,  in  order 
for  such  tenant  to  vacate  such  unit.  Upon  vacating 
such  unit,  such  tenant  shall  be  paid  the  relocation 
expense  allowance  provided  in  section 
14(F)(1)(c). 

2.  Class  B  Units  Removals  for  Condominium  or  Coop- 
erative Conversion:  No  person  shall  use  a  removal 
permit  in  commencing  an  eviction  proceeding  for  a 
tenanted  Class  B  unit  in  order  to  convert  or  facilitate 
the  conversion  of  such  unit  to  a  condominium  or  co- 
operative unit  without  having  complied  with  the  fol- 
lowing conditions: 

a.  Provide  the  tenants  of  such  unit  with  the  rights  set 
forth  in  the  conditions  contained  in  section 
14(F)(1),  and 


b.  Not  adjust  the  rent  for  such  unit  more  than  once  in 
any  twelve  (12)  month  period,  after  the  removal 
permit  has  been  granted.  No  such  rent  shall  be  ad- 
justed above  the  maximum  rent  for  such  Class  B 
unit  as  established  by  section  7(C)  except  as  fol- 
lows: 
(i)  by  an  amount  determined  by  multiplying  the 
maximum  rent  by  the  Consumer  Price  Index  for 
the  calendar  year  preceding  the  date  a  legal  no- 
tice of  rent  increase  is  served  on  the  tenant;  or 
(ii)  at  the  landlord's  election,  by  an  amount  de- 
termined pursuant  to  the  individual  upward  rent 
adjustment  procedures  set  forth  in  the  provi- 
sions of  section  $,9,  and  10. 
3.  Exception:  The  provisions  of  section  14(F)  shall  not 
apply  to  any  Class  A  or  Class  B  unit  for  which  a  re- 
moval permit  has  been  granted  for  condominium  or 
cooperative  conversion  prior  to  a  tenant  occupying 
such  unit. 
G.  Class  B  Unit  Removal  for  Other  Than  Condominium 
or  Cooperative  Conversion 
Any  Class  B  tenanted  unit  for  which  a  removal  permit 
has  been  granted  for  a  reason  other  than  condominium  or 
cooperative  conversion  shall  be  subject  to  the  maximum 
rent  provisions  of  section  7(C)  and  the  adjustment  provi- 
sions of  section  14(F)(2)(b).  This  provision  shall  not  ap- 
ply to  any  such  Class  B  unit  for  which  a  removal  permit 
has  been  granted  prior  to  a  tenant  occupying  such  unit. 
H.  Additional  Limitations 

After  the  effective  date  of  this  ordinance,  no  person 
who  owns,  manages,  markets  or  otherwise  controls  a 
Class  A  or  Class  B  unit,  and  no  agent  of  such  person,  shall 
directly  or  indirectly  sell,  offer  for  sale,  or  agree  to  sell 
such  unit  as  a  condominium  or  cooperative  unit  or  as  a 
non-rental  housing  unit  unless  the  Board  has  issued  a  re- 
moval permit  therefor. 
I.  Termination  of  Removal  Controls 

The  Board  may,  by  regulation,  terminate  the  prohibi- 
tions on  removal  from  rental  housing  use  set  forth  in  this 
section  for  any  class  or  subclass  of  units  if  in  its  judgment 
the  need  for  continuing  such  prohibitions  no  longer  exists 
because  of  sufficient  construction  or  addition  of  new 
units  to  the  housing  stock  for  such  class  or  subclass  or  the 
demand  for  such  class  of  units  has  otherwise  been  ade- 
quately met  and  the  public  interest  no  longer  requires 
such  prohibitions  to  be  continued.  Any  removal  prohibi- 
tions terminated  in  accordance  with  this  paragraph  shall 
be  reimposed  upon  a  finding  by  the  Board  that  a  substan- 
tial shortage  of  such  class  or  subclass  of  units  exists  and 
that  reimpositionof  the  removal  prohibitions  is  necessary 
in  the  public  interest.  No  action  shall  be  taken  by  the 
Board  under  this  paragraph  without  full  compliance  with 
the  notice  and  hearing  requirements  set  forth  in  section 
9(C)(3). 

Section  15.  Remedies  and  Sanctions 
A.  Civil  Remedies  —  Rent  Overcharges 

1 .  Actions  in  Court:  Any  person  who  demands,  ac- 
cepts, receives,  or  retains  any  payment  of  rent  in  ex- 
cess of  the  maximum  lawful  rent,  in  violation  of  the 
provisions  of  the  Ordinance,  or  any  rule,  regulation, 
or  order  hereunder  promulgated,  shall  be  liable  as 
hereinafter  provided  to  the  person  from  whom  such 
payment  is  demanded,  accepted,  received,  or  re- 
tained, and  to  the  City  for  reasonable  attorney's  fees 
and  costs  as  determined  by  the  court,  plus  liquidated 
damages  in  the  amount  by  which  the  payment  or  pay- 
ments demanded,  accepted,  received,  or  retained  ex- 
ceed the  maximum  rent  which  could  be  lawfully 
demanded,  accepted,  received,  or  retained,  which- 
ever is  greater;  provided  that  if  the  defendant  proves 
that  the  violation  was  neither  willful  nor  the  result  of 
failure  to  take  practicable  precautions  against  the  oc- 
currence of  the  violation,  the  amount  of  such  liqui- 
dated damages  shall  be  the  amount  of  the  overcharge 
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or  overcharges.  For  purposes  of  any  civil  or  admin- 
istrative actions  brought  under  the  provisions  of  this 
Ordinance,  all  persons  who  demand,  accept,  re- 
ceive, or  retain  any  payment  of  rent  in  excess  of  the 
maximum  lawful  rent  in  violation  of  the  provisions 
of  this  Ordinance  shall  be  jointly  and  severally  liable 
for  such  violations. 

2.  Administrative  Action  by  Board: 

a.  If  the  person  from  whom  such  payment  is  de- 
manded, accepted,  received,  or  retained,  in  viola- 
tion of  the  provisions  of  the  ordinance  or  any  rule, 
regulation,  or  order  hereunder  promulgated  fails 
to  bring  an  action  under  this  section  within  thirty 
days  from  the  date  of  the  occurrence  of  the  viola- 
tion, the  Board  may  settle  the  claim  arising  out  of 
the  violation  or  may  bring  such  action. 

b.  If  the  Board  decides  to  settle  a  claim  rather  than 
bring  an  action  in  court  under  subparagraph  2(a), 
the  Board  shall  make  a  decision  regarding  the  set- 
tlement of  such  claim  after  a  hearing  conducted  in 
accordance  with  the  provisions  of  section  1 1  of 
chapter  30A  of  the  General  Laws  except  that  re- 
quirements (7)  and  (8)  of  section  1 1  shall  not  apply 
to  such  hearings .  Upon  a  decision  of  the  Board  that 
a  person  has  demanded,  accepted,  received,  or  re- 
tained rent  in  excess  of  the  maximum  rent,  the 
Board  may,  where  appropriate,  order  the  rent  re- 
duced for  the  Class  A  or  Class  B  unit  or  may  make 
any  other  order  consistent  with  this  ordinance. 

c.  Settlement  by  the  Board  shall  thereafter  bar  any 
person  from  bringing  action  for  the  violation  or  vi- 
olations with  regard  to  which  settlement  has  been 
reached.  In  the  event  the  Board  settles  a  claim,  it 
shall  be  entitled  to  retain  the  costs  it  incurred  in  the 
settlement  thereof,  and  the  person  against  whom 
the  violation  has  been  committed  shall  be  entitled 
to  the  remainder.  In  the  event  the  city  brings  action 
under  the  provisions  of  this  section,  it  shall  be  enti- 
tled to  receive  attorney's  fees  and  costs  under  the 
provisions  of  section  15  (A)(1),  and  the  person 
against  whom  the  violation  was  committed  shall  be 
awarded  liquidated  damages  under  the  provisions 
of  such  section. 

3.  Effect  of  Judgment  or  Decision  of  the  Board:  Ajudg- 
.  ment  for  damages  or  on  the  merits  in  a  court  action 

brought  under  the  provisions  of  section  1 5  ( A)(  1 )  or 
a  decision  by  the  Board  under  section  15  (A)(2)  shall 
be  a  bar  to  any  further  recovery  under  any  provision 
of  this  section  against  the  defendant  on  account  of 
any  violation  with  respect  to  the  same  person  prior  to 
the  institution  of  the  action  in  which  such  judgment 
or  decision  was  rendered. 

4.  Statute  of  Limitations:  Action  to  recover  liquidated 
damages  under  any  provision  of  this  section  shall  not 
be  brought  later  than  one  ( 1 )  year  after  the  date  of  the 
last  violation.  For  purposes  of  this  section,  each  de- 
mand, acceptance,  receiptor  retention  of  rent  in  vio- 
lation of  any  provison  of  this  ordinance  shall  be 
deemed  a  separate  violation.  A  single  action  for 
damages  under  any  provision  of  this  section  may  in- 
clude all  violations  of  the  provisions  of  this  ordi- 
nance committed  by  the  same  defendant  against  the 
same  person  provided  that  no  person  including  the 
city  shall  bring  an  action  to  recover  liquidated  dam- 
ages as  described  in  this  section  for  consecutive  vio- 
lations beyond  one  ( 1 )  year  from  the  last  violation. 

B.  Criminal  Penalties 

1.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  to  demand,  ac- 
cept, receive,  or  retain  any  rent  for  the  use  or  occu- 
pancy of  a  Class  A  or  Class  B  unit  in  excess  of  the 
maximum  rent  prescribed  therefore  under  the  provi- 
sions of  this  ordinance  or  the  rules,  regulations  or 
orders  hereunder  promulgated,  or  otherwise  to  do  or 


omit  to  do  any  action  in  violation  of  the  provisions  of 
this  ordinance  or  the  rules,  regulations  or  orders 
hereunder  promulgated.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any 
person  by  act  or  omission  knowingly  to  engage  in 
any  conduct  tending  to  deprive  a  tenant  of,  or  to  pre- 
ventatenantfromexercising,  any  right  conferred  by 
this  ordinance,  including  any  such  conduct  tending 
to  deprive  a  tenant  of  the  peace,  comfort,  or  enjoy- 
ment of  any  unit  in  violation  of  this  ordinance  or  to 
engage  in  any  conduct  intended  to  result  in  substan- 
tial inconvenience  or  amounting  to  a  violation  of  pri- 
vacy, harassment,  intimidation,  threat,  or  coercion. 

2.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  to  demand,  ac- 
cept, receive,  or  retain  any  payment  which  exceeds 
the  maximum  rent  for  one  month  as  a  finder's  fee  or 
service  charge  for  the  opportunity  to  examine  or  rent 
or  lease  any  Class  Aunit;  provided  however,  no  find- 
er's fee  or  service  charge  shall  be  lawful  unless  the 
person  from  whom  the  payment  is  demanded,  ac- 
cepted, received,  or  retained  actually  rents  or  leases 
such  unit  with  regard  to  which  payment  or  such  fee  or 
charge  has  been  demanded,  accepted,  received,  or 
retained. 

3.  Whoever  willfully  violates  any  provision  of  this  or- 
dinance or  any  rule,  regulation  or  order  hereunder 
promulgated  or  whoever  knowingly  makes  any  false 
statement  in  any  testimony  before  the  Board  or  who- 
ever knowingly  supplies  the  Board  with  any  false  in- 
formation shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  of  not  more  the 
five  hundred  dollars  or  by  imprisonment  for  no  more 
than  ninety  days  or  both;  provided,  that  in  the  case  of 
a  second  or  subsequent  offense,  such  person  shall  be 
punished  by  a  fine  of  not  more  than  three  thousand 
dollars  or  by  imprisonment  for  not  more  than  one 
year,  or  both.  For  the  purposes  of  this  section,  each 
act  in  violation  of  any  provision  of  this  ordinance  or 
any  rule,  regulation  or  order  hereunder  shall  be 
deemed  a  separate  violation. 

C.  Jurisdiction 

1 .  The  Board  may  initiate  a  civil  action  or  a  criminal 
prosecution  in  a  court  of  competent  jurisdiction  for 
any  violations  of  this  ordinance  or  the  rules,  regula- 
tions or  orders  promulgated  hereunder  or  may  seek 
an  injunction  for  any  such  violation. 

2.  The  District  Court  Department  for  the  judicial  dis- 
trict within  which  the  unit  affected  is  located  and  the 
Housing  Court  Department  of  the  Trial  Courts.  City 
of  Boston  Division  shall  severally  have  original  con- 
current jurisdiction  over  all  civil  actions  and  crimi- 
nal complaints  brought  under  this  section.  The 
Superior  Court  Department  of  the  Trial  Court  and 
the  HousingCourt  Department.  City  of  Boston  Divi- 
sion, shall  severally  have  jurisdiction  to  restrain  by 
injunction  any  violation  of  this  ordinance  or  the 
rules,  regulations  or  orders  promulgated  hereunder. 

Section  16.  Judicial  Review 

Except  as  otherwise  provided  in  this  section,  an  ag- 
grieved party  to  any  decision  of  the  Board  may  appeal 
such  decision  to  the  District  Court  Department  of  the 
Trial  Courts  for  the  judicial  district  within  which  the  units 
are  loacated  or  to  the  Housing  Court  Department  of  the 
Trial  Courts,  City  of  Boston  Division,  within  thirty  (30) 
calendar  days  after  the  date  of  such  decision.  This  ordi- 
nance shall  not  be  construed  to  provide  a  right  of  appeal  of 
a  general  adjustment  decision  promulgated  hereunder. 
Section  17.  Severability 

The  provisions  of  this  ordinance  are  severable,  and  if 
any  of  its  provisions  shall  be  held  unconstitutional  or  oth- 
erwise invalid  by  any  court  of  competent  jurisdiction  the 
decision  of  such  court  shall  not  affect  or  impair  any  of  the 
remaining  provisions. 
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Section  18.  Transitional  Provisions 

A.  Scope/Repeal  of  Chapter  1 

Except  as  otherwise  provided  herein,  chapter  1  is 
hereby  repealed  as  of  the  effective  date  of  this  ordinance. 
All  matters  initiated  under  chapter  1 ,  which  are  pending 
before  the  Board,  or  decided  by  the  Board  or  pending  be- 
fore the  courts  or  any  matter  initiated  under  chapter  1 ,  or 
any  rule,  regulation  or  order  thereunder  promulgated 
shall  be  governed  by  the  provisions  of  this  section. 

B.  Matters  Pending  Before  or  Decided  by  the  Board. 
1 .  Matters  Pending  Before  the  Board: 

Except  as  otherwise  provided  in  any  provisions  of 
this  ordinance  all  matters  pending  before  the  Board 
shall  be  null  and  void,  and  may,  where  applicable,  be 
refiled  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  this  ordi- 
nance and  applicable  board  regulations. 
2.  Matters  Decided  by  the  Board: 
Except  as  otherwise  provided  in  any  provisions  of 
this  ordinance  all  decisions  rendered  by  the  Board 
under  chapter  1  shall  remain  in  full  force  and  effect 
under  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance. 

C.  Matters  Pending  Before  the  Court: 

Except  as  otherwise  provided  in  any  provisions  of  this 
ordinance,  the  provisions  of  chapter  1  shall  be  treated  as 
remaining  in  full  force  and  effect  for  the  purpose  of  initi- 
ating or  sustaining  in  court  any  timely  suit,  action  or  pros- 
ecution with  respect  to  any  right,  liability  or  offense 
arising  under  chapter  1 . 

D.  Vacancy  Decontrol  Certificates 

All  vacancy  decontrol  certificates  issued  pursuant  to 
chapter  1  or  any  predecessor  ordinance  are  null  and  void 
as  of  the  effective  date  of  this  ordinance. 

E.  Registrations 

All  registration  forms  on  file  and  accepted  by  the  Board 
for  controlled  housing  accommodations  under  chapter  1 
shall  remain  in  full  force  and  effect  under  this  ordinance. 
Nothing  in  this  paragraph  shall  be  construed  to  prohibit 
the  Board  from  requesting  the  filing  of  any  registration 
information  for  any  unit  pursuant  to  section  6  of  this  ordi- 
nance and  any  applicable  regulations. 

F.  Compliance  Matters 

The  provisions  of  chapter  1  shall  be  treated  as  remain- 
ing in  full  force  and  effect  for  the  purpose  of  initiating  or 
sustaining  before  the  Board  any  compliance  matters  re- 
garding any  rights  or  remedies  provided  for  in  chapter  1 .

G.  Condominium/Cooperative  Conversion  Matters 

1 .  Except  for  the  limited  purposes  provided  under  sec- 
tion 18(G)(2),  all  pending  condominium  or  coopera- 
tive conversion  termination  notices  served  under 
section  10(C)  of  chapter  I  which  are  not  the  subject 
matter  of  a  court  action  are  null  and  void  as  of  the 
effective  date  of  this  ordinance. 

2.  Any  tenant  who  received  a  condominium  or  cooper- 
ative conversion  termination  notice  under  section 
10(C)  of  chapter  1  and  vacates  his  or  her  unit  within 
three  (3)  months  of  the  effective  date  of  this  ordi- 
nance shall  be  entitled  to  received  from  his  or  her 
landlord  the  relocation  expense  allowance  provided 
for  in  section  10(F)  of  chapter  1.  Furthermore,  the 
Board  shall  determine  the  eligibility  of  any  tenant  as 
an  elderly,  or  low  to  moderate  income,  or  handi- 
capped tenant  who  may  be  entitled  to  receive  an  addi- 
tional relocation  expense  allowance  under  section 
10(F)  of  chapter  1 .  For  the  purposes  of  this  subpara- 
graph, the  applicable  provisions  of  chapter  1  and 
pertinent  regulations  shall  remain  in  effect. 

3.  Nothing  in  section  1 8  shall  be  construed  to  allow  the 
removal  of  any  Class  A  unit  or  Class  B  unit  without 
the  issuance  or  a  removal  permit  as  provided  in  sec- 
tion 14. 


Section  19.  Effective  Date  and  Duration 

A.  Dates 

This  ordinance  shall  become  effective  on  August  1 , 
1984,  and  shall  remain  in  effect  until  July  31,  1988,  or 
until  a  prior  determination  by  the  Mayor  and  City  Council 
in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  section  19(B)  or  sec- 
tion 19(C).

Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  Boston,  as  follows: 

City  of  Boston  Code,  Ordinance,  Title  10,  is  hereby 
amended  by  adding  the  following  new  sections; 
Section  200.  Definitions 

"City,"  shall  mean  the  City  of  Boston,  Massachusetts. 

"Low-  or  moderate-income  residents  of  the  City  of 
Boston,"  shall  mean  persons  or  families  residing  in  the 
City  of  Boston  whose  total  annual  income  does  not  ex- 
ceed 80  percent  of  the  median  income  for  the  Boston  area 
as  set  forth  in  regulations  promulgated  from  time  to  time 
by  the  United  States  Department  of  Housing  and  Urban 
Development  pursuant  to  the  Housing  and  Community 
Development  Act  of  1974.  as  amended,  or  any  compara- 
ble substitute  definition  of  "low-  moderate-income  resi- 
dents of  the  City  of  Boston"  adopted  from  time  to  time  by 
the  trustees  of  the  Neighborhood  Housing  Trust  Fund. 
Section  201 .  Findings 

It  is  hereby  found  that  as  a  result  of  the  continuing  in- 
creases in  the  cost  of  construction  or  rehabilitation,  mu- 
nicipal   taxes,    heating    and    electricity    expenses. 


maintenance  and  repair  expenses,  and  the  cost  of  land, 
low-  or  moderate-income  residents  of  the  City  of  Boston, 
including  area  which  contained  formerly  stable  neigh- 
borhoods, are  unable  to  rent,  purchase,  rehabilitate,  and 
maintain  decent,  safe,  and  sanitary  housing.  The  inability 
of  such  residents  to  rent,  purchase,  rehabilitate,  and 
maintain  housing  in  the  city  results  in  the  decline  of  new 
housing  and  in  the  decay  of  the  existing  housing  stock  and 
of  existing  neighborhoods  with  attendant  increases  in 
municipal  costs  for  police  and  fire  protection  and  other 
municipal  services  and  facilities.  The  decline  in  new 
housing,  together  with  the  decay  of  existing  housing 
stock,  has  produced  a  critical  shortage  of  adequate  hous- 
ing in  the  city,  which  adversely  affects  the  economy  of  the 
city  and  the  well-being  of  its  residents.  The  development 
of  Boston's  central  business  district  will  have  the  direct  or 
indirect  effect  of  dramatically  increasing  employment 
opportunities  in  the  city,  with  Boston  residents  expected 
to  fill  36  percent  of  such  employment  opportunities ,  as  set 
forth  in  the  Boston  Redevelopment  Authority  Report  en- 
titled "Boston's  Prospective  Development  and  the  Link- 
age to  Housing  Needs."  Without  the  contemporaneous 
creation  of  housing  contemplated  by  this  ordinance,  the 
critical  shortage  of  adequate  housing  in  the  city  will  be 
exacerbated.  Private  enterprise  without  the  assistance 
contemplated  by  this  ordinance  cannot  adequately 
achieve  the  construction  or  rehabilitation  of  housing  for 
low-  or  moderate-income  residents  of  the  City  of  Boston, 
and  the  alternative  of  forcing  such  residents  to  live  in  sub- 
standard housing  is  undesirable  since  it  tends  to  decrease 
the  interest  of  such  residents  in  their  neighborhoods,  the 
maintenance  of  their  property,  and  the  preservation  of 
their  neighborhoods. 

A  large  and  significant  number  of  low-  or  moderate- 
income  residents  of  the  City  of  Boston  have  and  will  be 
subject  to  hardship  in  finding  decent,  safe,  and  sanitary 
housing,  unless  new  housing  is  constructed  and  existing 
housing,  where  appropriate,  is  rehabilitated.  Unless  the 
city's  housing  supply  and  the  ability  of  low-  or  moderate- 
income  residents  of  the  City  of  Boston  to  rent,  purchase, 
rehabilitate,  and  maintain  decent,  safe  and  sanitary  hous- 
ing is  increased  significantly  and  expeditiously,  a  large 
number  of  such  residents  will  be  compelled  to  live  in  un- 
sanitary, overcrowded,  and  unsafe  conditions  to  the  detri- 
ment of  the  health,  welfare,  and  well-being  of  these 
residents  and  of  the  entire  city.  By  increasing  the  city's 
housing  supply  and  the  ability  of  low-  or  moderate-in- 
come residents  of  the  City  of  Boston  to  rent,  purchase, 
rehabilitate,  and  maintain  decent,  safe  and  sanitary  hous- 
ing, the  clearance,  replanning.  development,  and  rede- 
velopment of  blighted  areas  will  be  aided,  and  the  critical 
shortage  of  adequate  housing  will  be  ameliorated. 

It  is  hereby  found  that  a  major  cause  of  this  housing 
crisis  is  the  lack  of  funds  to  construct  new  housing  and  to 
rehabilitate  existing  housing  which  low-  or  moderate-in- 
come residents  of  the  City  of  Boston  are  able  to  afford  to 
rent,  purchase,  rehabilitate,  and  maintain  in  a  decent, 
safe,  and  sanitary  manner. 

It  is  hereby  further  found  that  to  aid  in  remedying  these 
conditions,  to  promote  the  expansion  of  the  supply  o( 
funds  available  for  the  construction  of  new  housing  and 
the  rehabilitation  of  existing  housing  for  low-  or  moder- 
ate-income residents  of  the  City  of  Boston,  and  therebx 
help  alleviate  the  shortage  of  adequate  housing  and  help 
stimulate  the  investment  of  private  capital,  appropria- 
tions shall  be  made  from  the  general  fund  to  the  Neigh- 
borhood Housing  Trust  Fund  for  the  sole  purpose  of 
financing  the  construction,  rehabilitation,  management 
and  operation,  and  providing  rent  subsidy  of.  housing  tor 
low-  and  moderate-income  residents  of  the  City  of  Bos- 
ton, including  without  limitation  the  acquisition  of  real 
property  to  construct  such  housing  thereupon. 
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It  is  hereby  further  found  that  the  authority  and  powers 
conferred  under  this  ordinance  and  the  expenditure  of 
public  money  pursuant  hereto  constitutes  a  serving  of  a 
valid  public  purpose  and  that  the  enactment  of  the  provi- 
sion hereinafter  set  forth  is  in  the  public  interest. 
Section  202 .  Statement  of  Purposes 

The  purpose  of  this  ordinance  is  to  promote  the  public 
health,  safety,  convenience,  and  welfare;  to  prevent  over- 
crowding and  deterioration  of  existing  housing;  to  pre- 
serve and  increase  the  city's  housing  amenities;  to 
facilitate  the  adequate  provision  of  the  public  require- 
ment for  low-  and  moderate  income  housing;  and  to  es- 
tablish a  balance  between  new,  large-scale  real  estate 
development  and  the  low-  and  moderate  income  housing 
needs  of  the  City  of  Boston;  which  serves  a  valid  public 
purpose  and  is  in  the  public  interest. 
Section  203.  Appropriations  For  Housing 

A.  An  appropriation  shall  be  made  annually  from  the 
general  fund  to  the  Neighborhood  Housing  Trust  Fund  of 
all  funds  received  in  connection  with  any  development 
impact  project  pursuant  to  and  as  defined  by  the  Boston 
Zoning  Code  and  from  any  so-called  "linkage"  program; 
and  proceeds  not  to  exceed  $10  million  from  the  disposi- 
tion of  city-owned  parking  garages  disposed  of  as  surplus 
property  during  each  fiscal  year,  which  are  in  excess  of 
the  amount  which  must  be  expended  for  the  purposes  of 
which  the  city  is  authorized  to  incur  debt  for  a  period  of 
ten  years  or  more  as  required  by  chapter  486  of  the  Acts 
of  1909,  as  amended  by  chapter  642  of  the  Acts  of  1966 
and  chapter  190  of  the  Acts  of  1982,  and  the  amount  of 
debt  service  related  to  said  parking  garages  which  is  pay- 
able during  the  fiscal  year  in  which  the  appropriation  is 
made.

As  used  in  this  ordinance,  the  word 
"agency"  shall  mean  an  instrumentality  of  the  City  of 
Boston,  which  was  established  or  put  into  being  by  ordi- 
nance, or  which  is  hereafter  created  by  ordinance,  or 
which  derives  any  rule-making  authority  from  or  under 
an  ordinance,  whether  such  instrumentality  is  in  the 
charge  of  a  board  or  in  the  charge  of  an  officer,  and 
whether  the  same  is  termed  a  board,  agency,  council, 
commission,  or  other  such  term. 

Section  2 .  No  agency  shall  adopt  any  rule  or  regulation 
except  in  accord  with  the  provisions  hereof,  notwith- 
standing any  contrary  grant  of  authority  in  any  other  ordi- 
nance (unless  the  City  Council  shall  hereafter  so 
provide.) 

Section  3.  Upon  reasonable  finding  that  immediate 
concerns  of  public  health  and  safety,  or  immediate  danger 
to  property  requires,  an  agency  may  adopt  a  declaration 
of  emergency  and  thereby  put  into  effect  an  interim  rule 
or  regulation  for  a  period  not  exceeding  sixty  days,  which 
term  shall  not  be  renewable,  pending  adoption  of  a  rule  or 
regulation  in  the  manner  hereinafter  specified.  Any  such 
rule  or  regulation,  and  the  declaration  of  emergency  re- 
lating thereto,  shall  be  forthwith  published  in  the  City  Re- 
cord and  filed  with  the  City  Council. 

Section  4.  In  the  absence  of  such  emergency,  any 
agency  intending  to  adopt  a  rule  or  regulation  shall  pub- 
lish notice  of  such  intention,  describing  the  subject  matter 
and,  if  available,  the  text  of  the  proposed  rule  or  regula- 
tion in  the  Cin  Record,  providing  at  least  on  week  notice 
for  public  comment,  and  shall  file  a  copy  of  the  same  with 
the  City  Council.  Adoption  of  any  such  rule  or  regulation 
shall  be  done  at  a  public  meeting,  as  the  term  is  defined  by 
law,  held  by  the  appropriate  board  or  officer.

I  transmit  herewith  and  urge  '.hat  you  approve  a  home 
rule  petition  and  ordinance  which  together  establish  a 
new  governing  system  for  the  Boston  Housing  Authority 
(BHA) ,  to  come  into  effect  when  court  receivership  of  the 
BHA  is  ended.  I  believe  that  this  new  governing  system 
offers  the  greatest  chance  for  strong,  responsive  manage- 
ment of  Boston's  public  housing  system. 

Prior  to  court  receivership,  the  BHA  was  governed  by 
a  five-person  board,  which  in  turn  employed  an  adminis- 
trator, as  provided  in  MGL  chapter  12  IB,  sections  5,  6, 
and  7.  The  submitted  home  rule  petition  and  ordinance 
make  important  changes  in  this  system. 

•  The  power  to  govern  is  directly  invested  in  a  single 
administrator  appointed  by  the  mayor. 

•  A  Monitoring  Committee  of  nine  members,  includ- 
ing five  tenants,  is  established  to  ensure  that  BHA  man- 
agement acts  efficiently  and  responsively. 

This  system  offers  significant  advantages:  clear  ac- 
countability for  BHA  performance,  strong  managerial 
controls,  and  mechanism  to  ensure  that  resources  are 
used  appropriately. 

How  the  BHA  is  governed  is  of  critical  importance  to 
current  and  future  BHA  residents  and  to  all  of  use  who 
share  a  commitment  to  decent,  affordable  housing  for  the 
people  of  Boston.  I  look  forward  to  Council  approval  of 
this  new  governing  system.

SUMMARY 

Features  of  the  proposed  New  BHA  Governing  System 

In  order  to  provide  strong,  responsive  governance  for 
the  Boston  Housing  Authority,  Mayor  Flynn  proposes 
that  a  new  governing  system  be  established,  to  come  into 
effect  when  court  receivership  of  the  BHA  is  ended.

The  BHA  Monitoring  Committee 

The  Monitoring  Committee  shall  have  nine  members, 
including  five  tenants,  one  member  of  organized  labor.

The  five  tenant  members  shall  be  appointed  by  the 
may  or  from  a  1  ist  of  not  less  than  ten  names  submitted  by  a 
recognized  city-wide  public  housing  tenants  organiza- 
tion. The  four  other  members  shall  be  appointed  directly 
by  the  mayor.  The  mayor  shall  appoint  the  committee's 
chairperson. 

All  members  serve  terms  of  two  years,  coterminous 
with  the  terms  of  city  councillors. 

The  Monitoring  Committee  shall  have  the  following 
duties:

priate, including  performance  of  the  administrator, 
to  investigate  matters  of  concern  and  report  to  the 
mayor.

This  is  accomplished  by  ex- 
empting senior  management  staff  from  the  "tenure"  pro- 
vision of  chapter  121B.  The  BHA  administrator  is 
already  exempted  from  this  provision.

Chapter  2.  Boston  Housing  Authority  Monitoring 
Committee. 
Section  200.  Definitions. 

First.  "BHA"  means  the  Boston  Housing  Authority. 
Second.  "Committee"  means  the  Boston  Housing 
Authority  Monitoring  Committee. 

Section  201 .  there  shall  be  a  committee  to  be  known 
as  the  Boston  Housing  Authority  Monitoring  Commit- 
tee which  shall  be  comprised  of  nine  members  ap- 
pointed by  the  mayor.  Five  of  the  members  shall  be 
public  housing  tenants  and  shall  be  appointed  from  a 
list  of  not  less  than  ten  names  submitted  by  a  recognized 
city-wide  public  housing  tenant  organization;  one  of 
the  members  shall  have  experience  as  a  member  of  or- 
ganized labor;  and  one  of  the  members  shall  have  expe- 
rience in  real  property  management.

•It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  committee  from  time  to  time 
to  investigate  matters  relating  to  appropriations,  ex- 
penditures, accounts,  maintenance,  management  and 
methods  of  administration  affecting  the  BHA,  that  may 
appear  to  the  committee  to  require  investigation,  and  to 
report  thereon  to  the  mayor.  The  BHA's  principal  an- 
nual federal  and  state  operating  budgets,  principal  an- 
nual modernization  applications,  and  all  property 
dispositions  which  would  reduce  the  number  of  the 
BHA's  housing  units,  must  receive  the  prior  approval 
of  the  committee.  The  committee  shall  meet  at  least 
once  every  three  months  and  shall  make  an  annual  re- 
port to  the  mayor  in  December  of  each  year  which  may 
include  an  evaluation  of  the  performance  of  the  hous- 
ing authority  administrator.  Further,  it  shall  be  the  duty 
of  the  committee  to  act  in  conjunction  with  the  BHA  in 
order  to  improve  the  health,  safety,  and  welfare  of  resi- 
dents of  housing  owned  or  operated  by  the  BHA.  The 
committee  shall  be  empowered,  upon  reasonable  no- 
tice, to  inspect  all  documents  which  relate  to  the  duties 
of  the  committee.

at  Building  114,  Boston  Marine  Industrial  Park,  660 
Summer  Street,  South  Boston. 

New  England  Lithograph,  a  commercial  printer 
founded  in  Boston  in  the  1930s,  is  currently  located  in 
three  separate  areas  of  9-27  Melcher  Street  in  South  Bos- 
ton. Although  the  company's  sales  have  grown,  further 
growth  at  that  location  is  restricted  by  the  awkward  lay- 
out and  inadequacy  of  the  wooden  floors  which  cannot 
support  heavy,  modern  printing  presses.  The  company 
proposes  to  expand  its  production  capability  by  relocat- 
ing to  35,000  square  feet  on  one  level  at  Building  1 14  of 
the  Boston  Marine  Industrial  Park,  by  performing  sub- 
stantial leasehold  improvements,  and  by  purchasing  a 
five-color  press  and  related  printing  equipment.  The 
company  currently  employs  fifty-five  people,  twenty  of 
whom  are  Boston  residents,  and  expects  to  add  twelve  to 
fourteen  new  jobs  within  two  years  as  a  result  of  this  proj- 
ect.

Whereas,  Only  providence  and  the  immediate  profes- 
sional response  of  dedicated  hospital  employees,  not  only 
doctors  and  nurses,  but  all  employees  of  our  hosiptal 
springing  into  action,  prevented  the  loss  of  life;  and 

Whereas,  Had  the  initial  failure  of  power  been  caused 
by  natural  disaster,  storm,  fire,  etc.,  which  itself  had 
caused  injuries,  Boston  City  Hospital  would  have  been 
unable  to  meet  the  needs  of  the  victims;  and 

Whereas,  It  is  imperative  that  the  Boston  City  Hospital 
be  provided  with  "fail-safe"  electrical  power  and  a  tele- 
phone communications  system  not  dependent  on  local 
electrical  supply;  therefore,  be  it

Section  2.  Definitions: 

When  used  in  this  Ordinance,  unless  the  context  oth- 


erwise requires,  the  following  terms  shall  be  defined 
as  follows: 

A.  Agency,  Board,  Commission,  Committee  or 
Council:  Any  regulatory  or  rule  making  body  of 
the  city,  one  or  more  of  whose  members  is  ap- 
pointed by  the  Mayor,  whose  decisions  affect  the 
quality  and  fabric  of  life  in  the  neighborhoods  of 
the  city. 

B.  Executive  Officer:  Any  person  authorized  by 
law,  regulation,  or  rule  to  act  as  director,  chairper- 
son, commissioner,  or  other  officer  of  a  board, 
commission,  committee  or  council. 

Any  agency,  board,  commission,  committee  or 
council  in  the  City  of  Boston,  one  or  more  of  whose 
members  is  appointed  by  the  mayor,  and  which,  as 
part  of  its  official  duties  holds  public  meetings,  shall 
be  required  to  hold  one  or  more  of  such  meetings  in 
any  neighborhood  of  the  City  of  Boston  at  the  request 
of  fifty  registered  voters  from  any  one  precinct  in  the 
City  of  Boston  who  file  a  petition  as  described 
herein. 

A  petition  for  a  neighborhood  meeting  may  be  sub- 
mitted to  any  agency,  board,  commission,  commit- 
tee or  council  by  the  signature  of  fifty  registered 
voters  of  any  precinct  within  the  City  of  Boston.  Said 
petition  shall  contain  a)  the  title  of  the  agency,  board, 
commission,  committee  or  council;  b)  the  name  of 
the  executive  officer  of  said  agency,  board,  commis- 
sion, committee  or  council;  c)  the  issue,  followed  by 
the  printed  name,  address  and  ward  and  precinct 
number  of  each  petitioner  and  signed  by  each  peti- 
tioner. Said  petition  shall  be  mailed  or  delivered  to 
the  executive  officer  of  said  agency,  board,  commis- 
sion, committee  or  council. 

The  executive  officer  shall  validate  the  signatures 
contained  therein  and  shall  be  required  to  schedule  a 
neighborhood  meeting  at  a  convenient  time  and  place 
within  fifteen  days  after  receipt  of  such  petition. 

Upon  receipt  of  a  petition  for  a  neighborhood 
meeting,  no  decision  may  be  made  by  the  agency, 
board,  commission,  committee  or  council  until  such 
time  as  the  requested  meeting  is  held  in  the  neighbor- 
hood. 

The  executive  officer  of  the  agency,  board,  com- 
mission, committee  or  council  shall  make  all  neces- 
sary arrangements  for  such  a  neighborhood  meeting 
and  shall  notify  all  petitioners  by  mail.  All  expenses 
incurred  due  to  such  neighborhood  meeting  shall  be 
borne  by  the  appropriate  agency,  board,  commis- 
sion, committee  or  council. 

Neighborhood  meetings  of  any  agency,  board, 
commission,  committee  or  council  are  to  be  gov- 
erned by  the  same  rules  and  regulations  as  any  other 
meeting  of  such  agency,  board,  commission,  com- 
mittee or  council.

dustrial Park,  660  Summer  Street,  South  Boston. 

Balco  is  in  the  business  of  the  design  and  construction 
of  mechanical  systems,  air  and  water  pollution  systems, 
and  related  machinery  and  systems  repairs.  The  company 
is  currently  located  in  Newton,  Mass.,  but  proposes  to 
relocate  its  operations  to  Building  53  of  the  Boston  Ma- 
rine Industrial  Park.  Balco  will  sublease  one-half  of  the 
building  from  the  John  Nagle  Company,  which  will  in 
turn  lease  the  building  from  the  Economic  Development 
and  Industrial  Corporation  of  Boston  and  occupy  the 
other  half.

(FMCS).  The  city  has  been  awarded  the  monies  as  part  of 
the  FMCS's  Labor-Management  Grant  Program.  Boston 
and  several  other  public  sector  agencies  were  chosen 
over  a  number  of  other  competitors  who  would  receive 
the  money  if  the  city  were  not  to  accept  it. 

Under  the  terms  of  the  award,  the  city  will  establish  the 
Boston  Labor-Management  Cooperation  Program.  It  is  a 
joint  venture  of  the  city  Administration  and  Services  Em- 
ployees International  Union  Local  285  to:  first,  improve 
Labor-Management  communication  and  joint  problem- 
solving;  second,  to  improve  the  delivery  of  services  to 
city  residents;  and,  third,  to  improve  employee  morale 
and  job  satisfaction.

c.  Section  406  —  Strike  out  the  words  "males  and  fe- 
males at  the  same  time"  in  the  last  sentence,  and  insert  in 
place  thereof  the  following:  "the  opposite  sex."

1 .  Q:  Does  the  Flynn  administration  intend  to  submit  to 
the  City  Council  a  single  ordinance  combining  the  autho- 
rization of  the  Neighborhood  Housing  Trust  and  the  trust 
agreement?  When? 

A:  As  indicated  by  the  Mayor's  representative  at  the 
September  14,  1984,  hearing  re  the  Neighborhood  Hous- 
ing Trust,  the  administration  does  not  object  to  the  trust 
being  created  by  ordinance.  We  are  exploring  two  alter- 


natives: (a)  creating  the  trust  and  the  authorization 
through  one  document;  and  (b)  presenting  to  the  Council 
two  ordinances,  one  of  which  creates  the  trust  and  the 
other  which  authorizes  appropriations  to  the  trust.  These 
approaches  are  being  explored  in  light  of  the  Council's 
expressed  desires  to  have  this  matter  brought  to  it  as 
speedily  as  possible.  As  soon  as  Corporation  Counsel  has 
prepared  a  redraft  of  the  Housing  Trust  ordinance  and  it 
receives  the  Mayor's  approval,  it  will  be  submitted  to  the 
Council. 

2  Q:  The  proposed  draft  of  the  trust  agreement  cites  the 
purposes  of  the  trust  as  "financing  the  construction,  reha- 
bilitation, management,  and  operations  of,  and  providing 
rent  subsidy  for,  housing  for  low-  or  moderate-income 
residents  of  the  City  of  Boston."  Describe  in  detail  how 
the  rent  subsidy  aspect  would  operate.  Who,  where,  and 
why  could  tenants  apply  for  rent  subsidy?  Criteria?  Num- 
ber of  units  affected? 

A:  It  is  not  the  intention  of  the  administration  to  create  a 
rent  subsidy  program  such  as  the  "Section  8  existing" 
program.  Assuming  an  average  monthly  subsidy  of  $300 
per  unit,  subsidizing  each  unit  with  such  a  program  would 
cost  $3,600  annually,  the  administration  believes  that 
funds  from  the  Neighborhood  Housing  Trust  should  be 
used  to  lever  other  money  in  order  to  assist  low-  and  mod- 
erate-income housing.  This  will  require  that  trust  dollars 
be  used  in  a  flexible  manner,  not  only  for  debt  service  but 
also  for  operations  of  low-  and  moderate  income  housing. 
The  phrase  "rent  subsidy"  in  current  drafts  of  the  trust 
document  has  led  to  confusion.  The  administration  in- 
tends to  strike  the  phrase  "rent  subsidy  from  the  trust 
document. 

Q:  Before  the  Housing  Committee,  members  of  the 
Mayor's  staff  and  Mr.  Robert  Whittlesey  of  the  Boston 
Housing  Partnership  indicated  that  $2.4  million  derived 
from  the  sale  of  the  Government  Center  garage  would  be 
placed  in  the  trust.  How  much  money  from  the  sale  of 
other  garages  will  be  set  aside  for  the  trust?  What  percent 
of  the  sale  price?  For  this  fiscal  year?  For  the  next  fiscal 
year?

Tregor  legislation  creates  categories  for  which  pro- 
ceeds of  garage  sales  can  be  expended.  Generally,  these 
can  be  described  as  a  capital  account  and  a  debt  service 
account.  The  administration  has  requested  an  opinion  of 
bond  counsel  to  determine  what  flexibility  the  city  has 
with  respect  to  the  use  of  any  portion  of  these  funds  for 
Housing  Trust  purposes.  In  addition,  last  year  the  City 
Council  adopted  a  loan  authorization  for  the  Latin 
schools  which  appears  to  limit  the  use  of  Tregor  funds. 
The  administration  is  exploring  the  best  way  to  make 
funds  available  to  the  Housing  Trust  in  light  of  these  con- 
straints. 

4.  Q:  Mr.  Robert  Whittlesey  stated  at  the  Committee 
hearing  that  Mayor  Flynn  has  pledged  $2  million  of  the 
$2.4  million  from  the  trust  would  be  pledged  to  the  Bos- 
ton Housing  Partnership  to  upgrade  current  rent  control 
units  to  market  rate  units.  Is  this  true,  and  if  so,  does  this 
activity  not  violate  the  proposed  trust  agreement  since  the 
Mayor  unilaterally  has  made  the  award  and  the  units  in- 
volved would  not  benefit  low/moderate  income  citizens? 

A:  The  administration  strongly  supports  the  goals  of 
the  Boston  Housing  Partnership  to  provide  housing  for 
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low-  and  moderate-income  residents  of  Boston.  The  pro- 
gram of  the  partnership  is  to  combine  funds  from  various 
sources  in  order  to  expand  the  supply  of  low-  and  moder- 
ate-income housing  in  the  city.  These  sources  include 
MHFA  mortgages,  SHARP  subsidies,  foundation  grants, 
section  8  "moderate  rehab"  funds,  state  section  707 
rental  subsidies,  Community  Development  Block  Grant 
funds,  syndication  proceeds,  and  FNMA  mortgate  pur- 
chases. 

It  is  the  intent  of  the  Mayor  to  recommend  to  the  trust 
that  $2  million  be  awarded  to  the  partnership  to  help  carry 
out  their  current  program  to  create  724  units  in  conjunc- 
tion with  ten  Boston  community  development  corpora- 
tion. The  participating  community  development 
corporations  and  the  number  of  units  each  shall  be  devel- 
oping is  as  follows:

1 .   All  parcels  on  which  payments  for  current  fiscal 
year  taxes  are  not  received  after  payment  is  demanded 
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and  warranted,  automatically  have  a  lien  placed  on  the 
property  and  are  put  into  the  Tax  Title  accounts. 

2.  Certificates  of  municipal  lien,  by  law,  are  required 
to  show  all  amounts  then  payable  on  a  particular  property. 
It  is  standard  practice  for  the  staff  of  the  Municipal  Lien 
section  of  the  Collecting  Division  of  Treasury,  to  check 
the  tax  title  records  in  issuing  lien  certificates. 

3 .  Massachusetts  General  Laws  require  that  insurance 
carrier  secure  a  copy  of  the  municipal  lien  certificate 
prior  to  paying  insurance  claims  on  any  real  estate  which 
has  a  fire.  In  cases  where  unpaid  taxes  exist,  the  insur- 
ance company  is  required  to  send  the  check  to  the  city, 
issuing  it  jointly  to  the  City  of  Boston  and  the  property 
owner  to  insure  the  city's  collection  of  its  portion  of  the 
funds.

The  $5.5  million  (or  any  portion  of  it)  identified  as 
"available  in  the  street  opening  account"  in  Mr.  Ri- 
chard's January  17  memorandum,  would  be  "excess  rev- 
enue" to  the  General  Fund,  in  the  fiscal  year  it  was 
transferred  from  the  Special  Revenue  Fund  to  the  Gen- 
eral Fund.

Under  fund  ac- 
counting rules,  these  monies  are  not  reflected  in  the  Gen- 
eral Fund  since  they  are  special  and  restricted  revenues. 
If  transferred  to  the  General  Fund,  monies  in  the  special 
funds  become  "excess  revenue"  in  the  General  Fund, 
since  these  sources  were  not  included  in  revenues  antici- 
pated when  setting  the  tax  rate. 

2.  Augmented  Fire  Services  Availabilty  Fee. 

Given  the  ruling  of  Massachusetts  courts,  the  city  does 
not  anticipate  receiving  any  revenue  from  the  Augmented 
Fire  Service  Availability  Fee  (AFSA)  during  the  period  in 
question.

There  is  no  written  document  between  the  city  and  the 
Police  Commissioner.  In  fact,  the  term  contract  has  been 
used  incorrectly,  as  it  does  not  describe  accurately  the 
statutory  obligation  the  city  has  with  regards  to  the  Police 
Commissioner's  appointment. 

The  Police  Commissioner  is  appointed  by  the  Mayor 
for  a  term  of  five  years  pursuant  to  a  special  statute,  St. 
1 1 ,  section  1 .  Commissioner  Joseph  L.  Jordan  was  ap- 
pointed by  Mayor  Kevin  H.  White  to  a  five-year  term 
commencing  on  1  May  1982.  Commissioner  Jordan's 
term  expires  30,  April  1987. 

The  statute  allows  for  the  Commissioner  to  be  removed 
for  cause.  Cause  requires  more  than  the  Mayor's  judg- 
ment as  to  who  would  best  serve  the  city's  interest.  Any 
attempt  to  remove  for  cause  undoubtedly  would  be  tested 
through  litigation.

FICE OF  OMBUDSMAN  FOR  NEIGHBOR- 
HOOD HOUSING 

Coun.  KELLY,  on  behalf  of  the  Committee  on  Hous- 
ing, submitted  the  following: 

Report  on  Docket  No.  0423,  ordinance  establishing  an 
office  of  Ombudsman  for  Neighborhood  Housing  (re- 
ferred March  31)  —  recommending  passage  of  the  ordi- 
nance in  the  following  new  draft: 
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City  of  Boston 
In  the  Year  Nineteen  Hundred  and  Eighty-four 
An  Ordinance  Establishing  the  Office  of  Ombudsman  for 
Neighborhood  Housing  in  the  City  of  Boston. 
Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  Boston,  in  accord- 
ance with  the  provisions  of  Massachusetts  General 
Laws  chapter  43B,  section  13,  and  any  other  applica- 
ble law,  as  follows: 

Section  1 .  There  shall  be  created  by  the  Executive 
Branch  of  city  government  on  office  known  as  the 
Office  of  the  Ombudsman  for  Neighborhood  Hous- 
ing, hereinafter  referred  to  as  the  Office. 

Section  2.  The  City  Council's  Committee  on 
Housing  shall  submit  to  the  Mayor  a  list  of  not  less 
than  three  candidates  from  which  the  Mayor  shall  se- 
lect a  director  of  the  Office ,  hereinafter  referred  to  as 
the  Ombudsman. 

Section  3.  The  Ombudsman  shall  receive  an  an- 
nual salary  to  be  set  by  the  Mayor,  which  shall  not  be 
less  than  $40,000  per  year,  and  shall  be  empowered 
to  hire  such  staff  as  from  time  to  time  is  necessary  to 
carry  out  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance.  The  an- 
nual budget  of  the  Office  shall  be  set  by  the  Mayor 
and  reviewed  annually  by  the  City  Council  Commit- 
tee on  Housing. 

Section  4.  The  Ombudsman  shall  have  a  plenary 
authority  in  regards  to  housing  matters  in  the  City  of 
Boston,  as  well  as  the  cleaning  or  clearing  of  prop- 
erty determined  to  be  blighted.  The  Ombudsman 
may  order  any  department,  agency,  commission  or 
regulatory  body  within  the  city  to  act  in  fulfillment  of 
its  legal  and  statutory  role,  and  may,  upon  a  determi- 
nation of  the  Ombudsman  that  a  property  or  structure 
within  the  city  constitutes  a  blight  on  the  city,  order 
that  measures  be  taken,  after  due  notification  to  the 
owner,  to  clear,  clean  and  correct  the  conditions 
which  are  causing  the  blight. 

Section  5.  Once  a  property  has  been  ordered 
cleared,  cleaned  or  corrected  by  the  city,  and  such 
has  not  been  complied  with  consistent  with  this  ordi- 
nance, the  Ombudsman  may  declare  that  an  "emer- 
gency" condition  exists  which  is  inimical  to  the 
public  health,  welfare  and  common  good  of  the  peo- 
ple of  the  city,  and  may  after  such  cleaning,  clearing 
or  correction,  issue  a  citation  to  said  owner  or  man- 
ager of  such  property,  requiring  that  the  owner  or 
manager  shall  pay  a  fine  of  not  more  than  $100  for 
each  violation  cited.  Where  the  blight  is  tenant 
caused  blight,  the  Ombudsman  may  require  that  the 
tenant  pay  a  fine  of  not  more  than  $25  for  each  viola- 
tion cited.  Nothing  contained  herein  shall  be  con- 
strued as  limiting  the  city  from  seeking  other 
payments  for  the  cleaning,  clearing  or  correction  of 
blights  under  this  ordinance. 

Section  6.  Areas  in  which  the  Ombudsman  shall 
have  authority  include,  but  shall  not  be  limited  to  the 
following:  the  disposition  of  garbage,  trash  or  de- 
bris, or  other  refuse  near,  on  or  adjacent  to  any  pri- 
vate, commercial  or  public  property  or  structure 
within  the  city ;  the  cleaning  or  clearing  or  otherwise 
making  safe  and  sanitary  any  vacant  and/or  aban- 
doned structures  or  property  within  the  city;  and  the 
formulation  of  reasonable  rules  and  regulations  gov- 
erning blighted  property,  both  landlord-caused  and 
tenant-caused,  and  what  criteria  the  city  shall  use  to 
determine  when  blight  exists. 

Section  7.  Upon  a  determination  that  a  blight  exists 
on  nonowner-occupied  property,  and  after  due  noti- 
fication to  the  owner  has  been  made  to  correct  the 
situation,  and  the  property  has  not  been  cleaned, 
cleared  or  fixed,  such  property  or  structure  thereon 
shall  be  declared  a  public  blight  and  shall  be  ordered 
corrected  by  the  Ombudsman.  Where  appropriate, 


the  Ombudsman  may  order  that  the  city  begin  proce- 
dures to  take  control  of  such  property  in  accordance 
with  the  applicable  laws  governing  seizures  within 
the  city  and  the  Commonwealth. 

Section  8.  The  Ombudsman's  Office  may  notify 
tenants  or  landlords,  property  owners  or  property 
managers  of  blighted  conditions,  requiring  the 
cleaning,  clearing  or  correction  of  such  conditions 
either  by  mail  or  in  person  through  any  appropriate 
city  department,  including  the  Police  Department  of 
the  City  of  Boston.  Any  tenant,  landlord,  property 
owner  or  manager  who  is  aggrieved  under  this  ordi- 
nance, who  wishes  to  refute  a  citation,  may  appeal  to 
the  Ombudsman's  Office  within  ten  days  of  issuance 
of  such  citation.  The  Ombudsman's  Office  shall  es- 
tablish reasonable  rules  and  regulations  regarding 
such  hearings. 

Section  9.  The  Office  shall  initiate  programs  en- 
couraging home  ownership  and  home  improvement, 
and  shall  develop,  along  with  the  assessor  of  taxes 
formulae  imposing  demerit  valuations  as  surcharges 
on  assessments  of  properties  with  serious  code  viola- 
tions and/or  which  are  blighting  a  neighborhood, 
and  merit  valuations  for  up  to  five  years  on  proper- 
ties whose  owners  show  evidence  of  having  made 
beneficial  improvements  to  their  properties  and  the 
neighborhoods  of  which  they  are  a  part. 
Section  10.  The  Ombudsman  created  by  this  ordinance 
shall  be  prohibited  by  this  ordinance  from  making  policy 
decisions  or  formulating  policies  which  express  prefer- 
ences on  political  or  special  interest  issues.  The  intent  of 
this  legislation  and  this  section  is  to  make  the  Ombuds- 
man responsible  to  the  citizens  of  the  City  of  Boston,  and 
for  making  city  government  work  without  unnecessary  or 
dilatory  practices,  procedures  and  delays  which  impede 
the  intent  of  this  ordinance  and  work  against  the  public 
good. 

Section  1 1 .  The  Ombudsman  shall  formulate  rules  and 
regulations  consistent  with  this  ordinance  and  the  laws  of 
the  Commonwealth,  as  are  deemed  necessary  to  carry  out 
the  provisions  of  this  ordinance,  provided,  however,  that 
such  rules  and  regulations  shall  be  effective  thirty  days 
after  filling  the  same  with  the  City  Clerk's  office  and  the 
City  Council,  unless  prior  thereto,  upon  a  majority  vote 
of  the  City  Council,  the  City  Council  shall,  vote  to  re- 
scind such  rule  or  regulation  as  being  inconsistent  with 
the  intent  of  this  ordinance. 

Section  12.  The  Ombudsman  shall  be  required  to  com- 
pile a  written  report  containing  all  rules,  regulations, 
laws  and  information  concerning  the  issue  of  housing  in 
the  City  of  Boston.  This  report  shall  be  made  available  to 
the  full  City  Council  and  the  Mayor's  office  at  least  once  a 
year,  and  shall  reflect  all  changes  in  applicable  laws, 
rules,  regulations  and  other  issues  affecting  housing, 
abandoned  buildings  or  structures  and  lots,  vacant  lots  or 
property,  sanitation  codes  of  the  city  and  the  Common- 
wealth, etc.  The  Ombudsman  may  recommend  changes 
in  existing  laws  to  both  the  Mayor  and  City  Council, 
where  such  changes  will  improve  the  condition  of  hous- 
ing in  the  City  of  Boston. 

Section  13.  The  provisions  of  this  ordinance  are  sever- 
able and  if  any  of  its  provisions  shall  be  held  unconstitu- 
tional or  otherwise  invalid  by  any  court  of  competent 
jurisdiction,  the  decision  of  the  court  shall  not  affect  nor 
impair  any  of  the  remaining  provisions. 

Section  14.  The  provisions  of  CBC,  Ordinances,  Title 
2,  section  752  to  the  contrary  notwithstanding,  this  ordi- 
nance shall  be  published  by  the  City  Council  in  passing 
the  same. 

Section  15.  The  Ombudsman  established  by  this  ordi- 
nance shall  be  aaswerable  to  (he  Mayor  and  City  Council . 
In  all  matters  covered  by  this  ordinance  in  its  most  liberal 
construction,  the  Ombudsman  shall  speak  for  the  Mayor 
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when  directing  any  department,  agency,  commission,  or 
regulatory  body  to  act  in  fulfillment  of  its  legal  and  lawful 
role .  A  directive  from  the  Ombudsman 's  office  to  correct 
a  condition  of  blight  shall  supersede  normal  and  daily 
functions  of  any  department,  agency,  commission,  or 
regulatory  body  within  the  City  of  Boston. 

YANCEY,  the  ordinance  in  the  new 
draft  was  laid  on  the  table.

ORDINANCE  ESTABLISHING  A  NEIGHBORHOOD 
HOUSING  TRUST  AND  APPROPRIATING 
FUNDS  THERETO 

Coun.  KELLY,  on  behalf  of  the  Committee  on  Hous- 
ing, submitted  the  following: 

Report  on  Docket  No.  01 12,  ordinance  establishing  a 
Neighborhood  Housing  Trust  and  appropriating  funds 
thereto  (referred  August  8)  —  recommending  passage  of 
the  ordinance  in  the  following  new  draft: 
City  of  Boston 
In  the  Year  Nineteen  Hundred  and  Eighty-four 
An  Ordinance  Appropriating  Funds  to  the  Neighborhood 

Housing  Trust  Fund. 
Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  Boston,  in  accord- 
ance with  the  provisions  of  Massachusetts  General 
Laws,  chapter  43B,  section  13,  and  any  other  appli- 
cable law,  as  follows: 
City  of  Boston  Code,  Ordinances,  Title  10,  is  hereby 
amended  by  adding  the  following  new  sections: 
Section  200.  Definitions 
"City,"  shall  mean  the  City  of  Boston,  Massachusetts. 


"Low-or  moderate-income  residents  of  the  City  of 
Boston,"  shall  mean  persons  of  families  residing  in  the 
City  of  Boston  whose  total  annual  income  does  not  ex- 
ceed 80  percent  of  the  median  income  for  the  Boston  area 
as  set  forth  in  regulations  promulgated  from  time  to  time 
by  the  U.S.  Department  of  Housing  and  Urban  Develop- 
ment pursuant  to  the  Housing  Community  Development 
Act  of  1974,  as  amended. 
Section  201.  Fundings 

It  is  hereby  found  that  as  a  result  of  the  continuing  in- 
creases in  the  cost  of  construction  and/or  rehabilitation, 
municipal  taxes,  heating  and  electricity  expenses,  main- 
tenance and  repair  expenses ,  and  the  cost  of  land ,  moder- 
ate-to-middle-income residents  of  the  City  of  Boston,  in 
sections  which  formerly  contained  stable  neighborhoods, 
find  it  difficult  to  purchase  and  rehabilitate  existing  hous- 
ing. It  is  also  found  that  the  lack  of  investment  in  housing 
has  caused  a  shortage  of  rental  housing  for  low-income 
tenants.  The  inability  of  such  residents  to  rent,  purchase, 
rehabilitate,  and  maintain  housing  in  the  city  results  in  the 
decline  of  new  housing,  and  in  the  decay  of  existing  hous- 
ing stock  in  existing  neighborhoods  with  attendant  in- 
creases in  municipal  costs  for  police  and  fire  protection, 
and  other  municipal  services  and  facilities .  The  decline  in 
new  housing,  together  with  the  decay  of  existing  housing 
stock,  has  produced  a  critical  distortion  in  the  housing 
market,  resulting  in  a  shortage  of  adequate  housing  in  the 
city,  which  adversely  affects  the  economy  of  the  city  and 
the  well-being  of  its  residents. 

Because  a  large  and  significant  number  of  low-middle- 
and  moderate-income  residents  of  the  city  have  and  will 
be  subject  to  hardship  in  finding  decent,  safe  and  sanitary 
housing,  unless  existing  housing  is  rehabilitated  and  new 
units  are  constructed,  where  appropriate,  and  may  be 
compelled  to  live  in  unsanitary,  overcrowded  and  unsafe 
conditions  to  the  detriment  of  the  health,  welfare  and 
well-being  of  these  residents  and  of  the  entire  city,  the  city 
must  work  to  increase  the  supply  of  rental  housing  for 
low-to-moderate-income  residents,  while  at  the  same 
time  making  housing  investment  more  attractive  to  mod- 
erate-to-middle-income residents.  By  adopting  a  policy 
which  rewards  and  encourage  development  and  rehabili- 
tation of  the  city's  existing  housing  stock,  especially  re- 
habilitation in  blighted  areas,  the  critical  shortage  of 
adequate  housing  can  be  ameliorated. 

It  is  hereby  found  that  a  major  cause  of  this  housing 
crisis  is  the  lack  of  available  funds  to  rehabilitate  existing 
housing  which  low-or  moderate-income  residents  of  the 
city  are  able  to  afford  to  rent  and  maintain  in  decent,  safe 
and  sanitary  conditions. 

It  is  hereby  further  found  that  to  aid  in  remedying  these 
conditions,  to  promote  the  expansion  of  the  supply  of 
funds  available  for  the  rehabilitation  of  existing  housing 
for  low-to-middle-income  residents,  especially,  and 
thereby  help  alleviate  the  shortage  of  adequate  housing 
and  help  stimulate  the  investment  of  private  capital,  ap- 
propriations shall  be  made  from  the  general  fund  to  the 
Neighborhood  Housing  Trust  Fund  for  the  purpose  of  fi- 
nancing the  rehabilitation,  first  and  foremost,  and  where 
appropriate,  the  construction  of  new  housing,  for  low-to- 
middle-income  residents  of  the  city.  Programs  shall  be 
designed  to  stimulate  private  investment  in  the  housing 
stock  of  the  city. 

In  this  regard,  the  first  priority  of  the  trust  shall  be  to 
stimulate  rehabilitation  of  existing  structures,  and  no 
funds  shall  be  distributed  for  new  construction  where  ex- 
isting structures  within  the  same  neighborhood  area  have 
not  been  attended  first. 

It  is  hereby  further  found  that  the  authority  and  powers 
conferred  under  this  ordinance  and  the  expenditure  of 
public  monies  pursuant  hereto,  constitutes  a  serving  of  a 
valid  public  purpose,  and  that  enactment  of  the  provi- 
sions hereinafter  set  forth  is  in  the  public  interest. 
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Section  202.  Statement  of  Purpose 

The  purpose  of  this  ordinance  is  to  promote  the  public 
health,  safety,  convenience,  and  welfare;  to  prevent  over- 
crowding and  deterioration  of  existing  housing,  to  pre- 
serve and  increase  the  city's  housing  amenities;  to 
facilitate  the  adequate  provision  of  the  public  responsibil- 
ity for  low-to-middle-income  housing  policies  which  en- 
courage private  development  and  rehabilitation;  and  to 
establish  a  balance  between  new,  large-scale,  real  estate 
development  and  low-to-middle-income  housing  needs 
of  the  city,  which  serves  a  valid  public  purpose  and  is  in 
the  public  interest. 

Section  203.  Appropriations  for  Housing 

A.  An  appropriation  shall  be  made  annually  form  the 
general  fund  to  the  Neighborhood  Housing  Trust  Fund  of 
all  funds  received  in  connection  with  any  development 
impact  project  pursuant  to  and  and  as  defined  by  the  Bos- 
ton Zoning  Code  and  from  any  so-called  "Linkage"  pro- 
gram. 

B.  the  Neighborhood  Housing  Trust  Fund  may  receive 
and  accept  directly  all  property,  whether  real  or  personal, 
from  any  person,  firm,  trust,  corporation  or  other  entity. 
Section  204.  Publication 

Notwithstanding  the  provisions  of  CBC  ordinances, 
Title  2,  section  752,  this  ordinance  shall  be  published  by 
the  action  of  the  City  Council  in  passing  the  same. 

Section  205,  Legislative  Intent 

In  making  loans  or  grants  to  rehabilitate  existing  hous- 
ing for  rental  use,  the  trust  shall  require  strict  adherence 
to  rules  promulgated  by  the  trust  which  ensure:  (1)  that 
landlords  assume  an  active  role  in  management  and  main- 
tenance of  the  property  for  which  such  loan  or  grant  is 
given,  and  that  such  landlord  demonstrate  that  he  or  she 
has  the  long-term  financial  capability  for  maintenance, 
upkeep  and  investment  in  betterment  of  such  property. 
No  loans  or  grants  shall  be  given  where  these  guarantees 
cannot  be  met.  In  this  regard,  the  trust  is  expected  to  for- 
mulate policies  which  encourage  qualified  low-,  moder- 
ate- and  middle-income  landlords  to  take  management, 
ownership  and  control  of  structures  rehabilitated  for  low- 
to-moderate-income  rental  use;  (2)  where  a  dwelling,  re- 
habilitated for  low-to-moderate-income  use  is  controlled 
or  managed  by  an  agency  or  corporation  run  for  profit,  or 
not  for  profit,  the  trust  shall  ensure  that  such  agency  or 
corporation  guarantees  long-term  managerial  involve- 
ment, and  that  such  structure  under  said  control  and  man- 
agement, conforms  to  strict  community  standards 
regarding  upkeep,  maintenance  and  improvement;  (3) 
that  structures  shall  not  be  turned  over  to  low-income  ten- 
ants in  return  for  "sweat  equity"  where  sound  financial 
justification  for  such  turnover  does  not  exist,  or  where 
said  "sweat  equity"  owners  do  not  guarantee  a  rehabilita- 
tion plan  with  a  termination  date  stating  when  construc- 
tion or  rehabilitation  work  will  be  completed,  or  where 
such  tenants  cannot  demonstrate  long-term  financial  abil- 
ities to  provide  upkeep,  maintenance  and  investment  in 
future  improvements. 

This  entire  section  shall  be  construed  as  indication  of 
legislative  intent  in  creating  the  trust.  The  legislative  in- 
tent in  establishing  this  trust  does  not  comport  with  hous- 
ing experimentations  centered  around  popular  social 
policies.  The  intent  of  this  legislation  is  to  bring  stability 
back  into  the  neighborhoods  by  encouraging  rental  poli- 
cies, opportunities,  programs  and  investments  which  are 
based  on  sound  economic  and  financial  housing  experi- 
ence. Where  popular  social  policies  may  conflict  with 
sound  housing  policy,  carried  out  in  the  broader  public 
good,  the  trust  shall  be  guided  by  sound  housing  policy. 

The  legislative  intent  in  creating  the  trust  is  clear:  En- 
courage sound  financial  investments  by  assessing  in  the 
rehabilitation  of  blighted  structures;  and,  through  this 
policy,  create  low-to-moderate-income  rental  housing 
opportunities  for  tenants,  and  by  so  doing,  assist  in  allevi- 


ating the  rental  housing  crisis  in  the  City  of  Boston.  The 
trust  shall  work  with  the  Housing  Ombudsman  in  carry- 
ing out  all  policies  designed  to  alleviate  blight  in  the  city, 
and  shall  insofar  as  possible  be  guided  by  the  direction 
from  that  office  where  housing  initiatives  may  be  con- 
cerned. 

The  trust  shall  establish  a  "priority"  loan  program 
which  emphasizes  rehabilitation  of  abandoned  structures 
with  concurrent  owner-occupancy  guarantees.  Where  an 
individual  qualifies  for  such  loan  the  trust  shall  be  em- 
powered to  expend  monies  not  to  exceed  $7,000  per 
dwelling  unit  for  rehabilitation  purposes.  Said  loan  shall 
be  made  to  the  individual  upon  proof  that  work  will  be 
performed  to  bring  each  unit  up  to  all  code  requirements. 
The  trust  shall  work  with  other  city  departments  to  re- 
lease property  under  city  control  for  a  sum  which  will  be 
the  amount  of  taxes  due  on  property  where  an  assessment 
of  taxes  has  been  neglected.  Where  no  taxes  are  due,  or 
known,  said  property  shall  be  transferred  without  cost  to 
the  individual.  The  priority  program  shall  be  established 
along  the  following  guidelines. 

First  Priority,  of  a  loan  shall  be  a  Boston  resident  who 
agrees  to  be  an  owner-occupant,  and  who  meets  the  finan- 
cial requirements  established  by  the  trust,  consistent  with 
this  section.  If  two  or  more  residents  express  interest  in 
the  same  property  the  loan  will  be  awarded  to  the  resi- 
dents living  closest  to  said  property.  If  two  abutters  com- 
pete for  the  same  property  a  decision  will  be  made  by 
virtue  of  a  coin  toss. 

Second  Priority,  of  a  loan  shall  be  a  non-owner-occu- 
pant neighborhood  resident,  who  shall  own  no  more  than 
one  other  property  for  housing  purposes,  of  which  he  or 
she  is  an  owner-occupant,  and  owns  no  other  property 
investment  in  housing. 

Third  Priority,  of  a  loan  shall  be  a  community  based  for 
profit,  or  not  for  profit,  civic  organization  which  agrees 
to  the  conditions  set  forth  in  this  section,  and  which  shall 
also  agree  to  rehabilitate  abandoned  structures. 

Fourth  Priority,  for  a  loan  shall  be  private  investors 
who  agree  to  comply  with  the  requirements  and  intent  of 
this  section  regarding  maintenance,  upkeep  and  invest- 
ment of  the  property.  A  private  investor  shall  not  be  con- 
strued under  this  section  to  be  a  city  sponsored  or  funded 
agency  or  organization. 

Other  Categories.  All  other  categories  or  loans  or 
grants  shall  follow  the  above-stated  "priority"  pro- 
grams, and  no  other  program  shall  receive  precedence 
over  the  priority  program,  nor  shall  this  section  be  inter- 
preted as  authorizing  the  trust  to  establish  a  dual  purpose 
program  allocating  certain  monies  to  one  program  and 
the  other.  The  intent  of  this  ordinance  is  to  encourage, 
first  and  foremost,  the  rehabilitation  of  abandoned  struc- 
tures with  Neighborhood  Housing  Trust  Funds,  for  the 
purpose  of  providing  homeownership  opportunities  for 
those  whose  financial  income  justifies  said  responsibility, 
and  for  providing  low-to-modera'e-income  rental  oppor- 
tunities for  those  seeking  su  Ji  hous;ng  in  the  city.  In  pur- 
suit of  this  goal,  the  trust  will  make  such  loans  "deferred 
loans"  ^grants)  provided  however  the  owner  agrees  to 
provide  below  market  rate  housing  for  low-to-moderate- 
income  tenants  for  a  period  of  not  less  than  eight  years. 
The  trust  may  also  offer  variations  of  this  theme  which 
encourages  rehabilitation. 
Section  1.2  Purpose 

This  trust  is  established  for  the  purpose  of  financing  the 
rehabilitation,  first  and  foremost,  and  only  where  neces- 
sary the  construction  of  housing  which  benefits  low-, 
moderate-  and  middle-income  residents  of  this  city.  In 
this  connection,  the  trust  may  accept  funds  by  gift,  devise 
or  otherwise,  to  carry  out  the  foregoing  purposes;  pro- 
vided, however,  that  all  trust  piopcrty,  both  principle  and 
income  shall  be  used  only  in  the  city,  and  that  no  part  of 
trust  property  or  the  earnings  thereof,  shall  inure  to  the 
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benefit  of  any  private  individual  except  as  herein  pro- 
vided. 

This  trust  shall  not  take  part  in  any  political  campaign 
on  behalf  of  any  candidate  for  public  office.  As  used  in 
this  instrument,  "low-  or  moderate-income  residents" 
shall  be  that  definition  described  in  section  1  of  this  ordi- 
nance. 

No  funds  shall  be  distributed  to  any  applicant,  associa- 
tion, corporation,  whether  private  or  public  in  nature,  op- 
erated for  profit  or  nonprofit,  or  any  agency,  group  or  any 
individual  which  does  not  guarantee  that  it  will  manage 
and  maintain  said  property  for  which  the  trust  gives  or 
loans  financial  assistance,  for  a  period  of  not  less  than 
eight  years  from  the  date  of  tenant  occupancy.  Nothing 
contained  in  this  ordinance  shall  be  construed  to  autho- 
rize construction  of  any  structure  in  any  neighborhood, 
where  there  has  not  been  adequate  notification  of  neigh- 
borhood residents  of  such  intention  to  construct  such 
structure.  Furthermore,  this  section  shall  be  construed  as 
a  prohibition  to  construct  in  any  neighborhood  where 
neighborhood  residents  object  to  the  nature  of  the  con- 
struction, or  where  neighborhood  residents  do  not  feel 
that  adequate  guarantees  have  been  given  that  the  mainte- 
nance and  management  of  the  property  can  be  performed 
in  the  best  interests  of  the  neighborhood. 
Section  2.1  Method 

All  distributions  and  payments,  both  of  principle  and 
income,  shall  be  made  by  the  trustees  upon  written  orders 
of  the  managing  committee  hereinafter  referred  to,  and 
the  managing  committee  shall  exercise  all  powers,  duties 
and  discretions  conferred  upon  it  through  the  action  of  a 
majority  of  its  members. 
Section  2.2  Purposes 

Except  as  provided  in  section  2.3  hereof,  the  net  in- 
come, together  with  so  much  of  the  principle  as  the  man- 
aging committee  shall  determine,  may  annually  be  used 
within  the  City  of  Boston. 
Section  2.2.1 

To  benefit  low-,  moderate-  and  middle-income  resi- 
dents of  the  city,  by  making  contributions  of  either  cash  or 
loans  to  public  or  private  development  entities,  or  indi- 
viduals who  apply,  for  the  rehabilitation,  and  where  nec- 
essary for  the  construction  of  housing  in  the  city; 
provided,  however,  the  first  priority  for  disbursements 
shall  be  for  rehabilitation  projects  which  promise  to  bring 
blighted  properties  back  into  the  market  as  livable  dwell- 
ings; and  provided ,  further,  that  no  loans  or  funds  shall  be 
given  where  the  notification  requirements  of  section  1.2 
are  not  complied  with. 
Section  2.2.2 

Notwithstanding  any  provisions  in  this  section  to  the 
contrary,  neither  the  trustee  nor  the  managing  committee 
shall  engage  in  any  activity  nor  shall  any  funds  be  dis- 
bursed by  the  managing  committee  except  in  a  manner 
consistent  with  the  requirements  of  the  I.R.S.  Code  of 
1954,  as  amended,  or  similar  provisions  of  subsequent 
revenue  acts  as  they  may  pertain  to  organizations  orga- 
nized and  operated  exclusively  for  charitable  and  educa- 
tional purposes, 
i 
Section  2.3  Special  Gifts 

Where  the  donor  has  expressed  the  desire  that  the  prin- 
ciple be  kept  intact  and  only  the  income  part  thereof  be 
used,  if  such  gift  is  accepted,  the  managing  committee 
shall  respect  such  expressed  desire. 
Section  3.1  Composition  of  the  Committee 

The  managing  committee  which  shall  determine  all 
distributions  and  payments  of  trust  property  shall  consist 
of  nine  members  who  shall  serve  in  fiduciary  capacity 
without  compensation;  provided,  however,  they  shall  be 
reimbursed  for  all  expenses  reasonably  incurred  by  them 
in  the  performance  of  their  duties.  The  managing  com- 
mittee shall  consist  of  the  following  persons,  each  of 


whom  shall  be  resident  of  Boston  and  shall  hold  office 
until  the  appointment  of  a  successor: 

( 1 )  Director  of  the  BRA ,  ex-officio 

(2)  Collector-Treasurer,  ex-officio 

(3)  President  of  the  Boston  City  Council  or  his  or  her 
designated  representative  who  shall  be  a  member  of 
the  City  Council 

(4)  Designee  of  the  Mayor  of  the  city  who  shall  have 
expertise  in  the  administration  of  programs  serving 
the  housing  needs  of  low-,  moderate-  and  middle- 
income  persons.  Said  designees  shall  be  named  on  a 
yearly  basis  by  the  Mayor 

(5)  One  designee  of  the  Mayor  who  is  affiliated  with  a 
neighborhood  organization  operating  in  the  city 
whose  purpose  has  been  to  serve  a  broad-based  com- 
munity concern.  Said  designee  shall  be  named  on  a 
yearly  basis  by  the  Mayor 

(6)  Designee  of  the  Mayor  who  is  chosen  from  a  list  of 
three  persons,  compiled  by  the  Greater  Boston  Real 
Estate  Board.  Said  designee  shall  be  named  on  a 
yearly  basis  by  the  Mayor 

(7)  Designee  of  the  Mayor  who  is  employed  or  affili- 
ated with  a  financial  institution  located  in  the  city, 
which  finances  residential  construction  or  rehabilita- 
tion in  the  city.  Said  designee  shall  be  named  on  a 
yearly  basis  by  the  Mayor 

(8)  Designee  of  the  Mayor  who  is  a  low-income  ten- 
ant, chosen  from  a  list  of  three  persons  compiled  by 
the  chairman  of  the  Housing  Committee  of  the  City 
of  Boston.  Said  designee  shall  be  named  on  a  yearly 
basis  by  the  Mayor 

(9)  Each  successor  shall  be  designated  prior  to  sixty 
days  before  the  expiration  of  a  term.  If  such  a  desig- 
nation is  not  made,  the  member  whose  term  expires 
shall  be  deemed  to  be  reappointed  for  another  full 
term. 

Section  3.2.  Election  of  Chairman 

The  managing  committee  shall  elect  one  of  its  members 
as  chairman  who  shall  serve  a  one  year  term. 
Section  3.3  Organization  of  the  Committee  —  (Exempt 
from  Amendment) 

The  managing  committee  shall  appoint  a  secretary, 
who  may  or  may  not  be  a  member  of  the  managing  com- 
mittee, and  such  other  officers  or  employees  as  it  shall 
deem  necessary;  provided,  however,  the  managing  com- 
mittee shall  not  expend  in  excess  of  $100,000  annually 
for  administration  expenses,  adjusted  to  reflect  inflation. 
The  secretary  shall  keep  a  record  of  the  proceedings  of 
the  managing  committee  and  shall  be  the  custodian  of 
books,  documents  and  papers  filed  with  the  managing 
committee.  The  managing  committee  shall  provide  for 
regular  and  special  meetings .  A  majority  of  the  managing 
committee  shall  constitute  a  quorum  and  the  act  of  a  ma- 
jority of  the  full  committee  shall  be  deemed  to  be  an  act  of 
the  managing  committee.  The  managing  committee  shall 
have  the  power  to  adopt  procedural  rules  for  the  regula- 
tion of  its  affairs  and  the  conduct  of  its  business .  The  man- 
aging  committee  shall  have  the  power  to  adopt 
substantive  rules  and  regulations,  and  polices  in  connec- 
tion with  the  conduct  of  its  business;  provided,  however, 
such  rule,  regulation  or  policy  shall  be  effective  thirty 
days  after  the  date  of  publication  unless  prior  thereto  the 
City  Council,  by  a  majority  vote  of  all  its  members,  shall 
vote  to  rescind  such  rule,  regulation  or  policy.  The  man- 
aging committee  shall  fix  the  compensation  to  be  paid  to 
all  employees  other  than  members  of  the  managing  com- 
mittee. Such  compensation,  and  all  expenses  of  the  man- 
aging committee  shall  be  paid  by  the  trustee  from  trust 
property  upon  receipt  of  vouchers  therefor  certified  by 
the  managing  committee  or  by  an  officer  designated  for 
the  purpose. 
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Section  3 .4  Written  Orders  to  the  Trustee  —  (Except  from 
Amendment) 

Except  as  provided  in  section  2.3  hereof,  all  distribu- 
tions and  payments  shall  be  made  by  the  trustee  only  upon 
written  orders  signed  by  a  majority  of  the  managing  com- 
mittee stating  that  such  orders  were  authorized  by  votes 
passed  at  properly  called  meetings  of  the  managing  com- 
mittee and  such  orders  shall  constitute  full  and  complete 
authority  to  the  trustee  for  the  making  of  the  distributions 
of  payments  therein  call  for.  The  managing  committee, 
however,  may  in  its  rules  provide  for  payment  of  sums  of 
less  than  $200  upon  orders  signed  by  an  officer  desig- 
nated for  that  purpose  by  the  managing  committee. 
Section  3.5  Incorporation  of  the  Managing  Committee 

If  the  managing  committee  deems  it  desirable,  the  man- 
aging committee  may  become  as  a  charitable  corporation 
under  chapter  1 80  of  the  General  Laws  of  the  Common- 
wealth of  Massachusetts,  or  under  any  statutory  succes- 
sor to  said  chapter,  for  the  purpose  of  performing  the 
duties  and  powers  herein  given  to  the  managing  commit- 
tee, and  the  charter  or  bylaws  of  such  corporation  shall 
include,  by  reference  or  otherwise,  such  of  the  limita- 
tions and  provisions  hereof  as  relate  to  such  corporation 
or  its  members  and  such  as  relate  to  the  managing  com- 
mittee and  apply  to  such  corporation  or  its  members.  Ex- 
cept as  otherwise  expressly  provided  by  said  chapter  180, 
the  members  of  the  corporation  shall  be  appointed  in  the 
same  manner  as  provided  for  members  of  the  managing 
committee.  Such  corporation  shall  act  by  a  majority  vote 
of  its  members.  In  general,  all  of  the  provisions  of  this 
trust  relating  to  the  managing  committee  and  its  members 
shall  apply  to  such  corporation  and  its  members;  pro- 
vided, however,  that  the  following  provisions,  even 
though  in  conflict  with  the  foregoing  provisions  of  this 
trust,  shall  govern: 
Section  3.5.1 

The  corporation  may  appoint  such  employees  or  agents 
as  it  deems  necessary.  The  expenses  of  the  corporation, 
including  such  compensation  to  the  employees  or  agents 
thereof  as  the  corporation  may  fix  and  the  trustee  ap- 
prove, shall  be  paid  by  the  corporation  out  of  the  trust 
property;  provided,  however,  the  corporation  shall  not 
expend  in  excess  of  $  1 00 ,000  annually  for  administrative 
expenses,  adjusted  to  reflect  inflation .  The  member  of  the 
corporation  shall  serve  without  compensation;  provided, 
however,  members  shall  be  reimbursed  for  all  expenses 
reasonably  incurred  by  them  in  the  performance  of  their 
duties. 
Section  3.5.2 

The  accounts  of  said  corporation  showing  receipts  and 
disbursements  on  account  of  income  and  on  account  of 
principal  shall  annually  be  audited  by  an  independent  au- 
ditor employed  by  the  trustee,  whose  reasonable  com- 
pensation shall  be  paid  by  the  trustee  out  of  trust  property. 
Section  3.5.3 

If  it  finally  shall  be  determined  by  decree  of  court  that 
the  incorporation  of  the  managing  committee  is  for  any 
reason  invalid,  then  the  managing  committee  shall  forth- 
with exercise  the  rights,  powers  and  duties  given  to  it  as 
fully  as  though  it  had  never  been  incorporated. 
Section  3.5.4 

The  trustee  and  the  corporation  may,  if  they  deem  it 
desirable,  dissolve  said  corporation ,  and  after  such  disso- 
lution, the  managing  committee  shall  exercise  all  of  the 
powers  and  duties  given  to  it  as  fully  and  completely  as  if 
said  corporation  had  never  been  formed. 
Section  3.5.5 

If  the  corporation  shall  cease  to  act  pursuant  to  the  pro- 
visions of  3 . 5 . 3  hereof  or  if  it  shall  be  dissolved  in  accord- 
ance with  the  provisions  of  3.5.4  hereof,  the  them 
members  of  the  corporation  shall  continue  to  function  as 
the  them  members  of  the  managing  committee  as  though 
the  corporation  had  never  been  formed. 


Section  4. 1  Powers  of  the  Trust,  General 

The  trustee  shall  be  the  custodian  of  trust  property  and 
shall  have  the  exclusive  power  and  authority  to  invest  and 
reinvest,  manage  and  hold  trust  property  for  the  purpose 
of  preserving  or  enhancing  the  trust  property,  with  all  the 
rights  and  privileges  pertaining  to  trust  management 
which  are  granted  to  a  trustee  by  law,  unless  otherwise 
restricted  by  the  donor,  or  the  Mayor  and  the  City  Coun- 
cil; provided,  however,  the  trustee  shall  exercise  this 
power  and  authority  in  a  manner  consistent  with  the  terms 
herein.  The  trust  shall  appear  regularly  before  the  appro- 
priate committee  of  the  City  Council  to  update  the  Coun- 
cil on  various  trust  policies,  practices  and  procedures. 
Section  4.2  Particular  Powers 

Without  limiting  the  generality  of  the  foregoing  the 
trustee  shall  also  have  the  following  powers  and  author- 
ity: 
Section  4.2.1 

To  sell,  exchange,  transfer  or  convey  any  of  the  trust 
property  upon  such  terms  and  conditions,  consistent  with 
the  intent  and  purpose  of  this  ordinance,  and  in  such  man- 
ner and  form  as  he/she  shall  deem  best,  and  to  execute, 
acknowledge,  deliver  and  record  any  contract  or  other 
instrument  relating  to  the  trust  property  which  he  may 
deem  necessary  or  advisable. 
Section  4.2.2 

For  accounting  purposes  only  to  determine  to  what  ex- 
tent money  and  other  property  coming  into  his  posses- 
sion, in  order  to  do  justice  and  equity,  shall  be  deemed 
principle  or  income,  and  to  apportion  the  same  between 
principle  or  income  to  the  extent  he  determines. 
Section  4.2.3 

To  determine  the  mode  in  which  expenses  incidental  to 
the  administration  of  the  trust  shall  be  borne  as  between 
principle  and  income,  and  to  apportion  the  same  between 
principle  and  income. 
Section  4.2.4 

To  amortize  any  premium  on  any  bonds  held  as  a  part  of 
the  trust  property  or  to  refrain  from  doing  so  as  he  shall 
determine. 
Section  4.2.5 

To  retain  and  hold  any  stock,  bond  or  other  security 
given  to  the  trust  for  as  long  a  period  as  he  deems  advisa- 
ble subject  to  limitations  imposed  upon  the  gift. 
Section  4.2.6 

To  join  in  any  merge,  consolidation  or  reorganization 
of  any  corporation  or  association  whose  securities  shall 
be  held  as  part  of  trust  property;  to  pay  any  calls  and  as- 
sessments imposed  upon  the  owner  of  such  securities  as  a 
condition  of  participation  therein;  and  to  consent  to  any 
contract,  lease,  mortgage,  purchase  or  sale  of  property, 
by  or  between  such  corporation  and  any  other  corpora- 
tion or  person. 
Section  4.2.7 

To  deposit  any  security  with  any  protective  or  reorgani- 
zation committee  and  to  delegate  to  such  committee  such 
power  and  authority  with  relation  thereto  as  the  trustee 
may  deem  proper,  and  to  agree  to  pay,  and  to  pay,  out  of 
the  property  of  this  trust,  such  portion  of  the  expenses  and 
compensation  of  such  committee  as  he  may  deem  proper. 
Section  4.2.8 

To  vote  all  stock  and  to  execute  and  deliver  proxies  or 
powers  of  attorney  to  such  person  or  persons  as  the 
trustee  may  deem  proper,  granting  to  such  person  or  per- 
sons such  power  and  authority  with  relation  to  any  prop- 
erty or  securities  at  any  time  held  as  a  part  of  the  trust 
property  as  the  trustee  deem  proper. 
Section  4.2.9 

To  exercise  all  powers  and  rights  of  subscription  or  oth- 
erwise which  in  any  manner  arise  out  of  ownership  of 
securities  held  as  part  of  trust  property. 
Section  4.2. 10 

To  extend  the  time  of  payment  of  any  obligation.

Section  4.2. 11 

To  compromise,  arbitrate  or  otherwise  adjust  claims  in 
favor  of  or  against  the  trust,  including  claims  for  taxes, 
either  in  total  or  partial  satisfaction  of  any  indebtedness 
or  other  obligation  and,  subject  to  the  provisions  hereof, 
to  continue  to  hold  the  same  for  such  period  of  time  as  the 
trustee  may  deem  appropriate. 
Section  4.2. 12 

To  grant  such  terms  of  credit  as  he  may  deem  proper, 
with  or  without  security,  upon  the  occasion  of  making  any 
sale  or  disposition  of  any  asset  contained  in  this  trust  and 
to  give  and  receive  money  in  order  to  effect  equality  in 
price  upon  the  occasion  of  making  any  exchange. 
Section  4.2. 13

Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  Boston,  as  follows: 

Whereas,  A  serious  public  emergency  exists  with  re- 
spect to  the  housing  of  a  substantial  number  of  residents 
of  the  City  of  Boston,  particularly  those  who  are  elderly, 
handicapped,  or  who  have  low-  or  moderate-annual  in- 
comes; and 

Whereas,  The  deterioration  and  demolition  of  existing 
housing  is  a  significant  problem  which  has  not  been 
solved  by  the  construction  or  substantial  rehabilitation  of 
housing,  leaving  many  citizens  of  the  city,  particularly 
those  who  are  elderly,  handicapped,  or  who  have  low- 
moderate-annual  incomes,  without  sufficient  access  to 
safe,  decent,  and  reasonably  priced  rental  housing  ac- 
commodations; and 

Whereas,  The  imposition  of  controls  upon  rents,  evic- 
tions, and  the  conversion  of  existing  rental  housing  to 
condominium  or  cooperative  ownership  may  restrict  the 
incentives  necessary  to  insure  private  investment  in  the 
modernization  and  rehabilitation  of  existing  housing  and 
the  construction  of  new,  nonsubsidized  housing;  and 

Whereas,  Homeownership  creates  an  interest  in  real 
estate  which  tends  to  contribute  to  the  maintenance  and 
preservation  of  housing  and  to  an  increase  in  real  estate 
taxes  which  has  a  salutary  effect  upon  the  City  of  Boston 
and  its  residents,  and  the  City  Council  should,  therefore, 
encourage  an  increase  in  such  ownership;  and 

Whereas,  At  present  in  the  City  of  Boston  there  is  con- 
version of  multiple-unit  rental  housing  occupied  by  ten- 
ants to  condominium  or  cooperative  units  occupied  by

future  housing  plans,  and  by  requiring  those  owners  of 
multiple  unit  rental  housing  who  convert  to  condomin- 
iums or  cooperatives  to  provide  meaningful  assistance  to

Whereas,  It  is  in  the  interest  of  the  City  of  Boston  and 
its  residents  for  the  City  Council  to  protect  the  mutuality 
of  interest  between  the  city's  tenants  and  landlords  by 
controlling  rents  and  evictions  and  conversions  of  exist- 
ing rental  housing  units  to  condominium  or  cooperative 
ownership  in  a  fashion  which  prevents  arbitrary  and  ca- 


pricious increases  in  rents,  evictions  without  just  cause, 
and  displacement  of  tenants  whose  choices  of  housing  ac- 
commodations are  limited,  and  to  do  so  in  a  fashion  which 
will  stimulate  investment  in  the  modernization  and  reha- 
bilitation of  the  city's  existing  housing  stock  of  rental  and 
in  new  rental  housing  construction;  and 

Now,  therefore,  pursuant  to  the  authority  vested  in  it 
by  law,  including,  without  limitation,  Article  2,  as 
amended,  and  Article  47  of  the  Amendments  to  the  Con- 
stitution of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts  and 
chapter  797  of  the  Acts  of  1969,  as  amended  by  chapter 
863  of  the  Acts  of  1970  and  by  chapter  843  of  the  Acts  of 
1971,  be  it  declared  by  the  City  Council  of  the  City  of 
Boston  that  a  substantial  and  critical  shortage  of  safe,  de- 
cent, and  reasonably  priced  rental  housing  units  exists, 
particularly  for  those  who  are  elderly,  handicapped,  or 
who  have  low-  or  moderate-annual  incomes,  because  of 
deterioration  and  demolition  of  existing  housing  and  an 
insufficient  supply  of  new  housing,  and  that  the  ordi- 
nances which  are  now  in  effect  which  were  designed  to 
correct  this  shortage  must  be  revises  and  extended  in  or- 
der for  the  city  to  fulfill  its  responsibility  for  ameliorating 
this  shortage  in  a  fashion  which  balances  the  interests  be-

(d)  Class  of  Housing  Accommodations:  All  housing 
accommodations  based  upon  size,  age  construction,  rent 
location,  or  other  common  characteristics. 

(e)Condominium  or  Cooperative  Conversion  Evic- 
tion: An  eviction  of  a  tenant  by  a  landlord  for  the  purpose 
of  removing  such  tenant  from  a  housing  accommodation 
in  order  to  facilitate  the  initial  sale  and  transfer  of  legal 
title  to  that  housing  accommodation  as  a  condominium  or 
cooperative  unit  to  a  prospective  purchaser  or  an  eviction 
of  a  tenant  by  any  other  person  who  has  purchased  a  hous- 
ing accommodation  as  a  condominium  or  cooperative 
unit  when  the  tenant  whose  eviction  is  sought  was  a  resi- 
dent of  the  housing  accommodation  at  the  time  the  master 
deed  of  articles  of  organization  for  the  property  wherein 
said  housing  accommodation  is  located  was  recorded 
pursuant  to  die  related  provisions  of  the  M.G.L. 

(0  Condominium  Unit:  A  unit  in  a  condominium  as 
that  term  is  defined  in  chapter  183  A  of  the  General  Laws 
of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts. 

(g)  Controlling  Housing  Accommodation:  All  hous- 
ing accommodations  as  defined  in  paragraph  (a)  of  this 
section. 

(h)  Consumer  Price  Index:  The  index  for  the  Boston 
SMA  as  published  by  the  U.S.  Department  of  Labor,  Bu- 
reau of  Labor  Statistics. 

(i)  Cooperative  Unit:  A  unit  in  a  cooperative  as  that 
term  is  defined  in  section  3A  of  ch.  157  of  the  General 
Laws. 

(j)  Conversion :  The  initial  sale  or  transfer  of  legal  title 
to  a  housing  accommodation  and  the  recording  of  the 
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master  deed  or  articles  of  organization  pursuant  to  the 
General  Laws. 

(k)  Decontrolled  Housing  Accommodation:  A  former 
housing  accommodation  for  which  an  affidavit  has  been 
filed  with  the  board  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  para- 
graph (n)(v)  of  this  section. 

(1)  Elderly  Tenant:  A  tenant  who  is  at  least  sixty-two 
years  of  age. 

(m)  Handicapped  Tenant:  A  tenant  who  is  physically 
handicapped  as  defined  by  section  13A  of  chapter  22  of 
the  General  Laws  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachu: 
setts  of  mentally  handicapped  as  defined  b  29  U .  S .  C .  sec- 
tion 706  (7)(b). 

(n)  Housing  Accommodations:  Any  building,  struc- 
ture or  part  thereof  or  land  appurtenant  thereto,  or  any 
other  real  or  personal  property  rented  or  offered  for  rent 
for  living  or  dwelling  purposes,  within  the  city,  including 
without  limitations,  houses,  apartments,  rooming  or 
boarding  house  units,  and  other  properties  used  for  living 
or  dwelling  purposes,  together  with  all  services  con- 
nected with  the  use  or  occupancy  of  such  property,  but  not 
including  the  following: 

(i)  Housing  accommodations  which  the  United 
States  or  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts  or  any 
authority  created  under  the  laws  thereof  either  owns, 
operates,  finances,  subsidizes  or  insures  the  mortgage 
thereon,  or  regulates  the  individual  rents  thereof;  pro- 
vided to  sections  202,  221  (d)  or  236  of  the  National 
Housing  Act,  as  amended,  shall  be  considered  housing 
accommodations  only  for  the  purposes  of  section  10 
through  20  inclusive  of  this  ordinance;  provided,  how- 
ever, housing  accommodations  the  mortgage  of  which 
is  insured  under  section  22 1  (d)  of  the  National  Hous- 
ing Act,  as  amended,  and  which  do  not  receive  a  fed- 
eral rental  subsidy  or  below  market  interest  rate 
mortgage  subsidy,  shall  be  considered  housing  accom- 
modations only  for  the  purposes  df  sections  10  through 
20  inclusive  of  this  ordinance;  provided,  further,  how- 
ever, housing  accommodations  which  are  subject  to  the 
provisions  of  this  ordinance  subsequent  to  January  10, 
1983,  receive  a  mortgage  insured  by  the  United  States 
or  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts  or  any  author- 
ity created  under  the  laws  thereof,  shall  be  considered 
housing  accommodations  for  the  purposes  of  this  ordi- 
nance and  the  owner  of  said  housing  accommodation 
shall  not  be  entitled  to  send  a  notice  pursuant  to  section 
10  of  this  ordinance  until  the  expiration  of  five  years 
from  the  date  of  the  recording  of  said  mortgage. 

(ii)  housing  accommodations  in  any  building  or 
structure  containing  no  more  than  two  dwelling  units, 
or  contained  no  more  than  three  dwelling  units,  one  of 
which  is  occupied  by  the  owner  thereof  as  his  perma- 
nent residence;  provided,  however,  that  two  or  more 
adjoining  buildings  or  structures  under  common  legal 
or  beneficial  ownership  shall  constitute  a  single  build- 
ing or  structure  for  this  purpose;  and  provided,  further, 
that  no  building  or  structure  shall  be  considered  occu- 
pied by  the  owner  thereof  unless  all  beneficial  owners 
occupy  one  of  more  dwellings  therein  as  their  perma- 
nent residence; 

(iii)  Housing  accommodations  constructed,  created 
by  conversion  from  a  non-housing  use,  or  in  the  opin- 
ion or  in  the  opinion  of  the  board  the  equivalent  of  new 
construction  after  December  1,  1968,  with  respect  to 
conventionally  financed  housing  accommodations  de- 
scribed in  paragraph  (n)(i)  above;  provided,  however, 
conventionally  financed  housing  accommodations  cre- 
ated by  conversion  from  a  non-housing  to  a  housing 
use,  or  in  the  opinion  of  the  board  substantially  rehabil- 
itated between  December  1,  1968,  and  December  1, 
1971,  so  as  to  constitute  the  equivalent  of  new  con- 
struction, shall  be  considered  housing  accommoda- 
tions only  for  the  purposes  of  sections  10  through  20 


inclusive  of  this  ordinance,  and  shall  be  treated  as  de- 
controlled housing  accommodations  only  for  the  pur- 
poses of  sections  6  and  9  of  this  ordinance. 

(iv)  housing  accommodations  in  hotels,  motels, 
inns,  tourist  homes,  and  rooming  or  boarding  houses 
which  are  occupied  in  the  majority  by  transient  guests 
staying  for  a  period  of  fewer  than  fourteen  consecutive 
calendar  days;  provided,  however,  that  the  exception 
of  said  hotels,  motels,  inns,  tourist  homes,  and  room- 
ing or  boarding  houses  from  the  above  definition  may 
be  reviewed  at  any  time  by  the  board;  and 

(v)  except  with  respect  to  a  condominium  or  cooper- 
ative conversion  eviction  for  the  purposes  of  section 
10,  units  of  housing  accommodations  which  become 
vacant  on  or  after  January  1,  1976,  or  which  are  va- 
cated voluntarily  or  pursuant  to  a  court  order  anytime 
thereafter.  For  purposes  of  this  paragraph,  units  of 
housing  accommodations  shall  be  constructed  to  have 
been  vacated  when  the  legal  occupant  thereof  is  a  per- 
son or  persons  other  than  the  legal  occupant  of  said  unit 
prior  to  January  1,  1976,  except  for  a  spouse  of  the 
legal  occupant,  or  any  children  of  the  legal  occupant 
born  during  the  term  of  legal  occupancy.  The  owner  of 
said  vacated  housing  accommodation  shall  file  with  the 
board  an  affidavit,  under  oath,  declaring  that  the  occu- 
pant vacated  said  accommodation  voluntarily  or  pursu- 
ant to  court  order. 

(vi)  Housing  accommodation  which  the  United 
States  or  any  authority  created  under  the  laws  thereof 
insures  or  insured  the  mortgage  thereon  pursuant  to 
section  220  of  the  National  Housing  Act,  as  amended, 
provided  that  the  titles  of  more  than  50  percent  of  the 
units  in  such  housing  accommodations  have  been  trans- 
ferred as  condominium  units  to  owner-occupants  and 
such  titles  have  been  recorded  at  the  Suffolk  County 
Registry  of  Deeds  on  or  before  December  3 1 ,  1983. 

(vii)  except  with  respect  to  the  right  of  certain  tenants 
pursuant  to  section  6  hereof  to  file  rent  grievances, 
units  of  housing  accommodations  in  any  building  or 
structure  containing  no  more  than  six  and  no  less  than 
four  dwelling  units,  one  of  which  is  occupied  by  the 
owner  thereof  as  his  permanent  residence. 
Housing  Services:  Services  or  facilities  provided  by  a 
landlord  or  required  by  law  or  by  the  terms  of  a  rental 
housing  agreement  to  be  provided  by  a  landlord  to  a  ten- 
ant in  connection  with  the  use  and  occupancy  of  any  hous- 
ing accommodation,   including  without  limitation, 
services,  furnishings,  and  equipment;  repairs,  decorat- 
ing and  maintenance;  provision  of  light,  heat,  hot  water, 
cold  water,  telephone  and  elevator  service;  kitchen,  bath, 
and  laundry  facilities  and  privileges;  use  of  halls,  corri- 
dors, stairs,  common  rooms,  yards  and  other  common 
areas;  maid  service,  linen  service,  janitorial  service,  re- 
moval of  refuse,  parking  facilities,  and  any  other  benefit, 
privilage,  or  facility  connected  with  the  use  or  occupancy 
of  any  housing  accommodation.  Housing  services  to  a 
housing  accommodation  shall  include  a  proportionate 
share  of  the  services  provided  to  common  facilities  of  the 
building  in  which  the  housing  accommodation  is  located, 
(p)  Landlord:  the  individual  who  holds  title  to  any  con- 
trollled  housing  accommodation  or  decontrolled  housing 
accommodation  in  any  manner,  including  without  limita- 
tion, a  partnership,  corporation,  or  trust.  For  purpose  of 
this  ordinance,  the  rights  and  duties  of  the  landlord  here- 
under shall  be  the  obligation  of  anyone  who  manages, 
controls,  or  customarily  accepts  rent  on  behalf  of  the 
landlord. 

(q)  Low-or  Moderate-Income  Tenant:  A  tenant  or 
group  of  tenants,  all  of  whom  occupy  the  same  dwelling 
unit,  whose  total  income  for  the  twelve  months  immedi- 
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ately  preceding  the  date  of  any  notice  or  the  exercising  of 
any  right,  whichever  may  occur  later,  is  not  more  than  80 
percent  of  the  median  income  for  the  area  as  set  forth  in 
regulations  promulgated  from  time  to  time  by  the  United 
States  Department  of  Housing  and  Urban  Development 
Act  of  1974,  and  calculated  pursuant  to  said  regulations, 
(r)  Low-or  Moderate-Income  Elderly  or  Handicapped 
Tenant:  A  tenant  who  is  a  tenant  or  one  of  a  group  of  ten- 
ants, all  of  whom  occupy  the  same  dwelling  unit,  whose 
total  income  for  the  twelve  months  immediately  preced- 
ing the  date  of  any  notice  or  the  exercising  of  any  right, 
whichever  may  occur  later,  is  not  more  than  80  percent  of 
the  median  income  for  the  area  as  set  forth  in  regulations 
promulgated  from  time  to  time  by  the  United  States  De- 
partment of  Housing  and  Urban  Development  pursuant  to 
section  8  of  the  Housing  Act  of  1937,  as  amended  by  the 
Housing  and  Community  Development  Act  of  1974,  and 
calculated  pursuant  to  said  regulations,  and 
(i)  is  at  least  sixty -two  years  old,  or 
(ii)  a  tenant  who  is  physically  handicapped  as  defined 
by  section  13Aof  chapter  22  of  the  General  Laws  of  the 
Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts  or  mentally  handi- 
capped as  defined  by  29  U.S.C.  section  706  (7)(b). 
(s)  Operating  and  Maintenance  Expenses:  The  reason- 
able and  necessary  expenses  to  a  landlord  of  providing 
housing  services  to  a  tenant,  including  without  limitation, 
maintenance,  repair,  management  fee,  real  estate  bro- 
ker's commission,  insurance,  utilities  including  within 
the  rent,  but  not  including  mortgage  interest  and  amorti- 
zation nor  an  allowance  for  obsolescence  or  depreciation . 
(t)  Rent:  the  consideration,  including  without  limita- 
tion, all  bonuses,  benefits,  gratuities,  or  charges  contin- 
gent or  otherwise,  demanded  or  received  for,   in 
connection  with,  the  use  or  occupancy  of  a  housing  ac- 
commodation, for  housing  services,  or  for  the  transfer  of 
a  lease  of  a  housing  accommodation. 

(u)  Rental  Housing  Agreement:  An  agreement,  oral, 
written,  or  implied,  between  a  landlord  and  a  tenant  for 
the  use  and  occupancy  of  a  housing  accommodation  and 
for  housing  services. 

(v)  Tenant:  A  tenant,  subtenant,  lessee,  sublessee,  or 
other  person,  entitled  under  the  terms  of  a  rental  housing 
agreement  to  the  use  and  occupancy  of  any  housing  ac- 
commodation. 

Section  2.  Rent  Equity  Board,  (a)  Composition.  There 
shall  be  in  the  City  of  Boston  a  board  known  as  the  Rent 
Equity  Board,  consisting  of  five  residents  of  the  city  ap- 
pointed by  the  Mayor,  including  two,  tenants  of  rental 
housing  units,  who  own  no  dwelling  units;  two  landlords, 
one  of  whom  owns  at  least  twenty  rental  dwelling  units  in 
the  city,  and  one  who  owns  more  than  three,  but  less  than 
twenty  rental  dwelling  units  in  the  city;  and  one  member 
representing  the  public  interest,  who  shall  have  no  prior 
involvement  in  advocacy  on  behalf  of  tenants  or  land- 
lords, but  shall  represent  a  broad  and  unbiased  public  in- 
terest. The  Executive  Director,  with  the  approval  of  the 
Mayor,  may  serve  as  a  public  member  of  the  board. 
Members  of  the  board  shall  be  appointed  for  a  term  expir- 
ing on  the  first  Monday  of  the  January  following  the  next 
biennial  municipal  election  at  which  a  mayor  is  elected. 
The  Executive  Director,  if  a  member  of  the  board,  shall 
not  serve  as  chairperson  of  the  board.  The  board  shall 
elect  one  of  its  members  as  chairperson  to  serve  in  that 
capacity  for  a  term  of  one  year.  Vacancies  shall  be  filled 
by  the  Mayor  for  the  unexpired  term.  The  Mayor  may 
remove  any  member  of  the  board  in  accordance  with  the 
provisions  of  the  City  of  Boston  Code,  Statutes,  Title  5, 
section  107. 

(b)  Compensation.  Each  member  of  the  board  shall  re- 
ceive compensation  for  actual  service  in  the  amount  of 
$  1 5  per  hour,  or  part  thereof.  The  administrator  shall  not 
receive  any  additional  compensation  for  duties  per- 
formed as  a  member  of  the  board,  beyond  the  administra- 


tor's salary.  Members  of  the  board,  other  than  the 
administrator,  are  hereby  classified  as  special  municipal 
employees  for  the  purpose  of  chapter  268A  of  the  Gen- 
eral Laws  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts. 

(c)  Powers  and  Duties.  The  board  shall  be  responsible 
for  carrying  out  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance.  The 
board  shall  hire,  with  the  approval  of  the  Mayor,  the  ad- 
ministrator. The  board  shall  promulgate  such  policies, 
rules,  rulings  and  regulations,  and  shall  issue  such  or- 
ders, as  will  further  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance.  The 
board  shall,  as  provided  in  section  4,  5,  and  7,  establish 
and  adjust  the  maximum  rent  for  housing  accommoda- 
tions; shall,  as  provided  in  section  6,  adjust  the  rent  for 
decontrolled  housing  accommodations;  shall,  as  pro- 
vided in  section  9,  grant  or  deny  certificates  of  eviction; 
and  shall  bring  such  proceedings  as  may  be  necessary  to 
enforce  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance  or  to  enforce  any 
policy,  rule,  ruling,  pursuant  to  this  ordinance.  The  board 
may  refer  any  appropriate  matter  to  the  Assessing,  Build- 
ing, Fire,  or  Housing  Inspection  Departments,  or  any 
other  appropriate  department,  of  the  city,  and  may,  at  the 
request  of  any  landlord,  render  a  binding  advisory  opin- 
ion as  to  the  permissible  impact  of  a  proposed  capital  im- 
provement on  the  rents. 

(d)  Studies,  Information,  Investigations  and  Reports. 
The  board  may  make  such  studies,  conduct  such  hearings 
and  investigations,  and  obtain  such  information  as  is 
deemed  necessary  in  promulgating  any  regulation,  rule 
or  order  pursuant  to  this  ordinance  and  any  regulations  or 
order  promulgated  hereunder.  For  the  foregoing  pur- 
poses, a  person  may  be  summoned  to  attend  and  testify,  to 
produce  documents,  and  to  prepare  in  a  like  manner  as  he 
may  be  summoned  to  attend  as  a  witness  before  a  court 
and  before  the  City  Council  under  section  8  of  chapter 
233  of  the  General  Laws  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massa- 
chusetts. Any  person  who  rents  or  offers  for  rent  or  acts 
as  broker  or  agent  for  the  rental  of  any  controlled  housing 
accommodation  or  decontrolled  housing  accommodation 
may  be  required  to  furnish  under  oath  any  information 
required  by  the  board  which  relates  specifically  to  said 
housing  accommodation,  to  produce  records  and  other 
documents,  and  to  make  reports.  Such  persons  shall  have 
the  right  to  examine  said  transcript  at  reasonable  times 
and  places.  Section  10  of  chapter  233  of  the  General  Laws 
of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts  shall  apply.  The 
board  shall  recommend  adoption  of  such  amendments  as 
may  be  necessary  to  carry  out  the  purposes  of  this  ordi- 
nance. 

Section  3.  Registration.  The  board  may  require  regis- 
tration of  all  controlled  housing  accommodations  on 
form  approved  by  the  administrator.  Whoever  fails  to  file 
in  a  timely  manner  any  statement  of  information  required 
to  be  filed  under  this  section  shall,  in  addition  to  all  other 
penalties  pursuant  to  section  1 1 ,  be  subject  to  a  fine  of  up 
to  $50  per  calendar  day,  or  part  thereof,  that  such  failure 
continues.  No  petition  for  an  upward  adjustment  of  maxi- 
mum rent  shall  be  accepted  by  the  board  until  all  state- 
ments and  information  required  to  be  filed  pursuant  to 
this  section  have  been  filed,  and  all  such  petitions  re- 
ceived prior  to  such  filing  shall  be  dismissed  by  the 
board. 

Section  4.  Maximum  Rent.  The  maximum  rent  of  a 
controlled  housing  accommodation  shall  be  the  rent 
which  was  established  under  chapter  842  of  the  Acts  of 
1 970,  and  section  1 3(a)  of  chapter  1 9  of  the  Ordinances  of 
1972,  as  adjusted  by  the  board  pursuant  to  chapter  15  of 
the  Ordinances  of  1975  or  chapter  1  of  the  Ordinances  of 
1983,  whichever  is  applicable;  provided,  however,  the 
maximum  rent  for  a  rent  controlled  housing  accommoda- 
tion in  a  cooperative  shall  be  the  rent  charged  as  of  May  1 , 
1982.  If  the  maximum  rent  of  a  controlled  housing  ac- 
commodation has  not  otherwise  been  established,  it  shall 
be  established  by  the  board.  Any  maximum  rent  for  a 
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controlled  housing  accommodation  shall  be  adjusted  sub- 
sequently in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  section  5 
and  7. 

Section  5.  Adjustment  of  Maximum  Rent,  (a)  General 
Adjustments.  Commencing  in  March  of  1985,  the  board 
shall  annually  adjust  the  maximum  rent  established  pur- 
suant to  section  4  by  percentage,  for  all  controlled  hous- 
ing accommodations  which  have  not  received  an 
adjustment  during  the  prior  calendar  year  and  which  are 
in  compliance  with  the  Article  II  of  the  State  Sanitary 
Code .  Each  maximum  rent  shall  be  adjusted  in  an  amount 
equal  to  the  percentage  increase  or  decrease  in  the  con- 
sumer price  index  during  the  prior  calendar  year,  said  ad- 
justment to  become  effective  on  the  first  day  of  April  of 
each  year  commencing  with  April  1,  1985. 

The  board  may,  by  order  or  regulation  as  provided  in 
section  7,  make  such  other  general  adjustments,  either 
upward  or  downward,  in  the  maximum  rent  established 
by  section  4  for  all  controlled  housing  accommodations 
or  any  class  thereof  as  may  be  necessary  to  remove  hard- 
ships or  to  correct  other  inequities,  and  in  so  doing,  shall 
observe  the  principal  of  maintaining  maximum  rents  for 
controlled  housing  accommodations  at  levels  which  will 
yield  to  landlords  a  fair  net  operating  income  from  such 
housing  accommodations. 

The  board  shall  cause  a  notice  of  any  such  general  ad- 
justment of  maximum  rents  for  controlled  housing  ac- 
commodations to  be  published  three  times  in  at  least  one 
newspaper  of  general  circulation  in  the  city  at  least  thirty 
days  prior  to  the  effective  date  thereof  and  shall  send  to  all 
landlords  of  controlled  housing  accommodations  a  copy 
of  said  notice  by  first-class  mail. 

(b)  Individual  Adjustments.  The  board  shall  by  order 
as  provided  in  section  7,  make  such  individual  adjust- 
ments, either  upward  or  downward,  of  the  maximum  rent 
established  by  section  4,  or  as  adjusted  pursuant  to  para- 
graph (a)  of  this  section,  for  any  controlled  housing  ac- 
commodations as  may  be  necessary  to  remove  hardships 
or  to  correct  other  inequities,  and  in  so  doing,  shall  ob- 
serve the  principal  of  maintaining  maximum  rents  for 
controlled  housing  accommodations  which  will  yield  to 
landlords  a  fair  net  operating  income  from  such  housing 
accommodations. 

(c)  Fair  Net  Operating  Income .  In  determining  whether 
the  maximum  rent  for  a  controlled  housing  accommoda- 
tion yields  a  fair  net  operating  income,  the  board  shall 
consider,  without  limitation,  the  following  relevant  fac- 
tors: 

(i)  increases  or  decreases  in  property  taxes; 

(ii)  unavoidable  increases  or  any  decreases  in  operat- 
ing and  maintenance  expenses; 

(iii)  captial  improvement  of  the  controlled  housing 
accommodation. 

(iv)  increase  or  decrease  in  living  space  or  housing 
services;  and 

(v)  substantial  deterioration  of  the  controlled  hous- 
ing accommodation ,  other  than  ordinary  wear  and  tear, 
or  failure  to  perform  ordinary  repair,  replacement  or 
maintenance. 

(d)  For  the  purpose  of  adjusting  rents  under  the  provi- 
sions of  paragraph  (b)  of  this  section,  the  board  may 
promulgate  a  schedule  of  standard  rental  increases  or  de- 
creases for  improvement  or  deterioration  of  specific 
housing  services. 

(e)  Denial  of  Adjustment.  Notwithstanding  any  other 
provisions  of  this  section,  the  board  may  deny  or  refuse  to 
grant  any  upward  adjustment  of  the  maximum  rent  for  a 
controlled  housing  accommodation,  if,  upon  petition  of 
the  tenant,  it  determines  that  the  affected  controlled  hous- 
ing accommodation  does  not  comply  with  Article  II  of  the 
State  Sanitary  Code  or  the  State  Building  Code  or  the  Bos- 
ton Fire  Prevention  Code  or  any  other  applicable  munici- 
pal code,  ordinance,  or  state  law,  regulating  the  condition 


of  housing  accommodations.  The  board  may  refuse  to 
make  refuse  to  make  a  downward  adjustment  of  the  maxi- 
mum rent  for  a  controlled  housing  accommodation  if  it 
determines  that  the  tenant  is  more  than  sixty  days  in  ar- 
rears in  tendering  rent  for  such  housing  accommodation, 
unless  such  arrearage  is  due  to  a  withholding  or  rent  pur- 
suant to  the  provisions  of  section  127L  of  chapter  1 1 1  of 
section  8 A  of  chapter  239  of  the  General  Laws  of  the 
Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts. 

(f)  The  board  may  remove  maximum  rent  levels  estab- 
lished pursuant  to  sections  4,  5,  or  7,  for  any  class  of  con- 
trolled housing  accommodations  if,  in  its  judgment  the 
need  for  continuing  such  maximum  rental  levels  no 
longer  exists  because  of  sufficient  construction  of  new 
housing  accommodations,  the  rental  levels  for  which  are 
comparable  to  the  rental  levels  of  the  class  of  controlled 
housing  accommodations  for  which  the  maximum  rental 
levels  are  to  be  discontinued  or  because  the  demand  for 
housing  accommodations  has  otherwise  been  met.  Any 
maximum  rental  removed  pursuant  to  this  paragraph 
shall  be  reimposed  or  adjusted  and  reimposed  upon  a 
finding  by  the  board  that  a  substantial  shortage  of  housing 
accommodations  exists  and  that  such  reimposition  is  nec- 
essary to  serve  the  public  interest.  Any  action  under  this 
paragraph  shall  be  subject  to  the  hearing  and  notice  re- 
quirements of  paragraph  (b)  of  section  7. 

Section  6.  Rent  Grievances.  All  elderly,  handicapped, 
or  low-  or  moderate-income  tenants  of  decontrolled 
housing  accommodations  described  in  section  l(n)  (vii) 
not  decontrolled  under  a  prior  ordinance  may  petition  the 
board  on  a  form  approved  by  the  administrator  for  a 
downward  adjustment  of  the  rent  for  such  a  housing  ac- 
commodation if  the  landlord  has  increased  the  rent  for 
said  tenant's  housing  accommodation  by  a  percentage 
which  is  greater  than  the  percentage  increase  in  the  con- 
sumer price  index  for  the  twelve  months  immediately 
preceding  the  date  of  said  tenant's  petition.  For  the  pur- 
pose of  preventing  rent  gouging,  all  other  tenants  of  de- 
controlled housing  may  petition  the  board  on  a  form 
approved  by  the  administrator  for  a  downward  adjust- 
ment or  the  rent  for  such  a  housing  accommodation  if  the 
landlord  has  increased  the  rent  for  said  tenant's  housing 
accommodation  by  a  percentage  greater  than  25  percent 
in  any  one  year.  The  board  shall,  at  least  annually,  take  all 
reasonable  steps  to  make  such  tenants  aware  of  the  provi- 
sions of  this  section  and  the  rights  and  protections  of  all 
tenants  existing  pursuant  to  this  ordinance  and  the  laws  of 
the  Commonwealth  and  federal  government  of  the  exer- 
cise of  the  rights  granted  herein.  The  administrator  shall 
conduct  a  hearing  with  respect  to  all  such  petitions  filed 
and  shall  make  a  recommendation  to  the  board.  The 
board  shall  not  be  bound  by  the  administrator's  recom- 
mendation and  shall  evaluate  independently  the  evidence 
as  presented  to  the  administrator.  The  board  shall  act 
within  a  reasonable  time  after  receiving  the  administra- 
tor's recommendation;  provided,  however,  such  action 
shall  occur  within  sixty  calendar  days  after  the  board's 
receipt  of  a  petition .  Until  a  decision  has  been  made  by  the 
board  in  favor  of  the  tenant,  the  tenant  shall  be  obligated 
to  tender  such  rent  increase  as  lawfully  required  by  the 
landlord;  provided,  however,  the  board  shall  order  re- 
payment. The  board  may  by  regulation  modify  the  hear- 
ing procedure  provided  for  in  this  section  to  serve  the 
public  interest. 

Any  such  petition  shall  be  filed  with  the  board  within 
forty-five  days  after  the  tenant's  receipt  of  the  landlord's 
notice  of  the  rent  increase;  provided,  however,  the  board 
may  extend  such  period  for  filing  if  the  tenant  was  unable 
to  file  the  petition  due  to  illness,  absence  from  the  city,  or 
other  good  cause.  The  administrator  shall  notify  the  land- 
lord upon  receipt  of  a  petition.  Failure  on  the  part  of  the 
landlord  to  appear  at  a  hearing,  either  in  person  or 
through  counsel,  on  a  tenant's  petition  pursuant  to  this 
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section  shall  result  in  an  automatic  approval  of  said  ten- 
ant's petition. 

Within  forty-five  days  after  the  effective  date  of  this 
ordinance,  annually  on  the  second  day  of  January,  begin- 
ning in  1985,  as  part  of  any  notice  of  an  increase  in  the 
rent  for  any  decontrolled  housing  accommodation,  and 
upon  a  tenant's  initial  taking  of  occupancy  in  a  unit  of 
housing  accommodations,  every  tenant  shall  be  notified 
in  writing  of  his  right  to  file  a  rent  grievance  with  the 
board  pursuant  to  this  section.  Such  notice  shall  be  in  a 
form  which  has  been  approved  by  the  administrator  and 
shall  contain  information  respecting  the  conditions  of  eli- 
gibility and  the  procedure  for  such  rent  grievances.  On  or 
before  February  1st  of  each  year,  the  landlord  shall  file 
with  the  board  an  affidavit,  under  penalty  of  perjury,  that 
he  has  caused  the  notice  to  be  mailed  on  January  32  to 
each  such  tenant. 

Notwithstanding  any  other  provisions  of  this  section, 
no  landlord  shall  receive  more  than  one  rent  adjustment 
in  any  twelve-month  period. 

Section  7.  Rent  Adjustment  Proceedings  —  Controlled 
Housing  Accommodations. 

(a)  Individual  Adjustment  of  Maximum  Rent.  The 
board  shall  consider  an  adjustment  of  rent  for  an  individ- 
ual controlled  housing  accommodation  upon  receipt  of  a 
petition  for  adjustment  filed  by  the  landlord  or  tenant  of 
such  housing  accommodation  or  upon  its  own  initiative. 
Such  petition  shall  be  made  on  a  form  approved  by  the 
administrator.  The  board  shall  notify  the  landlord  and 
tenant  if  the  petiton  was  filed  by  the  tenant,  or  the  tenant 
and  landlord  if  the  petition  was  filed  by  the  landlord,  upon 
the  receipt  of  such  petition  of  the  right  of  either  party  to 
request  a  hearing  in  writing  within  fifteen  calendar  days 
after  the  receipt  of  such  notice,  or  the  board  may  schedule 
a  hearing  upon  its  own  initiative.  If  a  hearing  is  requested 
in  a  timely  manner  by  either  party,  or  if  the  action  is  un- 
dertaken upon  the  initiative  of  the  board,  notice  of  the 
time  and  place  of  the  hearing  shall  be  furnished  to  the 
landlord  and  the  tenant  and  the  hearing  shall  be  conducted 
before  a  designee  of  the  board.  The  board  may  consoli- 
date petitions  and  actions  taken  under  its  own  initiative 
relating  to  controlled  housing  accommodations  in  the 
same  building  or  development,  and  all  such  petitions  and 
action  may  be  considered  in  a  single  hearing. 

(b)  General  Adjustment  of  Maximum  Rent  by  Regula- 
tion. Upon  its  own  initiative,  the  board  may  make  a  gen- 
eral adjustment,  in  addition  to  those  required  by 
paragraph  levels  for  any  class  of  controlled  housing  ac- 
commodations subject  to  such  conditions,  if  any,  as  the 
board  shall  determine.  Prior  to  making  such  adjustments, 
a  public  hearing  shall  be  held  before  at  least  a  majority  of 
the  board.  Notice  of  the  time,  place  and  purpose  of  such 
hearing  shall  be  published  three  times  in  at  least  one 
newspaper  of  general  circulation  in  the  city,  the  first  such 
publication  shall  appear  at  least  thirty  calendar  prior  to 
the  scheduled  date  of  said  hearing. 

(c)  Limitations  on  Petitions  for  Individual  Adjust- 
ment. Notwithstanding  any  other  provisions  of  this  sec- 
tion, the  board  may,  without  holding  a  hearing,  refuse  to 
adjust  the  maximum  rent  for  an  individual  controlled 
housing  accommodation  and  may  dismiss  any  petition  for 
adjustment  if  a  decision  has  been  made  with  respect  to  the 
maximum  rent  for  such  housing  accommodation  within 
the  preceding  twelve  months  or  if  the  board  finds  that  the 
petition  for  adjustment  is  filed  for  the  purposes  of  harass- 
ment or  for  any  other  purpose  not  intended  by  this  ordi- 
nance. 

(d)  Hearings  required  under  paragraph  (a)  shall  be 
conducted  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  section  1 1 
of  chapter  30A  of  the  General  Laws  of  the  Common- 
wealth of  Massachusetts,  except  that  requirements  (7) 
and  (8)  of  said  section  1 1  shall  not  apply  to  such  hearings. 


Section  8.  Information  to  be  Supplied  in  Connection 
with  Tenant  Petitions  and  Board  Initiated  Actions  for  Ad- 
justment —  Controlled  Housing  Accommodations.  Upon 
receipt  by  the  board  of  a  tenant  petition  for  adjustment  of 
maximum  rent  for  a  controlled  housing  accommodation, 
or  upon  action  initiated  by  the  board  for  adjustment  of 
maximum  rent  for  any  such  housing  accommodation,  the 
landlord  shall  furnish  to  the  administrator,  within  fifteen 
days  after  a  written  demand  therefor,  an  information 
statement  on  forms  approved  by  the  administrator.  Who- 
ever fails  to  file  in  a  timely  manner  any  information  re- 
quired to  be  filed  under  this  section  may,  in  addition  to  all 
other  penalties  pursuant  to  section  1 1 ,  be  subject  to  a  fine 
of  up  to  $50  per  calendar  day,  or  part  thereof,  that  such 
failure  continues. 

Section  9 .  Evictions — Controlled  Housing  Accommo- 
dations. 

(a)  No  person  shall  bring  any  action  to  recover  posses- 
sion of  a  controlled  housing  accommodation  unless: 
(i)  the  tenant  has  failed  to  pay  the  rent  to  which  the 
landlord  is  legally  entitled; 

(ii)  the  tenant  has  violated  an  obligation  or  covenant 
"of  tenancy  other  than  the  obligation  to  surrender  pos- 
session upon  proper  notice  and  has  failed  to  cure  such 
violation  after  having  received  written  notice  thereof 
from  the  landlord; 

(iii)  the  tenant  is  committing  or  permitting  to  exist  a 
nuisance  in,  or  is  causing  substantial  damage  to,  the 
housing  accommodation,  or  is  creating  substantial  in- 
terference with  the  comfort,  safety,  or  enjoyment  of  the 
landlord  or  other  occupants  of  the  same  or  any  adjacent 
housing  accommodation; 

(iv)  the  tenant  is  convicted  of  using  or  permitting  a 
housing  accommodation  to  be  used  for  any  illegal  pur- 
pose; 

(v)  the  tenant,  who  had  a  written  rental  housing 
agreemtent  which  terminated  on  or  after  the  passage  of 
this  ordinance  has  refused,  after  written  request  or  de- 
mand by  the  landlord  to  execute  a  written  extension  or 
renewal  thereof  for  a  further  term  of  like  duration  and 
in  such  terms  as  are  not  inconsistent  with  or  violative  of 
any  provisions  of  this  ordinance; 

(vi)  the  tenant  has  refused  the  landlord  reasonable 
access  to  the  housing  accommodation  for  the  purpose 
of  making  necessary  repairs  or  improvements  required 
by  the  laws  of  the  United  States,  the  Commonwealth  of 
Massachusetts,  or  any  subdivision  thereof,  or  for  the 
purpose  of  inspection  as  permitted  or  required  by  the 
lease  or  by  law,  or  forthe  purpose  of  showing  the  hous- 
ing accommodation  to  anyh  prospective  purchaser  or 
mortgagee; 

(vii)  the  tenant  holding  at  the  end  of  a  lease  term  is  a 
subtenant  not  approved  by  the  landlord; 

(viii)  the  landlord  seeks  to  recover  possession  in 
good  faith  for  the  use  and  occupany  of  himself,  or  his 
child,  parents,  brother,  sister,  father-n-law,  mother-in- 
law,  son-in-law,  or  daughter-in-law. 

(ix)  the  landlord  seeks  to  recover  possession  to  de- 
molish the  same  in  compliance  with  the  lawful  govern- 
ment order; 

(x)  the  landlord  seeks  to  recover  possession  for  any 
other  just  cause,  provided  that  his  purpose  is  not  in  con- 
flict with  the  provisions  and  purposes  of  this  ordinance. 
A  landlord  seeking  to  recover  possession  of  a  con- 
trolled housing  accommodation  shall  apply  to  the  board 
for  a  certificate  of  eviction.  Upon  receipt  of  such  an  appli- 
cation, the  board  by  first-class  mail,  shall  send  a  copy  of 
the  application  to  the  tenant  of  the  controlled  housing  ac- 
commodation together  with  a  notification  of  all  rights  and 
procedures  available  pursuant  to  this  section.  If  the  board 
finds  that  the  facts  attested  to  in  the  landlord's  petition  are 
valid  and  in  compliance  with  paragraph  (a),  the  certifi- 
cate of  eviction  shall  be  issued. 
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A  landlord  who  seeks  to  recover  possession  of  a  con- 
trolled housing  accommodation  without  a  certificate  of 
eviction  shall  be  deemed  to  have  violated  this  ordinance, 
and  the  board  shall  initiate  a  criminal  prosecution  for 
such  violation. 

Notwithstanding  the  provisions  of  this  paragraph,  the 
United  States,  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts,  or 
any  agency  or  political  subdivision  thereof  may  maintain 
an  action  or  proceeding  to  recover  possession  of  any 
housing  accommodation  operated  by  it  where  such  action 
or  proceeding  is  authorized  by  the  statute  or  regulation 
under  which  such  accommodations  are  administered. 

The  provisions  of  this  paragraph  shall  be  construed  as 
additional  restrictions  upon  the  right  to  recover  posses- 
sion of  a  controlled  housing  accommodation.  No  provi- 
sion of  this  section  shall  entitle  any  person  to  recover 
possession  of  such  a  controlled  housing  accommodation. 
Upon  a  decision  of  the  board  concerning  the  granting  or 
withholding  of  a  certificate  of  eviction ,  either  party  con- 
cerned may  appeal  to  the  District  Court  Department  of 
the  Trial  Courts  for  the  judicial  district  within  which  the 
controlled  housing  accommodation  is  located  or  to  the 
Housing  Court  Department  of  the  Trial  Courts,  City  of 
Boston  Division,  within  thirty  calendar  days  after  such 
decision. 

(b)  No  landlord  of  a  vacancy  decontrolled  housing  ac- 
commodation occupied  by  an  elderly,  handicapped  or 
low-  or  moderate-income  tenant  shall  seek  to  recover 
possession  of  such  housing  accommodation  without  first 
filing  with  the  board  an  affidavit  signed  under  the  penalty 
of  perjury,  stating  that  such  eviction  is  sought  for  one  of 
the  reasons  enumerated  in  paragraph  (a)  of  this  section. 
The  landlord  shall  be  required  to  prove  such  cause  in  any 
subsequent  summary  process  action. 

Section  10.  Condominium  and  Cooperative  Conver- 
sion —  Evictions,  (a)  All  condominium  and  cooperative 
conversion  evictions  from  housing  accommodations  as 
defined  in  paragraph  (n)  of  section  1  shall  be  governed  by 
the  eviction  control  provisions  of  section  9,  as  modified 
by  the  provisions  of  this  section  10. 

(b)  Presumption.  For  purposes  of  this  ordinance,  any 
action  to  recover  possession  of  a  housing  accommodation 
shall  be  presumed  by  the  board  to  be  a  condominium  or 
cooperative  conversion  eviction  where  any  one  or  more 
of  the  following  has  occurred: 

(i)  any  dwelling  unit  in  any  building  or  structure  in 
which  the  housing  accommodation  is  located  has  been 
sold  as  a  condominium  or  cooperative  unit;  or 

(ii)  a  master  deed  or  articles  or  organization  for  the 
building  or  structure  in  which  the  housing  accommoda- 
tion is  located  for  which  recovery  of  possession  is 
sought  has  been  duly  recorded  pursuant  to  the  provi- 
sions of  either  chapter  1 83  A  or  chapter  1 57  of  the  Gen- 
eral Laws  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts;  or 
(iii)  a  master  deed  or  articles  of  organization  for  the 
building  or  structure  in  which  the  housing  accommoda- 
tion is  located  for  which  recovery  of  possession  is 
sought  is  duly  recorded  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of 
chapters  183  or  157  of  said  General  Laws  within  180 
days  after  an  action  is  brought  to  recover  such  posses- 
sion; or 

(iv)  any  tenant  of  any  unit  of  housing  accommodation 
in  the  building  or  structure  wherein  the  unit  of  housing 
accommodation  is  located  for  which  recovery  of  pos- 
session is  sought  has  received  any  notice  required  by 
paragraph  (c)  of  this  section;  provided,  however,  that  a 
landlord  may  seek  to  recover  possession  of  a  housing 
accommodation  when  any  of  (i),  (ii),  (iii),  or  (iv)  oc- 
curs for  the  purposes  other  than  a  condominium  or  co- 
operative conversion  when  the  landlord  has  failed  with 
the  board  an  affidavit  under  the  penalty  of  perjury,  stat- 
ing that  such  eviction  is  not  for  the  purpose  of  convert- 
ing the  housing  accommodation  to  a  condominium  or  a 
cooperative  unit. 


(c)  Notices.  No  person  shall  bring  any  action  to  recover 
possession  of  a  housing  accommodation  for  the  purpose 
of  a  condominium  or  cooperative  conversion  until  the 
later  of  the  expiration  of  the  rental  housing  agreement  or 
one  year  has  elapsed  after  the  date  the  tenants  of  such 
housing  accommodation  received  a  written  notice  of  ter- 
mination of  his  tenancy;  provided,  however,  that  in  the 
case  of  a  dwelling  unit  occupied,  in  whole  or  in  part,  by 
any  elderly,  handicapped,  or  low-  or  moderate-income 
tenant  upon  the  date  of  the  notice,  until  two  years  after 
such  date  has  elapsed;  and  provided  further  that  in  the 
case  of  a  dwelling  unit  occupied  in  whole  or  in  part  by  any 
low-  or  moderate-income  elderly  or  handicapped  tenant 
as  defined  in  section  1  (r)  upon  the  date  of  the  notice,  until 
three  years  after  such  date  has  elapsed.  The  burden  of 
proving  qualification  with  respect  to  age,  handicap,  and 
income  shall  rest  with  the  tenant. 

All  notices  given  pursuant  to  this  section  shall  be  per- 
sonally served  upon  the  tenant  or  mailed  to  the  tenant  by 
certified  mail,  return  receipt  requested,  and  shall  advise 
the  tenant  of  the  rights  and  procedures  available  under 
this  ordinance. 

No  action  to  recover  possession  of  a  housing  accom- 
modation for  condominium  or  cooperative  conversion 
shall  be  effective  unless  a  master  deed  or  articles  or  orga- 
nization for  the  building  or  structure  in  which  the  housing 
accommodation  is  located  has  been  duly  recorded  pursu- 
ant to  the  provisions  of  chapter  183  A  or  157  of  the  Gen- 
eral Laws  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts,  prior 
to  or  within  the  one-year  or  three-year  time  period  speci- 
fied in  this  section  for  notice  to  tenants  of  such  housing 
accommodations.  Except  with  respect  to  decontrolled 
housing  accommodations,  upon  expiration  of  this  notice 
period  as  provided  herein,  the  landlord  must  provide 
proof  satisfactory  to  the  board  that  he  has  complied  with 
the  provisions  of  this  ordinance  with  respect  to  recovery 
of  a  housing  accommodation  in  order  to  convert  it  to  a 
condominium  or  a  cooperative.  If  the  board  finds  that  the 
proof  is  valid  and  in  compliance  with  the  provisions  of 
this  ordinance,  a  certificate  of  eviction  shall  be  issued- 

If  a  landlord  of  a  decontrolled  housing  accommodation 
seeks  to  recover  possession  of  such  housing  accommoda- 
tion for  any  reason  other  than  to  effect  a  condominium  or 
cooperative  conversion  prior  to  the  expiration  of  the  no- 
tice period  as  provided  in  this  section,  and  where  appro- 
priate, he  has  filed  with  the  board  the  affidavit  prescribed 
by  paragraph  (b)  (iv)  of  this  section,  no  certificate  of  evic- 
tion shall  re  required. 

Upon  expiration  of  the  notice  period  as  provided  in  this 
section,  no  landlord  of  a  decontrolled  housing  accommo- 
dation shall  be  required  to  obtain  a  certificate  of  eviction 
from  the  board  as  a  prerequisite  ot  recovering  possession 
of  such  decontrolled  housing  accommodation  in  order  to 
effect  a  condominium  or  cooperative  conversion;  pro- 
vided, however,  that  such  landlord  shall  file  with  the 
board  an  affidavit,  under  the  penalty  of  perjury,  that  he 
has  complied  with  the  requirements  imposed  by  this  sec- 
tion. 

If  sufficient  notice,  as  therein  before  defined,  was 
given  prior  to  such  housing  accommodation  becoming 
subject  to  sections  10  through  20  inclusive  of  this  ordi- 
nance, the  period  of  notice  required  pursuant  hereto  shall 
be  deemed  to  have  commenced  on  the  date  such  notice 
was  reseived  or  served  pursuant  thereto. 

(d)  Rent  and  Rental  Housing  Agreement  Protection. 
For  any  tenant  who  receives  or  is  intitled  to  receive  a  no- 
tice as  provided  in  this  section,  the  landlord  shall  extend 
such  rental  housing  agreement  upon  the  expiration 
thereof.  Such  extension  or  extensions  shall  be  for  a  period 
or  extensions  shall  be  for  a  period  or  periods  of  one  year 
or  fraction  thereof  as  shall  equal  the  period  of  notice  to 
which  such  tenant  is  entitled  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of 
this  section.  The  provisions  of  such  rental  housing  agree- 
ment may  not  be  modified  by  the  landlord  except  to  the 
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extent  such  modification  is  required  by  law  and  except 
with  respect  to  the  amount  of  annual  rent,  any  increase  in 
which  shall  not  exceed  an  amount  equal  to  the  sum  which 
would  result  by  multiplying  said  rent  by  the  percentage 
increase  in  the  consumer  price  index  during  the  calendar 
year  immediately  preceding  the  date  upon  which  such 
rental  housing  agreement  is  extended. 

(e)  Right  to  Purchase  Unit.  Any  tenant  who  receives  or 
is  entitled  to  receive  notice  pursuant  to  this  section  shall 
be  given  the  right  to  purchase  the  dwelling  unit  he  occu- 
pies at  the  time  such  notice  is  delivered,  for  substantially 
the  same  or  more  favorable  terms  and  conditions  as  are 
being  offered  to  prospective  purchasers.  Such  tenant  may 
exercise  a  right  of  first  refusal  to  purchase  such  unit  by 
executing  a  purchase  and  sale  agreement  prior  to  the  ex- 
piration of  ninety  days  after  the  date  of  receiving  a  copy  of 
the  purchase  and  sale  agreement  properly  executed  by  the 
person  offering  the  unit  for  sale. 

(f)  Relocation  Benefit.  Any  tenant  who  receives  or  is 
entitled  to  receive  a  notice  pursuant  to  this  section,  who 
chooses  not  to  exercise  the  right  to  purchase  the  unit  he  or 
she  occupies  pursuant  to  paragraph  (e)  hereof  or  who 
does  not  purchase  another  unit  or  units  in  the  same  build- 
ing or  buildings,  shall,  upon  vacating  said  unit  within  the 
appropriate  notice  period  as  established  by  paragraph  (c) 
and  (g)  hereof,  be  paid  by  the  landlord  a  relocation  ex- 
pense allowance  of  $750  per  housing  accommodation; 
provided,  however,  that  if  such  tenant  is  elderly,  handi- 
capped or  of  low -to-moderate-income,  said  relocation 
expense  allowance  shall  be  $1,000  per  housing  accom- 
modation. 

(g)  Relocation  Service  to  Elderly.  Handicapped,  and 
Low-  or  Moderate-Income  Tenants.  Whenever  a  housing 
accommodation  is  converted  to  the  condominium  or  co- 
operative form  of  ownership  and  such  conversion  results 
in  the  displacement  of  an  elderly,  handicapped,  or  a  low- 
or  moderate-income  tenant  who  qualified  as  such  on  the 
date  of  the  notice  required  by  paragraph  (c)  of  this  sec- 
tion, the  landlord  shall,  in  addition  to  paying  the  reloca- 
tion expense  allowance  required  by  paragraph  (f)  of  this 
section,  assist  said  tenant  in  locating  a  comparable  hous- 
ing accommodation  within  the  city  which  rents  for  a  sum 
which  is  suitalbe  and  appropriate  in  relation  to  said  ten- 
ant's financial  condition  and  annual  income.  If  said  tenant 
has  resided  in  the  housing  accommodation  from  which  he 
is  being  displaced  for  at  least  three  years,  the  landlord 
shall  make  every  reasonable  effort  to  locate  such  substi- 
tute housing  accommodation  for  said  tenant  within  the 
same  neighborhood  of  the  city.  If  the  landlord  is  unable  to 
locate  such  substitute  housing  accommodation  for  said 
tenant  within  the  period  of  notice  required  by  paragraph 
(c)  of  this  section,  the  tenant  may  petition  the  board  for  an 
extension  of  the  period  of  notice  required  by  said  para- 
graph (c).  The  board  may  extend  such  period  of  notice  for 
low-  or  moderate-income  tenants  for  up  to  an  additional 
period  of  two  years;  but  shall  extend  such  period  of  notice 
for  an  additional  period  of  two  years  for  elderly  and  hand- 
icapped tenants. 

(h)  Low-  or  Moderate-Income  Elderly  or  Handicapped 
Tenant.  Any  low-  or  moderate-income  elderly  or  handi- 
capped tenant  as  defined  in  section  1  (r)  shall  be  entitled  to 
notice  of  termination  of  tenancy  as  follows: 

(i)  the  period  of  notice  called  for  in  paragraph  (c)  and 

(g)  of  this  section  10;  and 
(ii)  one  month  for  each  two  months  of  occupancy  of 

the  housing  accommodation  as  to  which  possession  is 

sought,  whichever  period  of  notice  is  longer. 

(i)  Any  tenant  or  tenants  who  have  received  a  notice  of 
eviction  for  the  purpose  of  a  condominium  or  cooperative 
conversion  shall  be  refunded  their  prepaid  rent  and  de- 
curity  deposits,  in  accordance  with  section  15B  of  chap- 
ter 186  of  the  General  Laws  of  the  Commonwealth  of 
Massachusetts. 


(j)  During  the  notice  periods  set  forth  in  paragraph  (c), 
(g),  and  (h)  of  this  section  10,  all  housing  accommoda- 
tions as  to  which  possession  is  sought  for  the  purpose  of  a 
condominium  or  cooperative  conversion  shall  be  as- 
sessed for  real  estate  tax  purposes  as  residential  rental 
premises  and  not  as  condominium  or  cooperatives. 

Section  1 1 .  Duties  of  the  Board.  Certified  copies  of  all 
policies,  rules,  and  regulations  of  the  board  shall  be  for- 
warded to  the  City  Clerk  who  shall  forward  them  forth- 
with to  the  City  Council. 

Section  12.  Suspicious  Fires.  In  the  event  that  any 
owner  of  property  under  conversion  to  condominiums  or 
cooperatives  suffers  loss  in  three  or  more  such  properties 
because  of  fire,  the  records  of  the  Building  Department 
and  the  Assessing  Department  shall  indicate  such  condi- 
tions by  the  addition  of  the  plans,  maps,  printouts,  and 
records  of  the  city  of  the  words  "loss  by  fire"  on  the  af- 
fected structures.  Any  fire  in  a  unit  undergoing  conver- 
sion determined  by  the  fire  commissioner  to  be  of 
suspicious  origin  shall  be  identified  in  said  plans,  maps, 
printouts,  and  records  by  the  addition  of  the  words  "sus- 
picious fire." 

Section  13.  Civil  Remedies,  (a)  Any  person  who  de- 
mands, accepts,  receives,  or  retains  any  payment  of  rent 
in  excess  of  the  maximum  lawful  rent,  in  violation  of  the 
provisions  of  this  ordinance,  or  any  rule,  regulation,  or 
order  hereunder  promulgated,  shall  be  liable  as  hereinaf- 
ter provided  to  the  person  from  whom  such  payment  is 
demanded,  accepted,  received,  or  retained,  or  to  the  city 
for  reasonable  attorney's  fees  and  costs  as  determined  by 
the  court,  plus  liquidated  damages  in  the  amount  of  $  100 
or  not  more  than  three  times  the  amount  by  which  the 
payment  or  payments  demanded  accepted,  received,  or 
retained  exceed  the  maximum  rent  which  could  be  law- 
fully demanded,  accepted,  received,  or  retained,  which- 
ever is  the  greater;  provided,  however,  that  is  the 
defendant  proves  that  the  violation  was  neither  willful  nor 
the  result  of  failure  to  take  practicable  precautions  against 
the  occurrence  of  the  violation,  the  amount  of  such  liqui- 
dated damages  shall  be  the  amount  of  the  overcharge  or 
overcharges. 

(b)  If  the  person  from  whom  such  payment  is  de- 
manded, accepted,  received,  or  retained  in  violation  of 
the  provisions  of  this  ordinance  or  any  rule,  regulation, 
or  order  hereunder  promulgated,  fails  to  bring  an  action 
under  this  section  within  thirty  calendar  days  from  the 
date  of  the  occurrence  of  the  violation,  the  board  may 
settle  the  claim  arising  out  of  the  violation  or  bring  such 
action  upon  its  own  initiative.  Settlement  by  the  board 
shall  thereafter  bar  any  other  person  from  bringing  action 
for  the  violation  or  violations  with  regard  to  which  a  set- 
tlement has  been  reached.  In  the  event  the  board  settles 
said  claim,  it  shall  be  entitled  to  retain  the  costs  it  incurred 
in  the  settlement  thereof,  and  the  person  against  whim  the 
violation  has  been  committed  shall  be  entitled  to  the  re- 
mainder. In  the  event  the  city  initiates  action  pursuant  to 
the  provisions  of  this  section,  it  shall  be  entitled  to  receive 
attorneys'  fees  and  costs  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of 
paragraph  (a)  and  the  person  against  whom  the  violation 
was  committed  shall  be  awarded  liquidated  damages  pur- 
suant to  the  provisions  of  said  paragraph  (a). 

(c)  A  judgment  for  damages  or  on  the  merits  in  any 
action  initiated  pursuant  to  this  section  shall  be  a  bar  to 
any  recovery  pursuant  to  this  section  or  in  any  other 
action  against  the  same  defendant  on  account  of  any  vio- 
lation with  respect  to  the  same  person  prior  to  the  initia- 
tion of  the  action  in  which  such  judgment  was  rendered. 
Action  to  recover  the  liquidated  damages  pursuant  to  the. 
provisions  of  this  section  shall  not  be  brought  later  than 
one  year  after  the  date  of  violation.  A  single  action  for 
damages  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  this  section  may 
include  all  violations  of  the  provisions  of  this  section 
committed  by  the  same  defendant  against  the  same  per- 
son. 
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(d)  The  District  Court  Department  of  the  Trial  Courts 
for  the  judicial  district  within  which  the  housing  accom- 
modation affected  is  located  and  the  Housing  Court  De- 
partment of  the  Trial  Courts,  City  of  Boston  Division, 
shall  severally  have  concurrent  original  jurisdiction  over 
all  actions  and  complaints  initiated  pursuant  to  this  sec- 
tion. 

Section  14.  Criminal  Penalties,  (a)  It  shall  be  unlawful 
for  any  person  to  demand,  accept,  receive,  or  retain  any 
rent  for  the  use  or  occupancy  of  any  housing  accommoda- 
tions in  excess  of  the  maximum  rent  prescribed  therefor 
pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance  or  any  rule, 
regulation  or  order  hereunder  promulgated,  or  otherwise 
to  do  or  omit  to  do  any  action  in  violation  of  the  provisions 
of  this  ordinance  or  the  rules,  regulations  or  orders  here- 
under promulgated.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  by 
act  or  omission  knowingly  to  engage  in  any  conduct  tend- 
ing to  deprive  a  tenant  of,  or  to  prevent  a  tenant  from 
exercising,  any  right  conferred  by  this  ordinance,  includ- 
ing without  limitation,  any  such  conduct  tending  to  de- 
prive a  tenant  of  the  peace,  comfort,  or  enjoyment  of  a 
housing  accommodation  in  violation  of  this  ordinance 
and  any  such  conduct  intended  to  result  in  substantial  in- 
convenience or  amounting  to  a  violation  of  privacy,  har- 
assment, intimidation,  threat,  or  coercion. 

(b)  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  to  demand,  ac- 
cept, receive,  or  retain  any  payment  which  exceeds  the 
maximum  lawful  rent  for  one  month  as  a  finder's  fee  or 
service  charge  for  the  opportunity  to  examine  or  lease  any 
housing  accommodation;  provided,  however,  no  finder's 
fee  or  service  charge  shall  be  lawful  unless  the  person 
from  whom  the  payment  is  demanded,  accepted,  re- 
ceived or  retained  actually  rents  or  leases  the  housing  ac 
commodation  with  regard  to  which  payment  of  said  fee  or 
said  charge  has  been  demanded,  accepted,  received  or 
retained. 

(c)  Whoever  willfully  violates  any  provision  of  this 
ordinance  or  any  rule,  regulation  or  order  hereunder 
promulgated  or  whoever  knowingly  makes  any  raise 
statement  in  any  testimony  before  the  board  or  whoever 
knowingly  supplies  any  false  information  or  knowingly 
makes  false  statement  to,  or  files  a  false  affidavit  with  the 
boars  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  or  not  more  than  $500  or 
by  imprisonment  for  not  more  than  ninety  days  or  both; 
provided,  however,  that  in  the  case  of  a  second  or  subse- 
quent offenses,  such  person  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  of 
not  more  than  $3,000  or  by  imprisonment  for  not  more 
than  one  year  or  both. 

(d)  The  District  Court  Department  of  the  Trial  Courts 
for  the  Judicial  district  within  which  the  housing  accom- 
modation affected  is  located  and  the  Housing  Court  De- 
partment of  the  Trial  Courts,  City  of  Boston  Division, 
shall  severally  have  concurrent  jurisdiction  over  all  such 
actions  and  complaints. 

Section  15.  Judicial  Review.  All  decisions  of  the 
board,  except  as  otherwise  provided  in  this  section,  may 
be  appealed  to  the  District  Court  Department  of  the  Trial 
Courts  for  the  judicial  district  within  which  the  rent  or 
eviction  controlled  housing  accommodation  is  located  or 
to  the  Housing  Court  Department  of  the  Trial  Courts, 
City  of  Boston  Division,  within  thirty  calendar  days  after 
the  date  of  such  decision;  provided,  however,  that  this 
ordinance  shall  not  be  construed  to  provide  a  right  of  ap- 
peal of  a  general  adjustment  decision  pursuant  to  section 
5(a). 

Section  16.  Injunctions.  The  Superior  Court  Depart- 
ment of  the  Trial  Courts  and  the  Housing  Court  Depart- 
ment of  the  Trial  Courts,  City  of  Boston  Division,  shall 
severally  have  jurisdiction  to  restrain  by  injunction  any 
violation  of  this  ordinance  or  any  rule,  regulation,  or  or- 
der hereunder  promulgated. 

Section  17.  Effective  Date  and  Duration.  This  ordi- 
nance shall  become  effective  on  January  15,  1985,  and 


shall  remain  in  effect  until  December  3 1 ,  1990,  or  until  a 
prior  determination  by  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  that 
the  present  rental  housing  emergency  no  longer  exists. 

Section  18.  Constitutional  Construction.  The  provi- 
sions of  this  ordinance  are  severable,  and  if  any  of  its  pro- 
visions shall  be  held  unconstitutional  or  otherwise  by  any 
court  of  competent  jurisdiction,  the  decision  of  such  court 
shall  not  affect  or  impair  any  of  the  remaining  provisions. 

Section  19.  Transitional  Provisions. 

(a)  Scope.  All  matters  which  are  pending  before  or  de- 
cided by  the  board,  or  pending  before  any  court,  or  any 
valid  condominium  or  cooperative  conversion  eviction 
notice  or  related  offer,  or  additional  year  notice  ruling 
initiated  under  the  provisions  of  prior  ordinances  or  any 
rule,  regulation  or  order  thereunder  promulgated  shall  be 
governed  as  provided  for  in  this  section. 

(b)  Notices  Sent  and  Matters  Pending  Before  or  De- 
cided by  the  Board. 

(i)  All  decisions  rendered  by  the  board  under  the  pro- 
visions of  chapter  1  of  the  Ordinances  of  1983,  shall 
remain  in  full  force  and  effect  under  the  provisions  of 
this  ordinance  to  the  contrary,  all  matters  pending  be- 
fore the  board  of  the  effective  date  of  this  ordinance 
shall  remain  in  full  force  and  effect  and  shall  be  proc- 
essed in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  chapter  1  of 
the  Ordinances  of  1983. 

(iii)  The  provisions  of  said  chapter  1  of  the  Ordi- 
nances of  1983  shall  be  treated  as  remaining  in  force 
and  effect  for  the  purpose  of  sustaining  in  court  any 
proper  suit,  action  or  prosecution  with  respect  to  any 
right,  liability  or  offense  arising  under  such  ordi- 
nances. 

(iv)  All  valid  condominium  or  cooperative  conver- 
sion eviction  notices  or  related  offers  given  pursuant  to 
chapter  1  of  the  Ordinances  of  1983  and  the  applicable 
regulations  thereunder,  shall  be  treated  as  remaining  in 
full  force  and  effect  where  such  notices  or  offers  com- 
ply with  the  provisions  of  said  chapter  1  of  the  Ordi- 
nances of  1983. 

Section  20.  The  sections  of  this  ordinanccand  refer- 
ences thereto  may  be  renumbered  by  the  Corporation 
Counsel  for  the  purpose  only  of  conforming  it  to  the  City 
of  Boston  Code. 

Section  2 1 .  The  provisions  of  City  of  Boston  Code,  Or- 
dinances, Title  2,  section  753,  to  the  contrary  notwith- 
standing, this  ordinance  shall  be  published  by  the  City 
Council  in  passing  the  same. 

Coun.  HENNIGAN  moved  to  amend  the  new  draft  in 
section  l(q)  "Low-  or  Moderate-income  tenant"  by 
striking  the  phrase  "80  percent"  where  it  appears  and  in- 
sert in  place  thereof  the  phrase  "90  percent." 
The  motion  was  carried. 

Couns.  HENNIGAN  and  IANNELLA  moved  to 
amend  the  new  draft  in  section  6  by  striking  the  number 
"25  percent"  where  it  appears  and  insert  in  place  thereof 
the  number  "15  percent." 
The  motion  was  carried,  yeas  1 1 ,  nays  2: 
Yeas  —  Councillors  Boiling,  Byrne,  Hennigan,  Ian- 
nella,  Kelly,  McCormack,  Meninb,  O'Neil,  Tierney, 
Travaglini,  Yancey  —11.

Coun.  HENNIGAN  moved  to  amend  the  new  draft  in 
section  10(g)  by  striking  the  last  sentence  and  insert  in 
place  thereof  the  following 

"The  board  shall  extend  such  period  of  notice  for  an 
additional  period  of  two  years  for  elderly  and  handi- 
capped tenants." 
The  motion  was  carried. 

Coun.  HENNIGAN  moved  to  amend  the  new  draft 
section  10(c)  "Notices"  by  striking  the  words  "two 
years"  where  they  appear  and  insert  in  place  thereof 
"three  years."

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Coun .  IANNELLA  moved  that  section  1 ,  subsection 
(n)(v)  be  amended  by  striking  from  the  first  sentence 
thereof,  all  of  the  words  following  the  number  "  10,"  and 
inserting  in  their  place,  the  words:

McCORMACK  and  SCONDRAS  moved  to 
amend  section  l(n)  by  inserting  a  new  subsection  (viii) 
and  to  further  amend  section  10  by  striking  it  in  its  en- 
tirety and  inserting  in  place  thereof  a  new  section  10,  and 
to  further  amend  section  19  by  striking  it  in  its  entirety 
and  inserting  in  place  thereof  a  new  section  19,  as  fol- 
lows: 

Insert  in  section  l(n),  after  subsection  (vii)  the  follow- 
ing subsection: 

(viii)  condominium  units  for  which  a  master  deed 
was  duly  recorded  therefor  on  or  before  October  1 , 
1984,  and  which  are  either: 

a.  Occupied  by  any  of  the  owners  thereof,  or 

b.  Occupied  by  a  tenant  or  tenants  thereof,  pro- 

vided that  all  such  tenant  occupants  have  first 
occupied  such  unit  after  the  date  the  master 
deed  was  duly  recorded  therefor. 

Section  10.  Removal  of  Units  from  Rental  Housing 
Use 

A.  Scope 

Except  as  otherwise  provided  herein,  the  provisions  of 
this  section  regarding  removal  of  units  from  rental  hous- 
ing use  shall  apply  to  all  rent  controlled  units,  vacancy 
decontrolled  units  and  units  defined  in  sections  l(n)(i), 
(iii),  (V)  and  (VI)  of  this  ordinance. 

B.  Definition  of  Removal  from  Rental  Housing  Use 
When  used  in  this  ordinance  the  term,  removal  from 

rental  housing  use,  shall  include,  but  not  be  limited  to.  the 
following  activities: 

1 .  occupancy  of  a  unit  which  is  a  condominium  unit 
by  the  owner  thereof  where  the  last  previous  occu- 
pant of  the  unit  was  a  tenant;  or 

2.  demolishment  of  a  unit;  or 

3.  conversion  of  any  unit  to  a  cooperative  unit  in  ac- 
cordance with  chapters  156B,  157,  157B  of  the 
General  Laws  or  any  other  laws  relating  to  cooper- 
ative housing;  or 

4.  maintaining  any  unit  in  an  unrented  and  vacant 
condition  for  a  consecutive  period  of  time  which 
exceeds  three  months,  except: 

a.  units  which  have  been  boarded  and  secured  as 
required  by  and  in  accordance  with  applicable 


laws  on  or  before  the  effective  date  of  this  or- 
dinance, or 
b.  units  which  are  being  rehabilitated  by  the  Mas- 
.  sachusetts  Housing  Finance  Agency  and  are 
certified  by  that  agency  as  being  financed,  in 
whole  or  in  part,  by  such  agency;  or 

5.  rehabilitation,  repair  or  improvement  of  a  unit 
other  than  as  required  by  the  laws  of  the  Common- 
wealth of  Massachusetts  or  the  city,  in  such  a  way 
as  to  temporarily  or  permanently  eliminate  such 
unit  from  rental  housing  use  except  that  this  provi- 
sion shall  not  apply  to  the  rehabilitation  of  units 
which: 

a.  the  city  or  a  department  or  agency  thereof  certi- 

fies is  being  financed  in  whole  or  in  part  by 
Community  Development  Block  Grant  funds 
of  Boston  Housing  Partnership  funds  which 
units  are  intended  for  low-  or  moderate-in- 
come landlord  and  tenant  occupancy,  or 

b.  the  Massachusetts  Housing  Finance  Agency 

certifies  are  being  financed,  in  whole  or  in 
part,  by  such  agency;  or 

6.  the  change  in  occupancy  of  any  residential  rental 
housing  unit  so  as  to  no  longer  be  a  rental  housing 
unit,  including  but  not  limited  to  changes  in  occu- 
pancy to:  medical  offices,  professional  offices,  re- 
tail shops,  hotels,  motels,  inns,  parking  facilities, 
exclusive  living  quarters  for  medical  staff  of  a 
medical  institution,  exclusive  living  quarters  for 
students,  faculty  or  staff  of  an  educational  institu- 
tion, as  well  as  other  changes  in  occupancy  to  any 
industrial,  commercial,  charitable,  institutional  or 
business  purpose  not  otherwise  excepted  from  this 
ordinance;  or 

7 .  reduction  of  the  total  number  of  units  in  a  building 
or  structure  by  consolidating  a  unit  with  one  or 
more  other  units  or  a  portion  thereof. 

C.  Additional  Exceptions 

In  addition  to  any  other  exceptions  set  forth  in  this  ordi- 
nance the  following  activities  shall  not  be  deemed  a  re- 
moval from  rental  housing  use  and  shall  not  require  a 
removal  permit  from  the  Board: 

1 .  occupancy  of  a  unit,  which  is  not  a  condominium 
or  cooperative  unit  by  the  landlord  thereof  or  any 
members  of  his  immediate  family  as  set  forth  in 
this  ordinance:  or 

2.  occupancy  by  a  subsequent  owner  occupant  of  a 
condominium  unit  which  is  owner  occupied;  or 

3.  sale  of  any  building  or  development  by  a  landlord 
in  good  faith  to  a  purchaser.  Such  purchaser  shall 
then  be  subject  to  compliance  with  the  removal 
provisions  of  this  ordinance  to  the  same  extent  as 
such  landlord,  except  as  otherwise  provided  by 
this  ordinance. 

D.  Removal  Prohibited 

No  person  shall  remove  any  unit  from  rental  housing 
use  without  having  first  obtained  a  removal  permit  from 
the  board  to  such  conditions  as  it  may  require.  For  any 
tenanted  unit  for  which  a  removal  permit  is  granted  in 
order  to  convert  or  facilitate  the  conversion  of  such  unit  to 
a  condominium  unit  or  a  cooperative  unit,  such  removal 
permit  shall  include  the  applicable  conditions  set  forth  in 
section  10(F)  in  addition  to  any  other  conditions  not  in- 
consistent with  the  provisions  of  section  10(F).  A  re- 
moval permit  may  be  granted  for  temporary  or  indefinite 
duration  as  deemed  appropriate  by  the  board  in  further- 
ance of  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance.  Such  removal 
permit  may  be  granted  to  the  owner  of  a  unit  or  units  prior 
to  the  sale  of  such  units  as  condominium  units. 

E.  Removal  Procedure 

1 .  Criteria:  The  board  shall  consider  the  following  cri- 
teria, among  others,  before  rendering  a  decision  to 
grant  or  deny  a  removal  permit: 
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a.  The  benefits  and  detriments  to  the  persons  whom 

this  ordinance  and  this  section  seek  to  protect, 
including  but  not  limited  to,  the  following: 
(i)  The  desire  and  ability  of  the  tenant(s)  to  pur- 
chase and  occupy  a  unit  as  their  principal 
and  permanent  residence  if  a  removal 
permit  is  granted,  and 
(ii)  offers  made  by  a  person  seeking  a  removal  per- 
mit to  relocate  the  tenant(s)  residing  in 
the  unit  to  housing  of  similar  size,  rent 
and  neighborhood  location. 

b.  The  hardships  imposed  on  the  tenant(s)  residing  in 

the  unit  proposed  to  be  removed; 

c.  Circumstances  demonstrating  substantial  hard- 

ship and  inequity  to  the  person  seeking  a  re- 
moval permit; 

d.  The  aggravation  of  the  shortage  of  safe,  decent 

and  affordable  rental  housing  units  in  the  city 
and  its  neighborhoods,  especially  for  tenants 
of  low-  and  moderate-income  and  elderly  per- 
sons on  fixed  incomes,  which  may  result  from 
the  removal; 

e.  The  overall  benefits  and  detriments  to  the  city 

which  may  result  from  the  removal; 

f .  Whether  the  person  seeking  the  removal  permit  for 

the  unit  has  violated  any  federal  or  state  stat- 
ute or  local  ordinance  affecting  residential 
housing  in  connection  with  the  unit  or  build- 
ing for  which  the  permit  is  being  sought. 
2.  Procedures: 

a.  The  board  shall  consider  an  application  for  a  re- 
moval permit  for  a  unit  upon  receipt  of  an  applica- 
tion filed  by  the  landlord  or  other  authorized 
person.  Such  application  shall  be  made  on  a  form 
approved  by  the  administrator.  The  board  shall  no- 
tify the  applicant  and  tenant  of  the  receipt  of  an 
application  and  of  the  right  of  either  party  to  re- 
quest a  hearing  in  writing  within  fifteen  calendar 
days  of  receipt  of  such  notice.  At  any  time  the 
board  may,  on  its  own  initiative ,  order  a  hearing  on 
any  application.  If  a  hearing  is  timely  requested  by 
either  party,  or  if  the  action  is  undertaken  on  the 
initiative  of  the  board,  notice  of  the  time  and  place 
of  the  hearing  shall  be  furnished  to  the  applicant 
and  tenant  and  the  hearing  shall  be  conducted  be- 
fore a  designee  of  the  board.  The  board  may  con- 
solidate applications  relating  to  units  in  the  same 
building  or  development.  The  board  may  conduct 
a  single  hearing  on  all  such  consolidated  applica- 
tions. The  administrator  may  designate  a  person  or 
persons  to  participate  in  a  removal  proceeding, 
where  appropriate,  in  order  to  further  the  provi- 
sions and  purposes  of  this  ordinance  and  to  serve 
the  public  interest. 

b.  Removal  hearings  shall  be  conducted  in  accord- 
ance with  the  provisions  of  section  1 1  of  chapter 
30A  of  the  General  Laws  except  that  requirements 
(7)  and  (8)  of  said  section  1 1  shall  not  apply  to  such 
hearings. 

c.  Notwithstanding  any  other  provision  of  this  sec- 
tion, the  board  may,  without  holding  a  hearing, 
refuse  to  grant  a  removal  permit  and  may  dismiss 
any  application  if  a  decision  has  been  made  with 
regard  to  a  unit  within  the  preceding  twelve 
months,  or  if  the  board  finds  that  the  application  is 
filed  for  purposes  of  harassment  or  for  other  pur- 
poses not  intended  by  this  ordinance. 

In  addition,  if  the  application  is  not  in  conform- 
ance with  the  filing  requirement  of  applicable  reg- 
ulations, the  administrator  may  administratively 
dismiss  such  application  without  holding  a  hear- 
ing. 
F.  Removal  Permit  Conditioas  for  Condominium  or 
Cooperative  Conversion 


Except  as  otherwise  provided,  any  removal  permit 
granted  in  order  to  convert  or  facilitate  the  conversion  of 
a  tenanted  unit  shall  be  subject  to  the  applicable  condi- 
tions set  forth  herein,  in  addition  to  any  other  conditions 
not  inconsistent  therewith. 

1 .  Rent  Controlled  Units:  No  person  shall  use  a  re- 
moval permit  in  commencing  an  eviction  proceed- 
ing for  a  such  tenanted  unit  in  order  to  convert  or 
facilitate  the  conversion  of  such  unit  to  a  condo- 
minium unit  or  cooperative  unit  without  having 
fully  complied  with  the  following  conditions: 

a.  Allow  any  rental  housing  agreement  in  effect  to 

expire  or,  if  longer,  allow  the  applicable  time 
period  as  follows  to  elapse: 

(i)  one  year  from  the  date  the  removal  permit  is 
granted  for  each  tenant  occupying  such 
unit  at  the  time  the  application  for  a  re- 
moval permit  is  filed;  or 

(ii)  two  years  from  the  date  the  removal  permit  is 
granted  for  each  such  unit  occupied  in 
whole  or  in  part  by  an  elderly,  handi- 
capped, or  low-  or  moderate-income  ten- 
ant, provided  that  the  board  may  grant  a 
maximum  of  two  additional  years  for 
each  such  unit  based  upon  the  negative  ef- 
fect of  displacement  on  such  elderly, 
handicapped  or  low-  or  moderate-income 
tenant  due  to  any  of  the  following  factors, 
among  others: 

(a)  age  of  the  tenant,  or 

(b)  severity  of  physical  or  mental  handi- 

cap of  the  tenant,  or 

(c)  financial  hardship  on  the  tenant,  or 

(d)  length  of  time  the  tenant  has  occupied 

the  unit. 

b.  Give  the  tenants  of  such  unit  the  right  of  first 

refusal  to  purchase  such  unit  by  delivering  a 
copy  of  the  purchase  and  sale  agreement  con- 
taining substantially  the  same  or  more  favor- 
able terms  and  conditions  as  are  offered  to 
prospective  purchasers,  provided  that  the 
right  of  first  refusal  is  given  to  the  tenants  af- 
ter the  removal  permit  is  granted  and  at  least 
ninety  days  before  commencement  of  the  ap- 
plicable eviction  proceedings.  Such  tenants 
may  exercise  the  right  of  first  refusal  to  pur- 
chase such  unit  by  executing  a  purchase  and 
sale  agreement  prior  to  the  expiration  of 
ninety  days  after  the  date  of  receiving  a  copy 
of  the  purchase  and  sale  agreement  properly 
executed  by  the  person  offering  the  unit  for 
sale.  The  right  of  first  refusal  as  set  forth 
herein  shall  not  apply  to  any  person  who  owns 
or  has  executed  a  binding  purchase  and  sale 
agreement  for  a  unit  prior  to  the  effective  date 
of  this  ordinance, 
c.  Give  each  tenant  of  such  unit  who  is  at  least 
eighteen  years  of  age  on  the  date  of  the  application 
for  a  removal  permit  a  relocation  expense  allow- 
ance of  $  1 ,000,  provided  that: 

(i)  such  tenant  did  not  exercise  the  right  of  first 
refusal  for  such  unit,  and 

(ii)  such  tenant  vacated  such  unit  at  any  time 

after  the  removal  permit  was  granted  but  no  later 

than  thirty  days  after  the  applicable  lime  period 

required  under  section  10(F)(1)(a)  has  elapsed. 

Upon  vacating  such  unit,  such  tenant  shall  be 

paid  the  relocation  expense  allowance  provided  in 

section  10  (F)(1)(c).  No  person  shall  set  off  any 

monies  owed  by  the  tenant  to  such  person  against 

the  relocation  expense  allowance  owed  to  such 

tenant. 

(d)  Allow  the  tenant  of  such  unit  to  to  inmate  any 
rental  housing  agreement  ■»  effect,  upon  a  thirty 
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day  prior  written  notice  to  the  landlord ,  at  any  time 
on  or  after  the  date  the  removal  permit  therefor  has 
been  granted  but  before  any  applicable  section 
10(F)(1)(a)  time  period  has  elapsed,  in  order  for 
such  tenant  to  vacate  such  unit.  Upon  vacating 
such  unit,  such  tenant  shall  be  paid  the  relocation 
expense  allowance  provided  in  section 
10(F)(1)(c). 

2.  Non-Rent  Controlled  Unit  Removals  for  Con- 
dominium or  Cooperative  Conversion:  No  person 
shall  use  a  removal  permit  in  commencing  an  evic- 
tion proceeding  for  a  tenanted  vacancy  decontrolled 
unit  or  a  unit  defined  in  sections  l(?)(i)(iii)(V)  or 
(VI),  in  order  to  convert  or  facilitate  the  conversion 
of  such  unit  to  a  condominium  or  cooperative  unit 
without  having  complied  with  the  following  condi- 
tions: 

a.  provide  the  tenants  of  such  unit  with  the  rights 
set  forth  in  the  conditions  contained  in  section 
10(F)(1),  and 

b.  adjusted  above  the  rent  in  effect  at  the  time  the 
application  for  removal  for  such  unit  is  filed  with 
the  board. 

(i)  by  an  amount  determined  by  multiplying 
the  maximum  rent  by  the  increase  in  Consumer 
Price  Index  for  the  calendar  year  preceding  the 
date  a  legal  notice  of  rent  increase  is  served  on  the 
tenant;  or 

(ii)  at  the  landlord's  election,  by  an  amount 
determined  pursuant  to  the  individual  upward 
rent  adjustment  procedures  set  forth  in  the  pro- 
visions of  section  8,  9,  and  10. 

3.  Exception:  The  provisions  of  section  10(F) 
shall  not  apply  to  any  unit  for  which  a  removal  permit 
has  been  granted  for  condominium  or  cooperative 
prior  to  a  tenant  occupying  such  unit. 

G.  Non  Rent-Controlled  Unit  for  other  Than  Condo- 
minium or  Cooperative  Conversion 

Any  tenanted  vacancy  decontrolled  unit  or  tenanted 
unit  as  defined  in  section  (l)(n)(i)(iii)(V)  or  (VI)  for 
which  a  removal  permit  has  been  granted  for  a  reason 
other  than  condominium  or  cooperative  conversion  shall 
be  subject  to  and  the  rent  adjustment  provision  of  section 
10(F)(2)(b).  This  provision  shall  not  apply  to  any  such 
unit  for  which  a  removal  permit  has  been  granted  prior  to 
a  tenant  occupying  such  unit. 

H.  Additional  Limitations 

After  the  effective  date  of  this  ordinance,  no  person 
who  owns,  manages,  markets  or  otherwise  controls  any 
unit,  and  no  agent  of  such  person,  shall  directly  or  indi- 
rectly sell,  offer  for  sale,  or  agree  to  sell  such  unit  as  a 
condominium  or  cooperative  unit  or  as  a  nonrental  hous- 
ing unit  unless  the  board  has  issued  a  removal  permit 
therefor. 

I.  Termination  of  Removal  Controls 

The  board  may,  by  regulation,  terminate  the  prohibi- 
tions or  removal  from  rental  housing  use  set  forth  in  this 
section  for  any  class  or  subclass  of  units  if  in  its  judgment 
the  need  for  continuing  such  prohibitions  no  longer  exist 
because  of  sufficient  construction  or  addition  of  new 
units  to  the  housing  stock  for  such  class  or  subclass  or  the 
demand  for  such  class  of  units  has  otherwise  been  ade- 
quately met  and  the  public  interest  no  longer  requires 
such  prohibitions  to  be  continued.  Any  removal  prohibi- 
tions terminated  in  accordance  with  this  paragraph  shall 
be  reimposed  upon  a  finding  by  the  board  that  a  substan- 
tial shortage  of  such  class  or  subclass  of  units  exists  and 
that  reimposition  of  the  removal  prohibitions  is  necessary 
in  the  public  interest.  No  action  shall  be  taken  by  the 
board  under  this  paragraph  without  full  compliance  with 
the  notice  and  hearing  requirements  set  forth  in  section  7 
(b). 


Section  10  ("Transitional  Provisions")  is  amended  by 
striking  subsection  (b)(iv)  and  inserting  in  place  thereof: 
"(b)(iv)  Condominium/Cooperative  Conversion  Matters 

a.  Except  for  the  limited  purposes  provided  under 
section  19(b)(iv)(B),  all  pending  condominium  or 
cooperative  conversion  termination  notices  served 
under  section  10(C)  of  chapter  1  which  are  not  the 
subject  matter  of  a  court  action  are  null  and  void  as  of 
the  effective  date  of  this  ordinance. 

b.  Any  tenant  who  received  a  condominium  or  co- 
operative conversion  termination  notice  under  sec- 
tion 10(C)  of  chater  1  and  vacates  his  or  her  unit 
within  three  months  of  the  effective  date  of  this  ordi- 
nance shall  be  entitled  to  receive  from  his  or  her  land- 
lord the  relocation  expense  allowance  provided  for 
in  section  10(F)  of  chapter  1 .  Furthermore,  the  board 
shall  determine  the  eligibility  of  any  tenant  as  an  el- 
derly, or  low-  or  moderate-income,  or  handicapped 
tenant  who  may  be  entitled  to  receive  an  additional 
relocation  expense  allowance  under  section  10(F)  of 
chapter  1 .  For  the  purpose  of  this  subparagraph,  the 
applicable  provisions  of  chapter  1  and  pertinent  reg- 
ulations shall  remain  in  effect. 

c.  Nothing  in  section  19  shall  be  construed  to  allow 
the  removal  of  any  unit  subject  to  the  removal  provi- 
sions without  the  issuance  of  a  removal  permit  as 
provided  in  section  10.

Coun.  McLAUGHLIN  moved  to  amend  section  10(c). 
after  end  of  paragraph  2,  after  the  word  "ordinance,"  by 
adding  the  following: 

"including,  if  applicable  a  statement  of  such  tenant 
rights  and  procedures  available  under  the  rules  of  the 
board  governing  recovery  of  a  housing  accommoda- 
tion in  order  to  convert  it  to  a  condominium  as 
adopted  on  the  29th  of  June,  1979,  as  amended,  July 
27,  1979,  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  chapter  15  of 
the  Ordinances  of  1975,  as  amended. 
Coun.  McLAUGHLIN  moved  to  amend  the  ordinance 
as  follows: 

A.  In  section  1  ("Definitions"),  insert  after  subsection 
(o)  and  before  subsection  (p),  the  following  additional 
subsection: 

"(o)(a)  Just  Cause:  Grounds  sufficient  to  permit 
evictions  from  rent  controlled  units." 

B.  Strike  Section  9  in  its  entirety  and  substitute  in  place 
thereof  the  following  new  Section: 

Section  9.  Evictions  from  Rent  Controlled  Units. 
A.  Just  Cause  Required 

No  person  shall  bring  any  action  to  recover  possession 

of  a  rent-controlled  unit  unless: 
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1 .  the  tenant  has  failed  to  pay  the  rent  to  which  the 
landlord  is  entitled,  except  where  the  tenant  is  with- 
holding rent  pursuant  to  section  8A  of  chapter  239  of 
the  General  Laws,  or  section  127L  of  chapter  1 1 1  of 
the  General  Laws,  or  based  on  a  violation  of  the  im- 
plied warranty  of  habitability; 

2 .  the  tenant  has  violated  an  obligation  or  covenant  of 
the  tenancy  other  than  the  obligation  to  surrender 
possession  upon  proper  notice  and  has  failed  to  cure 
such  violation  after  having  received  written  notice 
thereof  from  the  landlord; 

3 .  the  tenant  is  committing  or  permitting  to  exist  a  nui- 
sance in,  or  is  causing  substantial  damage  to,  the 
unit,  or  is  creating  substantial  interference  with  the 
comfort,  safety,  or  enjoyment  of  the  landlord  or 
other  occupants  of  the  same  or  any  adjacent  unit; 

4.  the  tenant  is  convicted  of  using  or  permitting  a  unit 
to  be  used  for  any  illegal  purpose; 

5.  the  tenant,  who  had  a  written  lease  or  rental  agree- 
ment which  terminated  on  or  after  the  passage  of  this 
ordinance,  has  refused,  after  writtn  request  or  de- 
mand by  the  landlord,  to  execute  a  written  extension 
or  renewal  thereof  for  a  further  term  of  like  duration 
and  on  such  terms  as  are  not  inconsistent  with  or  in- 
violation  of  any  provisions  of  this  ordinance; 

6.  the  tenant,  after  receiving  reasonable  notice,  has 
refused  the  landlord  reasonable  access  to  the  unit  for 
the  purpose  of  making  necessary  repairs  or  improve- 
ments required  by  the  laws  of  the  United  States,  the 
Commonwealth  or  any  subdivision  thereof,  or  for 
the  purpose  of  inspection  as  permitted  or  required  by 
the  lease  of  by  law,  of  for  the  purpose  of  showing  the 
unit  to  any  prospective  purchaser  or  mortgagee; 

7.  the  tenant  holding  at  the  end  of  a  lease  term  is  a  sub- 
tenant not  approved  by  the  landlord; 

8.  the  landlord  seeks  to  recover  possession  in  good 
faith  of  a  unit  for  use  and  occupancy  as  the  primary 
residence  for  himself,  or  his  children,  parents, 
brother,  sister,  father-in-law,  mother-in-law,  son-in- 
law,  or  daughter-in-law,  provided  that  such  use  and 
occupancy  is  the  landlord's  primary  motive  in  seek- 
ing to  recover  possession  of  such  unit  and  the  land- 
lord has  no  other  motive  which  is  in  conflict  with  the 
purposes  and  provisions  of  this  ordinance.  Further- 
more, no  landlord  shall  seek  to  recover  possessioin 
under  this  paragraph,  with  or  without  a  removal  per- 
mit, in  order  to  remove  a  unit  from  rental  housing  use 
except  to  convert  or  facilitate  the  conversion  of  a  unit 
to  a  condominium  unit  or  a  cooperative  unit,  pro- 
vided that  a  removal  permit  has  been  obtained  for 
such  unit  and  there  has  been  full  compliance  with  the 
conditions  contained  in  such  permit; 

9.  the  landlord  seeks  to  recover  possession  to  demol- 
ish a  unit,  provided  that  the  landlord  has  obtained  a 
removal  permit  from  the  board  under  this  ordinance 
and  complied  with  any  conditions  contained  therein 
prior  to  bringing  an  action  for  recovery  of  possession 
under  this  paragraph; 

10.  the  landlord  seeks  to  recover  possession  of  a  unit 
for  any  other  just  cause  which  is  not  in  conflict  with 
the  purposes  and  provisions  of  this  ordinance.  Ex- 
cept as  otherwise  provided  herein,  the  issuance  of  a 
removal  permit  by  the  board  under  this  ordinance 
shall  not  constitute  other  just  cause  under  this  para- 
graph. Other  just  cause  under  this  paragraph  in- 
cludes the  following,  among  other,  causes: 

a.  the  tenant  has  reportedly  paid  the  rent  late  after 
receiving  a  prior  late  payment  notice  from  the  land- 
lord, except  where  such  late  payment  is  caused  by  a 
delay  in  a  regular  governmental  income  assistance 
payment;  or 

b.  the  tenant,  after  proper  legal  notice,  has  failed  to 
pay  a  valid  rent  increase;  or 


c.  the  tenant,  after  reasonble  written  notice,  has 
failed  to  pay  to  the  landlord  any  monthly  portion  of 
the  annual  fee  as  authorized  by  this  ordinance  and 
applicable  regulations;  or 

d.  the  landlord  seeks  to  recover  possession  in  good 
faith  of  a  unit  in  order  to  convert  or  facilitate  the  con- 
version of  the  unit  to  a  condominium  unit  or  coopera- 
tive unit  provided  that: 

(i)  a  bona  fide  purchaser  for  value  has  agreed  to 
purchase  the  unit  and  has  signed  a  binding 
purchase  and  sale  agreement;  and 

(ii)  the  purchaser  shall  use  and  occupy  the  unit  as 
the  primary  residence  for  himself,  or  his  chil- 
dren, parents,  brother,  sister,  father-in-law, 
mother-n-law,  son-in-law,  or  daughter-in- 
law;  and 

(iii)  the  landlord  has  obtained  a  removal  permit 
therefor  and  fully  complied  with  the  condi- 
tions contained  therein;  and 

(iv)  such  use  and  occupancy  is  the  landlord's  pri- 
mary motive  in  seeking  to  recover  possession 
of  such  unit  and  the  landlord  or  purchaser  has 
no  other  motive  which  is  in  conflict  with  the 
purposes  and  provisions  of  this  ordinance. 

B.  Retaliation  Prohibited 

No  person  shall  bring  any  action  to  recover  possession 
of  a  unit  nor  shall  the  Board  grant  a  certificate  of  evic- 
tion therefore  where  the  purpose  for  seeking  such  re- 
covery is  in  retaliation  for  the  tenant  having  exercised 
any  legal  rights  as  provided  by  this  Ordinance  or  any 
other  federal,  state  or  local  law.  Where  the  landlord 
seeks  recovery  of  possession  of  a  unit  within  six  (6) 
months  of  the  tenant  thereof  having  exercised  any  such 
legal  rights,  such  action  shall  create  a  rebuttable  pre- 
sumption that  it  is  in  reprisal  for  the  tenant  having  exer- 
cises such  legal  rights. 

C.  Certificate  of  Eviction 

1 .  No  person  seeking  to  recover  possession  of  a  unit 

shall  commence  a  judicial  action  for  such  recovery 

without  having  first  obtained  a  certificate  of  eviction 

for  such  unit. 

i 

2.  A  landlord  seeking  to  recover  possession  of  a  rent- 
controlled  unit  shall  apply  to  the  board  for  a  certifi- 
cate of  eviction.  Upon  filing  such  application  with 
the  board,  the  landlord  shall  also  serve  upon  the  ten- 
ant of  such  unit  a  copy  of  such  application  along  with 
a  notification  of  all  rights  and  procedures  available 
under  this  section  on  a  form  approved  by  the  admin- 
istrator. In  addition,  if  such  application  is  not  in  con- 
formance with  the  filing  requirements  of  applicable 
regulations  for  such  applications,  the  administrator 
may  administratively  dismiss  such  application  with- 
out prejudice. 

3 .  Upon  a  filing  by  the  board  that  the  facts  attested  to  in 
the  landlord's  application  are  valid  and  in  compli- 
ance with  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance  the  board 
shall  issue  the  certificate  of  eviction.  Such  certificate 
shall  only  authorize  the  landlord  to  commence  a  judi- 
cial action  to  recover  possession  within  forty-five 
days  of  the  date  of  the  decision.  A  landlord  who  seeks 
to  recover  possession  of  a  unit  without  a  certificate  of 
eviction  shall  be  deemed  to  have  violated  this  ordi- 
nance, and  the  board  may  initiate  a  criminal  prosecu- 
tion for  such  violations. 

D.  Actions  by  the  United  States  or  the  Commonwealth 
Notwithstanding  the  provisions  of  this  section  the 
United  States,  the  Commonwealth,  or  any  agency  or 
political  subdivision  thereof  may  maintain  an  action  or 
proceeding  to  recover  possession  of  any  unit  operated 
by  it  where  such  action  or  proceeding  is  authorized  by 
the  statute  or  regulation  under  which  such  units  are  ad- 
ministered. 
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E.  Construction  of  Section 
The  provisions  of  this  section  shall  be  construed  as  ad- 
ditional restrictions  on  the  right  to  recover  possession 
of  a  unit.  No  provision  of  this  section  shall  entitle  any 
person  to  recover  possession  of  such  unit. 

Section  9A.  Evictions  from  Non-rent-controlled  Units 

A.  Recovery  of  Possession 

No  person  shall  bring  any  action  to  recover  possession 
of  a  non-rent-controlled  unit  subject  to  the  removal 
provisions  of  section  10  for  the  purpose  of  converting 
or  facilitating  the  conversion  of  such  unit  to  a  condo- 
minium unit,  or  a  cooperative  unit,  or  to  otherwise  re- 
move such  unit  from  rental  housing  use  except  as 
follows: 

1 .  the  landlord  seeks  to  recover  possession  in  good 
faith  of  such  unit  in  order  to  convert  or  facilitate  the 
conversion  of  such  unit  to  a  condominium  unit  or  co- 
operative unit  provided  that: 

a.  the  landlord  shall  use  and  occupy  the  unit  as  the 
primary  residence  for  himself,  or  his  children, 
parents,  brother,  sister,  father-in-law,  mother-in- 
law,  or  daughter-in-law;  and 

b.  a  removal  permit  has  been  obtained  for  such  unit 
and  there  has  been  full  compliance  with  the  condi- 
tions contained  in  such  permit;  and 

c.  such  use  and  occupancy  is  the  landlord's  primary 
motive  in  seeking  to  recover  possession  of  such 
unit  and  the  landlord  has  no  other  motive  which  is 
in  conflict  with  the  purposes  and  provisions  of  this 
ordinance. 

2.  the  landlord  seeks  to  recover  possession  in  good 
faith  of  such  unit  in  order  to  convert  or  facilitate  the 
conversion  of  such  unit  to  a  condominium  unit  or  co- 
operative unit  provided  that: 

a.  bona  fide  purchaser  for  value  has  agreed  to  pur- 
chase the  unit  and  has  signed  a  binding  purchase 
and  sale  agreement;  and 

the  purchaser  shall  use  and  occupy  the  unit  as  the  pri- 
mary residence  for  himself,  or  his  children,  par- 
ents, brother,  sister,  father-in-law,  mother-in-law, 
son-in  law,  or  daughter-in-law;  and 

c.  the  landlord  has  obtained  a  removal  permit  there- 
for and  fully  complied  with  the  conditions  con- 
tained therein;  and 
•  d.  such  use  and  occupancy  is  the  landlord's  primary 
motive  in  seeking  to  recover  possession  of  such 
unit  and  the  landlord  or  purchaser  has  no  other  mo- 
tive which  is  in  conflict  with  the  purposes  and  pro- 
visions of  this  ordinance. 

B.  Affidavits  Required  for  Non-Rent-Controlled  Units 

Subject  to  Removal  Provisions  Only 
Non  Removal  Evictions:  No  person  shall  seek  to  re- 
cover possession  of  a  non-rent-controlled  unit  sub- 
ject to  the  removal  provisions  for  a  non-removal 
without  first  filing  with  the  board  an  affidavit  signed 
under  the  penalties  of  perjury  that  such  eviction  is  not 
sought  in  order  to  convert  or  facilitate  the  conversion 
of  such  unit  to  a  condominium  unit,  or  cooperative 
unit,  or  to  otherwise  remove  such  unit  from  rental 
housing  use.  Such  affidavit  shall  also  state  such  evic- 
tion is  sought  for  one  of  the  reasons  enumerated  in 
section  9(A),  that  such  reason  is  the  primary  reason 
for  seeking  recovery  of  possession  of  such  unit,  that 
the  landlord  has  no  other  reason  or  motive  for  seek- 
ing recovery  of  possession  of  such  unit  which  is  in 
conflict  with  the  purposes  and  provisions  of  this  ordi- 
nance, as  well  as  any  other  pertinent  information  re- 
quired by  the  board.  The  landlord  shall  serve  a  copy 
of  the  affidavit  upon  the  tenant  along  with  the  appli- 
cable notice  to  quit.  Upon  commencement  of  a  sub- 
sequent action  to  recover  possession  in  court,  the 
landlord  shall  file  a  copy  of  such  affidavit  with  the 
court.  No  such  action  shall  be  entered  by  the  court 
without  the  required  affidavit. 


2.  Condominium  or  Cooperative  Removal  Evictions: 
No  person  shall  seek  to  recover  possession  of  such 
unit  in  order  to  convert  or  facilitate  the  conversion  of 
such  unit  to  a  condominium  unit  or  cooperative  unit 
without  first  filing  with  the  board  an  affidavit  signed 
under  the  penalties  of  perjury  stating  that  there  has 
been  full  compliance  with  the  provisions  of  section 
10(A)(1)  or  10(A)(2),  whichever  is  applicable.  Such 
affidavit  shall  also  state  any  other  pertinent  informa- 
tion required  by  the  board .  The  landlord  shall  serve  a 
copy  of  the  affidavit  and  pertinent  removal  permit 
upon  the  tenant  along  with  the  applicable  notice  to 
quit.  Upon  commencement  of  a  subsequent  action  to 
recover  possession  in  court,  the  landlord  shall  file  a 
copy  of  such  affidavit  and  removal  permit  with  the 
court.  No  such  action  shall  be  entered  by  the  court 
without  the  required  affidavit  and  removal  permit. 

Section  9B.  Eviction  Presumptions 
With  respect  to  any  unit  subject  to  the  removal  provi- 
sions, the  board  may,  by  regulations,  establish  pre- 
sumptions regarding  condominium  or  cooperative 
■conversions  or  regarding  evictions  for  other  removals 
from  rental  housing  use  in  order  to  prevent  circumven- 
tion of  the  purposes  and  provision  of  this  ordinance. 

Section  9C.  Condominium  or  Cooperative  Conversion 
Eviction  Prohibition  for  Elderly,  Handicapped  or  Low- 
or-Moderate  Income  Tenants. 
No  person  shall  commence  any  eviction  action  to  re- 
cover possession  of  any  unit,  subject  to  the  removal  of 
this  ordinance  and  occupiedby  a  elderly,  handicapped 
or  low-or-moderate  income  tenant,  for  purposes  of 
condominium  or  cooperative  conversion.

B.  2(e)  Fees 

Annual  Fees  for  Rent  Controlled  and  Vacancy  Decon- 
trolled Units. 

The  board  shall  charge  every  landlord  of  a  rent  con- 
trolled or  vacancy  decontrolled  unit  a  non-refundable 
annual  fee  for  each  such  unit.  Such  fee  shall  be  estab- 
'  lished  by  the  board  by  regulation  on  a  fiscal  or  calendar 
year  basis  and  shall  not  be  less  than  $12  nor  more  than 
$36  per  year  per  unit.  The  board  may  establish  a  fee  by 
subclass  or  such  units.  Any  such  annual  fee  established 
by  the  board  shall  apply  to  both  occupied  and  unoccu- 
pied units. 
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2.  Payment  of  Fees 

The  annual  fee  shall  be  paid  to  the  City  of  Boston  by 
the  landlord.  The  board  shall  establish  by  regulation 
the  time,  place  and  manner  for  such  payment.  After 
such  payment  has  been  made,  the  landlord  may  charge 
the  entire  cost  of  the  annual  fee  for  each  unit  to  the  ten- 
ants thereof  on  an  equal  monthly  basis,  the  board  shall 
establish  by  regulation  the  method  for  charging  the  ten- 
ants the  cost  of  such  annual  fee  and  the  tenants  shall  be 
required  to  pay  such  charge  to  the  landlord  in  accord- 
ance therewith.  For  the  purposes  of  this  Ordinance  or 
any  other  law,  the  cost  of  this  annual  fee  shall  not  be 
deemed  rent. 

3.  Establishment  of  Fee 

The  board  shall  establish  the  fee  for  such  units  based 
upon  the  approximate  cost,  including  all  incidental 
costs,  to  the  city  of  exercising  all  of  the  powers  and 
duties  of  this  ordinance,  directly  or  indirectly  related  to 
such  units. 
4.  Use  of  Fee 

All  fees  established  hereunder  shall  be  used  by  the 
city  exclusively  for  the  purposes  of  funding  the  exer- 
cise of  the  board's  power  and  duties  as  provided  in  this 
ordinance.  Any  excess  fees  collected  in  any  year  shall 
be  used  by  the  city  in  the  next  year  to  defray  the  cost  of 
funding  the  exercise  of  the  board's  powers  and  duties. 
5.  Failure  to  Comply 

A.  The  administrator  shall,  upon  filing,  administra- 
tively dismiss  any  petition,  application  or  other 
submission  to  the  board  of  any  landlord  who  has 
failed,  at  the  time  of  such  filing,  to  pay  the  fee  re- 
quired by  this  ordinance.  The  board  may  dismiss 
or  stay  the  processing  of  any  pending  petition,  ap- 
plication or  other  submission  before  it  regarding 
any  landlord  who  fails  to  pay  a  fee  required  by  this 
ordinance  during  the  pendency  of  such  petition, 
application  or  other  submission. 

B.  No  general  adjustment  of  maximum  rent  for  any 
rent  controlled  unit  shall  be  allowed  for  such  unit 
where  the  landlord  fails  to  pay  the  annual  fee  re- 
quired herein  for  such  unit.

B.  Base  Rent 

1.  Generally 

The  base  rent  for  a  vacancy  decontrolled  housing 
accommodation  occupied  by  a  tenant  on  the  effec- 
tive date  of  this  ordinance  and  continuously  there- 
after, shall  be  the  rent  in  effet  for  such  tenant  on 
said  date.  The  base  rents  are  established  herein  for 
the  sole  purpose  of  determining  adjustments  here- 
under. 

2.  Subsequent  Tenants 

Each  time  a  vacancy  decontrolled  housing  accom- 
modation is  vacated  and  the  new  tenancy  is  com- 
menced after  the  effective  date  of  this  ordinance 
the  base  rent  for  such  housing  accommodation 
shall  be  the  agreed  to  rent  which  is  still  in  effect  on 
the  commencement  of  the  tenancy  by  such  new 
tenant. 


3.  Subsequent  Vacancy  Decontrolled  Housing 
Acommodations 

The  base  rent  for  a  housing  accommodation  which 
is  vacancy  decontrolled  after  the  effective  date  of 
this  ordinance  shall  be  the  rent  as  agreed  to  by  the 
landlord  and  the  new  tenant  to  be  in  effect  as  of  the 
date  the  housing  accommodation  is  determined  to 
be  a  vacancy  decontrolled  housing  accommoda- 
tion by  the  board. 

4.  Subsequent  Adjustments 

The  base  rents  as  herein  established  may  only  be 
subsequently  adjusted  in  accordance  with  the  pro- 
visions of  this  section. 

C.  Rent  Adjustment  Standards 

1 .  Maximum  Percentage  Adjustment 

a.  General  Rule:  Except  as  provided  in  section  6 
(C)(1)(b),  a  landlord  of  a  landlord  of  a  vacancy  de- 
controoled  housing  accommodation  may  annually 
adjust  the  rent  thereof  by  a  total  amount  not  to  exceed 
either  twice  the  increase  of  the  Consumer  Price  In- 
dex for  the  last  available  twelve-month  period  as  of 
thirty  days  preceding  the  notice  of  increase,  or  10 
percent  of  the  unit's  current  rent,  whichever  is  lower, 
provided  that  such  landlord  has  complied  with  the 
notice  and  filing  provisions  of  this  section.  The 
board,  by  regulation,  may  modify  the  rent  adjust- 
ment limit  as  established  herein,  either  upward  or 
downward  based  upon  consideration  of  economic 
factors  regarding  rental  housing. 

b.  Vacancy  Decontrolled  Accommodation  Occupied 

by  Elderly,  Handicapped,  or  Low  or  Moderate  In- 
come Tenants: 
The  maximum  percentage  adjustment  shall  be  either 
the  increase  in  Consumer  Price  Index  for  the  last 
available  twelve-month  period  as  of  thirty  days  pre- 
ceding the  notice  of  increase,  or  5  percent  of  the 
unit's  current  rent,  whichever  is  lower.  A  tenant  of 
such  housing  accommodation  may  file  a  tenant  oppo- 
sition, as  provided  in  section  6  (D)(2),  upon  receipt 
of  a  notice  of  such  a  rent  increase. 
2.  Further  Adjustment 

Where,  in  any  year,  alandlord  seeks  a  rent  adjust- 
ment for  a  vacancy  decontrolled  housing  accommo- 
dation in  excess  of  the  maximum  percentage 
adjustment  provided  for  in  this  section,  and  the  ten- 
ant who  is  the  subject  of  such  adjustment  has  duly 
initiated  the  complaint  procedures  provided  for 
herein,  the  landlord  shall  only  be  entitled  to  such  ad- 
justment in  excess  of  the  maximum  percentage  ad- 
justment as  is  justified  by  increases  in  any  expenses 
pertinent  to  such  housing  accommodation  over  those 
which  were  incurred  at  the  time  the  base  rent  was 
initially  charged  to  such  tenant  for  such  housing  ac- 
commodation. No  landlord  shall  seek  a  further  ad- 
justment of  rent  as  described  in  this  section  more 
than  once  a  year.  Any  further  adjustment  shall,  at  a 
minimum,  yield  to  the  landlord  a  fair  net  operating 
income  from  such  housing  accommodation. 
3.  Substandard  Conditions 
The  board  may  deny  any  adjustment  or  rent  under 
this  section  where  it  is  determined  that  the  subject 
housing  accommodation  does  not  comply  with  the 
State  Sanitary  Code,  the  Boston  Building  Code,  the 
Boston  Fire  Prevention  Code,  or  any  other  applica- 
ble municipal  code,  ordinance,  or  state  law  regulat- 
ing the  conditions  or  occupancy  of  housing 
accommodation. 

D.  Adjustment  Procedures 

A  landlord  who  is  seeking  to  adjust  the  rent  of  any 
vacancy  decontrolled  housing  accommodation  shall 
comply  with  the  following  procedures: 
a)  Serve  the  tenant  with  a  written  notice  of  rent  in- 
crease at  least  thirty  days  prior  to  the  effective 
date  of  such  rent  increase,  on  a  form  approved 
by  the  administrator. 
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b)  Accompany  the  notice  of  rent  increase  with  a 
notice  of  rights  and  a  complaint  in  a  form  ap- 
proved by  the  administrator. 

c)  Upon  completing  service  upon  the  tenant,  file  a 
copy  of  the  notice  of  rent  increase  form  with  the 
board. 

2.  Tenant  Opposition 

A  tenant  who  seeks  to  oppose  a  rent  increase  shall  file  a 
completed  copy  of  the  complaint  form  with  the  board 
within  fourteen  days  of  receipt  of  the  notice  of  rent  in- 
crease by  such  tenant;  provided  that  upon  a  showing  of 
good  cause  or  excusable  neglect,  the  fourteen-day  per- 
iod may  be  extended  by  the  board  for  a  further  period  of 
no  more  than  thirty  days.  The  board  shall  not  accept  a 
tenant  complaint  where  the  total  annual  rent  adjustment 
does  not  exceed  the  maximum  adjustment  as  provided 
for  in  section  6(c)  or  applicable  regulations. 

3.  Board  Procedure 

a)  Upon  receipt  of  a  timely  filed  complaint  by  the 
board,  the  board  shall  send  a  copy  of  such  com- 
plaint to  the  landlord  and  schedule  a  hearing  re- 
garding the  rent  adjustment.  The  hearing  may  be 
held  by  a  designee  of  the  board.  The  board  may 
require  the  landlord  to  provide  any  information  re- 
garding such  rent  adjustment. 

b)  At  the  hearing  the  landlord  shall  present  any  evi- 
dence justifying  the  rent  adjustment  and  the  tenant 
shall  present  any  evidence  opposing  such  increase. 
After  gathering  all  the  evidence,  the  board  shall 
make  a  decision  granting  or  denying,  in  whole  or 
in  part,  the  adjustment.  Where  the  board  denies  a 
further  adjustment,  in  whole  or  in  part,  the  board 
may  order  the  amount  of  any  payments  in  excess  of 
the  amount  allowed  by  the  board  to  be  deducted 
from  future  rent  payments  by  the  tenant  or  to  be 
otherwise  repaid  by  the  landlord  to  such  tenant. 

Hearings  under  this  section  shall  be  governed  by  the 
provisions  of  section  1 1  of  chapter  30A  of  the  Gen- 
eral Laws  except  that  requirements  (7)  and  (8)  of  said 
section  1 1  shall  not  apply  to  such  hearings, 
c)  Upon  a  decision  by  the  board,  notice  thereof  shall  be 
sent  to  the  parties. 

4.  Exception 

Any  time  a  vacancy  decontrolled  housing  accommo- 
•  dation  is  vacated  after  the  effective  date  of  this  ordi- 
nance, the  landlord  may  charge  any  rent  as  agreed  to 
by  the  new  tenant  and  shall  not  be  subject  to  the  no- 
tice and  filing  requirements  of  this  section  regarding 
such  rent.  Any  subsequent  rent  adjustment  for  such 
housing  accommodation  shall  be  subject  to  all  of  the 
procedures,  including  notice  and  filing,  as  set  forth 
in  this  section. 

E.  Denial  of  Adjustments 

Where  a  landlord  fails  to  comply  with  the  notice  and 
filing  provisions  herein  regarding  any  rent  adjustment 
under  this  section  for  a  vacancy  decontrolled  housing 
accommodation,  such  rent  adjustment  shall  be  null  and 
void,  provided  that  upon  a  showing  by  the  landlord  of 
good  cause  or  excusable  neglect,  the  board  may  deter- 
mine that  a  rent  adjustment  which  does  not  exceed  the 
maximum  percentage  adjustment  level  may  remain  in 
effect. 

F.  Effective  Date  of  Adjustment 

Any  rent  adjustment  under  this  section  shall  be  effec- 
tive in  accordance  with  the  terms  of  the  written  notice 
of  rent  increase,  provided  that  the  landlord  has  com- 
plied with  applicable  state  law  and  the  terms  of  any 
lease  which  may  be  in  effect  as  of  the  effective  date  of 
the  notice  of  increase  provided  for  herein. 
C.  Board  Initiated  Action 
The  board  may,  at  its  discretion,  initiate  action  on  be- 
half of  any  tenant  or  tenants  of  vacancy  decontrolled 
housing  accommodations  where  rental  levels  or  hous- 


ing conditions  necessitate  such  action,  in  order  to  re- 
move substantial  inequity  or  hardship  to  such  tenants. 
H.  Judicial  Review 
Upon  a  decision  by  the  board,  under  this  section,  either 
party  concerned  may  appeal  such  decision  to  the  Dis- 
trict Court  Department  of  the  Trial  Courts  for  the  dis- 
trict in  which  such  housing  accommodation  is  located 
or  to  the  Housing  Court  Department,  City  of  Boston 
Division,  within  thirty  calendar  days  of  the  date  of  such 
decision.

after the  board,  on  its  own  initiative,  shall  grant  a 
general  adjustment  of  maximum  rent  for  rent  con- 
trolled units  which  are  in  compliance  with  Article 
II  of  the  State  Sanitary  Code  after  considering  the 
factors  enumerated  in  secton  5(c),  applicable  eco- 
nomic indicators  related  to  housing,  and  any  other 
pertinent  factors.  In  no  event  shall  such  general  ad- 
justment of  maximum  rent  amount  to  less  than  50 
percent  of  the  increase  or  decrease  in  the  Con- 
sumer Price  Index  for  the  last  available  twelve- 
month period  preceding  such  general  adjustment 
of  maximum  rents.

Such 
general  adjustment  shall  be  subject  to  such  condi- 
tions, if  any,  as  the  board  shall  determine, 
(ii)  Procedures

An  Ordinance  Regulating 

Certain  Residential  Rents,  Evictions  and  Removals. 

Wheras,  A  serious  public  emergency  exists  with  re- 
spect to  the  housing  of  a  substantial  number  of  citizens  of 
Boston;  and 

Whereas,  The  deterioration  and  demolition  of  existing 
housing,  the  abandonment  of  such  housing,  the  removal 
of  a  substantial  number  of  rental  units  due  to  factors  such 
as  condominium  conversion,  cooperative  conversion  and 
institutional  expansion,  as  well  as  an  insufficient  supply 
of  new  housing  have  resulted  in  a  substantial  and  critical 
shortage  of  safe,  decent  and  reasonably  priced  rental 
housing  units;  and 

Whereas,  This  emergency  cannot  be  dealt  with  effec- 
tively by  the  ordinary  operation  of  the  private  rental  hous- 
ing market;  and 

Whereas,  Chapter  1  of  the  Ordinances  of  1983,  as 
amended,  which  established  a  limited  system  of  protec- 
tions including  rent  grievance,  condominium  and  coop- 
erative conversion  eviction  notices,  and  rent  control  for 
the  approximately  20,000  rental  housing  units  occupied 
by  pre-1976  tenants,  has  been  substantially  ineffective  in 
dealing  with  the  emergency;  and 

Whereas,  The  emergency  has  been  exacerbated  by  va- 
cancy decontrol  and  the  removal  of  a  substantial  number 
of  rental  housing  units  from  the  housing  market  due  to 
condominium  and  cooperative  conversion,  institutional 
expansion,  demolition  and  abandonment,  lack  of  equal 
access  for  all  residents  of  the  city,  among  other  causes.  As 
a  result  more  than  14,000  rental  housing  units,  amount- 
ing to  a  significant  percentage  of  the  rental  housing  stock 
of  the  City  of  Boston,  have  been  removed  from  the  hous- 
ing market  since  197 1 ;  and 

Wheras,  In  order  to  effectively  assist  low-  or  moder- 
ate-income, elderly,  handicapped,  or  non-English-speak- 
ing landlords  and  tenants,  as  well  as  landlords  who  own 
or  operate  a  small  number  of  rental  housing  units  in  un- 
derstanding and  pursuing  their  rights  and  responsibilities 
under  this  ordinance,  it  is  necessary  to  establish  a  Land- 
lord-Tenant Assistance  Bureau;  and 

Whereas,  In  order  to  effectively  and  efficiently  admin- 
ister the  regulation  of  rents,  evictions,  and  removals 
through  such  means  as  a  computerized  record-keeping 
system,  the  Landlord-Tenant  Assistance  Bureau,  and  a 
fully  staffed  agency,  it  is  necessary  to  impose  a  fair  and 
reasonable  system  of  annual  fees.  Such  fees  shall  be  used 


exclusively  for  funding  the  operation  of  the  agency  and 
shall  be  paid  by  the  landlords  who  may  fully  recoup  the 
fees  from  the  tenants  receiving  the  protections  under  the 
ordinance;  and 

Whereas,  Unless  residential  rents  are  regulated  and 
controlled  so  that  rents  will  not  be  increased  unreason- 
ably while  allowing  landlords  a  fair  net  operating  income 
from  their  rental  housing  units;  and  unless  evictions  of 
tenants  are  regulated  and  controlled;  and  unless  removals 
of  rental  housingunits  are  regulated;  such  emergency  and 
the  inflationary  pressure  therefrom  will  produce  serious 
threats  to  the  public  health,  safety  and  general  welfare  of 
the  citizens  of  Boston,  especially  those  of  low  or  moder- 
ate income;  and  elderly  persons  on  fixed  incomes.  Now, 
therefore,  pursuant  to  the  authority  vested  in  it  by  law, 
including  without  limitation,  Article  2,  as  amended,  and 
Article  47  of  the  Amendments  to  the  Constitution  of  the 
Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts  and  chapter  797  of  the 
Acts  of  1969,  as  amended  by  chapter  863  of  the  Acts  of 
1970  and  by  chapter  843  of  the  Acts  of  1971 ,  and  chapter 
222  of  the  Acts  of  1 949 ,  be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council 
of  the  City  of  Boston  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of 
Massachusetts  General  Law  chapter  43B,  section  13,  and 
any  other  applicable  law,  be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Coun- 
cil of  Boston  as  follows: 
Section  1 .  Definitions 

When  used  in  this  ordinance,  unless  the  context  other- 
wise requires,  the  following  terms  shall  have  the  follow- 
ing meanings: 

A.  Board:  The  Rent  Board  established  by  section  2  of 
this  ordinance. 

B.  Capital  Improvement:  Any  reasonably  necessary 
rehabilitation,  addition  or  improvement  which  apprecia- 
bly adds  to  the  value  of  the  property  or  prolongs  its  life,  or 
both,  but  not  including  ordinary  repairs  and  mainte- 
nance, or  the  costs  related  directly  or  indirectly  to  condo- 
minium or  cooperative  conversion. 

C.  Capital  Repairs:  Substantial  renewal,  restoration  or 
renovation  as  distinguished  fromordinary  repairs  includ- 
ing, but  not  limited  to  painting,  roof  repairs  and  any  other 
significant  replacement  or  repairs  and  not  including  the 
costs  related  directly  or  indirectly  to  condominium  or  co- 
operative conversion. 

D.  Chapter  1:  Chapter  1  of  the  Ordinances  of  1983,  as 
amended. 

E.  City:  City  of  Boston. 

F.  Class  or  Subclass  of  Units:  All  units  within  the  city 
or  any  category  of  such  units  based  on  size,  age,  con- 
struction, rent,  location  or  other  common  characteristics. 
Units  may  also  be  classified  by  consideration  of  the  age, 
economic  status  or  other  common  characteristics  of  the 
tenant  occupying  a  unit. 

G.  Class  A  Units:  Units  as  defined  in  section  3(B)  of 
this  ordinance. 

H.  Class  B  Units:  Units  as  defined  in  section  3(C)  of 
this  ordinance. 

I.  Condominium  or  Cooperative  Conversion:  Any  act 
by  a  landlord  designed  to  change  or  further  the  change  of 
a  rental  housing  unit  into  a  condominium  or  cooperative 
unit. 

J.  Condominium  Unit:  A  unit  of  a  condominium  as  that 
term  is  defined  in  chapter  183A  of  the  General  Laws. 

K.  Consumer  Price  Index:  The  consumer  price  index 
for  all  urban  consumers  for  the  Boston  SMSA  as  pub- 
lished by  the  United  States  Department  of  Labor,  Bureau 
of  Labor  Statistics. 

L.  Cooperative  Unit:  A  dwelling  unit  contained  in  a 
housing  cooperative  as  defined  in  chapter  156B,  157,  or 
157B  of  the  General  Laws. 

M.  Elderly  Tenant:  A  tenant  who  is  at  least  sixty-two 
years  of  age  asof  the  date  of  the  filing  of  an  application  for 
a  removal  permit. 
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N.  Executive  Director:  The  executive  director  of  the 
board  as  appointed  by  the  board  with  the  approval  of  the 
Mayor.  The  executive  director  shall  have  the  powers  and 
perform  the  duties  of  a  department  head  regarding  the 
appointment,  supervision,  discharge,  compensation  and 
indemnification  of  employees  of  the  agency  and  shall  ex- 
ercise the  regular  and  customary  functions  of  manage- 
ment. 

O.  General  Laws:  The  General  Laws  of  the  Common- 
wealth of  Massachusetts. 

P.  Handicapped  Tenant:  A  tenant  who  is  physically 
handicapped  as  defined  by  section  13  A  of  chapter  22  of 
the  General  Laws  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachu- 
setts or  mentally  handicapped  as  defined  by  29  U.S.C. 
section  706(7)(b)  as  of  the  date  of  the  filing  of  an  applica- 
tion for  a  removal  permit. 

Q.  Hotels,  Motels,  Inns:  Buildings  which  meet  the  cus- 
tomary legal  characteristics  of  hotels,  motels,  and  inns 
except  that  when  a  majority  of  occupied  dwelling  units  in 
such  buildings  are  occupied  by  persons  as  their  primary 
residence  for  more  than  three  consecutive  months,  such 
units  shall  not  be  included  in  this  definition. 

R.  Housing  Accommodations:  Units  as  defined  in  sec- 
tion 3(A)  of  this  ordinance. 

S.  Housing  Services:  Services  or  facilities  provided  by 
a  landlord  or  required  by  law  or  by  the  terms  of  a  rental 
housing  agreement  to  be  provided  by  a  landlord  to  a  ten- 
ant in  connection  with  the  use  and  occupancy  of  any  unit, 
including  without  limitation:  services,  furniture,  furnish- 
ings, and  equipment:  repairs;  decorating  and  mainte- 
nance; provision  of  light,  heat,  hot  water,  cold  water, 
telephone,  and  elevator  service;  kitchen,  bath,  and  laun- 
dry facilities  and  privileges;  use  of  halls,  corridors, 
stairs,  common  rooms,  yard  and  other  common  areas; 
maid  service,  linen  service,  janitor  service,  removal  of 
refuse,  parking  facilities,  and  any  other  benefit,  privi- 
lege, or  facility.  Housing  services  to  a  unit  shall  include  a 
proportionate  share  of  services  provided  to  common  fa- 
cilities of  the  building  in  which  the  unit  is  contained. 

T.  Landlord:  The  individual  who  hold  title  to  any  unit  in 
any  manner  including,  but  not  limited  to,  a  partnership, 
corporation,  or  trust.  For  purposes  of  this  ordinance  the 
rights  and  duties  of  the  landlord  hereunder  shall  be  the 
obligation  of  anyone  who  manages,  controls,  or  custom- 
arily accepts  rent  on  behalf  of  the  landlord  or  any  agent  of 
such  individual  or  landlord. 

U.  Landlord-Tenant  Assistance  Bureau:  The  bureau 
established  under  section  4  of  this  ordinance. 

V.  Low-or-moderate-income  tenant:  A  tenant  or 
groups  of  tenants,  all  of  whom  occupy  the  same  dwelling 
unit,  whose  total  income  for  the  twelve  months  immedi- 
ately preceding  the  date  of  the  filing  of  an  application  for 
a  removal  permit  is  not  more  than  80  percent  of  the  me- 
dian income  for  the  area  as  set  forth  in  regulations 
promulgated  from  time  to  time  by  the  United  States  De- 
partment of  Housing  and  Urban  Development  pursuant  to 
section  8  of  the  Housing  Act  of  1937,  as  amended  by  the 
Housing  and  Community  Development  Act  of  1974,  and 
calculated  pursuant  to  said  regulations. 

W.  Operating  and  Maintenance  Expenses:  The  reason- 
able and  necessary  expenses  to  a  landlord  for  providing 
housing  services  to  a  tenant,  including,  but  not  limited  to, 
maintenance,  repair,  management  fee,  real  estate  bro- 
ker's commission,  insurance,  utilities  included  with  the 
rent,  but  not  including  mortgage  interest  and  amortiza- 
tion, an  allowance  for  obsolescence  of  depreciation  or  the 
costs  related  directly  or  indirectly  or  indirectly  to  condo- 
minium or  cooperative  conversion. 

X.  Removal  Permit:  The  permit  required  to  remove  a 
unit  from  rental  housing  use  under  section  14  of  this  ordi- 
nance. 

Y.  Rent:  The  consideration,  including  any  bonus,  ben- 
efit, gratuity,  or  charge  contingent  or  otherwise,  de- 


manded or  received  for,  or  in  connection  with,  the  use  or 
occupancy  of  a  unit  for  housing  services  or  for  the  trans- 
fer of  a  lease  of  a  unit .  For  purposes  of  this  ordinance  and 
any  other  applicable  laws,  the  annual  fee  as  required  un- 
der section  5  shall  not  be  deemed  rent. 

Z.  Rental  Housing  Agreement:  An  agreement,  verbal, 
written,  or  implied  between  a  landlord  and  a  tenant  for 
use  and  occupancy  of  a  unit  and  for  related  housing  serv- 
ices. 

AA.  Section:  a  section  of  this  ordinance. 

BB.  Tenant:  A  tenant,  subtenant,  lessee,  sublessee,  or 
other  person,  entitled  under  the  terms  of  a  rental  housing 
agreement  to  the  use  and  occupancy  of  any  unit  excluding 
transient  guests  in  occupancy  for  less  than  fourteen  con- 
secutive days. 

CC.  Unit:  A  unit  or  units  as  defined  in  section  3(A)  of 
this  ordinance. 
Section  2.  Rent  Board 

A.  Composition 

There  shall  be  in  the  city  a  board  known  as  the  Rent 
Board,  consisting  of  five  residents  of  the  city  appointed 
by  the  Mayor,  including  one  tenant  of  a  rental  dwelling 
unit  who  owns  no  rental  dwelling  units;  one  landlord  who 
owns  or  manages  at  least  twenty  rental  dwelling  units  in 
the  city;  and  three  member  representing  the  public  inter- 
est, none  of  whom  may  own  or  manage  more  than  three 
rental  dwelling  units  in  the  city.  The  executive  director, 
with  the  approval  of  the  Mayor,  may  serve  as  a  member  of 
the  board.  Members  of  the  board  shall  be  appointed  for  a 
term  expiring  on  the  first  Monday  of  the  January  follow- 
ing the  next  bienial  municipal  election  at  which  a  Mayor 
is  elected.  The  executive  director,  if  a  member  of  the 
board,  shall  not  serve  as  chairperson  of  the  board.  The 
board  shall  elect  one  of  its  members  as  chairperson  to 
serve  in  that  capacity  for  a  term  of  one  year.  Vacancies 
shall  be  filled  by  the  Mayor  for  the  unexpired  term.  The 
Mayor  may  remove  any  member  of  the  board  in  accord- 
ance with  the  provisions  of  the  City  of  Boston  code.  Stat- 
utes, Title  5,  section  107. 

B.  Compensation 

Each  member  of  the  board  shall  receive  compensation 
for  actual  service  in  the  amount  of  $15  per  hour  or  part 
thereof.  The  executive  director  shall  not  receive  any  ad- 
ditional compensation  for  duties  performed  as  a  member 
of  the  board,  beyond  the  executive  director's  salary. 
Members  of  the  board,  other  than  the  executive  director, 
are  hereby  classified  as  special  municipal  employees  for 
the  purposes  of  chapter  268A  of  the  General  Laws. 

C.  Powers  and  Duties 

The  board  shall  have  and  shall  exercise  all  powers  nec- 
essary and  convenient  to  the  accomplishment  of  the  pur- 
poses of  this  ordinance  and  in  furtherance  of  its 
provisions.  Such  powers  of  the  board  shall  include,  but 
not  be  limited  to,  the  power  to  promulgate  policies,  rules, 
rulings  and  regulations,  and  to  issue,  modify  or  rescind 
orders  regarding  any  and  all  rent,  eciction,  exemption, 
registration  or  permit  matters,  or  any  other  matter  which 
falls  within  the  scope  of  this  ordinance.  The  board  shall 
hire  the  executive  director  with  the  approval  of  the 
Mayor.  In  addition,  the  board  may,  in  its  discretion, 

1 .  Bring  administrative,  civil  and  criminal  actions  as 
deemed  necessary  to  enforce  the  provisions  of  this 
ordinance;  and 

2.  Refer  any  appropriate  matter  to  the  Assessing,  Fire, 
Inspectional  Services,  or  other  appropriate  depart- 
ments; and 

3.  At  the  request  of  the  landlord,  render  a  binding  advi- 
sory opinion  as  to  the  permissible  impact  on  the  rent 
of  a  proposed  capital  improvement. 

D.  Studies,  Information,  Investigations,  and  Reports 
The  board  may  make  such  studies  and  investigations, 

conduct  such  hearings,  and  obtain  such  information  as  is 
deemed  necessary  in  promulgating  any  regulation,  rule 
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or  order  under  this  ordinance  or  in  administering  and  en- 
forcing this  ordinance  and  regulations  and  orders 
promulgated  hereunder. 

For  the  foregoing  purposes,  a  person  may  be  sum- 
moned to  attend  and  testify,  and  to  produce  books  and 
documents,  and  prepare  in  like  manner  as  he  may  be  sum- 
moned to  attend  as  a  witness  before  a  court  and  before  the 
City  Council  under  section  8  of  chapter  233  of  the  Gen- 
eral Laws.  Any  person  who  rents  or  offers  for  rent  or  acts 
as  broker  or  agent  for  the  rental  of  any  units  may  be  re- 
quired to  furnish  under  oath  any  information  required  by 
the  board,  and  to  produce  records  and  other  documents 
and  make  reports.  Such  persons  shall  have  the  right  to  be 
represented  by  counsel,  and  a  transcript  shall  be  taken  of 
all  testimony  and  such  person  shall  have  the  right  to  ex- 
amine said  transcript  at  reasonable  times  and  places.  Sec- 
tion 10  of  chapter  233  of  the  General  Laws  shall  apply. 
The  board  shall  recommend  for  adoption  such  amend- 
ments as  may  be  necessary  to  carry  out  the  purposes  of 
this  ordinance.  The  board,  unless  otherwise  prescribed 
by  law,  shall  have  the  power  to  make  such  studies  and  to 
obtain  such  necessary  information  regarding  all  units  in 
the  city  in  order  to  carry  out  the  purposes  and  provisions 
of  this  ordinance  and  to  make  informed  recommenda- 
tions for  amendments  to  this  ordinance. 
Section  3.  Board  Jurisdiction/Exemptions 

The  board  shall  exercise  its  jurisdiction  over  all  Class 
A  and  Class  B  units  in  a  manner  and  as  defined  in  this 
section.  In  so  doing,  the  board  may,  by  regulation,  estab- 
lish reasonable  standards  for  determining  the  exemption 
status  of  any  class  or  subclass  of  units  hereunder. 
A.  Units 

When  used  in  this  ordinance  the  term,  units,  shall  have 
the  following  meaning: 

Any  building,  structure  or  part  thereof  or  land  appur- 
tenant thereto,  or  any  other  real  or  personal  property, 
rented  or  offered  for  rent,  for  living  or  dwelling  pur- 
poses, within  the  city,  including  without  limitation 
developments,  houses,  apartments,  rooming  or 
boarding  house  units,  vacant  units,  condominium 
units,  cooperative  units  and  other  properties  used  for 
living  or  dwelling  purposes,  together  with  all  serv- 
ices connected  with  the  use  or  occupancy  of  such 
property. 
B.  Class  A  Units 

When  used  in  this  ordinance  the  term,  Class  A 
Units,  shall  mean  units  as  defined  in  section  3(A)  ex- 
cept that  the  following  units  shall  be  exempt  from 
such  definition: 

1 .  units  in  any  building  or  structure  containing  no 
more  than  two  dwelling  units  provided  that,  two  or 
more  adjoining  buildings  or  structures  under  com- 
mon legal  or  beneficial  ownership  shall  constitute  a 
single  building  or  structure  for  this  purpose;  and 

2.  units  in  any  building  or  structure  containing  no 
more  than  three  dwelling  units,  one  of  which  is  occu- 
pied by  the  owner  thereof  as  the  owner's  permanent 
and  principal  residence;  provided,  however,  that  two 
or  more  adjoining  buildings  or  structures  under  com- 
mon legal  or  beneficial  ownership  shall  constitute  a 
single  building  or  structure  for  this  purpose;  and  pro- 
vided, further,  that  no  building  or  structure  shall  be 
considered  occupied  by  the  owner  thereof  unless  all 
beneficial  owners  occupy  one  or  more  dwellings 
units  therein  as  their  permanent  and  principal  resi- 
dence; and 

3.  units  in  hotels,  motels,  inns,  and 

3  A .  condominium  units  for  which  a  master  deed  was 
duly  recorded  therefor  on  or  before  October  1 , 1 984, 
and  which  are  either: 

a.  occupied  by  any  of  the  owners  thereof;  or 

b.  occupied  by  a  tenant  or  tenants  thereof,  pro- 
vided that  all  such  tenant  occupants  have  first  oc- 


cupied such  unit  after  the  date  the  master  deed  was 
duly  recorded  therefor. 

4.  units  which  the  United  States  or  the  Common- 
wealth of  Massachusetts  or  the  city  or  any  authority 
created  under  the  laws  thereof  owns. 

5.  units  which  the  United  States  or  the  Common- 
wealth of  Massachusetts  or  any  authority  created  un- 
der the  laws  thereof  either  operates,  or  finances  or 
subsidizes  or  insures  the  new  construction  or  sub- 
stantial rehabilitation  mortgage  thereon,  or  regulates 
the  individual  rents  thereof;  except  that  units  which 
are  subsidized  under  sections  202,  221(d)  or  236  of 
the  National  Housing  Act,  as  amended,  shall  not  be 
exempted  hereunder  from  the  definition  of  Class  A 
units;  and 

6.  units  which  the  city  operates;  and 

7.  units  in  any  building  or  structure  in  which  the 
original  construction  or  conversion  from  non-hous- 
ing to  housing  use  was  completed  after  December  1 , 
1968,  for  conventionally  financed  units  and  after 
January  1,  1972,  with  respect  to  units  as  set  forth  in 
section  3(B)(5). 

8.  units  in  any  building  or  structure  in  which  all 
dwelling  units  contained  therein  were  substantially 
rehabilitated,  in  the  opinion  of  the  board,  so  as  to 
constitute  the  equivalent  of  new  construction  after 
December  1,  1968,  with  respect  to  conventionally 
financed  units,  and  after  January  1,  1972,  with  re- 
spect to  units  as  set  forth  in  section  3(B)(5). 

9.  units  in  rooming  or  boarding  houses  which  are 
occupied  in  the  majority  by  transient  guests  for  a  per- 
iod of  less  than  fourteen  consecutive  days,  and 

10.  units  in  any  hospital,  convent,  monastery,  asy- 
lum, public  institution  or  college  or  school  dormi- 
tory operated  exclusively  for  charitable  or 
educational  purposes;  or  nursing  home  or  rest  home 
or  charitable  home  for  the  aged ,  not  organized  or  op- 
erated for  profit. 

1 1 .  A  unit  in  any  building  or  structure  containing  no 
less  than  four  but  no  more  than  six  dwelling  units, 
one  of  which  is  occupied  by  the  owner  thereof  as  the 
owner's  permanent  and  principal  residence;  pro- 
vided, however,  that  two  or  more  adjoining  build- 
ings or  structures  under  common  legal  or  beneficial 
ownership  shall  constitute  a  single  building  or  struc- 
ture for  this  purpose;  and  provided,  further,  that  no 
building  or  structure  shall  be  considered  occupied  by 
the  owner  thereof  unless  all  beneficial  owners  oc- 
cupy one  or  more  dwelling  units  therein  as  their  per- 
manent and  principal  residence;  except  units 
convered  by  section  3(E)  of  this  Ordinance. 

12.  A  unit  occupied  by  a  person  or  groups  of  per- 
sons, all  of  whom  occupy  the  same  dwelling  unit, 
whose  total  income  for  the  twelve  months  immedi- 
ately preceding  the  date  of  the  filing  of  an  application 
for  an  exemption  is  not  more  than  1 10  percent  of  the 
median  income  for  an  individual  living  in  the  area  as 
set  forth  in  regulations  promulgated  from  time  to 
time  by  the  United  States  Department  of  Housing  and 
Urban  Development  pursuant  to  section  8  of  the 
Housing  Act  of  1937,  as  amended  by  the  Housing 
and  Community  Development  Act  of  1974,  and  cal- 
culated by  adding  the  total  income  for  all  persons  oc- 
cupying such  unit  and  dividing  such  total  income  by 
the  number  of  persons  in  occupancy  during  that  per- 
iod. 

C.  Class  B  Units 

When  used  by  this  ordinance  the  term  Class  B  units, 
shall  mean  exempt  units  as  set  forth  in  subparagraphs  5- 
13  of  section  3(B). 

D.  Coverage 

I .  Removal  Permit  Coverage:  All  Class  A  and  Class  B 
units  are  subject  to  the  removal  permit  and  related  pro- 
visions of  this  ordinance. 
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2 .  Full  Coverage:  All  Class  A  units  are  subject  to  all  of 
the  provisions  of  this  ordinance. 

E.  Coverage  for  Four-Six-Unit  Owner-Occupied  Build- 
ings. 

1 .  Class  A  Units  —  Any  unit  in  any  building  or  structure 
containing  no  less  than  four  but  no  more  than  six 
dwelling  units  one  of  which  is  occupied  by  the  owner 
thereof  as  the  owner's  permanent  and  principal  resi- 
dence; provided,  however,  that  two  or  more  adjoin- 
ing buildings  or  structures  under  common  legal  or 
beneficial  ownership  shall  constitute  a  single  build- 
ing or  structure  for  this  purpose;  and,  provided  fur- 
ther that  no  building  or  structure  shall  be  considered 
occupied  by  the  owner  thereof  unless  all  beneficial 
owners  occupy  one  or  more  dwelling  units  therein  as 
their  permanent  and  principal  residence;  shall  be 
treated  as  Class  A  units  under  this  ordinance  pro- 
vided that: 

(a)  any  tenant  occupant  therof  first  occupied  such 
unit  on  or  before  the  effective  date  of  this  ordi- 
nance; 

(b)  no  vacancy  decontrol  certificate  has  been  is- 
sued for  such  unit  pursuant  to  chapter  I . 

2.  Rent  Grievance  Units  —  Any  unit  in  any 
building  or  structure  containing  no  less  than 
four  but  not  more  than  six  dwelling  units,  one 
of  which  is  occupied  by  the  owner  thereof  as 
the  owner's  permanent  and  principal  resi- 
dence; provided,  however,  that  two  or  more 
adjoining  buildings  or  structures  under  com- 
mon legal  or  beneficial  ownership  shall  con- 
stitute a  single  building  or  structure  for  this 
purpose;  and,  provided  further  that  no  build- 
ing or  structure  shall  be  considered  occupied 
by  the  owner  thereof  unless  all  benefi- 
cialowners  occupy  one  or  more  dwelling  units 
therein  as  their  permanent  and  principal  resi- 
dence, shall  be  treated  as  a  rent  grievance  unit 
provided  that: 

(a)  any  tenant  occupant  thereof  first  occupied  such 
unit  on  or  before  the  effective  date  of  this  ordi- 
nance; 

(b)  a  vacancy  decontrol  certificate  has  been  issue 
for  such  unit  pursuant  to  chapter  1 ; 

■  (c)  such  unit  is  occupied  by  an  elderly,  handi- 
capped or  low-or  moderate-income  tenant  who 
occupied  such  unit  on  or  before  the  effective 
date  of  this  ordinance. 

3.  Coverage  for  Rent  Grievance  Units:  All  rent  griev- 
ance units  shall  receive  the  following  coverage: 

(a)  Rent  Grievance:  All  rent  grievance  units  shall 
receive  rent  grievance  as  follows: 
All  elderly,  handicapped,  or  low-or  moderate- 
income  tenants  of  rent  grievance  units  may  peti- 
tion the  board  on  a  form  approved  by  the 
executive  director  for  a  downward  adjustment 
of  the  rent  for  such  a  unit  if  the  landlord  has  in- 
creased the  rent  for  said  tenant's  unit  by  a  per- 
centage which  is  greater  than  the  percentage 
increase  in  the  Consumer  Price  Index  for  the 
twelve  months  immediately  preceding  the  date 
of  said  tenant's  petition;  provided,  however,  the 
board  may  establish  a  basis  other  than  the  Con- 
sumer Price  Index,  if  said  index  does  not  ade- 
quately reflect  the  cost  of  providing  housing  in 
the  City  of  Boston.  The  executive  director  shall 
conduct  a  hearing  with  respect  to  all  such  peti- 
tions filed  and  shall  make  a  recommendation  to 
the  board.  The  board  shall  not  be  bound  by  the 
executive  director's  recommendation  and  shall 
evaluate  independently  the  evidence  as  pre- 
sented to  the  executive  director.  The  board  shall 
act  within  a  reasonable  time  after  receiving  the 


executive  director's  recommendation;  pro- 
vided, however,  such  action  shall  occur  within 
sixty  calendar  days  after  the  board's  receipt  of  a 
petition.  Until  a  decision  has  been  made  by  the 
board  in  favor  of  the  tenant,  the  tenant  shall  be 
obligated  to  tender  such  rent  increase  as  law- 
fully required  by  the  landlord;  provided,  how- 
ever, the  board  shall  order  repayment.  The 
board  may  be  regulation  the  hearing  procedure 
provided  for  in  this  section  to  serve  the  public 
interest. 

Any  such  petition  shall  be  filed  with  the  board 
within  thirty  days  after  the  tenant's  receipt  of  the 
landlord's  notice  of  the  rent  increase;  provided, 
however,  the  board  may  extend  such  period  for 
filing  if  the  tenant  was  unable  to  file  the  petition 
due  to  illness,  absence  from  the  city,  or  other 
good  cause.  The  executive  director  shall  notify 
the  landlord  upon  receipt  of  a  petition.  Failure 
on  the  part  of  the  landlord  to  appear  at  a  hearing, 
either  in  person  or  through  counsel ,  on  a  tenant's 
petition  pursuant  to  this  section  shall  result  in  an 
automatic  approval  of  said  tenant's  petition. 
Within  forty-five  days  after  the  effective  date  of 
this  ordinance,  annually  on  the  second  day  of 
January,  beginning  in  1985,  and  as  part  of  any 
notice  of  an  increase  in  the  rent  for  any  griev- 
ance unit  every  tenant  of  a  rent  grievance  unit 
shall  be  notified  in  writing  of  his  right  to  file  a 
rent  grievance  with  the  board  pursuant  to  this 
section.  Such  notice  shall  be  in  a  form  which  has 
been  approved  by  the  executive  director  and 
shall  contain  information  respecting  the  condi- 
tions of  eligibility  and  the  procedure  for  such 
rent  grievances.  Notstanding  any  other  provi- 
sions of  this  section,  no  landlord  shall  receive 
more  than  one  rent  adjustment  in  any  twelve- 
month period.  For  purposes  of  this  section,  a 
low-or  moderate-income  tenant  is  a  low  and 
moderate-income  person  who  was  a  bona  fide 
resident  of  the  City  of  Boston  on  January  1 , 
1983. 

b.  Removal  permit  coverage:  All  rent  grievance 
units  are  subject  to  the  removal  permit  provi- 
sions of  section  14  of  this  ordinance.  For  the 
purpose  of  section  14,  only,  rent  grievance  units 
shall  be  treated  as  Class  A  units. 

c.  Eviction  Coverage: 

( 1 . )  Recovery  of  Possession 
No  person  shall  bring  any  action  to  recover  pos- 
session of  a  rent  grievance  unit  for  the  purpose 
of  converting  or  facilitating  the  conversion  of 
such  unit  to  a  condominium  unit,  or  cooperative 
unit,  or  to  otherwise  remove  such  unit  from 
rental  housing  use  except  as  follows: 
(a.)  the  landlord  seeks  to  recover  possession  in 
good  faith  of  a  rent  grievance  unit  in  order  to 
convert  or  facilitate  the  conversion  of  the  rent 
grievance  unit  to  a  condominium  unit  or  cooper- 
ative unit  provided  that: 
i.  the  landlord  shall  use  and  occupy  the  unit  as 
the  primary  residence  of  him  or  herself,  or 
his/her  children,  parents,  brother,  sister,  father- 
in-law,  mother-in-law,  son-in-law,  or  daughter- 
in-law;  and 

ii.  a  removal  permit  has  been  obtained  for  such 
unit  and  there  has  been  full  compliance  with  the 
conditions  contained  in  such  permit;  and 
iii.  such  use  and  occupancy  is  the  landlord's  pri- 
mary motive  in  seeking  to  recover  possession  of 
such  unit  and  the  landlord  has  no  other  motive 
which  is  in  conflict  with  the  pruposes  and  provi- 
sions of  this  ordinance. 
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(b.)  the  landlord  seeks  to  recover  possession  in 
good  faith  of  a  rent  grievance  unit  in  order  to 
convert  or  facilitate  the  conversion  of  the  rent 
grevance  unit  to  a  condominium  unit  or  cooper- 
ative unit  provided  that: 
i.  a  bona  fide  purchaser  for  value  has  agreed  to 
purchase  the  unit  and  has  signed  a  binding  pur- 
chase and  sale  agreement;  and 
ii.  the  purchaser  shall  use  and  occupy  the  unit 
primary  residence  for  him  or  herself,  or  his/her 
children,  parents,  brother,  sister,  father-in-law, 
mother-in-law,  son-in-law,  or  daughter-in-law; 
and 

iii.  the  landlord  has  obtained  a  removal  permit 
therefore  and  fully  complied  with  the  contained 
therein;  and 

i  v .  such  use  and  occupancy  is  the  landlord 's  pri- 
mary motive  in  seeking  to  recover  possession  of 
such  unit  and  the  landlord  or  purchaser  has  no 
other  motive  which  is  in  conflict  with  the  pur- 
poses and  provisions  of  this  ordinance. 
2.  Affidavits  Required  for  Rent  Grievance  Units 
(a. )  Non-Removal  Evictions:  No  person  shall  seek  to 
recover  possession  of  a  rent  grievance  unit  for  a  non- 
removal  reason  without  first  filing  with  the  board  an 
affidavit  signed  under  the  penalties  of  perjury  stating 
that  such  eviction  is  not  sought  in  order  to  convert  of 
facilitate  the  conversion  of  such  unit  ot  a  condomin- 
ium unit,  or  cooperative  unit,  or  to  otherwise  remove 
such  unit  from  rental  housing  use.  such  affidavit 
shall  also  state  that  such  eviction  is  sought  for  one  of 
the  reasons  enumerated  in  section  1 1(A)  of  this  ordi- 
nance, that  such  reason  is  the  primary  reason  for 
seeking  recovery  of  possession  of  such  unit,  that 
landlord  has  no  other  reason  or  motive  for  seeking 
recovery  of  possession  of  such  unit  which  is  in  con- 
flict with  the  purposes  and  provisions  of  this  ordi- 
nance, as  well  as  any  other  pertinent  information 
required  by  the  board.  The  landlord  shall  serve  a 
copy  of  the  affidavit  upon  the  tenant  along  with  the 
applicable  notice  to  quit.  Upon  commencement  of  a 
subsequent  action  to  recover  possession  in  court,  the 
landlord  shall  file  a  copy  of  such  affidavit  with  the 
court.  No  such  action  shall  be  entered  by  the  court 
without  the  required  affidavit, 
(b.)  Condominium  or  Cooperative  Removal 
Evictions:  No  person  shall  seek  to  recover  posses- 
sion of  a  rent  grievance  in  order  to  convert  or 
facilitate  the  conversion  of  such  unit  to  a  condo- 
minium unit  or  cooperative  unit  without  first  fil- 
ing with  the  board  an  affidavit  signed  under  the 
penalties  of  perjury  stating  that  there  has  been 
full  compliance  with  the  provisions  of  section 
3(EE)(3)(c)(l)(a)  or  3(EE)(3)(c)(l)(b),  which- 
ever is  applicable.  Such  affidavit  shall  also  state 
any  other  pertinent  information  required  by  the 
board,  the  landlord  shall  serve  acopy  of  the  affi- 
davit and  perinent  removal  permit  upon  the  ten- 
ant along  with  the  applicalbe  notice  to  quit. 
Upon  commencement  of  a  subsequent  action  to 
recover  possession  in  court,  the  landlord  shall 
file  a  copy  of  such  affidavit  and  removal  permit 
with  the  court.  No  such  action  shall  be  netered 
by  the  court  without  the  required  affidavit  and 
removal  permit. 

d.  Fees:  For  purposes  of  section  5  of  this  ordinance, 
rent  grievance  units  shall  be  treated  as  Class  B  units. 

e.  Registration:  For  the  purposes  of  section  6  of  this 
ordinance,  the  board  may  require  registration  of  all 
rent  grievance  units. 

4.  Upper  Income  Occupancy  Exemption:  For  the  pur- 
poses of  obtaining  an  exemption  under  section 
3(B)(12)  the  person  seeking  the  exemption  will  have 


the  burden  or  proving  entitlement  thereto  on  an  an- 
nual basis.  No  affidavit,  document,  agreement  or 
waiver,  oral  or  written,  in  which  an  occupant  or  pro- 
spective occupant  agrees  to  such  exemption  shall  be 
accepted  as  evidence  by  the  board  without  support- 
ing documentation  of  the  occupant's  income  as  of  the 
approximate  date  of  the  exemption  application. 

E.  Prior  Approval 

1 .  Change  in  Exemption  Status:  Any  units  which  are 
subject  to  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance  as  of 
the  effective  date  shall  not  subsequently  be  exempted 
from  such  provisions  pursuant  to  subparagraphs  (1)- 
(12)  of  section  3(B),  or  section  3(C),  until  the  land- 
lord obtains  the  prior  approval  of  the  board  for  such 
exemption. 

2.  Board  Initiated  Exemption  Actions:  Upon  finding 
probable  cause,  the  board  may  initiate  action  to  de- 
termine the  scope  of  its  jurisdiction  under  any  provi- 
sion of  this  ordinance.  Such  board  initiated  actions 
may  include,  but  not  be  limited  to,  a  determination  of 
the  validity  of  the  exemption  status  of  a  housing  ac- 
commodation under  chapter  1  and  the  proper  scope, 
if  any,  of  such  exemption  under  this  ordinance. 

3.  Exemption  of  Units  in  Four-Six  Owner-Occupied 
Unit  Buildings:  In  addition  to  any  other  require- 
ments, a  landlord  seeking  to  exempt  a  unit  in  a  four- 
six  unit  owner-occupied  building  shall  prove  to  the 
board  that  the  tenant  who  vacated  such  unit  vacated 
voluntarily  or  pursuant  to  a  court  order. 

F.  Loss  of  Exemption  Status 

Any  units  which  are  exempt  from  any  provision  of 
this  ordinance,  shall  remain  exempt  from  such  provi- 
sion only  so  long  as  the  facts  and  circumstances  war- 
ranting such  exemption  continue  in  effect.  A 
landlord  of  a  unit  which  no  longer  meets  the  criteria 
for  exemption  status  due  to  a  change  in  facts  or  cir- 
cumstances shall  register  such  unit  with  the  board  in 
accordance  with  the  provisions  of  section  6  and  any 
applicable  regulations. 

G.  Hearings 

All  determinations  of  the  board  under  this  section, 
except  for  probable  cause  findings,  shall  be  made  af- 
ter a  public  hearing  conducted  in  accordance  with  the 
provisions  of  section  1 1  of  chapter  30A  of  the  Gen- 
eral Laws  except  that  requirements  (7)  and  (8) 
thereof  shall  not  apply  to  such  hearings. 
Section  4.  Landlord-Tenant  Assistance  Bureau 

There  shall  be  a  Landlord-Tenant  Assistance  Bureau 
administered  by  the  executive  director  for  the  purpose  of 
assisting  landlords  and  tenants  in  understanding  and  pur- 
suing their  rights  and  responsibilities  under  this  ordi- 
nance. To  carry  out  that  purpose,  the  bureau  shall  engage 
in  activities  such  as  the  following:  assist  landlords  and 
tenants  in  filling  out  the  necessary  forms  to  pursue  their 
rights  and  fulfill  their  responsibilities  under  this  ordi- 
nance, including  prehearing  review  of  such  forms  for 
completeness  with  parties  to  a  dispute  before  the  board; 
offer,  in  conjunction  with  the  board,  dispute  resolution 
assistance  such  as  non-binding  mediation  services  and 
prehearing  conferences;  provided  assistance  to  non-En- 
glish-speaking landlords  and  tenants;  prepare  and  dis- 
tribute informational  materials  describing 
landlord-tenant  rights  and  responsibilities  under  this  or- 
dinance and  board  policies  and  procedures;  hold  regular 
informational  meetings  in  neighborhoods  throughout  the 
city  explaining  landlord-tenant  rights  and  responsibilities 
and  board  policies  and  procedures;  and  engage  in  other 
activities  that  shall  further  the  purpose  of  the  bureau.  The 
bureau  shall  carry  out  these  activities  in  various  locations 
and  at  various  times  as  will  provide  accessibility  to  these 
services  to  both  landlords  and  tenants.  To  the  extent  pos- 
sible, the  bureau  will  also  make  available  information  re- 
garding other  programs  and  private  and  public  referrals. 
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whose  purpose  is  to  provide  and  maintain  decent,  safe, 
sanitary  and  affordable  housing. 
Section  5.  FEES 

A.  Annual  Fees  for  Class  A  Units 

The  board  shall  charge  every  landlord  of  a  Class  A  unit 
a  non-refundable  annual  fee  for  each  such  unit.  Such  fee 
shall  be  established  by  the  board  by  regulation  on  a  fiscal 
or  calendar  year  basis  and  shall  not  be  less  than  $12  nor 
more  than  $36  per  year  per  unit.  The  board  may  establish 
a  fee  by  subclass  of  such  units .  Any  such  annual  fee  estab- 
lished by  the  board  shall  apply  to  both  occupied  and  unoc- 
cupied units. 

B.  Annual  Fees  for  Class  B  Units 

The  board  may  charge  every  landlord  of  a  Class  B  unit 
a  non-refundable  annual  fee  for  each  unit.  Such  fee  shall 
be  established  by  the  board  by  regulation  on  a  fiscal  or 
calendar  year  basis  and  shall  not  be  less  than  $0  nor  more 
than  $12  per  year  per  unit.  The  board  may  establish  a  fee 
by  subclass  of  such  units.  Any  such  annual  fee  established 
by  the  board  shall  apply  to  both  occupied  and  unoccupied 
units. 

C.  Payment  of  Fees 

The  annual  fee  shall  be  paid  to  the  City  of  Boston  by  the 
landlord.  The  board  shall  establish  by  regulation  the 
time,  place  and  manner  of  such  payment.  After  such  pay- 
ment has  been  made,  the  landlord  may  charge  the  entire 
cost  of  the  annual  fee  for  each  such  unit  to  the  tenants 
thereof  on  an  equal  monthly  basis.  The  board  shall  estab- 
lish by  regulation  the  method  for  charging  the  tenants  the 
cost  of  such  annual  fee  and  the  tenants  shall  be  required  to 
pay  such  charge  to  the  landlord  in  accordance  therewith. 
For  the  purpose  of  this  ordinance  or  any  other  law,  the 
cost  of  this  annual  fee  shall  not  be  deemed  rent. 

D.  Establishment  of  Fee 

1 .  Class  A  Units 

The  board  shall  establish  the  fee  for  Class  A  units  based 
upon  the  approximate  cost,  including  all  incidental  costs, 
to  the  city  of  exercising  all  of  the  powers  and  duties  of  this 
ordinance,  directly  or  indirectly  related  to  Class  A  units. 

2.  Class  B  Units 

The  board  shall  establish  the  fee  for  Class  B  units  based 
upon  the  approximate  cost,  including  incidental  costs,  to 
the  city  of  exercising  all  of  the  powers  and  duties  of  this 
ordinance,  directly  or  indirectly  related  to  Class  B  Units. 

E.  Use  of  Fees 

All  fees  established  hereunder  shall  be  used  by  the  city 
exclusively  for  the  purposes  of  funding  the  exercise  of  the 
board's  power  and  duties  as  provided  in  this  ordinance. 
Any  excess  fees  collected  in  any  year  shall  be  used  by  the 
city  in  the  next  year  to  defray  the  cost  of  funding  the  exer- 
cise of  the  Board's  powers  and  duties. 

F.  Failure  to  Comply 

1 .  The  executive  director  shall,  upon  filing,  adminis- 
tratively dismiss  any  petition,  application  or  other  sub- 
mission to  the  board  of  any  landlord  who  has  failed,  at  the 
time  of  such  filing,  to  pay  the  fee  required  by  this  ordi- 
nance. The  board  may  dismiss  or  stay  the  processing  of 
any  pending  petition,  application  or  other  submission  be- 
fore it  regarding  any  landlord  who  fails  to  pay  a  fee  re- 
quired by  this  ordinance  during  the  pendency  of  such 
petition,  application  or  other  submission. 

2.  No  general  adjustment  of  maximum  rent  of  a  Class 
A  unit  shall  be  allowed  for  any  such  unit  where  the  land- 
lord fails  to  pay  the  annual  fee  required  herein  for  such 
unit. 

Section  6.  Registration 

The  board  may  require  registration  of  all  Class  A  and 
Class  B  and  rent  grievance  units,  or  any  subclass  of  such 
units,  on  forms  approved  by  the  executive  director.  The 
board  may  require  such  registration  information  as 
deemed  appropriate  to  facilitate  the  administration  of  this 
ordinance  and  may  require  periodic  updating  of  such  in- 
formation. Once  administratively  accepted  by  the  execu- 


tive director,  registration  information  may  only  be 
amended  or  modified  with  the  prior  approval  of  the  board 
or  in  accordance  with  procedures  set  forth  in  duly 
promulgated  regulations. 

Whoever  fails  to  timely  file  any  statement  or  informa- 
tion required  to  be  filed  under  this  section,  or  who  has 
failed  to  file  any  information  required  under  chapter  1 , 
shall,  in  addition  to  any  other  remedies  under  this  ordi- 
nance, be  subject  to  a  fine  of  up  to  $50  per  unit  per  calen- 
dar day  that  such  failure  continues.  The  executive 
director  shall,  upon  filing,  administratively  dismiss  any 
petition,  application,  including  an  application  for  a  certif- 
icate of  eviction ,  or  other  submission  to  the  board  of  any 
landlord  who  fails  at  the  time  of  such  filing  to  provide  the 
required  registration  information.  The  board  may  dis- 
miss or  stay  the  processing  of  any  pending  petition,  appli- 
cation or  other  submission  before  it  regarding  any 
landlord  who  has  failed  to  submit  any  required  registra- 
tion information  during  the  pendency  of  such  petition, 
application,  or  other  submission.  Additionally,  no  gen- 
eral adjustment  of  maximum  rent  shall  be  granted  for  a 
Class  A  unit  for  which  the  landlord  has  failed  to  provide 
the  required  registration  information. 
Section  7.  Maximum  Rent 

A.  Establishment 

The  maximum  rent  for  all  Class  A  units  under  this  ordi- 
nance shall  be  the  rent  charged  for  such  units  on  March 
3 1 ,  1984,  except  as  follows: 

1 .  Controlled  Housing  Accommodations  under  Chap- 
ter 1 

The  new  maximum  rent  for  Class  A  units  which  were 
controlled  housing  accommodations  as  defined  in 
chapter  1  on  the  date  immediately  preceding  the  ef- 
fective date  of  this  ordinance  shall  be  the  last  maxi- 
mum rent  duly  established  for  such  controlled 
housing  accommodations  under  sections  4,  5,  and  7 
of  chapter  1. 

2.  Vacancy  Decontrolled  Housing  Accommodations 
Subject  to  Rent  Grievance  under  Chapter  1 

The  maximum  rent  for  Class  A  units  which  were  va- 
cancy decontrolled  housing  accommodations  sub- 
ject to  rent  grievance  procedures  under  section  6  of 
chapter  1  shall  be  the  last  rent  duly  established  under 
such  grievance  procedures,  provided  that  all  of  the 
following  conditions  have  been  satisfied: 

a.  the  landlord  implemented  a  rent  increase  which 
was  effective  on  or  before  March  31 ,  1984,  and 

b.  the  tenant  timely  filed  a  grievance  petition  pur- 
suant to  chapter  1 ,  and 

c.  a  decision  on  such  petition  was  issued  after 
March  31,  1984. 

3.  No  Rent  Charged  on  March  31,  1984 

The  maximum  rent  for  Class  A  units  for  which  no 
rent  was  charged  on  March  31.  1984,  shall  be  the 
lawful  rent  charged  for  the  closest  month  within  six 
months  prior  to  March  3 1 ,  1984. 

4.  New  Class  A  Units 

The  maximum  rent  for  a  Class  A  unit  which  becomes 
subject  to  the  maximum  rent  provisions  of  this  ordi- 
nance at  any  time  after  the  effective  date  hereof  shall 
be  the  lawful  rent  charged  for  the  closest  month 
within  six  months  prior  to  the  date  such  unit  became 
subject  to  such  maximum  rent  provisions. 

B.  Otherwise  Established  Rents 

If  the  maximum  rent  cannot  be  established  under  any  of 
the  other  provisions  of  this  section  it  shall  be  established 
by  the  board  in  accordance  with  duly  promulgated  regu- 
lations. 

C.  Maximum  Rent  Class  B  Units 

No  maximum  rent  limitations  shall  apply  to  Class  B 
units  except  as  follows.  The  maximum  rent  for  a  tenanted 
Class  B  unit  which  is  being  removed  from  rental  housing 
use  shall  be  the  rent  in  effect  at  the  time  the  application  for 
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removal  permit  for  such  unit  is  filed  with  the  board.  If  a 
removal  permit  is  granted  for  such  Class  B  unit,  the  maxi- 
mum rent  therefor  may  only  be  adjusted  in  accordance 
with  the  conditions  set  forth  in  such  removal  permit.  If  a 
removal  permit  is  denied  for  such  unit  no  maximum  rent 
limitations  shall  apply  to  such  Class  B  units  as  of  the  date 
of  such  decision. 

D.  Adjustment 

Any  maximum  rent  established  hereunder  for  a  Class  A 
unit  may  be  subsequently  adjusted  under  the  provisions 
of  sections  8,  9,  and  10. 

E.  Grievance  Repayment 

Nothing  in  this  section  shall  be  deemed  to  create  a  right 
of  recovery  regarding  rents  charged  at  any  time  during 
the  period  from  March  3 1 ,  1984,  to  the  effective  date  of 
this  ordinance  except  as  follows:  The  portion  of  any  rent 
charged  in  excess  of  the  maximum  rent  established  here- 
under during  any  time  between  March  31 ,  1984,  and  the 
effective  date  of  this  ordinance  shall  be  null  and  void  and 
the  landlord  shall  repay  to  the  tenant  or  the  tenant  may 
deduct  from  any  future  rent  payments  such  excess  portion 
of  such  rent  provided  that, 

1 .  a  tenant  of  a  vacancy  decontrolled  housing  accom- 
modation subject  to  rent  grievance  under  chapter  1 
paid  such  excess  portion;  and 

2.  such  tenant  has  filed  a  post-March  3 1 ,  1984,  griev- 
ance petition  which  was  not  decided  by  the  board  or 
the  thirty -day  time  period  for  filing  such  petition  has 
not  expired  as  of  the  effective  date  of  this  ordinance; 
and 

3 .  such  portion  of  the  rent  paid  exceeds  the  maximum 
rent  established  hereunder. 

Section  8.  Adjustment  of  Maximum  Rent 

A.  Individual  and  General  Adjustments 

The  board  shall,  by  order  or  regulation,  make  such  in- 
dividual or  general  adjustments,  either  upward  or  down- 
ward, of  the  maximum  rent  established  by  section  7  for 
any  Class  A  unit,  or  any  subclass  thereof,  as  may  be  nec- 
essary to  remove  hardships  or  to  correct  other  inequities, 
and  in  so  doing,  shall  observe  the  principle  of  maintaining 
maximum  rents  for  Class  A  units  at  levels  which  will 
yield  to  landlords  a  fair  net  operating  income  from  such 
units. 

B.  Fair  Net  Operating  Income 

In  determining  whether  the  maximum  rent  for  Class  A 
units  yields  a  fair  net  operating  income,  the  board  shall 
consider  the  following  among  other  relevant  factors: 

1 .  increases  or  decreases  in  property  taxes; 

2 .  unavoidable  increases  or  any  decreases  in  operating 
and  maintenance  expenses; 

3.  capital  improvements  and  capital  repairs  as  distin- 
guished from  ordinary  repair,  replacement  or  main- 
tenance; 

4.  increases  or  decreases  in  living  space  or  housing 
services; 

5.  substantial  deterioration  other  than  ordinary  wear 
and  tear,  or  failure  to  perform  ordinary  repair,  re- 
placement, or  maintenance;  and 

6.  increases  or  decreases  in  net  profit  before  financ- 
ing. 

7.  The  Inequities  in  the  Maximum  Rent  Structure  be- 
tween Class  A  Units  in  the  Same  Building. 

C.  Standard  Rent  Schedules 

For  the  purpose  of  adjusting  rents  under  the  provisions 
of  this  ordinance,  the  board  may  promulgate  a  schedule 
of  standard  rent  increases  or  decreases  for  the  cost  of  var- 
ious housing  services  or  for  the  loss  thereof. 

D.  Rent  Studies 

In  order  to  determine  the  adequacy  of  net  profit  before 
financing  in  rent  adjustment  cases,  the  executive  director 
shall  perform  a  study  and  shall  report  his  or  her  findings 
and  recommendations  to  the  board  by  the  first  day  of  Au- 
gust, 1985  and  every  other  year,  thereafter  on  or  before 


the  first  day  of  August.  The  board,  after  a  public  hearing, 
in  full  compliance  with  the  notice  and  hearing  require- 
ments set  forth  in  section  9(C)(2),  shall,  based  upon  the 
findings  and  recommendations  of  the  executive  director 
and  other  relevant  information,  adjust,  by  regulation,  if 
necessary,  the  net  profit  before  financing  formula. 
E.  Substandard  Conditions 

Notwithstanding  any  other  provision  of  this  section,  if 
the  board  determines  that  a  Class  A  unit  does  not  comply 
with  the  State  Sanitary  Code  or  the  Boston  Building  code 
or  the  Boston  Fire  Prevention  Code  or  any  other  applica- 
ble municipal  code,  ordinance,  or  state  law  regulating  the 
conditions  or  occupancy  of  dwelling  units,  the  board  may 
deny  an  individual  upward  adjustment  or  general  adjust- 
ment of  maximum  rent,  grant  a  reduction  in  maximum 
rent  subject  to  a  correction  of  the  conditions,  or  grant  an 
individual  upward  adjustment  or  general  adjustment  of 
maximum  rent  which  may  not  go  into  effect  until  the  con- 
ditions are  corrected.  For  the  purposes  of  this  paragraph, 
an  inspection  report  of  a  board  inspector  or  of  any  autho- 
rized state  or  city  inspector  or  investigator  shall  be  prima 
facie  evidence  that  the  conditions  or  lack  of  compliance 
reported  exist. 
F  Rent  Arrearage 

The  board  may  refuse  to  make  a  downward  adjustment 
of  maximum  rent  if  it  determines  that  the  tenant  is  more 
than  sixty  days  in  arrears  in  payment  of  rent,  unless  such 
arrearage  is  due  to  withholding  of  rent  under  the  provi- 
sions of  section  8 A  of  chapter  239  of  the  General  Laws, 
section  127L  of  chapter  1 1 1  of  the  General  Laws  or  based 
on  a  violation  of  the  implied  warranty  of  habitability.  The 
board  may  also  refuse  to  make  a  downward  adjustment  of 
maximum  rent  if  it  determines  that  the  tenant  has  failed  to 
pay  to  the  landlord  the  monthly  fee  due  and  payable  under 
section  5  or  applicable  regulations. 
Section  9.  Rent  Adjustment  Procedure 

A.  Scope 

All  Class  A  units  are  subject  to  adjustment  of  maximum 
rent  in  the  manner  described  herein  and  in  the  applicable 
regulations. 

B.  Individual  Adjustment  of  Maximum  Rent 

1 .  Procedures:  The  board  shall  consider  an  adjustment 
of  maximum  rent  for  a  Class  A  unit  upon  receipt  of  a 
petition  for  adjustment  filed  by  the  landlord  or  tenant 
of  such  unit  or  upon  its  own  initiative.  Such  petition 
shall  be  made  on  a  form  approved  by  the  Executive 
Director.  Consistent  with  the  other  provisions  of  this 
ordinance,  the  board  shall  be  governed  by  the  princi- 
ple of  processing  and  resolving  petitions  for  adjust- 
ment as  rapidly  as  is  reasonably  possible.  The  board 
shall  notify  the  landlord  and  tenant  of  the  receipt  of  a 
petition  and  of  the  right  of  either  party  to  request  a 
hearing  in  writing  within  fifteen  calendar  days  of  re- 
ceipt of  such  notice.  At  any  time,  the  board  may,  on 
its  own  initiative,  order  a  hearing  on  any  individual 
adjustment.  If  a  hearing  is  timely  requested  by  either 
party,  or  if  the  action  is  undertaken  on  the  initiative  of 
the  board,  notice  of  the  time  and  place  of  the  hearing 
shall  be  furnished  to  the  landlord  and  tenant  and  the 
hearing  shall  be  conducted  before  a  designee  of  the 
board.  The  board  may  consolidate  petitions  or  initi- 
ated actions  relating  to  Class  A  units  in  the  same 
building  or  development.  The  board  may  conduct  a 
single  hearing  on  all  such  petitions  or  initiated 
actions. 

2.  Tenant  Petitions  For  Adjustment  —  Limitation:  A 
tenant  shall  not  file  and  the  board  shall  not  consider  a 
petition  for  adjustment  which  contains  a  request  that 
the  board  adjust  downward  the  maximum  rent  of  a 
Class  A  unit  based  upon  a  claim  that  the  maximum 
rent  for  such  Class  A  unit  yields  to  the  landlord  more 
than  a  fair  net  operating  income  from  such  unit. 
Nothing  in  this  subparagraph  shall  be  considered  to 
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limit  the  board  upon  its  own  initiativie  from  consid- 
ering any  factors  in  adjusting  maximum  rents  or  to 
prohibit  a  tenant  from  filing  a  petition  for  adjustment 
for  any  other  factor  allowable  under  this  ordinance. 

3 .  Hearings  —  Individual  adjustment  hearings  shall  be 
conducted  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  sec- 
tion 1 1  of  chapter  30A  of  the  General  Laws  except 
that  requirements  (7)  and  (8)  of  said  section  1 1  shall 
not  apply  to  such  hearings. 

4.  Dismissal  of  Petitions  for  Individual  Adjustmen  — 
Notwithstanding  any  other  provision  of  this  section, 
the  board  may,  without  holding  a  hearing,  refuse  to 
adjust  the  maximum  rent  for  a  Class  A  unit  and  may 
dismiss  any  petition  for  adjustment  if  a  decision  has 
been  made  with  regard  to  the  maximum  rent  for  such 
unit  within  twelve  months,  or  if  the  board  finds  that 
the  petition  for  adjustment  is  filed  for  purposes  of 
harassment  or  for  other  purposes  not  intended  by  this 
ordinance.  In  addition,  if  the  petition  for  adjustment 
is  not  in  conformance  with  the  filing  requirements  of 
applicable  regulations  for  such  petitions,  the  execu- 
tive director  may  administratively  dismiss  such  peti- 
tion without  prejudice  and  without  holding  a 
hearing. 

C.  Mandatory  General  Adjustment  of  Maximum  Rent 
by  Regulation 
1.  All  Class  A  Units: 
On  or  before  January  3 1 ,  1986  and  annually  thereaf- 
ter the  board,  on  its  own  initiative,  shall  grant  a  gen- 
eral adjustment  of  maximum  rent  after  considering 
the  factors  enumerated  in  section  8B,  applicable  eco- 
nomic indicators  related  to  housing,  and  any  other 
pertinent  factors.  In  no  event  shall  such  general  ad- 
justment of  maximum  rent  amount  to  less  than  50 
percent  of  the  increase  in  the  Consumer  Price  Index 
for  the  last  available  twelve-month  period  preceding 
such  general  adjustment  of  maximum  rents.  The 
board  may  establish  such  general  adjustment  by  sub- 
class of  Class  A  units  and  in  differing  amounts  there- 
for as  it  deems  appropriate,  so  long  as  no  such 
subclass  receives  less  than  the  minimum  amount  pre- 
scribed herein.  Such  general  adjustment  shall  be  sub- 
ject to  such  condition,  if  any,  as  the  board  shall 
determine. 
2:  Procedures: 
Prior  to  making  any  such  general  adjustment,  a  pub- 
lic hearing  shall  be  held  before  at  least  a  majority  of 
the  board.  Notice  of  the  time,  place,  and  purpose  of 
such  hearing  shall  be  published  at  least  once  in  a 
newspaper  having  general  circulation  in  the  city,  or 
as  otherwise  required  by  law. 
Section  10.  Information  Regarding  Tenant  Petitions  and 
Board  Initiated  Actions 
Upon  receipt  by  the  board  of  a  landlord  or  tenant  peti- 
tion for  adjustment  of  maximum  rent  for  a  Class  A  unit, 
or  upon  any  action  initiated  by  the  board  under  this  ordi- 
nance for  any  unit,  the  landlord  shall  supply  the  executive 
director  with  information  regarding  such  petition  or 
action  within  such  time  as  determined  by  the  executive 
director  or  as  otherwise  promulgated  by  the  board  by  reg- 
ulation. 

Section  1 1 .  Evictions  for  Class  A  Units 
A.  Just  Cause  Required 

No  person  shall  bring  any  action  to  recover  possession 
of  a  Class  A  unit  unless: 

1 .  the  tenant  has  failed  to  pay  the  rent  to  which  the  land- 
lord is  entitled,  except  where  the  tenant  is  withhold- 
ing rent  pursuant  to  section  8  A  of  chapter  239  of  the 
General  Laws,  or  section  127L  of  chapter  1 1 1  of  the 
General  Laws,  or  based  on  a  violation  of  the  implied 
warranty  of  habitability; 

2.  the  tenant  has  violated  an  obligation  or  covenant  of 
the  tenancy  other  than  the  obligation  to  surrender 


possession  upon  proper  notice  and  has  failed  to  cure 
such  violation  after  having  received  written  notice 
thereof  from  the  landlord; 

3.  the  tenant  is  committing  or  permitting  to  exist  a  nui- 
sance in,  or  is  causing  substantial  damage  to,  the 
Class  A  unit,  or  is  creating  substantial  interference 
with  the  comfort,  safety,  or  enjoyment  of  the  land- 
lord or  other  occupants  of  the  same  or  any  adjacent 
unit; 

4.  the  tenant  is  convicted  of  using  or  permitting  a  Class 
A  unit  to  be  used  for  any  illegal  purpose; 

5.  the  tenant,  who  had  a  written  lease  or  rental  agree- 
ment which  terminated  on  or  after  the  passage  of  this 
ordinance,  has  refused,  after  written  request  or  de- 
mand by  the  landlord,  to  execute  a  written  extension 
or  renewal  thereof  for  a  further  term  of  like  duration 
and  on  such  terms  as  are  not  inconsistent  with  or  in 
violation  of  any  provisions  of  this  ordinance 

6.  the  tenant,  after  receiving  reasonable  notice,  has 
refused  the  landlord  reasonable  access  to  the  Class  A 
unit  for  the  purpose  of  making  necessary  repairs  or 
improvements  required  by  the  laws  of  the  United 
States,  the  Commonwealth  or  any  subdivision 
thereof,  or  for  the  purpose  of  inspection  as  permitted 
or  required  by  the  lease  or  by  law,  or  for  the  purpose 
of  showing  the  Class  A  unit  to  any  prospective  pur- 
chaser or  mortgagee; 

7.  the  tenant  holding  at  the  end  of  a  lease  term  is  a  sub- 
tenant not  approved  by  the  landlord; 

8.  the  landlord  seeks  to  recover  possession  in  good 
faith  of  a  Class  A  unit  for  use  and  occupancy  as  the 
primary  residence  for  himself,  or  his  children,  par- 
ents, brother,  sister,  father-in-law,  mother-in-law, 
or  daughter-in-law,  provided  that  such  use  and  occu- 
pancy is  the  landlord's  primary  motive  in  seeking  to 
recover  possession  of  such  unit  and  the  landlord  has 
no  other  motive  which  is  in  conflict  with  the  purposes 
and  provisions  of  this  ordinance.  Furthermore,  no 
landlord  shall  seek  to  recover  possession  under  this 
paragraph,  with  orwithout  a  removal  permit,  in  or- 
der to  remove  a  Class  A  unit  from  rental  housing  use 
except  to  convert  or  facilitate  the  conversion  of  a 
Class  A  unit  to  a  condominium  unit  or  a  cooperative 
unit,  provided  that  a  removal  permit  has  been  ob- 
tained for  such  unit  and  there  has  been  full  compli- 
ance with  the  conditions  contained  in  such  permit. 

9.  the  landlord  seeks  to  recover  possession  to  demolish 
a  Class  A  unit,  provided  that  the  landlord  has  ob- 
tained a  removal  permit  from  the  board  under  this 
ordinance  and  complied  with  any  conditions  con- 
tained therein  prior  to  bringing  an  action  for  recov- 
ery of  possession  under  this  paragraph; 

10.  the  landlord  seeks  to  recover  possession  of  a  Class 
A  unit  for  any  other  just  cause  which  is  not  in  conflict 
with  the  purposes  and  provisions  of  this  ordinance. 
Except  as  otherwise  provided  herein,  the  issuance  of 
a  removal  permit  by  the  board  under  this  ordinance 
shall  not  constitute  other  just  cause  under  this  para- 
graph. Other  just  cause  under  this  paragraph  in- 
cludes the  following,  among  other  causes: 

a.  the  tenant  has  repeatedly  paid  the  rent  late  after 
receiving  a  prior  late  payment  notice  from  the  land- 
lord, except  where  such  late  payment  is  cause  by  a 
delay  in  a  regular  governmental  income  assistance 
payment;  or 

b.  the  tenant,  after  proper  legal  notice,  has  failed  to 
pay  a  valid  rent  increase;  or 

c.  the  tenant,  after  reasonable  written  notice,  has' 
failed  to  pay  to  the  landlord  any  monthly  portion  of 
the  annual  fee  as  authorized  by  this  ordinance  and 
applicable  regulations;  or 

d.  the  landlord  seeks  to  recover  possession  in  good 
faith  of  a  Class  A  unit  in  order  to  convert  or  facilitate 
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the  conversion  of  the  Class  A  unit  to  a  condominium 
unit  or  cooperative  unit  provided  that: 

(i)  a  bona  fide  purchaser  for  value  has  agreed  to 
purchase  the  unit  and  has  signed  a  binding  pur- 
chase and  sale  agreement;  and 

(ii)  the  purchaser  shall  use  and  occupy  the  unit  as 
the  primary  residence  for  himself,  or  his  children, 
parents,  brother,  sister,  father-in-law,  mother-in- 
law,  son-in-law,  or  daughter-in-law;  and 

(iii)  the  landlord  has  obtained  a  removal  permit 
therefore  and  fully  complied  with  the  conditions 
contained  therein;  and 

(iv)  such  use  and  occupancy  is  the  landlord's  pri- 
mary motive  in  seeking  to  recover  possession  of 
such  unit  and  the  landlord  or  purchaser  has  no 
other  motive  which  is  in  conflict  with  the  purposes 
and  provisions  of  this  ordinance. 

B.  Retaliation  Prohibited 

No  person  shall  bring  any  action  to  recover  possession 
of  a  Class  A  unit  nor  shall  the  board  grant  a  certificate  of 
eviction  therefore  where  the  purpose  for  seeking  such  re- 
covery is  in  retaliation  for  the  tenant  having  exercised  any 
legal  rights  as  provided  by  this  ordinance  or  any  other 
federal,  state  or  local  law.  Where  the  landlord  seeks  re- 
covery of  possession  of  a  Class  A  unit  within  six  months 
of  the  tenant  thereof  having  exercised  any  such  legal 
rights,  such  action  shall  create  a  rebuttable  presumption 
that  it  is  in  reprisal  for  the  tenant  having  exercised  such 
legal  rights. 

C.  Certificate  of  Eviction 

1 .  No  person  seeking  to  recover  possession  of  a  Class  A 
unit  shall  commence  a  judicial  action  for  such  recov- 
ery without  having  first  obtained  a  certificate  of  evic- 
tion for  such  unit. 

2.  A  landlord  seeking  to  recover  possession  of  a  Class 
A  unit  shall  apply  to  the  board  for  a  certificate  of 
eviction.  Upon  filing  such  application  with  the 
board,  the  landlord  shall  also  serve  upon  the  tenant  of 
such  unit  a  copy  of  such  application  along  with  a  noti- 
fication of  all  rights  and  procedures  available  under 
this  section  on  a  form  approved  by  the  executive  di- 
rector. In  addition,  if  such  application  is  not  in  con- 
formance with  the  filing  requirements  of  applicable 
regulations  for  such  applications,  the  executive  di- 
rector may  administratively  dismiss  such  application 
without  prejudice. 

3.  Upon  a  finding  by  the  board  that  the  facts  attested  to 
in  the  landlord's  application  are  valid  and  in  compli- 
ance with  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance  shall  issue 
the  certificate  of  eviction.  Such  certificate  shall  only 
authorize  the  landlord  to  commence  a  judicial  action 
to  recover  possession  within  forty-five  days  of  the 
date  of  the  decision.  A  landlord  who  seeks  to  recover 
possession  of  a  Class  A  unit  without  a  certificate  of 
eviction  shall  be  deemed  to  have  violated  this  ordi- 
nance, and  the  board  may  initiate  a  criminal  prosecu- 
tion for  such  violations. 

D.  Actions  by  the  United  States  or  the  Commonwealth 
Notwithstanding  the  provisions  of  this  Section  the 

United  States,  the  Commonwealth,  or  any  agency  or  po- 
litical subdivision  thereof  may  maintain  an  action  or  pro- 
ceeding to  recover  possession  of  any  Class  A  unit 
operated  by  it  where  such  action  or  proceeding  is  autho- 
rized by  the  statute  or  regulation  under  such  units  are  ad- 
ministered. 

E.  Construction  of  Section 

The  provisions  of  this  section  shall  be  construed  as  ad- 
ditional restrictions  on  the  right  to  recover  possession  of  a 
Class  A  unit.  No  provision  of  this  section  shall  entitle  any 
person  to  recover  possession  of  such  unit. 
Section  12.  Evictions  of  Class  B  Units. 
A.  Recovery  of  Possession 

No  person  shall  bring  any  action  to  recover  possession 
of  a  Class  B  unit  for  the  purpose  of  converting  or  facilitat- 


ing the  conversion  of  such  unit  to  a  condominium  unit,  or 
a  cooperative  unit,  or  to  otherwise  remove  such  unit  from 
rental  housing  use  except  as  follows: 

1 .  the  landlord  seeks  to  recover  possession  in  good 
faith  of  a  Class  B  unit  in  order  to  convert  or  facilitate 
the  conversion  of  the  Class  B  unit  to  a  condominium 
unit  or  cooperative  unit  provided  that: 

a.  the  landlord  shall  use  and  occupy  the  unit  as  the 
primary  residence  for  himself,  or  his  children,  par- 
ents, brother,  sister,  father-in-law,  mother-in-law, 
son-in-law,  or  daughter-in-law;  and 

b.  a  removal  permit  has  been  obtained  for  such  unit 
and  there  has  been  full  compliance  with  the  condi- 
tions contained  in  such  permit;  and 

c.  such  use  and  occupancy  is  the  landlord's  pri- 
mary motive  in  seeking  to  recover  possession  of  such 
unit  and  the  landlord  has  no  other  motive  which  is  in 
conflict  with  the  purposes  and  provisions  of  this  ordi- 
nance. 

2.  the  landlord  seeks  to  recover  possession  in  good 
faith  of  a  Class  B  unit  in  order  to  convert  or  facilitate 
the  conversion  of  the  Class  B  unit  to  a  condominium 
or  cooperative  unit  provided  that: 

a.  a  bona  fide  purchase  for  value  has  agreed  to  pur- 
chase the  unit  and  has  signed  a  binding  purchase  and 
sale  agreement;  and 

b.  the  purchaser  shall  use  and  occupy  the  unit  as 
the  primary  residence  for  himself,  or  his  children, 
parents,  brother,  sister,  father-in-law,  mother-in- 
law,  son-in-law,  or  daughter-in-law;  and 

c.  the  landlord  has  obtained  a  removal  permit 
therefore  and  fully  complied  with  the  conditions  con- 
tained therein;  and 

d.  such  use  and  occupancy  is  the  landlord's  pri- 
mary motive  in  seeking  to  recover  possession  of  such 
unit  and  the  landlord  or  purchaser  has  no  other  mo- 
tive which  is  in  conflict  with  the  purposes  and  provi- 
sion of  this  ordinance. 

B.  Affidavits  Required  for  Class  B  Units  Subject  to  Re- 
moval Provisions  Only 

1 .  Non-Removal  Evictions :  No  person  shall  seek  to  re- 
cover possession  of  a  Class  B  unit  for  a  non-removal 
reason  without  first  filing  with  the  board  an  affidavit 
signed  under  the  penalties  of  perjury  stating  that  such 
eviction  is  not  sought  in  order  to  convert  or  facilitate 
toe  conversion  of  such  unit  to  a  condominium  unit ,  or 
cooperative  unit,  or  to  otherwise  remove  such  unit 
from  rental  housing  use.  Such  affidavit  shall  also 
state  the  reason  for  the  eviction,  that  such  reason  is 
the  primary  reason  for  seeking  recovery  of  posses- 
sion of  such  unit,  that  the  landlord  has  no  other  rea- 
son or  motive  for  seeking  recovery  of  possession  of 
such  unit  which  is  in  conflict  with  the  purposes  and 
provisions  of  this  ordinance,  as  well  as  any  other  per- 
tinent information  required  by  the  board.  The  land- 
lord shall  serve  a  copy  of  the  affidavit  upon  the  tenant 
along  with  the  applicable  notice  to  quit.  Upon  com- 
mencement of  a  subsequent  action  to  recover  posses- 
sion in  court,  the  landlord  shall  file  a  copy  of  such 
affidavit  with  the  court.  No  such  action  shall  be  en- 
tered by  the  court  without  the  required  affidavit. 

2.  Condominium  or  Cooperative  Removal  Evictions: 
No  person  shall  seek  to  recover  possession  of  a  Class 
B  unit  in  order  to  convert  or  facilitate  the  conversion 
of  such  unit  to  a  condominium  unit  or  cooperative 
unit  without  first  filing  with  the  board  an  affidavit 
signed  under  the  penalties  of  perjury  stating  that 
there  has  been  full  compliance  with  the  provisions  of 
section  12(A)(l)or  12(A)(2),  whichever  is  applica- 
ble. Such  affidavit  shall  also  state  other  pertinent  in- 
formation required  by  the  board.  The  landlord  shall 
serve  a  copy  of  the  affidavit  and  pertinent  removal 
permit  upon  the  tenant  along  with  the  applicable  no- 
tice to  quit.  Upon  commencement  of  a  subsequenl 
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action  to  recover  possession  in  court,  the  landlord 
shall  file  a  copy  of  such  affidavit  and  removal  permit 
with  the  court.  No  such  action  shall  be  entered  by  the 
court  without  the  required  affidavit  and  removal  per- 
mit. 
Section  13.  Eviction  Presumptions 

With  respect  to  and  Class  A  or  Class  B  and  rent  griev- 
ance units,  the  board  may,  by  regulation,  establish  pre- 
sumptions regarding  condominium  or  cooperative 
conversion  evictions  or  regarding  evictions  for  other  re- 
movals from  rental  housing  use  in  order  to  prevent  cir- 
cumvention of  the  purposes  and  provisions  of  this 
ordinance. 

Section  14.  Removal  of  Units  from  Rental  Housing  Use 
A. Scope 

Except  as  otherwise  provided  herein,  the  provisions  of 
this  section  regarding  removal  of  units  from  rental  hous- 
ing use  shall  apply  to  all  Class  A  and  Class  B  unit. 

B.  Definition  of  Removal  from  Rental  Housing  Use 
When  used  in  this  ordinance  the  term,  removal  from 

rental  housing  use,  shall  include,  but  not  be  limited  to,  the 
following  activities: 

1 .  occupancy  of  a  unit  which  is  a  condominium  unit  by 
the  owner  thereof  where  the  last  previous  occupant 
of  the  unit  was  a  tenant;  or 

2.  demolishment  of  a  unit;  or 

3 .  conversion  of  any  unit  to  a  cooperative  unit  in  ac- 
cordance with  chapter  156B,  157,  157B  of  the  Gen- 
eral Laws  or  any  other  laws  relating  to  cooperative 
housing;  or 

4.  maintaining  any  unit  in  an  unrented  and  vacant  con- 
dition for  a  consecutive  period  of  time  which  exceeds 
three  months,  except: 

a.  units  which  have  been  boarded  and  secured  as 
required  by  and  in  accordance  with  applicable  laws 
on  or  before  the  effective  date  of  this  ordinance,  or 

b.  units  which  are  being  rehabilitated  by  the  Mas- 
sachusetts Housing  Finance  Agency  and  are  certified 
by  the  Agency  as  being  financed,  in  whole  or  in  part, 
by  such  agency;  or 

5.  rehabilitation,  repair  or  improvement  of  a  unit  other 
than  as  required  by  the  laes  of  the  Commonwealth  or 
the  city,  in  such  a  way  as  to  temporarily  or  perma- 
nently eliminate  such  unit  from  rental  housing  use 
except  that  this  provison  shall  not  apply  to  the  reha- 

'  bilitation  of  units  which: 

a.  the  city  or  a  department  or  agency  thereof  certi- 
fies is  being  financed  in  whole  or  in  part  by  Commu- 
nity Development  Block  Grant  funds  or  Boston 
Housing  Partnership  funds  and  which  units  are  in- 
tended for  low-or  moderate-income  landlords  and 
tenant  occupancy;  or 

b.  the  Massachusetts  Housing  Finance  Agency 
certifies  are  being  financed,  in  whole  or  in  part,  by 
such  agency;  or 

6.  the  change  in  occupancy  of  any  residental  rental 
housing  unit  so  as  to  no  longer  be  a  rental  housing 
unit,  including  but  not  limited  to  changes  in  occu- 
pancy to:  medical  offices,  professional  offices,  retail 
shops,  hotels,  motels,  inns,  parking  facilities,  exclu- 
sive living  quarters  for  medical  staff  or  a  medical  in- 
stitution, exclusive  living  quarters  for  students, 
faculty  or  staff  of  and  educational  institution,  as  well 
as  such  other  changes  in  occuancy  to  any  industrial, 
commercial,  charitable,  instutional  or  business  pur- 
pose not  otherwise  excepted  from  this  ordinance;  or 

7.  reduction  of  the  total  numbver  of  units  in  a  building 
or  structure  by  consolidation  a  unit  with  one  or  more 
other  units  or  a  portion  thereof. 

C.  Additional  Exception 

In  addition  to  any  other  exception  set  forth  in  this  ordi- 
nance the  following  activities  shall  not  be  deemed  a  re- 
moval from  rental  housing  and  shall  not  requre  a  removal 
permit  from  the  board: 


1 .  occupancy  of  a  unit,  which  is  not  a  condominium  or 
cooperative  unit  by  the  landlord  thereof  or  any  mem- 
bers of  his  immediate  family  as  set  forth  in  section 
11(A)(8);  or 

2 .  occupancy  by  a  subsequent  owner  occupant  of  a  con- 
dominium unit  which  is  owner  occupied;  or 

3 .  sale  of  any  building  or  development  by  a  landlord  in 
good  faith  to  a  purchaser.  Such  purchaser  shall  then 
be  subject  to  compliance  with  the  removal  provisions 
of  this  ordinance  to  the  same  extent  as  such  landlord, 
except  as  otherwise  provided  by  this  ordinance. 

D.  Removal  Prohibited 

No  person  shall  remove  any  unit  from  housing  use 
without  having  first  obtained  a  removal  permit  from  the 
board  subject  to  such  conditions  as  it  may  require.  For 
any  tenanted  unit  for  which  a  removal  permit  is  granted  in 
order  to  convert  or  facilitate  the  conversion  of  such  unit  to 
a  condominium  unit  or  a  cooperative  unit,  such  removal 
permit  shall  include  the  applicable  conditions  set  forth  in 
section  14(F)  in  addition  to  any  other  conditions  not  in- 
consistent with  the  provisions  of  section  14(F).  A  re- 
moval permit  may  be  granted  for  temporary  or  indefinite 
duration  as  deemed  appropriate  by  the  board  in  further- 
ance of  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance.  Such  removal 
permit  may  be  granted  to  the  owner  of  a  unit  or  units  prior 
to  the  sale  of  such  units  as  condominium  units. 

E.  Removal  Procedure 

1 .  Criteria:  The  board  shall  consider  the  following  cri- 
teria, among  other,  before  rendering  a  decision  to 
grant  or  deny  a  removal  permit: 

a.  The  benefits  and  detriments  to  the  persons  whom 
this  ordinance  and  this  section  seek  to  protect,  in- 
cluding but  not  limited  to,  the  following: 

(i)  The  desire  and  ability  of  the  tenant(s)  to  pur- 
chase and  occupy  a  unit  as  their  principal  and 
permanent  residence  if  a  removal  permit  is 
granted,  and 

(ii)  offers  made  by  a  person  seeking  a  removal  per- 
mit to  relocate  the  tenant(s)  residing  in  the  unit  to 
housing  of  similar  size,  rent  and  neighborhood 
location. 

b.  The  hardships  imposed  on  the  tenant(s)  residing  in 
the  unit  proposes  to  be  removed; 

c.  Circumstances  demonstrating  substantial  hard- 
ship and  inequity  to  the  person  seeking  a  removal 
permit; 

d.  The  aggravation  of  the  shortage  of  safe,  decent 
and  affordable  rental  housing  units  in  the  city  and 
its  neighborhoods,  especially  for  tenants  of  low- 
and  moderate-income  and  elderly  persons  on  fixed 
incomes,  which  may  result  from  the  removal; 

e.  The  overall  benefits  and  detriments  to  the  city 
which  may  result  from  the  removal; 

f .  Whether  the  person  seeking  the  removal  permit  for 
the  unit  has  violated  any  federal  or  state  statute  or 
local  ordinance  affecting  residential  housing  in 
connection  with  the  unit  or  building  for  which  the 
permit  is  being  sought. 

2.  Procedures: 
a.  The  board  shall  consider  an  application  for  a  re- 
moval permit  for  a  unit  upon  receipt  of  an  applica- 
tion filed  by  the  landlord  or  other  authorized 
person.  Such  application  shall  be  made  on  a  form 
approved  by  the  executive  director.  The  board 
shall  notify  the  applicant  and  tenant  of  the  receipt 
of  an  application  and  of  the  right  of  either  party  to 
request  a  hearing  in  writing  within  fifteen  calendar 
days  of  receipt  of  such  notice.  At  any  time  the 
board  may,  on  its  own  initiative,  order  a  hearing  on 
any  application.  If  a  hearing  it  timely  requested  by 
either  party,  or  if  the  action  is  undertaken  on  the 
initiative  of  the  board,  notice  of  the  time  and  place 
of  the  hearing  shall  be  furnished  to  the  applicant 
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and  tenant  and  the  hearing  shall  be  conducted  be- 
fore a  designee  of  the  board.  The  board  may  con- 
solidate applications  relating  to  units  in  the  same 
building  or  development.  The  board  may  conduct 
a  single  hearing  on  all  such  consolidated  applica- 
tions. The  executive  director  may  designate  a  per- 
son or  persons  to  participate  in  a  removal 
proceeding,  where  appropriate,  in  order  to  further 
the  provisions  and  purposes  of  this  ordinance  and 
to  serve  the  public  interest. 

b.  Removal  hearings  shall  be  conducted  in  accord- 
ance with  the  provisions  of  section  1 1  of  chapter 
30A  of  the  General  Laws  except  that  requirements 
(7)  and  (8)  of  said  section  1 1  shall  not  apply  to  such 
hearings. 

c.  Notwithstanding  any  other  provision  of  this  sec- 
tion, the  board  may,  without  holding  a  hearing, 
refuse  to  grant  a  removal  permit  and  may  dismiss 
any  application  if  a  decision  has  been  made  with 
regard  to  a  uni  within  the  preceding  twelve 
months,  or  if  the  board  finds  that  the  application  is 
filed  for  purposes  of  harassment  of  for  other  pur- 
poses not  intended  by  this  ordinance. 

In  addition,  if  the  application  is  not  in  conform- 
ance with  the  filing  requirement  of  applicable 
regulations,  the  executive  director  may  admin- 
istratively dismiss  such  application  without 
holding  a  hearing. 
F.  Removal  Permit  Conditions  for  Condominium  or  Co- 
operative Conversion 
Except  as  otherwise  provided,  any  removal  permit 
granted  in  order  to  convert  or  facilitate  the  conversion  of 
a  tenanted  Class  A  or  Class  B  unit  shall  be  subject  to  the 
applicable  conditions  set  forth  herein,  in  addition  to  any 
other  conditions  not  inconsistent  therewith. 

1 .  Class  A  Units:  No  person  shall  use  a  removal  per- 
mit in  commencing  an  eviction  proceeding  for  a  ten- 
anted Class  A  unit  in  order  to  convert  or  facilitate  the 
conversion  of  such  unit  to  a  condominium  unit  or  co- 
operative unit  without  having  fully  complied  with  the 
following  conditions: 

a .  Allow  any  rental  housing  agreement  in  effect  to  ex- 
pire or,  if  longer,  allow  the  applicable  time  period 
as  follows  to  elapse: 

(i)  one  year  from  the  date  the  removal  permit  is 
granted  for  each  tenant  occupying  such  unit  at 
the  time  the  application  for  a  removal  permit  is 
filed;  or 
(ii)  two  years  from  the  date  the  removal  permit  is 
granted  for  each  such  unit  occupied  in  whole  or 
in  part  by  an  elderly,  handicapped,  or  low-  or 
moderate-income  tenant,  provided  that  the 
board  may  grant  a  maximum  of  two  (2)  addi- 
tional years  for  each  such  unit  based  upon  the 
negative  effect  of  displacement  on  such  elderly, 
handicapped  or  low-  or  moderate-income  tenant 
due  to  any  of  the  following  factors,  among  oth- 
ers: 

(a)  age  of  tenant,  or 

(b)  severity  of  physical  or  mental  handicap  of 
the  tenant;  or 

(c)  financial  hardship  on  the  tenant;  or 

(d)  length  of  time  the  tenant  has  occupied  the 
unit. 

2.  Give  the  tenants  of  such  unit  the  right  of  first  re- 
fusal to  purchase  such  unit  by  delivering  a  copy  of 
the  purchase  and  sale  agreement  containing  sub- 
stantially the  same  or  more  favorable  terms  and 
conditions  as  are  offered  to  prospective  pur- 
chasers, provided  that  the  right  of  first  refusal  is 
given  to  the  tenants  after  the  removal  permit  is 
granted  and  at  least  ninety  days  before  commence- 
ment of  the  applicable  eviction  proceeding.  Such 


tenants  may  exercise  the  right  of  first  refusal  to 
purchase  such  unit  by  executing  a  purchase  and 
sale  agreement  prior  to  the  expiration  of  ninety 
days  after  the  date  of  receiving  a  copy  of  the  pur- 
chase and  sale  agreement  properly  executed  by  the 
person  offering  the  unit  for  sale.  The  right  of  first 
refusal  as  set  forth  herein  shall  not  apply  to  any 
person  who  owns  or  has  executed  a  binding  pur- 
chase and  sale  agreement  for  a  unit  prior  to  the  ef- 
fective date  of  this  ordinance. 

c .  Give  each  tenant  of  such  unit  who  is  at  least  eight- 
een years  of  age  on  the  date  of  the  application  for  a 
removal  permit  a  relocation  expense  allowance  of 
$1,000,  provided  that: 

(i)  such  tenant  did  not  exercise  the  right  of  first 

refusal  for  such  unit,  and 
(ii)  such  tenant  vacated  such  unit  at  any  time  after 
the  removal  permit  was  granted  but  no  later  than 
thirty  days  after  the  applicable  time  period  re- 
quired under  section  14(F)(1)(a)  has  elapsed. 
Upon  vacating  such  unit,  such  tenant  shall  be  paid  the 
relocation  expense  allowance  provided  in  section 
14(F)(1)(c).  No  person  shall  setoff  any  monies  owed  by 
the  tenant  to  such  person  against  the  relocation  expense 
allowance  owed  to  such  tenant. 

d.  Allow  the  tenant  of  such  unit  to  terminate  any 
rental  housing  agreement  in  effect,  upon  a  thirty- 
day  prior  written  notice  to  the  landlord,  at  any  time 
on  or  after  the  date  the  removal  permit  therefor  has 
been  granted  but  before  any  applicable  section 
14(F)(1)(a)  time  period  has  elapsed,  in  order  for 
such  tenant  to  vacate  such  unit.  Upon  vacating 
such  unit,  such  tenant  shall  be  paid  the  relocation 
expense  allowance  provided  in  section 
14(F)(1)(c). 

2.  Class  B  Units  Removals  for  Condominium  or 
Cooperative  Conversion:  No  person  shall  use  a  re- 
moval permit  in  commencing  an  eviction  proceeding 
for  a  tenanted  Class  B  unit  in  order  to  convert  or  fa- 
cilitate the  conversion  of  such  unit  to  a  condominium 
or  cooperative  unit  without  having  complied  with  the 
following  conditions: 

a.  Provide  the  tenants  of  such  unit  with  the  rights 
set  forth  in  the  conditions  contained  in  section 
14(F)(1),  and 

b.  Not  adjust  the  rent  for  such  unit  more  than  once 
in  any  twelve-month  period,  after  the  removal  per- 
mit has  been  granted.  No  such  rent  shall  be  adjusted 
above  the  maximum  rent  for  such  Class  B  unit  as  es- 
tablished by  section  7(Cj  except  as  follows: 

(i)  by  an  amount  determined  by  multiplying  the 
maximum  rent  by  the  increase  in  Consumer  Price 
Index  for  the  calendar  year  preceding  the  date  a 
legal  notice  of  rent  increase  is  served  on  the  tenant; 
or 

(ii)  at  the  landlord's  election,  by  an  amount  de- 
termined pursuant  to  the  individual  upward  rent 
adjustment  procedures  set  forth  in  the  provisions 
ofSections8,9,  and  10. 

3.  Exception:  The  provisions  of  section  14(F) 
shall  not  apply  to  any  Class  A  or  Class  B  unit  for 
which  a  removal  permit  has  been  granted  for  condo- 
minium or  cooperative  conversion  prior  to  a  tenant 
occupying  such  unit. 

G.  Class  B  Unit  Removals  for  Other  Than  Condomin- 
ium or  Cooperative  Conversion 
Any  Class  B  tenanted  unit  for  which  a  removal  permit 
has  been  granted  for  a  reason  other  than  condominium  or 
cooperative  conversion  shall  be  subject  to  the  maximum 
rent  provisions  of  section  7(C)  and  the  adjustment  provi- 
sions of  section  14(F)(2)(b).  This  provision  shall  not  ap- 
ply to  any  such  Class  B  unit  for  which  a  removal  permit 
has  been  granted  prior  to  a  tenant  occupying  such  unit.

H.  Additional  Limitations 

After  the  effective  date  of  this  ordinance,  no  person 
who  owns,  manages,  markets  or  otherwise  controls  a 
Class  A  or  Class  B  unit,  and  no  agent  of  such  person,  shall 
directly  or  indirectly  sell,  offer  for  sale,  or  agree  to  sell 
such  unit  as  a  condominium  or  cooperative  unit  or  as  a 
non-rental  housing  unit  unless  the  board  has  issued  a  re- 
moval permit  therefor. 
I.  Termination  of  Removal  Controls 

The  board  may,  by  regulation,  terminate  the  prohibi- 
tions on  removal  from  rental  housing  use  set  forth  in  this 
section  for  any  class  or  subclass  of  units  if  in  its  judgment 
the  need  for  continuing  such  prohibitions  no  longer  exists 
because  of  sufficient  construction  or  addition  of  new 
units  to  the  housing  stock  for  such  class  or  subclass  or  the 
demand  for  such  class  of  units  has  otherwise  been  ade- 
quately met  and  the  public  interest  no  longer  requires 
such  prohibitions  to  be  continued.  Any  removal  prohibi- 
tions terminated  in  accordance  with  this  paragraph  shall 
be  reimposed  upon  a  finding  by  the  board  that  a  substan- 
tial shortage  of  such  class  or  subclass  of  units  exists  and 
that  reimposition  of  the  removal  prohibitions  is  necessary 
in  the  public  interest.  No  action  shall  be  taken  by  the 
board  under  this  paragraph  without  full  compliance  with 
the  notice  and  hearing  requirements  set  forth  in  section 
9(C)(2). 

Section  15.  Remedies  and  Sanctions 
A.  Civil  Remedies  —  Rent  Overcharges 

1 .  Actions  in  Court:  Any  person  who  demands,  ac- 
cepts, receives,  or  retains  any  payment  of  rent  in  excess 
of  the  maximum  lawful  rent,  in  violation  of  the  provisions 
of  this  ordinance,  or  any  rule,  regulation,  or  order  here- 
under promulgated,  shall  be  liable  as  hereinafter  pro- 
vided to  the  person  from  whom  such  payment  is 
demanded,  accepted,  received,  or  retained,  and  to  the 
city  for  reasonable  attorney's  fees  and  costs  as  deter- 
mined by  the  court,  plus  liquidated  damages  in  the 
amount  of  $100,  or  not  more  than  3  times  the  amount  by 
which  the  payment  or  payments  demanded,  accepted,  re- 
ceived, or  retained  exceed  the  maximum  rent  which 
could  be  lawfully  demanded,  accepted,  received,  or  re- 
tained, whichever  is  greater;  provided  that  if  the  defend- 
ant proves  that  the  violation  was  neither  willful  nor  the 
result  of  failure  to  take  practicable  precautions  against  the 
occurrence  of  the  violation,  the  amount  of  such  liquidated 
damages  shall  be  the  amount  of  the  overcharge  or  over- 
charges. For  purposes  of  any  civil  or  administrative 
actions  brought  under  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance,  all 
persons  who  demand,  accept,  receive,  or  retain  any  pay- 
ment of  rent  in  excess  of  the  maximum  lawful  rent  in  vio- 
lation of  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance  shall  be  jointly 
and  severally  liable  for  such  violations. 

2.  Administrative  Action  by  Board: 

a.  If  the  person  from  whom  such  payment  is  de- 
manded, accepted,  received,  or  retained,  in  viola- 
tion of  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance  or  any  rule, 
regulation,  or  order  hereunder  promulgated  fails 
to  bring  an  action  under  this  section  within  thirty 
calendar  days  from  the  date  of  the  occurrence  of 
the  violation,  the  board  may  settle  the  claim  aris- 
ing out  of  the  violation  or  may  bring  such  action. 

b.  If  the  board  decides  to  settle  a  claim  rather  than 
bring  an  action  in  court  under  subparagraph  2(a), 
the  board  shall  make  a  decision  regarding  the  set- 
tlement of  such  claim  after  a  hearing  conducted  in 
accordance  with  the  provisions  of  section  1 1  of 
chapter  30A  of  the  General  Laws  except  that  re- 
quirements (7)  and  (8)  of  section  1 1  shall  not  apply 
to  such  hearings.  Upon  a  decision  of  the  board  that 
a  person  has  demanded,  accepted,  received,  or  re- 
tained rent  in  excess  of  the  maximum  rent,  the 
board  may,  where  appropriate,  order  the  rent  re- 
duced for  the  Class  A  or  Class  B  or  rent  grievance 


unit  or  may  make  any  other  order  consistent  with 
this  ordinance, 
c.  Settlement  by  the  board  shall  thereafter  bar  any 
person  from  bringing  action  for  the  violation  or  vi- 
olations with  regard  to  which  settlement  has  been 
reached.  In  the  event  the  board  settles  a  claim,  it 
shall  be  entitled  to  retain  the  costs  it  incurred  in  the 
settlement  thereof,  and  the  person  against  whom 
the  violation  has  been  committed  shall  be  entitled 
to  the  remainder.  In  the  event  the  city  brings  action 
under  the  provisions  of  this  section,  it  shall  be  enti- 
tled to  receive  attorney 's  fees  and  costs  under  the 
provisions  of  section  15(A)(1),  and  the  person 
against  whom  the  violation  was  committed  shall  be 
awarded  liquidated  damages  under  the  provisions 
of  such  Section. 

3.  Effect  of  Judgment  or  Decision  of  the  Board:  A 
judgment  for  damages  or  on  the  merits  in  a  court  action 
brought  under  the  provisions  of  section  15(A)(1)  or  a  de- 
cision by  the  board  under  section  15(A)(2)  shall  be  a  bar 
to  any  further  recovery  under  any  provision  of  this  sec- 
tion against  the  defendant  o*n  account  of  any  violation 
with  respect  to  the  same  person  prior  to  the  institution  of 
the  action  in  which  such  judgment  or  decision  was  ren- 
dered. 

4.  Statute  of  Limitations:  Action  to  recover  liquidated 
damages  under  any  provision  of  this  section  shall  not  be 
brought  later  than  one  year  after  the  date  of  the  last  viola- 
tion. For  purposes  of  this  section,  each  demand,  accept- 
ance, receipt  or  retention  of  rent  in  violation  of  any 
provision  of  this  ordinance  shall  be  deemed  a  separate 
violation.  A  single  action  for  damages  under  any  provi- 
sion of  this  section  may  include  all  violations  of  the  provi- 
sions of  this  ordinance  committed  by  the  same  defendant 
against  the  same  person  provided  that  no  person  includ- 
ing the  city  shall  bring  an  action  to  recover  liquidated 
damages  as  described  in  this  section  for  consecutive  vio- 
lations beyond  one  year  from  the  last  violation. 

B.  Criminal  Penalties 

1 .  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  to  demand,  ac- 
cept, receive,  or  retain  any  rent  for  the  use  or  occupancy 
of  a  Class  A  or  Class  B  and  rent  grievance  unit  in  excess  of 
the  maximum  rent  prescribed  therefore  under  the  provi- 
sions of  this  ordinance  or  the  rules,  regulations  or  orders 
hereunder  promulgated,  or  otherwise  to  do  or  omit  to  do 
any  action  in  violation  of  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance 
or  the  rules,  regulations  or  orders  hereunder  promul- 
gated. It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  by  act  or  omis- 
sion knowingly  to  engage  in  any  conduct  tending  to 
deprive  a  tenant  of,  or  to  prevent  a  tenant  from  exercis- 
ing, any  right  conferred  by  this  ordinance,  including  any 
such  conduct  tending  to  deprive  a  tenant  of  the  peace, 
comfort,  or  enjoyment  of  any  unit  in  violation  of  this  or- 
dinance, or  to  engage  in  any  such  conduct  intended  to 
result  in  substantial  inconvenience  or  amounting  to  a  vio- 
lation of  privacy,  harassment,  intimidation,  threat,  or  co- 
ercion. 

2.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  to  demand,  ac- 
cept, receive,  or  retain  any  payment  which  exceeds  the 
maximum  rent  for  one  month  as  a  finder's  fee  or  service 
charge  for  the  opportunity  to  examine  or  rent  or  lease  any 
Class  A  unit;  provided,  however,  no  finder's  fee  or  serv- 
ice charge  shall  be  lawful  unless  the  person  from  whom 
the  payment  is  demanded,  accepted,  received,  or  re- 
tained actually  rents  or  leases  such  unit  with  regard  to 
which  payment  of  such  fee  or  charge  has  been  demanded, 
accepted,  received,  or  retained. 

3.  Whoever  willfully  violates  any  provision  of  this  or- 
dinance or  any  rule,  regulation  or  order  hereunder 
promulgated  or  whoever  knowingly  makes  any  false 
statement  in  any  testimony  before  the  board  or  whoever 
knowingly  supplies  the  board  with  any  false  information 
shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  of  not  more  than  $500  or  by 
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imprisonment  for  no  more  than  ninety  days  or  both;  pro- 
vided, that  in  the  case  of  a  second  or  subsequent  offense, 
(such  person  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  of  not  more  than 
$3 ,000  or  by  imprisonment  for  not  more  than  one  year,  or 
both.  For  the  purposes  of  this  section,  each  act  in  viola- 
tion of  any  provision  of  this  ordinance  or  any  rule ,  regula- 
tion or  order  hereunder  shall  be  deemed  a  separate 
violation. 
C.  Jurisdiction 

1 .  The  board  may  initiate  a  civil  action  or  a  criminal 
prosecution  in  a  court  of  competent  jurisdiction  for 
any  violations  of  this  ordinance  or  the  rules,  regula- 
tions or  orders  promulgated  hereunder  or  may  seek 
an  injunction  for  any  such  violations. 

2.  The  District  Court  Department  for  the  judicial  dis- 
trict within  which  the  unit  affected  is  located  and  the 
Housing  Court  Department  of  the  Trial  Courts,  City 
of  Boston  Division  shall  severally  have  original  con- 
current jurisdiction  over  all  civil  actions  and  crimi- 
nal complaints  brought  under  this  section.  The 
Superior  Court  Department  of  the  Trial  Court  and 
the  Housing  Court  Department,  City  of  Boston  Divi- 
sion, shall  severally  have  jurisdiction  to  restrain  by 
injunction  any  violation  of  this  ordinance  or  the 
rules,  regulations  or  orders  promulgated  hereunder. 

Section  16.  Judicial  Review 

Except  as  otherwise  provided  in  this  section,  an  ag- 
grieved party  to  any  decision  of  the  board  may  appeal 
such  decision  to  the  District  Court  Department  of  the 
Trial  Courts  for  the  judicial  district  within  which  the  units 
are  located  or  to  the  Housing  Court  Department  of  the 
Trial  Courts,  City  of  Boston  Division,  within  thirty  calen- 
dar days  after  the  date  of  such  decision.  This  ordinance 
shall  not  be  construed  to  provide  a  right  of  appeal  of  a 
general  adjustment  decision  promulgated  hereunder. 
Section  1 7 .  Arson  Prevention 

In  the  event  that  any  owner  of  property  under  conver- 
sion to  condominiums  or  cooperatives  suffers  loss  in 
three  or  more  such  properties  because  of  fire,  the  records 
of  the  Building  Department  and  the  Assessing  Depart- 
ment shall  indicate  such  conditions  by  the  addition  on  the 
plats,  maps,  printouts,  and  records  of  the  city  of  the 
words  "loss  by  fire"  on  the  affected  structures.  Any  fire 
in  a  unit  undergoing  conversion  determined  by  the  fire 
commissioner  to  be  of  suspicious  origin  shall  be  identi- 
fied in  such  plats,  maps,  printouts,  and  records  by  the 
addition  of  the  words  "suspicious  fire."  Additionally,  in 
rendering  a  decision  under  any  of  the  provisions  of  this 
ordinance,  the  board  shall  consider  any  pertinent  fire  or 
arson  related  matters  affecting  the  units  or  building  which 
are  the  subject  of  such  decision. 
Section  18.  Severability 

The  provisions  of  this  ordinance  are  severable,  and  if 
any  of  its  provisions  shall  be  held  unconstitutional  or  oth- 
erwise invalid  by  any  court  of  competent  jurisdiction  the 
decision  of  such  court  shall  not  affect  or  impair  any  of  the 
remaining  provisions. 
Section  19.  Transitional  Provisions 

A.  Scope/Repeal  of  Chapter  1 

Except  as  otherwise  provided  herein,  chapter  1  is 
hereby  repealed  as  of  the  effective  date  of  this  ordinance. 
All  matters  initiated  under  chapter  1 ,  which  are  pending 
before  the  board,  or  decided  by  the  board  or  pending  be- 
fore the  courts  or  any  matter  initiated  under  chapter  1 ,  or 
any  rule,  regulation  or  order  thereunder  promulgated 
shall  be  governed  by  the  provisions  of  this  section. 

B.  Matters  Pending  Before  or  Decided  by  the  Board 
1.  Matters  Pending  Before  the  Board: 

Except  as  otherwise  provided  in  any  provisions  of 
this  ordinance  all  matters  pending  before  the  board 
shall  be  null  and  void,  and  may,  where  applicable,  be 
refiled  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  this  ordi- 
nance and  applicable  board  regulations. 


2.  Matters  Decided  by  the  Board: 

Except  as  otherwise  provided  in  any  provisions  of 
this  ordinance,  all  decisions  rendered  by  the  board  un- 
der chapter  1  shall  remain  in  full  force  and  effect  under 
the  provisions  of  this  ordinance. 

C.  Matters  Pending  Before  the  Court: 

Except  as  otherwise  provided  in  any  provisions  of  this 
Ordinance,  the  provisions  of  chapter  1  shall  be  treated  as 
remaining  in  full  force  and  effect  for  the  purpose  of  initi- 
ating or  sustaining  in  court  any  timely  suit,  action  or  pros- 
ecution with  respect  to  any  right,  liability  or  offense 
arising  under  chapter  1 . 

D.  Vacancy  Decontrol  Certificates 

All  vacancy  decontrol  certificates  issued  pursuant  to 
chapter  1  or  any  predecessor  ordinance  are  null  and  void 
as  of  the  effective  date  of  this  ordinance. 

E.  Registrations 

All  registration  forms  on  file  and  accepted  by  the  board 
for  controlled  housing  accommodations  under  chapter  1 
shall  remain  in  full  force  and  effect  under  this  ordinance. 
Nothing  in  this  paragraph  shall  be  construed  to  prohibit 
the  board  from  requiring  the  filing  of  any  registration  in- 
formation for  any  unit  pursuant  to  section  6  of  this  ordi- 
nance and  any  applicable  regulations. 

F.  Compliance  Matters 

The  provisions  of  chapter  1  shall  be  treated  as  remain- 
ing in  full  force  and  effect  for  the  purpose  of  initiating  or 
sustaining  before  the  board  any  compliance  matters  re- 
garding any  rights  or  remedies  provided  for  in  chapter  1 . 
All  such  matters  shall  be  processed  in  accordance  with 
the  provisions  of  this  ordinance  and  any  applicable  regu- 
lations. 

G.  Condominium/Cooperative  Conversion  Matters 

1 .  Except  for  the  limited  purposes  provided  under  sec- 
tion 19(G)(2),  all  pending  condominium  or  cooperative 
conversion  termination  notices  served  under  section 
1 0(C)  of  chapter  1  which  are  not  the  subject  matter  of  a 
court  action  are  null  and  void  as  of  the  effective  date  of 
this  ordinance. 

2.  Any  tenant  who  received  a  condominiGm  or  coop- 
erative conversion  termination  notice  under  section 
10(C)  of  chapter  1  and  vacates  his  or  her  unit  within  three 
(3)  months  of  the  effective  date  of  this  ordinance  shall  be 
entitled  to  received  from  his  or  her  landlord  the  relocation 
expense  allowance  provided  for  in  section  10(F)  of  chap- 
ter 1 .  Furthermore,  the  board  shall  determine  the  eligibil- 
ity of  any  tenant  as  an  elderly,  or  low-  or 
moderate-income,  or  handicapped  tenant  who  may  be  en- 
titled to  receive  an  additional  relocation  expense  allow- 
ance under  section  10(F)  of  chapter  1.

3.  Nothing  in  section  19  shall  be  construed  to  allow  the 
removal  of  any  Class  A  unit  or  Class  B  unit  without  the 
issuance  of  a  removal  permit  as  provided  in  section  14. 
Section  20.  Effective  Date  and  Duration 

A.  Dates 

This  ordinance  shall  become  effective,  after  enact- 
ment, upon  the  date  of  Mayoral  approval,  and  shall  re- 
main in  effect  for  four  years  from  that  date,  or  until  a  prior 
determination  is  made  by  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  in 
accordance  with  the  provisions  of  section  20(B)  or  sec- 
tion 20(C). 

B.  Mayor  and  City  Council  Determination

b.  The  median  monthly  rent  for  all  unsubsidized 
units  available  on  the  market  within  a  reasonable 
time  of  such  study  is  less  than  30  percent  of  the 
median  city-wide  monthly  income  for  all  tenants. 

Such  studies  shall  not  commence  on  or  before  Febru- 
ary 1 ,  1986,  but  shall  be  completed  on  or  before  Au- 
gust 1 ,  1986.  In  addition,  the  executive  director  shall 
perform  such  similar  duties  every  other  year  thereaf- 
ter. 

2.  If  the  executive  director  determines  that  the  criteria 
set  forth  in  section  20(C)(1)(a)  and  (b)  have  been 
met,  then  he  or  she  shall  recommend  to  the  City 
Council  that  the  ordinance  be  amended  or  repealed.

Whenever  a  rented  dwelling  unit,  apart- 
ment, or  tenement,  other  than  a  hotel  or  motel,  is  va- 
cated by  the  occupant  or  occupants  thereof,  the 
commissioner  of  housing  inspection  shall  cause  the

PROJECT  DESCRIPTION 

This  project  will  rehabilitate  over  700  units  of  aban- 
doned and  occupied  rental  housing  across  the  city.  These 
units  will  be  affordable  to  low-  and  moderate-income 
families.  The  development  of  these  units  is  being  under- 
taken in  sixteen  separate  construction  projects  sponsored 
by  individual,  community-based,  nonprofit  development 
corporations.  Overall  financing  and  program  scheduling 
is  being  coordinated  by  the  Boston  Housing  Partnership. 

The  NDEA  will  partially  finance  the  rehabilitation 
work  through  its  new  BUILD  program.  BUILD  uses 
CDBG  funds  that  have  been  approved,  but  not  advanced, 
to  finance  construction  projects.

II.  During  the  performance  of  this  contract,  the  con- 
tractor and  all  of  (his)  subcontractors  (hereinafter  collec- 
tively referred  to  as  the  contractor),  for  himself,  his 
assignees,  and  successors  in  interest,  agree  as  follows: 

1 .  In  connection  with  the  performance  of  work  under 
this  contract,  the  contractor  shall  not  discriminate  against 
any  employee  or  applicant  for  employment  because  of 
race,  color,  religious  creed,  national  origin,  age,  or  sex. 
The  aforesaid  provision  shall  include,  but  not  be  limited 
to,  the  following:  employment  upgrading,  demotion,  or 
transfer:  recruitment  advertising;  recruitment  layoff; 


termination;  rates  of  pay  or  other  forms  of  compensation; 
conditions  or  privileges  of  employ  ment;  and  selection  for 
apprenticeship.  The  contractor  shall  post  hereafter  in 
conspicuous  places,  available  for  employees  and  appli- 
cants for  employment,  notices  to  be  provided  by  the  com- 
mission setting  forth  the  provisions  of  the  Fair 
Employment  Practices  Law  of  the  Commonwealth 
(M.G.L.  chapter  151B). 

2.  In  connection  with  the  performance  of  work  under 
this  contract,  the  contractor,  shall  undertake  in  good  faith 
affirmative  action  measures  designed  to  eliminate  any 
discrimnatory  barriers  in  the  terms  and  conditions  of  em- 
ployment on  the  grounds  of  race,  color,  religious  creed, 
national  origin,  age  or  sex,  and  to  eliminate  and  remedy 
any  effects  of  such  discrimination  in  the  past.  Such  af- 
firmative action  shall  entail  positive  and  aggressive  mea- 
sures to  ensure  equal  opportunity  in  the  areas  of  hiring, 
upgrading,  demotion  or  transfer,  recruitment,  layoff  or 
termination,  rate  of  compensation,  and  in-service  or  ap- 
prenticeship training  programs.

III.  1 .  As  part  of  his  obligation  of  remedial  action  under 
the  foregoing  section,  the  contractor  shall  maintain  on 
this  project  a  not  less  than  30  percent  ration  of  minority 
employee  manhours  in  each  job  category  including  but 
not  limited  to  bricklayers,  carpenters,  cement  masons, 
electricians,  ironworkers,  operating  engineers,  and  those 
"classes  or  work"  enumerated  in  section  44C  of  chapter 
149  of  the  Massachusetts  General  Laws. 

2.  In  the  hiring  of  minority  journeymen,  apprentices, 
trainees  and  advanced  trainees,  the  contractor  shall  rely 
on  referrals  from  a  multi-employer  affirmative  action 
program  approved  by  the  commission,  traditional  refer- 
ral methods  utilized  by  the  construction  industry,  and  re- 
ferrals from  agencies,  not  more  than  three  in  number  at 
any  one  time,  designated  by  the  Liaison  Committee  or  the 
Commission. 

IV.  1 .  At  the  discretion  of  the  commission  there  may  be 
established  for  the  life  of  this  contract  a  body  to  be  known 
as  the  Liaison  Committee.  The  Liaison  Committee  shall 
be  composed  of  one  representative  each  from  the  agency 
or  agencies  administering  this  project,  hereinafter  called 
the  administering  agency,  the  commission  and  such  other 
representatives  as  may  be  designated  by  the  commission 
in  conjunction  with  the  administering  agency. 

2.  The  contractor  (or  his  agent,  if  any,  designated  by 
him  as  the  on-site  equal  employmnet  opportunity  officer) 
shall  recognize  the  Liaison  Committee  as  an  affirmative 
action  body,  and  shall  establish  a  continuing  working  re- 
lationship with  the  Liaison  Committee,  consulting  with 
the  Liaison  Committee  on  all  matters  related  to  minority 
recruitment,  referral,  employment  and  training. 

3.  The  contractor  shall  prepare  projected  manning  ta- 
bles on  a  quarterly  basis.  These  shall  be  broken  down  into 
projections,  by  week,  or  workers  required  in  each  trade. 
Copies  shall  be  furnished  one  week  in  advance  of  the 
commencement  of  the  period  covered,  and  also  when  up- 
dated, to  the  commission  and  Liaison  Committee. 

4.  Records  of  employment  referral  orders,  prepared  by 
the  contractor,  shall  be  made  available  to  the  commission 
and  to  the  Liaison  Committee  on  request. 

5 .  The  contractor  shall  prepare  weekly  reportsin  a  form 
approved  by  the  commission  of  hours  waked  in  each  trade 
by  each  employee,  identified  as  minority  or  non-minor- 
ity. Copies  of  these  shall  be  provided  at  the  end  of  each 
such  week  to  the  commission  and  to  the  Liaison  Commit- 
tee. 

V.  If  the  contractor  shall  use  any  subcontractor  on  any 
work  performed  under  this  contract,  he  shall  affirmative 
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action  to  negotiate  with  qualified  minority  subcontrac- 
tors. This  affirmative  shall  cover  both  pre-bid  and  post- 
bid  periods.  It  shall  include  notification  to  the  Office  of 
Minority  Business  Assistance  (within  the  Executive  Of- 
fice of  Communities  and  Development)  or  its  designee, 
while  bids  are  in  preparation,  of  all  products,  work  or 
services  for  which  the  contractor  intends  to  negotiate 
bids. 

VI.  In  the  employment  of  journeymen,  apprentices, 
trainees  and  advanced  trainees,  the  contractor  shall  give 
preference,  first,  to  citizens  of  the  Commonwealth  who 
have  served  in  the  armed  forces  of  the  United  States  in 
time  of  war  and  have  been  honorably  discharged  there- 
from or  released  from  active  duty  therein,  and  who  are 
qualified  to  perform  the  work  to  which  the  employment 
relates,  and,  secondly,  to  citizens  of  the  Commonwealth 
generally,  and,  if  such  cannot  be  obtained  in  sufficient 
numbers,  then  to  citizens  of  the  United  States. 

VII.  The  designee  of  the  commission  and  a  designee  of 
the  Liaison  Committee  shall  each  have  right  of  access  to 
the  construction  site. 

VIII.  Compliance  with  Requirements  —  the  contractor 
shall  comply  with  the  provisions  of  Executive  Order  No. 
74,  as  amended  by  Executive  Order  No.  1 16  date  May  1 , 
1975,  and  of  chapter  15  IB  as  amended,  of  the  Massachu- 
setts General  Laws,  both  of  which  are  herein  incorpo- 
rated by  reference  and  made  a  part  of  this  contract. 

IX.  Non-Discrimination  —  The  contractor,  in  the  per- 
formance of  all  work  after  award,  and  prior  to  completion 
of  the  contract  work,  will  not  discriminate  on  grounds  of 
race,  color,  religious  creed,  national  origin,  age  or  sex  in 
employment  practices,  in  the  selection  or  retention  of 
subcontractors,  or  in  the  procurement  of  materials  and 
rentals  of  equipment. 

X.  Solicitations  for  Subcontracts,  and  for  the  Procure- 
ment of  Materials  and  Equipment  —  In  all  solicitations 
either  by  competitive  bidding  or  negotiation  made  by  the 
contractor  either  for  work  to  be  performed  under  a  sub- 
contractor or  the  procurement  of  materials  or  equipment, 
each  potential  subcontractor  or  supplier  shall  be  notified 
in  writing  by  the  contractor  of  the  contractor's  obligations 
under  this  contract  relative  to  non-discrimination  and  af- 
firmative action. 

XI.  Bidders  Certification  Requirement  — 

1 .  The  bidders  certification  form  currently  in  use  will 
be  deleted  from  all  future  bid  documents. 

2.  The  following  certification  statement  will  be  in- 
serted in  the  bid  document  just  above  the  bidder's  signa- 
ture, as  a  substitute  for  the  present  bidder  certification 
form: 

"The  bidder  hereby  certifies  he  shall  comply  with 
the  minority  manpower  ratio  and  specific  action  steps 
contained  in  the  appendix  EEO  attached  hereto,  includ- 
ing compliance  with  the  minority  contractor  compliance 
specified  in  section  V  of  said  appendix.  The  contractor 
receiving  the  award  of  the  contract  shall  be  required  to 
obtain  from  each  of  its  subcontractors  and  submit  to  the 
contracting  or  administering  agency  prior  to  the  perform- 
ance of  any  work  under  said  contract  a  certification  by 
said  subcontractor,  regardless  of  tier,  that  it  will  comply 
with  the  minority  manpower  ratio  and  specifica  action 
steps  contained  in  the  appendix  EEO." 

XII.  Contractor's  Certification  —  The  contractor's  cer- 
tification form  must  be  signed  by  all  successful  low  bid- 
ders) prior  to  award  by  the  contracting  agency.  (See 
attachment.) 

XIII.  Compliance-Information,  Reports  and  Sanctions 
1 .  The  contractor  will  provide  all  information  and  re- 
ports required  by  the  administering  agency  or  the  com- 
mission on  instructions  issued  by  either  of  them  and  will 
permit  access  to  its  facilities  and  any  banks,  records,  ac- 
counts and  other  sources  of  information  which  may  be 
determined  by  the  commission  to  affect  the  employment 


of  personnel.  This  provision  shall  apply  only  to  informa- 
tion pertinent  to  the  Commonwealth's  supplementary  af- 
firmative action  contract  requirements.

2.  Whenever  the  administering  agency,  the  commis- 
sion, or  the  Liaison  Committee  believes  the  general  con- 
tractor or  any  subcontractor  may  not  be  operating  in 
compliance  with  the  terms  of  this  section,  the  commis- 
sion directly,  or  through  its  designated  agent,  shall  con- 
duct an  appropriate  investigation,  and  may  confer  with 
the  parties,  to  determine  if  such  contractor  is  operating  in 
compliance  with  the  terms  of  this  section.  If  the  commis- 
sion or  its  agent  finds  the  general  contractor  or  any  sub- 
contractor not  in  compliance,  it  shall  make  a  preliminary 
report  on  non-compliance,  and  notify  such  contractor  in 
writing  of  such  steps  as  will  in  the  judgment  of  the  com- 
mission or  its  agent  bring  such  contractor  into  compli- 
ance. In  the  event  that  such  contractor  fails  or  refuses  to 
fully  perform  such  steps,  the  commission  shall  make  a 
final  report  of  noncompliance,  and  recommend  to  the  ad- 
ministering agency  the  imposition  of  one  or  more  of  the 
sanctions  listed  below.  If,  however,  the  commission  be- 
lieves the  general  contractor  or  any  subcontractor  has 
taken  or  is  taking  every  possible  measure  to  achieve  com- 
pliance, it  shall  not  make  a  final  report  of  non-compli- 
ance. Within  fourteen  days  of  the  receipt  of  the 
recommendation  of  the  commission,  the  administering 
agency  shall  move  to  impose  one  or  moreof  the  following 
sanctions,  as  it  many  deem  appropriate  to  atain  full  and 
effective  enforcement: 

a.  The  recovery  by  the  administering  agency  from  the 
general  contractor  of  1  / 1 00  of  the  contract  award  price  or 
$1,000  whichever  sum  is  greater,  in  the  nature  of  liqui- 
dated damages  or,  if  a  subcontractor  is  in  non-compli- 
ance, the  recovery  by  the  administering  agency  from  the 
general  subcontractor,  to  be  assessed  by  thegeneral  con- 
tractor as  a  back  charge  against  the  subcontractor,  of  1  / 1 0 
of  1  percent  of  the  subcontract  price,  or  $400  whichever 
sum  is  greater,  in  the  nature  of  liquidated  damages,  for 
each  week  that  such  party  fails  or  refuses  to  comply; 

b.  The  suspension  of  any  payment  or  part  thereof  due 
under  the  contract  until  such  time  as  the  general  contrac- 
tor or  any  subcontractor  is  able  to  demonstrate  his  com- 
pliance with  the  terms  of  the  contract; 

c.  The  termination,  or  cancellation,  of  the  contract,  in 
whole  or  in  part,  unless  the  general  contractor  or  any  sub- 
contractor is  able  to  demonstrate  within  a  specified  time 
his  compliance  with  the  terms  of  the  contract; 

d.  The  denial  to  the  general  contractor  or  any  subcon- 
tractor of  the  right  to  participate  in  any  future  contracts 
awarded  by  the  administering  agency  for  a  period  of  up  to 
three  years. 

3.  If  at  any  time  after  the  imposition  of  one  or  more  of 
the  above  sanctions  a  contractor  is  able  to  demonstrate 
that  he  is  in  compliance  with  this  section,  he  may  request 
the  administering  agency,  in  consultation  with  the  com- 
mission, to  suspend  the  sanctions  conditionally,  pending 
a  final  determination  by  the  commission  as  to  whether  the 
contractor  is  in  compliance.  Upon  final  determination  of 
the  commission,  the  administering  agency,  based  on  the 
recommendation  of  the  commission,  shall  either  lift  the 
sanctions  or  reimpose  them. 

4.  Sanctions  enumerated  under  sections  XI-2  shall  not 
be  imposed  by  the  administering  agency  except  after  an 
adjudicatory  proceeding,  as  that  term  is  used  M.G.L.  c. 
30A,  has  been  conducted,.  No  investigation  by  the  com- 
mission or  its  agent  shall  be  initiated  without  prior  notice 
to  the  contractor. 

XIV  Severability  —  The  provision  of  this  section  are 
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severable,  and  if  any  of  these  provisions  shall  be  held  un- 
constitutional by  any  court  of  competent  jurisdiction,  the 
decision  of  such  court  shall  not  affect  or  impair  any  of  the 
remaining  provisions.

The  order  as  submitted  would  conflict  with  the  pro- 
visions of  sections  53  and  53  A  of  chapter  44  of  the  Gen- 
eral Laws  (a  copy  of  which  is  annexed)  as,  all  monies 
received  by  the  city  (with  certain  exceptions  therein 
listed)  must  either  be  accepted  by  the  City  Council  and 
Mayor,  or,  appropriated  by  the  City  Council  and  Mayor. 

2.  In  light  of  limited  financial  resources,  it  is  appropri- 
ate for  city  departments  and  agencies  to  seek  funding 
from  the  private  sector,  as  well  as  available  grants  from 
the  state  and  federal  government  to  meet  needs  which 
cannot  be  fully  funded  by  city  revenues.  To  encourage 
such  gifts  and  grants,  it  is  important  that  the  potential 
grantor/donor  be  assured  that  the  funds  will  be  held  in  a 
separate  account  and  not  commingled  with  other  monies 
so  that  they  will  be  expended  only  for  the  purpose  given. 

3.  Accordingly,  your  Committee  recommends  that  the 
order  which  accompanies  this  report,  and  which  estab- 
lished a  Boston  Pollution  Abatement  Fund,  but  which  re- 
quires that  all  monies  accumulated  therein  be  accepted  or 
appropriated  by  the  City  Council  and  Mayor,  ought  to 
pass,  and  that  Docket  No.  0662,  ought  to  be  placed  on 
file.

TIAL EXEMPTION  FOR  OWNER-OCCUPIED 
RESIDENTIAL  PARCELS  AT  10  PERCENT  OF 
AVERAGE  ASSESSMENT  OF  CLASS  ONE  RESI- 
DENTIAL PARCELS 

Coun.  IANNELLA,  on  behalf  of  the  Committee  on 
Government  Operations,  submitted  the  following: 

Report  on  Docket  No.  0492,  order  establishing  the  res- 
idential factor  in  Boston  for  FY85  at  65  percent  and  estab- 
lishing the  residential  exemption  for  owner-occupied 
residential  parcels  at  10  percent  of  the  average  assess- 
ment of  Class  One  residential  parcels  (referred 
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—  recommending  passage  of  the  order  (with  the  follow- 
ing explanation): 

1 .  Your  Committee  held  public  hearing  on  this  matter 
and  established  that  the  city  —  by  prior  order  of  this 
Council  —  is  billing  residential  parcels  at  65  percent  of 
their  true  value  multiplied  by  the  tax  rate.  This  results  in 
the  lowest  ratio  of  property  taxes  allowed  by  state  law  for 
residences.  This  keeps  taxes  low  for  homeowners,  and, 
helps  keep  rents  low  for  tenants.  If  the  City  Council  were 
to  fail  to  pass  this  order,  all  residential  parcels  would  be 
taxed  at  full  value,  meaning  higher  taxes  and  higher  rents 
for  all  Bostonians.  A  statement  from  the  Assessing  De- 
partment is  annexed. 

2.  Owner-occupants  are  granted  an  additional  exemp- 
tion under  the  second  portion  of  this  order  which  deducts 
from  the  assessed  value  of  such  parcels  an  amount  equal 
to  10  percent  of  the  average  valuation  of  residential  par- 
cels. This  reduces  the  tax  bills  of  every  owner-occupant 
by  over  $100!  This  exemption,  originally  proposed  by  a 
member  of  this  body,  can  only  be  granted  by  affirmative 
vote  of  the  City  Council  —  figure  reported  by  your  Com- 
mittee —  10  percent  is  the  highest  exemption  permitted 
by  the  state. 

3.  Thus,  the  two  different  portions  of  this  order  guaran- 
tee our  residents  the  lowest  level  of  property  taxation  pos- 
sible, and,  accordingly,  your  committee  recommends 
that  Docket  0492  ought  to  pass.

Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  Boston,  as  follows: 

Section  1 .  Any  employee  of  the  City  of  Boston  who  has 
completed  three  consecutive  months  of  municipal  service 
shall  be  entitled  to  a  maternity /paternity  leave  of  eight 
weeks,  or  a  shorter  period  of  time  at  the  employee's  dis- 
cretion. The  employee  shall,  where  possible,  give  at  least 
two  weeks'  notice  to  her/his  department  head,  requesting 
maternity  /paternity  leave. 

Maternity  leave  and  paternity  leave  shall  be  taken  with- 
out compensation  but  the  employee's  right  to  receive  va- 
cation time,  sick  leave,  bonuses,  advancement,  seniority, 
length  of  service  credit,  benefits,  plans  or  programs  for 
which  she  or  he  was  eligible  at  the  time  of  such  leave,  and 
any  other  advantages  or  rights  of  employment  incident  to 
her  or  his  employment  position  shall  be  preserved. 

Section  2.  Trie  employee  may,  upon  two  weeks'  or 
more  notice,  request  through  his/her  department  head,  an 
extended  unpaid  leave  of  absence  beyond  the  entitled 
eight  weeks,  for  a  period  not  exceeding  one  year  follow- 
ing the  birth  of  the  child.  The  department  head  and  super- 
visor of  personnel  shall  determine  the  length  of  the  leave 
of  absence  to  be  accorded  the  employee. 

During  the  employee's  extended  period  of  unpaid 
leave,  the  employee  shall  not  be  eligible  for  fringe  bene- 
fits accruing  from  municipal  service,  including  subsi- 
dized premiums  on  group  health,  insurance  coverage  or 


service  time  credit  in  her/his  position  for  retirement  pur- 
poses. 

Section  3.  Any  male  employee  seeking  paternity  leave 
shall,  where  possible,  give  at  least  two  weeks'  notice  in 
writing  to  his  department  head  requesting  leave.  Such  no- 
tice shall  contain  a  statement  as  to  the  need  of  and  length 
of  time  required  for  paternity  leave  and  shall  be  accompa- 
nied by  a  letter  from  a  physician,  clergyman,  social 
worker  or  authority  knowledgeable  of  the  family  situa- 
tion, stating  that  the  father's  presence  in  the  period  fol- 
lowing the  birth  of  his  child  is  essential  for  the  well-being 
of  the  mother,  other  children  in  the  household  or  tranquil- 
ity of  the  family. 

The  department  head  and  supervisor  of  personnel  shall 
determine  the  length  of  extended  unpaid  paternity  leave 
to  be  granted  beyond  the  entitled  eight  weeks;  the  total 
length  of  extended  paternity  leave  should  not  exceed  one 
year. 

Section  4.  If  any  of  the  provisions  hereof  conflict  with  a 
collective  bargaining  agreement  offering  greater  benefits 
to  an  employee ,  the  terms  of  that  agreement  shall  govern .

RESOLUTION  RE  STRICTER  CRITERIA  FOR  LI- 
CENSING CARRYING  OF  HANDGUNS 

Coun.  SCONDRAS  offered  the  following: 

Whereas,  During  theyear  1983,  sixty-six  persons  were 
murdered  with  handguns  in  the  Commonwealth  of  Mas- 
sachusetts and  according  to  the  FBI's  Uniform  Crime  Re- 
port, violent  crime  in  Massachusetts  was  up  nearly  1 
percent;  and 

Whereas,  Snub-nosed  handguns,  with  a  barrel  length 
three  inches  or  less  are  the  weapons  of  choice  of  Massa- 
chusetts criminals  (constituting  71  percent  of  all  firearms 
used  in  Massachusetts  crimes),  and  have  no  legitimate 
role  in  sports,  hunting,  or  target  practice;  and 

Whereas,  For  Americans  there  is  now  a  one  in  five 
chance  that  they  or  a  member  of  their  family  will  suffer 
handgun  violence; 

Whereas,  The  number  of  handgun  murders,  attacks, 
and  threats  is  at  least  three  times  greater  than  the  incidents 
of  handguns  used  in  self-defense,  and  those  that  used 
handguns  in  self-defense  are  eight  times  more  likely  to  be 
seriously  injured  or  killed  than  those  who  put  up  no  de- 
fense; 

Whereas,  The  experience  of  foreign  countries  with 
strict  controls  on  handguns  proves  that  handgun  violence 
can  be  stopped;  In  1980,  handguns  murdered  eight  peo- 
ple in  Great  Britain,  twenty-four  in  Switzerland,  eight  in 
Canada,  eighteen  in  Sweden,  four  in  Australia,  and 
1 1 ,522  in  the  United  States; 

Whereas,  Here  in  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachu- 
setts, the  Bartley-Fox  Act  requiring  a  one-year  minimum 
mandatory  prison  sentence  for  the  illegal  carrying  of  a 
handgun  has  been  successful.  Six  years  after  the  law's 
implementation  Boston  homicides  fell  32  percent  and 
handgun  murders  also  dropped  32  percent; 

Whereas,  Five  Presidential  Commissioners,  the  Sur- 
geon General  of  the  United  States,  and  the  General  Ac- 
counting Office  have  all  urged  restricting  the  availability 
of  handguns  to  stop  handgun  violence; 

Whereas,  All  of  the  Supreme  Court  cases  on  the  subject 
have  held  that  the  right  to  keep  and  bear  arms  is  not  an 


individual  right,  but  a  collective  one  that  allows  a  state  to 
raise  a  militia; 

Whereas,  These  facts  clearly  show  that  handgun  vio- 
lence can  be  stopped;  Now,  therefore,  be  it 

Resolved,  That  to  be  considered  a  suitable  person  for 
the  purpose  of  obtaining  a  license  to  carry  fireams  pursu- 
ant to  Massachusetts  General  laws  chapter  140,  section 
1 3 1 ,  an  applicant  for  such  a  license  must  be  employed  in 
an  occupation  that  necessitates  the  carrying  of  a  handgun 
in  the  course  of  that  work.  The  applicant  must  either  be 
employed  in  one  of  the  following  occupations  or  in  any 
other  occupation  determined  by  the  City  Council  to  ne- 
cessitate the  carrying  of  a  handgun  in  the  course  of  that 
work:  1)  messengers  of  banks  or  express  companies;  2) 
regular  employees  of  correctional  institutions;  and  3)  li- 
censed security  guards,  and; 

That  the  Boston  City  Council,  in  meeting  assembled, 
will  support  and  encourage  the  Boston  Police  Commis- 
sioner to  enact  this  policy  of  stricter  guidelines  on  the  li- 
censing of  the  carrying  of  firearms  so  that  we  can  keep 
handguns  out  of  the  wrong  hands.

Whereas,  He  served  his  city  as  a  Councillor  supportive 
of  urban  renewal  and  was  one  of  the  first  urging  more 
public  marina  access  as  part  of  the  waterfront  develop- 
ment program;  he  served  his  community  as  an  early  ad- 
vocate of  return  of  a  district  police  station  to  the  West 
Roxbury  area;  and 

Whereas,  Peter  Hines  was  a  loyal  alumnus  of  the  Bos- 
ton Latin  School  from  which  he  was  graduated  in  1945  as 
class  orator/Derby  Medal  winner,  and  his  continuing  in- 
terest was  shown  in  his  regular  attendance  at  Latin  School 
band  concerts  twice  a  year  in  the  main  hall  of  City  Hall;

Whereas,  Only  four  months  ago,  just  before  the  illness 
that  struck  him,  Peter  Hines  joined  with  the  members  of

ORDINANCE  REGULATING  CERTAIN  RESIDEN- 
TIAL RENTS,  EVICTIONS  AND  CONVER- 
SIONS (RENTAL  HOUSING  EQUITY 
ORDINANCE)

Evictions,  and  Conversions  ("Rental  Housing  Eq- 
uity Ordinance") 


OCTOBER  24, 1984 
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Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  Boston,  in  accord- 
ance with  the  provisions  of  Massachusetts  General 
Laws  chapter  43B,  section  13,  and  any  other  applica- 
ble law,  as  follows: 

Chapter  1  of  the  Ordinances  of  1983 ,  as  amended  most 
recently  by  the  City  Council  on  October  3  and  October 
17,  1984,  is  hereby  repealed,  and  replaced  with  the  fol- 
lowing new  language: 

Whereas,  A  serious  public  emergency  exists  with  re- 
spect to  the  housing  of  a  substantial  number  of  residents 
of  the  City  of  Boston,  particularly  those  who  are  elderly, 
handicapped,  or  who  have  low  or  moderate  annual  in- 
come; and 

Whereas,  The  deterioration  and  demolition  of  existing 
housing  is  a  significant  problem  which  has  not  been 
solved  by  the  construction  or  substantial  rehabilitation  of 
housing,  leaving  many  citizens  of  the  city,  particularly 
those  who  are  elderly,  handicapped,  or  who  have  low  or 
moderate  annual  incomes,  without  sufficient  access  to 
safe,  decent,  and  reasonably  priced  rental  housing  ac- 
commodations; and 

Whereas,  The  imposition  of  controls  upon  rents,  evic- 
tions, and  the  conversion  of  existing  rental  housing  to 
condominium  or  cooperative  ownership  may  restrict  the 
incentives  necessary  to  insure  private  investment  in  the 
modernization  and  rehabilitation  of  existing  housing  and 
the  construction  of  new,  nonsubsidized  housing;  and 

Whereas,  Homeownership  creates  an  interest  in  real 
estate  which  tends  to  contribute  to  the  maintenance  and 
preservation  of  housing  to  an  increase  in  real  estate  taxes 
which  has  a  salutary  effect  upon  the  City  of  Boston  and  its 
residents,  and  the  City  Council  should,  therefore,  en- 
courage an  increase  in  such  ownership;  and 

Whereas,  At  present  in  the  City  of  Boston  there  is  con- 
version of  multiple-unit  rental  housing  occupied  by  ten- 
ants to  condominium  or  cooperative  units  occupied  by 
individual  owners  thereof;  and 

Whereas,  Notwithstanding  the  general  good  accom- 
plished by  such  increase  in  homeownership,  many  people 
of  limited  means,  but  not  limited  to,  the  elderly  and  the 
handicapped,  may  have  difficulty  in  obtaining  alternative 
rental  housing  at  prices  which  the  can  afford  when 
evicted  for  a  condominium  or  cooperative  conversion; 
and 

Whereas,  The  untoward  effects  of  condominium  and 
cooperative  conversion  evictions  on  tenants  who  are  not 
elderly,  handicapped  or  of  low  income  can  adequately  be 
mitigated  by  providing  potentially  displaced  tenants  with 
sufficient  time  to  examine  the  housing  market,  evaluate 
available  housing  alternatives,  formulate  future  housing 
plans,  and  by  requiring  those  owners  of  multiple  unit 
rental  housing  who  convert  to  condominiums  or  coopera- 
tives to  provide  meaningful  assistance  to  such  tenants; 
and 

Whereas,  It  is  in  the  interest  of  the  City  of  Boston  and 
its  residents  for  the  City  Council  to  protect  the  mutuality 
of  interest  between  the  city's  tenants  and  landlords  by 
controlling  rents  and  evictions  and  conversions  of  exist- 
ing rental  housing  units  to  condominium  or  cooperative 
ownership  in  a  fashion  which  prevents  arbitrary  and  ca- 
pricious increases  in  rents,  evictions  without  just  cause, 
and  displacement  of  tenants  whose  choices  of  housing  ac- 
commodations are  limited,  and  to  do  so  in  a  fashion  which 
will  stimulate  investment  in  the  modernization  and  reha- 
bilitation of  the  city's  existing  stock  of  rental  housing  and 
in  new  rental  housing  construction; 

Now,  therefore,  pursuant  to  the  authority  vested  in  it 
by  law,  including,  without  limitation,  Article  2,  as 
amended,  and  Article  47  of  the  Amendments  to  the  Con- 
stitution of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts  and 
chapter  797  of  the  Acts  of  1969,  as  amended  by  chapter 
863  of  the  Acts  of  1970  and  by  chapter  843  of  the  Acts  of 
1971,  by  it  declared  by  the  City  Council  of  the  City  of 


Boston  that  a  substantial  and  critical  shortage  of  safe,  de- 
cent, and  reasonably  priced  rental  housing  units  exists, 
particularly  for  those  who  are  elderly,  handicapped,  or 
how  have  low  or  moderate  annual  incomes,  because  of 
deterioration  and  demolition  of  existing  housing  and  an 
insufficient  supply  of  new  housing,  and  that  the  ordi- 
nances which  are  now  in  effect  which  were  designed  to 
correct  this  shortage  must  be  revises  and  extended  in  or- 
der for  the  city  to  fulfill  its  responsibility  for  ameliorating 
this  shortage  in  a  fashion  which  balances  the  interests  be- 
tween tenants  and  landlords  fairly  and  equitably;  and  also 

Pursuant  to  the  same  authority  the  following  is  de- 
clared to  be  in  the  public  interest: 

Section  1.  Definitions.  When  used  in  this  ordinance, 
unless  the  context  otherwise  requires,  the  following 
terms  shall  have  the  following  meanings: 

(a)  Administrator:  The  chief  administrative  officer  of 
the  Rent  Equity  Board.  The  Administrator  shall  exercise 
the  regular  and  customary  functions  of  the  board,  includ- 
ing conducting  such  hearings  as  may  be  required  by  this 
ordinance  with  respect  to  rent  grievances,  making  such 
recommendations  to  the  board  in  accordance  with  the 
terms  of  this  ordinance,  and  hiring  and  discharging  em- 
ployees of  the  board. 

(b)  Board:  The  Rent  Equity  Board  established  by  sec- 
tion 2. 

(c)  Capital  Improvement:  Any  rehabilitation,  addition 
or  improvement  which  appreciably  adds  to  the  value  of 
the  property  or  prolongs  its  life,  or  both,  but  not  including 
ordinary  repairs  and  maintenance. 

(d)  Class  of  Housing  Accommodations:  All  housing 
accommodations  within  the  city  or  any  category  of  such 
housing  accommodations  based  upon  size,  age  construc- 
tion, rent,  location,  or  other  common  characteristics. 

(e)  Condominium  or  Cooperative  Conversion  Evic- 
tion: An  eviction  of  a  tenant  by  a  landlord  for  the  purpose 
of  removing  such  tenant  from  a  housing  accommodation 
in  order  to  facilitate  the  initial  sale  and  transfer  of  legal 
title  to  that  housing  accommodation  as  a  condominium  or 
cooperative  unit  to  a  prospective  purchaser  or  an  eviction 
of  a  tenant  by  any  other  person  who  has  purchased  a  hous- 
ing accommodation  as  a  condominium  or  cooperative 
unit  when  the  tenant  whose  eviction  is  sought  was  a  resi- 
dent of  the  housing  accommodation  at  the  time  the  master 
deed  or  articles  of  organization  for  the  property  wherein 
said  housing  accommodation  is  located  was  recorded 
pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  chapter  156B,  157  or  183  A 
of  the  Massachusetts  General  Laws. 

(f)  Condominium  Unit:  A  unit  in  a  condominium  as 
that  term  is  defined  in  chapter  183  A  of  the  General  Laws 
of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts. 

(g)  Controlled  Housing  Accommodations:  All  hous- 
ing accommodations  as  defined  in  paragraph  (n)  of  this 
section. 

(h)  Consumer  Price  Index:  The  consumer  price  index 
for  all  urban  consumers  in  the  Boston  SMSA  as  published 
by  the  U .  S .  Department  of  Labor,  Bureau  of  Labor  Statis- 
tics. 

(i)  Cooperative  Unit:  A  unit  in  a  cooperative  as  that 
term  is  defined  in  chapters  156B  or  157  of  the  General 
Laws. 

(j)  Conversion:  The  initial  sale  or  transfer  of  legal  title 
to  a  housing  accommodation  and  the  recording  of  the 
master  deed  or  articles  of  organization  pursuant  to  chap- 
ters 156B,  157  or  183A  of  the  General  Laws. 

(k)  Decontrolled  Housing  Accommodation:  A  former 
housing  accommodation  for  which  an  affidavit  has  been 
filed  with  the  board  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  para- 
graph (n)  (v)  of  this  section. 

(1)  Elderly  Tenant:  A  tenant  who  is  at  least  sixty-two 
years  of  age. 

(m)  Handicapped  Tenant:  A  tenant  who  is  physically 
handicapped  as  defined  by  section  1 3  A  of  chapter  22  of 
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the  General  Laws  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachu- 
setts or  mentally  handicapped  as  defined  by  29  U.S. C. 
section  706  (7)(b). 

(n)  Housing  Accommodation:  Any  building,  structure 
or  part  thereof  or  land  appurtenant  thereto,  or  any  other 
real  or  personal  property  rented  or  offered  for  rent  for 
living  or  dwelling  purposes,  within  the  City,  including 
without  limitation,  houses,  apartments,  rooming  or 
boarding  house  units,  and  other  properties  used  for  living 
or  dwelling  purposes,  together  with  all  services  con- 
nected with  the  use  or  occupancy  of  such  property,  but  not 
including  the  following: 

(i)  Housing  accommodations  which  the  United 
States  or  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts  or 
any  authority  created  under  the  laws  thereof  either 
owns,  operates,  finances,  subsidizes  or  insures  the 
mortgage  thereon,  or  regulates  the  individual  rents 
thereof;  provided,  however,  housing  accommoda- 
tions constructed  or  rehabilitated  pursuant  to  sec- 
tions 202,  221  (d)  or  236  of  the  National  Housing 
Act,  as  amended,  shall  be  considered  housing  ac- 
commodations for  the  purposes  of  this  ordinance, 
provided  further,  however,  housing  accommoda- 
tions which  the  United  States  or  any  authority  cre- 
ated under  the  laws  thereof  insures  or  insured  the 
mortgage  thereon  pursuant  to  sections  207,  220  or 
608  of  the  National  Housing  Act,  as  amended,  shall 
be  considered  housing  accommodations  only  for  the 
purposes  of  sections  10  through  19  inclusive  of  this 
ordinance;  provided,  further,  housing  accommoda- 
tions the  mortgage  of  which  is  insured  under  section 
221  (d)  of  the  National  Housing  Act,  as  amended, 
and  which  do  not  receive  a  federal  rental  subsidy  or 
below  market  interest  rate  mortgage  subsidy,  shall  be 
considered  housing  accommodations  only  for  the 
purposes  of  sections  10  through  19  inclusive  of  this 
ordinance;  provided,  further,  however,  housing  ac- 
commodations which  are  subject  to  the  provisions  of 
this  ordinance  and  subsequent  to  January  10,  1983, 
receive  a  mortgage  insured  by  the  United  States  or 
the  Commonwealth  of  any  authority  created  under 
the  laws  thereof,  shall  be  considered  housing  accom- 
modations for  the  purposes  of  this  ordinance  and  the 
owner  of  said  housing  accommodation  shall  not  be 
entitled  to  send  a  notice  pursuant  to  section  10  of  this 
ordinance  until  the  expiration  of  five  years  from  the 
date  of  the  recording  of  said  mortgage; 

(ii)  Housing  accommodations  in  any  building  or 
structure  containing  no  more  than  two  dwelling 
units,  or  containing  no  more  than  three  dwelling 
units,  one  of  which  is  occupied  by  the  owner  thereof 
as  his  permanent  residence;  provided,  however,  that 
two  or  more  adjoining  buildings  or  structures  under 
common  legal  or  beneficial  ownership  shall  consti- 
tute a  single  building  or  structure  for  this  purpose; 
and  provided,  further,  that  no  building  or  structure 
shall  be  considered  occupied  by  the  owner  thereof 
unless  all  beneficial  owners  occupy  one  or  more 
dwellings  therein  as  their  permanent  residence; 

(iii)  Housing  accommodations  constructed,  cre- 
ated by  conversion  from  a  non-housing  to  a  housing 
use,  or  in  the  opinion  of  the  Board  substantially  reha- 
bilitated so  as  to  constitute  the  equivalent  of  new  con- 
struction after  December  1,  1968,  with  respect  to 
conventionally  financed  housing  accommodations, 
and  after  January  1,  1972,  with  respect  to  housing 
accommodations  described  in  paragraph  (n)  (i) 
above;  provided,  however,  conventionally  financed 
housing  accommodations  created  by  conversion 
from  a  non-housing  to  a  housing  use,  or  in  the  opin- 
ion of  the  board  substantially  rehabilitated  between 
December  1,  1968  and  December  1,  1971,  so  as  to 
constitute  the  equivalent  of  new  construction,  shall 


be  considered  housing  accommodations  only  for  the 
purposes  of  sections  10  through  19  inclusive  of  this 
ordinance,  and  shall  be  treated  as  decontrolled  hous- 
ing accommodations  only  for  the  pusposes  of  sec- 
tions 6  and  9  of  this  ordinance; 

(iv)  Housing  accommodations  in  hotels,  motels, 
inns ,  tourist  homes ,  and  rooming  or  boarding  houses 
which  are  occupied  in  the  majority  by  transient 
guests  staying  for  a  period  of  fewer  than  fourteen 
consecutive  calendar  days;  provided,  however,  that 
the  exception  of  said  hotels,  motels,  inns,  tourists 
homes,  and  rooming  or  boarding  houses  from  the 
above  definition  may  be  reviewed  at  any  time  by  the 
board; 

(v)  Except  with  respect  to  a  condominium  or  coop- 
erative conversion  eviction  for  the  purposes  of  sec- 
tion 10,  units  of  housing  accommodations  which  are 
vacated  voluntarily  or  pursuant  to  a  court  order  on  or 
after  January  1,  1976.  For  purposes  of  this  para- 
graph, units  of  housing  accommodations  shall  be 
construed  to  have  been  so  vacated  when  the  legal  oc- 
cupant thereof  is  a  person  or  persons  other  than  the 
legal  occupant  of  said  unit  prior  to  January  1 ,  1976, 
except  for  a  spouse  of  the  legal  occupant,  or  any  chil- 
dren of  the  legal  occupant  born  during  the  term  of 
legal  occupancy.  The  owner  of  said  vacated  housing 
accommodation  shall  file  with  the  board  an  affidavit, 
under  oath,  declaring  that  the  occupant  vacated  said 
accommodation  voluntarily  or  pursuant  to  court  or- 
der; 

(vi)  Housing  accommodations  which  the  United 
States  or  any  authority  created  under  the  laws  thereof 
insures  or  insured  the  mortgage  thereon  pursuant  to 
section  220  of  the  National  Housing  Act,  as 
amended,  provided  that  the  titles  of  more  than  50 
percent  of  the  units  in  such  housing  accommodations 
have  been  transferred  as  condominium  units  to 
owner  occupants  and  such  titles  have  been  recorded 
at  the  Suffolk  County  Registry  of  Deeds  on  or  before 
December  31,  1983. 
(o)  Housing  Services:  Services  or  facilities  provided 
by  a  landlord  or  required  by  law  or  by  the  terms  of  a  rental 
housing  agreement  to  be  provided  by  a  landlord  to  a  ten- 
ant in  connection  with  the  use  and  occupancy  of  any  hous- 
ing accommodation,   including  without  limitation, 
services,  furniture,  furnishings,  and  equipment;  repairs, 
decorating  and  maintenance;  provision  of  light,  heat,  hot 
water,  cold  water,  telephone  and  elevator  service; 
kitchen,  bath,  and  laundry  facilities  and  privileges;  use  of 
halls,  corridors,  stairs,  common  rooms,  yards  and  other 
common  areas;  maid  service,  linen  service,  janitorial 
service,  removal  of  refuse,  parking  facilities,  and  any 
other  benefit,  privilege,  or  facility  connected  with  the  use 
or  occupancy  of  any  housing  accommodation.  Housing 
services  to  a  housing  accommodation  shall  include  a  pro- 
portionate share  of  the  services  provided  to  common  fa- 
cilities   of    the    building    in    which    the    housing 
accommodation  is  located. 

(p)  Landlord :  The  individual  who  holds  title  to  any  con- 
trolled housing  accommodation  or  decontrolled  housing 
accommodation  in  any  manner,  including  without  limita- 
tion, a  partnership,  corporation,  or  trust.  For  purposes  of 
this  ordinance,  the  rights  and  duties  of  the  landlord  here- 
under shall  be  the  obligation  of  anyone  who  manages, 
controls,  or  customarily  accepts  rent  on  behalf  of  the 
landlord. 

(q)  Low-  or  Moderate-Income  Tenant:  A  tenant  or 
group  of  tenants,  all  of  whom  occupy  the  same  dwelling 
unit,  whose  total  income  for  the  twelve  months  immedi- 
ately preceding  the  date  of  any  notice  or  the  exercising  of 
any  right,  whichever  may  occur  later,  is  not  more  than 
ninety  percent  of  the  median  income  for  the  area  as  set 
forth  in  or  determined  based  upon  regulations  promul- 
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gated  from  time  to  time  by  the  United  Stated  Department 
of  Housing  and  Urban  Development  pursuant  to  section  8 
of  the  Housing  Act  of  1937,  as  amended  by  the  Housing 
and  Community  Development  Act  of  1974,  and  calcu- 
lated pursuant  to  said  regulations. 

(r)  Low-Income  Tenant:  A  tenant  or  group  of  tenants, 
all  of  whom  occupy  the  same  dwelling  unit,  whose  total 
income  for  the  twelve  months  immediately  preceding  the 
date  of  any  notice  or  the  exercising  of  any  right,  which- 
ever may  occur  later,  is  not  more  than  50  percent  of  the 
median  income  for  the  area  as  set  forth  in  or  determined 
based  upon  regulations  promulgated  from  time  to  time  by 
the  United  States  Department  of  Housing  and  Urban  De- 
velopment pursuant  to  section  8  of  the  Housing  Act  of 
1937,  as  amended  by  the  Housing  and  Community  De- 
velopment Act  of  1974,  and  calculated  pursuant  to  said 
regulations. 

(s)  Operating  and  Maintenance  Expenses:  The  reason- 
able and  necessary  expenses  to  a  landlord  of  providing 
housing  services  to  a  tenant,  including  without  limitation, 
maintenance,  repair,  management  fee,  real  estate  bro- 
ker's commission,  insurance,  utilities  included  within  the 
rent,  but  not  including  mortgage  interest  and  amortiza- 
tion nor  an  allowance  for  obsolescence  or  depreciation. 

(t)  Rent:  The  consideration,  including  without  limita- 
tion, all  bonuses,  benefits,  gratuities,  or  charges  conti- 
gent  or  otherwise,  demanded  or  received  for,  or  in 
connection  with,  the  use  or  occupancy  of  a  housing  ac- 
commodation, for  housing  services,  or  for  the  transfer  of 
a  lease  of  a  housing  accommodation. 

(u)  Rental  Housing  Agreement:  An  agreement,  oral, 
written,  or  implied,  between  a  landlord  and  a  tenant  for 
the  use  and  occupancy  of  a  housing  accommodation  and 
for  housing  services. 

(v)  Tenant:  A  tenant,  subtenant,  lessee,  sublessee,  or 
other  person,  entitled  under  the  terms  of  a  rental  housing 
agreement  to  the  use  and  occupancy  of  any  housing  ac- 
commodation. 

Section  2.  Rent  Equity  Board. 

(a)  Composition.  There  shall  be  in  the  City  of  Boston  a 
board  known  as  the  Rent  Equity  Board,  consisting  of  five 
residents  of  the  city  appointed  by  the  Mayor,  including 
two  (2)  tenants  of  rental  housing  units,  who  own  no 
dwelling  units;  2  landlords,  one  of  whom  owns  or  man- 
ages at  least  twenty  (20)  rental  dwelling  units  in  the  city, 
and  one  who  owns  or  manages  more  than  three  (3),  but 
less  than  twenty  (20)  rental  dwelling  units  in  the  city;  and 
one  member  representing  the  public  interest,  who  shall 
have  no  prior  involvement  in  advocacy  on  behalf  of  ten- 
ants or  landlords,  but  shall  represent  a  broad  and  unbi- 
ased public  interest.  The  administrator,  with  the  approval 
of  the  Mayor,  may  serve  as  a  public  member  of  the  board . 
Members  of  the  board  shall  be  appointed  for  a  term  expir- 
ing on  the  first  Monday  of  the  January  following  the  next 
biennial  municipal  election  at  which  a  Mayor  is  elected. 
To  the  extent  possible  the  board  shall  reasonably  reflect 
the  racial  composition  of  the  city.  The  Administrator,  if  a 
member  of  the  board,  shall  not  serve  as  chairperson  of  the 
board.  The  board  shall  elect  one  of  its  members  as  chair- 
person to  serve  in  that  capacity  for  a  term  of  one  year. 
Vacancies  shall  be  filled  by  the  Mayor  for  the  unexpried 
term.  The  Mayor  may  remove  any  member  of  the  board 
in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  City  of  Boston 
Code,  Statutes,  Title  5,  section  107. 

(b)  Compensation.  Each  member  of  the  board  shall  re- 
ceive compensation  for  actual  service  in  the  amount  of 
fifteen  dollars  per  hour,  or  part  thereof.  The  Administra- 
tor shall  not  receive  any  additional  compensation  for  du- 
ties performed  as  a  member  of  the  board,  beyond  the 
Administrator's  salary.  Members  of  the  board,  other  than 
the  Administrator,  are  hereby  classified  as  special  munic- 
ipal employees  for  the  purpose  of  chapter  268A  of  the 
General  Laws  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts. 


(c)  Powers  and  Duties.  The  board  shall  be  responsible 
for  carrying  out  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance.  The 
board  shall  hire,  with  the  approval  of  the  Mayor,  the  Ad- 
ministrator. The  board  shall  promulgate  such  policies, 
rules,  rulings  and  regulations,  and  shall  issue  such  or- 
ders, as  will  further  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance.  The 
board  shall,  as  provided  in  sections  4,  5,  and  7,  establish 
and  adjust  the  maximum  rent  for  housing  accommoda- 
tions; shall,  as  provided  in  section  6,  adjust  the  rent  for 
decontrolled  housing  accommodations;  shall,  as  pro- 
vided in  section  9,  grant  or  deny  certificates  of  eviction; 
and  shall  bring  such  proceedings  as  may  be  necessary  to 
enforce  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance  or  to  enforce  any 
policy,  rule,  ruling,  regulation,  or  order  promulgated  or 
issued  by  the  board  pursuant  to  this  ordinance.  The  board 
may  refer  any  appropriate  matter  to  the  assessing,  build- 
ing, fire,  or  housing  inspection  departments,  or  any  other 
appropriate  department,  of  the  city,  and  may,  at  the  re- 
quest of  any  landlord,  render  a  binding  a  binding  advi- 
sory opinion  as  to  the  permissible  impact  of  a  proposed 
capital  improvement  on  the  rents. 

(d)  Studies,  Information,  Investigations  and  Reports. 
The  Board  may  make  such  studies,  conduct  such  hearings 
and  investigations,  and  obtain  such  information  as  is 
deemed  necessary  in  promulgating  any  regulation,  rule 
or  order  pursuant  to  this  ordinance  and  any  regulation  or 
order  promulgated  thereunder.  For  the  foregoing  pur- 
poses, a  person  may  be  summoned  to  attend  and  testify,  to 
produce  documents,  and  to  prepare  in  a  like  manner  as  he 
may  be  summoned  to  attend  as  a  witness  before  a  court 
and  before  the  City  Council  under  section  8  of  chapter 
233  of  the  General  Lawsof  the  Commonwealth  of  Massa- 
chusetts. Any  person  who  rents  or  offers  for  rent  or  acts 
as  broker  or  agent  for  the  rental  of  any  controlled  housing 
accommodation  or  decontrolled  housing  accommodation 
may  be  required  to  furnish  under  oath  any  information 
required  by  the  board  which  relates  SDecifically  to  said 
housing  accommodations,  to  provide  recdfds  and  other 
documents,  and  to  make  reports.  Such  persons  shall  have 
the  right  to  be  represented  by  counsel,  and  a  transcript 
shall  be  taken  of  all  testimony  and  such  person  shall  have 
the  right  to  examine  said  transcript  at  r<  isonable  times 
and  places.  Section  10ofchapter233  oft!  General  Laws 
of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts  shall  apply.  The 
board  shall  recommend  adoption  of  such  amendments  as 
may  be  necessary  to  carry  out  the  purposes  of  this  ordi- 
nance. 

Section  3.  Registration.  The  board  may  require  regis- 
tration of  all  controlled  housing  accommodations  on 
forms  approved  by  the  Administrator.  Whoever  fails  to 
file  in  a  timely  manner  any  statement  or  information  re- 
quired to  be  filed  under  this  section  shall ,  in  addition  to  all 
other  penalties  pursuant  to  section  14,  be  subject  to  a  fine 
of  up  to  fifty  dollars  per  calendar  day,  or  part  thereof,  that 
such  failure  continues.  No  petition  for  an  upward  adjust- 
ment of  maximum  rent  shall  be  accepted  by  the  board  un- 
til all  statements  and  information  required  to  be  filed 
pursuant  to  this  section  have  been  filed,  and  all  such  peti- 
tions received  prior  to  such  filing  shall  be  dismissed  by 
the  board. 

Section  4.  Maximum  Rent.  The  maximum  rent  of  a 
controlled  housing  accommodation  shall  be  the  rent 
which  was  established  under  chapter  842  of  the  Acts  of 
1970,  and  section  13(a)  of  chapter  19  of  the  Ordinances  of 
1972,  as  amended  as  adjusted  by  the  board  pursuant  (o 
chapter  1 5  of  the  Ordinances  of  1975  as  amended  or  chap- 
ter 1  of  the  Ordinances  of  1983,  as  amended,  whichever 
is  applicable;  provided,  however,  the  maximum  rent  for  a 
controlled  housing  accommodation  in  a  cooperative  shall 
be  the  rent  charged  as  of  May  1,  1982.  It  the  maximum 
rent  of  a  controlled  housing  accommodation  has  not  Oth 
erwise  been  established,  it  shall  be  established  by  the 
board.  Any  maximum  rent  for  a  controlled  housing  ac 
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commodation  shall  be  adjusted  subsequently  in  accord- 
ance with  the  provisions  of  sections  5  and  7. 

Section  5.  Adjustment  of  Maximum  Rent,  (a)  General 
Adjustments.  Commencing  in  1985,  the  board  shall  an- 
nually adjust  the  maximum  rent  established  pursuant  to 
section  4  by  percentage,  for  all  controlled  housing  ac- 
commodations which  have  not  received  an  adjustment 
during  the  prior  calendar  year  and  which  are  in  compli- 
ance with  Article  II  of  the  State  Sanitary  Code.  Each  such 
maximum  rent  shall  be  adjusted  in  an  amount  equal  to  the 
percentage  increase  or  decrease  in  the  consumer  price  in- 
dex during  the  prior  calendar  year,  said  adjustment  to  be- 
come effective  on  the  first  day  of  June  of  each  year 
commencing  on  June  1,  1985. 

The  board  may,  by  order  or  regulation  as  provided  in 
section  7,  make  such  other  general  adjustments,  either 
upward  or  downward,  in  the  maximum  rent  established 
by  section  4  for  all  controlled  housing  accommodations 
or  any  class  thereof  as  may  be  necessary  to  remove  hard- 
ships or  to  correct  other  inequities,  and  in  so  doing,  shall 
observe  the  principle  of  maintaining  maximum  rents  for 
controlled  housing  accommodations  at  levels  which  will 
yield  to  landlords  a  fair  net  operating  income  from  such 
housing  accommodations. 

The  board  shall  cause  a  notice  of  any  such  general  ad- 
justment of  maximum  rents  for  controlled  housing  ac- 
commodations to  be  published  three  times  in  at  least  one 
newspaper  of  general  circulation  in  the  city  at  least  thirty 
days  prior  to  the  effective  date  thereof  and  shall  sent  to  all 
landlords  of  controlled  housing  accommodations  a  copy 
of  said  notice  by  first  class  mail. 

(b)  Individual  Adjustments.  The  board  shall  by  order 
as  provided  in  section  7,  make  such  individual  adjust- 
ments, as  provided  upward  or  downward,  of  the  maxi- 
mum rents  established  by  section  4,  or  as  adjusted 
pursuant  to  paragraph  (a)  of  this  section,  for  any  con- 
trolled housing  accommodation  as  may  be  necessary  to 
remove  hardships  or  to  correct  other  inequities,  and  in  so 
doing,  shall  observe  the  principle  of  maintaining  maxi- 
mum rents  for  controlled  housing  accommodations 
which  will  yield  to  landlords  a  fair  net  operating  income 
from  such  housing  accommodations. 

(c)  Fair  Net  Operating  Income.  In  determining  whether 
the  maximum  rent  for  a  controlled  housing  accommoda- 
tion yields  a  fair  net  operating  income,  the  board  shall 
consider,  without  limitation,  the  following  relevant  fac- 
tors: 

(i)  increases  of  decreases  in  property  taxes; 
(ii)  unavoidable  increases  or  any  decreases  in  operat- 
ing and  maintenance  expenses; 
(iii)  captial  improvement  of  the  controlled  housing 
accommodation; 

(iv)  increases  or  decreases  in  living  space  or  housing 
services;  and 

(v)  substantial  deterioration  of  the  controlled  hous- 
ing accommodation,  other  than  ordinary  wear  and 
tear,  or  failure  to  perform  ordinary  repair,  replace- 
ment or  maintenance. 

(d)  For  the  purposes  of  adjusting  rents  under  the  provi- 
sions of  paragraph  (b)  of  this  section,  the  board  may 
promulgate  a  schedule  of  standard  rental  increases  or  de- 
creases for  improvement  or  deterioration  of  specific 
housing  services. 

(e)  Denial  of  Adjustment.  Notwithstanding  any  other 
provisions  of  this  section,  the  board  may  deny  or  refuse  to 
grant  any  upward  adjustment  of  the  maximum  rent  for  a 
controlled  housing  accommodation,  if  upon  petition  of 
the  tenant,  it  determines  that  the  affected  controlled  hous- 
ing accommodation  does  not  comply  with  Article  II  of  the 
State  Sanitary  Code,  or  the  State  Building  Code,  or  the 
Boston  Fire  Prevention  Code,  or  any  other  applicable 
municipal  code,  ordinance,  or  state  law,  regulating  the 
conditions  or  occupancy  of  housing  accommodations. 


The  board  may  refuse  to  make  a  downward  adjustment  of 
the  maximum  rent  for  a  controlled  housing  accommoda- 
tion if  it  determines  that  the  tenant  is  more  than  sixty  days 
in  arrears  in  tendering  rent  for  such  housing  accommoda- 
tion, unless  arrearage  is  due  to  a  withholding  of  rent  pur- 
suant to  the  provisions  of  section  127L  of  chapter  1 1 1  or 
section  8A  of  chapter  239  of  the  General  Laws  of  the 
Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts.  For  the  purposes  of 
this  paragraph,  an  inspection  report  of  a  Board  inspector 
or  of  any  authorized  state  or  city  inspector  or  investigator 
shall  be  prima  facie  evidence  that  the  conditions  or  lack  of 
compliance  reported  exists. 

(f)  The  board  may  remove  maximum  rent  levels  estab- 
lished pursuant  to  sections  4 , 5 ,  or  7 ,  for  any  class  of  con- 
trolled housing  accommodations  if,  in  its  judgment  the 
need  for  continuing  such  maximum  rental  levels  no 
longer  exists  because  of  sufficient  construction  of  new 
housing  accommodations,  the  rental  levels  for  which  are 
comparable  to  the  rental  levels  of  the  class  of  controlled 
housing  accommodations  for  which  the  maximum  rental 
levels  are  to  be  discontinued  or  because  the  demand  for 
housing  accommodations  has  otherwise  been  met.  Any 
maximum  rental  level  removed  pursuant  to  this  para- 
graph shall  be  reimposed  or  adjusted  and  reimposed  upon 
a  finding  by  the  board  that  a  substantial  shortage  of  hous- 
ing accommodations  exists  and  that  such  reimposition  is 
necessary  to  serve  the  public  interest.  Any  action  under 
this  paragraph  shall  be  subject  to  the  hearing  and  notice 
requirements  of  paragraph  (b)  of  section  7. 

Section  6.  Rent  Grievances.  All  elderly,  handicapped, 
or  low-  or  moderate-income  tenants  of  decontrolled 
housing  accommodations  may  petition  the  board  on  a 
form  approved  by  the  Administrator  for  a  downward  ad- 
justment of  the  rent  for  such  a  housing  accommodation  if 
the  landlord  has  increased  the  rent  for  said  tenant's  hous- 
ing accommodation  by  a  percentage  increase  in  the  con- 
sumer price  index  for  the  twelve  months  immediately 
preceding  the  date  of  said  tenant's  petition.  For  purpose 
of  preventing  rent  gouging,  all  other  tenants  of  decon- 
trolled housing  may  petition  the  board  on  a  form  ap- 
proved by  the  Administrator  for  a  downward  adjustment 
of  the  rent  for  such  housing  accommodation  if  the  land- 
lord has  increased  the  rent  for  said  tenant's  housing  ac- 
commodation by  a  percentage  greater  than  12.5  percent 
in  any  one  year.  The  board  shall ,  at  least  annually,  take  all 
reasonable  steps  to  make  such  tenants  aware  of  the  provi- 
sions of  this  section  and  the  rights  and  protections  of  all 
tenants  existing  pursuant  to  this  ordinance.  The  Adminis- 
trator shall  conduct  a  hearing  with  respect  to  all  such  peti- 
tions filed  and  shall  make  a  recommendation  to  the  board. 
The  board  shall  not  be  bound  by  the  Administrator's  rec- 
ommendation and  shall  evaluate  independently  the  evi- 
dence as  presented  to  the  Administrator.  The  board  shall 
act  within  a  reasonable  time  after  receiving  the  Adminis- 
trator's recommendation;  provided,  however,  such 
action  shall  occur  within  sixty  calendar  days  after  the 
board's  receipt  of  a  petition.  Until  a  decision  has  been 
made  by  the  board  in  favor  of  the  tenant,  the  tenant  shall 
be  obligated  to  tender  such  rent  increase  as  lawfully  re- 
quired by  the  landlord;  provided,  however,  the  board 
shall  order  repayment.  The  board  may  by  regulation 
modify  the  hearing  procedure  provided  for  in  this  section 
to  serve  the  public  interest. 

Any  such  petition  shall  be  filed  with  the  board  within 
forty-five  days  after  the  tenant's  receipt  of  the  landlord's 
notice  of  the  rent  increase;  provided,  however,  the  board 
may  extend  such  period  for  filing  if  the  tenant  was  unable 
to  file  the  petition  due  to  illness,  absence  from  the  city,  or 
other  good  cause.  The  Administrator  shall  notify  the 
landlord  upon  receipt  of  a  petition.  Failure  on  the  part  of 
the  landlord  to  appear  at  a  hearing,  either  in  person  or 
through  counsel,  on  a  tenant's  petition  pursuant  to  this 
section  shall  result  in  an  automatic  approval  of  said  ten- 
ant's petition. 
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Within  forty-five  days  after  the  effective  date  of  this 
ordinance,  annually  on  the  second  day  of  January,  begin- 
ning in  1 985 ,  and  as  part  of  any  notice  of  an  increase  in  the 
rent  for  any  decontrolled  housing  accommodation,  and 
upon  a  tenant's  initial  taking  of  occupancy  in  a  unit  of  a 
housing  accommodation,  every  tenant  shall  be  notified  in 
writing  of  his  right  to  file  a  rent  grievance  with  the  board 
pursuant  to  this  section.  Such  notice  shall  be  in  a  form 
which  has  been  approved  by  the  Administrator  and  shall 
contain  information  respecting  the  conditions  of  eligibil- 
ity and  the  procedure  for  such  rent  grievances.  On  or  be- 
fore February  1st  of  each  year,  the  landlord  shall  file  with 
the  board  an  affidavit,  under  penalty  of  perjury,  that  he 
has  caused  the  notice  to  be  mailed  on  or  about  January  2  to 
each  such  tenant.  Notwithstanding  any  other  provisions 
of  this  section,  no  landlord  shall  receive  more  than  one 
rent  adjustment  in  any  twelve-month  period. 

Section  7.  Rent  Adjustment  Proceedings.  Controlled 
Housing  Accommodations. 

(a)  Individual  Adjustment  of  Maximum  Rent.  The 
board  shall  consider  an  adjustment  or  rent  for  an  individ- 
ual controlled  housing  accommodation  upon  receipt  of  a 
petition  for  adjustment  filed  by  the  landlord  or  tenant  of 
such  housing  accommodation  or  upon  its  own  initiative. 
Such  petition  shall  be  made  on  a  form  approved  by  the 
Administrator.  The  board  shall  notify  the  landlord  and 
tenant  if  the  petition  was  filed  by  the  tenant,  or  the  tenant 
and  landlord  if  the  petition  was  filed  by  the  landlord,  upon 
receipt  of  such  petition  of  the  right  of  either  party  to  re- 
quest a  hearing  within  fifteen  calendar  days  after  the  re- 
ceipt of  such  notice,  or  the  board  may  schedule  a  hearing 
upon  its  own  initiative.  If  a  hearing  is  requested  in  a 
timely  manner  by  either  party,  or  of  the  action  is  under- 
taken upon  the  initiative  of  the  board,  notice  of  the  time 
and  place  of  the  hearing  shall  be  furnished  to  the  landlord 
and  the  tenant  and  the  hearing  shall  be  conducted  before  a 
designee  of  the  board.  The  board  may  consolidate  peti- 
tions and  actions  taken  under  its  own  initiative  relating  to 
controlled  housing  accommodations  in  the  same  building 
or  development,  and  all  such  petitions  and  actions  may  by 
considered  in  a  single  hearing. 

(b)  General  Adjustment  of  Maximum  Rent  by  Regula- 
tion. Upon  its  own  initiative,  the  board  may  take  a  general 
adjustment,  in  addition  to  those  required  by  paragraph  (a) 
of  section  5,  by  percentage  or  otherwise,  of  the  rental  lev- 
els for  any  class  of  controlled  housing  accommodations 
subject  to  such  conditions,  if  any,  as  the  board  shall  deter- 
mine. Prior  to  making  such  adjustments,  a  public  hearing 
shall  be  held  before  at  least  a  majority  of  the  board.  No- 
tice of  the  time,  place  and  purpose  of  such  hearing  shall 
be  published  three  times  in  at  least  one  newspaper  of  gen- 
eral circulation  in  the  city,  the  first  such  publication  shall 
appear  at  least  thirty  calendar  days  prior  to  the  scheduled 
date  of  said  hearing. 

(c)  Limitations  on  Petitions  for  Individual  Adjustment. 
Notwithstanding  any  other  provision  of  this  section,  the 
board  may,  without  holding  a  hearing,  refuse  to  adjust  the 
maximum  rent  for  an  individual  controlled  housing  ac- 
commodation and  may  dismiss  any  petition  for  adjust- 
ment if  a  decision  has  been  made  with  respect  to  the 
maximum  rent  for  such  housing  accommodation  within 
the  preceding  twelve  months  or  if  the  board  finds  that  the 
petition  for  adjustment  is  filed  for  the  purposes  of  harass- 
ment or  for  any  other  purpose  not  intended  by  this  ordi- 
nance. 

(d)  Hearings  required  under  paragraph  (a)  shall  be  con- 
ducted in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  section  1 1  of 
chapter  30A  of  the  General  Laws  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Massachusetts,  except  that  requirements  (7)  and  (8)  of 
said  section  1 1  shall  not  apply  to  such  hearings. 

Section  8.  Information  to  be  Supplied  in  Connection 
with  Tenant  Petitions  and  Board  Initiated  Actions  for  Ad- 
justment —  Controlled  Housing  Accommodations .  Upon 


receipt  by  the  board  of  a  tenant  petition  for  adjustment  of 
maximum  rent  for  a  controlled  housing  accommodation, 
or  upon  action  initiated  by  the  board  for  adjustment  of 
maximum  rent  for  any  such  housing  accommodation,  the 
landlord  shall  furnish  to  the  administrator,  within  fifteen 
days  after  a  written  demand  therefor,  an  information 
statement  in  forms  approved  by  the  Administrator.  Who- 
ever fails  to  file  in  a  timely  manner  any  information  re- 
quired to  be  filed  under  this  section  may,  in  addition  to  all 
other  penalties  pursuant  to  section  14,  be  subject  to  a  fine 
of  up  to  fifty  dollars  per  calendar  day,  or  part  thereof,  that 
such  failure  continues. 

Section  9.  Evictions.  Controlled  Housing  Accommo- 
dations. 

(a)  No  person  shall  bring  any  action  to  recover  posses- 
sion of  a  controlled  housing  accommodation  unless: 
(i)  the  tenant  has  failed  to  pay  the  rent  to  which  the 
landlord  is  legally  entitled; 

(ii)  the  tenant  has  violated  an  obligation  or  covenant 
of  tenancy  other  than  the  obligation  to  surrender  pos- 
session upon  proper  notice  and  has  failed  to  cure 
such  violation  after  having  received  written  notice 
thereof  from  the  landlord; 

(iii)  the  tenant  is  committing  or  permitting  to  exist  a 
nuisance  in,  or  is  causing  substantial  damage  to,  the 
housing  accommodation,  or  is  creating  substantial 
interference  with  the  comfort,  safety,  or  enjoyment 
of  the  landlord  or  other  occupants  of  the  same  or  any 
adjacent  housing  accommodation; 
(iv)  the  tenant  is  convicted  of  using  or  permitting  a 
housing  accommodation  to  be  used  for  any  illegal 
purpose; 

(v)  the  tenant,  who  had  a  written  rental  housing 
agreement  which  terminated  on  or  after  the  passage 
of  this  ordinance  has  refused,  after  written  request  or 
demand  by  the  landlord,  to  execute  a  written  exten- 
sion or  renewal  for  a  further  term  of  like  duration  and 
in  such  terms  as  are  not  inconsistent  withw  violative 
of  any  provisions  of  this  ordinance; 
(vi)  the  tenant  has  refused  the  landlord  reasonable 
access  to  the  housing  accommodation  for  the  pur- 
pose of  making  necessary  repairs  or  improvements 
required  by  the  laws  of  the  united  States,  the  Com- 
monwealth of  Massachusetts,  or  any  subdivision 
thereof,  or  for  the  purpose  of  inspection  as  permitted 
or  required  by  the  lease  or  by  law,  or  for  the  purpose 
of  showing  the  housing  accommodation  to  any  pro- 
spective purchaser  or  mortgagee; 
(vii)  the  tenant  holding  at  the  end  of  a  lease  term  is  a 
subtenant  not  approved  by  the  landlord; 
(viii)  the  landlord  seeks  to  recover  possession  in 
good  faith  for  the  use  and  occupancy  of  himself,  or 
his  children,  parents,  brother,  sister,  father-in-law, 
mother-in-law,  son-in-law,  or  daughter-in-law; 
(ix)  the  land  seeks  to  recover  possession  to  demolish 
the  same  in  compliance  with  the  lawful  government 
order; 

(x)  the  landlord  seeks  to  recover  possession  for  pur- 
poses of  a  condominium  or  cooperative  conversion 
and  such  action  for  recovery  is  brought  in  compli- 
ance with  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance,  or  any 
rule,  regulation  or  order  promulgated  hereunder; 
(xi)  the  landlord  seeks  to  recover  possession  for  any 
other  just  cause,  provided  that  his  purpose  is  not  in 
conflict  with  the  provisions  and  purposes  of  this  ordi- 
nance. 
A.  landlord  seeking  to  recover  possession  of  a  con- 
trolled housing  accommodation  shall  apply  to  the  board 
for  a  certificate  of  eviction.  Upon  receipt  of  such  an  appli- 
cation, the  board  by  first-class  mail,  shall  send  a  copy  of 
the  application  to  the  tenant  of  the  controlled  housing  ac- 
commodation together  with  a  notification  of  all  rights  and 
procedures  available  pursuant  to  this  section.  If  the  board 
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finds  that  the  facts  attested  to  in  the  landlord's  petition  are 
valid  and  in  compliance  with  paragraph  (a),  the  certifi- 
cate of  eviction  shall  be  issued. 

A  landlord  who  seeks  to  recover  possession  of  a  con- 
trolled housing  accommodation  without  a  certificate  of 
eviction  shall  be  deemed  to  have  violated  this  ordinance, 
and  the  board  shall  initiate  a  criminal  prosecution  for 
such  violation.  Notwithstanding  the  provisions  of  this 
paragraph,  the  United  States,  the  Commonwealth  of 
Massachusetts,  or  any  agency  or  political  subdivision 
thereof  may  maintain  an  action  or  proceeding  to  recover 
possession  of  any  housing  accommodation  operated  by  it 
where  such  action  or  proceeding  is  authorized  by  the  stat- 
ute or  regulation  under  which  such  accommodations  are 
administered. 

The  provisionsof  this  paragraph  shall  be  constructed  as 
additional  restrictions  upon  the  rights  to  recover  posses- 
sion of  a  controlled  housing  accommodation.  No  provi- 
sion of  this  section  shall  entitle  any  person  to  recover 
possession  of  such  a  controlled  housing  accommodation. 
Upon  a  decision  of  the  board  concerning  the  granting  or 
withholding  of  a  certificate  of  eviction,  either  party  con- 
cerned may  appeal  to  the  District  Court  Department  of 
the  Trial  Court  for  the  judicial  district  within  the  con- 
trolled housing  accommodation  is  located  or  to  the  Hous- 
ing Court  Department  of  the  Trial  Court,  City  of  Boston 
Division,  within  thirty  calendar  days  after  such  decision. 

(b)  No  landlord  of  a  vacancy  decontrolled  housing  ac- 
commodation shall  seek  to  recover  possession  of  such 
housing  accommodation  without  first  filing  with  the 
board  and  the  court  an  affidavit  signed  under  penalty  of 
perjury,  stating  that  such  eviction  is  sought  for  one  of  the 
reasons  enumerated  in  paragraph  (a)  of  this  section.  The 
landlord  shall  send  a  copy  of  said  affidavit  to  the  tenant, 
the  landlord  shall  be  required  to  prove  such  cause  in  any 
subsequent  summary  process  action. 

Section  10.  Condominium  and  Cooperative  Conver- 
sion. 
Evictions. 

(a)  All  condominium  and  cooperative  conversion  evic- 
tions from  housing  accommodations  as  defined  in  para- 
graph (n)  of  section  1  shall  be  governed  by  the  eviction 
control  provisions  of  section  9,  as  modified  by  the  provi- 
sions of  this  section  10. 

(b)  Presumption.  For  purposes  of  this  ordinance,  any 
action  to  recover  possession  of  a  housing  accommodation 
shall  be  presumed  by  the  board  to  be  a  condominium  or 
cooperative  conversion  eviction  where  any  one  or  more 
of  the  following  has  occurred: 

(i)  any  dwelling  unit  in  any  building  or  structure  in 
which  the  housing  accommodation  is  located  has 
been  sold  as  a  condominium  or  cooperative  unit;  or 
(ii)  a  master  deed  or  articles  of  organization  for  the 
building  or  structure  in  which  the  housing  accommo- 
dation is  located  for  which  recovery  of  possession  is 
sought  has  been  duly  recorded  pursuant  to  the  provi- 
sions of  chapters  156B,  183A,  or  157  of  the  General 
Laws  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts;  or 
(iii)  a  master  deed  or  articles  of  organization  for  the 
building  or  structure  in  which  the  housing  accommo- 
dation is  located  for  which  recovery  of  possession  is 
sought  is  duly  recorded  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of 
chapters  183 A,  156B  or  157  of  said  General  Laws 
within  one  hundred  and  eighty  days  after  an  action  is 
brought  to  recover  such  possession;  or 
(iv)  any  tenant  of  any  unit  of  housing  accommodation 
in  the  building  or  structure  wherein  the  unit  of  hous- 
ing accommodation  is  located  for  which  recovery  of 
possession  is  sought  has  received  any  notice  required 
by  paragraph  (c)  of  this  section;  provided,  however, 
that  a  landlord  may  seek  to  recover  possession  of  a 
housing  accommodation  when  any  of  (i),  (ii),  (iii),  or 
(iv)  occurs  for  purposes  other  than  a  condominium 


or  cooperative  conversion  when  the  land  has  filed 
with  the  board  an  affidavit  under  the  penalty  of  per- 
jury, stating  that  such  eviction  is  not  for  the  purpose 
of  convertion  the  housing  accommodation  to  a  con- 
dominium or  cooperative  unit. 

(c)  Notices.  No  person  shall  bring  any  action  to  recover 
possession  of  a  housing  accommodation  for  the  purpose 
of  a  condominium  or  cooperative  conversion  until  the 
later  of  the  expiration  of  the  rental  housing  agreement  or 
one  year  has  elaped  after  the  date  the  tenant  or  such  hous- 
ing accommodation  received  a  written  notice  of  termina- 
tion of  his  tenancy;  provided,  however,  that,  in  the  case  of 
a  dwelling  unit  occupied,  in  whole  or  in  part,  by  an  el- 
derly, handicapped  or  low-  or  moderate-income  tenant 
upon  the  date  of  the  notice,  unit  three  years  after  such  date 
has  elapsed.  The  burden  of  proving  qualification  with  re- 
spect to  age,  handicap,  and  income  shall  rest  with  the  ten- 
ant. 

All  notices  given  pursuant  to  this  section  shall  be  per- 
sonally served  upon  the  tenant  or  mailed  to  the  tenant  by 
certified  mail,  return  receipt  requested,  and  shall  advise 
the  tenant  of  the  rights  and  procedures  available  under 
this  ordinance. 

No  action  to  recover  possession  of  a  housing  accom- 
modation for  condominium  or  cooperative  conversion 
shall  be  effective  unless  a  master  deed  or  articles  or  orga- 
nization for  the  building  or  structure  in  which  the  housing 
accommodation  is  located  has  been  duly  recorded  pursu- 
ant to  the  provisions  of  chapters  1 83A,  156B  or  157  of  the 
General  Laws  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts, 
prior  to  or  within  the  one-year  or  three-year  time  period 
specified  in  this  section  for  notice  to  tenants  of  such  hous- 
ing accommodations.  Except  with  respect  to  decon- 
trolled housing  accommodations,  upon  expiration  of  the 
notice  period  as  provided  herein,  the  landlord  must  pro- 
vide proof  satisfactory  to  the  board  that  he  has  complied 
with  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance  with  respect  to  re- 
covery of  a  housing  accommodation  in  order  to  convert  it 
to  a  condominium  or  a  cooperative.  If  the  board  finds  that 
proof  is  valid  and  in  compliance  with  the  provisions  of 
this  ordinance,  a  certificate  of  eviction  shall  be  issued. 

If  a  landlord  of  a  decontrolled  housing  accommodation 
seeks  to  recover  possession  of  such  housing  accommoda- 
tion for  any  reason  other  than  to  effect  a  condominium  or 
cooperative  conversion  prior  to  the  expiration  of  the  no- 
tice period  as  provided  in  this  section,  and  where  appro- 
priate, he  has  filed  with  the  board  the  affidavit  prescribed 
by  paragraph  (b)  (iv)  of  this  section,  no  certificate  of  evic- 
tion shall  be  required. 

Upon  expiration  of  the  notice  period  as  provided  in  this 
section,  no  landlord  of  a  decontrolled  housing  accommo- 
dation shall  be  required  to  obtain  a  certificate  of  eviction 
from  the  board  as  a  prerequisite  to  recovering  possession 
of  such  decontrolled  housing  accommodation  in  order  to 
effect  a  condominium  or  cooperative  conversion;  pro- 
vided, however,  that  such  landlord  shall  file  with  the 
board  in  affidavit,  under  the  penalty  of  perjury,  that  he 
has  complied  with  the  requirements  imposed  by  this  sec- 
tion. 

(d)  Rent  and  rental  housing  agreement  protection.  For 
any  tenant  who  receives  or  is  entitled  to  receive  a  notice  as 
provided  in  this  section,  the  landlord  shall  extend  such 
rental  housing  agreement  upon  the  expiration  thereof. 
Such  extension  or  extensions  shall  be  for  a  period  or  peri- 
ods of  one  year  or  fraction  as  shall  equal  the  period  of 
notice  to  which  such  tenant  is  entitled  pursuant  to  the  pro- 
visions of  this  section.  The  provisions  of  such  rental 
housing  agreement  may  not  be  modified  by  the  landlord 
except  to  the  extent  such  modification  is  required  by  law 
and  except  with  respect  to  the  amount  of  annual  rent,  any 
increase  in  which  shall  not  exceed  an  amount  equal  to  the 
sum  which  would  result  by  multiplying  said  rent  by  the 
percentage  increase  in  the  consumer  price  index  during 
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the  calendar  year  immediately  preceding  the  date  upon 
which  such  rental  housing  agreement  is  extended. 

(e)  Right  to  purchase  unit.  Any  tenant  who  receives  or 
is  entitled  to  receive  notice  pursuant  to  this  section  shall 
be  given  the  right  to  purchase  the  dwelling  unit  he  occu- 
pied at  the  time  such  notice  is  delivered,  for  substantially 
the  same  or  more  favorable  terms  and  conditions  as  are 
being  offered  to  prospective  purchasers.  Such  tenant  may 
exercise  a  right  of  first  refusal  to  purchase  such  unit  by 
executing  a  purchase  and  sale  agreement  prior  to  the  ex- 
piration of  ninety  days  after  the  date  of  receiving  a  copy  of 
the  purchase  and  sale  agreement  properly  executed  by  the 
person  offering  the  unit  for  sale. 

(f)  Relocation  benefit.  Any  tenant  who  receives  or  is 
entitled  to  receive  a  notice  pursuant  to  this  section,  who 
chooses  not  to  exercise  the  right  to  purchase  the  unit  he  or 
she  occupies  pursuant  to  paragraph  (e)  hereof  or  who 
does  not  purchase  another  unit  in  the  same  building  or 
buildings,  shall  upon  vacating  said  unit  within  the  appro- 
priate notice  period  as  established  by  paragraph  (c)  and 
(g)  hereof,  be  paid  by  the  landlord  a  relocation  expense 
allowance  of  $750  per  housing  accommodation;  pro- 
vided, however,  that  if  such  tenant  is  elderly,  handi- 
capped, or  low  or  moderate-income,  said  relocation 
expense  allowance  shall  be  $1,000  per  housing  accom- 
modation. 

(g)  Relocation  service  to  elderly,  handicapped,  or  low- 
or  moderate-income  tenants.  Whenever  a  housing  ac- 
commodation is  converted  to  the  condominium  or  coop- 
erative form  of  ownership  and  such  conversion  results  in 
the  displacement  of  an  elderly,  handicapped,  or  low-  or 
moderate-income  tenant  who  qualified  as  such  on  the  date 
of  the  notice  required  by  paragraph  (c)  of  this  section,  the 
landlord  shall,  in  addition  to  paying  the  relocation  ex- 
pense allowance  required  by  paragraph  (f)  of  this  section, 
assist  said  tenant  in  locating  a  comparable  housing  ac- 
commodation within  the  city  which  rents  for  a  sum  which 
is  suitable  and  appropriate  in  relation  to  said  tenant's  fi- 
nancial condition  and  annual  income.  If  said  tenant  has 
resided  in  the  housing  accommodation  from  which  he  is 
displaced  for  at  least  three  years,  the  landlord  shall  make 
every  reasonable  effort  to  locate  such  substitute  housing 
accommodation  for  said  tenant  within  the  same  neighbor- 
hood of  the  city.  If  the  landlord  is  unable  to  locate  such 
substitute  housing  accommodation  for  said  tenant  within 
the  period  of  notice  required  by  paragraph  (c)  of  this  sec- 
tion, the  tenant  may  petition  the  board  for  an  extension  of 
the  period  of  the  notice  required  by  paragraph  (c).  The 
board  may  extend  such  period  of  notice  for  low-  or  mod- 
erate-income tenants  forup  to  an  additional  of  two  years; 
but  shall  extend  such  period  of  notice  for  an  additional 
Deriod  of  two  years  for  elderly  or  handicapped  tenants. 

(h)  Low-income  tenant,  or  low-  or  moderate-income 
elderly,  or  low-  or  moderate-income  handicapped  tenant. 
Notwithstanding  all  notice  periods  and  extensions 
thereof,  as  set  forth  in  this  section,  a  low-income  tenant  as 
defined  in  section  1  (r),  and  any  low-  or  moderate-income 
elderly  or  any  low-  or  moderate-income  handicapped  ten- 
ant shall  not  be  evicted  because  of  condominium  or  coop- 
erative conversions  for  the  duration  of  this  ordinance. 

(i)  Any  tenant  or  tenants  who  have  received  a  notice  of 
eviction  for  the  purpose  of  a  condominium  or  cooperative 
conversion  shall  be  refunded  their  prepaid  rent  and  secu- 
rity deposits,  to  the  extent  permitted  under  section  1 5B  of 
chapter  186  of  the  General  Laws  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Massachusetts. 

(j)  During  the  notice  periods  set  forth  in  paragraphs  (c) , 
(g)  and  (h)  of  section  10,  all  housing  accommodations  as 
to  which  possession  is  sought  for  the  purpose  of  a  condo- 
minium or  cooperative  conversion  shall  be  assessed  for 
real  estate  tax  purposes  as  a  residential  rental  premises 
and  not  as  condominium  or  cooperatives. 


Section  1 1 .  Duties  of  the  Board.  Certified  copies  of  all 
policies,  rules,  and  regulations  of  the  board  shall  be  for- 
warded to  the  City  Clerk  who  shall  forward  them  forth- 
with to  the  City  Council. 

Section  12.  Suspicious  Fires.  In  the  event  that  any 
owner  of  property  under  conversion  to  condominiums  or 
cooperatives  suffers  loss  in  three  or  more  such  properties 
because  of  fire,  the  records  of  the  Building  Department 
and  the  Assessing  Department  shall  indicate  such  condi- 
tions by  the  addition  on  the  plans,  maps,  printouts,  and 
records  of  the  city  of  the  words  "loss  by  fire"  on  the  af- 
fected structures.  Any  fire  in  a  unit  undergoing  conver- 
sion determined  by  the  fire  commissioner  to  be  of 
suspicious  origin  shall  be  identified  in  said  plans,  maps, 
printouts,  and  records  by  the  addition  of  the  words  "sus- 
picious fire." 

Section  13.  Civil  Remedies,  (a)  Any  person  who  de- 
mands, accepts,  receives,  or  retains  any  payment  of  rent 
in  excess  of  the  maximum  lawful  rent,  in  violation  of  the 
provisions  of  this  ordinance,  or  any  rule,  regulation  or 
order  hereunder  promulgated,  shall  be  liable  as  hereinaf- 
ter provided  to  the  person  from  whom  such  payment  is 
demanded,  accepted,  received,  or  retained,  or  to  the  city 
for  reasonable  attorney's  fees  and  costs  as  determined  by 
the  court,  plus  liquidated  damages  in  the  amount  of  one 
hundred  dollars,  or  not  more  than  three  times  the  amount 
by  which  the  payment  or  payments  demanded  accepted, 
received,  or  retained  exceed  the  maximum  rent  which 
could  be  lawfully  demanded,  accepted,  received,  or  re- 
tained whichever  is  the  greater;  provided,  however,  that 
if  the  defendant  proves  that  the  violation  was  neither  will- 
ful nor  the  result  of  failure  to  take  practicable  precautions 
against  the  occurrence  of  the  violation,  the  amount  of 
such  liquidated  damages  shall  be  the  amount  of  the  over- 
charge or  overcharges. 

(b)  If  the  person  from  whom  such  payment  is  de- 
manded, accepted,  received,  or  retained  jn  violation  of 
the  provisions  of  this  ordinance  or  any  rule,  regulation, 
or  order  hereunder  promulgated,  fails  to  bring  an  action 
under  this  section  within  thirty  calendar  days  from  the 
date  of  the  occurrence  of  the  violation,  the  board  may 
settle  the  claim  arising  out  of  the  violation  or  bring  such 
action  upon  its  own  initiative.  Settlement  by  the  board 
shall  thereafter  bar  any  other  person  from  bringing  action 
for  the  violation  or  violations  with  regard  to  which  a  set- 
tlement has  been  reached.  In  the  event  the  board  settles 
said  claim,  it  shall  be  entitled  to  retain  the  costs  it  incurred 
in  the  settlement  thereof,  and  the  person  against  whom 
the  violation  has  been  committed  shall  be  entitled  to  the 
remainder.  In  the  event  the  city  initiates  action  pursuant  to 
the  provisions  of  this  section,  it  shall  be  entitled  to  receive 
attorney's  fees  and  costs  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  par- 
agraph (a)  and  the  person  against  whom  the  violation  was 
committed  shall  be  awarded  liquidated  damages  pursuant 
to  the  provisions  of  said  paragraph  (a). 

(c)  A  judgment  for  damages  or  on  the  merits  in  any 
action  initiated  pursuant  to  this  section  shall  be  a  bar  to 
any  recovery  to  this  section  or  in  any  other  action  against 
the  same  defendant  on  account  of  any  violation  with  re- 
spect to  the  same  person  prior  to  the  initiation  of  the 
action  in  which  such  judgment  was  rendered.  Action  to 
recover  liquidated  damages  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of 
this  section  shall  not  be  brought  later  than  one  year  after 
the  date  of  violation.  A  single  action  for  damages  pursu- 
ant to  the  provisions  of  this  section  may  include  all  viola- 
tions of  the  provisions  of  this  section  committed  by  the 
same  defendant  against  the  same  person. 

(d)  The  District  Court  Department  of  the  Trial  Court 
for  the  judicial  district  within  which  the  housing  accom- 
modation affected  is  located  and  the  Housing  Court  De- 
partment of  the  Trial  Court,  City  of  Boston  Division, 
shall  severally  have  concurrent  original  jurisdiction  over 
all  actions  and  complaints  initiated  pursuant  to  this  sec- 
tion. 
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Section  14.  Criminal  Penalties,  (a)  It  shall  be  unlawful 
for  any  person  to  demand,  accept,  receive,  or  retain  any 
rent  for  the  use  or  occupancy  of  any  housing  accommoda- 
tions in  excess  of  the  maximum  rent  prescribed  therefor 
pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance  or  any  rule, 
regulation  or  order  hereunder  promulgated,  or  otherwise 
to  do  or  omit  to  do  any  action  in  violation  of  the  provisions 
of  this  ordinance  or  the  rules,  regulations  or  order  here- 
under promulgated.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  by 
act  of  omission  knowingly  to  engage  in  any  conduct  tend- 
ing to  deprive  a  tenant  of,  or  to  prevent  a  tenant  from 
exercising,  any  right  conferred  by  this  ordinance,  includ- 
ing without  limitation,  any  such  conduct  tending  to  de- 
prive a  tenant  of  the  peace,  comfort,  or  enjoyment  of  a 
housing  accommodation  in  violation  of  this  ordinance 
and  any  such  conduct  intended  to  result  in  substantial  in- 
convenience or  amounting  to  a  violation  of  privacy,  har- 
assment, intimidation,  threat,  or  coercion. 

(b)  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  to  demand,  ac- 
cept, or  retain  any  payment  which  exceeds  the  maximum 
lawful  rent  for  one  month  as  a  finder's  fee  or  service 
charge  for  the  opportunity  to  examine  or  lease  any  hous- 
ing accommodation;  provided,  however,  no  finder's  fee 
or  service  charge  shall  be  lawful  unless  the  person  from 
whom  the  payment  is  demanded,  accepted,  received  or 
retained  actually  rents  or  leases  the  housing  accommoda- 
tion with  regard  to  which  payment  of  said  fee  or  said 
charge  has  been  demanded,  accepted,  received  or  re- 
tained. 

(c)  Whoever  willfully  violates  any  provision  of  this  or- 
dinance or  any  rule,  regulation  or  order  hereunder 
promulgated  or  whoever  knowingly  makes  any  false 
statement  in  any  testimony  before  the  board  or  whoever 
knowingly  supplies  any  false  information  or  knowingly 
makes  false  statement  to,  or  files  afalse  affidavit  with,  the 
board  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  of  not  more  than  five 
hundred  dollars  or  by  imprisonment  for  not  more  than 
ninety  days  or  both;  provided,  however,  that  in  the  case  of 
a  second  or  subsequent  offense,  such  person  shall  be  pun- 
ished by  a  fine  of  not  more  than  three  thousand  dollars  or 
by  imprisonment  for  not  more  than  one  year  or  both. 

(d)  The  District  Court  Department  of  the  Trial  Court 
for  the  judicial  district  within  which  the  housing  accom- 
modation affected  is  located  and  the  Housing  Court  De- 
partment of  the  Trial  Court,  City  of  Boston  District,  shall 
severally  have  concurrent  jurisdiction  over  all  such 
actions  and  complaints. 

Section  15.  Judicial  Review.  All  decisions  of  the 
board,  except  as  otherwise  provided  in  this  section,  may 
be  appealed  to  the  District  Court  Department  of  the  Trial 
Court  for  the  judicial  district  within  which  the  housing 
accommodation  is  located  or  to  the  Housing  Court  De- 
partment of  the  Trial  Court,  City  of  Boston  Division, 
within  thirty  calendar  days  after  the  date  of  such  decision; 
provided,  however,  that  this  ordinance  shall  not  be  con- 
strued to  provide  a  right  of  appeal  of  a  general  adjustment 
decision  pursuant  to  section  5(a). 

Section  16.  Injunctions.  The  Superior  Court  Depart- 
ment of  the  Trial  Court  and  the  Housing  Court  Depart- 
ment of  the  Trial  Court,  City  of  Boston  Division,  shall 
severally  have  jurisdiction  to  restrain  by  injuction  any  vi- 
olation of  this  ordinance  or  any  rule,  regulation,  or  order 
hereunder  promulgated. 

Section  17.  Effective  Date  and  Duration.  This  ordi- 
nance shall  become  effective  as  of  the  date  signed  by  the 
Mayor  and  shall  remain  in  effect  until  December  31, 
1994,  or  until  a  prior  determination  by  the  Mayor  and 
City  Council  that  the  present  rental  housing  emergency 
no  longer  exists. 

Section  18.  Constitutional  Construction.  The  provi- 
sions of  this  ordinance  are  severable,  and  if  any  of  its  pro- 
visions shall  be  held  unconstitutional  or  otherwise  invalid 
by  any  court  of  competent  jurisdiction,  the  decision  of 


such  court  shall  not  affect  or  impair  any  of  the  remaining 
provision. 

Section  19.  Transitional  Provisions,  (a)  Scope.  Repeal 
of  chapter  1 .  Except  as  otherwise  provided  herein,  chap- 
ter 1  of  the  Ordinances  of  1983,  as  amended,  is  hereby 
repealed  as  of  the  effective  date  of  this  ordinance.  All 
matters  initiated  under  Chapter  1  which  are  pending  be- 
fore or  decided  by  the  board,  or  pending  before  any  court, 
or  any  valid  condominium  or  cooperative  conversion 
eviction  notice  or  related  offer,  or  additional  year  notice 
ruling  initiated  under  the  provisions  of  chapter  1  or  any 
rule,  regulation  or  order  thereunder  promulgated  shall  be 
governed  as  provided  for  in  this  section. 

(b)  Notices  Sent  and  Matters  Pending  Before  or  De- 
cided by  the  Board. 

(i)  All  decisions  rendered  by  the  board  under  the 
provisions  of  chapter  1  of  the  Ordinances  of  1983,  as 
amended,  shall  remain  in  full  force  and  effect  under 
the  provisions  of  this  ordinance. 

(ii)  Notwithstanding  any  provisions  of  this  ordi- 
nance to  the  contrary,  all  matters  pending  before  the 
board  as  of  the  effective  date  of  this  ordinance  shall 
remain  in  full  force  and  effect  but  shall  be  processed 
in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance, 
(iii)  The  provisions  of  said  chapter  1  of  the  Ordi-

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REPORT  ON  ACTIVITIES  CONCERNING  PROB- 
LEM OF  OVERCROWDING  AT  CHARLES 
STREET JAIL 

Coun.  O'NEIL,  on  behalf  of  the  Committee  on  Public 
Safety  submitted  the  following: 

On  October  1 8,  1 984 ,  the  Boston  City  Council  had  suit 
filed  against  it  as  Suffolk  County  Commissioners  by  Suf- 
folk County  Sheriff  Dennis  J.  Kearney.  The  Sheriff  was 
seeking  a  court  mandate  to  resolve  the  problem  of  over- 
crowding at  the  Charles  Street  Jail .  The  Sheriff  is  under  a 
federal  court  order  not  to  accept  any  more  than  266  pre- 
trial detainees.  He  contends  that  almost  on  a  daily  basis, 
persons  in  excess  of  this  limit  are  given  to  him  for  cus- 
tody. The  current  case  involves  the  question  of  what  is  to 
be  done  with  these  pretrial  detainees  over  the  266  limit. 

On  October  19,  1984,  as  Chairman  of  the  Public  Safety 
Committee,  I  attended  a  meeting  at  Deer  Island  of  all  the 
concerned  parties.  At  that  meeting,  Sheriff  Kearney, 
Commissioner  Thompson  and  all  parties  to  the  original 
"Charles  Street  Jail  Case"  discussed  the  possibility  of 
housing  some  of  the  pretrial  detainees  at  the  Deer  Island 
facility.  A  number  of  logistical  problems  exist  for  such  an 
undertaking,  but  both  the  Sheriff  and  Commissioner  be- 
lieve that  it  may  be  a  workable  solution. 

On  October  23,  1984,  Judge  Liacos  of  the  Supreme  Ju- 
dicial Court  held  a  hearing  to  conclude  this  action.  The 
Judge  stated  that  it  was  his  intention  to  issue  a  series  of 
interim  orders  to  settle  the  case .  An  outline  of  the  Judge 's 
proposed  orders  includes: 

1 .  The  Deer  Island  facility  may  be  used  by  the  Sheriff 
to  house  such  pretrial  detainees  as  may  be  necessary  but 
only  as  a  last  resort.  The  Judge  indicated  that  he  thought 
this  number  could  be  kept  to  15-20  people.  Further,  that 
these  people  would  only  be  kept  at  Deer  Island  so  long  as 
space  was  not  provided  elsewhere  according  to  the 
Court's  order. 

2.  Conditions  at  Deer  Island  will  have  to  be  altered  to 
allow  for  the  safe-keeping  of  pretrial  detainees,  tele- 
phone service  and  attorney  visiting  stations  will  have  to 
be  installed. 

3.  The  Sheriff  of  Suffolk  County  will  have  full  opera- 
tional care,  custody  and  supervision  over  any  persons 
that  he  sends  to  be  temporarily  housed  at  Deer  Island. 

4.  The  Department  of  Corrections  will  continue  to  aid 
and  cooperate  with  the  Suffolk  County  Sheriff  in  placing 
excess  pretrial  detainees  in  other  jail  facilities  prior  to  us- 
ing the  Deer  Island  facility. 

5 .  A  comprehensive  bail  review  process  should  imme- 
diately occur  for  eligible  pretrial  detainees  at  the  Charles 
Street  Jail  in  hope  that  such  a  review  will  reduce  the  popu- 
lation to  a  less  than  critical  number. 

6.  The  financial  responsibility  for  this  program  shall 
be  borne  by  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  the  City  of 
Boston. 

7.  The  Court  orders  that  this  is  a  temporary  solution 
and  demands  that  the  Sheriff  report  back  to  this  Court 
within  30  days  with  a  program  for  dealing  with  the  pre- 
trial detainees  in  excess  of  the  federal  court  order  limit 
and  further  that  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  report  to  the 
Court  within  60  days  as  to  the  progress  of  building  a  new 
jail  facility  in  compliance  with  the  federal  court  order. 

The  recommendations  of  the  Committee  are  as  fol- 
lows: 

1 .  Continue  to  monitor  and  participate  in  the  decision- 
making process  and  attend  or  conduct  such  meeting  as 
necessary  to  deal  with  the  problem  of  pretrial  detainees. 

2  .Encourage  the  Sheriff,  the  Commissioner,  and  the 
Administration  to  pursue  state  monies  to  help  alleviate 
these  increased  costs. 

3 .  Continue  to  comply  fully  with  the  Original  Consent 
Decree. 

The  report  was  accepted.

Whereas,  It  reflects  poorly  on  a  municipality  whenever 
descration  or  offensive  graffiti  is  permittecf  to  mar  any  of 
the  old  headstones  that  are  within  these  cemeteries;  and 

Whereas,  The  Central  Burying  Ground,  established  in 
1756,  within  a  section  of  Boston  Common,  is  passed 
daily  by  thousands  of  pedestrians,  including  among  them 
visitors  who  often  take  the  time  for  leisurely  inspection  of 
these  historic  markers;  and 

Whereas,  Many  of  these  locations  throughout  the  city 
are  marked  with  debris,  graffiti,  and  neglect,  such  as  the 
Central  Burying  Ground  which  has  swastikas,  and  ob- 
scene language  painted  on  two  gravestones;  and 

Whereas,  Steps  should  be  taken  to  remove  graffiti  and 
maintain  these  historic  landmarks,  and  that  care  should 
be  taken  in  this  process  so  as  not  to  cause  damage  to  the 
old  markers;  now,  be  it  therefore 

Resolved,  That  His  Honor,  the  Mayor,  is  asked  to  call 
the  condition  of  these  historic  cemeteries  to  the  attention 
of  the  commissioner  of  Parks  and  Recreation  as  well  as 
the  director  of  the  Office  of  Business  and  Cultural  Devel- 
opment in  expectation  that  the  proper  remedies  will  be 
implemented  to  clean  up  the  problem.

ORDER  RE  PROPOSED  REVISIONS 
OF  ELECTORAL  DISTRICTS 

The  following  was  received:

To  the  City  Council. 
Dear  Councillors: 

I  transmit  herewith  for  consideration  by  your  Honor- 
able Body  an  order  containing  proposed  revisions  of  elec- 
toral districts  within  the  city.  Consideration  of  the 
proposed  revisions  and  adoption  of  either  one  with  appro- 
priate enabling  legislation  by  the  City  Council  would 
result  in  the  settlement  of  a  suit  brought  against  the  city  by 
the  Latino  Political  Action  Committee,  et  al. 

The  proposed  revisions  of  electoral  districts  contained 
in  the  accompanying  order  are  familiar  to  you.  One,  call- 
ing for  the  retention  of  four  at-large  members  of  the 
Council  with  a  new  configuration  of  nine  districts,  has 


been  proposed  by  the  plaintiffs.  The  second,  calling  for 
three  at-large  members  of  the  Council  with  ten  districts, 
has  been  put  forth  by  the  Administration  and  is  acceptable 
to  the  plaintiffs. 

In  discussions  with  the  Council  as  a  body  and  with  indi- 
vidual Councillors,  I  have  presented  these  proposals  as 
options  which  would  enable  the  City  to  resolve  this  suit  at 
the  present  time.  The  Administration  has  a  responsibility 
to  pursue  alternative  avenues  for  the  purpose  of  exploring 
whether  settlement  is  possible.  At  the  same  time,  the  city 
is  making  full  and  adequate  preparation  to  defend  this  suit 
in  Court. 

It  must  be  emphasized  that  at  no  point  will  the  Adminis- 
tration settle  with  the  plaintiffs  unless  the  City  Council 
authorizes  such  a  settlement.  The  Administration  has 
consistently  refused  to  entertain  any  proposal  which 
would  abrogate  the  City  Council's  authority  relative  to 
the  establishment  of  electoral  districts. 

I  urge  your  Honorbale  Body  to  refer  the  attached  order 
to  the  appropriate  Committee  and  consider  any  options 
which  could  lead  to  a  settlement.

REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON 
PUBLIC  SAFETY 

Coun.  O'NEIL,  on  behalf  of  the  Committee  on  Public 
Safety,  submitted  the  following: 

On  November  5,  1984,  the  Public  Safety  Committee 
held  a  public  hearing  on  the  following  matters: 

Docket  No.  0269— Order  for  a  public  hearing  to  ex- 
plore alternatives  relative  to  site  and  plans  for  construc- 
tion of  the  Charles  Street  Jail. 


Docket  No .  09 1 6— Order  that  the  City  Council  petition 
the  U.S,  District  Court  to  modify  the  original  Consent 
Decree  regarding  the  Charles  Street  Jail. 

Sheriff  Dennis  J.  Kearney,  James  Hart  and  Peter  Scar- 
pignato  of  the  Public  Facilities  Department,  representa- 
tives of  the  Beacon  Hill  Civic  Association  and  the  Charles 
River  Park  Condo-Owners  Association  were  the  princi- 
pal witnesses. 

There  were  discussed  two  separate  and  distinct  situa- 
tions and  court  cases  that  involve  the  Sheriff,  his  custody 
of  pre-trial  detainees,  the  Charles  Street  Jail,  and  existing 
Court  Orders. 

The  first  situation  concerns  the  recent  court  suit  filed, 
Dennis  J.  Kearney,  Sheriff  of  Suffolk  County  versus  Ray- 
mond L.  Flynn,  Mayor  of  Boston  et  al.  In  this  suit  the 
sheriff  sought  relief  from  the  Court  as  to  the  placement  of 
pretrial  detainees  over  the  limit  set  for  Charles  Street  Jail 
of  266  persons.  Judge  Liacos  has  issued  an  order  that  may 
allow  the  Sheriff  to  place  some  pretrial  detainees  at  the 
Deer  Island  facility.  Judge  Liacos  has  ordered  that  "The 
County  of  Suffolk  and  its  Penal  Institutions  Commis- 
sioner, the  City  of  Boston,  its  Mayor  and  Council,  and  all 
their  employees  and  agents  shall  be  responsible  for  the 
costs  and  expenses  incurred  by  the  Sheriff  in  complying 
with  this  and  any  subsequent  orders  of  the  Court."  At  this 
time,  no  appropriation,  transfer,  or  supplemental  budget 
has  been  submitted  by  the  Mayor  to  the  Council  for  con- 
sideration, therefore  no  Council  action  is  currently  re- 
quired by  the  Court's  order. 

Judge  Liacos  ordered  further  that  the  defendants  in  the 
original  "Charles  Street  Jail  Case",  Inmates  of  Suffolk 
County  Jail  versus  Kearney  et  al. ,  are  to  report  back  to  his 
court  within  60  days  as  to  progress  of  compliance  with  the 
federal  court  order. 

Docket  No.  0916,  cited  above,  orders  the  Council  to 
seek  a  modification  of  the  "Original"  Consent  Decree 
signed  on  April  9,  1979.  To  date,  the  City  Council,  its 
Committee  on  Public  Safety,  and  I,  as  its  Chairman,  have 
done  everything  to  comply  fully  with  this  Consent  Decree 
agreed  to  by  all  parties  to  the  Charles  Street  Jail  Case. 

At  the  hearing,  Councillors  questioned  both  Sheriff 
Kearney  and  the  Public  Facilities  Department,  Hart  and 
Scarpignato,  as  to  their  efforts  to  comply  with  the  Con- 
sent Decree.  The  Sheriff  maintained  that  the  "Original" 
Consent  Decree  that  included  a  facility  to  house  309  in- 
mates no  longer  is  suitable  size  for  the  pretrial  detainees 
of  the  Suffolk  County,  therefore  through  his  efforts  and 
others  he  has  proposed  a  modification  to  expand  the  size 
of  the  facility  to  approximately  435  beds. 

Through  the  testimony  of  Peter  Scapignato,  it  was  clear 
that  the  Public  Facilities  Department  has  done  some  pre- 
liminary design  work  for  such  an  expanded  jail  facility. 
Scarpignato  was  asked  why  planning  on  the  jail  facility, 
as  approved  in  the  Consent  Decree  were  not  completed 
after  more  than  five  years.  He  stated  that  the  direction  of 
planning  has  changed. 

The  Committee  finds  that  this  change  in  planning  di- 
rection is  contradictory  to  paragraphs  three  (3),  four  (4), 
and  five  (5)  of  the  original  Consent  Decree.  (The  Original 
Consent  Decree  is  here  Attached.)  The  Committee  in- 
tends to  discuss  with  the  Council 's  legal  counsel  the  rami- 
fication of  these  digressing  from  the  Original  Consent 
Decree  to  ascertain  what  legal  remedies  may  be  available 
to  the  Council  in  federal  court. 

During  the  course  of  the  hearing,  Peter  Scarpignato 
stated  that  he  and  his  department  were  seeking  potential 
alternate  sites  for  the  Charles  Street  Jail.  Clearly,  this  ac- 
tivity is  in  direct  conflict  with  paragraph  two  (2)  of  the 
Consent  Decree  which  states,  "Said  facility  will  be  con- 
structed on  the  present  location  of  the  Charles  Street 
Jail ."  Again,  the  Committee  wiil  seek  legal  advice  as  to  a 
proper  course  of  action  by  the  Council. 

The  Committee  has  received  information  that  over  2 
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million  dollars  of  the  original  $15.4  million  loan  order 
has  been  expended.  Of  the  $2  million  expended  nearly 
$1.8  million  was  for  a  contract  with  Stall  Associates,  Ar- 
chitects, over  $200,000  was  used  as  personnel  account 
debit  transfers  of  the  Public  Facilities  Department,  and 
$5,398  to  Harbor  Food  Services.  The  Committee  recom- 
mends that  the  Finance  Committee  of  the  Council  con- 
duct a  full  investigation  as  to  the  expenditures  from  this 
loan  order. 

Finally,  the  Committee  recommends  Docket  No.  0269, 
be  placed  on  file  as  consideration  of  the  matter  could 
place  the  Council  in  contempt  of  the  Federal  Court  Order.

I  transmit  herewith  and  I  urge  you  to  adopt  an  order 
authorizing  the  city  to  apply  for  $9,968,000  in  Urban  De- 
velopment Action  Grant  (UDAG)  funds  to  the  U.S.  De- 
partment of  Housing  and  Urban  Development  to  assist  in 
financing  the  redevelopment  of  the  Tent  City  Site  in  the 
South  End .  The  development  of  this  property  will  fulfill  a 
longstanding  city  commitment  to  the  construction  of  a 
mixed-income  residential  complex  for  South  End  resi- 
dents. It  will  also  complete  the  balanced  development 
program  envisioned  with  the  city's  acceptance  of  Copley 
Place  funding  in  the  early  1980s. 

The  project  includes  270-300  units  of  mixed-income 
housing  of  which  up  to  25  percent  of  the  units  would  be 
low  income,  50  percent  moderate  income,  and  25  percent 
market  level;  approximately  7,500  square  feet  of  com- 
mercial space;  and  an  underground  parking  facility  for  up 
to  698  parking  spaces.  It  will  provide  at  least  750  new 
jobs,  50  percent  of  which  will  be  targeted  to  Boston  resi- 
dents, minorities  and  women  in  accordance  with  the 
city's  Resident  Jobs  Policy  to  which  the  development 
sponsor  has  agreed.  It  is  expected  that  the  development

Dear  Councillors: 

I  transmit  herewith  and  I  urge  you  to  adopt  an  order 
authorizing  the  city  to  apply  of  $1 ,800,000  in  Urban  De- 
velopment Action  Grant  funds  to  the  U.S.  Department  of 
Housing  and  Urban  Development  to  assist  in  financing 
the  rehabilitation  of  the  Bradford  Hotel  on  Tremont 
Street.  The  restoration  of  this  property  will  greatly  assist 
the  city  in  its  goal  to  revitalize  Boston's  Theatre  District. 

The  project  consists  of  the  renovation  of  263  rooms  and 
the  creation  of  thirty  new,  hotel  rooms  in  the  former  roof- 
top ballroom.  The  hotel  will  also  house  a  restaurant, 
function  rooms  and  limited  commercial  space.  It  will  pro- 
vide up  to  260  new  jobs,  50  percent  of  which  will  be  tar- 
geted to  Boston  residents,  minorities  and  women  in 
accordance  with  the  city's  Resident  Preference  Employ- 
ment Plan  to  which  the  developer  has  agreed.  In  addition, 
the  city's  annual  tax  revenue  will  increase  by  approxi- 
mately $300,000. 

The  developer  of  the  project  is  the  Theatre  Hotel  Asso- 
ciates Trust,  with  Mr.  Robert  S.  Merrowitz  and  the 
Coolodge  Bank  and  Trust  Company,  trustees.  The  hotel 
will  be  managed  by  Koala  Inns  of  America. 

The  Bradford  Hotel,  with  its  proximity  to  the  New  En- 
gland Medical  Center,  will  service  a  market  need  for  ho- 
tel space  that  is  currently  unmet  in  Boston.  With  over 
14,000  annual  patient  visits,  and  with  1 1  percent  of  pedi- 
atric and  1 3  percent  of  adult  patients  coming  from  outside 
Massachusetts,  the  NEMC  has  an  intense  need  for  readily 
available  hotel  rooms. 

Without  the  proposed  UDAG  funding,  the  Bradford

repairs,  such  as  a  new  roof,  new  heating  and  electrical 
systems  with  an  expected  cost  of  $100,000;  and

The  City  of  Boston  presently  has  a  diverse  minority 
population  comprising  more  than  35  percent  of  the  city's 
total  residents,  yet  employment  within  all  levels  of  the 
city  administration  does  not  proportionately  reflect  the 
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city's  minority  population,  nor  do  women  and  minority 
businesses  receive  a  fair  share  of  the  millions  of  dollars 
that  the  city  contracts  out  for  goods,  service,  and  con- 
struction. 

It  is  hereby  declared  that  nondiscrimination  and  equal 
opportunity  shall  be  the  policy  of  the  City  of  Boston  in  all 
of  its  decisions,  programs  and  activities.  Tothatend,  each 
executive  officer  serving  under  the  Mayor,  and  all  city 
employees  shall  rigorously  take  affirmative  steps  to  en- 
sure equality  of  opportunity  in  the  internal  affairs  of  city 
government,  as  well  as  in  their  relations  with  the  public, 
including  those  persons  and  organizations  doing  business 
in  the  city.  Each  agency,  in  discharging  its  statutory  re- 
sponsibilities, shall  consider  the  likely  effects  which  its 
decisions,  programs  and  activities  shall  have  in  meeting 
the  goal  of  equality  of  opportunity. 

Affirmative  action  requires  more  than  vigilance  in  the 
elimination  of  discriminatory  barriers  to  employment  on 
the  grounds  of  race,  color,  religion,  creed,  ancestry,  na- 
tional origin,  age,  sex,  and  handicap.  It  requires  positive 
and  aggressive  measures  to  ensure  equal  opportunity  in 
the  areas  of  hiring,  promotion,  demotion  or  transfer,  re- 
cruitment, layoff  or  termination,  rate  of  compensation, 
inservice  or  apprenticeship  training  programs,  and  all 
terms  and  conditions  of  employment.  Affirmative  Action 
shall  include  efforts  required  to  remedy  the  practices ,  and 
any  action  necessary  to  guarantee  equal  employment  op- 
portunity for  all  people. 

Section  2.  Definitions 

As  used  hereinafter: 

1.  The  term  "Minority"  means  a  person  with  who  is 
Black,  Hispanic,  Asian,  Native  American  or  Cape  Ver- 
dean. 

2.  The  term  "Minority  Business"  means  any  individ- 
ual, business  organization  or  nonprofit  corporation 
which  is  certified  as  a  minority  business  by  SOMBA 
(State  Office  of  Minority  Business  Assistance). 

3.  The  term  "City"  means  the  City  of  Boston. 

4.  The  term  "Agency"  shall  mean  the  unit  of  govern- 
ment, within  the  structure  of  the  City  of  Boston  that  is 
responsible  for  the  application,  administration  and  exe- 
cution of  the  policy  defined  in  section  1  of  this  ordinance. 

5.  The  term  "WMBE"  means  Women  and  Minority 
Business  Enterprises. 

6.  The  term  "MAAO"  means  Municipal  Affirmative 
Action  Officer. 

Section  3. 

There  is  hereby  established  within  the  Mayor's  office  a 
position  to  be  known  as  Municipal  Affirmative  Action 
Officer;  said  position  to  be  filled  by  appointment  by  the 
Mayor  fora  term  expiring  on  the  first  Monday  of  January 
following  the  next  biennial  election  who  shall  have  the 
powers  and  perform  the  duties  imposed  by  law.  The 
Mayor  shall  appoint  the  MAAO  within  sixty  days  of  pas- 
sage of  this  ordinance. 

The  Municipal  Affirmative  Action  Officer  shall  be  the 
chief  Affirmative  Action  Officer  for  internal  employ- 
ment for  the  city  and  shall  have  oversight  of  the  city's 
policy  of  nondiscrimination,  equal  opportunity,  and  af- 
firmative action. 

The  Municipal  Affirmative  Action  Officer  shall: 

1)  recommend  appropriate  standards  and  procedures 
governing  the  preparation,  submission,  and  review 
of  affirmative  action  plans  by  all  agencies; 

2)  give  final  approval  or  disapproval  of  all  affirmative 
action  plans  prepared  by  such  agencies  and  appoint- 
ing authorities  as  submitted  by  the  secretariat; 

3)  conduct  an  ongoing  review  of  affirmative  action 
plans  and  their  implementation  to  assure  that  they 
comply  with  such  plans  and  the  intent  of  this  order 

4)  establish  a  uniform  grievance  procedure  which 
shall  be  available  to  any  person  subject  to  this  ordi- 
nance, including  applicants,  as  well  as  employees,  to 


determine  any  and  all  issues  arising  trom  this  ordi- 
nance and  related  to  affirmative  action  plans 

5)  report  from  time  to  time,  but  at  least  every  three 
months,  to  the  Mayor  and  the  City  Council  on  the 
progress  being  made  by  the  agencies  in  administer- 
ing their  affirmative  action  plans; 

6)  ensure  that  the  city's  personnel  system  is  operated 
in  ways  which  provide  assistance  to  appointing  au- 
thorities in  meeting  the  affirmative  action  goals; 

7)  require  departmental  affirmative  action  officers  to 
submit  information  on  status  of  their  affirmative 
action  plans  on  at  least  a  quarterly  basis,  and  when- 
ever the  MAAO  deems  necessary. 

Section  4. 

The  MAAO  shall  also  monitor  the  implementation  of 
the  Boston  Jobs  Residency  Program  and  develop  a  minor- 
ity business  enterprise  procurement  plan  to  increase  the 
number  of  women  and  minority  business  securing  con- 
tracts with  the  city. 

Each  agency  shall  designate  a  senior  staff  person,  who 
shall  report  directly  to  the  MAAO  and  who  shall  be  re- 
sponsible for  coordinating  the  development  and  imple- 
mentation of  the  MBE  Procurement  Plan  within  its 
respective  agency. 

Each  plan  shall  include,  but  not  be  limited  to  the  fol- 
lowing: 

A)  By  category  (supplies  and  equipment,  services  and 
construction),  a  statement  of  the  estimated  total  pro- 
curement dollars  to  be  spent  during  the  current  fiscal 
year,  the  amount  spent  with  MBEs  during  the  pre- 
vious fiscal  year,  the  amount  projected  to  be  spent 
with  MBEs  during  the  current  fiscal  year,  and  the 
amount  projected  to  be  spent  with  MBEs  during  the 
next  fiscal  year. 

B)  A  description  of  the  methods,  procedures  and  pro- 
grams to  be  implemented  in  order  to  be  in  compli- 
ance with  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance.  The 
program  initiatives  may  include  but  shall  not  be  lim- 
ited to  the  following: 

1 .  targeting  some  bid  invitations  to  MBEs; 

2.  promoting  joint  ventures  between  MBEs  and  non- 
MBEs; 

3.  requiring  prime  contractors  to  subcontract  a  mini- 
mum amount  of  work  on  projects  to  MBEs; 

4.  designating  MBEs  as  preferred  vendors  when  sub- 
mitting requests  to  the  Purchasing  agent; 

5.  dividing  large  contracts  into  smaller  units  to  afford 
opportunities  for  MBEs,  where  legally  permissible. 

C)  A  plan  for  requiring  each  contractor  for  supplies 
and  equipment,  services  and  construction,  with  con- 
tracts in  amount  of  $25,000  or  more,  to  submit  to  the 
contracting  agency  an  affirmative  action  plan  that  in- 
cludes the  purchase  of  supplies,  equipment  and  serv- 
ices from  MBEs  as  well  as  its  compliance  with  the 
provisions  of  this  ordinance  and  the  Boston  Jobs  Res- 
idency Ordinance. 

Section  5. 

Notwithstanding  the  provisions  of  CBC,  ordinance  2, 
section  752,  this  ordinance  shall  be  published  by  the 
action  of  the  Council  in  passing  the  same.

Laws  chapter  43B,  section  13,  and  any  other  applica- 
ble law,  as  follows: 

Section  1 .  The  City  of  Boston  Code,  Ordinance,  Title 
14,  section  270A,  as  amended,  is  hereby  further  amended 
by  inserting  at  the  end  thereof  a  comma  and  the  phrase  "to 
any  person  under  twenty -one  years  of  age." 
Section  270A  shall  now  read  as  follows: 
Section  270A  Tobacco  Products,  Distribution  in 
Public  Places.  No  person  shall,  except  a  full  retail 
price,  in  or  upon  any  part  of  the  streets,  parks,  public 
grounds,  public  buildings,  other  public  places  within 
the  City  of  Boston  distribute  any  product  containing 
tobacco  or  non-tobacco  cigarette  products  for  any 
commercial  purpose,  to  any  person  under  twenty- 
one  years  of  age. 


Section  2.  Notwithstanding  the  provisions  of  CBC  Or- 
dinances, Title  2,  section  752,  this  ordinance  shall  be 
published  by  the  action  of  the  City  Council  in  passing  the 
same.

MENT SERVICE  BE  INSTITUTED  ALONG 
SOUTHWEST  CORRIDOR

Whereas,  The  development  plans  instituted  by  the 
Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts  with  regard  to  the 
Southwest  Corridor  include  the  dismantling  of  the  MBTA

MESSAGE  APPROVING  ORDER  AS  TO  NUMBER 
OF  CELLS  AND  DISAPPROVING  ORDER  AS  TO 
HEIGHT  OF  CHARLES  STREET  JAIL 

The  following  was  received:

To  the  City  Council. 
Dear  Councillors: 

I  return  herewith  approved  in  part  and  disapproved  in 
part  an  order  adopted  by  your  Honorable  Body  at  its  No- 
vember 28  session. 

As  you  are  aware,  the  City  of  Boston  is  under  court 
order  to  build  a  new  Charles  Street  Jail.  The  consent  de- 
cree to  which  the  city  is  a  party  calls  for  a  309-bed  facility 
to  be  built  on  the  site  of  the  current  jail.  While  such  a 
facility  was  adequate  for  the  needs  of  the  City  of  Boston/- 
County  of  Suffolk  at  the  time  the  consent  decree  was  en- 
tered, at  this  time  a  jail  of  309-cells  is  clearly  inadequate. 
The  Commonwealth  has  recognized  this  and  has  filed 
legislation  to  reimburse  the  city  $28  million  for  construc- 
tion of  a  435-bed  jail .  This  $28  million ,  added  to  the  city 's 
allotment  of  $15  million,  would  enable  a  facility  of  17 
stories  containing  435  beds  to  be  built. 

The  order  as  passed  allows  for  the  new  jail  to  contain 
between  309  and  450  cells,  but  limits  the  height  to  1 3  sto- 
ries. 

In  order  to  receive  reimbursement  from  the  Common- 
wealth, 425  beds  must  be  provided  for.  If  the  new  facility 
is  limited  to  13  stories,  no  more  than  309  beds  can  be 
included.  The  present  structure,  therefore,  would  have  to 
be  rehabilitated  to  include  approximately  130  beds.  The 
net  result  would  be  that  the  city  would  have  to  raise  an- 
other $12  million  for  such  rehabilitation,  an  amount  the 


city  can  hardly  afford  in  this  time  of  fiscal  constraint. 
This  added  $12  million  is  in  addition  to  the  $15  million 
the  city  already  has  alloted  and  the  $28  million  proposal 
in  the  Commonwealth's  legislation. 

Since  the  order  is,  in  effect,  mandatingthe  "appropria- 
tion of  money",  to  wit,  approximately  $12  million,  I 
hereby  approve  the  first  paragraph  of  theorder  calling  for 
a  jail  of  between  309  and  435  cells,  and  I  disapprove  the 
order's  second  paragraph  which  limits  the  height  of  the 
new  jail  to  13stories.  This  action  is  taken  pursuant  to  City 
of  Boston  Code,  Statutes,  Title  2,  section  15.

Ordinance  Creating  the  Position  of  Municipal  Affirma- 
tive Action  Officer. 

Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  Boston,  in  accord- 
ance with  the  provisions  of  Massachusetts  General 
Laws  chapter  43B ,  section  1 3 ,  and  and  other  applica- 
ble law,  as  follows: 

Section  1 .  Declaration  of  Policy. 

The  City  of  Boston  presently  has  a  diverse  minority 
population  comprising  more  than  35  percent  of  the  city's 
total  residents,  yet  employment  within  all  levels  of  the 
city  administration  does  not  proportionately  reflect  the 
city's  minority  population.  The  city's  administration 
should  ensure  that  this  diverse  population  is  reflected  in 
its  employment  profile.  The  city  should  utilize  its  power 
and  influence  to  persuade  the  private  business  sector  to 
reflect  this  minority  population  among  its  employees. 
Furthermore,  women  and  minorities  have  established  in- 
numerable businesses  which  have  not  received  a  fair 
share  of  the  millions  of  dollars  that  the  city  contracts  out 
for  goods,  services,  and  construction.  There  must  be  a 
conserted  effort  to  ensure  women  and  minority  busi- 
nesses a  greater  share  of  city  contracts. 

It  is  hereby  declared  that  nondiscrimination  and  equal 
opportunity  shall  be  the  policy  of  the  City  of  Boston  in  all 
of  its  decisions,  programs  and  activities.  To  that  end,  each 
executive  officer  serving  under  the  Mayor,  and  all  city 
employees  shall  rigorously  take  affirmative  steps  to  en- 
sure equality  of  opportunity  in  the  internal  affairs  of  city 
government,  as  well  as  in  their  relations  with  the  public, 
including  those  persons  and  organizations  doing  business 
with  the  city.  Each  agency,  in  discharging  its  statutory 
responsibilities,  shall  consider  the  likely  effects  which  its 
decisions,  programs  and  activities  shall  have  in  meeting 
the  goal  of  equality  of  opportunity. 

Affirmative  action  requires  more  than  vigilance  in  the 
elimination  of  discriminatory  barries  to  employment  on 
the  grounds  of  race,  color.religion,  creed,  ancestry,  na- 
tional origin,  age,  sex,  sexual  orientation,  and  handicap. 
It  requires  positive  and  aggressive  measures  to  ensure 
equal  opportunity  in  the  areas  of  hiring,  promotion,  de- 
motion or  transfer,  recruitment,  layoff  or  termination, 
rate  of  compensation,  inserve  or  apprenticeship  training 
programs,  and  all  terms  and  conditions  of  employment. 
Affirmative  Action  shall  include  efforts  required  to  rem- 
edy all  unfair  employment  practices,  and  any  action  nec- 
essary to  gaurantee  equal  employment  opportunity  for  all 
people. 

Section  2.  Difinitions. 
As  used  hereinafter: 

1 .  The  term  "Minority"  means  a  person  who  is  Black, 
Hispanic,  Asian,  Native  American,  or  Cape  Verdean. 

2.  The  term  "Minority  Business"  means  any  individ- 
ual, business  organization  or  nonprofit  corporation 
which  has  a  minority  ownership  of  at  least  51  percent. 
The  M  A  AO  may  seek  assistance  from  the  State  Officer  of 
Minority  Business  Assistance  to  determine  appropriate 
qualifications,  and  qualified  businesses. 

3.  The  term  "city"  means  the  City  of  Boston. 

4.  The  term  "Agency"  shall  mean  the  unit  of  govern- 
ment, within  the  structure  of  the  City  of  Boston  that  is 
responsible  for  the  application,  administration  and  exe- 
cution of  the  policy  defined  in  section  1  of  this  ordinance. 

5.  The  term  "WMBF"  means  women  Women  and  Mi- 
nority Business  Enterprize. 

6.  The  term  "MAAO"  means  Municipal  Affirmative 
Action  Officer. 

7.  The  term  "Women  Business"  means  a  business  that 
is  at  least  5 1  percent  owned  by  women. 

Section  3. 

there  is  hereby  established  within  the  Mayor's  office  a 
position  to  be  known  as  Municipal  Affirmative  Action 
Officer;  said  position  to  be  filled  by  appointment  by  the 
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Mayor  for  a  term  expiring  on  the  first  Monday  of  January 
following  the  next  biennial  election  who  shall  have  the 
powers  and  perform  the  duties  imposed  by  law.  The 
Mayor  shall  appoint  the  MAAO  within  60  days  of  pas- 
sage of  this  ordinance. 

The  municipal  Affirmative  Office  shall  be  the  chief  Af- 
firmative Action  Officer  for  internal  employment  for  the 
city  and  shall  have  oversight  of  the  city 's  policy  of  nondis- 
crimination, equal  opportunity,  and  affirmative  action. 

The  municipal  Affirmative  Action  Officer  shall: 

1 .  Recommend  appropriate  standards  and  procedures 
governing  the  preparation,  submission,  and  review  of  af- 
firmative action  plans  by  all  agencies. 

2.  Give  final  approval  or  disapproval  of  all  affirmative 
actions  plans  prepared  by  such  agencies  and  appointing 
authorities  as  submitted  by  all  city  agencies,  departments 
and  commissions. 

3.  Conduct  an  ongoing  review  of  affirmative  action 
plans  and  their  implementation  to  assure  that  they  comply 
with  such  plans  and  the  intent  of  this  ordinance. 

4.  Establish  a  uniform  grievance  procedure  which  shall 
be  available  to  any  person  subject  to  this  ordinance,  in- 
cluding applicants,  as  well  as  employees,  to  determine 
any  and  all  issues  arising  from  this  ordinance  and  related 
to  affirmative  action  plans. 

5.  Report  from  time  to  time,  but  at  least  every  three 
months,  to  the  Mayor  and  the  City  Council  on  the  pro- 
gress being  made  by  the  agencies  in  administering  their 
action  plans. 

6.  Ensure  that  the  city's  personnel  system  is  operated  in 
ways  which  provide  assistance  to  appointing  authorities 
in  meeting  the  affirmative  action  goals. 

7.  Require  departmental  Affirmative  Action  Officers 
to  submit  information  on  the  status  of  their  affirmative 
action  plans  on  at  least  a  quarterly  basis,  and  whenever 
the  MAAO  deems  necessary. 

Section  4. 

The  MAAO  shall  jalso  monitor  the  implementation  of 
the  Boston  Jobs  Residency  Program  and  develop  a 
Women  and  Minority  Business  Enterprize  Procurement 
plan  to  increase  the  number  of  women  and  minority  busi- 
nesses securing  contracts  with  the  city. 

Each  agency  shall  designate  a  senior  staff  person,  who 
shall  report  directly  to  the  MAAO  and  who  shall  be  re- 
sponsible for  coordinating  the  development  and  imple- 
mentation of  the  WMBE  procurement  Plan  within  its 
respective  agency. 

Each  plan  shall  include,  but  not  be  limited  to,  the  fol- 
lowing: 

A)  By  category  (supplies  and  ejquipment,  services  and 
construction);  a  statement  of  the  estimated  total  procure- 
ment dollars  to  be  spent  during  the  current  fiscal  year,  the 
amount  spent  with  WMBEs  during  the  previous  fiscal 
year,  the  amount  projected  to  be  spent  with  WMBEs  dur- 
ing the  current  fiscal  year,  and  the  amount  projected  to  be 
spent  with  WMBEs  during  the  next  fiscal  jyear. 

B)  A  description  of  the  methods,  procedures  and  pro- 
grams to  be  implemented  in  order  to  be  in  compliance 
with  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance.  The  program  initia- 
tives may  include  but  shall  not  be  limited  to  the  following: 

1 .  targeting  some  bid  invitations  to  WMBEs. 

2.  promoting  joint  ventures  between  WMBEs  and  non- 
WMBEs. 

3.  requiring  prime  contractors  to  subcontract  a 
mininum  amount  of  work  on  projects  to  WMBEs 

4.  designating  WMBEs  as  preferred  vendors  when 
submitting  requests  to  the  Purchasing  agent. 

5.  dividing  large  contracts  into  smaller  units  to  afford 
opportunities  for  WMBEs,  where  legally  permissible. 

C)  A  plan  for  requiring  each  contractor  who  is  granted 
a  city  contract;  for  supplies  and  equipment,  services  and 
construction,  to  submit  to  the  contracting  agency  an  af- 
firmative action  plan  that  includes  the  purchase  of  sup- 
plies, equipment  and  services  from  WMBEs  as  well  as  its 


compliance  with  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance  and  the 
Boston  Jobs  Residency  Ordinance. 
Section  5. 

Notwithstanding  the  provision  of  the  City  of  Boston 
Code,  ordinance  2,  section  752,  this  ordinance  shall  be 
published  by  the  action  of  the  council  in  passing  the  same.

To  the  extent  feasible ,  consistent  with  the  safety 
of  the  public  and  of  public  property,  heat  in  public  build- 
ings shall  be  reduced,  and  the  use  of  electrical  power  in 
public  buildings  shall  be  curtailed,  from  five  o'clock 
P.M.,  Friday,  December  21,  1984,  until  eight  o'clock 
A.M.,  Wednesday,  December  26,  1984,  and  from  five 
o'clock  P.M.,  Friday,  December  28,  1984,  until  eight 
o'clock  A.M.,  Wednesday,  January  2,  1985. 

Referred,  under  Rule  17,  to  the  Committee  of  the 
Whole.

All  properties  managed  and  operated  by  the 
Boston  Housing  Authority  shall  establish  reasonable  and 
comfortable  heating  levels  for  tenants  between  the  period 
of  October  1st  through  May  15th  of  each  year. 

During  the  above  mentioned  periods,  tem- 
peratures shall  not  be  less  than  66  degrees  between  the 
hours  of  1 1 :00  P.M.  and  6:00  A.M.,  and  not  less  than  73 
degrees  between  the  hours  of  6 :  00  A .  M .  and  1 1 :  00  P.  M . 
Section  3.  The  Boston  Housing  Authority  may  adjust 
these  heating  levels  during  the  period  of  an  "emergency" 
declared  by  the  City  Council  and  the  Mayor,  or  during  the 
period  of  a  temporary  emergency,  not  to  exceed,  30  days 
as  established  by  the  Administrator  of  the  Boston  Hous- 
ing Authority. 

Section  4.  The  City  Clerk's  officer  shall  number  and 
record  this  ordinance  in  accordance  with  the  powers  of 
that  office,  and  shall  cause  this  ordinance  to  be  published

Whereas,  Construction  of  such  an  area  would  remove 
existing  taxpaying  property  from  the  tax  rolls,  strain  the 
tax-exempt  bond  market,  drain  potential  funding  re- 
sources, and  would  place  the  public  in  unneeded  competi- 
tion with  free  enterprise,  and. 

Whereas,  The  several  years  of  disruption  to  the  traffic 
flow  in  the  area  with  accompanying  decrease  in  parking 
during  construction,  together  with  the  prospect  of  greatly 
increased  rents  when  the  arena  is  completed,  would  likely 
result  in  the  removal  of  professional  arena  sports  from 
Boston,  before  the  new  facility  even  opened,  and. 
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Whereas,  If  the  new  arena  is  a  success,  it  would  be  a 
burden  on  Boston's  traffic,  North  Station  area  businesses 
and  merchants,  and  on  the  ability  of  Boston  to  provide 
policing,  etc. ,  if  it  is  a  failure,  it  would  burden  the  taxpay- 
ers, therefore  be  it 

Ordered,  That  His  Excellency  the  Governor,  and  both 
houses  of  the  General  Court  be  memorialized  to  oppose 
construction  of  a  new  arena  in  Boston  with  any  public 
funds  and/or  participation,  and  be  it  further 

Ordered,  That  the  City  of  Boston,  as  a  matter  of  policy, 
favors  reconstruction  of  the  existing  Boston  Garden,  and 
be  it  further 

Ordered,  That  all  officers,  agencies  and  departments 
of  the  city  be,  and  hereby  are,  requested  and  directed  to 
provide  all  appropriate  cooperation  and  assistance  to  the 
owners  of  the  Boston  Garden  in  efforts  to  renovate  the 
same.

tice; and 

Whereas,  The  city  Collector's  office  will  only  reim- 
burse for  overpayment  of  past  real  estate  taxes  if  a  tax- 
payer or  his/her  heirs  petition  for  such  and  produce 
copies  of  checks  or  payment  receipts;  and 

Whereas,  The  City  of  Boston,  understandably,  is  dili- 
gent in  notifying  taxpayers  whenever  property  falls  into 
tax  delinquency;  therefore  be  it  ordered; 

Ordered,  That  the  Boston  City  Council  request  Mayor 
Raymond  L.  Flynn  to  direct  the  Collector-Treasurer  and 
the  Assessor  to  formulate  a  notification  process  inform- 
ing property  taxpayers  who  pay  a  sum  in  excess  of  the 
amount  due,  that  they  may: 

1 .  Have  the  excess  applied,  with  interest  where  ap- 
propriate, to  the  ensuing  year's  taxes;  or 

2.  Obtain  reimbursement  for  the  overpayment, 
with  interest  where  appropriate,  by  a  procedure  to  be 
determined  by  the  Collector-Treasurer  and  the  Asses- 
sor; and  be  it  further 

Ordered,  That  the  Collector's  office,  with  the  assist- 
ance of  the  Assessor's  office,  identify  parcels  on  which 
excess  tax  payments  have  been  made  for  the  past  five  (5) 
fiscal  years,  and  notify  the  taxpayers  of  the  excess  and  the 
options  available  to  them  as  outlined  above.

Coun.  McCORMACK  offered  the  following: 

Whereas,  Boston  Edison  and  the  City  of  Boston  are 
currently  engaged  in  a  hearing  before  the  State  Appellate 
Tax  Board  to  determine  the  fair  market  value  of  Edison 
property  in  the  city  for  the  purposes  of  determining  the 
property  tax  owed  to  the  city;  and 

Whereas,  Boston  Edison  is  seeking  abatements  of  taxes 
paid  to  the  city  from  fiscal  years  1977-1982  of  approxi- 
mately $100  million;  and 

Whereas,  Boston  Edison  bases  its  abatement  claim  on 
its  assertion  that  the  fair  market  value  of  its  power  plant  in 
South  Boston  is  approximately  $20  million,  despite  the 
fact  that  the  replacement  cost  of  the  facility  would  clearly 
be  closer  to  $200  million;  and 

Whereas,  The  City  of  Boston  purchases  approximately 
$22  million  worth  of  power  from  Boston  Edison  each 
year,  approximately  as  much  as  Boston  Edison  claims  its 
entire  plant  in  South  Boston  is  worth;  and 

Whereas,  If  Boston  Edison  persists  in  its  claim  that  its 
South  Boston  plant  is  worth  only  $20  million,  the  City  of 
Boston  would  be  wise  to  consider  its  statutory  option  of 
initiating  procedures  to  acquire  the  Edison  plant  at  this 
low  price  and  producing  its  own  power  at  a  considerable 
savings;  therefore  be  it 

Ordered,  That  the  appropriate  Boston  City  Council 
Committee  conduct  a  hearing  to  further  ascertain  Boston 
Edison's  position  with  respect  to  the  value  of  its  plant  in 
South  Boston  and  to  evaluate  the  city 's  option  of  initiating 
procedures  to  acquire  the  plant  pursuant  to  M.G.L.  ch. 
164.

As  requested,  I  have  surveyed  the  efforts  of  this  admin- 
istration to  address  the  needs  of  Boston's  homeless.  As 
you  know,  responding  to  this  crisis  is  no  small  task.  The 
rising  tide  of  homelessness  has  reached  epidemic  propor- 
tions in  the  nation's  cities,  with  conservative  estimates 
placing  the  homeless  population  at  over  3,000  men, 
women  and  children  in  Boston  alone. 

Although  much  remains  to  be  done,  the  initial  response 
by  city  departments  has  been  inpressive.  Since  your  inau- 
gration,  this  administration  has  committed  considerable 
resources  to  programs  that  offer  aid  and  shelter  to  the  ar- 
ea's homeless.  Through  concerted  efforts  of  many  city 
departments,  such  as  the  Neighborhood  Development 
and  Employment  Agency,  the  Public  Facilities  Depart- 
ment, the  Boston  Redevelopment  Authority  and  Boston 
City  Hospital,  nearly  $1,000,000  in  funds  has  been  di- 
rected to  a  wide  variety  of  programs  for  the  homeless 
population. 

In  addition  to  direct  fiancial  assitance,  the  Flynn  ad- 
ministration, through  the  Public  Facilities  Department 
and  the  Boston  Redevelopment  Authority,  has  assisted 
Boston's  homeless  agencies  in  acquiring  new  facilities 
for  operating  transitional  housing  programs  and  emer- 
gency shelters. 

As  I  have  stated,  the  administration  supports  a  wide 
variety  of  programs  for  Boston's  homeless.  Many  of 
these  programs,  such  as  the  Emergency  Shelter  at  Long 
Island  Hospital  and  St.  Francis  House  provide  essential 
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emergency  services  for  thousands  of  homeless  individ- 
uals. There  is  no  question  that  there  is  an  acute  need  for 
homeless  shelters  which  provide  a  warm  meal,  a  safe 
place  to  spend  the  night  and  emergency  medical  care.  But 
there  is  also  increased  recognition  of  the  need  for  transi- 
tional housing  programs  which  provide  long-term  coun- 
seling and  job  training. 

The  need  for  transitional  programs  has  heightned  as  the 
composition  of  the  homeless  population  has  changed,  as 
noted  in  a  report  to  the  President  from  Samuel  R.  Pierce, 
Jr. ,  Secretary  of  HUD,  not  only  is  the  homeless  popula- 
tion much  younger  that  it  was  in  the  past,  there  is  a  much 
greater  number  of  homeless  single  women  and  homeless 
women  with  children.  To  address  this  new  population  of 
homeless  individuals  the  administration  is  fuunding  tran- 
sitional housing  programs  for  women  and  their  children 
such  as  the  Horizons  Program  operated  by  the  Women's 
Educational  and  Industrial  Union,  and  Casa  Myrna  Vas- 
quez  for  women  in  transition.
